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LETTER   OF    TRANSMITTAL. 


To  His  Excellency,  Friend  Wm.  Richardson, 
Governor  of  California, 

Sacramen to,  California. 

In  eonformitj'  with  the  provisions  of  section  12  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Act,  herewith  is  transmitted  the  report  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
the  State  of  California  for  the  fiscal  period  be;?inning  Jiily  1,  1924,  and 
ending  June  30,  1925. 

The  prosperity  that  California  has  enjoyed  during  the  last  five  years 
was  reflected  in  the  continued  growth  and  expansion  of  her  public 
utilities  during  this  fiscal  period.  Although  the  last  period  was  not 
favorable,  in  certain  respects  to  the  utilities,  on  account  of  drought 
conditions,  which  extended  their  ill  effects  to  the  hydro-electric  produc- 
tion field,  all  utilities  inci'eased  their  revenues,  and  their  output,  cor- 
responding to  the  increasing  demands  made  upon  them  by  the  develop- 
ment of  the  state. 

The  work  of  the  Railroad  Commission  kept  pace  with  the  develop- 
ment of  the  utilities,  but  it  was  still  further  increased  by  the  addition 
of  many  important  matters  having  to  do  with  the  relations  of  public 
utilities  with  municipalities,  and  efforts  to  meet  extraordinary  climatic 
conditions.  A  large  amount  of  work  devolved  on  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission through  the  valuation  of  public  utility  property  in  condemna- 
tion proceedings  brought  by  the  cities. 

Despite  many  raergei's  and  consolidations,  especially  in  the  field  of 
motor  carriers,  the  number  of  utilities  filing  reports  under  the  direct 
jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission  inci'eased  from  1775  to  1819. 
Due  to  invalidating  of  the  Crittenden  Act,  which  exempted  motor  car- 
riers engaged  in  the  transportation  of  farm  products  and  farm  neces- 
sities from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  more  than 
3000  motor  carriers  were  thrown  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Com- 
mission, and  steps  were  taken  to  bring  them  into  control,  and  to  restrain 
those  still  operating  illegally,  under  the  exemption  previously  granted 
by  that  act. 

The  Commission  received  1115  formal  applications,  121  formal  com- 
plaints, and  initiated  23  preceedings  on  its  own  motion,  involving  rates, 
service,  or  other  matters.  In  the  course  of  the  year 's  Avork  the  Commis- 
sion held  775  hearings,  either  original,  adjourned,  further,  or  rehear- 
ings,  and  221  meeting?,  and  rendei-ed  1373  decisions. 

In  reporting  the  various  hearings  held  by  the  Commission,  the  Report- 
ing Department  transcribed  95,803  folios  or  more  than  9.500,000  words. 

The  number  of  informal  complaints  handled  by  the  Commission 
during  the  fiscal  vear  showed  a  sharp  drop,  there  being  '4394  as  against 
6315  in  1923-24,  and  5493  in  1922-23.  This  was  largely  diie  to 
improved  conditions  in  regard  to  ijistallations  and  service  in  the  Los 
Angeles  telephone  area,  and  also  the  successful  working  of  uniform 
rules  and  regulations  governing  most  of  the  utilities,  that  have  been 
installed  by  the  Commission  during  the  last  three  years.  It  is  only  fair 
to  state  that  the  public  utilities  of  Califor)iia  showed  an  increasing 
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spirit    of    cooperation    witli    tlie    Coinniissioii    in    handling    customer 
complaints. 

Rate  Reductions. 

The  chief  reductions  in  rates  ordered  by  the'  Commission,  during  the 
fiscal  period,  applied  to  automomile  ferries  operating  on  San  Francisco 
Bay.  Those  already  in  effect  will  result  in  saving  the  traveling  public 
approximately  $325,000  a  year,  while  other  reductions  made  voluntarily, 
as  the  result  of  the  Commission 's  action,  and  reductions  orde"red  by  the 
Commission,  but  held  up  by  court  proceedings,  will  swell  this  amount, 
if  the  Commission  is  sustained,  to  approximately  $750,000  a  year. 

In  addition  to  proceedings  handled  solelj'  by  the  Commission,  involv- 
ing rate  reductions,  or  refusals  to  grant  increases  of  rates  (which  would 
have  added  several  million  dollars  to  the  amount  collected  by  utilities) 
the  Commission  was  largely  instrumental  in  obtaining,  for  shippe'rs  and 
receivers  of  express  matter,  a  revision  of  express  rates  by  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission,  which  Avill  result  in  savings  of  at  least 
$1,000,000  a  year. 

This  is  in  addition  to  an  estimated  savhig  of  $5,000,000,  accumulated 
during  the  last  five  years  through  the  action  of  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion in  refusing  to  allow  an  increase  of  13J  per  cent  on  intrastate  express 
rates,  ordered  by  the  Intel-state  Commerce  Commission. 

Continuation  of  the  plan  of  automatic  rate  fixing,  based  on  fluctua- 
tions in  the  price  of  fuel  oil  which  is  the  controlling  factor  in  the  cost 
of  manufactured  gas.  and  also  in  the  operation  of  steam  heating  utilities, 
resulted  most  satisfactorily  to  both  utility  and  consumer.  The'  expense 
and  delays  incident  to  the'  holding  of  formal  hearings,  in  connection 
with  these  rate  adjustments,  was  eliminated. 

Security  Issues. 

During  the  twelve  months  ending  June  30,  1925,  the  Commission 
passed  on  applications  involving  the  issue  of  $197,412,807.29  of  stocks, 
bonds,  notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebtdness,  as  compared  with 
$245,884,653.07  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1924,  and  $151,045,555.91 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1923. 

The  amount  of  securities  authorized  to  be  issued  was  $175,795,119.29 
during  1924-25;  $243,869,746.29  during  1923-24;  and  $144,860,030.91 
during  1922-23.  The  average  amount  of  securities  authorized  to  be 
issued  per  annum,  for  the  three-year  period  was  $188,174,966.49,  of 
which  about  75  per  cent  was  authorized  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the 
acquisition  and  construction  of  new  properties.  The  difference  between 
the  amount  of  securities  authorized  to  be  issued  and  the  amount  passed 
upon  by  the  Commission,  represents  the  amount  covered  ]\v  applications 
which  were  denied  or  dismissed. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1925,  gas  and  electric  companies 
were  authorized  to  issue  a  larger  amount  of  securities  than  all  other 
utilities  combined.  Out  of  the  $175,795,119.29  of  securities  authorized 
to  be  issued,  $116,684,856  were  securities  of  corporations  engaged  in 
the  gas,  electric  light  and  power  business.  The  telephone  and  telegi'aph 
companies  were  second.  They  were  authorized  to  issue  $41,982,306.50 
of  stocks,  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness.  In  this  con- 
nection it  should  be  said  that  since  the  amendment  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  Act,  giving  that  body  jurisdiction  over  the  issu- 
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anee  of  securities  by  steam  railroads,  the  Southern  Pacific  Company 
and  its  subsidiaries,  and  The  Atehison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway 
Company  have  taken  the  position  that  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission iias  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  the  issuing  of  all  their  securities. 
Neither  of  these  companies  have  filed  during  the'  year  any  applications 
for  permission  to  issue  stocks  or  bonds. 

Operating  Revenues  and  Expenses  of  Utilities. 

Kailroads  and  other  utilities  tiling  annual  ri'i)orts  with  the  Kailroad 
Commission  report  for  the  calendar  year  192-t  operating  revenues  of 
$892,935,989.76,  as  compared  with  operating  revenues  of  $890,351,740.52 
for  the  calendar  year  1923,  the  increase  amounting  to  $2,584,249.24. 
The  operating  reveluies  include  the  total  earnings  of  companies  operat- 
ing both  inside  and  outside  the  State  of  California,  among  such  com- 
panies being  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and 
Santa  Fe  Railway  Company,  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pany, and  "Western  Union  Telegraph  Company. 

Income  on  California  Business. 

The  operating  revenues  of  utilities  applicable  to  California  business, 
only,  amounted  to  $498,123,521.99  for  1924,  and  $484,192,470.40  for 
1923.  the  increase  being  $13,931,051.59.  The  operating  revenue  from 
purely  California  business  increased  by  $13,931,051.59.  while  the  operat- 
ing revenues  of  the  comi)anies  including  earnings  from  their  entire 
business  increased  only  $2,584,249.24. 

The  operating  expenses  for  1924,  applicable  to  all  business,  are 
reported  at  .$653,725,786.28  as  compared  with  $638,448,890.42  for  1923, 
leaving  net  operating  revenues  of  $239,210,203.48  for  1924,  and 
$251,902,850.10  for  1923.  The  amount  of  money  paid  out  in  the  form 
of  dividends  bv  all  utilities  increased  from  $86,485,578.89  in  192^3  to 
$92,-502,874.61   in   1924. 

Valuation  Work. 

The  extent  of  valuation  work  in  which  the  Commission  was  engaged 
during  the  last  fiscal  year,  or  which  was  necessitated  by  proceedings 
filed  during  the  year  was  probably  greater  than  at  any  other  period  in 
the  historj'  of  the  Commission. 

In  addition  to  valuations  required  by  rate  proceedings,  there  w-ere  a 
number  of  major  valuations  in  pi-ogress  in  condemnation  proceedings 
brought  by  municipalities  for  the'  acquisition  of  property  of  various 
utilities,  and  also  in  street  railway  service,  unification  or  rerouting 
surveys. 

It  is  expected  that  reports  will  be  submitted  during  the  ensuing 
fiscal  year  on  the  valuation  of  property  of  the  Great  Western  Power 
Company  and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  ('ompany  in  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco,  which  tlie  municipality  seeks  to  condemn  for  the  dis- 
tribution of  power  generated  on  its  Hetch  Hetchy  project.  The  Com- 
mission has  employed  a  staff  of  twenty  men  in  valuing  the  Great 
Western  property  and  forty  men  on  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
appraisal.  In  addition  to  these  proceedings,  five  men  have  been  engaged 
on  the  checking  of  the  valualions  of  property  of  Southern  California 
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Edison  Compaiij^,  which  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  proposes  to  acquire'  by 
condemnation. 

Valuations  of  the  Los  Anjjeles  Railway  Corporation  and  Pacific  Elec- 
tric Railway's  local  lines  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  Avhich  were  under- 
taken in  the  street  railwa\'  survey,  looking  toA\ard  unified  operation  ol 
those  systems  by  one  or  the  other  company,  or  by  the  city,  was  com- 
pleted during  the  fiscal  year  by  engineers  working  for  the  Commission, 
the  city,  and  the  companies  involved.  Engineers  of  the  Commission 
also  checked  the  appraisal  of  the  properties  of  the  Southern  California 
Telephone  Company  in  the  proceeding  of  that  utility  for  an  increase 
of  rates.  Extensive  valuation  work  was  also  performed  in  the  proceed- 
ings involving  auto  ferry  rates  on  San  Francisco  Bay. 

A  great  amount  of  work  has  been  done  also  involving  special  and 
general  studies  in  connection  with  the  subject  of  depreciation.  The 
amount  of  depreciation  accrued  to  date  was  determined  for  a  numbe"r 
of  utilities,  and  arrangements  made  to  modify  the  previous  require- 
ments as  to  funds  allotted  by  the  Commission  under  this  heading.  The 
work  of  measuring  the  accrued  depreciation  on  the  systems  of  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  Great  Western  Power  Company,  in 
San  Francisco,  in  condemnation  proceedings  brought  by  the  munici- 
pality, was  begun. 

Work  of  Engineering  Department, 

The  volume  of  ordinary  work  handled  by  the  Engineering  Depart- 
ment was  practically  the  same  during  the  fiscal  year  just  ended  as 
during  the  preceding  fiscal  jieriod,  but  there  was  an  unusuallj'  large 
amount  of  work  carried  on  by  the  department  outside  the  normal  regu- 
latory Avork,  which  was  paid  for  by  municipalities.  This  included  not 
only  the  electric  distributing  line  valuation  Avork,  under  condemnation 
proceedings,  brought  by  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  and  other  cities, 
but  electric  line  inspection  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  499,  Statutes 
of  1911,  as  amended  by  chapter  600,  Statutes  of  1915.  This  work, 
which  has  resulted  in  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  infractions  of  the 
statutes  regulating  overhead  electric  line  construction,  listed  as  either 
technical  or  hazardous,  of  more  than  75  per  cent,  Avith  a  corresponding 
increase  of  safety  to  the  public,  and  electric  line  Avorkers,  Avill  be  com- 
pleted probably  by  the  end  of  1925.  A  total  of  541.000  infractions  Avere 
recorded  for  correction.  The  Commission  inspectors  have  traveled 
176,887  miles  in  the  prosecution  of  the  Avork,  Avhich  cost  $67,510.03,  the 
expense  being  boi-nc  by  the  utilities  or  municipalities  involved. 

Power  Supervision. 

Appointment  of  a  poAver  supervisor  to  direct  ett'orts  to  cope  Avith  the 
extraordinary  economic  conditions  presented  by  the  drought  of  the 
winter  of  1923-24,  Avith  its  resultant  shortage  in  hydro-electric  pOAver 
production,  Avas  described  in  the  last  annual  report,  and  it  is  merely 
necessary  to  state  that  the  Avork  of  the  poAver  supervisor,  Mr.  Harry 
G.  Butler,  a  former  assistant  chief  engineer  of  the  Commission,  wa.s 
concluded  about  the  middle  of  November,  1924,  after  a  most  successful 
administration.  Due  to  cooperation  of  the  principal  companies  operat- 
ing south  of  the  Tehachapi,  and  cooperation  by  agricultnral  consumers 
under  tlie  leadership  nf  the  California  Farm  Bureau  Fetleration,  an 
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equitable    distribution    of   the   .-svailable   electrieal    supply    Avas    made 
possil)le. 

Gas  and  Electric  Division. 

The'  most  important  rate  matters  handled  by  the  Gas  and  Electric 
Division  of  the  Engineering  Department  were  applications  by  Southern 
California  Edison  Company,  Southern  Sierras  Power  Company  and 
Ontario  Power  Company  for  increases  in  rates  to  offset  increased 
operating  expenses  caused  by  the  deficiency  in  the  supply  of  hydro- 
electric power,  resulting  in  large  consumption  of  fuel  oil  in  the  pro- 
duction of  steam  powei-.  These  applications  were  denied  by  the  Com- 
mi.ssion.  Southern  Sierras  Power  Company  appealed  to  the  Federal 
Court  from  the  decision  of  the  Commission,  with  the  result  that  the 
Commissioii  won  a  complete  victory.  There  is  still  pending  before  the 
Commission  an  important  proceeding,  which  occupied  the  attention  of 
the  Commission  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  and  involved  a  considerable 
amount  of  work  on  the  part  of  the'  Gas  and  Electric  Division.  This  is 
the  application  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  to  increase 
its  rates  for  electricit)-  sold  wholesale  to  other  companies,  or  to  munici- 
palities, for  distribution.  This  application  has  been  opposed  vigorously 
by  the  distributors,  and  has  e'ntailed  a  great  amount  of  work  for  the 
Commission's  engineers  in  checking  up  technical  evidence'  presented 
by  both  sides. 

Engineers  of  this  division  contiinied  the  work  of  inspection  of  gas 
plants  and  distributing  systems  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  their 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Commission's  General  Order 
No.  58,  fixing  standards  for  gas  service.  The  majority  of  gas  plants  in 
the  state  were  visited  and  the  quality  of  service  has  been  improved 
materially. 

A  number  of  important  steps  in  the  growth  and  advancement  of  elec- 
tric power  development  wei-e  made  during  the  year.  Among  these  may 
be  mentioned  the  beginning  of  construction  for  the  increasing  of  the 
storage  capacity  of  Lake  Alma  nor,  in  Plumas  County  by  Great  Western 
Power  Company  from  300,000  acre-feet  to  1.300,000  acre-feet,  making 
it  one  of  the  largest  artificial  lakes  in  the  country.  It  will  make  possi- 
ble, for  the'  first  time,  sufficient  storage  to  regulate  the  flow  of  a  large 
stream  through  cycles  of  wet  and  dry  years,  instead  of  through  wet 
and  dry  sea.sons  of  each  year,  only.  Construction  of  Copco  No.  2  plant 
on  the  Klamath  lliver  of  the  (,'alifornia-Oregon  Power  Company,  and 
the  sale  of  its  output  to  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company.  Avill 
make  available  25,000  horsepower  additional  for  northern  California. 
Another  important  event  is  the  beginning  of  actual  construction  work 
by  the  San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation  on  its  Kings  River 
power  development. 

Southern  California  Edison  Company  marked  an  epoch  in  its  history 
by  the  completion  of  its  Florence  Lake  Tunnel  on  its  Big  Creek  Project 
in  April.  1925.  This  tunnel,  79,000  feet  long,  and  15  feet  square,  was 
driven  through  the  Kaiser  Range  of  the  Sierra  Nevadas  at  an  elevation 
of  5000  feet,  but  an  elevation  of  9300  feet  had  to  be  cro.ssed  to  reach  its 
location.  It  will  convey  the  waters  of  Florence  Lake  into  Huntington 
Lake,  providing  a  safe  supply  of  water  to  tide  over  periods  of  drought. 

The  last  fiscal  year  witnessed  the  development  of  two  important  scien- 
tific  achievements   in   manufacture   of   ai-tifieial   gas.     One   is   a   new 
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process  for  the  purification  of  the  jras  and  the  recovery  of  by-products 
thereby,  the  sale  of  whicli  pays  the  cost  of  purification.  With  the 
cooperation  of  the  Kailroad  Commission's  Engineering  Department  an 
investigation  is  being  made  into  the  possibility  of  substituting  low  grade 
coal  for  fuel  oil  in  gas  manufacture.  The  success  of  this  investigation 
would  result  in  the  utilization  of  extensive  deposits  of  coal  in  California 
of  such  low  grade  that  their  exploitation  is  not  now  feasible. 

Hydraulic  Division. 

There  are  in  excess  of  500  public  water  utilities  in  California  subject 
to  the  jui'isdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission  and  the  regulation  of 
these  utilities  constitutes  one  of  the  most  important  functions  of  the 
Commission. 

The  activities  of  the  Hydraulic  Division  during  the  first  half  of  the 
fiscal  period  1924—25,  centered  on  the'  water  shortage  problem,  which 
was  more  or  less  general  throughout  the  state,  but  was  particularly 
acute  in  the  southern  section.  However,  it  is  noteworthy  that  the  state 
emerged  from  this  trying  period  without  having  suffered  widespread 
loss,  and  with  facilities  materially  improved  for  meeting  any  .subse- 
quent recurrence  of  such  drought  conditions.  The  division  was  engaged 
in  134  proceedings  involving  water  utilities  during  the  fiscal  period,  and 
assisted  in  investigations  of  45  applications  pertaining  to  issuance  of 
securities  by  water  utilities.  Two  proceedings  of  considerable  import- 
ance engaging  the'  attention  of  the  Hydraulic  Division  were  the  appli- 
cations of  the  San  Jose  Water  Works  and  of  Sutter-Butte  Canal  Com- 
pany for  increases  of  rates.  Valuations  amounting  to  $5,142,697  were 
made  by  the  division  in  water  proceedings  during  the  year.  There 
were  784  informal  complaints  involving  service,  installation,  rates,  etc. 
In  addition  to  these  there  were  139  other  informal  matters  during  the 
last  nine  months  of  the  year  which  required  163  field  investigations. 

Two  matters  of  great  importance  that  occupied  the  attention  of  the 
division  were  the  investigations  into  rates  and  service  of  water  to 
municipalities  by  East  Bay  Water  Company,  and  Cuyamaca  Water 
Company  litigation  with  the  city  of  San  Diego  over  the  waters  of  the 
San  Diego  River.  The  Commission  directed  East  Bay  Water  Company 
to  install  new  or  enlarged  mains  in  the  East  Bay  District  to  aft'ord 
adequate  fire  protection,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $1,700,000.  After 
painstaking  investigation  and  negotiations,  the  Commission  presented 
a  plan  of  settlement  of  the  San  Diego  controversy,  which,  although 
agreed  to  by  representatives  of  all  parties  to  the  controversy,  was  not 
presented  to  the  citizens  of  San  Diego  for  their  approval  by  the  city 
coiuicil. 

Telephone  and  Telegraph  Division. 

California  apparently  is  well  above  the  average  of  the  United  States 
in  its  utilization  of  the  telephone,  there  being  approximately  one  tele- 
phone to  every  4.2  persons  in  California  or  23.8  telephones  for  each  100 
of  population.  The  average  for  the  United  States  is  only  13.7  tele- 
phones per  100  population  which  is  the  highest  of  any  country  in  the 
world. 

It  is  a  well  recognized  fact  that  the  development  of  a  nation,  state 
of  city  is  accurately  reflected  in  the  ratio  of  its  use  of  the  telephone  to 
its  population.    Tremendous  development  of  the  telephone  utilization  in 
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California  has  thrown  an  enormons  bnrdon  on  th«^  teh'j)h()n(!  utilities  of 
the  state,  but  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1024-25  finds  them  in  a  better 
position  to  meet  demands  upon  them  for  service  than  for  many  years 
past.  There  are  131  telephone  companies,  seven  telephone  and  tele- 
graph companies  and  three  tele^'raph  companies  operatinf>-  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  rommission. 

The  Telephone  and  Tele^n-aph  Division  of  the  Engineering  De'part- 
ment  of  the  Commission  was  involved  in  38  formal  proceedings,  25 
being  applications  and  13  being  complaints.  These  proceedings  covered 
a  wide  range  of  subjects  and  every  telephone  company  of  importance  in 
the  state.  By  far  the  most  important  proceeding  was  the  fixing  of 
rates  for  the  Southern  California  Telephone  Company.  This  proceed- 
ing necessitated  the  valuation  of  the  company's  entire  properties 
amounting  to  approximately  $58,000,000,  and  an  investigation  of  the 
relations  of  Southern  California  Telephone  Company,  The  Pacific 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  and  American  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company  of  New  York.  The  Telephone  Division  also  carried 
on  eighteen  special  investigations  covering  almost  every  phase  of  tele 
phone  operation,  as  a  result  of  whicii  there  has  been  a  decided  improve- 
ment in  service'.  Valuable  i-esnlts  Avere  also  obtained  from  these  invest  >• 
gations  through  furnishing  authentic  infoimiation  regarding  aciual 
service  conditions.  Through  the  utilization  of  this  information  the 
division  was  able  to  recommend  to  the  Commission  certain  changes,  and 
to  request  definite  action  by  the  utilities  themselves  with  the  view  to 
obtaining  the  best  possible  service  to  the  public. 

Transportation  Division. 

Work  of  the  Transportation  Division,  Engineering  Department  of 
the  Commission,  showed  a  considerable  increase  over  the  previous  fiscal 
period.  The'  formal  proceedings  numbered  278  as  against  329  but  the 
importance  of  those  handled  during  the  last  fiscal  year  involved  a 
greater  amount  of  work,  and  there  were  361  decisions  involving  trans- 
portation studies.  Mo?t  notable  among  the  investigations  conducted  by 
this  division  were  in  connection  with  the  reduction  of  automobile  ferry 
rates  on  San  Francisco  Bay.  A  tremendous  amount  of  work  was  done 
also  in  grade  crossing  matters,  and  17  grade  crossing  separations  were 
ordered  as  a  result  of  the  Commission's  efforts  to  make  safe  the  major 
highway  grade  crossings,  and  to  separate  the  grades  where  public  safety 
demands.  It  is  worthy  of  mention  that  the  Los  Angeles  Counts  Grade 
Crossing  Committee  has  cooperated  with  the  Commission  throughout 
the  year  in  its  study  of  important  grade  crossing  problems  in  Los 
Angeles  County,  and  has  been  of  matei'ial  assistance  in  a  number  of 
major  proceedings. 

Important  surveys  of  street  railway  service  were  completed  by  the 
Transportation  Division  in  Los  Angeles  and  in  Oakland.  The'  survey 
of  the  Pacific  Electric  Railway  Company's  local  lines,  and  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Railway  Company's  properties,  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles, 
which  is  being  made  with  the  object  of  determining  the  value  of  all 
those  properties  for  the  purpose  of  consolidation  is  nearing  completion, 
and  a  report  is  looked  for  in  the  early  part  of  the  ensuing  year.  The 
joint  committee  of  engineers  representing  the  cities  of  Oakland  and 
Berkeley,  the  Key  System  Transit  Company,  and  the  Railroad  Com- 
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inissiou,  .it'ter  an  exteiided  smvcy.  iiiaUe  loe.oinmondations  that  were 
adopted  which  ar(!  exppcte<l  to  result  in  increased,  and  more  efficient, 
street  railway  and  bus  service  for  those  cities. 

The  chiei:  eii-iineer  of  the  Commission  attended  a  conference  at 
Chicago,  called  by  the  president  of  the  National  Association  of  Rail- 
road and  Tlilities  Commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  study 
of  grade  crossing  protection  of  the  railroads  of  the  country.  Incidental 
to  this  trip,  the  Commission  's  engineer  visited  the  principal  cities  of  the 
East  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  information  relative  to  the  valuation 
of  telephone  companies,  their  rates  and  service,  and  the  relations  of 
the  various  Bell  telephone  companies  with  the  American  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company,  the  parent  utility. 

Railroad  Terminals. 

Shortly  after  the  close  of  the  year  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion, following  its  hearing  in  February,  1925,  rendered  a  decision  of  far 
reaching  importance  in  the  proceeding  involving  a  union  passenger 
terminal  for  the  railroads  entering  Los  Angeles.  The  federal  body,  in 
its  decision,  denied  the  petition  of  the  carriers  for  joint  use  of  the 
Southern  Pacific  Arcade  station,  w'ith  a  separate  station  for  the  Santa 
Fe.  The  Commission  further  declared  that  it  would  authorize  the  aban- 
donment of  certain  tracks  in  Los  Angeles,  and  the  common  use  of  exist- 
ing tracks,  Avhich  would  facilitate  the  operation  of  the  proposed  Plaza 
Union  station.  Authority  for  final  orders  in  these  matters  was  declared 
to  reside  with  California  Railroad  Commission. 

A  joint  interurban  electric  railway  station  is  now  being  constructed 
at  Sacramento  by  the  carriers  as  a  result  of  recommendations  by  the 
Commission  following  a  study  of  the  problem  by  the  Transportation 
Division  engineers. 

As  a  result  of  an  extensive  investigation,  and  valuations  of  the  opera- 
tive property  of  the  auto  ferry  companies  operating  on  San  Francisco 
Bay,  substantial  reductions  in  rates  were  ordered  for  the  Rodeo-Vallejo 
Ferry  Company,  Golden  Gate  Ferry  Company  and  Southern  Pacific 
Company,  which  necessitated  competing  companies  to  make  voluntary 
reductions  in  rates.  Southern  Pacific  Company  has  taken  the  Com- 
mission's order  reducing  its  auto  ferry  rates  into  the'  Federal  Court 
and  the  reductions  have  been  ordered  suspended  pending  the  result  of 
this  litigation. 

Informal  Proceedings. 

A  large  amount  of  work  was  incurred  by  the  Engineering  and  otiier 
departments  during  the  year  in  handling  informal  complaints.  Nearly 
4400  individual  complaints  were  investigated  during  the  year.  Special 
engineers  are  assigned  and  every  assistance  possible'  is  rendered  com- 
plainants in  obtaining  a  speedy  and  satisfactory  settlement.  This  work 
is  considered  of  prime  importance  by  the  Commission  as  this  is  the 
only  way  in  which  a  large  portion  of  the  public  comes  into  direct  con- 
tact with  the  Railroad  Commissiou.  and  the  results  of  regulation  are 
judged  by  these  utility  patrons  by  the  manner  in  which  their  individual 
complaints  are  handled. 

In  addition  to  the  informal  niatteis  handled  directly  through  the 
Commission  a  large  number  of  complaints,  averaging  around  three 
hundred  a  year,  are  handled  through  the  offices  of  the  Utility  Com- 
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mittee  of  the  California  Farm  Bureau  Federation.  ]\^wt  of  tliese  never 
reach  the  Commission  for  final  settlement  but  are  satisfactorily  dis- 
posed of  by  the  cooperative  efforts  of  the  Bureau  and  Ihe  utilities. 
This  lias  brou*:h1  ;d)f>iit  moi-c  immediate  relief  to  the  consumers  and  a 
l)etter  understandiiifr  between  the  parties.  Several  municipalities, 
notably  Los  An<;eles  and  Lon«?  Beach,  have  coo])erated  in  tlie  same  way 
with  similar  results  m  hundi'eds  of  eases. 

Motor  Transportation. 

Auto  stage  and  truck  transportation  is  assuming  proportions  that 
make  its  regulation  one  of  the'  major  functions  of  the  Commission. 
There  are  now  682  auto  stage  and  truck  lines  operating  under  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Commission.  Recent  court  decisions  will  add  at  least  3000 
motor  carriers  to  this  number,  during  the  next  year,  it  is  estimated. 
The  added  lines  are  chiefly  truck  concerns  that  were  formerly  engaged 
in  hauling  farm  products  and  farm  necessities,  iinder  exemption  of  the 
Crittenden  Act,  which  Avas  declared  unconstitutional  by  the  California 
Supreme  Court. 

Reports  of  stage  lines  filed  with  the  Commission  indicate  that  approxi- 
mately 30,000,000  passengers  were  transported  over  the  highways  of  the 
state  during  1924.  Motor  freight  carriers,  operating  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Commission,  transported  appi'oximately  1,000,000  tons 
of  freight.  The  gross  operating  revenues  of  all  motor  carriers  report- 
ing to  the  Commission  was  $19,042,161.57,  an  increase  of  $1,487,159.71 
over  1923.  A  fleet  of  approximately  4000  trucks,  stages  and  busses  was 
used  in  the  service,  represetiting  an  investment  in  equipment  of  nearly 
$16,000,000. 

Highway  transportation  devoted  to  the  public  service  has  reached 
such  proportions  in  California  that  there  are  verj'  few  points  unserved. 
There  has  been  a  marked  tendency  towards  consolidation  of  stage  lines, 
as  evidenced  by  the  purchase'  by  large,  well  financed  corporations  of 
smaller  lines.  This  results  in  the  development  of  operating  units 
directed  by  men  skilled  in  catering  to  the  traveling  public,  and  well 
versed  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  automobile  transportation. 

Equipment  has  reached  a  high  point  of  perfection — speed  with  safety 
and  comfort  being  important  factors.  The  Commission  has,  notwith- 
standing a  limited  force,  maintained  a  close  check  on  passenger  trans- 
portation, and  has  insisted  in  its  regulatory  practices,  that  service, 
courteous  and  efficient,  be'  maintained.  Its  efforts  have  been  directed 
along  constructive  lines  with  the  aim  of  providing  reliable  service  com- 
mensurate with  the  state's  growth  and  development. 

Rate  Department. 

The  Rate  Department  handled,  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  57  formal 
proceedings  involving  rates  of  steam  and  electric  railroad,  electric  rail- 
way, carriers  by  water,  warehouses,  auto  trucks  and  stages,  airplanes, 
and  handled  many  cases  involving  rei)arations  to  shippers  on  account 
of  alleged  excessive  and  unrea.sonable  rates.  There  are  now  on  file  with 
the  Rate  Department  165,000  tai'iffs  and  supplements  which  are  avail- 
able for  public  inspection,  and  comprising  a  complete  historical  record 
of  rates  charged  by  the  various  utilities  since  the  Statute  of  1909 
required  public  utilities  to  file  their  tariffs  with  the  Commission. 
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Tho  Kato  DopartiiH'nt  <lispnsc(l  of  140S  applications,  of  whirh  .')22 
were  roquests  for  prrinission  to  chanfr'"  rates  or  fares  on  less  than  statu- 
tory notice,  621  Avoro  for  increases  of  fares  or  rates,  and  29.i  were  for 
permission  to  cliarpre  less  for  a  longer  haul  than  for  a  shorter  haul  over 
the  same  line  or  route.  The'  Avork  of  the  department  necessitated  the 
writing  of  12,579  letters,  authorizations  or  acknoAvledgments.  The 
department  held  joint  hearinfrs  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission on  rates  involving'  lumber  products,  and  also  rates  on  radio 
receiving  sets  and  phonographs  containing  radio  sets,  and  inteTvened  in 
a  hearing  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  involving  milk 
and  cream  rates. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  a  petition  was  filed  by  Key  System 
Transit  Company  for  an  increase  in  transbay  passenger  ferry  fares, 
and  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  filed  a  similar  petition  soon  there- 
after. The  former  utility  contends  in  its  petition  that  it  was  netting  a 
return  of  3.9  per  cent  while  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  alleges  an 
actual  oiit-of -pocket  loss.  These  proceedings  will  involve  valuations  of 
property  for  which  a  value  of  $30,000,000  is  claimed  by  the  Key  System 
Transit  Company,  and  more  than  $61,000,000  by  Southern  Pacific 
Company. 

Shippers  in  Alameda  will  be  placed  on  a  parity  with  those'  in  Oak- 
land through  the  action  of  the  Commi-ssion  in  authorizing  The  Atchison, 
Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  and  the  "Western  Pacific  Rail- 
way Company  to  absorb  the  switching  charge  of  $2.50  per  car,  assessed 
by  the  city  of  Alameda  for  the  iise  of  city  owned  tracks,  in  the  line-haul 
charges.  Prior  to  this  action  of  the  Commission,  Alameda  shippers 
sers^e'd  by  the  municipal  line  were  paying  a  switching  charge  in  addi- 
tion to  the  regular  transportation  charges. 

Aeroplane  Rates. 

Looking  forward  to  an  immediate  development  of  aeroplane  service 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight,  a  conference  was  held 
during  the  year  between  representatives  of  the  Commission  and  of  the 
Meteorological  and  Aeronautical  Bureau  of  the  Los  Angeles  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  with  the  view  to  drawing  up  regulations  for  the  conduct  of 
such  service.  At  present  there  is  one  aeroplane  line  operating  in  Cali- 
fornia as  a  common  carrier  and  having  rates  filed  with  the  Commission. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  those  who  have  watched  the  development  of  this 
mode  of  transportation  that  there  will  be  a  tremendous  development  in 
both  passenger  and  freight  carrying  by  air  in  the  immediate  future. 

Other  Rate  Matters. 

The  Commission  authorized  carriers  operating  vessels  on  the  inland 
water  ways  of  California  to  place  in  eflfeet  at  the  Encinal  terminals  in 
Alameda  the'  same  rates  applying:  from  and  to  terminals  at  Oakland 
and  San  Francisco.  Growth  of  the  cotton  industry  is  reflected  by  the 
complaint  brought  before  the  Commission  by  the  California  Cotton 
Oil  Company  against  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  and  The  Atchison, 
Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  that  rates  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  cottonseed  from  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  to  the  Los  Angeles 
milling  points  are  excessive  and  unreasonable.  The  Commission  has 
been  reqiiested  to  fix  just  and  reasonable  rates  for  this  movement,  and

numerous  other  cottonseed  shippers,  and  various  civic  and  commercial 
orofanizations  have  filed  petitions  of  intervention.  Hearings  in  this 
proceeding  have  been  scheduled  the  early  part  of  the  next  fiscal  year. 

A  lively  contest  is  being  waged  on  rates  charged  by  Southern  Pacific 
Company  for  the  transportation  of  flour  and  cereal  products  shipped 
from  Seymour  and  Subaco  to  Los  Angeles  and  Riverside  by  shippers 
and  millers,  and  also  against  the  rates  for  the  transportation  of  cereal 
and  cereal  products  from  Sacramento  and  Stockton,  Port  Costa,  South 
Vallejo  and  Oakland,  to  various  points  in  the  Sacramento  and  Sau 
Joaquin  Valley.  The  Commission  is  asked  to  determine  whether  or  not 
the  rates  of  Southern  Pacific  Company  are  preferential  to  the  shippers 
of  Sacramento,  Stockton,  Port  Costa  and  South  Vallejo,  and  prejudi- 
cial to  shippers  at  Oakland. 

Trap  Car  Case. 

Every  shipping  point  of  importance  in  California  is  concerned  in 
the  prceedings  now  scheduled  for  further  hearing  before  the  Commis- 
sion in  the  so-called  ' '  trap  car  ease. ' '  This  is  a  proceeding  in  which  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce'  complained  of  discrimination  in 
favor  of  tlie  city  of  Oakland  on  the  part  of  Southern  Pacific  Company 
and  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  in  main- 
taining trap  ear  (less  than  carload  switching)  service  in  the  East  Bay 
District  but  not  in  San  Francisco.  The  Commission  found  that  this 
constituted  discrimination  against  San  Francisco  and  suggested  that 
the  parties  hold  conferences  in  an  effort  to  reach  an  agreement  that 
would  remove  the  discrimination  where  it  was  found  to  exist.  As  a 
result  of  these  conferences  no  satisfactory  arrangement  was  reached, 
and  the  defendant  carriers  submitted  their  own  plan,  which  proposed 
certain  increases  and  decreases  in  the  charges  as  Avell  as  the  establish- 
ment of  trap  car  service  at  points  not  previously  receiving  such  service. 
It  is  upon  this  plan  that  the  Commi.ssion  will  hold  further  hearings  and 
will  render  supplemental  decision.  Large  shippers  throughout  Cali- 
fornia were  deeply  interested  in  cases  before  the'  Commission  involving 
the  application  of  rates  under  the  minimum  class  rate  clause  of  tariffs 
of  carriers  in  this  territory  known  as  the  "minimum  class  rate  scale." 

The  Railroad  Commission  also  conducted  a  proceeding  under  investi- 
gation and  suspension  with  the  result  that  it  ordered  suspended  certain 
changes  in  the  minimum  class  rate  clause  of  this  tariff.  Shippers  pro- 
tested to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and  that  body  also 
suspended  the  tariffs  containing  the  changes  in  interstate  traffic.  The 
federal  body  found  that  the  carriers  had  not  justified  the  increases 
proposed  under  the  tariff'  changes,  and  held  that  if  carriers  had  not 
been  applying  as  a  minimum  rate  the  western  classification  ratings  and 
the  minimum  weights  of  the  Exception  Sheet,  they  had  been  disregard- 
ing the  provisions  of  their  tariffs.  The  carriers  notified  the  Railroad 
Cominission  that  they  were  agreeable  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission's findings  as  applied  to  California  intrastate  traffic,  and  that 
complainants,  in  view  of  this  stipulation,  agreed  to  dismiss  their  case 
before  this  Commission. 
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Hoch-Smith  Resolution. 

In  confoi'mity  with  the  iustnictious  contaiiied  in  (he  so-called  Hoch- 
Smith  resolution,  adopted  by  the  United  States  congress,  directing  the' 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  make  a  thorough  investigation  of 
common  carriers  subject  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act.  that  body 
instituted  a  proceeding,  and  set  the  preliminary  hearing  for  Chicago, 
September  28, 1925.  It  is  proposed  to  ascertain  in  what  respects  the  rate 
structure  of  common  carriers  is  unlawful,  and  to  make  such  adjust- 
ments as  may  be  necessary  to  correct  such  defects  as  are  found  to  exist. 
The  carriers,  in  what  is  known  as  the  western  group  territory,  there- 
upon filed  petitions  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  the 
state  commissions  for  an  increase  of  freight  rates  of  approximately 
11  per  cent.  Subsequently,  by  supplemental  application  the  carriers 
requested  an  advance  of  5  per  cent  in  their  freight  revenues,  to  be 
applied  principally  to  selected  commodities.  The  importance  of  this 
application  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  these  increases  will  amount  to 
one  cent  per  bushel  on  grain,  15  cents  per  ton  on  coal,  7^  cents  per  ton 
on  gravel,  sand,  stone  and  clay,  and  20  cents  per  ton  on  cement,  lime 
and  plaster.  The  Railroad  Commission  has  notified  all  Chambers  of 
Commerce  and  industrial  organizations  of  the  situation,  and  is  doing 
eve'rything  possible  to  repi'esent  properly  California's  interest  in  all 
proceedings  having  to  do  with  the  readjustment  of  tlie  rate  structure. 

Changes  in  Statiites. 

The  1925  legislature  enacted  a  number  of  changes  in  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Act,  and  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act,  of  more  or 
less  importance.  Among  these  Avere  the  provisions  exempting  school 
busses  from  the  Commission's  jurisdiction,  and  giving  the  Commission 
the  right  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  operation  of 
transportation  companies  operating  solely  in  interstate  commerce 
between  California  and  another  state.  The  legislature  also  added  a 
new  section  to  the  Public  Utilities  Act  giving  the  Commission  jurisdic- 
tion over  all  obligations  incurred  by  a  utility  as  guarantor,  endorser 
or  surety  for  any  other  person,  firm,  or  cox-poration.  The  legislature  also 
amended  the  Public  Utilities  Act  to  give  the  Commission  jurisdiction 
over  all  types  of  securities  issued  by  utilities  in  addition  to  stocks,  stock 
certificates,  notes  or  other  cA'idence  of  indebtedness. 

Legal  Department. 

The  fiscal  year  1924-25  was  a  busy  one  for  the  Legal  Department  of 
the  Commission.  The  Commission  was  party  to  22  cases  in  which  deci- 
sions were  rendered  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court.  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission,  or  the  California  courts.  In  all  these  cases, 
where  an  order  of  the  Commission  was  attacked,  the  Commission  was 
sustained.  The  result  of  these  decisions  was  to  maintain  the  high 
average  of  the  Commission  in  litigation  testing  its  jurisdiction  or  sus- 
taining the  Commis.sion 's  orders. 

The  record  is  particularly  gratifying,  in  view  of  the  fact,  that  effec- 
tive July  1,  1924,  Mr.  Carl  I.  Wheat,  formerly  assistant  attorney  of  the 
Commission,  was  appointed  attorney  for  the  Commission,  upon  the 
retirement  of  Mr.  Hugh  Gordon,  who  served  the  Commission  in  a 
highlv  efficient  manner  as  its  chief  counsel. 
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At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  there  were  peudiug  oue  case  iu  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court,  one  in  the  Federal  District  Court,  four 
in  the  California  Supreme  Court,  one  in  the  District  Court  of  Appeal, 
six  before  the  Interstate"  Commerce  Commission  and  one  in  the  superior 
court  of  California,  to  which  the  Commission  was  party. 

Two  cases  of  outstanding  importance',  brouglit  by  utilities  in  the 
Federal  District  Court  to  restrain  the  Commission  from  enforcing  its 
orders,  and  attacking  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission,  were  those  of 
Market  Street  Railway  Company  against  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany and  the  California  Railroad  Commission,  and  that  of  Southern 
Sierras  Power  Company  against  the  Commission.  The  former  was 
decided  in  favor  of  the  Commission  during  the  fiscal  year,  sustaining 
the  riglit  of  the  Commission  to  fix  rates  for  a  service  for  which  there 
was  a  contract  rate  existing.  The  latter  was  decided  soon  after  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  in  favor  of  the  Commission,  sustaining  the  action 
of  the  Commission  in  fixing  rates,  which  were  attacked  as  confiscatory. 

The  California  Supreme  Court  declared  unconstitutional  the  provi- 
sion of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act  exempting  farm 
carriers  from  the  jui'isdiction  of  the  Commission,  thereby  throwing 
approximately  3000  motor  carriers  under  the  Commission's  jurisdiction. 
The  State  Supreme  Court  also  sustained  the  Commission's  refusal  to 
assume  jurisdiction  on  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District's  appli- 
cation to  fix  the  value  of  East  Bay  Water  Company's  property  for 
condemnation  purposes. 

Statistical  Summary. 

Since  the  reorganization  of  the  Commission  in  1911  it  has  made 
15,094  formal  orders  and  decisions.  During  that  same  period  it  has 
been  a  party  to  163  court  proceedings,  of  which  eight  are  still  pending. 
Of  these  cases  21  have  been  decided  against  the  Commission,  but 
included  in  these  are  five  which  have  been  reversed  by  later  action  of 
the?  State  Supreme  Court,  four  of  which  were  test  cases,  and,  although 
nominally  decided  against  the  Commission,  in  reality  sustained  the 
Commission  in  principle,  and  one  which  actually  sustained  the  Com- 
mission, but  went  off  on  a  minor,  technical  point.  This  leaves  a  net  of 
eleven  cases  actually  lost  during  these  fourteen  years,  out  of  the  163 
cases  which  have  been  handled.  In  other  words,  the  formal  action  of 
this  Commission,  in  the  regulation  of  public  utilities  in  California,  as 
expressed  in  over  15,000  decisions,  has  been  reversed  in  but  eleven 
instances,  considerably  less  than  one-tenth  of  one  per  cent  and  this 
record  is  rendered  even  more  significant  by  the  fact  that  of  the  cases 
lost  a  large  number  went  off  upon  the  technical  question  of  dedication 
to  public  iise,  or  status  of  persons  or  corporations  as  public  utilities. 

Service  Department. 

Ever  watchful  of  the  interest  of  the  public  in  the  matter  of  service 
given  by  the  transportation  utilities  of  the  state,  the  Service  Depart- 
ment of  the  Commission  has  functioned  in  an  efficient  way.  This 
department  daily  receives  complaints  that  concern  violations  of  statu- 
tory enactments  such  as  the  "Full  Crew  Law,"  %nolation  or  disregard 
of  operating  rules  and  regulations,  station  abandonments  and  scores 
of  other  features  of  steam  or  electric  train  operation  and  auto  stage 
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service.  Accident,  inspection,  with  reports  as  to  cause,  and  directions  as 
to  preventive  remedy,  is  amonp:  the  important  duties  of  this  depart- 
ment. Investigation  of  the  Key  System  Transit  Company  collision  in 
Oakland,  Alameda  County,  which  resulted  in  the  loss  of  ten  lives,  was, 
during  the  year  covered  by  this  report,  the  most  important  of  the  acci- 
dents investigated  by  the  department.  As  a  result  of  the  most  complete 
and  thorough  investigation  of  the  accident,  directions  as  to  methods  of 
future  operation  were  ordered,  reducing  to  a  minimum  the  hazard  of 
accident. 

The  report  is  in  one  volume  of  two  parts.  Part  one'  is  devoted  to  a 
description  of  the  work  of  the  Commission  from  a  statistical  and  depart- 
mental standpoint.  Part  tw'o  contains  tables  compiled  from  the  annual 
reports  of  utilities  tiled  with  the  Commission,  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  and  the  rules  of  the  Commission.

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Chapter  I. 


JURISDICTION— LEGISLATION— HISTORY— ORGANIZATION. 

The  Railroad  Commission  of  California  is  entrusted  with  the  regula- 
tion of  public  utilities  within  the  state  under  constitutional  and 
statutory  provisions.  The  Commission  was  created  originally  under 
provisions  of  the  constitution  of  1879,  but  was  reorganized  in  its  present 
form  under  constitutional  amendments  adopted  at  a  special  election 
October  10,  1910,  and  its  principal  powers  were  conferred  on  the  Com- 
mission in  the  Public  Utilities  Act.  enacted  by  the  legislature  in  1911, 
and  becoming  effective  March  23,  1912. 

During  the  fiscal  year  last  past,  the  legislature,  meeting  in  1925, 
enacted  several  provisions  amending  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  strength- 
ening and  increasing  the  powers  of  the  Commission,  with  a  single 
exception,  that  being  the  exempting  of  school  busses  from  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act,  \inder  which 
the  Commission  exercises  close  jurisdiction  over  motor  transportation. 

During  the  year  the  Commission's  jurisdiction  over  motor  carriei'S 
engaged  in  transporting  farm  products  and  farm  necessities  was 
restored  by  action  of  the  California  Supreme  Court  in  declaring  uncon- 
stitutional the  so-called  Crittenden  Act,  which,  as  a  measure  to  encour- 
age agriculture,  exempted  those  carriers  from  the  Commission's  juris- 
diction. The  effect  of  litigation  decided  during  the  fiscal  year,  or 
immediately  following  the  clo.se  of  the  fi.scal  year,  and  legislation 
already  referred  to,  has  been  to  strengthen  and  to  confirm  the  powers 
of  the  Commission.

Chapter  144,  Laws  of  1925— Amending  section  5  of  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Act  to  enable  the  Commission  to  appoint  more  than  one  assistant 
secretary. 

Chapter  145,  Laws  of  1925 — Amending  section  1  of  chapter  213, 
Statutes  of  1917  (Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act),  exempt- 
ing from  the  provisions  of  said  act  "busses  engaged  solely  in  the  trans- 
portation of  bona  fide  pupils  attending  an  institution  of  learning  when 
such  pupils  are  transported  solely  between  their  homes  and  such  insti- 
tution of  learning." 

Chapter  153,  Laws  of  1925 — Amending  section  7  of  chapter  213, 
Statutes  of  1917  (Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Tj-ansportation  Act),  granting 
inununity  from  prosecution  to  any  person  testifying  before  the  Com- 
mission as  to  violations  of  said  act;  this  to  prevent  a  witness  from 
refusing  to  testify  on  the  ground  tliat  his  testimony  might  incriminate 
himself. 

Chai)tcr  254.  Laws  of  1925 — Amending  section  9  of  chapter  213, 
Statutes  of  1917  (Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act),  by  pro- 
viding that  the  Commission  may  adopt  reasonable  and  uniform  rules 
and  regulations  governing  the  operation  of  tran.sportation  companies 
operating  solely  in  interstate  commerce  between  this  and  another  state. 

Chapter  357.  Laws  of  1925 — Amending  section  71  of  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Act  by  enabling  the  Commission  to  grant  reparation  for  unreason- 
able rates  and  by  providing  that  no  assignment  of  a  reparation  claim 
shall  be  recognized  by  the  Commission. 

Chapter  398.  Laws  of  1925 — Amending  the  Public  Utilities  Act  by 
adding  thereto  a  new  section  designated  "Section  52-|"  prohibiting  any 
public  utility  from  assuming  any  obligation  as  guarantor,  indorser  or 
surety  in  respect  to  securities  of  any  other  person  without  the  Com- 
mission 's  permission. 

Chapter  406,  Laws  of  1925 — Amending  section  52  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Act  by  inserting  at  various  places  throughout  tliat  section 
the  words  "Other  evidence  of  interest  or  ownership"  to  give  the  Com- 
mission jurisdiction  over  that  type  of  security  in  addition  to  stocks, 
.s-tock  certitieates.  notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  and  by 
the  substitution  of  the  word  "may"  for  "shall"  in  subdivision  (ft) 
of  said  section  to  enable  the  Conunission  to  dispense  with  the  hearing 
where  deemed  necessary  on  certain  applications  for  issuance  of  stocks, 
bondj,  notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness. 

Court  decisions  and  litigation  involving  .iurisdiction  of  the  Commis- 
sion are  treated  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the  Legal  Department,  chap- 
ter 13  of  tliis  report.  A  complete  history  of  the  Commission,  its  legis- , 
lation  and  organization,  was  published  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
Commission  for  1922-23.  Those  interested  in  the  subject  are  referred 
to  chapter  one  of  that  report.  The  ensxiing  chapters  cover  the  Commis- 
sion's activities  during  the  fiscal  vear  1924—25. 
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THE  YEAR'S  WORK— STATISTICAL  REPORT. 

Although  the  fiscal  year  1924-25  was  not  a  {jood  period  for  public 
utilities  in  many  rcsiKvts  the  activities  of  the  Railroad  Conunission 
were  not  decreased  thereby  but  on  the  other  hand  were  increased  by  the 
cxtraordinai-y  demaiuls  made  upon  the  Commission  to  meet  the  unusiud 
conditions. 

Formal  Proceedings. 

Records  of  liie  office  of  the  secretary  of  tin-  ('omiiiission  show  that 
the  number  of  i)ublic  utilities  actually  increased  from  1775  in  1928-24 
to  1819  in  1924-25,  despite  many  consolidations  of  utilities  operating 
in  similar  fields,  notably  auto  stajiv  and  truck  lines.  Formal  applica- 
tions filed  with  the  Commission  niuubered  1115,  as  against  1061  the  pre- 
vious year.  Formal  complaints  numbered  121,  as  against  88  the  yeai' 
before,  the  Conunission  institutinj^  2',i  cases  on  it  own  initiative.  The 
(Commission  i-endered  1:573  decisions  in  formal  proceedings,  as  compared 
with  1450  during  the  previous  fiscal  period,  but  this  Avas  largely  due 
to  the  efforts  of  the  Commission  to  handle  as  many  matters  as  pos- 
sible ex  parte,  and  to  save  the  expense  and  delay  of  formal  proceed- 
ings whenever  possible. 

Informal  Proceedings. 

There  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  informal  complaints 
received  during  the  year  1924-25,  there  being  but  4394  as  against  G315 
the  previous  year  and  5493  for  the  fiscal  period  1922-23.  This  drop 
of  api)roximately  one-third  in  the  number  of  informal  complaints 
was  largely  due  to  improvement  in  the  telephone  situation  in  Los 
Angeles,  and  the  great  reduction  in  the  number  of  complaints  in 
regard  to  service  and  delayed  installations  in  the  Los  Angeles  tele- 
phone area. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  informal  complaints  the  Commission 
adjusted  350  complaints  involving  disputed  bills  for  public  utility 
service  where  the  amount  of  the  clisputed  bill  was  deposited  with  the 
Commission.  These  involved  a  total  of  .$11,660.91  and  represented 
an  increase  of  49  over  the  number  of  similar  complaints  adjusted  ,dui'- 
ing  the  previous  year. 

Informal  complaints  received  at  the  San  Francisco  office  of  the  Com- 
mission exceeded  in  number  the  informal  complaints  received  at  the 
Los  Angeles  office  for  the  first  time  in  several  year.s,  2276  being 
received  at  San  Francisco  and  2118  at  Los  Angeles. 

Hearings  Held. 

The  number  of  hearings  held  by  the  Commission  showed  a  small 
increase  during  the  last  fiscal  year  over  the  previous  period,  there 
being  a   total   of  775   hearings  of  all  kinds   as   against   725,  but   the 
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number  was  still  considerably  below  the  average  of  previous  years, 
for  the  reason  that  so  many  matters  were  handled  of  necessity,  ex  parte. 
There  were  165  original  hearings  and  65  adjourned  hearings  held  at 
the  San  Francisco  office,  and  163  original  and  96  adjourned  hearings 
at  the  Los  Angeles  office.  The  Commission  held  200  original  hearings 
and  59  adjourned  hearings  in  cities  or  tOAvns  outside  San  Francisco 
and  Los  Angeles.  It  conducted  12  further  hearings  and  13  rehear- 
ings  in  various  parts  of  the  state.  Recapitulated  the  various  hearings 
were  as  follows :

INFORMAL  COMPLAINTS— DISPUTED  BIL^S. 

Largely  due  to  the  gresit  reduction  in  complaints  regarding-  telephone 
service?  and  delayed  installations  in  the  Los  Angeles  telephone  area,  the 
number  of  informal  complaints  tiled  with  the  Railroad  Commission 
during  the  fiscal  period  1924-25  showed  a  falling  oft'  of  33  per  cent.  On 
the  other  hand  the  improvement  of  conditions  of  services  throughout  the 
state,  due  to  the  widespread  introdu<'tion  of  uniform  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  service  by  telephone,  water,  and  gas  and  electric  utilities,  liave 
also  militated  to  remove  many  of  the  causes  of  complaint  and  differ- 
ences between  public  utilities  and  their  patrons  in  California. 

There  has  been  a  marked  cifort  on  the  part  of  public  utilities,  espe- 
cially the  larger  utilities,  to  cooperate  with  the  Railroad  Commission  in 
adjusting  informal  complaints  brought  to  the  Railroad  Commission  for 
settlement. 

There  we're  2276  informal  complaints  filed  during  the  year  at  the 
San  Francisco  office  of  the  Commission,  and  2118  at  the  Los  Angeles 
otfice,  or  a  total  of  4394  for  the  year,  as  against  6315  during  the  fiscal 
period  1923-24.  The  number  of  informal  complaints  filed  at  the  San 
Francisco  office  of  the  Commission  exceeded  those  filed  at  the  Los 
Angeles  office  for  the  first  time  in  a  number  of  years.  This  was  due  to 
improvement  in  telephone  conditions  and  an  improvement  in  the  condi- 
tion of  private  Avater  companies,  which  were  hard  hit  during  the  pre- 
ceding years  when  there  Avas  a  severe  deficiency  in  the  rainfall. 

The  record  of  the  Commission  in  adjusting  more  than  75  per  cent 
of  the  informal  complaints  in  favor  of  the  complainants  was  upheld 
during  the  year,  and  the  majority  of  those  not  settled  in  favor  of  com- 
plainants were!  settled  to  the  mutual  satisfaction  of  both  parties.

Disputed  Bills. 

Public  utilities  are  no  longer  permitted  by  the  Railroad  Commission 
to  di.scontinue  .service  on  account  of  nonpayment  of  a  disputed  bill,  if 
the  patron  appeals  to  ^ha  Railroad  Commission  Eor  an  adjustment,  and 
deposits  the  amount  of  the  disputed  bill  with  the  Commission.  Since 
1916,  the  Commission  has  made'  painstaking  efforts  to  adjust  all  such 
disputes,  and  after  making  its  decision  divides  the  deposit  between  the 
utility  and  the  patron  in  conformity  with  its  lindings.  Many  thousands 
of  dollars  have  been  refunded  to  patrons  of  pu])lie  utilities  in  this 
manner,  and  both  the  public  and  the  utilities  have  been  satisfied 
invariably  with  the  Commission's  findings.

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Chapter  IV. 


ISSUE  OF  SECURITIES. 

Public  utilities  in  California,  during  the  last  year,  found  it  neces- 
sary, in  order  to  meet  the  increased  demands  for  service  due  to  the 
growth  of  the  state,  and  to  carry  on  the  extensive  construction  pro- 
grams that  have  been  started  in  previous  years,  to  issue  large  amounts 
of  securities  to  finance  such  construction  work. 

During  the  twelve  months  ending  June  30,  1925,  the  Conunissioii 
authorized  the  issue  of  $175,795,119.29  of  securities;  during  the  twelve 
months  ending  June  30,  1924,  $243,869,746.29 ;  and  during  the  twelve 
months  ending  June  80,  1923,  $144,860,030.91;  the  average  for  the 
three  years  being  $188,174,965.49,  of  which  about  seventy-five  per 
cent  was  authorized  for  new  construction  work.  Comment  is  made 
later  in  this  chapter  on  the  items  making  up  these  totals  and  the 
reasons  for  the  decrease  in  the  amount  during  the  current  year. 

Legislative  Amendments. 

Regulation  by  the  Commission  over  the  issue  by  California  utilities 
of  stocks  and  stock  certificates,  and  bonds,  notes  and  other  evidences 
of  indebtedness,  payable  at  a  period  of  more  than  twelve  months  after 
the  date  thereof,  was  established,  and  is  defined  by  section  52  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Act,  and  section  6  of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Trans- 
portation Act.  It  was  extended  during  the  last  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture by  the  passage  of  two  bills. 

As.sembly  Bill  No.  423,  effective  July  24,  1925,  added  to  the  Public 
Utilities  Act  a  new  section,  number  52i,  which  provides  that  no  public 
utility  can  assume  any  obligation  or  liability  as  guarantor,  indorsor, 
surety,  or  otherwise,  in  respect  of  the  securities  of  any  other  person, 
firm  or  corporation,  when  such  securities  are  payable  at  periods  of 
more  than  twelve  months  after  the  date  thereof,  without  having  first 
secured  from  the  Railroad  Commission  an  order  authorizing  it  to  do 
so,  and  declared  every  such  assumption,  made  other  than  in  accordance 
with  the  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  authorizing  the  same,  to 
be  void. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  522,  effective  July  24,  1925,  amends  section  52 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  by  providing  that  a  public  utility  might 
issue  "evidences  of  interest  and  ownership,"  in  addition  to  the  classes 
of  securities  heretofore  specified  in  the  act,  only  when  authorized  to 
do  so  by  the  Railroad  Commission.  It  also  amends  that  portion  of  the 
section  providing  that  upon  an  application  filed  by  a  utility  the  Com- 
mission shall  hold  a  hearing  to  determine  whether  it  will  make  an  order 
authorizing  the  issue  of  securities,  so  as  to  read : 

"To  enable  it  to  determine  whether  it  will  issue  such  an  order,  the  commis- 
sion may  hold  a  hearing     *     *     *." 

The  amendment  gives  the  commission  the  power  to  determine  whether 
a  hearing  is  necessary. 

Period  of  Supervision. 

From  March  23,  1912,  the  effective  date  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  to 
and  including  June  30,  1925,  applications  were  filed  with  the  Commi.s- 
.'ion  for  permission  to  issue  securities  amounting  to  $2,148,456,764.48. 
The  Commission  acted  upon  applications  involving  the  issue  of  $2,109,- 
176,414.48  of  securities,  leaving  $39,280,350  pending  on  June  30,  1925.

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1923,  61.22  per  cent  of  the  secur- 
ities authorized  were  for  new  construction;  during  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1924,  79.11  per  cent  and  during  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1925,  84.20  per  cent. 

Analysis  of  Figures. 

As  shown  in  the  foregoing  tabulations  the  anioiiut  denied  during 
the  twelve  months  ending  June  30,  1924,  was  $19,900,400  as  compared 
with  $206,150  during  the  first  period  under  review  and  none  during 
the  second.  The  large  amount  denied  is  accounted  for  largely  by  one 
decision,  made  on  an  application  by  East  Bay  Water  Company.  ^Dur- 
jng  the  year  this  company  had  applied  for  permission  to  issue 
$7,125,000  of  bonds  and  $2,698,400  of  stock  or  in  lieu  thereof  $9,500,000 
of  notes,  making  an  aggregate  of  $19,323,400  to  finance  the  cost  of  its 
proposed  Sacramento  River  Project.  After  extensive  hearings  this 
request  was  denied  because  it  was  thought  that  under  the  circumstances 
disclosed  the  contemplated  expenditures  were  not  reasonably  necessary. 
The  denial  of  the  application  accounts  for  all  but  .$577,000  of  the  total 
amount  denied. 

The  amount  authorized  during  the  year  just  clo.sed,  $175,795,119.29, 
is  $30,935,088.38  greater  than  durin'g  the  year  ending  June  30,  1923^ 
pnd  $68,074,627  less  than  the  amount  during  the  year  ending  June  3o! 
1924.  This  decrease  during  the  last  year  occurs  in  all  cla,s.ses  of 
utilities,  but  especially  the  electric  railways,  the  ga.s  and  electric  com- 
panies and  the  telephone  and  telegraph  companies. 
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The  decrease  may  l>e  attributed  to  several  causes,  among  others 
being  the  following : 

1.  Inclusion    in    the    previous   year's   figures   of    amounts    of   an 

extraordinary  nature. 

2.  Inability  of  some   companies  to  issue  bonds  due  to   earnings 

being  impaired  by  the  effects  of  adverse  climatic  conditions. 

3.  Bringing  toward  completion  of  some  major  projects. 
Referring  to  the  first  of  these  causes  it  is  noticed  that  the  amounts 

authorized  during  the  year  ending  June  30.  ]92-t.  for  electric  rail- 
ways and  telephone  and  telegraph  companies  seem  out  of  proportion 
to  the  amount  for  the  preceding  year  and  for  the  following  year. 
The  electric  railway  financing  consisted  largely  of  the  reorganization 
of  the  financial  atfairs  of  San  Francisco-Oakland  Terminal  Railways 
and. the  issue  by  Key  System  Transit  Company  and  its  subsidiaries 
of  approximately  $25,770^000  of  securities  and  the  issue  of  $13,000,000 
of  bonds  by  Market  Street  Railway  Company  to  refund  indebtedness. 
The  total  authorized  for  the  telephone  and  telegraph  companies 
included  $55,000,000  of  .stock  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  and  Southern  California  Telephone  Company  to  refund 
advances  made  to  them  by  atfiliated  companies  over  a  period  of  years. 
These  issues,  of  an  unusual  character,  helped  to  .swell  the  total  author- 
ization for  the  preceding  year  to  over  $243,000,000. 

It  appeared,  during  the  early  part  of  1924,  that  some  hydro-electric 
companies,  believing  their  earnings  would  be  impaired  on  account  of 
the  continued  dry  weather  and  that  they  would  not  be  in  a  position 
to  meet  the  earnings  restrictions  imposed  by  their  deeds  of  trust  as  a 
condition  to  the  i.s.sue  of  additional  bonds,  applied  for  permission  to 
issue  bonds,  and  had  them  certified  by  the  trustees,  in  advance  of  the 
time  when  the  pi'oceeds  would  be  actually  needed,  and  thus  endeavoi'ed, 
in  part,  to  provide  for  their  1924  and  1925  expenditures  at  the  same 
time. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  several  companies  lirought  toward  com- 
pletion major  iinits  in  their  construction  program.  Western  States 
put  into  service  it.s  El  Dorado  development :  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  approached  the  completion  of  its  Pit  Xo.  3  plant ;  Southern 
California  Edison  Company  fini.shed  its  fourteen-mile  Florence  Lake 
tunnel  and  its  Long  Beach  steam  plant;  The  California-Oregon  Power 
Company  finished  its  Copco  No.  2  plant.

Under  this  heading  are  placed  the  amounts  of  securities  authorized 
for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  cost  of  new  construction,  for  the 
acquisition  of  property  and  for  the  construction,  completion,  extension 
or  improvement  of  a  utility's  facilities  or  for  the  improvement  or  main- 
tenance of  service.

The  total  of  .$4,023,150  for  steam  railroads  includes  $4,000,000  of 
bonds  The  Western  Pacific  Kailroad  Company  was  authorized  to  issue 
to  take  care  of  capital  expenditures  made  over  the  period  of  years 
between  1920  and  1924. 

As  usual,  the  bulk  of  securities  were  issued  by  gas  and  electric 
companies.  During  the  year  The  California-Oregon  Power  Company 
practically  completed  its  Copco  No.  2  plant  on  the  Klamath  River 
which  has  an  installed  capacity  of  30,000  kilovolt  amperes  and  went 
forward  with  the  construction  of  ^a  110,000  volt  transmission  line 
from  the  new  plant  to  Ca.stella,  a  distance  of  about  82  miles,  arrange- 
ments having  been  made  by  the  company  to  sell  most  of  the  energy 
generated  at  the  new  plant  to  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company. 

Great  Western  Power  Company  of  California  completed  its  new 
Golden  Gate  substation  at  El  Cerrito  and  the  transmission  line  from 
Valona  to  the  station  to  enal)le  it  to  better  take  care  of  its  increased 
load  in  the  bay  region.  The  company  has  recently  undertaken  the 
enlargement  of  its  Big  Meadows  Dam  which  will  increase  the  storage 
capacity  of  Lake  Alraanor  from  300,000  acre-feet  to  1.300,000  acre-feet. 

Pacific  Ga,s  and  Electric  Company  has  recently  completed  its  Pit 
River  Power  Plant  No.  3  which  has  an  installed  capacity  of  100,000 
horsepower. 

Soiithern  California  Edison  ('ompany,  in  order  to  alleviate  the 
power  shortage  in  southern  California,  rushed  to  completion  its  Long 
Beach  steam  plant,  the  additional  installation  at  that  place  aggregating 
123,500  horsepower,  bringing  the  total  rated  generating  capacity  of 
the  .system  Tip  to  626,600  horsepower  at  the  close  of  1924.  The  com- 
pany did  not  bring  in  any  additional  water  power  during  the  year, 
but  went  forward  with  its  constriiction  work  at  Big  Creek.  It  did 
complete  its  fourteen-mile  Florence  Lake  tunnel  which  will  divert  the 
upper  waters  of  the  .south  fork  of  tlie  San  Joa(|uiii  River  into  Hunting- 
ton Lake.  It  is  thought  that  upon  tlie  completion  of  the  ultimate 
storage  this  tunnel  will  supply  water  sufficient  for  the  generation  of 
over  one  billion  kilowatt  hours  a  year  through  the  existing  plants  and 
future  plants  to  be  constructed.

The  total  for  the  telephone  companies  includes  $35,000,000  of  com- 
mon .stock  issued  by  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company 
to  refund  amounts  advanced  by  The  American  Telephone  and  Toh;- 
-rraph  Company  and  u.sed  for  additions  and  betterments. 

Refunding. 

Great  Western  Power  Company  of  California,  during  the  year, 
received  penuission  to  issue  $7,000,000  of  5^  per  cent  bonds  to  refund 
in  part,  its  outstanding  $7,535,500  of  7  per  cent  bonds.  San  Diego 
Electric  Railway  Company  applied  for  and  received  permission  to 
issue  $2.9-18,000  of  common  stock  to  refund  a  like  amount  of  five  per 
cent  bonds  outstanding,  this  refunding  being  preliminary  to  a  reor- 
ganization of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  company. 

These  were  the  two  outstanding  authorizations  for  refunding 
purposes. 

Collateral. 

Practically  all  the  secuiities  authorized  to  be  issued  for  collateral 
were  $14,399,000  of  general  and  refunding  bonds  which  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  pledged  with  the  trustee  under  its  first  and  refund- 
ing mortgage,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  such  mortgage  to  secure,  in  part, 
bonds  issued  thereunder. 

Reorganisation. 

Under  the  head  of  reorganization  are  the  securities  which  the  Com- 
mission authorized  companies  to  issue  to  effect  a  readjustment  of  their 
financial  affairs  or  to  purchase  existing  public  utility  systems  or  to 
consolidate  or  merge  two  or  more  utilities. 

But  one  application  of  any  magnitude  was  tiled  during  the  year 
involving  the  issue  of  securities  for  this  purpose.  The  Los  Angeles 
Railway  applied  for  permission  to  issue  $30,939,000  of  bonds  and  such 
an  amount  of  stock  as  might  .seem  reasonable  to  the  Commission  in 
paynu'ut  for  the  properties  now  owned  or  operated  by  Los  Angeles 
Railroad  Corporation.    This  matter  was  .still  pending  on  June  30.  1925. 

Commission's  Decisions. 
The  Commission's  decisions  authorizing  the  issue  of  securities  arc 
published  in  pamphlet  form  and  also  in  volumes  entitled  "Opinions 
and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California."  Copies  may 
be  obtained  from  the  Coiiunission.  Attention  is  called  to  a  few  of 
these  decisions. 

Selling  Price  of  Securities. 
In  passing  on  reciuests  to  issue  securities,  the  Commission  gives  con- 
sideration, in  each  individual  ca.se,  to  the  financial  condition  of  the 
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applicant,  the  reason,  or  necessity  for,  and  the  purpose  of  the  pro- 
posed issue,  the  method  of  financing  proposed,  the  terms  and  conditions 
under  which  it  is  planned  to  issue  securities,  the  selling  price  and 
other  features  surrounding  the  issue. 

Thus,  in  each  application  the  Commission  is  called  upon  to  pass  upon 
the  reasonableness  of  the  price  at  which  the  utility  plans  to  dispose 
of  its  securities.  It  bases  its  decision  in  such  matters  on  general 
market  conditions  and  current  interest  rates  and  on  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  utility,  each  case  being  decided  on  its  own  merits,  considera- 
tion being  given  to  all  conditions  bearing  upon  and  affecting  each  appli- 
cant. In  authorizing  a  utility  to  issue  securities,  the  Commission  in 
no  way  guarantees  the  payment  of  interest  or  dividends. 

Frequently  it  happens  that  the  Commission  finds  that  the  price  at 
which  a  company  contemplates  selling  its  securities  is  too  low,  or  the 
terms  surrounding  the  sale  are  unfavorable.  In  these  cases  the  Com- 
mission refuses  to  grant  the  permission  as  applied  for  and  in  making  its 
order,  either  grants  some  alternative  permission  or  denies  the  request. 
For  example,  reference  is  made  to  Decision  No.  1-1123  which  author- 
ized Consolidated  Motor  Freight  Lines,  Inc.,  to  issiie  stock  and  which 
reads  in  part  as  follows : 

While  applicant  asks  permission  to  .sell  its  stock  at  not  less  than  par,  net,  to  it,  it 
appears  that  such  stock  will  be  offered  to  the  public  through  J.  A.  Snowden  and 
Company,  or  some  fiscal  agent,  at  $6.2.5  a  share,  or  12.5  per  cent  of  par  value.  We 
will  not  allow  a  selling  commission  of  25  per  cent  *  *  *_  The  order  herein  will 
authorize  the  issue  and  sale  of  8037  shares  (par  value  .$40,185)  of  stock  at  not  less 
than  $0.25  a  share  and  will  provide  that  an  amount  of  the  proceeds  not  exceeding 
15  per  cent  of  the  par  value  of  stock  sold  may  be  use<l  for  payment  of  selling  expenses 
and  commissions. 

Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  during  the  year,  applied  for 
permission  to  issue  and  sell  $2,500,000  of  its  common  stock  at  par. 
It  developed,  however,  at  the  hearing,  that  at  that  time  the  market 
value  of  the  common  stock  was  in  excess  of  the  proposed  price. 
Thereafter  the  company  amended  its  application  so  as  to  request  per- 
mission to  sell  its  stock  at  105,  a  price  more  nearly  approaching  the 
market  value  of  the  stock  at  the  time  the  Commission  Avas  considering 
the  company's  application  and  this  request  was  granted. 

In  passing  on  an  application  of  Idyllwild.  Inc.,  to  issue  bonds,  the 
Commission  considered  the  suggested  price  of  90  as  too  low  and  granted 
the  company's  request  only  on  the  condition  that  it  receive  92  for  its 
bonds. 

Denial  on  Account  of  High  Interest  Rate. 

Pasadena  Electric  Express  Company  applied  for  permission  to  is.sue 
and  sell  $80,000  of  7  per  cent  ten-year  bonds  at  90  per  cent  of  face 
value  plus  accrued  interest,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  to 
])ay  outstanding  indebtedness  and  to  finance  the  cost  of  improvements 
and  betterments. 

The  Commission,  after  analyzing  the  case,  decided  that  the  terms 
of  the  bond  issue  were  unfavorable  and  denied  the  request  for  the 
reasons  shown  in  the  following  excerpt  from  its  decision : 

Applicant  has  agreed  also  to  pay  all  costs  incident  to  the  issue  and  sale  of  the 
bonds,  including  engraving  and  printing,  certificate  of  title,  recoi-ding  and  trustees' 
fees,  notary  and  escrow  fees  and  attorneys'  expenses  and  fees  for  approving  the 
legality  of  the  bonds.  Applicant  estimates  these  costs  at  about  $500.  resulting  in  a 
net  price     *     *     ♦     of  about  $71,500,  or  about  S!)  per  cent  of  face  value.     At  89, 
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the  effective  interest  rate  on  applicant's  bonds,  assuming  they  were  not  paid  until 
maturity,  to  wit,  April  1,  1935,  would  l)e  about  8.60  per  cent.  However,  on  account 
of  the  additional  payments  to  be  made  by  applicant  to  the  trustee,  at  least  $5,000  of 
bonds  will  be  retired  annually  and  it  is  thought  that  the  entire  issue  will  be  paid  in 
about  six  years  after  issue.  If  paid  at  par  in  six  years,  the  effective  interest  rate 
would  be  about  9.30  per  cent.  If  the  bonds  were  paid  at  105,  the  call  price,  the 
effective  interest  rate,  on  bonds  retired  six  years  after  issue,  would  be  about  9.7G 
per  cent.     On  bonds  retired  before  six  years,  the  effective  rate  will  be  higher. 

Should  the  .$80,000  of  7  per  cent  bonds  be  issued,  applicant's  annual  interest 
charges  would  amount  to  $5,(J0O.  This  amount  was  earned  about  one  and  one-third 
times  in  the  twelve  months  ending  April  30,  1925,  the  first  year  of  operation,  the 
net  income  available  for  interest  being  reported  at  $7,232.34.  With  the  installation 
of  the  improvements  and  betterments,  it  is  thought  the  net  income  will  be  materially 
increased.  Further,  the  $SO,(X)0  of  bonds  will  be  a  first  lien  on  properties  valued  by 
applicant  at  $165,000,  or  over  twice  the  face  value  of  the  bonds. 

In  view  of  the  showing  made  in  this  matter  and  of  the  statements  herein,  we  do 
not  believe  we  are  justified  in  authorizing  the  issues  of  the  bonds  at  the  price 
re<]uested  and  under  the  conditions  set  forth  in  the  agreement  between  applicant  and 
Southwest  Bond  Comi)any.  The  request  of  applicant  for  permission  to  issue  $80,000 
of  bonds  will,  therefore,  be  denied  \\nthout  prejudice. 

In  another  proceeding  the  Commission  denied  the  reqnest  of  a  com- 
pany to  issue  a  12  per  cent  note  on  account  of  the  high  interest  X'ate. 

Ability  to  Pay  Dividends  and  Interest  Questioned. 

To  finance  construction  expenditures,  San  Gorgonio  Power  Com- 
pany applied  to  the  Commission  for  authority  to  issue  and  sell  $100,000 
of  7  per  cent  cumulative  preferred  stock.  The  record  of  past  operations 
did  not  a.ssure  the  Commission  that  the  company  would  be  in  a  position 
to  meet  the  dividend  requirements.  Quoting  from  the  decision  dis- 
missing the  request : 

The  Commission  is  asked  to  authorize  the  issue  of  preferred  stock  on  a  record 
which  shows  that  the  company  is  not  earning  its  bond  interest,  and  further  shows 
that  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  dividends,  because  of  mortgage  provisions  and  this 
year's  operating  deficit,  can  be  paid  for  several  years  to  come.  While  it  is  true  that 
the  dividends  on  the  preferred  stock  are  not  a  fixed  charge,  yet  it  is  a  fact  that  many 
purchasers  of  preferred  stock  believe,  or  are  led  to  believe,  that  dividends  on  siich 
stock  are  guaranteed  and  will  be  paid  without  fail.  Regular  dividend  payments  of 
the  San  Gorgonio  Power  Company  are  by  no  means  assured,  and  under  the  circum- 
stances we  feel  that  the  company  should  not  be  permitted  to  issue  any  preferred  stock. 

The  Commission  also  dismissed  an  application  of  Lake  County  Water 
and  Power  Company  to  issue  bonds  because  in  its  opinion  there  was 
considerable  doubt  as  to  whether  its  properties,  within  the  next  few 
years,  could  be  operated  so  as  to  produce  a  profit  with  which  to  pay 
interest  on  bonds. 

Approval  of  Mortgages  or  Deeds  of  Trust. 

The  Commission  Avill  not  autliorize  a  company  to  issue  bonds,  notes 
or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  until  it  has  approved  the  instru- 
inents  under  which  they  are  to  be  i.ssued.  Such  approval,  of  course,  is 
given  only  in  so  far  as  the  Commission  has  .iurisdiction  under  the 
terms  of  the  Publii'  Utilities  Act  and  is  not  intended  as  an  approval 
as  to  other  legal  requirements. 

During  the  twelve  months  under  review  several  mortgages  or  deeds 
of  trust  were  filed  which  contained  provisions  requiring  the  approval 
by  certain  bond  houses  of  the  capital  expenditures  of  the  utility.  The 
Commi.ssion  insisted  on  the  elimination  of  provisions  of  this  nature 
before  it  would  approve  the  instruments.    It  took  this  po.sition  for  the 
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reason,  among  others,  that  it  believed  the  inclusion  of  such  a  provi- 
sion in  a  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  would  limit  the  utility  in  finding 
purchasers  of  subsequent  issues  of  bonds  and  would  give  the  bond 
dealer  mentioned  in  the  instrument  a  preference  over  others  which 
might  prove  prejudicial  to  the  best  interests  of  the  company. 

Reasonableness  of  Issue. 

The  Commission  is  directed  by  statute  to  make  a  finding  that  the 
money,  property  or  labor  to  be  procured  or  paid  for  by  the  issue  of 
securities  is  reasonably  required  by  the  issuing  company.  If  such  a 
finding  can  not  be  made,  it  would  appear  contrary  to  public  policy 
to  authorize  the  issuance  of  the  securities. 

East  Bay  Water  Company,  in  order  to  augment  its  water  supply, 
asked  for  permission  to  issue  .+7.12.5.000  of  bonds  and  ij!2, 698.400  of 
preferred  stock  or  .$9,500,000  of  short  term  notes  to  pay  for  the  ae(|uisi- 
tion  and  construction  of  a  pipe  line  from  Mallard  Slough,  Sacramento 
River,  to  the  San  Pablo  Reservoir.  Extended  hearings  were  held  and 
after  the  submission  of  the  matter  the  Commission  entered  its  order 
of  denial  for  the  reason  that  it  could  not  make  a  finding  of  the  reason- 
ableness of  the  proposed  issue. 

The  decision  of  the  Commission  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

The  record  in  this  ease  is  not  such  as  to  enable  the  Commission  to  make  the 
finding  that  it  is  required  to  do  by  section  52  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act.  On  the 
contrarj',  we  are  confronted  by  evidence  showing  that  another  agency,  the  East  Bay 
Municipal  Utilities  Disti-ict.  has  been  created  and  directed  by  the  majority  of  the 
voters  of  such  district  to  bring  in  an  additional  water  suppl.v,  and  unequivocally 
asserts  not  only  its  willingness  and  desire,  but  also  ils  ability  to  bring  in  a  temporary 
supply  pending  the  completion  of  the  district's  Mokelumne  project,  if  and  when  it 
shall  appear  that  such  temporary  supply  is  necessary.  It  seems  clear,  therefore,  that 
the  responsibility  for  bringing  in  a  temporary  supply  of  water,  pending  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Mokelumne  River  project,  should  rest  upon  the  district,  that  the  evidence 
proves  the  willingness  of  the  district  to  assume  the  responsibility,  as  well  as  the 
desire  of  the  people  residing  in  the  district  to  hold  the  district  responsible  for  pro- 
viding such  supply.  To  authorize  the  issue  of  the  bonds  and  stock,  or  notes,  under 
the  circumstances  disclosed  by  the  record  in  this  proceeding  would,  we  feel,  i-esult  in 
a  duplication  of  facilities  and  of  wasteful  expenditure  of  money,  both  of  which  are 
contrary  to  public  policy,  and  neither  of  which  are  in  the  public  interest. 

We  believe  that  this  application  should  be  denied  without  prejudice. 

Jurisdictional. 

An  application  to  issue  stock  was  filed  by  Tunnels  Transportation 
Company,  a  corporation  organized  for  the  purpose  of  operating  an 
automatic  passenger  conveyor,  consisting  of  an  endless  chain  of  chairs 
propelled  by  electric  motors  inunediate  operations  to  be  located  in  a 
subtunnel  under  the  Second  street  tunnel  in  Los  Angeles.  The  applica- 
tion was  dismissed  by  the  Commission  for  want  or  .jtirisdiction,  the 
opinion,  written  by  Commissioner  Decoto,  defining  the  .iurisdiction  of 
the  Connnission  and  the  extent  thereof  over  pidilic  utilities  and  com- 
mon carriers  and  reciting  that : 

The  only  portion  of  this  section  (section  2,  subdivision  (1)  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Act)  which  could  possibl.v  apply  to  the  present  compan.v  is  "street  railroad  corpora- 
tion." but  the  definition  of  a  street  railroad  is  so  well  settled  that  the  present  appli- 
cant can  not  upon  any  interpretation  of  the  words  be  included  within  their  meaning 
(citation  of  authorities). 

We  are,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  applicant  is  neither  a  "public  utility" 
nor  a  "common  carrier,"  as  defined  by  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  and  that  this  Com- 
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mission  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the  issuance  by  it  of  stock,  stock  certificates,  bonds, 
■  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness. 

To  remove  all  doubt  as  to  the  validity  of  its  stock  i.ssue,  Los  Angeles 
Terminals,  Incorporated,  made  application  both  to  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission and  to  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations.  This  company  was 
organized  under  tlie  laws  of  tlic  State  of  California  and,  under  its 
articles  of  incorporation,  endowed  with  the  power  to  do  a  general 
brokerage,  commission,  forwarding  and  export  business,  and  to  engage 
in  the  tran.sportation  of  freight  for  hire  to  and  from  the  harlior  of 
Los  Angeles  and  various  ports  of  the  world  in  foreign  cottiitries  and 
ports  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and  ports  of  the  State  of  California,  by  means 
iif  ocean-going  steamships  and  other  water  craft,  and  to  rent  or  lease 
terminal  sites  and  facilities,  including  the  necessary  real  property  and 
improvements  necessary  to  carry  on  its  business,  and  to  estal)lish  and 
maintain  warehouses  for  the  storage  of  merchandise. 

The  decision  permitted  the  issue  of  the  .$25,000  of  stock,  as  applied 
for,  and  commented  on  the  application  as  follows  : 

Although  the  conipanj-'s  articles  of  incorporation  permit  it  to  engage  in  business 
of  a  public  utility  nature,  it  is  of  record  that  its  operations,  at  the  outset  at  least, 
will  be  confined  to  nonpublic  utility  business,  it  being  the  intention  of  the  company 
at  present  to  lease  a  terminal  site  in  Tx)s  Angeles  Harbor  and  to  act  as  forwarding 
agent  for  freight  to  bo  transported  by  others.  Inasmuch  as  applicant's  operatio  is 
ma.v  be  enlarged  and  expanded  at  some  future  period  to  include  one  or  more  of  tlie 
additional  activities,  both  public  utility  and  nonpublic  utility,  permitted  by  tin; 
articles  of  incorporation,  it  has  been  decided,  in  order  to  remove  any  pos.sible  doubt 
of  the  validity  of  the  stock  to  be  i.ssued,  to  tile  this  application  with  this  Commis- 
sion, although  the  company's  oiierations,  at  present,  will  be  of  a  nonpublic  utility 
nature.  At  the  same  time',  so  testimony  herein  shows,  a  similar  application  ha.s 
l)een  filed  with  the  Comnn.'jsioner  of  Corporations. 

Capitalization  of  Operative  Rights. 

The  (juestion  of  jurisdiction  was  involved  in  other  waj's  in  applica- 
tions filed  during  the  year. 

The  Commission  i.s  fre(]uently  called  upon,  by  auto  stage  companies. 
to  authorize  the  is.sue  of  stock  in  payment  for  operative  rights.  Tn  this 
I'onnection  reference  is  made  to  the  statutes  defining  and  limiting  the 
.iurisdiction  of  the  Conunission  over  the  issue  of  securities  and  particu- 
larly that  portion  which  provides  that  "the  C'ommis.sion  shall  have 
no  power  to  authorize  the  capitalization  of  any  franchise  or  permit 
*  *  *  in  excess  of  the  amount  (exclusive  of  any  tax  or  annual 
charge)  actually  paid  to  the  state  or  to  a  political  subdivision  thereof 
as  the  consideration  for  the  grant  of  such  franchise,  permit  or  right." 

In  view  of  this  provision,  (section  52  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act) 
the  Commission  has  held  that  it  has  no  authority  to  permit  the  issue 
of  stock  in  payment  of  operative  rights  evidenced  by  certificates  of 
public  convenience  and  necessity  granted  by  it,  except  as  indicated  in 
the  act.     Applications  for  such  permission  necessarily  were  denied. 

Issue  of  Reacquired  Securities. 

United  Stages,  Inc.,  applied  for  and  received  permission  to  issue 
'^<5,4nO  of  .stock  that  at  one  time  had  been  issued  and  outstanding  but 
'ad  been  ira(M|iiireil. 

By  granting  the  application  the  Commission  reaffirmed  its  ruling 
that  a  company  can  not  dispose  of  reacquired  securities  unless  it 
receives  an  order  from  the  Commission  authorizing  it  to  do  .so. 
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Purchase  Contracts. 

To  finance  the  cost  of  additional  equipment,  many  auto  stage  com- 
panies find  it  expedient  to  enter  into  agreements  witli  the  dealers  of 
such  equipment  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  purchase  price  in 
equal  monthly  installments. 

The  Commission  has  held,  in  eases  where  such  contracts  provide 
for  payments  extending  over  a  period  of  more  than  twelve  months 
that  such  contracts  should  be  authorized  by  the  Commission,  and  if 
not  so  authorized,  are  void.  This  position  of  the  Commission  is  based 
on  section  6  of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act,  which 
provides  among  other  things,  that 

No  transportation  company  may  issue  any  stock  or  stock  certificates,  or  any  bond, 
or  any  note  or  other  evidence  of  indchtcdness  payable  at  a  period  of  more  tban  twelve 
mouths  after  the  date  thereof  unless  such  transportation  company  *  *  *  shall 
first  have  secured  from  the  Railroad  Commission  an  order  autliorizing  such  issue. 

Issue  of  Securities  Void. 

Where  a  company  has  attempted  to  issue  securities  without  an 
order  from  the  Commission,  where  such  an  order  is  required,  the  Com- 
mission has  held  that  such  securities  are  void  and  that  it  can  not 
ratify  a  void  act,  making  it  necessary  for  new  issues  to  be  made. 
Quoting  from  a  decision : 

The  recoi'd  shows  that  Los  Anseles  AVarehouse  Company  has  issued  notes  to  the 
Pacific  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  in  the  principal  sum  of  ,|35<),0OO.  Inasmuch 
as  such  notes  are  payable  at  more  than  one  year  after  date  and  their  issue  not 
authorized  by  the  Railroad  Commission,  the  notes  are  void  under  section  52  of  the 
Public  L^tilities  Act.  The'  Commission  can  not  ratify  void  notes.  It  will  be  necessary 
for  applicant  to  issue  new  notes  in  order  to  refund  the  indebtedness  payable  to  the 
Pacific  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company. 

Issue  of  Stock  for  Control  Purposes. 

During  the  year  the  Commission,  by  its  Decision  No.  14658, 
reaffirmed  its  previous  attitude  against  authorizing  the  issue  of  stock 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  giving  control  of  the  corporation. 

This  decision  was  made  on  an  application  by  Western  Warehouse 
and  Transfer  Company  to  issue  stock  in  payment  for  the  warehouse 
business  and  properties  of  George  F.  Schneider  in  Los  Angeles,  which 
application  involved  the  issite  of  a  large  amount  of  stock  to  insure 
control  of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation  by  Mr.  Schneider.  The  opin- 
ion, written  by  Commissioner  Shore,  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

The  records  of  the  Commission  show  that  it  has  repeatedly  denied  recpiests  for 
permission  to  issue  stock  for  control  purposes.  It  has  followed  the  policy  that  those 
who  purchase  stock  and  pay  cash  therefor  should  control  the  affairs  of  a  corporation 
rather  than  those  who  transfer  to  the  corporation  in  exchange  for  stock,  intangible 
property  values,  such  as  franchise  rights,  good  will  and  going  concern  value.  True, 
lieretofore,  stock  sought  to  bo  issued  carried  a  par  value,  but  the  mere  fact  that 
stock  may  be  without  par  value,  does  not  alter  the  situation.  In  the  jiresent  instance, 
the  end  sought  through  the  issue  of  no  par  stock  is  control  of  the  corporation. 
(Jeorge  F.  Schneider,  as  said,  through  furnisliing  less  than  20  per  cent  of  the  tangible 
capital,  is  to  be  given  such  control.  I  believe  that  the  policy  of  the  Commission  not 
to  authorize  the  issue  of  stock  for  control  imrposes  is  sound  and  have  no  intention 
to  recommend  a  departure  therefrom  in  this  proceeding. 

I  believe  that  this  ai)i>Hcation  .should  be  denied   witliout   prejudice. 

Order  Conditioned  on  Collection  of  Loans. 

Davies  Wareliouse  Company,  a  corporation  engaged  in  the  general 
warehouse   business  in   Los   Angeles,   applied   to   the   Commission   for 
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pcniiissioTi  t(i  issue  and  soil  !{!l7ri,nO()  of  hnuds,  .tat ),()()()  of  prcfcrri-cl 
stofk  mid  .t:{r),()()()  of  notes  for  the  purpose  of  oulstandiiif?  indobtcdness 
of  !|!2M,(KK)  and  of  finaneing  the  cost  of  additional  property. 

Jt  developed  that  tlui  corporation  was  a  ereditor  of  its  principal 
stockholder  to  the  extent  of  !^'29,623.i}l,  and  in  making  its  order  in 
the  matter  the  Commission,  while  authorizing  tlie  issue  of  the  bonds, 
held  that  in  its  opinion  the  company  should  forthwith  collect  the 
amounts  due  from  the  stockholder  and  that  until  such  amounts  were 
collected  it  would  not  authorize  the  issue  of  the  stock  or  notes. 

Adjustment  of  Book  Accounts. 

In  a  decision  made  during  the  year  the  Commission  held  that  it 
would  not  permit  credits  arising  from  and  offsetting  a  revaluation  of 
assets  to  be  transferred  to  surplus,  and  be  made  available  for  dividends. 

Bell  Water  Company  applied  to  the  Commission  for  authority  to 
adjust  its  book  accounts,  reporting  that  its  records  did  not  show  the 
cost  of  the  properties  and  in  other  ways  were  incomplete.  Its  proposed 
adjustment  was  based  on  an  engineering  estimate. 

The  Commission's  decision  on  the  application  reads  in  part  as 
follows : 

la  setting  up  the  liability  accounts  the  Loveland  Engineers  increased  corporate 
surplus  unappropriated  from  $9,862.39  to  $41,975.08.  The  assessment  on  stock  was 
Increased  from  $1,058.18  to  $20,458.12.  The  appreciated  value  of  Jixed  capital  was 
decreased  from  $17,859.74  to  $13,444.10.  The  reserve  for  accrued  depreciation  was 
increased  from  $14,157.20  to  $15,818.32,  while  donations  in  aid  of  construction  was 
increased  from  $185.46  to  $10,424.67.  There  is  no  evidence  before  the  Commission 
\i)  show  that  the  company's  surplus  earnings  have  amounted  to  $41,975.08.  The 
I  'ommission  will  not  permit  credits  arising  from  a  revaluation  of  applicant's  assets 
to  be  transferred  to  "Corporate  surplus  unappropriated."  The  items  from  an  adjust- 
ment of  the  books  which  have  been  credited  or  debited  to  "Corporate  surplus  unap- 
propriated" should  be  taken  out  of  such  account  and  transferred  to  a  suspense 
"account."  The  balance  credited  to  the  account  "Appreciation  of  fixed  capital" 
should  also  be  transferred  to  the  suspense  account.  The  fixed  capital  accounts  now 
appearing  on  the  books  of  the  company  must  be  adjusted  so  that  they  will  reflect  the 
valuation  of  the  properties,  by  the  Commission's  engineers,  which  figures  are  included 
in  the  rate  base  used  in  this  decision. 

Stock  Dividend. 

The  Commission  repeatedly  has  lield  that  under  the  Public  Utilities 
Act  it  has  no  power  to  authorize  the  issue  of  stock  directly  and  .solely 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  a  stock  dividend.  It  is,  however,  of  the 
opinion  that  upon  proper  showing  it  can  authorize  the  issue  of  stock 
for  the  purpose  of  reimbursement  of  treasury  because  of  earnings 
invested  in  properties  and  business  and  that,  if  such  an  order  is 
made  the  stock  thereafter  can  be  distributed  as  a  stock  dividend. 

When  such  an  application  is  made  the  Commission  recpiires  a  show- 
ing that  the  applicant's  surplus  earnings  are  at  lea.st  equal  in  amount 
to  the  proposed  dividend  and  that  such  earnings  have  been  invested 
in  the  properties  and  business.    Quoting  from  a  decision: 

When  a  utility  applies  to  the  Commission  for  permission  to  issue  stock  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  a  dividend,  it  is  encumbent  upgn  such  utility  to  show  that  it  has  had 
surplus  profits  from  it.s  business  and  that  such  surplus  profits  have  been  invested  in 
its  proijertics.  In  our  ojiinion,  neither  assessments  on  stock,  nor  advances  by  con- 
sumers, nor  reserve  for  accrued  depreciation,  nor  donations,  nor  an  increase  in  the 
asset  accounts  due  to  a  revaluation  of  properties,  results  in  surplus  profits  available 
ft»r  dividend  purposes.     Such  items  not  being  available  for  the  puriii>se  of  declaring 
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a  divideml,  they  can  not  he  used  as  a  basis  for  the  issue  of  stock  to  reimburse  a 
utility  treasury,  which  stock  in  turn  is  to  be  used  to  pay  a  dividend. 

Capitalization  of  Good  Will. 

The  Commission  has  held  that  it  will  not  authorize  the  issue  of 
stoek  to  pay  for  intangible  items  known  as  good  will  franchise  value 
or  going  concern  value. 

In  a  decision  upon  an  application  involving  this  point,  Commissioner 
Seavey  held : 

The  Commission  is  urged  to  authorize  the  issue  of  stock  agaiust  $30,.575.20 
claimed  for  good  will,  for  the  reason  that  the  stage  line  involved  in  this  proceeding 
was  started  about  ten  years  ago  and  that  since  then  the  business  has  developed  to  a 
point  where  it  is  operating  on  a  pi-ofitable  basis  and  where  it  is  known  by,  and  holds 
the  confidence  of,  the  traveling  public.  If  such  situation  exists,  it  is  not  due  to  any 
act  of  applicant  corporation,  or  the  present  owners  of  the  properties  who  have  only 
recently  acquired  them.  It  seems  that  we  have  here  another  instance  of  using 
phraseology  to  suit  the  occasion.  Perhaps  it  is  a  coincidence  that  the  value  of  good 
will  is  exactly  equal  to  the  difference  between  what  the  present  owners  paid  for  the 
properties  and  the  value  assigned  to  the  tangible  and  other  proi>erty.  I  am  inclined 
to  believe,  however,  that  applicants  assigned  values  to  the  tangible  property  and  the 
intangible  property  items  above  referred  to,  and  subtracted  the  total  of  such  value 
from  $117.."t00  and  called  the  difference,  .f30,.57.5.2O.  the  value  of  good  will.  They 
might  with  equal  propriety  have  called  it  franchise  value  or  going  concern  value. 
The  record  does  not  justify  the  Commission  to  authorize  the  issue  of  stock  against 
the  .$30,575.20. 
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Chapter  V. 


OPERATING  REVENUES  AND  EXPENSES  OF  UTILITIES. 

During  the  year  ending  December  31,  1924,  the  operating  revenues 
of  steam  railroads,  electric  railways,  gas,  electric  light  and  power, 
water,  telephone  and  telegraph  companies,  carriers  by  water,  wharf- 
ingers, warehousemen  and  auto  stages  filing  annual  reports  Avith  the 
Commission  total  !f?892.93r),988.76  as  compared  with  $890,351,740.52 
for  the  year  ending  December  31.  1923.  The  increase  in  operating 
revenue  amounts  to  $2,584,249.24.  The  operating  expenses  for  the 
same  companies  durins  1924  increased  $15,276,895.86,  being  $653,725- 
786.28  in  1924.  and  $638,448,890.42  in  1923.  The  net  operating 
reveniies,  as  such  term  is  used  in  the  annual  report  forms  for  the 
several  classes  of  utilities,  decreased  $12,692,646.62,  the  total  net  oper- 
ating revenue  for  1924  being  *239.21 0,203.48.  In  1923  the  net  operat- 
ing revenues  were  reported  at  $251,902,850.10,  in  1922  at  $215,268,- 
092.98  and  in  1921  at  $192,176,416.16.  As  shown  by  Table  No.  12 
following,  the  decrease  in  the  net  operating  revenue  for  1924,  as  com- 
pared with  1923,  is  accounted  for  largely  by  the  decrease  in  the  net 
operating  revenue  of  .stcam  railroads,  which  for  1924  report  a  net 
operating  revenue  of  $121,073,444.10  and  for  1923  $139,199,652.21. 

Steam  railroads  for  the  calendar  year  1924  report  operating  revenues 
of  $452,332,555.03  and  operating  expenses  of  $331,259,110.93,  leaving 
net  operating  revenues  of  $121,073,444.10,  as  compared  with  net 
operating  revenues  of  $139,199,652.21  for  1923,  and  $118,743,543.39 
for  1922.  The  figures  just  stated,  however,  include  operating  revenues, 
iperating  expenses  and  net  operating  revenues  of  The  Atchison,  Topeka 
and  Santa  Fe  Kailway,  Los  Angeles  and  Salt  Lake  Railroad  Compan.v. 
Southern  Pacific  Company  (Pacific  System),  The  Western  Pacific 
Railroad  Company.  Nevada-California  Oregon  Railwa.v  Company  and 
Tonopah-Tidewater  Railroad  Company,  all  of  which  companies  are 
••ngaged  in  interstate  as  well  as  intrastate  business.  Steam  railroad 
companies  operating  within  the  State  of  California  have  allocated 
$176,800,370.68  of  their  revenues  to  California  business  in  1924,  while 
^132,960,471.14  of  their  operating  expenses  have  been  allocated  to 
California.  The  net  operating  revenues  attributable  to  Califor.nia 
Imsiness  for  1924  is  reported  at  $43,839,899.54,  a.s  compared  witli 
$54,1)56,119.80  for  1923,  $46,722,508.57  for  1922,  and  $42,199,000.00 
for  1921.  Lender  the  classification  of  accounts  prescribed  for  steam  rail- 
roads, taxes  ai"e  not  included  in  operating  expenses  but  are  a  charge 
against  the  net  operating  revenues. 

Electric  railway  companies  filing  reports  with  the  Railroad  Com- 
iiission  show  for  1924  operating  revenues  of  $59,923,333.07,  and 
nperating  exi)enses  of  $46,181,326.05,  leaving  net  operating  revenues 
of  $13,742,007.02,  as  compared  with  a  net  opei-ating  revenue  of 
$15,528,375.78  for  1923.  As  in  the  case  of  steam  railroads,  taxes  are  not 
included  in  operating  expenses  and  are  a  charge  against  net  operat- 
ing revenues. 

Water  companies  for  1924,  report  operating  revenues  of  $16,922,- 
048.87,  as  compared  with  $15,930,949.74  for  1923.     The  net  operating 
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revciuu's  of  .such  eoiiipanii's  foi-  1!>'24  arc  reported  at  i}!().482, 693.93, 
while  duriii":  1!)23,  water  companies  had  net  operating  revenues  of 
.$t),262,990.5(x  In  the  ease  of  water,  as  well  as  electric  light  and  power 
and  gas  companies,  taxes  are  included  in  operating  expenses,  and  are 
not  thei'efore  a  charge  against  net  operating  revenues. 

Electric  light  and  power  companies  for  1924  report  operating  reve- 
nues of  $83,204,072.90,  operating  expenses  of  $45,197,687.96,  and 
net  operating  revenues  of  $38,006,384.94,  as  compared  with  $75,541,- 
683.49,  $35,946,413.34  and  $39,595,270.15,  respectively,  for  1923.  It 
Avill  be  noted  that  the  operating  expenses  of  electric  light  and  power 
companies  increased  by  $9,251,274.62.  This  increase  in  operating 
expenses  is  largely  accounted  for  by  the  drouth  during  1924,  neces- 
sitating the  electric  light  and  power  conipanies  to  expend  large  .sums 
for  fuel  to  generate  electric  energy. 

Gas  companies  for  1924  report  operating  revenues  of  $51,132,783.72, 
operating  expenses  of  $33,534,505.24  and  net  operating  revenues  of 
$17,598,278.48.  For  1923  this  class  of  utility  reported  operating 
revenues  of  $42,957,212.22,  operating  expen.ses  of  $32,348,369.85  and 
net  operating  revenues  of  $10,608,842.37. 

The  operating  revenues  of  telephone  and  telegraph  companies  filing 
annual  reports  with  the  Commission  for  1924  were  reported  at 
$176,213,310.25.  as  compared  with  $168,507,819.75  for  1923,  an  increase 
amounting  to  $7,705,490.50.  Thev  report  operating  expenses  of  $137,- 
806,078.88  for  1924  and  $133,103,043.77  for  1923,  the  increase  amount- 
ing to  $4,703,035.11.  The  net  operating  revenues  for  1924  are  reported 
at  $38,407,231.37;  for  1923  at  $35,404,775.98.  The  figures  include  the 
total  revenues  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  and 
of  the  AYestern  Union  Telegraph  Company,  both  companies  doing 
business  outside  of  the  state,  as  well  as  within  the  state.  The  report 
of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  shows  a  total  revenue  of 
$112,861,555.25,  of  Avhich  $7,502,182  is  by  the  company,  allocated  to 
California.  The  report  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pany shows  total  operating  revenues  of  $44,140,217.17,  of  which 
$30,319,307  is  by  the  company,  allocated  to  California.  Figures  allocat- 
ing operating  expenses  are  not  available  to  the  Commi-ssion  at  this  time. 

Warehouses  and  wharfingers  report  $11,469,637.93  of  operating 
revenues  for  1924.  as  compared  with  $11,243,389.12  for  1923.  This 
class  of  utility  reports  operating  expenses  of  $10,406,931.70  for  1924 
and  $9,929,726.48  for  1923,  leaving  net  operating  revenues  of  $1,062,- 
706.23  for  1924  and  $1,313,662.64  for  1923. 

Carriers  by  water  for  1924  report  operating  revenues  of  $22,696,- 
086.42,  operating  expen.ses  of  .$20,619,264.47.  leaving  net  operating 
revenues  of  .$2,076,821.95:  the  corresponding  figures  for  1923  being 
$22,148,820.36,  $19,477,360.20  and  .$2,671.460.'l6  respectively. 

Auto  stage  and  truck  companies  for  1924  report  operating  revenues 
at  $19,042,161.57,  as  compared  with  $17,554,980.86  for  1923.  Their 
operating  expenses  for  1924  amounted  to  $18,231,526.11,  and  for  1923 
to  $16,237,160.61.  The  net  operating  revenues  of  auto  stage  and 
truck  operators  or  companies,  for  1924,  amount  to  $810,635.46,  while 
in  1923  their  net  operating  revenues  amounted  to  $1,317,830.25. 

Attention  should  be  called  to  the  fact  that  in  the  case  of  water, 
electric,  gas,  warehousemen,  wharfingers,  carriers  by  water,  auto  stages 
and    auto    trucks,    taxes    are    included    in    oi)erating    expenses.      The 
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amount  of  taxes  wliich  each  class  of  utility  has  charged  against  its 
gross  operating:  revenues  or  against  its  net  operating  revenues,  is  shown 
in  tables  published  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Table  No.  12  following  is  a  suininary  of  the  operating  revenues, 
operating  expenses  and  net  operating  revenues  of  public  utilities  report- 
ing to  the  Railroad  Commission  for  1928  and  1924;  Table  No.  13  covers 
the  net  operating  revenues  of  public  utilities  operating  in  California 
during  the  .same  period.  Table  No.  H  .shows  the  fixed  capital  installed 
by  certain  California  public  utilities  as  shown  in  annual  reports  filed 
with  the  Railroad  Connnission  from  191.3  to  1924  inclusive.  Table  No. 
15  shows  the  fixed  capital  installed  by  .steam  railroads  during  1924; 
Table  No.  16  the  fixed  capital  installed  by  electric  railways  during 
1924;  and  Table  No.  17,  the  fixed  capital  in.stalled  by  electric  light  and 
power  companies  during  1924;  Table  No.  18  the  fixed  capital  installed 
by  gas  companies  during  1924;  Table  No.  19,  the  fixed  capital  in.stalled 
by  telephone  and  telegraph  companies  during  1924;  Table  No.  20,  the 
fixed  capital  installed  by  water  companies  during  1924.

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Chapter  VI. 


SERVICE  DEPARTMENT— RAILROAD,  AUTO  STAGE  AND 
TRUCK  OPERATION— SAFETY. 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  constantly  engaged  in  the  inspection  of 
the  service  of  common  carriers.  This  inspection  covers  such  matters  as 
(1)  sufficiency  of  railroad  equipment,  number  of  trains,  number  of  cars 
and  proper  seating  facilities  in  ears;  (2)  sufficiency  and  adequacy  of 
depot  facilities;  (3)  location  of  new  or  abandonment  of  existing  sta- 
tions, and  request  for  stopping  trains;  (4)  adequate  number  of  trains; 
(5)  inspection  of  auto  stages  as  to  their  compliance  with  safety  rules 
and  requirements  of  the  Commission. 

It  is  the  duty  of  its  service  department  to  investigate  and  report 
upon  the  safety  of  railroad  operation  and  the  accidents  arising  from 
such  operation  and  to  make  recommendations  for  the  betterment  of  all 
other  conditions  which  it  may  find  to  be  unsafe  or  deficient.  Field 
inspection  of  the  condition  of  auto  stages  and  trucks  are  also  made, 
incidental  to  other  service  work,  and  during  the  year  covered  by  this 
report  546  automobile  inspections  were  made. 

Unsafe  Practices  Corrected. 

As  a  result  of  inspections,  which  have  been  continued  for  many  years, 
unsafe  practices  have  been  corrected  and  standard  and  uniform 
methods  of  operation  have  been  prescribed  for  the  smaller  roads,  with 
the  result  that  their  general  operation  now  compares  favorably  with 
the  standard  practice  of  the  larger  carriers.  The  work  of  the  depart- 
ment also  includes  such  inspection  as  is  required  by  the  statutes  and  the 
regulations  of  the  Railroad  Commission  as  to  compliance  with  such  law^s 
and  regulations  by  the  carriers. 

Impaired  Clearances. 
Impaired  clearances  receive  inspection  in  connection  with  other  field 
work,  each  year  adding  to  the  total  of  impaired  clearances  which  are 
required  to  he  brought  to  the  standard  prescribed  by  the  Commission. 

Accident  Investigation. 

Every  train  accident  resulting  in  the  loss  of  life  or  serious  injury  to 
passengers  or  employees  is  investigated  by  the  Railroad  Commission. 
Wlien  a  fatal  accident  occurs,  the  company's  investigation,  and  in  some 
instances  coroner's  inquest,  are  attended  together  with  an  independent 
investigation  by  the  Commission's  inspectors  at  the  scene  of  the  acci- 
dent that  all  possible  information  may  be  available  regarding  the  acci- 
dent. T'^pon  the  receipt  of  the  inspector's  report  such  orders  or  recom- 
mendations are  issued  by  the  Commission  as  appear  to  be  necessary  in 
the  specific  ca.se.  Inspectors  cover  not  only  accidents  arising  from  con- 
ditions which  may  indicate  unsafe  operation,  but  also,  as  far  as  possible, 
grade  crossing  accidents.  As  a  result  of  these  latter  investigations, 
railroads  have  been  reciuircd  to  alTord  additional  protection  at  grade 
crossings  where  conditions  have  been  found  to  be  unsafe  or  where  it  is 
evident  that  additional  protection  should  be  afforded. 
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Time  Tables  Must  be  Filed. 
Under  General  Order  No.  31  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  all  changes 
in  steam  and  electrie  intenirban  railroad  time  tables  are  required  to  be 
filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission  and  to  be  posted  for  the  information 
of  the  public  five  days  in  advance  of  the  effective  date  of  the  proposed 
changes.  A  supplement  to  this  general  order  requires  that  in  all 
instances  where  a  reduction  in  passenger  service  is  contemplated,  or 
where  the  abandonment  of  any  stop  is  desired  by  the  railroad,  an  out- 
line of  the  proposed  time  table  must  be  submitted  to  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission thirty  days  prior  to  the  proposed  effective  date  of  the  change 
and  that  the  permission  of  the  Railroad  Connnission  must  be  obtained 
prior  to  making  any  reduction  m  service  or  abandoning  any  stop. 
Similar  requirements  are  imposed  upon  automobile  stage  and  truck 
lines  operating  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission. 

Curtailment  of  Service. 

All  requests  for  the  reduction  of  passenger  service  or  the  abandon- 
ment of  stops  are  carefully  investigated  by  the  Railroad  Commission. 
In  many  instances,  due  to  an  increase  in  train  schedules  during  certain 
sea.sons  to  care  for  tourist  or  vacation  travel,  it  is  customary  to  reduce 
the  passenger  train  ser\ace  when  the  particular  travel  for  which  the 
service  was  inaugurated  no  longer  exists.  In  other  cases,  however,  per- 
mission to  withdraw  passenger  trains  from  service  has  been  denied  car- 
riers if  the  Railroad  Commission's  investigation  has  shown  that  the 
public  convenience  required  the  retention  of  the  service.  In  still  other 
instances  a  rcai'rangement  of  schedules  has  been  made,  thereby  satis- 
factorily adjusting  the  extra  service  from  which  a  carrier  desired  relief 
and  at  the  same  time  meeting  the  public  demand  for  service.  Prac- 
tically all  these  matters  are  handled  informally  by  correspondence,  it 
seldom  being  necessary  for  formal  proceedings  to  be  instituted  and  fol- 
lowed by  a  public  hearing  and  the  subsequent  order  of  the  Railroad 
Com  mission. 

Elimination  of  Passenger  Trains. 

Reduction  in  passenger  train  schedules  is  usually  requested  because 
of  the  claim  that  the  expense  of  operating  local  trains  sometimes 
greatly  exceeds  the  revenue  earned,  and  in  the  case  of  a  showing  satis- 
factory to  the  Railroad  Commission  that  the  trains  were  not  earning  a 
revenue  at  least  equal  to  the  direct  operating  costs,  informal  permission 
has  been  given  for  the  discontinuance  of  apparently  Tinnecessary-  and 
unpatronized  passenger  train  .service.  The  inroads  made  upon  the 
passenger  traffic  formerly  enjoyed  by  the  steam  and  electric  interurban 
railroads  by  the  advent  of  privately-owned  automobiles  has  been  in  a 
large  measure  responsible  for  the  discontinuance  of  local  passenger 
service  in  many  localities,  .supplemented  also  in  some  degree,  by  busi- 
ness which  has  been  diverted  to  automobile  stage  lines  which  have,  in 
many  cases,  operated  service  of  greater  frequency  than  that  offered  by 
the  steam  or  electric  interurban  lines  and  which  service  has  therefore 
attached  and  retained  the  patronage  of  the  traveling  public.  The  Rail- 
road Commission,  in  every  instance,  requires  a  full  and  satisfactory 
showing  before  consenting  to  the  elimination  of  pas.senger  train  service 
when  such  curtailment  or  diminution  of  service  has  been  requested  by 
the  carriers. 
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Abandonment  of  Stations,  Tracks  and  Facilities. 

llnder  General  Order  No.  36  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  no  station, 
sidetrack,  spur,  stop,  facility  for  handling  freight,  platform  or  other 
like  facilities  of  common  carriers  can  be  abandoned  or  their  use  dis- 
continued without  the  consent  of  the  Railroad  Commission.  The  sev- 
eral applications  of  the  carriers  for  such  abandonments  or  discontinu- 
ances are  carefully  investigated  before  permission  to  discontinue  the 
use  of  any  facility  is  granted.  In  many  instances  such  investigation 
shows  that  the  retention  and  continued  maintenance  of  facilities  is 
desirable  and  necessary  to  properly  accommodate  the  needs  of  shippers 
and  receivers  cf  freight,  and  in  such  instances  the  applications  are 
denied. 

The  Commission  is  also  frequently  called  upon  to  pass  upon  appli- 
cations for  change  in  the  status  of  agency  stations  as  well  as  the  entire 
abandonment  of  stations  heretofore  existing  and  other  matters  wherein 
authority  has  been  requested  by  the  carriers  in  an  endeavor  to  curtail 
alleged  unnecessary  operating  expense  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  car- 
riers, traffic  conditions  did  not  appear  to  justify  the  continuance  of 
agencies  and  other  station  facilities.  A  complete  analysis  of  existing 
conditions  is  always  required  by  the  Railroad  Commission  to  support 
the  request  of  the  carriers  for  the  authorization  of  any  change  which 
will  result  in  a  discontinuance  of  any  facility  heretofore  accorded  the 
traveling  or  shipping  public  by  a  carrier,  and  the  Railroad  Commission 
has  not  authorized  any  reduction  in  such  facilities  until  it  has  fully 
satisfied  itself  that  the  conditions  presented  by  the  applicant  carriers 
were  fully  justified  and  that  the  patronage  necessary  to  continue  the 
facilities  was  not  present.

RATE  DEPARTMENT— TRANSPORTATION— STORAGE  AND 
WHARFAGE. 

Tlu'  Commission  lias  assi^^netl  to  the  Kate  Department  the  duty  of 
handling  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  rates,  rules  and  regulations 
nf  steam  railroads,  eleetrie  interurban  lines,  express  companies,  auto- 
mobile transportation  companies,  street  car  lines,  airplane  lines  and 
carriers  by  water,  operating  between  points  in  California,  both  on 
the  high  seas  and  on  the  inland  waterways.  In  addition,  matters 
relating  to  wharves  and  warehouses,  including  cold  storage,  are  handled 
liy  this  department. 

The  personnel  et)nsists  of  a  rate  expert,  who  is  also  a  presiding 
(  xaminer,  four  rate  men  and  two  stenographers. 

Tariffs. 

The  Public  Utilities  Act  jilaces  upon  the  various  iitilities  the  duty 
of  filing  and  posting  taritfs  containing  all  their  rates,  fares  or  charges, 
and  the  rules  and  regulations  pertaining  thereto.  The  number  of 
tariffs  and  supplements  to  tariffs  received  from  i)ublic  utilities  during 
the  past  fiscal  year  was  in  excess  of  15,000.  These  tariffs  and  supple- 
ments nuist  be  thoroughly  checked,  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  the 
act,  and  the  Commission's  rules  and  regulations,  governing  the  con- 
struction and  tiling  of  tariffs  and  supplements  have  been  strictly  com- 
plied with.  The  department  maintains  a  public  file,  consisting  of 
approximately  165,000  tariffs  and  supplements,  kept  readily  available 
for  the  inspection  of  the  public.  This  file  contains  all  schedules  filed 
since  the  statute  of  1909  first  required  public  utilities  to  publish  and 
file  tariffs  with  the  Commission,  and  is  a  complete  historical  record  of 
the  charges  assessed  by  the  various  utilities  since  that  time.  A  depart- 
mental file  containing  the  current  tariffs  and  supplements  used  by  the 
department  in  its  everyday  activities  is  also  maintained. 

Rate  Changes. 
Transportation  companies  can  not,  under  the  provisions  of  the  con- 
stitution of  the  State  of  California,  publish  on  less  than  thirty  days' 
notice,  or  increase,  any  i-ate  or  fare,  or  charge  less  for  a  longer  haul 
than  for  a  shorter  haul  over  the  same  line  or  route  without  the  permis- 
sion of  the  Commission.  To  facilitate  the  handling  of  such  rate  adjust- 
ments the  department,  through  informal  procedure,  dispo.sed  of  1438 
applications,  consisting  of  522  requesting  permission  to  change'  rates 
or  fares  on  less  than  statutory  noticed,  621  to  increase  rates  or  fares, 
and  295  to  charge  less  for  a  longer  than  for  a  shorter  haul  over  the  same 
line  or  route.  The  applications  that  were  authorized  were  granted 
only  on  a  showing  of  real  merit  by  the  utilities  and  after  a  careful 
investigation  by  the  dei)artment.  In  tl^is  manner  it  was  possible  to 
dispose  of  these  matters  to  the  satisfaction  of  both  the  public  and 
the  utilities  without  formal  procedure.  Besides  the  applications  thus 
handled,  the  department  is     frecpiently  ealled  upon  by  the  public  and 
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by  tlu'  tijuisportation  conipanies  to  place  its  interpretation  upon  various 
rates,  i-iiles  or  regulations  whieh,  heeause  of  their  teelmical  aspects, 
are  soinetinies  subject  to  misinterpretation.  Through  correspondence 
it  is  often  possible  to  effect  an  informal  adjustment  satisfactory  to 
all  concerned.  In  the  handling  of  rate  adjustments  during  the  last 
year  there  were  12,579  letters,  authorizations  or  acknowledgements 
written  by  the  department. 

Carriers  of  Farm  Products. 
The  California  Supreme  Court  has  declared  unconstitutional  chapter 
310,  Statutes  of  1923,  commonly  known  as  the  "Crittenden  Bill," 
whereby  the  operations  of,  and  the  charges  assessed  by,  auto  trucks 
engaged  in  the  transportation  of  products  of  the  farm  or  implements 
of  husbandry  and  other  farm  necessities  from  farm  to  farm  or  betAveen 
the  farm  and  loading  or  unloading  points  had  been  taken  from  the 
euntrol  of  the  Railroad  Commission.  This  decision  of  the  court  has 
restored  to  the  Commission  complete  jurisdiction  over  these  common 
carrier  vehicles.  The  changed  status  of  the  operators  will  entail  the 
filing  of  several  thousand  new  tariffs  setting  forth  the  rates,  rules 
and  regulations  governing  the  transportation  service.  To  facilitate 
the  handling  of  these  tariffs  the  department  will,  as  has  been  the  cus- 
tom in  the  past,  render  every  assistance  to  those  operators  who,  because 
of  their  unfamiliarity  with  the  rules  and  regidations  of  the  Commis- 
sion, are  (inversed  in  the  construction  and  filing  of  tariffs. 

Express  Rates. 
In  our  previous  reports  we  have  detailed  the  activities  of  the  Cora- 
mission  in  connection  with  the  last  general  increa.se  of  13|  per  cent 
in  the  express  rates,  made  effective  in  1920  thixmghout  the  country, 
and  authorized  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  various 
state  commissions,  but  which  this  Commission  declined  to  allow,  holding 
that  the  California  intrastate  rates  then  in  effect  were  not  unreasonable. 
The  position  of  the  California  Commission  was  sustained  when  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  ordered  into  effect  March  1,  1925, 
for  interstate  traffic,  substantially  the  same  rates  that  were  being 
assessed  in  conformity  with  the  order  issued  by  this  Commission  on 
December  23.  1920.  Bj^  the  action  of  this  Commission  in  not  allowing 
the  134  per  cent  increase  in  192*0  an  estimated  saving  of  approximately 
$5,000,000  has  been  effected  for  California  shippers. 

Forest  Products. 
During  the  last  fiscal  year  the  department  participated  in  the  dispo- 
sition of  several  cases  involving  the  rates  on  lumber  and  its  products. 
The  most  important  of  these  were  the  complaints  of  the  Los  Angeles 
Litmber  Pi'oducts  Company,  Madera  Suyar  Pine  Companij.  t<ugar  Pine 
Lumber  Company  and  Yosemife  Lumber  Companij  vs.  Sauthern  Pacific 
Company  et  o/.,  alleging  that  the  rates  on  lumber  and  its  products  from 
San  Pedro,  Pinedale.  Madera  and  Merced  Falls  to  various  points  in 
California  were  unreasonable,  discriminatory  to  complainants,  and 
preferential  to  complainant.s'  competitors  located  at  other  producing 
points.  A  similar  complaint,  involving  interstate  rates,  was  filed  with 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  by  the  Los  Angeles  Lumber 
Products  Company.    Joint  hearings  were  held  by  the  Commission  with 
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the  federal  body  at  Los  Angeles,  May  12  to  14,  1924,  and  at  San  Fran- 
cisco, May  15  to  20,  1924.  At  the  hearings,  other  California  and  Oregon 
lumber  interests  appeared  a.s  interveners,  and  practically  the  entire 
lumber  rate  adjustments  in  California,  ])articularly  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  state,  were  untler  consideration.  The  Commission  in  decid- 
ing these  cases  found  tliat  the  rates  assessed  complainants  were  unrea- 
sonable and  unduly  discriminatory,  and  prescribed  reasonable  and  non- 
(liscrimiuatoiy  rates,  bringing  about  substantial  reductions  from  San 
IVdro,  Pinedale,  Madera  and  Merced  Falls.  Complainants,  however, 
were  not  satisfied  with  tlie  reduced  rates  and  filed  an  application  for 
vacation  of  the  Commission's  order  and  requested  an  order  granting 
oral  argument.  The  request  for  oral  argument  was  granted  and  will 
be  heard  on  August  24,  1925,  before  Commissioners  Brundige,  Seavey 
and  Squires. 

Milk  and  Cream  Rates. 
The  Mutual  Creamery  Company  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  by  com- 
plaint filed  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  alleged  that  the 
rates  of  the  American  Railway  Express  Company  maintained  for  the 
transportation  of  milk  and  cream  within  the  State  of  California  were 
preferential  to  the  milk  and  cream  shippers  of  California  and  dis- 
criminatory to  Utah  interests  and  urged  that  a  uniform  schedule  of 
rates  be  established.  The  proposed  schedule  of  rates,  if  placed  in  effect, 
will  result  in  a  considerable  increase  to  California  shippers  on  short 
hauls  of  approximately  125  miles  or  less.  This  Commission  intervened 
in  the  proceeding  and  participated  with  California  interests  in  present- 
ing to  the  federal  body  testimony  and  exhibits  showing  the  favorable 
climatic  conditions,  the  good  highways,  the  truck  competition  and  other 
influences  that  justify  the  present  low  schedule  of  rates  in  effect  in 
California.  The  matter  has  been  taken  under  submission  by  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  for  its  decision. 

Radio  Receiving  Sets. 
Of  particular  importance  to  the  radio  industry  and  to  the  public  was 
the  Commission's  decision  relating  to  the  increased  ratings  published 
by  California  railroads  to  become'  effective  on  February  10,  1925, 
applicable  on  radio  receiving  sets,  and  talking  machines  and  radio  sets 
combined,  in  both  carloads  and  less  than  carloads.  The  new  ratings 
would  have  resulted  in  substantial  increa.ses,  particularly  on  those 
articles  in  less  than  carloads,  where  the  increase  amounted  to  50  per 
cent.  Before  these  ratings  became  effective  on  intrastate  traffic  the 
Commission  ordered  their  suspension,  as  did  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  for  interstate  traffic,  and  postponed  their  effective  date 
pending  an  investigation  as  to  their  propriety.  After  holding  joint 
public  hearings  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  this  Com- 
mission found  that  the  carriers  had  not  justified  the  increased  ratings 
on  radio  receiving  sets,  in  less  than  carloads,  or  on  talking  machines 
and  radio  receiving  sets  combined,  in  carloads  and  less  than  carloads, 
and  ordered  carriers  to  cancel  the  proposed  adjustment  on  or  before 
August  25,  1925.  The  proposed  ratings  on  radio  receiving  sets,  in  car- 
load.s,  was  found  justified. 
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Rate  Structure  Investigation  Under  the  So-Called  Hoch-Smith 

Resolution. 
The  United  States  congress,  by  joint  resohition,  approved  January 
30,  1925,  what  is  commonly  referred  to  as  the  Hoch-8mith  Resolution, 
directing  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  make  a  thorough 
investigation  of  the  rate  structure  of  common  carriers  subject  to  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Act. 

This  resolution,  which  is  as  follows,  contemplates  the  readjustment  of 
not  only  interstate  rates,  but  all  intrastate  rates : 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  true  policy  in 
rate  makinjr  to  be  pursued  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  adjusting 
freight  ratns,  that  the  conditions  which  at  any  given  time  prevail  in  our  several 
industries  should  be  considered  in  so  far  as  it  is  legally  possible  to  do  so,  to  the  end 
tliat  commodities  may  freely   move. 

That  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  is  authorized  and  directed  to  make  a 
thorough  investigation  of  the  rate  structure  of  common  carriers  subject  to  the  inter- 
state commerce  act,  in  order  to  determine  to  what  extent  and  in  what  manner  exist- 
ing rates  and  charges  may  be  unjust,  unreasonable,  unjustly  discriminatory,  or 
unduly  preferential,  thereby  imposing  undue  burdens,  or  giving  undue  advantage  as 
betAveen  the'  various  localities  and  parts  of  the  country,  the  various  classes  of  traffic, 
and  the  various  classes  and  kinds  of  commodities,  and  to  make,  in  accordance  with 
law,  such  changes,  adjustments,  and  redistribution  of  rates  and  charges  as  may  be 
found  necessary  to  correct  any  defects  so  found  to  exist.  In  making  any  such  change, 
adjustment  or  redistribution  the  commission  shall  give  due  regard,  among  other 
factors,  to  the  geueral  and  comparative  levels  in  market  value  of  the  various  classes 
and  kinds  of  commodities  as  indicated  over  a  reasonable  period  of  year's  to  a  natural 
and  proper  development  of  the  country  as  a  whole,  and  to  the  maintenance  of  an 
adequate  system  of  transportation.  In  the  progress  of  such  investigation  the 
commission  shall,  from  time  to  time,  and  as  expeditiously  as  possible,  make  such 
decisions  and  orders  as  it  may  find  to  be  necessary  or  appropriate  upon  the  record 
then  made  in  order  to  place  the  rates  upon  designated  classes  of  traflBc  upon  a  just 
and  reasonable  basis  with  relation  to  other  rates.  Such  investigation  shall  be  con- 
ducted with  due  regard  to  other  investigations  or  proceedings  affecting  rate  adjust- 
ments which  may  be  pending  before  the  commission. 

In  view  of  the  existing  depression  in  agriculture,  the  commission  is  hereby  directed 
to  effect  with  the  least  practicable  delay  such  lawful  changes  in  the  rate  structure 
of  the  country  as  will  promote  the  freedom  of  movement  by  common  carriers  of  the 
products  of  agriculture  affected  by  that  depression,  including  livestock,  at  the  lowest 
possible  lawful  rates  compatible  with  the  maintenance  of  adequate  transportation 
service ;  Pi-ovided,  That  no  investigation  or  proceeding  resulting  from  the  adoption  of 
this  resolution  shall  be  permitted  to  delay  the  decision  of  cases  now  pending  before 
the  commission  involving  rates  on  products  of  agi'iculture,  and  that  such  cases  shall 
be  decided  in  accordance  with  this  resolution. 

Approved,  January  30,  1925. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  instituted  a  proceeding 
under  its  Docket  No.  17000,  Rate  Structure  Investigation,  the  pre- 
liminary hearing  to  be  held  at  Chicago,  Tuesday,  September  8,  1925. 
Briefly  summarized,  the  purpose  of  the  investigation  is  to  determine  the 
extent  and  manner  in  which  the  rate  structure  of  common  carriers  sub- 
ject to  the  interstate  act  is  in  any  respect  unlawful  and  to  make  in 
accordance  with  the  law  such  changes,  adjtistments  and  redistribution 
in  the  rate  structure  as  may  be  necessary  to  correct  any  defects  found 
to  exist. 

Congress  apparently  intended  that  the  Interstate  Commefce  Commis- 
sion in  the  future  exercise  of  its  rate-making  powers  will  give  less  weight 
to  the  distance  of  the  haul  and  other  purely  transportation  considera- 
tions, and  more  weight  to  the  commercial  and  competitive  conditions, 
to  the  end  that  commodities  may  move  freely  and  that  there  may  be  a 
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natural  and  proper  development  of  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  per- 
centage' increases  authorized  during  the  past  ten  years  have  placed  a 
burden  upon  long  haul  traffic  and,  California  having  the  greatest  dis- 
tance hauls  to  the  large  consuming  centers  of  the  east,  has  suffered 
out  of  proportion  to  other  producing  sections.  This  is  particularly  true 
in  connection  with  the  movement  of  deciduous  fruits,  where  the  rate 
has  been  increased  on  a  percentage  basis  from  $1.15  to  $1.73  per  100 
pounds. 

Subsequent  to  the  filing  of  notice  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Cora- 
mission  that  it  would  begin  investigation  September  8,  192'5,  the  com- 
mon carrier  raili'oads  in  what  is  known  as  the  Western  Group  territory, 
filed  independent  action  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission, 
and  with  practically  every  state  west  of  the  Mississippi  River,  seeking 
an  increase  in  all  freight  rates  sufficient  to  furnish  a  net  return  of  5^ 
per  cent  on  the  value  of  the  railway  properties  of  the  carriers.  This 
in  round  figures  would  have  meant  an  increase  of  approximately  11 
per  cent  in  freight  rates.  However,  by  a  supplemental  request  the 
carriers  are  now  asking  for  an  advance  of  5  per  cent  in  their  freight 
revenues  and  are  suggesting  that  the  increases  be  applied  principally  to 
selected  commodities.  As  a  few  illustrations,  on  grain  they  will  pro- 
pose a  uniform  advance  equivalent  to  one  cent  per  bushel;  on  coal  15 
cents  per  ton ;  on  clay,  gravel,  sand  and  stone  7^  cents  per  ton ;  on 
cement,  lime  and  plaster  20  cents  per  ton. 

The  California  Commission,  recognizing  the  vast  importance  of  the 
proposed  ad.iustmcnt  to  the  State  of  California,  has  notified  all  Cham- 
bers of  Commerce  and  industrial  organizations  of  the  situation,  and  has 
reqi;ested  their  cooperation  in  placing  into  the  record  at  the  hearings 
before  the  Interstate  Commei'ce  Commission  exhibits  and  testimony 
Avhich  will  give  a  complete  picture  of  the  conditions  in  California,  and 
the  necessities  of  its  agricultural  and  industrial  reqiiirements.  This 
Commission  will  be  represented  at  the  Chicago  hearings  and  will 
endeavor  to  persuade  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  conduct 
joint  hearings  in  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles.  It  has  also  notified 
interested  parties  that  it  will  cooperate  in  every  possible  way,  and  that 
the  employees,  and  its  auditing,  rate  and  legal  departments  may  be 
consulted  at  any  time  for  such  data  and  assistance  as  they  may  be 
able  to  produce. 

Rock  Rates. 

During  the  early  part  of  this  year  complaint  was  filed  with  the  Com- 
mission by  the  Union  Hock  Company  and  American  Rock  Company 
against  the  rates  maintained  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  The 
Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Pe  Railway  Company,  and  Pacific  Electric 
Railway  Company  for  the  trans])ortation  of  crushed  rock,  sand  and 
gravel  in  .southern  California.  It  was  alleged  by  complainants  that  the 
present  rate  structure  is  unreasonable  and  discriminatory,  and  the 
Commission  has  been  asked  to  prescribe  I'easonable  and  nondiscrimina- 
tory rates  for  the  future,  and  to  award  reparation  on  the  shipments 
that  have  moved  in  the  past.  Several  public  hearings  were  held  at  Los 
Angeles.  The  record  submitted  was  replete  with  exhibits  and  testimony 
giving  the  history  of  the  rate  structure  and  the  rock  industry  in  both 
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southern  and  northern  California,  and  showed  the  vital  influence 
freight  rates  exert  on  industries  dealing  in  low-grade  commodities. 
This  case  is  now  being  briefed,  and  will  undoubtedly  be  ready  for  the 
Commission's  decision  within  a  short  time. 

Automobile  Ferry  Rates. 

The  Commission,  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  conducted  an  extensive 
investigation  on  its  own  motion  into  the  rates,  rules,  regulations  and 
practices  of  the  automobile  ferry  companies  operating  on  the  bay  of 
San  Francisco.  Hearings  were  held  throughout  the  year,  at  which  a 
vast  amount  of  evidence  was  introduced  dealing  with  every  detail  of 
these  companies'  activities.  Upon  submission  of  these  cases  drastic 
reductions  were  ordered  by  the  Commission  in  the  rates  of  the  Golden 
Gate  Ferry  Company,  Rodeo- Valle jo  Ferry  Companj'  and  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company.  The  reduced  rates  of  the  Golden  Gate  Ferry  Com- 
pany and  the  Rodeo-Vallejo  Ferry  Company  ordered  into  efi'ect  by  the 
Commission  are  now  in  force  and  will  result  in  an  estimated  saving  to 
the  traveling  public  of  approximately  $325,000  a  year.  This  amount 
does  not  include  a  considerable  saving  to  the  public  that  will  result  from 
the  voluntary  reduction  made  by  the  Monticello  Steamship  Company 
and  Martinez-Benicia  Ferry  Company  in  their  rates  to  meet  the  compe- 
tition of  the  other  carriers.  The  reduced  rates  of  the  SoutheTn  Pacific 
Company  have  not  become  effective,  as  that  carrier  took  exception  to 
the  Commission's  decision,  and  secured  a  temporary  injunction  pre- 
venting the  rates  ordered  by  the  Commission  from  becoming  effective. 
If  the  court  upholds  the  Commission's  decision  the  traveling  public  will 
be  saved  approximately  $750,000  a  year. 

Transbay  Ferry  Fares. 
The  residents  of  the  bay  region  are  vitally  interested  in  the  action  of 
the  Key  System  Transit  Company  and  the  Southern  Pacific  Company 
in  requesting  the  Commission  to  authorize  an  increase  in  their  transbay 
passenger  ferry  fares.  The  present  fare  between  San  Francisco  and 
practically  all  points  served  by  the  electric  lines  is  18  cents  for  a  one- 
way trip,  and  $4.80  for  a  monthly  book.  Carriers  maintain  that  these 
fares  are  inadequate,  netting  a  return  of  only  3.9  per  cent  to  the  Key 
System  Transit  Company  for  the  year  1924,  based  on  a  valuation  of 
$30,000,000 ;  and  resulting  in  an  actual  out-of-pocket  loss  to  the  South- 
ern Pacific  Company  during  the  last  calendar  year.  The  latter  com- 
pany claims  an  investment  in  the  transbay  interurban  properties  in 
excess  of  $61,574,503.  The  first  hearings  on  these  applications  will  be 
condncted  before  Commissioners  Seavey,  Squires  and  Decoto  on  Sep- 
tember 21,  1925. 

Absorption  of  Switching  Charge. 
The  Commission  in  the  early  part  of  this  year  authorized  The  Atchi- 
son, Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  and  The  Western  Pacific 
Railroad  to  publish  a  provision  in  their  tariffs  whereby  the  switching 
charge  of  $2.50  per  car  assessed  by  the  city  of  Alameda  for  the  use  of 
city-owned  tracks  Avill  be  absorbed  by  those  carriers  on  lin(>-hanl  traffic. 
Before  this  provision  was  published,  shippers  served  by  the  rails  of 
the  Municipal  line  were  paying  this  charge  in  addition  to  the  regular 
transportation  charges.     By  the  carriers'  absorption  of  this  charge 
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shippers  in  Alameda  will  be  placed  on  a  parity  with  shippers  similarly 
located  on  the  Oakland  side  of  the  estuary,  where  no  such  charge  is 
assessed. 

Airplane  Rates. 
Considerable  interest  is  attached  to  the  announcement  of  several 
individuals  and  companies  that  they  contemplate  the  establishment  of 
airplane  service  for  the  transportation  of  passeufrers  and  freight,  the 
majority  proposing  freight  operation.  At  a  conference  between  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commission  and  the  Meteorological  and  Aeronautical 
Bureau  of  the  Los  Angeles  Chamber  of  Commei'ce,  it  was  explained  that 
under  the  law  these  operators  would  be  common  carriers,  and  as  such 
must  file  their  rates  with  the  Railroad  Commission  before  beginning 
service.  At  the  present  time,  there  is  only  one  airplane  line  operating 
;is  a  common  carrier,  and  which  has  its  rates  on  file  with  the  Commis- 
sion, althoiigh  it  is  believed  the  coming  year  will  Avitness  a  considerable 
increase  in  this  mode  of  transportation. 

Encinal  Terminals. 

There  has  recently  been  opened  on  the  Alameda  waterfront  extensive 
terminal  facilities,  knoAvn  as  the  Encinal  Terminals.  These  facilities 
are  being  developed  for  the  transferring  of  tonnage  between  cars  and 
vessels,  the  refrigerating  and  cooling  of  perishables,  the  sorting  and 
grading  of  fruits  and  vegetables,  recoopering,  reshipping,  and  all  service 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  terminal  handling  of  commerce,  not  only 
involving  transportation  within  the'  State  of  California,  but  also 
between  points  throughout  the  world.  The  acreage  controlled  will 
permit  of  docks  approximating  two  miles  in  length.  Applications  were 
received  by  the  Commission  from  practically  all  the  larger  operators  of 
vessels  on  the  inland  waterways  requesting  authority  to  establish  rates 
from  or  to  these  terminals.  To  assist  in  the  development  of  this  project 
the  Commission  authorized  the  carriers  that  had  made  application  to 
establish  from  or  to  Encinal  Terminals  the  same  rates  they  concur- 
rently maintain  from  or  to  Oakland  or  San  Francisco. 

Cottonseed  Rates. 
The  California  Cotton  Oil  Company  has  brought  an  action  against 
The  Atchison.  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  and  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company  alleging  that  the'  rates  assessed  by  those 
carriers  for  the  transportation  of  cottonseed  from  points  in  the  San 
Joaquin  Valley  to  Los  Angeles  are  excessive  and  imreasonable.  ^\ie 
Commission  has  been  requested  to  prescribe  just  and  reasonable  rates 
for  the  future,  and  to  award  reparation  to  complainants  for  the  ship- 
ments that  have  moved  in  the  past.  Various  other  cottonseed  shippers 
and  civic  and  commercial  organizations  have  filed  petitions  of  interven- 
tion in  this  proceeding.  The  fir.st  hearing  in  this  proceeding  has  been  .set 
for  September  25,  1925,  and  will  be  heard  before  Commi.ssioner  Squires. 

Cereals  and  Cereal  Products  Rates. 

Upon  complaint  to  the  Coiiiniission  that  the  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany had  collected  excessive  rates  on  flour  and  cereal  products  shipped 
from  Seymour  and  Subaco  to  Los  Angeles  and  Riverside,  the  carrier 
was  directed  to  reduce  its  rates  of  48  cents  and  59  cents  per  100  pounds, 
respectively,  which  were  found  excessive  by  the  Commission,  to  41 
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cents  and  52  cents  pe'r  100  pounds,  and  to  refund  to  complainants  all 
charges  collected  in  excess  of  the  rates  prescribed  by  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  is  now  conducting  hearings  as  to  the  propriety  of 
the  rates  maintained  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  cereals  and  cereal  products  from  Sacramento,  Stockton,  Port 
Costa,  South  Vallejo  and  Oakland  to  various  points  in  the  Sacramento 
and  San  Joaqiiin  valleys.  The  issues  to  be  determined  in  this  proceed- 
ing are  whether  or  not  the  rates  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  are 
preferential  to  shippers  at  Sacramento,  Stockton,  Port  Costa  and  South 
Vallejo  and  prejudicial  to  shippers  at  Oakland. 

Oil  Rates. 
The  county  of  Los  Angeles  and  the  Gilmore  Oil  Company  have  fil^d 
a  complaint  with  the  Commission  against  the  Pacific  Electric  Railway 
Company  and  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  alleging  that  the  defendant 
carriers'  rates  for  the  transportation  of  road  oil  from  Sherman  Junc- 
tion to  Los  Angeles  and  adjacent  points  are  excessive.  Another  com- 
plaint involving  the  rates  on  fuel  oil  has  beeen  made  by  the  C.  N. 
Turner  Petroleum  Corporation  and  the  American-Asiatic  Petroleum 
Company  alleging  that  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  and  the  Pacific 
Electric  Railway  Company  have  erroneously  assessed  a  switching 
charge  of  $2.70  per  car  on  shipments  moving  from  Signal  Hill  and 
Lono'  Beach  to  Colton.  It  is  expected  that  these  cases  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Commission  for  its  decision  within  a  short  time. 

Trap  Car  Case. 

A  case  of  considerable  importance'  to  shippers  in  California  was  the 
so-called  trap  car  case,  i.  e.  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  vs. 
Southern  Pacific  Company  and  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe 
Bailway  Company.  In  that  ease  the  complainant  alleged  that  the  main- 
tenance by  the  defendants  of  trap  ear  service  in  Oakland,  Berkeley, 
Richmond  and  othef  points  in  the  East  Bay  territory  was  unduly 
preferential  to  shippers  and  receivers  of  freight,  located  at  those  points, 
and  unduly  discriminatory  to  shippers  and  receivers  of  freight  located 
at   San  Francisco. 

The  Commission  found  that  the  existence  of  trap  car  service  in  the 
East  Bay  territory  and  the  nonexistence  of  such  service  at  San  Fran- 
cisco was  unduly  preferential  to  the'  East  Bay  district  and  unduly  dis- 
criminatory to  San  Francisco.  In  the  Commission's  opinion  it  was  sug- 
gested that  the  defendants  and  interested  shippers  hold  conferences  in 
an  effort  to  arrive  at  an  arrangement  by  which  the  undue  discrimination 
and  preference  found  to  exist  could  be  removed.  Conferences  were 
held,  but  a  satisfactory  arrangement  could  not  be  had  and,  in  con- 
formity with  the  Commission's  order,  the  defendants  submitted  their 
plan  for  removal  of  the  undue  preference  and  discrimination.  This 
proposed  plan  resulted  in  increases  and  reductions  and  a  further  hear- 
ing of  the  case  is  to  be  had  on  October  14,  1925,  before  Commissioner 
Squires,  and  upon  completion  of  that  hearing  a  further  decision  will 
be  rendered. 

Minimum  Class  Rates. 

The  question  of  the  application  of  tariff  rates  under  what  is  known 
as  the  Minimum  Class  Rate  Scale  was  disposed  of  as  a  result  of  the 
formal  case's:  Bishop  cO  Bahlcr  vs,  Soulhcrn  Foci  fie  Company  ci  al., 
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C.  R.  C.  Case  No.  2055 ;  and  Investigation  and  Suspension  Proceeding, 
Case  No.  2070. 

Complainants  in  Case  No.  2055  alleged  that  the  defendants  were  not 
applying  rates  under  the  Minimum  Class  Rate  Clause,  in  conformity 
with  their  tariffs,  and  in  Case  No.  2070  carriers  made  certain  changes 
in  the  Minimum  Class  Rate  Clause  in  their  tariffs,  which  were  sus- 
pended by  the  Commispion.  The  interested  sliippers  protested  to  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  that  body  also  suspended  tariffs 
containing  the  changes. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  rendered  its  decision  and 
found  the  carriers  had  not  justified  the'  increases  brought  about  under 
the  tariff  changes,  and  also  that  if  carriers  had  not  been  applying  as  a 
minimum  rate  the  Western  Classification  ratings,  and  the  minimum 
weights  of  the  Exception  Sheet,  they  had  been  disregarding  the  pro- 
visions of  their  tariffs.  The  carriers  advised  this  Commission  they  were 
agreeable  to  following  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission's  deci- 
sion on  California  intrastate  ti*affic.  and  complainants  in  (^ase  No.  2055, 
in  view  of  the  stipulation  made,  advised  they  had  no  objection  to  that 
case  being  dismissed. 

This  Commission  having  previously  been  of  the  informal  opinion,  in 
determining  the  minimuni  rate  or  weight  under  the  Minimum  Class  Rate 
Clause,  that  the  Western  Classification  ratings  and  Exception  Sheet 
minimum  weights  should  be  used  and,  in  view  of  the  carriers'  stipula- 
tion, dismissed  its  investigation  and  suspension  proceeding. 

Passenger  Fares  in  Pasadena. 

An  application  has  been  made  by  the  Pacific  Electric  Railway  Com- 
pany requesting  authority  of  the  Commission  to  increase  its  street  car 
and  motor  coach  fares  in  the  city  of  Pasadena,  as  follows:  6-cent  fares 
to  be  increased  to  8  cents;  school  children's  40-ride  book  from  $1.20  to 
$1.60;  8-ride  tickets  50  cents  instead  of  10-ride  tickets  for  50  cents; 
10-cent  fares  to  be  increased  to  12  cents.  Applicant  states  that  the 
increases  are  necessary,  due  to  a  deficit  of  $162,506  in  its  street  railway 
and  motor  coach  sel'vice.  Hearings  are  now  being  conducted  before 
Commissioner  Seavey.

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT. 

While  the  extent  of  the  ordinary  work  done  by  the  Enjj:iiieerinji; 
Department  during  the  last  fiscal  year  has  been  practieally  the  same 
as  during  the  preceding  year,  there  has  been  an  unusually  large  amount 
of  work  carried  on  undev  the  direction  of  the  Engineering  Department 
in  addition  to  the  normal  regulatory  work,  which  has  been  paid  for 
by  the  municipalities  interested  therein. 

Electric  power  and  signal  line  inspection,  in  connection  with  the 
state  law  requirements,  has  been  paid  for  directlj^  by  the  utility  or 
municipality  inspected.  The  valuation  and  survey  of  the  electric  street 
railway  properties  of  the  Los  Angeles  Railway  Corporation,  and  the 
Pacific  Electric  Railway  Company's  local  lines  in  the  city  of  Los 
Angeles,  has  been  practically  completed,  and  a  report  by  the  joint  engi- 
neering force,  which  made  the  survey,  is  about  to  be  submitted.  This 
work  has  lieen  paid  for  by  the  two  companies  involved. 

The  valuation  of  the  distribution  systems  of  the  Great  Western 
Power  Company  and.  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  (-ompany  within  the 
city  limits  of  Han  Francisco,  which  was  begun  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
preceding  year,  has  been  carried  on,  and  is  well  along  towards  comple- 
tion. Also  the  work  of  placing  a  value  on  the  distribution  system  of 
the  Southern  California  Edison  Company,  in  the  additions  to  the  city 
of  Los  Angeles  since  the  first  condemnation  by  the  city  has  been  started, 
and  the  water  system  of  thef  ^Vlarysville  Water  Company  for  the  city  of 
Marysville,  has  been  practically  completed  during  this  year.  The  work 
done  on  all  three  of  the  last  mentioned  valuations  has  been  paid  for  by 
the  cities  involved,  in  accordance  with  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  in  con- 
nection with  condemnation  proceedings  before  the  Commission. 

No  general  changes  have  occurred  in  the  methods  applied  to  the  work 
of  the  department  in  making  valuations  and  service  investigations,  the 
determination  of  rates,  or  in  the  handling  of  informal  complaints. 

The  reduction  in  engineering  force  that  was  made  during  the  preced- 
ing year  has  been  maintained  through  this  j'ear.  In  January,  1924, 
there  \vas  a  total  number  of  employees  on  the  engineering  staff  of  44. 
This  was  increased  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  so  tha't  on  July  1, 
1924,  there  were  48  in  the'  ICngineering  Department.  This  number  has 
been  practically  constant  throughout  the  year,  there  being  the  same 
number  on  January  1,  1925,  and  47  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  on 
June  30,  1925.  One  of  the  heads  of  divisions  resigned  during  the  year, 
and  was  replaced  by  a  man  from  the  same  department. 

The  form  of  organization  including  the  four  divisions  and  general 
.staff,  reported  in  previous  annual  reports,  has  been  continued.  This 
organization  has  worked  out  very  satisfactorily  un.der  the  necessity  of 
a  limited  staff. 

The  work  of  the  department  divides  itself  logically  into  four  main 
subdivisions  handled  by  the  four  divisions  of  the  Engineering  Depart- 
ment.    The  work  of  the  department  is  hereafter  discussed  in  greater 
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detail  under  the  vai'ious  divisions  but  it  appears  advisable  to  draw 
attention  here  to  the  more  important  matters  in  which  the  department 
has  been  actively  engaged. 

Gas  and  Electric  Rates  and  Service. 

The  most  important  electric  rate  proceedings  that  were  decided 
during  the  year  involved  the  rates  of  the  Southern  California  Edison 
Company,  The  Southern  Sierra  Power  Company  and  the  Ontario  Power 
Company.  The  applications  of  all  three  companies  for  an  increase  in 
rates  were  promulgated  on  the  strength  of  increased  operating  expenses 
due  to  the'  water  shortage,  which  considerably  reduced  the  available 
supply  of  hydro-electric  power. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  was  pending  the  important  rate  matter 
of  the  application  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  for  permis- 
sion to  increase  the  rates  for  energy  sold  wholesale  to  other  companies 
for  resale  purposes. 

Water  Rates  and  Service. 

"Work  in  connection  with  the  water  utilities  of  the  state  has  increased 
considerablj'  over  the  previous  year  owing,  in  part,  to  the  serious 
drought  which  occurred,  and  in  part  to  the  continued  rapid  develop- 
ment in  the  southern  part  of  the  state.  The  most  important  rate  pro- 
ceeding handled  involved  the  San  Jose  Water  "Works,  following  an 
application  for  an  increase  in  rates.  A  number  of  inspections  were 
made  of  dams  and  dam-sites,  before,  during,  and  on  the  completion  of 
construction  work.  Twenty-four  appraisals  were  made  involving  water 
companies  totaling  in  excess  of  $.5,000,000.  The  water  shortage  south 
of  the  Tehaehapi  developed  a  serious  situation  during  the  early  part 
of  the  fiscal  year,  to  meet  which,  a  general  order  was  issued,  which 
provided  for  the  regulation  of  the  use  of  water  in  Los  Angeles  and 
Orange  counties. 

Telephone  Rates  and  Service. 

The  principal  activity  of  the  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Division  has 
been  a  study  and  investigation  of  the  general  telephone  service  condi- 
tions throughout  the  entire  state.  Particular  attention  was  given  to 
the  larger  cities  and  the  conditions  in  Los  Angeles  were  made  the  sub- 
ject of  a  special  study  in  the  application  of  the  Southern  California 
Teleplione  Company  for  an  increase  in  rates.  This  division  has  recently 
completed  .a  thorough  investigation  into  the  subject  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  designed  to  govern  the  operations  of  a  telephone  utility,  and 
a  revised  code  has  been  drafted,  designed  to  promulgate  better  and  more 
efficient  service.  A  number  of  public  meetings  liave'  been  held  at  which 
members  of  this  department  gave  talks  and  held  discussions  on  matters 
relative  to  telephone  conditions  and  utility  operation,  in  order  that  the 
public  might  have  a  better  conception  of  the  work  carried  on  by  the 
Commission. 

Transportation  Utilities. 

The  work  of  the  Transportation  Division  has  increased  somewhat  over 
previous  years.  The'  number  of  proceedings  filed  or  reopened  during 
the  year  decreased  from  329  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1924,  to  278 
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for  tlic  yi^ar  cndinj;'  June  30.  1925,  hut  the  importance  of  tlioso  sub- 
mitted entailed  p:reater  activity  on  the  part  of  tlie  division.  The  num- 
ber of  proceedin<;s  pendinjT  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  practically  the 
same  as  the  previous  year. 

Investigation  of  Grade  Crossing  Elimination. 

Durin<r  the  year  seventeen  jirade  separations  were  ordered  a  consid- 
erable number  of  which  were  applications  of  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mission. The  most  important  separations  were  those  at  Butte  street 
and  Santa  Fe!  avenue  and  the  Macy  street  viaduct,  both  in  the  city  of 
Los  Angeles.  Further  viaducts  over  the  Los  Angeles  River,  which 
include  railroad  and  street  car  line  separations,  are  pending  and  .should 
be  decided  in  the  coming  year.  The  Los  Angeles  County  Grade  Cross- 
ing Committee  has  given  hearty  cooperation  to  the  division  throughout 
the  year,  and  has  been  of  material  assistance  in  the  studies  required. 

The  general  survey  of  the  grade  crossings  throughout  the  state  has 
been  almost  entirely  suspended  during  this  year,  due  to  the  urgency  of 
moi*e  important  matters  requiring  the  consideration  of  the  engineers  of 
this   division. 

Street  Railway  Surveys. 

At  the  request  of  the  cities  of  Oakland  and  Berkeley,  a  thorough 
survey  was  made  of  the  street  car  service  of  the  Key  System  Transit 
Company.  A  joint  committee  of  engineers  representing  the  cities,  the 
company,  and  the  Commission  was  appointed.  This  committee  made  an 
extended  survey  of  the  street  car  system  as  well  as  the  motor  coach 
feeder  lines.  Recommendations  were  made  and  adopted  and  the  out- 
look is  for  increased  and  more  eflficient  street  car  and  bus  service  in 
these  two  cities. 

The  survey,  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  of  the  Pacific  Electric  Railway 
Company's  local  lines  and  the  Los  Angeles  Railway  Company,  with 
the  object  of  determining  a  value  for  the  purpose  of  consolidation,  is 
nearing  completion  and  a  report  should  be  submitted  in  the  early  part 
of  the  ensuing  year. 

National  Association  Conference. 

The  chief  engineer  of  the  Commission  was  a  delegate  to  a  conference 
in  Chicago,  called  by  the  president  of  the  National  Association  of  Rail- 
road and  Utilities  Commissions.  The  purpose  of  this  conference  was 
to  make  a  studj'  of  grade  crossing  protection  on  the  railroads  of  the 
country.  While  in  the  east  Mr.  Ready  also  visited  a  number  of  the 
principal  cities  obtaining  information  relative  to  the  valuation  of  tele- 
phone companies,  and  telephone  rates  and  .service.  Particular  inquiry 
was  made  concerning  the  consideration  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Com- 
pany's 4^  per  cent  contracts  Avith  the  American  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company.  Considerable  data  was  secured  and  a  number  of  ideas 
gleaned  that  have  since  been  of  value  in  the  regulation  of  the  utilities 
of  this  state. 

Railroad  Terminals. 

There  has  been  before  the  department  for  several  years  the  investiga- 
tion of  a  union  terminal  for  the  railroads  entering  Los  Angeles.  Shortly 
after  the  close  of  the  year,  the  decision  of  the  Literstate  Commerce 
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Commission,  followin<>'  the  lieariii<i'  in  Felirnary,  1925,  denied  the  peti- 
tion of  the  carrioi-s  lor  a  .ioint  us(^  of  the  Hoiithern  Pacitic,  Arcade 
station,  with  a  separate  station  for  tlie  Santa  Fe.  It  fuilher  declared 
that  it  Avould  authorize  the  abandonment  of  certain  tracks  in  the  city 
of  Los  Angeles  and  the  commoii  use  of  existing  tracks  which  would 
facilitate  the  operation  of  the  proposed  Plaza  Union  station.  Authority 
for  final  orders,  however,  in  connection  with  these  matters,  was  given 
to  the  California  Railroad  Commission. 

Following  a  study  by  the  engineers  of  the  Transportation  Division,  a 
joint  interurban  electric  passenger  depot  is  noAV  being  erected  in 
Sacramento. 

Auto  Ferry  Rates. 

During  the  year  valuations  and  investigations  of  operating  expenses 
were  made  of  the  various  auto  ferry  transportation  companies  trans- 
porting automobiles  on  San  Francisco  Bay.  These  investigations 
included  the  Martinez-Benicia  Ferry  and  Transportation  Company, 
Rodeo- Vallejo  Ferry  Company,  Richmond-San  Rafael  Ferry  and  Trans- 
portation Company,  Golden  Gate  Ferry  Company,  Montieello  Steam- 
ship Company,  Northwestern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  and  Southern 
Pacific  Company.  Substantial  reductions  in  rates  were  ordered  in  the 
case  of  the  Rodeo-Vallejo  Ferry  Company,  Golden  Gate  Ferry  Company 
and  Southern  Pacific  Company.  The  work  in  connection  with  these 
proceedings  involved  the  complete  valuation  of  practically  all  the  prop- 
erties used  in  the  service  of  transporting  automobiles. 

Informal  Proceedings. 

Much  work  of  employees  of  the  Engineering  Department  is  done  in 
connection  with  matters  not  involving  forinal  proceedings. 

A  considerable  part  of  the  work  of  this  department  is  that  -which  is 
rendered  directly  by  personal  aid  to  the  consumers  of  the  utilities  in 
the  handling  of  informal  complaints.  Special  engineers  are  assigned 
to  this  work  and  everj^  assistance  possible  given  for  the  ready  and 
complete  handling  of  the  various  complaints.  A  total  of  nearly  4400 
individual  complaints  was  received  and  completed  during  the  year, 
a  majority  of  which  were  concerned  with  telephone  matters. 

Power  Supervision. 

The  winter  of  1923-1924  will  long  be  remembered  among  the  utilities 
of  the  state  for  the  precipitation  was  the  lowest  since  records  have  been 
kept.  The  unprecedented  drouth  caused  a  serious  lack  of  water  for 
generating  electricity,  and  several  of  the  companies  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  state  were  seriously  handicapped  in  their  efforts  to  supply 
the  increasing  demands  for  energy. 

The  situation  resulted  in  the  latter  part  of  the  preceding  fiscal  j^ear  in 
the  appointment  of  II.  G.  Butler,  consulting  engineer,  and  former 
assistant  chief  engineer  of  the  Commission,  as  power  supervisor.  All  of 
the  ])rineipal  companies  operating  south  of  the  Tehachapi  joined 
together  in  an  equitable  distribution  of  the  available  supplj'  of  energy. 

Restrictions  on  the  use  of  power  and  light  were  placed  in  effect  and 
the  savings  resulting  therefrom  enabled  tlie  companies  to  maintain  their 
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service  until  early  rains.  These,  coupled  with  the  completion  of  sleani 
jilants  ahead  of  schedule  so  relieved  th('  situation  that  all  restrictions 
were  removed  about  llie  middle  of  Xoveud)er.  The  success  of  the  rejiinie 
of  the  power  supervisor  was  due  in  no  snudl  measure  to  the  cooperation 
of  the  airrieultural  consumers  under  the  leadership  of  the  Calif orniu 
Farm  Bureau  Federation. 

Special  Valuations. 
The   valuation    work    of    the    Enf;ineerin<r    Department    is    divided 
between  that  of  valuing  physical  propeTtj''  and  the  appraisals  of  lands 
and  rights  of  way. 

STRUCTURAL  PROPERTIES. 

The  work  during  the  past  year  has  been  devoted  almost  exclusively  to 
valuations  made  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  just  compensation  for  public 
utility  property  for  contemplated  p\irchase  by  municipalities.  Valua- 
tions of  this  nature  must  be  made  with  exceptional  care  and  a  high 
degree  of  accuracy  in  order  to  stand  review  in  the'  courts. 

The  work  in  progress,  and  incomplete,  at  the  close  of  the  year  is 
shown  as  follows:

It  is  contemplated  that  reports  will  be  submitted  on  the  above  prop- 
erties during  the  coming  fiscal  year. 

The  work  of  the  division  necessitated  by  the  first  two  of  the  above 
applications,  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  required  an  organization  on 
a  scale  large  enough  to  appraise  the  properties  of  the  magnitude 
considered. 

A  temporary  staff  of  engineers  was  obtained  from  various  parts  of 
the  state.  This  staff  was  divided  into  groups,  each  of  which  was  in 
charge  of  an  experienced  engineer  qualified  to  handle  both  the  field  and 
office  work  for  his  group.  The  divisions  included  general  costs,  over- 
head distribution,  underground  distribution,  electrical  equipment, 
steam  equipment,  buildings  and  structures,  and  miscellaneous. 

Each  division  head  familiarized  himself  with  the  dividing  line 
between  his  work  and  that  of  the  other  divisions,  so  that  there  would  be 
no  omissions  or  duplications  in  the  work.  The  general  division  coordi- 
nated the  work  of  the  various  divisions,  and  adopted  a  unified  plan  for 
the  final  report. 

The  work  of  making  the  appraisal  involved  preliminary  investiga- 
tions, building  up  an  organization,  selection  of  suitable  forms,  assem- 
bling and  summarizing  of  field  notes,  preparation  of  unit  prices,  indirect 
construction  costs,  and  overhead  charges;  and  compilation  of  the 
appraisal  in  its  final  form. 

The  form  and  grouping  of  the  final  appraisal  is  made  in  such  a  way 
as  to  make  allowances  for  depreciation,  deductions  for  property  in  dis- 
pute or  removed.  The  property  covered  in  the  appraisal  was  grouped 
according  to  the  California  Railroad  Commission's  classification  of 
accounts. 
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An  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  the  work  that  was  done  on  the  San  Fran- 
cisco applications  may  be  obtained  from  an  examination  of  the  follow- 
ing items  that  appear  in  the  inventory :

The  work  on  the  Southern  California  Edison  Company  for  the  city 
of  Los  Angeles  was  begun  just  before  the  close  of  the  year.  The  plan 
of  organization  and  methods  used  were  patterned  after  the  larger  work. 

The  valuations  of  the  Los  Angeles  Railway  system  and  local  lines  of 
the  Pacific  Electric  Eailway  in  Los  Angeles,  commenced  in  the  spring 
of  1923,  Avere  completed  in  the  early  part  of  the  fiscal  year.  These 
appraisals  formed  a  part  of  the  "Street  Railway  Survey,  City  of  Los 
Angeles,"  and  were  prepared  jointly  by  the  engineers  of  the  Commis- 
sion, the  city  and  the  companies  involved. 

In  connection  with  Application  No.  9648  of  the  Southern  California 
Telephone  Company  for  an  increase  of  rates,  the  company  submitted  an 
appraisal  made  by  its  own  engineers.  This  appraisal  was  checked  by 
the  engineers  of  the  Commission,  both  as  to  quantities  and  unit  cost 
development. 

LAND   APPRAISALS. 

The  placing  of  a  value  on  the  lands  and  rights  of  way  of  the  utilities 
that  are  being  appraised  by  the  Commission  forms  a  very  important 
part  of  the  work  of  the  Engineering  Department.  During  the  past 
year  this  has  involved  upwards  of  $7,000,000  in  connection  with  the 
various  proceedings,  the  Southern  California  Telephone  Company  and 
Southern  Pacific  Company's  fern,-  property  being  the  most  significant. 
The  work  in  connection  Avith  the  city  of  San  Francisco  condemnation 
proceedings  has  been  specially  exacting,  but  is  being  rapidly  concluded. 

Cooperation  vidth  Federal  Power  Commission. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Commission  has  cooperated  with  the  Federal 
Power  Commission  relative  to  the  supervision  of  electric  utilities  by 
them  in  the  State  of  California.  Assistance  has  been  rendered  by  this 
Commission  in  connection  with  the  valuation  of  licensed  properties  in 
this  state  and  the  work  is  proving  of  benefit  in  the  coordination  of 
regulation  by  both  commissions. 

Cooperation  with  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  on 
Railroad  Valuations. 
As  has  been  noted  in  previous  reports,  the  Commission  has  assisted, 
in  so  far  as  possible,  the  Literstate  Commerce  Commission  in  connec- 
tion with  the  valuation  of  the  various  steam  roads,  as  provided  for 
under  the  Valuation  Act.  Reclassification  of  grading  and  excavation 
work  of  certain  of  the  railroads  has  been  jointly  carried  out  with  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  engineers  and  railroad  representatives 
with  veiy  satisfactory  results.

Depreciation. 

The  general  staff  of  the  Engineering  Department  has  been  making 
both  special  and  general  studies  in  eomiection  with  the  many  questions 
involving  depreciation.  Among  these  the  determination  of  the  proper 
amount  to  be  included  in  the  annual  operating  e'xpense  of  the  Southern 
California  Telephone  Company  was  made  the  subject  of  a  special  report. 

The  amount  of  depreciation  accrued  to  date  was  determined  for  a 
number  of  utilities  during  the  year,  and  arrangements  have  been  made 
to  modify  the  previous  requirements  as  to  funds.  As  the  year  closed, 
the  work  of  preparing  the  data  for  measuring  the  accrued  depreciation 
on  the  Great  Western  Power  Company  and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company's  systems  in  the  San  Francisco  district  was  begun.  This  was 
for  the  city  of  San  Francisco  in  their  contemplated  condemnation  of 
the  di.stribution  system  of  the  two  companies. 

A  number  of  conferences  have  been  held  with  the  representatives  of 
the  United  States  Revenue  Department,  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission, engineering  firms,  and  other  state  commissions  relative  to  prac- 
tical methods  for  determining  the  annual  rate  of  depreciation  and  the 
amount  of  depreciation  accrued  to  date  on  public  utility  properties. 
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Chapter  IX. 


GAS  AND  ELECTRIC  DIVISION. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1925,  the  activities  of  the  Gas 
and  Electric  Division  liavo  been  similar  to  those  of  previous  years.  The 
usual  amount  of  work  has  been  handled  in  the  disposal  of  formal  com- 
plaints, the  carrying  on  of  the  line  inspection  and  gas  service  inspection 
])rograms,  and  a  number  of  formal  proceedings  involving  rates,  approval 
of  agreements  and  transfer  of  property.  But  few  of  the  matters  con- 
sidered have  involved  unusual  issues  or  have  been  worthy  of  particular 
attention  for  other  reasons. 

Formal  Proceedings. 

The  following  table  shows  in  two  groups — one  for  electric  utilities 
and  another  for  gas  utilities — the  formal  decisions  issued  during  the 
year  in  connection  with  which  this  division  has  made  investigations  and 
reports.  In  addition  to  the  decisions  listed,  a  considerable  number  of 
supplemental  orders  have  been  issued  in  proeeedings  previously  decided, 
in  coiniection  with  the  preparation  of  which,  work  has  been  done  by  the 
Gas  and  Electric  Division.

Rates. 

The  most  important  rate  matters  before  the  Commission  during  the 
past  fiscal  year  in  which  this  division  has  been  concerned  werp  three 
applications  of  electric  utilities  for  permission  to  increase  rates  to  offset 
the  increased  operating  expenses  brought  about  by  the  shortage  of 
water  during  1924  and  the  consequent  deficiency  in  the  supply  of  hydro- 
electric power  that  had  to  be  made  up  bj^  the  production  of  expensive 
steam  power. 

The  most  important  of  these  applications,  that  of  Southern  California 
Edison  Company,  was  decided  after  a  number  of  hearings  and  extensive 
consideration  by  the  Commission  and  was  denied. 

A  similar  application  was  that  of  the  Southern  Sierras  Power  Com- 
pany, which  was  also  denied.  This  case  was  later  carried  into  the 
federal  courts  by  the  utility,  and  was  pending  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  rate  matters  which  have  been  specially  mentioned, 
work  was  done  in  the  division  upon  a  number  of  other  decisions  involv- 
ing rates  of  small  utilities  or  minor  change's  in  the  schedules  of  larger 
companies. 

One  important  rate  matter  that  is  still  before  the  Commission  for 
hearings  and  that  has  involved  no  small  amount  of  work  in  the  division 
is  the  application  of  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  foi-  pcrmi.ssion 
to  increase  the  rates  charged  for  electricity  sold  wholesale  to  smaller 
companies  for  redistribution.  The  company  in  this  case  does  not  ask 
for  any  increase  in  its  total  revenues  but  desires  to  readjust  rates  as 
between  classes  of  consumers.  The  application  has  been  vigorously 
opposed  by  a  number  of  the  more  important  i-esale  companies  and  in 
addition  to  the  preparation  of  studies  of  their  own,  the  Commission's 
engineers  are  called  upon  to  examine  and  check  a  large  amount  of 
technical  evidence  presented  on  botli  sides  of  the  case. 
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Current  Work. 

The  proceedings  pending  before  the  Commission  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year,  upon  which  the  Gas  and  Electric  Division  is  called  upon 
for  investigation  and  reports,  are  shown  in  the  following  table :

Informal  Complaints. 

The  number  of  informal  complaints  received  during  the  fiscal  year 
shows  a  slight  decline  as  compared  with  the  two  previous  vears,  being 
1326  as  compared  with  1399  for  1923-24  and  1378  for  1922-23.  These 
figures  do  not  include  various  protests  and  inquiries  whicli  were  handled 
in  connection  with  formal  cases  or  investigations,  of  which  there  were 
appro.ximately  700  during  the  last  j'ear.  In  addition,  several  hundred 
personal  aiul  telephone  calls  were  received  regarding  the  relations  of 
public  utilities  with  consumers  but  which  are  not  listed  as  they  required 
no  investigation  or  further  action  in  the  Commission's  offices. 

During  the  year,  1345  informal  complaints  were  disposed  of,  includ- 
ing 123  open  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  leaving  104  still  pending 
at  the  close  of  the  year.  As  in  previous  years,  the  most  important  source 
of  complaint  is  the  question  of  the  conditions  under  which  electric  line 
extensions  are  to  be  built,  and  the  extension  of  gas  mains  runs  a  good 
second.  In  the  case  of  both  gas  and  electric  service,  there  are  more 
complaints  over  service  conditions  than  over  either  rates  or  high  bills. 
The  following  table  shows  in  detail  the  classification  of  the  1326  com- 
plaints received  during  the  fiscal  year :

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The  decrease  noted  in  the  number  of  informal  complaints  of  this  year 
as  compared  with  previous  years  comes  in  the,  face  of  the  usual  increase 
in  the  number  of  gas  and  electric  consumers  in  the  state.  A  segregation 
of  over  80  per  cent  of  the  complaints  received  among  the  larger  compa- 
nies against  which  they  were  directed  and  a  comparison  with  the  total 
number  of  consumers  sliows  an  average  of  less  than  one  complaint  for 
each  1000  consumers.  The  fact  that  only  one  consumer  in  each  thousand 
has  had  a  grievance  of  sufficient  importance  to  impel  him  to  write  a 
letter  to  tlie  Commission  is  an  indication  of  the  results  that  have  been 
accomplished  during  recent  years  by  the  consistent  efforts  on  the  part 
of  the  Commission  to  make  rates  and  rules  as  fair  and  reasonable  as 
possible  and  shows  that  these  efforts  have  been  given  the  sincere 
cooperation  of  the  utility  companies. 

The  following  table  shows  the  standing  of  the  various  companies  in 
regard  to  the  number  of  complaints  received  for  each  1000  consumers. 
Three  groups  are  given :  one  including  all  complaints ;  another  for 
complaints  regarding  electric  service ;  and  a  third  for  complaints 
regarding  gas  service.  ^lany  companies  supply  both  gas  and  electricity 
and  their  names  are  therefore  found  in  each  of  the  three  groups :

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The  results  obtained  in  settling  these  informal  complaints  in  past 
years  have  been  continued,  and  approximately  two-thirds  of  them  result 
in  adjustment  favorable  to  the  consumer,  the  other  third  representing 
cases  in  which  the  company  is  upheld  or  the  complaint  is  withdrawn 
by  the  complainant.  As  a  result  of  more  careful  attention  to  the 
method  of  handling  such  complaints  and  some'  changes  in  routine,  the 
average  time  of  disposal  of  informal  complaints  has  been  someAvhat 
reduced.  This  has  been  brought  about  by  closer  contact  between  the 
representatives  of  the  Commission  and  the  larger  companies  against 
whom  most  of  these  informal  complaints  are  filed.  The  telephone  and 
personal  visits  have  been  used  to  a  greater  extent  than  before  with  the 
result  that  misunderstandings  are  quickly  ironed  out  and  a  considerable 
amount  of  correspondence  with  consequent  delays  eliminated. 

In  addition  to  minor  disputes  between  consumers  and  the  utilities 
serving  them,  that  are  classified  as  informal  complaints,  the  Gas  and 
Electric  Division  has  received  almost  4000  written  requests  for  informa- 
tion in  connection  with  various  matters  pending  before  the  Commission 
or  concerning  which  the  Commission  has  information,  and  over  6000 
persons  called  at  the  office  with  similar  inquiries.  This  division  wrote", 
during  the  fiscal  year,  approximately  6500  letters  regarding  informal 
complaints  and  in  answer  to  general  inquiries. 

The  Commission's  rules  provide  that  in  case  of  a  dispiited  bill,  a 
Titility  consumer  may  deposit  the  amount  in  dispute  with  the  Commis- 
sion and  by  making  such  a  deposit  be  protected  against  any  attempt  to 
force  collection  pending  the'  Commission's  settlement  of  the  dispute. 
The  number  of  bills  so  investigated  has  been  included  in  tlie  description 
of  the  informal  complaints  already  given,  but  the  amount  deposited  in 
such  cases  totaled  almost  $7,000  for  the  past  year.  This  amount  has 
been  divided  between  the  utilities  and  the'  consumers  in  accordance 
with  the  Commission's  findings  in  each  individual  case.  The  usefulness 
of  the  Commission  as  a  board  of  arbitration  for  the  settlement  of  dis- 
putes concerning  public  utilities  without  the  delay  and  expense  accom- 
panying formal  procedure  continues  to  increase?. 

At  the  present  time  the  engineers  of  the  Gas  and  Electric  Division 
are  investigating  the  reasonableness  and  correctness  of  a  bill  for  $75,000 
and  during  the  year  just  closed  a  settlement  was  made  in  a  dispute 
involving  a  contract  for  approximately  $30,000.  In  both  these  eases 
the  necessity  of  formal  procedure  has  been  eliminated  by  the  agreement 
of  both  parties  to  accept  the  Commission's  informal  findings,  and  facts 
upon  which  such  findings  may  be  based  have  been  secured  in  the  most 
direct  and  convenient  manner  available. 

Special  Problems. 
The  duty  with  which  the  Commission  was  charged  in  section  8,  of 
chapter  499,  Statutes  of  1911,  as  amended  by  chapter  600,  Statutes  of 
1915,  of  inspecting  all  overhead  electric  lines  in  the  state  has  been 
vigorously  prosecuted  during  the  la.st  fiscal  year,  as  a  result  of  which 
the  facilities  are  fast  approaching  an  approximate  compliance  with  not 
only  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  but  also  with  those  of  the  Commis- 
sion's General  Order  No.  64  which  greatly  amplified  the  requirements 
of  the  statutes  and  was  effective  July  1,  1922. 
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Overhead  Line  Inspection. 

The  work  in  the  Hehl  has  been  done  by  three  engineers  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  time  altliough  late  in  the  year  the  force  was  cut  to 
two  meli.  The  work  has  consisted  chiefly  of  a  first  inspection  of  signal 
utility  facilities  and  of  the  reinspection  of  power  facilities.  Aside  from 
these  two  major  activities,  first  inspection  was  also  made  of  the  facil- 
ities of  small  outlying  power  utilities  which  had  not  been  made  earlier 
because  of  their  uneconomic  accessibility  except  under  favorably  weather 
conditions.  A  tabidation  of  the  violations  recorded  during  the  period, 
together  with  auto  mileage  contingent  thereto,  follows:

This  cost  is  collected  from  the  owners  of  the  properties  inspected  and 
has  been,  to  an  almo.st  negligible  amount,  fully  and  promptly  paid.  A 
total  of  541,000  infractions  have  been  recorded  since  the  inspection  was 
inaugurated,  necessitating  176,887  miles  of  travel  and  an  expe'nse 
aggregating   $67,510.03. 

The  reinspection  of  the  lines  involved  has  in  numerous  cases  been  of 
a  more  detailed  natuie  than  was  originally  contemplated  and  has 
delayed  the  completion  of  the  work.  It  is  now  estimated  that  the  end 
of  the  calendar  year  1925  will  find  the  work,  in  so  far  as  all  but  a  few 
.small  details  are!  concerned,  accomplished. 

In  September,  1924,  the  Pacific  Coast  Electrical  Association  under- 
took, with  the  help  of  the  railway  and  signal  utilities  of  the'  state,  a  revi- 
sion of  the  Commission  's  General  Order  No.  64.  It  is  the  intent  of  that 
organization  to  turn  its  completed  work  over  to  the  Commission  for 
consideration  and  adoption  to  as  great  an  extent  as  such  adoption  is 
po.ssible.  Because  of  the  number  of  members  interested  and  their  close 
contact  with  conditions  in  the  field,  it  is  thought  that  the  result  of  their 
work  will  be  of  great  benefit  in  the  drafting  of  the  next  edition  of  the 
order.  The  Commission  has  not  as  yet  been  supplied  with  the  result  of 
the  work  and  is  desirous  of  having  the  benefit  thereof  before  the  com- 
pletion of  a  revised  General  Order  No.  64,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  in 
print  early  in  1926. 

Power  Shortagfe. 

As  the  preceding  fiscal  year  drew  to  a  close,  the  electric  power  com- 
panies of  the  state  were  faced  with  a  very  serious  problem  in  maintain- 
ing service  to  their  consumers,  as  the  precipitation  of  the  preceding 
winter  had  been,  for  the  state  as  a  whole,  the  lowest  of  record  and  the 
corresponding  reduction  in  stream  flaw  brought  on  a  very  serious  short- 
age in  hydro-electric  power.  In  the  northern  part  of  the  state  the  steam 
plants  of  all  electric  utilities  were  operated  to  practically  fidl  capacity 
and  a  number  of  the  larger  privately-owned  power  plants  of  industrial 
concerns  were  lea.sed  by  the  power  companies  and  put  into  operation. 
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As  a  result  of  such  measures  the  companies  operating  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  state  were  able  to  go  through  the  season  with  almost  no 
margin  of  spare  capacity  but  without  the  necessity  of  actually  refusing 
service  to  any  new  consumers  or  of  curtailing  the  service  of  any  old 
consumers. 

In  the  southern  part  of  the  state,  however,  the  situation  was  much 
more  severe  despite  every  effort  that  could  be  made  to  conserve  the 
supply  of  stored  water  from  the  time  in  January.  1924,  when  the  proba- 
bility of  a  shortage  became  apparent.  The  supply  in  Huntington  Lake, 
the  largest  reservoir  of  the  Southern  California  Edison  Company,  was 
far  beloAV  that  of  any  previous  year. 

From  the  early  part  of  April,  the'  demand  for  power  commenced  to 
increase  and  throughout  May  the  flow  of  the  streams  declined  so  that  in 
.spite  of  the  operation  of  ever,y  available  steam  unit  it  became  necessary 
to  draw  on  the  limited  supply  of  stored  water  about  the  tenth  of  June. 
During  the  next  two  weeks  stored  water  was  used  at  a  rate  that  would 
have  exhausted  the  supply  by  the  end  of  August. 

Without  this  water,  some  200,000  horsepower  of  generating  plants 
depending  upon  it  for  their  operation  would  have  become  useless  and  an 
exceedingly^  serious  situation  would  have  been  reached  about  the  first  of 
September.  As  was  described  in  the  last  annual  report,  the  Railroad 
Commission  appointed  a  special  engineer  with  the  title  of  power  super- 
visor, and  under  his  direction  moderate  reductions  in  the  use  of  power 
were  made.  These  included  the  institution  of  the  skip-stop  on  city  car 
lines,  reduction  of  street  ear  service  during  slack  hours,  the  elimination 
of  spectacular  street  lighting  and  the  reduction  of  all  street  lighting 
to  requirements  of  safety,  the  curtailment  of  sign  and  window  lighting, 
closing  down  of  machines  or  shortening  of  hours  in  shops,  and  similar 
steps.  In  some  instance's  arrangements  were  made  for  the  operation  of 
electrical  equipment  at  night  when  tlie  lighter  load  could  be  carried 
entirely  by  steam  plants  and  the  limited  supply  of  water  power  con- 
served for  the  heavier  loads  of  the  daylight  hours. 

These  steps  were  made  possible  very  largely  through  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  public  and  especially  of  the  organizations  in  the  various 
industries.  Special  credit  should  be  given  to  the  California  Farm 
Bureau  Federation  for  the  effective  work  done  in  this  direction.  The 
result  of  these  various  reductions  in  the  use  of  power  was  a  reduction 
in  the  total  load  of  approximately  15  per  cent.  This  was  sufficient  in 
connection  with  efforts  by  the  generation  of  additional  power  to  permit 
a  decrease  in  the  draft  on  stored  water  so  that  even  without  early  rains 
all  plants  could  have  been  kept  operating  until  the  first  of  the  year 
when  the  completion  of  additional  steam  plants  would  have  furnished 
relief. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  steam  plants  were  completed  somewhat  ahead 
of  schedule  and  fall  rains  early  in  November  also  relieved  the'  situation. 
These  early  rains  not  only  increased  the  available  supply  of  water 
power  but  also  reduced  the  demand  for  power  for  irrigation,  and  during 
the  last  two  months  of  the  calendar  year  practically  all  restrictions  on 
the  use  of  power  were  removed. 

During  the  height  of  the  shortage  a  small  amount  of  power  was 
relayed  from  the  San  Francisco  Bay  district  to  southern  California, 
and  practically  every  steam  plant  in  the  southern  part  of  the  state  in 
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excess  of  500  horsepower  was  in  operation.     This  inchided  two  plants 
in  Los  Angeles  that  had  heen  out  of  service  for  nearly  ten  years. 

This  shortage  was  largely  due  to  the  rapid  growth  of  load  combined 
with  a  rainfall  much  less  than  the  smallest  ever  before  recorded.  The 
companies  were  prepared  by  means  of  steam  plants  and  interconnected 
lines  to  meet  a  repetition  of  the  worst  conditions  of  which  they  had 
knowledge.  We  may  safely  say  that,  aside  from  causes  that  can  not 
now  be  foreseen,  a  repetition  of  the  extreme  conditions  of  1924  during 
the  immediate  future  can  be  coped  with  without  any  curtailment  of 
power  supply  to  the  users  and  there  is,  therefore,  no  cause  for  alarm. 

Enforcement  of  Standards  of  Ga^  Service. 

The  engineers  of  the  Gas  and  I^loctric  Division  have  continued  the 
work  of  inspecting  gas  plants  and  distributing  systems  within  the  state 
as  to  their  compliance  with  requirements  of  the  Commission's  General 
Order  No.  58,  fixing  standards  for  gas  service.  These  inspections  have 
done  a  great  deal  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  service  of  all  gas  com- 
panies within  the  state,  particularly  a  number  of  the  smaller  ones.  The 
inspections  include  an  examination  of  plant  equipment  and  of  the 
records,  showing  quality  of  gas  manufactured,  pressiire  conditions, 
number  of  complaints  made  by  consumers,  testing  of  meters,  making 
of  refunds  on  account  of  fast  meters,  etc. 

In  connection  with  this  work,  31  provers  for  testing  of  gas  meters 
have  been  compared  with  the  Commission's  standard  and  during  the 
fiscal  year  over  60  inspections  were  made,  the  majority  of  the  gas  plants 
in  the  state  being  visited.  In  cases  where  the  result  of  the  first  inspec- 
tion showed  it  to  be  necessary,  .several  visits  have  been  made  to  the 
same  plant. 

Natural  Gas  Situation  in  Southern  California. 

The  situation  with  respect  to  the  supply  of  natural  gas  in  the  Los 
Angeles  basin  continues  much  as  it  was  during  the  previous  year.  The 
flush  production  in  the  Signal  Hill  and  Santa  Fe  Springs  fields  is  prac- 
tically over  and  in  almost  all  fields  the  supply  of  natural  gas  shows  a 
steady  decline.  The  only  exceptions  are  in  the  case  of  new  fields  where 
the  number  of  new  wells  drilled  is  sufficient  to  more  than  offset  the 
decrease  in  the  production  of  the  older  wells. 

The  Baldwin  Hills  field  near  Inglewood  gives  promise  of  an  important 
supply,  and  new  drilling  in  the  Ventura  River  field  has  brought  in  a 
considerable  supply  of  natural  gas.  The  construction  of  a  new  pipe 
line  to  Los  Angeles  will  make  available  some  ten  to  twenty  million 
cubic  feet  per  day  from  this  source. 

Rules  for  Extension  of  Electric  Service  Lines. 
A  greatly  simplified  rule  covering  the  extension  of  electric  power 
lines  to  serve  new  consumers  was  placed  in  effect  on  the  system  of  the 
San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation  in  May,  1924.  During  the 
past  fiscal  year  the  operation  of  this. rule  has  been  carefully  watched 
and,  following  sati.sfactory  results  obtained,  a  similar  rule  has  been 
placed  in  effect  in  the  Stockton  Division  of  the  Western  States  Gas  and 
Electric  Company.  Under  these  rules  the  length  of  line  to  be  built  at 
the  company's  expense  depends  upon  the  amount  of  current  consuming 
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apparatus  installed  by  the  prospective  consumers,  and  the  cost  of  any 
additional  line  is  estimated  at  a  fixed  price  per  foot.  This  basis  of 
figuring  loaves  out  of  consideration  the  many  technical  details  that,  on 
the  whole,  do  not  have  an  important  bearing  on  the  situation  but  which 
are  very  ditificult  for  the  average  consumer  to  understand. 

While  disregarding  these  small  details  may  result  in  seeming  iiiju.s- 
tice  to  the  utility  in  some  eases  and  to  the  consumer  in  others,  the  total 
result  of  the  year's  operations  appears  to  be  A'ery  close  to  what  would 
b0  realized  under  a  more  detailed  treatment,  and  all  parties  are  better 
satisfied. 

Current  Events. 

The  year  has  witnessed  some  imjiortant  steps  in  the  growth  and 
advancement  of  the  electric  power  industry  in  the  state.  Among  these 
may  be  mentioned  the  beginning  of  construction  on  a  larger  dam  at 
Lake  Almanor  in  Plumas  County.  The  completion  of  the  proposed  dam 
■will  make  this  one  of  the  largest  (if  not  the  largest)  artificial  lakes  in 
the  country  and,  for  the  first  time,  sufficient  storage  will  be  provided  to 
regulate  the  flow  of  a  large  California  stream  through  cycles  of  wet  and 
dry  years  instead  of  merely  through  the  wet  and  dry  seasons  of  each 
year. 

Another  important  event  is  the  construction  of  the  Copco  No.  2  plant 
of  the  California-Oregon  Power  Company  and  the  sale  of  substantially 
its  entire  output  to  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company.  This  makes 
available  to  the  power  market  of  northern  California  a  supply  of 
approximately  25,000  horsepower  from  the  Klamath  River. 

The  San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation  has  commenced  active 
construction  work  on  its  Kings  River  development,  taking  the  first 
step  towai'ds  the  harnessing  of  one  of  the  few  remaining  streams  of  any 
importance  which  is  not  now  utilized  in  the  production  of  electricity. 

Valuable  results  are  being  obtained  through  scientific  research,  two 
striking  examples  of  which  are  found  in  artificial  gas  manufacture.  As 
a  result  of  such  research  work,  one  of  the  large  gas  companies  has 
developed  a  new  process  for  the  purification  of  its  product  and  in  this 
connection  has  developed  a  system  for  the  recovel*y  and  sale  of  by- 
products that  will  pay  for  the  cost  of  purification. 

Thought  is  now  being  given  to  the  steadily  increasing  prices  of  oil 
and  the  possibility  of  turning  to  other  fuels  for  the  manufacture  of 
gas  in  the  not  far  distant  future.  An  investigation  for  which  $20,000 
is  already  available  is  to  be  made  into  the  possibility  of  the  substitution 
of  coal  for  fuel  oil  in  gas  manufacture".  California  has  some  exten.sive 
deposits  of  low-grade  coal  and  such  research  Avork  may  have  valuable 
results  in  the  direction  of  turning  these  almost  unused  natural  resources 
to  a  beneficial  purpose. 
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Chapter  X. 


HYDRAULIC  DIVISION. 

The  volume  of  work  handled  by  the  Hydraulic  Division  of  the  Rail- 
road Commission  durin-j:  the  last  fiseal  year  has  been  ((uite  heavy. 
Durinj?  a  portion  of  the  first  half  of  the  year,  the  activities  of  this 
division  were  centered  on  water  shorta{?e  problems,  which  were  brought 
about  by  the  .serious  lack  of  i-ainfall  during  the  preceding  season.  This 
deficiency  was  more  or  less  general  over  the  state,  but  })y  careful  opera- 
tion on  the  part  of  water  utilities  and  cooperation  on  the  part  of  con- 
sumers, actual  damage  and  inconvenience  were  reduced  to  a  minimum. 
A  discu-ssion  of  this  matter  will  be  found  later  under  "Special 
Problems. ' ' 

Other  activities  of  the  division  have  been  in  connection  with  the 
formal  and  informal  matters  involving  rates,  service  and  general  regu- 
lation of  water  utilities,  together  with  special  problems  such  as  th(? 
investigation  and  in.spection  of  plans,  sites  and  construction  work  in 
connection  with  the  diversion  and  impounding  dams  that  are  proposed 
or  are  under  construction  by  the  various  utilities  thi'oughout  the  state. 

The  number  of  Avater  utilities  subject  to  the  Commission's  jurisdic- 
tion continues  to  increase  regardless  of  the  fact  that  a  considerable 
number  are  constantly  being  aoipiired  by  municipalities.  These  new 
utilities  are  serving  areas  not  supplied  by  established  utilities,  and  their 
increa.se  in  number,  with  a  steady  increase  in  consumers,  is  due  to  the 
rapid  growth  and  great  prosperity  of  California.  There  are  now 
approximately  500  public  utility  water  sj^stems  which  have  filed  rates, 
rules  and  regulations  with  the  Commission.  The  number  of  consumers 
served  by  e'ach  of  these  utilities  varies  from  a  few  persons  to  consider- 
ably over  100,000  consumers,  and  the  investment  in  these  sy.stems  varies 
from  a  few  thousand  to  well  over  forty  million  dollars. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  the  Commission  has  rendered  134  decisions 
involving  water  utilities,  which  were  investigated  and  I'eported  upon 
by  the  Hydraulic  Division.  In  addition  to  these  there  were  45  decisions 
pertaining  strictly  to  securities,  which  matters  w-e're  largely  handled 
by  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Accounts,  with  the  cooperation  cf 
the  Hj'draulic  Division.  There  were  139  formal  matters  filed  with'  the 
Commission  during  the  year.

Of  the  rate  proceedings  involving  water  utilities  during  the  year, 
the  most  important  was  that  of  the  San  Jose  Water  Works,  which 
sought  an  increase  in  rates.  The  investigation  of  this  utility's  affairs 
required  a  detailed  analysis  of  rate's  and  operating  expenses,  the  com- 
piling of  a  detailed  inventory  of  the  company's  property  and  appraise- 
ment of  the  same.  The  total  valuation  involved  was  approximately 
four  million  dollars.  The  hearings  and  investigation  of  this  proceeding 
showed  that  the  company's  basic  rates  were  established  in  the  early 
days  of  the  Commission's  existence  in  1913,  and  as  a  result  of  attempt- 
ing to  weather  the  period  of  high  prices  during  and  after  the  war 
the  company  had  been  operating  at  a  loss  for  several  years.  It  was 
thereforef  necessary  to  grant  a  substantial  increase  in  rates  in  order  that 
the  company  could  continue  to  render  adequate  service  to  its  consumers, 
and  also  be  in  a  position  to  obtain  capital  to  meet  the  increasing  need 
for  extension  of  its  facilities  in  the  rapidly-growing  community  of  San 
Jose   and  vicinity. 

Final  decision  by  the  Commission  in  the  proceeding  involving  the 
irrigation  rates  of  the  Sutter  Butte  Canal  Company  was  rendered  dur- 
ing the  past  fiscal  year.  This  decision  was  the  result  of  approximately 
two  years'  investigation  of  the  practices  of  this  company,  which  was 
complicated  by  the  existence  of  a  great  many  water  contracts  between 
the  company  and  a  large  number  of  the  consumers  and  land  owners. 
This  decision  provided  for  a  schedule  Avhieh  will  result  in  a  reduction 
in  rates  to  many  of  the  contract  holders  and  it  also  provided  for  the 
spreading  of  a  small  minimum  charge  over  a  three-year  period  for  the 
purpose  of  stabilizing  the  company's  revenue  and  thereby  insuring 
continued  service.  This  type  of  rate  structure  so  familiar  to  irrigation 
district  operators  will  overcome  the  handicap  the  company  has  experi- 
enced in  the  past  of  having  fluctuation  in  revenue,  due  to  tlie  increase 
and  decrease'  of  acreage  irrigated,  caused  largely  from  the  variation  in 
the  price  of  rice,  from  which  the  greater  proportion  of  the  company's 
revenue  is  derived. 
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Valuations. 

Duriii'T  the  last  fiscal  year  tlie  most  important  valuation  made  was 
that  of  the  ISaii  Jose  Water  Works.  Many  other  valuati(ms  were  made 
but  were  of  smaller  iitilities,  which,  however,  because  of  the  general 
lack  of  facilities,  involved  the  division  in  a  considerable  amount  of 
effort.    The  total  of  all  valuations  of  water  utilities  was  $5,142,697.

Service  Matters. 
Thef  number  of  formal  and  informal  complaints  involving  water 
utilities  received  by  the  Commission  was  greatly  increa.sed  during  the 
l)ast  fiscal  year  by  the  unu.sual  drought  condition  which  exi.sted  over 
the  state.  The  highest  number  of  informal  complaints  received  in  any 
one  month  was  in  July,  1924,  during  which  month  118  informal  com- 
plaints were  filed.  Practically  the  entire  increase  in  such  complaints 
was  due  to  the  general  water  shortage.  Investigations  wore  made  in 
every  part  of  the  state,  and  in  every  instance  involving  domestic  water 
supplies,  plans  were  devised  and  measures  adopted  unon  the  advice  and 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Commission's  experts,  which  resulted   in 
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increased  water  supply  and  afforded  general  relief.  The  water  shortage 
problems  in  the  southern  ])art  of  the  state  were  greatly  complicated 
and  seriously  handicapped  by  forced  reduction  in  the  amount  of  electric 
energy  allowed  the  utilities.  A  measure  of  regulation  was  necessary 
and  was  adopted  and  supervised  by  the  Commission  because  of  the 
general  power  shortage  also  existing  at  the  same  time. 

In  the  case  of  a  few  irrigation  companies  depending  solely  upon 
natural  stream  flow  without  storage  for  water  supply,  the  early  diminu- 
tion in  stream  flow  made  the  proration  of  water  necessary,  and  in  one 
instance,  that  of  the  East  Side  Canal  and  Irrigation  Company,  operat- 
ing in  Kern  County,  there  was  a  total  failure  of  supply. 

Other  Matters. 
This  division  has  had  for  consideration  a  number  of  applications  for 
certificate's  of  public  convenience  and  necessity,  also  applications  for 
transfer  of  ownership  of  utilities,  and  several  applications  for  discon- 
tinuance of  service.  These  proceedings  require  careful  investigation  on 
the  part  of  the  Commission's  engineers  in  order  that  the  interests  of 
the  consumers  may  be  properly  safeguarded,  especially  so  in  case  of 
discontinuance,  Avhere  it  has  always  been  the  Commission's  aim  to  see 
that  the  old  consumers  are  fully  protected  in  their  rights  and  are  not 
deprived  of  a  water  supply  from  some  other  source. 

Informal  Proceedings. 
There  follows  a  summary  classification,  by  subject  matter,  of  the 
informal  complaints  involving  water  utilities  which  were  handled  by 
the)  Hydraulic  Division  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1925 :

In  addition  to  the  above  informal  complaints,  139  other  informal 
matters  were  handled  by  this  division  during  the  last  nine  months  of 
the  year — the  only  time  a  record  was  kept  of  these  matters.  During 
that  period  163  field  investigations  of  informal  mattei's  were  made  by 
engineers  attached  to  this  division. 

The  shortage  of  water  discussed  later  in  this  report  brought  on  an 
unusual  number  of  informal  complaints,  with  an  increased  number 
requiring  personal  investigation  in  the  field  by  a  member  of  the  division 
before  a  proper  solution  of  the  complaint  could  be  effected.  These 
complaints  often  led  to  formal  proceedings  for  final  determination,  and 
frequently  required  adjustment  in  rates  and  refinancing  to  provide 
additional  revenue  and  cai:)ital  for  ncAv  facilities  and  equipment  for 
the  production  of  additional  water.  It  was  possible  in  certain  instances, 
by  the  use  of  the  good  offices  of  the  Commission,  to  obtain  from  othel" 
sources  and  other  utilities  sufficient  quantities  of  water  to  supplement 
the  shortage  in  another  locality.  In  fact,  due  to  the  broad-minded 
attitude  and  cooperation  of  various  utilities,  the  operators  of  private 
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and  iiidependeiit  sui)plies,  and  throntrli  the  cooperation  of  tlu;  consumers 
themselves.  ade(niate  service  was  jiromptly  restore<l  and  in  only  a 
few  isolated  instances  was  it  luicessary  to  curtail  by  partial  restriction 
the  normal  use  of  water  for  a  lon«rer  period  than  three  months.  In 
fact  the  only  restriction  of  water  use  was  made  in  the'  southern  part 
of  the  state,  and  that  was  largely  due  to  the  power  shortage,  which 
entailed  a  restricted  use  of  power  and  a  consequent  reduction  in  the 
amount  of  water  which  could  be  delivered  by  pumping. 

Special  Problems. 

Referring  to  the  water  shortage,  the  situation  in  the  state  north  of 
the  Tehachapi  was  later  relieved  by  the  copious  rain  and  snowfall  of 
the  past  winter,  but  these  storms  did  not  reach  that  portion  of  the 
state  south  of  the  Tehachapi,  which  obtained  only  about  the  same  rain- 
fall as  that  of  the  preceding  season,  and  this  resulted  in  a  continuation 
during  the  summer  of  1925  of  the  conditions  of  the  preceding  season. 
All  the  utilities  we're  better  prepared  after  one  season's  experience,  and 
wells  have  been  lowered,  new  equipment  installed,  and  when  necessary 
other  sources  of  supply  have  been  obtained.  The  situation  in  the  south 
has  also  been  improved  by  an  adequate  power  supply,  the  lack  of 
wliich  had  been  a  serious  handicap  to  the  water  utilities.  However, 
it  has  been  necessary  to  prorate  water  on  only  one  irrigation  utility 
this  season,  aiid  it  has  been  found  that  the  deficiency  of  water  is  being 
overcome  by  intensive  cultivation,  more  economical  use  of  the  water, 
and  cooperation  with  neighbors  who  have  independent  well  supplies. 

Going  back  to  water  conditions  in  the  summer  and  fall  of  1924,  the 
Commission  issued  its  General  Order  No.  70,  which  provided  for  regu- 
lations for  the  use  of  water  under  public  utility  water  systems  operat- 
ing with  electric  power  and  located  in  Los  Angeles  and  Orange  counties. 
Good  results  were  achieved  through  the  issuance  of  this  order,  with  its 
accompanying  plan  of  publicity  and  general  education  of  the  public 
as  to  the  exact  facts  of  the  situation,  the  reasons  and  the  need  for  con- 
servative use  of  water  and  willing  cooperation.  This  reduced  excessive 
use  of  water,  equalized  the  service,  and  almost  uniformly  provided  a 
sufficient  supply  to  all  the  consumers  within  that  area.  Owing  to  the 
improvement  in  the  power  situation,  and  the  decrease  in  water  use 
brought  about  by  cooler  Aveather,  the  above  General  Order  No.  70  was 
vacated  in  October,  1924,  it  having  been  decided  that  the  rigorous 
requirements  of  the  original  order  were  no  longer  necessary.  Due  to 
power  conditions  in  the  south,  and  the  additions  to  facilities  and  equij)- 
ment  by  the  various  utilities  serving  that  port.on  ol'  the  state,  it  has 
been  found  unnecessary  to  place  restriction  to  any  great  extent  on 
water  use  so  far  this  present  season. 

Among  other  important  matters  considered  by  this  division  in  which 
final  decision  was  rendered  by  the  Commission,  was  the  Commission's 
investigation  into  the  rates  and  service  of  East  Bay  Water  Company  in 
connection  with  service  to  municipalities.  This  proceeduig  was  the  out- 
growth of  the  demand  on  the  part  of  the  municipalities  supplied  by  the 
East  Bay  Water  Company  for  large-sized  mains  for  fire  protection  pur- 
poses. The  Commission  ordered  the  installation  of  mains  of  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $1,700,000,  and  established  the  rate  to  be  paid  by  the 
municipalities  for  the  increased  fire  protection  afforded.

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Amon<r  the  other  important  special  iiroblcnis  which  this  division  has 
had  t'oi-  consideration  has  been  the  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  (■ommis- 
sion  to  jirovide  a  workin*:  ajri'eement  whereby  litigation  over  the  risrhts 
to  the  waters  of  the  San  Diefro  Kiver  could  be  avoided  between  the  city 
of  San  Dietro  and  the  La  Mesa,  Lemon  Grove  and  Sprin<r  Valley  Irriga- 
tion District.  This  matter  was  brought  before  the  Commission  by  the 
application  of  the  CuNamaca  Water  Company  to  sell  its  system  to  the 
irrigation  district.  The  plan  proposed  by  the  Commission  provided  for 
the  purchase  of  the  Cuyamaca  Water  Company's  system  by  the  city 
of  San  Diego,  with  the  relinquishment  of  all  rights  to  the  waters  of  the 
San  Diego  River  by  the  district  and  the  Cuyamaca  Water  Company, 
and  the  development  of  a  water  supply  that  would  adequately  serve 
both  the  city  and  the  district.  The  efforts  of  this  division  included  a 
most  complete  and  very  exhaustive  investigation  of  the  operation  and 
practices  of  the  Cuyamaca  Water  Company,  whose  property  wa.s  being 
sold  to  the  irrigation  district,  the  costs  of  operation  of  this  system  by 
the  city  as  provided  in  the  proposed  agreement,  and  the  cost  of  the 
water  to  the  district  from  the  city  supply.  This  plan  was  presented  to 
representatives  of  all  interested  parties  and  appeared  to  be  acceptable 
to  them.  The  plan,  however,  was  not  carried  to  completion  by  represen- 
tatives of  the  city  of  San  Diego,  and  it  became  necessaiy  for  the  (^mmis- 
sion  to  allow  the  transfer  of  the  properties  of  the  Cuyamaca  Water 
Company  to  the  district. 

The  Commission's  CTeneral  Order  No.  50  provides  for  the  approval 
of  plans  and  specifications  of  all  dams  constructed  by  the  utilities  of 
the  state.  These  investigations  are  made  by  engineers  of  this  division, 
and  their  decisions  in  these  matters  are  vei-y  important  to  the  welfare  of 
the  state,  from  the  standpoint  of  the  safety  of  the  dams  to  the  public 
below  and  of  the  rendering  of  continuous  service  by  the  utilities  depend- 
ing on  these  structures  for  storage  of  water  for  domestic,  irrigation  or 
power  uses. 

The  investigation  of  these  proposed  structures  consists  of  a  cheek  of 
the  plans,  a  field  investigation  of  the  foundations  and  site,  and  an 
inspection  of  the  dam  during  its  construction.  One  of  the  most 
important  matters  in  this  connection  was  the  application  of  the  Great 
Western  Power  Company  to  raise  its  present  Big  ^leadows  dam  at 
Lake  Almanor,  which  is  a  90-foot  earth  fill  structure  storing  300,000 
acre-feet,  to  a  heiglit  of  13")  feet,  increasing  the  storage  capacity  to 
1,300.000  acre-feet.  In  this  instance  the  inspection  of  the  Commission's 
engineers  was  supplemented  by  detailed  investigation  by  experts  from 
the  outside,  familiar  with  that  type  of  construction  and  with  the 
conditions  existing  in  that  locality. 

Another  dam  now  under  construction  is  the  Florence  Lake  dam  of 
the  Southern  California  Edison  Company,  which  is  a  multiple  arch 
tj'pe  of  dam  and  is  being  constructed  in  connection  with  the  company's 
power  development  projected  on  the  San  Joaquin  River. 

The'  following  table  shows  the  type  of  dam  proposed  to  be  constructed, 
the  utility  planning  to  make  the  installation,  and  the  work  done  by  the 
engineers  of  this  division  in  connection  with  the  project .

Chapter  XI. 


TELEPHONE  AND  TELEGRAPH  DIVISION. 

Duriiij^'  the  last,  fiscal  year  the  outstanding  work  of  the  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Division  has  been  the  investigations  made  in  connection 
with  formal  proceedings,  informal  complaints,  and  matters  affecting 
service  to  subscribers.  This  division  has  also  been  engaged  in  a  study 
and  investigation  of  general  telephone  service  conditions  throiighout 
the  entire  state,  and  particularly  in  San  Francisco  and  the  East  Bay 
cities,  San  Diego  and  neighboring  towns,  Los  Angeles,  and  Long  Beach. 
Considerable  attention  has  also  been  given  to  the  investigation  of  service 
in  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  valleys.  During  the  year  1924,  a 
great  deal  of  the  time  of  this  division  was  required  in  making  investiga- 
tions and  in  the  preparation  and  compilation  of  data  to  be  used  as 
exhibits  in  connection  with  the  presentation  of  evidence  in  the  hearings 
in  the  application  of  the  Southo-n  California  Telephone  Company 
involving  rates  and  service  in  Ijos  Angeles. 

As  during  the  preceding  year,  public  meetings  and  conferences  have 
been  held  at  which  members  of  the  division  have  given  talks  and  dis- 
cussed matters  relative  to  telephone  conditions  and  utility  operation 
that  the  public  might  be  advised  regarding  the  work  being  carried  on 
by  the  Commission,  and  also  that  the'  Commission  might  be  better 
informed  as  to  the  service  conditions  actually  experienced  by  the  sub- 
scribers. 

Owing  to  the  conditions  under  which  a  great  many  of  the  smaller 
utilities  of  the  state  are  operating,  this  Commission  is  frequently  called 
upon  to  render  assistance  and  advice.  During  the  past  year  this  divi- 
sion has  furnished  the  smaller  companies  considerable  assistance  in  con- 
nection with  the'  filing  of  revised  rules  and  regulations  and  the  prepara- 
tion of  revised  rate  schedules  submitted  for  filing  in  compliance  with 
the  requirements  of  this  Commission. 

This  division  has  recently  completed  an  exhaustive  investigation  rela- 
tive to  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  operations  of  telephone 
utilities  of  California  and,  as  a  result  of  this  investigation,  a  revised 
schedule  of  rules  and  regulations  in  the  interest  of  better  and  more 
efficient  telephone  service'  has  been  designed  which  sets  forth  very 
definitely  the  practices  which  a  telephone  utility  shall  follow  in  the 
furnishing  of  telephone  service  and  also  the  rights  of  the  subscriber  to 
that  service.  This  Commission  has  directed  that  the  various  telephone 
companies  operating  within  this  state  shall  file  these  rules  with  this 
Commission  to  goverii  their  operations,  slight  modifications  being  per- 
mitted depending  upon  actual  operating  conditions  of  the  particular 
utility. 

The  work  of  this  division  has  necessitated  the  writing  of  approxi- 
mately 6000  letters,  of  which  4000  Avere  issued  from  the  San  Fran- 
cisco office  and  2000  from  its  Los  Angeles  office.  During  this  same 
period  some  2G0  memorandums  and  reports  covering  its  work  have 
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been  compiled.  Before  a  telephone  and  telegraph  utility  may  establish 
or  discontinue  a  toll  station,  telegraph  office,  or  exchange,  it  must  first 
obtain  from  this  Commission  authority  for  such  action.  During  the 
past  year,  this  division  has  issued  161  special  permissions  authorizing 
the  establishment  or  discontinuance  of  exchanges,  toll  stations,  and 
telegraph  offices. 

Informal  Complaints. 

One  of  the  most  important  functions  of  this  Commission  is  in  con- 
nection with  the  investigation  and  decision  of  informal  complaints.  The 
handling  of  informal  complaints  affords  this  ('ommission  direct  contact 
with  a  large  number  of  the  public  and  offers  a  most  favorable  opportu- 
nity for  informing  the  public  regarding  the  principles  of  regulation  and 
the  work  which  this  Commission  is  doing  in  seeing  that  the  public 
receives  adequate  service  from  the  utilities  and  that  the  utilities  only 
receive  a  fair  return  for  the  service  furnished. 

The  policy  adopted  by  the  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Division  sojne 
time  ago  in  connection  with  the  handling  and  investigation  of  informal 
complaints  has  been  continued  with  noticeable  success  throughout  the 
past  year.  A  continual  study  has  been  maintained  of  the  information 
obtained  in  connection  with  the  investigation  of  these  complaints  and 
the  data  thus  secured  has  been  used  as  a  basis  for  further  and  more 
extensive  investigations,  which  have  been  carried  on  by  this  division 
involving  practically  every  phase  of  telephone  operation.  As  a  result 
of  these  investigations,  certain  demands  have  been  made  of  the  telephone 
utilities,  and  advice  and  assistance  have  also  been  furnished  them  to  the 
end  that  improved  telephone  service  conditions  might  result. 

0)ie  indication  of  the  improved  telephone  service  in  California  is  the 
fact  that  at  the  end  of  June,  1925,  there  were  less  than  2.500  orders  on 
hand  in  the  combined  San  Francisco  and  East  Bay  districts,  anrt  less 
than  5000  in  Los  Angeles  exchange  area.  As  approximately  8000 
orders  are  completed  monthly  in  each  of  these  sections,  it  can  readily  be 
seen  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  orders  on  hand  were  in  the  field  and 
in  process  of  completion,  with  the  result  that,  at  the  preseiit  time,  there 
are  only  a  very  few  delaj'ed  installation  orders.  This  fact  is  typical 
of  the  held  order  situation  at  present  existing  throughout  the  State  of 
California.  A  similar  improvement  has  been  shown  in  the  quality  of 
the  telephone  service  being  furnished,  and  these  conditions  are  directly 
reflected  in  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  telephone  and  telegraph 
informal  complaints  received  by  the  Commission  during  the  past  year. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1925,  this  Commi.ssion  received 
approximately  1900  informal  complaints  involving  telephone  and  tele- 
graph matters,  which  is  about  one-half  of  the  number  of  similar  com- 
plaints which  we're  received  for  the  preceding  fi,scal  year.  This  division 
ha.s  investigated  and  rendered  decisions  in  some  2100  informal  com- 
plaints during  the  past  year,  and  of  this  number  92  per  cent  have  been 
decided  with  satisfaction   to  the  complainant. 

The  following  table  sets  forth  tlije  number  of  informal  complaints 
pertaining  to  telephone  and  telegraph  matters  which  have  l)een  received 
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and  decided  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  segregated  into  the  various 
classes  of  complaints  involved :

From  the  above  table,  it  will  be  noted  that  durinjr  the  past  year  some 
278  complaints  were  received  involviiisr  disputed  accounts  and  86  rela- 
tive to  rates.  A  great  many  of  the  complaints  in  connection  witji  rates 
were  received  in  connection  with  the  increases  and  modifications  of 
rates  granted  the  Southern  California  Telephone  Company  under  Deci- 
sion No.  14420,  dated  December  31,  1924.  Owing  to  the  increases  in 
ratcj^  for  business  service,  authorized  in  this  decision,  many  of  the  tehv 
phone  subscribers  in  Los  Angeles  applied  for  the  substitiition  of  meas- 
ured rate  service,  the  introduction  of  which  was  authorized  in  this 
decision. 

During  the  past  several  years,  a  very  large  percentage  of  the  informal 
complaints  received  have  been  in  connection  with  delayed  telephone 
installations,  poor  and  inadequate  service,  and  disputed  telephone  bills. 
Although  the  above  table  indicates  that  approximatel.v  one-half  of  the 
informal  complaints  received  during  the  past  year  have  been  in  connec- 
tion with  delayed  installations,  it  is  not  only  interesting  to  note  but 
also  a  good  indication  of  better  service,  that  the  number  of  such  com- 
plaints received  per  month  relative  to  telephone  service  in  Los  Angeles 
has  dropped  from  218  in  October,  1923,  to  an  average  of  40  per  month 
during  the  la.st  three  months  of  the  year.  The  delayed  installation  com- 
plaints for  the  balance  of  the  state  have  .shown  a  similar  decrease. 

It  has  been  recognized  that  the  work  in  connection  with  informal 
complaints  is  one  of  the  most  important  functions  of  the  Commission 
and  from  the  information  secured  in  connection  with  the  investigation 
of  .such  comi)laints,  the  Commission  can  keep  in  direct  contact  Avith 
the  service  conditions  obtaining  throughout  the  .state.  In  this  way, 
impending  conditions  often  may  be  foreseen  and  action  taken  to  pre- 
vent or  mitigate  such  eonditions. 

A  great  many  iiupiiries  have  been  received  by  this  Commission  during 
the  pa.st  year  questioning  the  reasonableness  or  .iustice  of  certain  rates, 
charges  or  practices  of  the  telephone  utilities,  such  as  the  installation 
charge,  charges  for  cliange  of  instrument  or  location,  right  o?  thi:  com- 
pany to  collect  in  advance  bills  for  fiat  rate  service  and  to  disconnect 
for  nonpayment  of  bills.  Complainants  making  such  incpiiries  gen- 
erall.v  assume  the  attitude  that  the  charge  or  practice  in  question  is 
exorbitant,  unju.st  or  discriminatorv  and,  in  answering  these  com 
plainants,  a  particular  efl'ort  has  been  made  to  explain  the  rea.sonablc- 
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ness  and  justice  of  the  charge  or  practice  in  question  in  a  comprehen- 
sive manner  and  to  advise  why  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  subscriber 
that  these  char-res  are  made. 

This  Commission  has  also  had  before  it  duriiijr  the  past  year  some 
sixteen  complaints  involvin<r  exchange  boundaries.  Most  of  these 
complaints  involve  situations  wherein  the  complainant  desires  service 
from  an  exchange  other  than  the  one  within  which  he  is  located.  Such 
complaints  generally  re<iuire  tield  investigations  and,  in  many  ijistanees, 
a  decision  unfavorable  to  the  complainant  must  be  rendered.  In  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  General  Order  No.  68,  all  telephone  utilities 
are  required  to  file  with  this  Commission  maps  definitely  defining  the 
exchange  and  primary  late  area  boundaries  of  all  telephone  exchanges. 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  filing  of  these  maps  will  eliminate  a  great 
many  of  the  complaints  of  this  nature,  and  will  greatly  assist  in  render- 
ing decisions  in  connection  with  such  complaints  as  may  be  filed  rela- 
tive to  exchange  boundaries.  To  provide  against  this  condition  and 
to  allow  a  subscriber  located  in  one  exchange  area  to  obtain  direct  local 
service  from  another  exchange,  the  Commission  has  provided  a  means 
whereby  this  service  may  be  obtained. 

It  is  often  necessary  in  deciding  complaints  to  advise  the  com- 
plainant that  his  request  can  not  be  granted  or  his  demand  approved, 
or  that  what  he  desires  can  not  be  done  immediately.  The  treatment 
accorded  the  individual  and  the  assistance  rendered  him  determine  to 
a  very  large  extent  his  opinion  of  the  Commission  and  the  efficiency  and 
adequacy  of  the  Commission's  organization  and  work.  This  division  is 
cognizant  of  this  fact  and  in  deciding  complaints,  and  particularly 
those  in  connection  with  which  a  decision  unfavorable  to  the  com- 
plainant must  be  made,  every  effort  has  been  made  to  place  the  Commis- 
sion's  findings  before  the  complainant  in  such  a  way  that  he  will  realize 
and  appreciate  the  justice  of  the  decision  and  have'  confidence  in  the 
Commission  and  that  his  interests  are  being  properly  protected. 

As  a  result  of  consistently  following  this  procedure,  many  letters  have 
been  received  from  complainants  thanking  this  Commission  for  the 
efforts  made  in  their  behalf.  Letters  expressing  appreciation  for  the 
service  rendered  have  been  received  in  connection  with  44.5  per  cent 
of  the  total  number  of  complaints  decided  during  the  past  year,  includ- 
ing those  decided  both  favorably  and  unfavorably  to  the  complainant. 

Formal  Proceedings. 

During  the  fi.seal  year  eliding  June  30,  1924,  there  have  been  filed 
with  this  Commission  29  formal  applications  and  11  formal  cases  involv- 
ing telephone  and  telegraph  matters  other  than  stock  and  bond  pro- 
ceedings. The.se  proceedings  have  included  requests  for  certificates  of 
public  convenience  and  necessity,  authority  to  establish  telephone 
exchanges,  sell  and  transfer  telephone  properties,  the  placing  in  effect 
of  service  connection  charges  and  charges  for  moves  and  changes  not 
theretofore  in  effect,  modifications  of  exchange  and  primary  rate  area 
boundaries,  increases  in  rates,  and  for  authority  to  withdraw  from 
public  utility  operations.  During  the  past  year,  decisions  have  been 
rendered  in  38  formal  proceedings  involving  telephone  and  telegraph 
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matters,  exclusive  of  those  proceediiifrs  involving  the  issuance  of  securi- 
ties. The  accompanying  table  indicates  the  character  and  number  of 
proceedings  decided  during  this  period.

Discussion  of  Formal  Decisions  Affecting  Telephone  Service. 

Several  of  the  formal  proceedings  handled  during  the  year  would 
bear  special  reference,  owing  to  certain  principles  involved,  or  to  the 
extent  of  work  required  by  the  department. 

Lassen  Telephone  Company  applied  for  authority  to  commence  service 
in  the  town  of  Buntingville  and  Honey  Lake  Yalley.  Service  had 
previously  been  rendered  by  another  company  and  had  been  dis- 
continued because  the  people  served  stated  they  would  rather  have  the 
service  discontinued  than  to  pay  rates  to  cover  operating  expenses. 
Experience  with  no  service  for  a  few  months  culminated  in  a  voluntary 
request  by  the  people  tliat  the  Lassen  company  serve  and  that  adequate 
rates  be  authorized. 

Special  surveys  were  required  in  connection  with  complaint  filed 
by  the  city  of  San  Bernardino  (Case  No.  1995)  requesting  enlargement 
of  the  primary  rate  area  of  that  exchange.  The  studies  by  the  Tele- 
])hone  Division  involved  survey  of  the  territory  and  recommendations 
relative  to  the  change  in  primary  rate  area.  Careful  studies  of  the 
general  principles  involved  in  fixing  telephone  rate  areas  were  made. 

The  final  work  in  connection  with  the  complaint  of  the  Postal  Tele- 
graph and  Cable  Company  v.s.  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  (Case 
No.  1362)  was  completed  during  the  year.  This  complaint,  which  was 
referred  to  in  previous  reports,  involved  the  determination  of  the 
advisable  remedial  measures  to  be  used  in  reducing  inductive  interfer- 
ence in  the  telegraph  lines  and  the  division  of  the  cost  of  such  remedial 
measures.  The  final  order  provided  for  relocation  of  telegraph  lines 
and  the  division  of  the  cost  equally  between  the  two  parties. 
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By  far  the  most  important  proceeding  before  this  Commission  involv- 
ing telephone  and  telegraph  matters  was  the  application  of  the  Southern 
California  Telephone  Company  (Application  96-48)  for  authority  to 
increase  rates  for  telephone  service  furnished  within  the  cities  of  Los 
Angeles,  Montebello,  Culver  City,  Beverly  Hills,  and  South  Pasadena, 
to  introduce  measured  service,  establish  foreign  exchange  service,  and 
to  establish  certain  exchange  areas  within  the  territory  served. 

This  proceeding  necessitated  a  great  amount  of  work  on  the  part  of 
the  Telephone  Division  and  considerable  time  was  devoted  to  extensive 
investigations  and  .studies  of  every  phase  of  telephone  operations  as 
carried  on  by  the  Southern  California  Telephone  Company.  Work  in 
connection  with  this  proceeding  has  included  a  valuation  of  the  com- 
pany's entire  properties,  amounting  to  some  $58,000,000,  the  determi- 
nation of  reasonable  operating  expenses,  an  investigation  of  the  quality 
of  service  furnished,  a  rate  plan  to  take  care  of  the  future  requirements 
of  the  city,  the  question  of  introduction  of  measured  business  service 
and  the  establishment  of  foreign  exchange  service.  An  investigation 
also  was  made  of  the  relations  between  the  Southern  California  Tele- 
phone Company  and  the  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company 
and  the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  of  New  York. 
I'ractically  a  year's  period  was  reciuired  by  the  Commission's  engineer- 
ing .staff  to  make  a  thorough  investigation  into  these  matters. 

The  question  of  service  was  an  important  issue  in  this  proceeding 
particularly  on  account  of  the  poor  service  which  had  been  furnished 
subsequent  to  the  war  period.  A  special  effort  was  made  to  see  that 
the  service  was  improved.  Prior  to  the  submission  of  the  proceeding 
the  service  investigations  made,  and  information  secured,  showed  that 
the  quality  of  the  service  furnished  by  the  company  had  greatly 
improved  and  could  be  considered  reasonably  satisfactory. 

During  the  latter  part  of  1923,  the  number  of  held  orders  for  service 
which  that  company  was  unable  to  install  amounted  to  approximately 
23,000.  At  the  time  of  the  hearing  in  this  proceeding  these  had  been 
reduced  to  approximately  6000,  and  at  the  pre.sent  time  this  nunilxM- 
lias  been  further  reduced  to  2000,  exclusive  of  those  in  process  of 
installation  or  held  account  of  the  subscribers. 

The  total  business  written  by  the  company  each  month  is  between 
6000  and  8000  service  orders.  During  the  past  year  telephones  have 
been  installed  at  the  rate  of  8000  orders  each  month,  with  the  result 
that  at  the  present  time  there  is  practically  no  delay  in  installing  new 
services.  The  service  furnished  subscribers  has  also  been  greatly 
improved. 

In  this  proceeding  the  company  among  other  things  requested 
authority  to  estal)lish  mea.sured  rates  for  business  and  private  branch 
exchange  service.  In  the  determination  of  this  matter  it  was  neces- 
.sary  to  consider  the  relative  charges  under  flat  rate  .service  compared 
with  the  value  of  the  service  rendered,  as  well  as  the  cost  of  that  service. 
As  the  number  of  telephones  in  a  particular  exchange  increases,  the 
variation  in  use  of  the  telephone  service  by  business  subscribers  becomes 
greater.  The  u.se  of  an  individual  business  line  service  varies  from  a 
few  calls  to  as  high  as  3000  calls  per  month.  The  subscriber  whose 
requirements  are  limited  to  a  few  calls  per  month  finds  his  rate  on 
a  flat  rate  basis  materially  out  of  line  with  the  service  required  or 
received. 
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Analysis  indicated  that  it  would  be  impossible  from  any  fiat  rate 
basis  to  vary  the  charges  equitably  between  the  small  user  and  the 
large  user.  The  department  urged  the  necessity  of  ultimately  placing 
all  commercial  service  on  measured  rates. 

Practically  all  the  cities  in  the  United  .States  of  comparable  size  to 
Los  Angeles  already  have  in  effect  measured  telephone  rates  for  business 
service.  Cities  which  at  the  present  time  have  measured  service  in 
effect  include  Baltimore,  Boston,  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Detroit,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  St.  Louis  and  San  Francisco. 

The  rapid  growth  of  Los  Angeles  has  presented  a  special  problem 
in  construction  and  operation,  which  has  brought  up  the  necessity  of 
;i  thorough  study  into  the  rate  plan  to  meet  future  requirements.  The 
continuation  of  a  single  area  principle  in  Los  Angeles  would  not,  it 
appears,  result  in  as  equitable  distribution  of  charges  among  various 
subscribers  as  should  be.  The  Commission  stated  in  the  decision  that 
although  no  particular  plan  could  be  adopted  at  the  time,  yet  immediate 
investigation  should  be  undertaken  for  the  determination  of  such  a 
plan.     This  work  is  now  being  carried  on  by  the  department. 

The  above  discussion  has  considered  only  a  few  of  the  more  important 
formal  proceedings  involving  telephone  and  telegraph  matters  which 
we'-e  handled  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1925.  The  following 
table  sets  forth  a  detailed  classification  of  the  total  number  of  formal 
proceedings  decided  during  the  past  year  involving  telephone  and 
telegraph  matters,  exclusive  of  those  proceedings  involving  the  issuance 
of  securities. 
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Investigations. 

During  the  past  year,  this  division  ha.s  carried  on  some  18  special 
investigations  which  have  involved  almost  every  phase  of  telephone 
operation,  including  accounting  performance,  trouble  performance, 
telephone  traffic,  delayed  orders,  degraded  orders,  poor  service,  inter- 
cepting and  information  service,  and  general  service  conditions  of 
utilities  operating  throughout  the  state.  Some  of  these  investigations 
were  instituted  as  a  result  of  information  obtained  or  conditions 
revealed  in  connection  with  the  investigation  of  informal  complaints. 
These  investigations  of  performances,  service  and  practices  haA'e  been 
made  with  the  view  of  establishing  routines  for  the  inspection  of  all 
telephone  utilities  to  determine  the  adequacy  of  their  service  and 
operations. 

As  a  result  of  these  investigations  there  has  been  a  decided  improve- 
ment in  service.  In  cases  involving  service,  held  orders  and  trouble 
performance,  the  utility  has  been  required  to  furnish  periodic  reports 
showing  the  status  of  these  matters,  that  the  Commission  may  be 
informed  at  all  times  regarding  these  conditions. 

These  investigations  have  proved  most  valuable  in  furnishing  the 
Commission  with  authentic  information  regarding  actual  service  condi- 
tions. As  a  result  of  the  information  thus  obtained,  the  division  has 
been  able  to  recommend  certain  changes  and  request  definite  action  by 
the  company,  with  the  view  of  securing  the  best  service  po.ssible  to 
telephone  subscribers  and  to  the  public. 

Some  of  the  more  important  investigations  of  telephone  operations, 
in  addition  to  those  investigations  made  in  connection  with  formal 
proceedings,  involved  the  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company's 
operations  in  San  Francisco,  Oakland,  Fresno,  Sacramento,  Bakersfield, 
San  Diego  and  San  Anselmo. 

Relative  to  San  Francisco,  an  exhaustive  investigation  has  been 
carried  on  relative  to  the  routines  and  practices  of  the  Company  for 
the  handling  of  troubles  and  subscribers'  complaints.  This  investiga- 
tion involved  contact  Anth  the  commercial,  traffic  and  plant  depart- 
ments, and  in  order  to  have  complete  information  this  study  covered 
past  performances  during  the  years  1921.  1922  and  1923.  This 
investigation  was  made  not  only  to  determine  the  present  efficiency  of 
the  .service,  but  also,  the  adequacy  of  the  present  routines  and  to  devi.se 
methods  for  submitting  periodic  information  to  this  Commission  along 
lines  now  being  followed  in  connection  with  similar  investigations  at 
present  being  carried  on  in  Los  Angeles. 

An  investigation  was  made  to  obtain  data  to  show  the  extent  of  the 
u.se  of  telephone  .service  made  by  various  clas-ses  of  residence,  business, 
and  private  branch  exchange  subscribers.  In  oi-der  to  obtain  this 
information,  some  29,000  bills  were  examined  and  information  taken 
relative  to  the  number  of  calls  made.  This  information  was  then 
segregated  between  the  different  classes  of  service  and  different 
schedules  under  each  class,  and  for  each  .segregation,  the  information 
was  spread  showing  the  nnmber  of  suliscribers  using  from  no  calls  up  to 
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the  iiiaxiiiiuiii.  This  report  was  of  preat  value  in  connection  witli  our 
investiiration  in  the  recent  Los  Angeles  case.  An  investigation  was  also 
made  relative  to  the  length  of  time  required  to  complete  installations 
for  service  and  the  time  required  to  complete  moves  and  changes. 

Relative  to  Oakland  and  the  East  Bay  situation,  an  investigation 
similar  to  the  one  carried  on  in  San  Francisco  was  nuide  to  determine 
the  length  of  time  required  to  install  telephones  and  complete  moves 
and  changes,  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  time  required  for  completing 
such  orders.  An  investigation  was  made  to  determine  the  accuracy  of 
the  company  in  rendering  bills  for  opening  and  closing  accounts  involv- 
ing fractional  hilling  periods.  An  exten.sive  investigation  was  made 
of  the  intercepting  service  furnished  in  the  East  Bay  area.  This 
investigation  covered  the  routines  and  practices  of  the  company  relative 
to  number  changes,  disconnects,  directory  listings,  etc.  As  a  result  of 
this  study,  the  company  has  already  made  plans  for  extensive  changes 
which  should  result  in  an  improvement  of  the  service. 

An  investigation  was  made  covering  the  routines  of  the  company 
in  connection  with  the  placing  before  the  information  operator  proper 
and  sufficient  information  relative  to  the  listing  of  new  subscribers  and 
changes  made  by  existing  subscribers,  and  in  particular,  prior  to  the 
time  these  names  appear  in  the  directory  or  daily  printed  supplement. 
As  a  result  of  this  investigation,  certain  recommendations  have  been 
made  to  the  company,  and  clianges  have  been  made  by  the  company, 
or  are  in  the  process  of  being  made.  This  report  has  also  resulted  in 
the  elimination  of  the  regular  toll  charge  applying  to  information  calls 
made  between  Oakland  and  San  Francisco. 

An  investigation  of  the  company's  routines  and  practices  for  the 
handling  of  troubles  and  subscribers'  complaints,  similar  to  the  investi- 
gations made  in  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles,  has  also  been  carried 
on  in  connection  with  telephone  service  furnished  in  Oakland.  As  a 
result  of  this  investigation,  the  company  has  been  requested  to  submit 
monthly  reports  to  the  Commi.ssion  covering  the  operation  of  its  Oakland 
plant. 

Investigations  involving  intercepting  and  information  service  have 
been  made  in  Sacramento,  Fresno  and  Bakersfield.  corresponding  to 
those  investigations  made  in  Oakland.  Plans  are  now  under  way  for 
the  carrying  on  of  similar  investigations  in  other  towns  throughout  the 
state  in  the  immediate  future. 

A  general  service  investigation,  involving  plant,  traffic  and  com- 
mercial operations,  has  been  made  in  connection  with  telephone  service 
being  furnished  in  San  Diego  and  surrounding  towns. 

As  a  result  of  information  obtained  in  connection  with  the  investiga- 
tion of  an  informal  complaint,  this  division  instituted  an  investigation 
of  service  in  the  San  Ansel  mo  district.  Since  the  institution  of  this 
investigation,  service  in  that  locality  has  been  materially  improved. 

In  connection  with  the  evidence  which  this  division  submitted  in 
connection  with  Application  No.  9648,  a  complete  investigation  of  the 
operations  of  Southern  California  Teleplione  Company  was  made.  This 
involved  special  investigations  in  connection  with  revenues,  maintenance 
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traffic  ;uul  eoinniercial  expenses,  duplication  of  plant,  workinjr  cash 
capital,  subscribers'  operations,  measured  service  and  a  proposed  rate 
plan  for  the  city  of  Los  Aii<j:eles.  Tu  jKhlitiini  to  these,  reports  were 
prepared  in  connection  with  the  rate  base,  additions  and  betterments, 
and  other  phases  of  the  work. 

An  exhaustive  investigation  has  been  made  relative  to  telephone 
service  conditions  in  the  city  of  Long  Beach  on  the  system  of  the 
Associated  Telephone  Company.  The  results  of  this  investigation  have 
been  discussed  with  the  company  and  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
interest  of  improved  service. 

An  investigation  has  been  made  of  the  operation  of  the  automatic 
plant  of  the  Whittier  Company,  and  as  a  result  of  this  investigation, 
certain  changes  were  recommended  and  also  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  the  filing  of  periodic  reports  Avith  this  Commission  .showing 
the  continual  operations  of  this  company. 

An  investigation  has  recently  been  made  of  the  service  furnished  by 
this  company  in  the  cities  of  Aznsa.  Covina  and  Glendora.  A  complete 
report  regarding  this  investigation  has  been  sent  to  the  company  rela- 
tive to  certain  changes  to  be  made. 

Public  Meetings. 

Some  time  ago  this  division  instituted  the  practice  of  holding  public 
meetings  and  conferences,  wlierever  possible,  at  which  talks  are  given 
by  members  of  the  division.  It  has  been  anticipated  that  through  these 
meetings  the  public  might  be  better  advised  of  the  work  which  the 
Commission  has  done  and  is  planning  to  do  in  the  future,  and  also,  that 
the  Commission  might  be  informed,  as  far  as  possible,  regarding  the 
telephone  conditions  actually  experienced  by  the  subscribers  in  the 
various  localities.  This  work  has  been  continued  throughout  the  past 
fiscal  year,  and  during  this  time  the  division  has  held  public  meetings 
at  Virginia  City,  Los  Ajigeles,  Wliittier,  Monterey,  Azusa,  La  Jolla, 
Arvin  and  Roseville. 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

Recently  there  has  been  completed  an  exliaustive  investigation  of  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  various  telephone  utilities  operating  within 
the  State  of  California.  As  a  result  of  such  investigation,  this  division 
promulgated  a  revised  set  of  rules  and  regulations,  similar  to  those 
which  the  Commission  required  the  Southern  California  Telephone 
( 'Ompany  to  file  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Decision  No.  13478, 
dated  April  24,  1924,  in  Application  No.  814;").  These  revised  rules  and 
regulations  have  been  formulated  in  the  interest  of  better  service  and 
set  forth  very  definitely  the  practices  which  a  utility  shall  follow  in 
furnishing  telephone  service,  together  with  the  rights  of  tlie  utility  and 
of  the  subscriber. 

This  Commission  has  directed  the  various  telephone  utilities  to  submit 
for  filing  rules  and  regulations  similar  to  this  revised  .set,  with  certain 
modifications  depending  upon  variation  of  actual  operating  conditions. 
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Practically  all  tho  larjrtT  companies  have  now  tiled  these  revised  rules 
and   re^'ulaf ions  witli   the  C'omniission. 

In  order  that  the  tilinp  of  these  ndes  and  re<:ulations  nii<rht  l)e 
accomplished  in  the  most  practicable  manner,  the  Commission  has  had 
these  rules  and  regulations  printed,  copies  of  which  are  now  available 
to  all  utilities. 

Telephone  Directories. 

In  order  that  this  Commission  mi<rht  supervise  the  issuance  of  tele- 
phone directories.  General  Order  No.  71  was  issued  under  date  of 
October  10,  1924.  This  order  provides  that  all  telephone  directories  be 
submitted  for  filing  with  this  Commission  prior  to  their  distribution 
to  the  public.  This  order  further  required  that  the  directories  be  filed 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Commission's  General  Order 
No.  68. 

Initial  filings  have  already  been  made  by  practically  all  of  the  tele- 
phone utilities  throughout  California  which  issue  telephone  directories, 
and  future  issues  of  directories  will  be  submitted  for  filing  as  they  are 
issued. 

Rate  Schedule  Filing. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  General  Order  No.  68,  effective 
July  1,  192.'J,  each  telephone  and  telegraph  iitility  is  req\iired  to  file 
with  this  Commission  a  complete  schedule  of  rates,  rules  and  regulations 
governing  the  service  which  it  is  rendering.  Although  all  of  the 
utilities  have  not  filed  schedules  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  order,  the  more  important  companies  have  made  such  filings. 
During  the  past  fiscal  year  some  5263  filings  in  compliance  with  this 
order  have  been  made,  involvhig  over  21,000  rate  sheets. 

Inductive  Interference. 

This  Commission's  General  Order  No.  52  sets  forth  rules  and  regula- 
tions governing  the  construction  and  operation  of  power  and  communi- 
cation circuits  for  the  prevention  and  mitigation  of  inductive  inter- 
ference, and  requires  among  other  things  that  power  and  communica- 
tion utilities  proposing  to  construct  lines  which  are  in  any  way 
involved  in  a  parallel,  or  which  will  result  in  the  creation  of  inductive 
interference,  shall  file  reports  covering  the  same  with  this  Commission. 
I^p  to  June  30,  192'o,  534  of  these  i*eports  had  been  filed  with  this  Com- 
mission, of  which  56  were  received  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

The  work  carried  on  by  this  Commission  in  connection  with  inductive 
interference  is  largely  of  an  informal  nature ;  however,  one  formal  com- 
plaint has  been  filed  with  this  Commission  by  the  Po.stal  Telegraph 
Cable  Company  relative  to  induction  experienced  in  the  circuits  of  that 
company  owing  to  the  close  proximity  of  the  power  circuits  of  the 
Pacific  Gas  and   Electric  Company. 
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A  second  sup|)lein(»ntal  order  issued  in  this  proceeding  provided  that 
the  Postal  T('h'jrra])h  Cable  Company  relocate  certain  of  its  circuits  and 
that  the  cost  involved  be  divided  e()ually  between  the  Postal  Company 
and  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company. 

Relation  Between  Rates  and  Number  of  Telephones. 

In  any  utility  operation  other  than  that  of  the  telephone  and  in  most 
lines  of  business  the  greater  the  number  of  consumers  or  customers  the 
cheaper  the  service  or  commodity  sold  becomes.  In  the  furnishing  of 
telephone  service  the  reverse  is  true.  The  greater  the  number  of  sub- 
scribers or  telephones  served  within  one  exchange  area,  the  greater  the 
cost  per  telephone  station.  For  this  reason  the  larger  cities  not  onh'  in 
California  but  elsewhere  will  have  higher  rates  than  smaller  cities.  Also 
as  a  city  grows  in  size  the  rates  for  service  will  increase  unless  a  sub- 
stitution for  unlimited  service  under  flat  rates  applied  to  a  single 
exchange  area  is  provided. 

As  a  telephone  system  grows  larger  the  cost  of  equipment  per  tele- 
phone and  the  expense  of  operation  and  maintenance  per  telephone 
increase.  When  a  system  has  few  subscribers,  conversations  are  few' 
and  operating  costs  are  low.  Subscribers  are  grouped  around  the  cen- 
tral office  and  lines  are  shorter  and  less  expensive  to  build  ;  line  troubles 
are  fewer  and  maintenance  easier. 

As  subscribers  increase  each  telephone  user  can  talk  to  an  ever- 
widening  circle  of  friends  and  business  associates.  Operating  costs 
per  telephone  grow  as  more  frequent  talks  are  held.  Subscritjers'  lines 
begin  to  run  farther  and  ever  farther  from  the'  exchange  until  a  big 
percentage  of  them  are  miles  in  length,  expensive  to  build  and  increas- 
ingly expensive  to  maintain. 

The  simple  central  office  equipment,  switchboards  and  other  apparatus 
must  give  place  to  more  intricate  and  costly  apparatus.  Expensive 
underground  cable  must  be  laid,  and  aerial  cable  must  replace  open 
wires. 

All  along  the  line  the  scope  of  service  broadens ;  labor  forces  increase, 
and   expenses  grow  proportionately. 

The  following  Chart  No.  1  shows  the  variation  in  rates  to  the  number 
of  stations  served  noAv  existing  in  communities  of  various  size  through- 
out California. 
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Telephone  Development  in  California. 

It  is  a  well  recoguized  iact  that  au  iucrease  in  populatiou  is  iudica- 
tive  of  progress.  It  is  also  true  that  the  progress  which  results  from  au 
increase  iu  populatiou  is  generally  of  greater  relative  magnitude  than 
the  actual  increase  iu  populatiou,  and  is  directly  reflected  in  the  use  of 
the  telephone. 

As  a  result  of  the  phenomenal  growth  in  population  which  has  taken 
place  in  California  during  the  past  fourteen  years,  the  population  of 
the  state  has  increased  from  2,377,000  in  1910  to  3,9G7,000  as  of  July  1, 
1924.    This  represents  a  population  development  of  67  per  cent. 

Consistent  with  the  general  progress  obtaining  throughout  the  state 
during  the  past  few  years,  the  number  of  telephone  stations  in  service 
iu  California  has  increased  from  764,737  as  of  December  31,  1922,  to 
952,033  as  of  December  31,  1924,  which  is  an  increase  of  24.5  per  cent, 
as  compared  to  the  increase  in  populatiou  for  the  same  period  of  7.3 
per  ceut.  At  the  pi'cseut  time,  there  is  one  teleplione  to  every  4.2 
persons  in  California  or,  in  other  words,  23.8  telephoues  per  each  100 
populatiou.  During  the  year  1922,  there  were  only  20.4  telephones  per 
each  100  populatiou,  or  one  telephone  to  each  4.9  persons. 

The  definite  relation  between  the  development  of  a  state  and  the 
degree  to  which  the  telephone  is  used  in  that  state  is  perhaps  more 
effectively  .shown  in  connection  with  the  development  of  eei'tain  large 
cities.  As  of  December  31,  1924,  the  city  of  San  Francisco  had  a  record 
of  one  telephone  to  each  2.78  persons,  or  35.9  telephoues  per  each  100 
population.  For  this  same  period  Los  Angeles  showed  one  telephone  to 
each  4.2  persons  or  23.8  telephoues  per  each  100  populatiou.  The  cities 
of  the  Ea.st  Bay  area,  including  Oakland,  Rerkeley,  Alameda,  Albany, 
Emeryville,  Piedmont,  had  25.3  telephones  per  each  100  population,  or 
one  telephone  to  each  3.96  persons. 

Chart  No.  2  shows  the  i)opulation  of  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco,  the 
East  Bay  area,  and  also  of  the  eutire  state  from  1910  to  1924.  together 
with  the  number  of  telephone  stations  for  these  cities  for  the  vears  1912 
to  1924,  and  for  the  state  for  the  years  1922.  1923  and  1924! 

The  numl)er  of  telephone  stations  for  the  years  1922,  1923  and  1924  of 
all  telephone  utilities  operating  in  California  .segregated  by  Cla.ss  "A." 
"B"  and  "C"  companies  are  shown  in  Table  No.  1.  The  class  "C" 
companies  have  been  further  segregated  into  two  groups,  the  first  con- 
taining those  companies  having  an  annual  revenue  of  $1,500  or  more, 
and  the  second  those  having  less  than  $1,500  annual  revenue.

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TRANSPORTATION  DIVISION. 

T i-aiisportation  Division  work  diirinjj^  the  year  just  passed  has  cov- 
ered H  juunber  of  activities  in  connection  with  steam,  interurban  and 
street  railroad  systems,  ineludinjj  their  supplementary  motor  coach 
service,  and  also  vehicular  ferry  systems  on  San  Francisco  Bay.  Dur- 
ing the  year  there  were  361  formal  decisions  which  involved  Transpor- 
tation Division  studies. 

Investigation  into  tlie  service  and  rates  of  the  automobile  ferry  com- 
panies, operating  in  and  around  San  Francisco  Bay,  demanded  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  the  time  of  the  division.  Engineering  investiga- 
tions for  the  Dei)artmont  of  Finance  and  Accounts,  in  matters  which 
primarily  involved  the  issuance  of  new  securities,  were  made  in  a 
number  of  proceedings.  In  addition  to  the  work  of  the  division,  in 
studies  of  formal  matters,  a  large  amount  of  engineering  work  was  done 
in  connection  with  informal  matters,  such  as  general  oi'ders,  protection 
of  grade  crossings,  service  investigations  into  street  railway  operations 
and  inspection  of  interlocking  plants. 

Analysis  of  steam  carrier  valuations,  prepared  by  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  continues  to  occupy  a  substantial  portion  of  the  time 
of  this  division. 

Formal  Proceedings. 

The  following  three  tables  summarize  the  formal  proceedings  which 
were  handled  by  this  division  and  which  have  been  decided  during  the 
3'ear.  Proceedings  which  centered  largely  around  tlie  issuance  of  securi- 
ties for  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Accounts  are  excluded.

Separation  of  Grades  Ordered. 

During  the  year  17  grade  .separations  were  ordered,  7  of  which  were 
applications  by  the  State  Highway  Commission  for  the  separation  of 
existing  grade  crossings  or  for  the  construction  of  new  highways  with 
separated  grades. 

The  ]Macy  viaduct,  elsewhere  mentioned,  and  the  subway,  at  Butte 
street  and  Santa  Fe  avenue  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  are  probably 
the  two  most  important  separations  ordered  during  the  year.  The  Butte 
street  project  involves  the  Los  J^ngeles  and  Salt  Lake  Railroad,  The 
Atchison,  Toi)eka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company,  the  Los  Angeles 
Railway  Corporation  and  the  city  of  Los  Angeles.  This  separation  was 
estimated  to  cost  approximately  $200,000,  exclusive  of  property  damage, 
and  would  effect  a  material  decrease  in  delay  to  street  traffic,  as  well 
as  eliminating  the  hazard  and  decreasing  the  operating  expense  of  the 
railroads.    This  proceeding,  however,  is  again  pending  for  rehearing. 

Grade  Separations  Pending. 

There  are  now  pending  before  the  Commission  a  number  of  important 
grade  separation  proceedings  which  shoidd  be  finally  decided  in  the 
near  future.

Of  these,  the  most  important  is  Application  No.  9671,  wherein  the 
city  of  Los  Angreles.  the  county  of  Los  Angeles,  Los  Angeles  and  Salt 
Lake  Railroad  Company,  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway 
Company,  Los  Angeles  Railway  Corporation  and  the  Pacific  Electric 
Railway  Company  have  requested  the  Commission  to  approve  the  con- 
struction of  six  viaducts  across  the  tracks  of  the  Los  Angeles  and  Salt 
Lake  Railroad  Company  and  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Rail- 
way Company  and  crossing  the  Los  Angeles  River  at  ]\Iacy.  Aliso,  First, 
Fourth,  Seventh  and  Ninth  streets,  respectively,  in  the  city  of  Los 
Angeles.  The  Commission  was  further  requested  to  apportion  the  cost 
of  these  viaducts  among  the  various  interested  parties. 

This  proceeding,  as  mentioned  in  last  year's  report,  is  of  unusual 
importance,  not  only  because  of  the  importance  of  the'  traffic  on  both 
the  highways  and  the  railroads  involved,  but  also  because  of  the  rela- 
tively large  expenditures  necessary  and  of  the  unu.sual  complications 
which  enter  into  the  apportionment  of  the  cost. 

Decisions  have  boCn  rendered  as  to  the  Ninth  street  and  INIacy  street 
viaducts,  whereby  jilans  have  been  approved  and  division  of  costs  pre- 
scribed. The  co}istruction  work  at  the  Ninth  street  viaduct  is  practi- 
cally complete,  and  Macy  street  is  well  started  at  the  present  time. 
Preliminary  plaiLs  for  the  Seventli  street  viaduct  liave  been  submitted 
to  the  Commission  but  as  yet  no  hearings  have  been  held. 

Anothe'r  proceeding  which  deserves  mention  in  this  connection  is 
the  matter  of  grade  separation  of  Los  Feliz  boulevard  over  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company.  One  hearing  has  been  held,  at  which  it  was  requested 
that  the  scope  of  the  proceeding  he  enlarged  to  include  the  entire  terri- 
tory from  Dayton  avenue  in  Los  Angeles  to  Burbaiik. 

Service  Sxirvey  of  Key  System  Transit  Compajiy  in  City  of  Oakland. 

Tn  this  proceeding.  Case  No.  1989,  fiU'd  in  (he  early  part  of  1924,  the 
city  of  Oakland  asked  that  a  survey  be  made  of  the'  street  car  service 
now  rendered  by  the  Key  System  Transit  Company,  and  as  a  result 
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of  such  survey  the  Commission  made  its  order  bringing  about  improve- 
ment of  the  street  car  sen'ice. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  survey,  a  joint  euirineerinjr  committee  of 
engineers,  representing  the  city  of  Oakland,  the  Key  System  Transit 
Company  and  the'  Commission,  was  appointed.  This  committee  was 
instructed  to  proceed  with  the  survey,  and  from  time  to  time  to  make 
its  reports  until  the  entire  survey  was  completed. 

From  time  to  time  public  hearings  were  held  at  which  complaints  of 
tlie  service  were  lieard  and  also  reports  on  crosstown  service  and  motor 
coach  feeder  lines  from  the  engineering  committee  were  submitted.  As 
the  case  proceeded,  additional  motor  coach  service  was  ordered,  both  as 
feeder  lines  and  crosstown  lines,  and  sub.sequently  these  services  have 
been  installed. 

The  tinal  report  of  this  committee,  dealing  with  (A)  Rerouting  in  the 
downtown  district,  (B)  Stops,  (C)  Rapid  Transit,  (D)  Equipment, 
(E)  Future  Extensions  and  Improvements  and  (F)  Traffic  Bureau, 
was  submitted  to  the  Commission  in  May,  1925.  Further  hearing  has 
been  granted,  so  that  the  interested  partieis  may  have  an  opportunity 
to  study  the  report  and  file  their  objections. 

Automobile  Ferry  Investigations. 
During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  tlio  Commission,  on  its  own  motion, 
instituted  proceedings  with  a  view  to  investigating  the  reasonableness 
of  the  rates  and  services  of  the'  various  carriers  engaged  in  the  trans- 
portation of  automobiles  on  San  Francisco  Bay.  These  investigations 
covei'ed  the  Martinez-Benicia  Ferry  and  Transportation  Company, 
Rodeo-Vallejo  Ferry  Company,  Richmond-San  Rafael  Ferry  and 
Transportation  Company,  Golden  Gate  Ferry  Company,  Monticello 
Steamship  Company,  Northwestern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  and 
Southern  Pacific  Company.  Substantial  reductions  in  rates  were 
ordered  in  the  ca.se  of  the  Rodeo-Vallejo  Ferry  Company,  Golden  Gate 
Ferry  Company  and  Southern  Pacific  Company. 

New  Intenirban  Depot  Facilities, 

In  Application  No.  10735,  the  Pacific  Electric  Railway  Company  wa.s 
authorized  to  sell  a  portion  of  its  terminal  tract  fronting  on  Hill  and 
Olive  streets  near  Fourth  street,  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  to^  the 
Subway  Terminal  Corporation,  with  reservation  of  rights  by  the 
Pacific  Electric  Railway  Company  for  the  construction  of  a  suitable 
terminal  for  the  Hill  street  tunnel  now  nearing  completion. 

Also,  during  the  year,  work  on  the  erection  of  a  joint  interurban 
passenger  depot  in  the  city  of  Sacramento,  for  the  use  of  the  San 
Franci.sco-Sacramento  Railroad  Company,  Sacramento-Northern  Rail- 
road and  Central  California  Traction  Company,  was  started  and  is 
now  nearing  completion.

Special  Problems. 
Under  this  heading  will  fall  the  current  work  done  by  the  division 
dni'in^  the  year  and  not  reflected  in  decisions  nor  done  in  connection 
with  informal  complaints,  such  as  inspection  of  interlocking:  plants, 
checking  of  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  valuations,  informal 
service  surveys,  general  orders,  etc. 

Interlocking  Plants. 

The  division  inspects  interlocking  plants  when  changes  therein  have 
been  made,  to  see  if  the  work  has  been  done  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Commission's  General  Order  No.  33.  While  a  number 
of  towers  were  inspected  for  minor  changes,  only  two  towers,  Elvas 
interlocking  of  the  Soutliern  Pacitic,  near  Sacramento,  and  the  San 
Joaqx;in  River  drawbridge  of  the  Westei'n  Pacific,  could  be  considered 
as  major  reconstructions.

Interstate  Commerce  Commission  Valuations. 

TTnder  the  Valuation  Act,  the  states  are  made  parties  to  the  valuation 
proceedings  for  each  carrier  located  Avholly  or  in  part  within  the  state, 
and  the  various  reports  prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  Valuation  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  are  submitted  to  the  Governor  of  each 
stato.  These  reports,  comprising  a  valuation  of  road  and  equipment, 
are  referred  to  this  Commission. 

As  noted  in  previous  reports,  the  Engineering  Department  of  this 
Commission  has  prepared  complete  valuations  on  a  large  nximber  of 
the  interstate  and  intrastate  railroads.  As  the  Uurean  of  Valuation's 
reports  are  received,  a  detiiil  eheek  is  made  and,  if  neees.sarv,  a  protest 
has  then  l)een  prepared  and  sulniiittcd  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission. The  direct  result  of  these  protests  has  been  a  general  revision 
of  the  Bureaii  of  Valuation's  tentative  reports.  The  Engineering 
Department  is  now  cooperating  with  the  Bureau  of  Valuation  in  an 
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extensive  field  survey  of  the  lines  where  the  values  found  have  been 
protested.

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Survey  of  Traffic  Conditions  Along  Shattuck  Avenue,  Berkeley. 

The  study  of  the  traffic  situation  alon<r  Shattuck  avenue  and  Adeline 
street  in  the  eity  of  Berkeley  by  a  eoniniittee  of  enjjineers  representing 
the  Railroad  Commission,  the  city  of  Berkeley,  the  Key  System  Transit 
Company  and  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  has  been  completed  and 
a  report  was  submitted  to  the  interested  parties  on  September  17.  1924. 

Recommendations  were  incorporated  in  the  report,  which,  if  carried 
out,  w'ould  greatly  relieve  the  traflHc  situation  on  Shattuck  avenue. 

Subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  report,  several  conferences  have  been 
held  between  the  interested  parties,  but  as  yet  no  agreement  has  been 
reached  as  to  a  method  of  relief  that  would  be  satisfactory  to  all  parties 
concerned. 

Survey  of  Service  of  Key  System  Transit  Company  in  Berkeley. 

The  Commission  has  been  called  upon  by  the  city  of  Berkeley,  inform- 
ally, to  assist  in  making  a  .survey  of  its  local  street  car  .service,  and  make 
recommendations  for  the  improvement  of  that  sei'vice 

This  investigation  has  been  made  by  a  joint  engineering  committee 
representing  the  city,  the  Key  System  Transit  Company  and  the  Com- 
mission, and  reports  submitted  with  recommendations  for  the  improve- 
ment of  local  service.  The  matter  is  now  before  the  city  council  of 
Berkeley  for  consideration. 

Los  Angeles  Street  Railway  Investigation. 

The  survey  of  the  Pacific  Electric  Railway  Company  a}id  Los  Angeles 
Railway  Company,  undertaken  jointly  by  the  Engineering  Department 
of  the  Commission,  the  Engineering  Department  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Utilities  of  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  and  representatives  of  the  street 
railway  systems,  for  the  purpose  of  reaching,  if  possible,  a  conclusion 
respecting  the  possible  consolidation  of  the  street  railway  properties  in 
the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  is  now  nearing  completion  and  a  report  will 
soon  be  rendered. 

General  Grade  Crossing  Svirvey. 

During  the  current  year  it  has  not  been  possible  to  continue  with  the 
general  grade  crossing  survey  work  which  was  undertaken  in  1916  and 
suspended  in  1923  and  the  only  field  work  done  during  this  last  year 
has  been  to  resurvey  the  grade  crossings  of  Sunnyvale  and  Palo  Alto  at 
the  request  of  the  political  authorities  of  these  two  cities  and  to  survey 
the  crossings  on  the  Diamond  and  Caldor  Railroad. 

Los  Angeles  County  Grade  Crossing  Committee. 

The  valuable  work  of  the  Los  Angeles  Grade  Crossing  Committee, 
which  was  mentioned  in  last  year's  annual  report,  has  been  continu- 
ou.sly  carried  out  throughout  the  entire  year  la.st  past. 

All  important  applications  for  grade  cro.ssings  in  the  vicinity  of  Los 
Angeles  are  investigated  by  this  committee  aJid  their  recommendations 
as  to  the  necessity  for  and  safety  of  the  proposed  crossings  are  for- 
warded to  the  Commission  for  consideration  in  rendering  its  decisions. 

This  committee  also  takes  an  active  part  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  elimiiuition  of  existing  grade  crossings.  It  is  well  organized  and 
has  held  weekly  meetings  continuously  throughout  the  j'ear. 
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Automatic  Flagmen  Survey. 

It  haviuy  Ix'i'ii  l)i'()Ufjlit  to  the  {^niiuiiission's  attention  in  numerous 
instances  that  certain  automatic  flajjmen,  installed  to  protect  p:rade 
crossings,  are  so  arranged  that  they  operate  for  excessive  periods  of 
tim^,  it  was  decided  to  institute  a  systematic  inspection  of  these  installa- 
tions. This  work  is  now  being  actively  carried  out  with  the  cooperation 
of  the  railroads,  and  it  is  believed  that  as  a  result  the  effectiveness  of 
the  present  investment  in  grade  crossing  protection  will  be  materially 
increased. 

New  Railroad  Construction. 

During  the  year  just  passed  the  Commission  ha.s  been  advised  by 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  of  the  following  applications  for 
the  construction  of  new  railroads  within  the  state  : 

Southern  Pacific  Company  has  applied  for  permission  to  extend  its 
Knights  Landing  Branch  northerly  from  Hind.sdale  into  the  Sutter 
Basin  in  upper  Sacramento  Valley,  a  distance  of  about  six  miles.  After 
an  inspection  of  the  proposed  extension  by  the  Transportation  Division, 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Connnission  was  informed  that  this  Commis- 
sion desired  to  make  no  representations,  believing  the  extension  to  be  in 
the  public  intei'est. 

Southern  Pacific  Company  has  applied  for  permission  to  extend 
its  Valley  Springs  Branch  from  Valley  Springs  easterly  to  the  north 
fork  of  the  Calaveras  River,  a  distance  of  approximately  eight  miles. 
This  extension  is  under  investigation. 

General  Orders. 

During  the  year  the  division  has  revised  General  Order  No.  26,  having 
to  do  with  clearances  over  railroad  structures.  The  new  general  order 
is  known  as  No.  26a. 

General  Oi'der  No.  72,  issued  during  the  year,  specifies  certain 
standard  types  of  grade  crossing  construction  which  are  to  be  used 
hereafter.  Studies  are  being  carried  on  with  a  view  to  the  issuance 
of  a  general  order  standardizing  methods  of  grade  crossing  protection, 
but  the  order  has  not  as  yet  been  issued.

LEGAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Because  of  aii  iuerea.se  in  litigation  and  general  work,  the  fiscal  year 
3924-25  proved  a  busy  one  for  the  Legal  Department.  During  the  year 
three  ca.ses  were  decided  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  two  by 
the  Federal  District  Court,  twelve  by  the  California  Supreme  Court, 
three  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and  two  by  the  superior 
courts  of  California,  in  matters  involving  the  jurisdiction  or  orders  of 
the  Railroad  Commission.  In  all  cases  wherein  an  order  of  the  Com- 
mission was  under  attack  the  Commission  was  sustained. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  there  were  pending:  one  case  in  the 
I'uited  States  Supreme  Court,  one  in  the  Federal  District  Court,  four 
in  the  California  Supreme  Court,  one  in  the  District  Court  of  Appeal 
of  California,  six  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and  one 
in  the  superior  court  of  California,  in  wliieii  the  Railroad  Commis.sion 
is  a  party. 

Of  outstanding  importance  were  two  cases  in  the  Federal  District 
Court  for  injunctions  to  restrain  tlie  Commission  from  enforcing  orders 
made  by  it.  One  of  the.se  actions,  Market  Street  Raihcai/  Company  vs. 
Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  the  California  Railroad  Com- 
mission, was  decided  in  favor  of  the  Commission,  while  the  second,  that 
of  the  Southern  Sierras  Power  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commissimi,  is 
still  pending. 

The  Market  Street  Railway  Company  case  wa-s  a  proceeding  to  enjoin 
the  Commission  from  enforcing  certain  of  its  orders  granting  sur- 
charges in  excess  of  rates  for  electric  power,  as  fixed  by  a  contract  exist- 
ing between  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  the  IMarket 
Street  Railway  Company.  The  basis  of  the  suit  was  that  the  Commis- 
sion lacked  jurisdiction  to  make  the  orders  granting  the  surcharges, 
and  that  the  Publie  Utilities  Act  is  unconstitutional  so  far  as  it  deprives 
the  plaintiff  of  the  exercise  of  any  independent  judgment  by  the  courts 
on  both  the  law  and  the  facts.  The  application  for  a  preliminarj' 
injunction  was  denied. 

The  Southern  Sierras  ease  is  a  motion  for  a  preliminary  and  a  per- 
manent injunction  to  restrain  the  Commission  from  enforcing  a  rate- 
fixing  order,  made  by  it  in  1920,  on  the  ground  that  the  rates  so  fixed 
are  so  low  that  enforcement  of  them  will  deprive  plaintiff  of  its  prop- 
erty without  due  process  of  law.  and  will  deny  to  it  tlie  e(|ual  protection 
of  the  laws,  both  of  whieh  are  in  contravention  of  the  federal  consti- 
tution. 

Of  the  cases  decided  by  the  California  Supreme  Court  that  of 
Franchise  Motor  Freiyht  Ass'n  vs.  Seavey  ct  al.  stands  out  as  the  most 
important  in  that  tlie  proviso  contained  in  section  5  of  the  Auto  Stage 
and  Truck  Transportation  Act  was  declared  unconstitutional.  This 
proxiso  exempted  from  regulation  by  the  Commission  tlie  transportation 
by  motor  carriers  of  jiroducts  or  implements  of  husbandry  and  other 
farm  necessities  from  farm  to  farm,  or  from  and  to  farm,  to  and  from 
loading  point,  warehou.se  or  other  initial  point. 
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Of  e(Hial  iiiiportanec,  almost,  was  the  oase  of  East  liaij  Municipal 
rtilitji  Disir ff  vs.  Rnilrotnl  Ciimniissinn,  which  was  in  iiatnro  of  a  test 
I'asc  to  dptermine  tlic  (|n»'stion  of  the  .jurisdiftion  of  the  Railroad  C'oni- 
iiiission  to  vahie  properties  of  a  utility  for  the  purposes  of  condemna- 
tion and  sale  by  a  municipal  utility  district.  The  Supreme  Court 
decided  that  the  Commission  lacked  jurisdiction,  thus  sustaining  the 
position  taken  by  the  Commission  in  refusing  to  proceed  with  the  appli- 
cation before  it. 

In  addition  to  conducting  all  litigation  and  other  legal  proceedings 
for  the  Conuiiission,  this  department  advises  the  Commission  and  its 
staff  upon  all  matters  involving  questions  of  law  in  relation  to  proceed- 
ings brought  or  pending  before  the  Commission,  and  also  assists  and 
advises  in  connection  with  legal  problems  entering  into  opinions  and 
decisions  of  the  Commission.  This  work  has  increased  rapidly  during 
the  la.st  few  years,  and  while  it  is  generally  recognized  as  advisable  for 
a  member  of  the  legal  staff  to  be  present  at  all  important  Commission 
hearings,  this  has  proved  impossible  with  but  three  attorneys  in  the 
department.    Important  hearings  have  been  attended  whenever  possible. 

Work  was  begim  December  1,  1924,  on  a  digest  of  the  Commission's 
decisions.  Due  to  the  fact  that  this  is  a  very  voluminous  task,  there 
being  approximately  fifteen  thousand  decisions,  it  is  doubtful  whether 
the  digest  will  be  completed  for  at  least  one,  possibly  two,  years. 

Cases  Pending. 

At  the  close  of  the  fi.scal  year,  July  1,  1924,  the  following  active 
litigation  was  pending: 

UNITED    STATES   SUPREME    COURT. 

Live  Oak  Water  Users  Associ^itifm  vs.  Railroad  Commission. 

This  case  is  an  appeal  to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  by  writ 
of  error,  following  a  decision  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  California,  which 
upheld  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  fixing  rates  to  be  charged 
by  the  Sutter-Butte  Canal  Company.  (See  Live  Oak  Water  Users' 
Association  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  66  Cal.  Dec.  408.)  This  ease 
involves  the  validity  of  the  action  of  the  Railroad  Commission  in  fixing 
rates  other  than  those  contained  in  contracts  between  the  water  com- 
pany and  certain  of  its  consumers. 

FEDERAL   DISTRICT   COURT   OF   CALIFORNIA. 

Situthern  Sierras  Power  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission. 

This  is  a  motion  for  preliminary  and  permanent  in.junction  to 
restrain  the  defendant  from  enforcing  a  rate  fixing  order  made  by  it 
in  1920,  on  the  ground  that  the  rates  so  fixed  are  so  low  that  enforce- 
ment of  them  will  deprive  plaintiff  of  its  property  AN-ithout  due  process 
of  law,  and  will  deny  to  it  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws,  both  of  which 
are  in  contravention  of  the  federal  con.stitution. 

CALIFORNIA    SUPREME    COURT. 

1.  Postal  Telegraph  Cable  Company  vs.  Railroa/I  Commission. 

This  is  a  petition  for  a  writ  of  review  to  annul  an  order  of  the  Com- 
mission by  which  the  Commi.ssion  ordered  the  petitioner  to  pay  a  cer- 
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tain  part  of  the  cost  necessary  to  eliminate  a  serious  condition  of 
inductive  interference  on  the  i)arallel  electric  circuits  of  tlie  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  Coniiiany  and  those  of  the  petitioner,  alon^  the  railroad 
line  of  the  Southern  I'acitic  (Company  l)et\vcen  the  cities  of  Sacramento 
and  Suisun.  The  position  of  the  petitioner  is  that  it  should  not  bear 
any  of  the  cost  as  ordered,  because  it  was  the  first  to  operate  in  this 
field  and  that  for  this  reason  those  coming  subsequently  are  responsible 
for  any  interference  and  should,  tlierefore,  bear  the  whole  cost  of 
elimination. 

2.  Marion  L.  Frost  et  al.  vs.  Bailroad  Commissi&n. 

This  is  on  review  to  annul  a  decision  and  order  of  the  Commission 
commanding  petitioners  to  desist  from  the  transportation  of  property 
by  auto  truck  over  a  regular  route  and  between  fixed  termini  upon  the 
public  highways  of  the  state  for  compensation,  unless,  and  until,  they 
shall  liave  obtained  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  so 
to  do  from  the  Commission.  The  petitioners  are  engaged  in  the  trans- 
portation of  citrus  fruits  belonging  to  the  Redland  Orange  Growers' 
Association  between  the  city  of  Redlands  and  the  Los  Angeles  harbor, 
pursuant  to  a  contract  Avith  said  a.ssociation.  The  petitioners'  conten- 
tion is  that  the  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  over  such  type  of  car- 
riage in  that  the  provisions  of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transporta- 
tion Act  are  not  applicable. 

3.  Holmes  and  Holmes  vs.  Railroad  Commission. 

This  is  a  petition  for  a  writ  of  review  to  annul  an  order  of  the  Com- 
mission declaring  the  petitioners  to  be  a  transportation  company, 
operating  between  fixed  termini,  and  over  a  regular  route,  and  therefore 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission;  and  ordering  them  to 
cease  and  desist  from  further  operations,  unless,  and  until,  they  shall 
have  obtained  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  permit- 
ting them  so  to  operate.  The  position  taken  by  the  petitioners  is  that 
they  are  purely  private  carriers  since  they  are  operating  solely  under 
private  contract,  and  that  they  do  not  operate  between  fixed  termini,  or 
over  a  regular  route,  and  for  these  reasons  the  Commission  had  no 
jurisdiction  to  make  the  order  under  attack. 

4.  Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power  Company  vs.   Universal  Electric 

and  Gas  Company. 
The  Commission  has  intervened  in  this  ease  as  amicus  curiae  merely 
for  the  purpose  of  cliallenging  a  statement  made  by  the  District  Court 
of  Appeal  in  its  decision,  from  whicli  decision  this  appeal  is  taken.  The 
particular  objectionable  statement  is  that  the  Commission  is  not  con- 
cerned with  nor  has  it  jurisdiction  to  permit  deviations  from  the  terms 
of  filed  contracts  affecting  rates. 

DISTRICT  COURT  OF   APPEAL  OF   CALIFORNIA. 

Glenn-Colusa  Jrrif/aiion  District  vs.  Paulson. 

This  proceeding  is  an  appeal  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  trans- 
ferred to  the  District  Court  of  Appeal,  involving  the  validity  of  an 
order  of  the  Railroad  Conuiiission,  which  authorized  the  transfer  of 
properties  of  a  public  utility  to  an  irrigation  district.     This  order  pro-

vided  that  the  properties  might  be  transferred  to  the  Glenn-Colusa 
Irrigation  District  free  and  clear  of  public  utility  obligations.  The 
authority  to  transfer  was  subject,  however,  to  the  condition  that  all 
consumers  of  the  utility  should  be  allowed  to  come  into  the  irrigation 
district  within  a  reasonable  time.  The  appellant,  Paulson,  a  consumer 
of  the  utility,  did  not  avail  inmself  of  this  opportunity  and  commenced 
this  action  in  the  superior  court  of  Glenn  County,  seeking  to  compel 
the  irrigation  district  to  continue  serving  his  lands  with  water.  The 
Commission  intervened  as  amicus  curiae  submitting  that  the  order 
authorizing  the  transfer  was  proper  and  valid,  and  tliat  it  should  be  so 
recognized  in  arriving  at  a  determination  of  this  proceeding. 

SUPERIOR    COURT    OF    CALIFORNIA. 

(iardner  vs.  Railroad  Commission. 

This  ease,  whicli  was  pending  at  the  time  of  tlie  last  annual  report, 
involves  a  petition  for  an  injunction  in  the  .superior  court  of  Marin 
County,  a.sking  that  the  Railroad  Commission  be  ordered  not  to  inter- 
fere witli  a  grade  crossing  over  the  tracks  of  the  Northwestern  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  in  that  county. 

INTERSTATE   COMMERCE   COMMISSION. 

1.  In   the  Matter  of  the   Consolidation  of  Railroads   of   Continental 

Vnited  States  (Docket  No.  12964). 
This  proceeding,  which  was  pending  at  the  time  of  the  last  annual 
i-eport,  was  initiated  pursuant  to  certain  provisions  of  the  Transporta- 
tion Act  of  1920,  and  relates  to  possible  plans  for  the  consolidation  of 
the  railroads  of  Continental  United  States  '.'into  a  limited  number  of 
sy.stems. "  The  Railroad  Connni.ssion  appeared  at  hearings  held  at  San 
Francisco,  and  in  Los  Angeles,  and  presented  evidence  dealing  with 
certain  railroad  problems  in  the  State  of  California,  which,  in  its 
opinion,  had  relation  to  the  matter  under  consideration  by  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission. 

2.  Public  Service  Comm/ission  of  Oregon  vs.  Central  Pacific  Railway 

Company  et  al.  (Docket  No.  14392). 
This  matter,  which  was  pending  at  the  time  of  the  last  annual  report, 
involves  the  application  by  the  state  of  Oregon  for  an  order  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  requiring  certain  railroads  to  con- 
struct lines  of  railroad  in  eastern  and  southern  Oregon  not  now  pos- 
sessing rail  facilities.  Inasnuich  as  the  construction  of  siTch  lines  of 
railroad  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  be  of 
importance  to  the  shippers  of  freight  between  Oregon  and  Idaho  points, 
and  large  portions  of  the  State  of  California,  the  Raili-oad  Commis- 
sion appeared  in  this  proceeding,  and  made  certain  representations  in 
the  interest  of  complainant. 

3.  City  of  Los  Anyeles  vs.  Los  Angeles  and  Salt  Lake  Railroad  Com- 

pany et  al.  (Docket  No.  14778). 
This  proceeding,  which  was  pending  at  the  time  of  the  last  annual 
report,  is  an  application  by  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  asking  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  to  make  an  order  similar  in  tenor  to  that

of  the  Railroad  Commission  in  the  "Los  Angeles  Union  Passenger 
Terminal  Cases."  The  decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court, 
holding  that  the  California  Railroad  Commission  did  not  possess  juris- 
diction to  make  sueli  an  order,  led  the  Conunission  to  intervene  in  this 
proceeding  on  behalf  of  the  complainant.  Hearings  have  been  held 
before  Commissioner  Aitchison  and  Examiner  Eshelman. 

4.  Application  of  the  Southern  Pmific  Company  et  aL  to  Construct  and 

Extend  L.nes  of  Railroad  in  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  (Docket  No. 
3558). 

5.  Application  of  Southern  Pacific  Company  et  al.  to  Abandon  Opera- 

tion of  Lines  in  City  of  Los  Angeles  (Docket  No.  3556). 
These  latter  applications,  both  of  which  were  pending  at  the  time  of 
the  last  annual  report,  involve  questions  in  connection  with  the  Los 
Angeles  union  terminal  proceedings  above  mentioned.  They  are  formal 
requests  by  the  railroads  to  put  into  effect  a  plan  proposed  by  them 
for  the  partial  unification  of  j)a.ssenger  facilities  in  Los  Angeles  by  the 
joint  use  of  the  present  Southern  i^acific  depot  by  the  Southern  Pacific 
and  Salt  Lake  railroads,  leaving  the  Santa  Fe  in  its  present  location. 

6.  Mutual   Creamery   Co.   vs.   American   Railway  Express   Co.   et   al. 

(Docket  No.  14047). 
The  Mutual  Creamery  Company  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  has  filed 
a  complaint  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  alleging  that 
the  rates  of  the  American  Railway  Express  Company,  maintained  for 
the  transportation  of  milk  and  cream  within  the  State  of  California, 
were  preferential  to  milk  and  cream  shippers  in  California,  and  dis- 
criminatory to  Utah  interests,  and  urging  the  establishment  of  a 
uniform  schedule  of  rates.  The  schedule  of  rates  proposed,  if  placed 
in  ett'ect,  will  result  in  a  considerable  increase  to  California  shippers 
on  short  hauls  of  approximately  125  miles  more  or  less.  The  Cali- 
fornia Commission  intervened  in  the  proceeding,  and  assisted  California 
interests  in  presenting  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  testi- 
mony and  exhibits  showing  the  variable  climatic  conditions,  the  good 
highways,  tiie  truck  competition,  and  the  influence  that  justifies  the 
present  low  schedule  of  rates  in  effect  in  California.  The  matter  has 
been  taken  under  submission  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
for  its  decision. 

Cases  Decided  During  the  Fiscal  Year  1924-25. 

UNITED    STATES    SUPREME    COURT. 

1.  Breirrr  vs.  Railroad  Commission. 

This  matter  was  taken  to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  by  writ 
of  error  following  two  decisions  of  the  California  Supreme  Court 
affirming  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Conunission  fixing  rates  to  be  charged 
by  the  Cuyamaca  Water  Company  in  San  Diego  County  (see  Brewer 
vs.  Railroad  Commi.'i.siov,  64  Cal.  Dec.  457,  and  Brewer  vs.  Railroad 
Commission,  64  Cal.  Dec.  472).  This  case  lias  been  dismissed  by  stipu- 
lation. 
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-.  Count y  of  Tuoltintne  vs.  Railroad  Commission. 

This  case  involves  the  validity  of  an  order  of  tiie  Railroad  Conunis- 
.sion  apportioning:  as  between  the  eleetric  and  water  services  of  a  public 
utility,  respectively,  certain  capital  charges  and  operating  expenses. 
The  utility  involved  is  the  Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power  Company, 
now  operated  under  lease  by  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Eleetric  Company. 
Writ  of  review  in  this  matter  was  denied  by  the  California  Supreme 
Court,  and  the  case  was  taken  to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  by 
\\  lit  of  error.    It  was  dismissed  for  want  of  jurisdiction. 

!    liuck  vs.  Kuykencl-all. 

The  plaintiff,  operating  an  auto  transportaticm  business  of  a  purely 
interstate  character,  brought  this  action  to  test  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
defeiulant  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  State  of  Washington,  which 
body  had  ordered  him  to  cease  such  operations  unless  and  until  he  had 
received  a  certificate  as  provided  by  the  statutes  of  that  state.  The 
California  Commission  intervened  as  amicua  curiae.  The  Supreme 
Court  held  that  the  state  of  Washington  had  no  jurisdiction  to  make 
such  an  order  since  it  constituted  interference  with  interstate  commerce. 

FEDERAL    DISTRICT    COURT    OF    CALIFORNIA. 

1.  Market  Street  Railway  vs.  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Co.  et  al. 

This  was  a  proceeding  to  enjoin  the  Commission  from  enforcing  cer- 
tain of  its  orders  granting  surcharges  in  excess  of  rates  for  electric 
power  as  fixed  by  a  contract  existing  between  the  two  above  named 
corporations.  The  complainant  also  prayed  for  an  injunction  to 
restrain  the  defendant  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  from  attempt- 
ing to  satisfy  a  judgment  obtained  in  the  state  courts  for  monies  due 
and  owing  from  the  surcharges.  The  suit  was  based  on  the  ground 
that  the  Commission  lacked  jurisdiction  to  make  the  orders  granting 
such  surcharges,  and  that  the  Public  Utilities  Act  was  unconstitutional 
in  that  it  deprived  the  plaintitt'  of  the  exercise  of  any  independent  judg- 
ment by  the  courts  on  both  the  law  and  the  facts,  in  denial  of  the  due 
process  clause  of  the  federal  constitution.  The  application  for  a  pre- 
liminary injunction  was  denied. 

FEDERAL    DISTRICT   COURT   OF    MINNESOTA. 

1.  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Say^ta  Fe  Railtvay  Co.  vs.  United  States  of 
America  and  American  Railicay  Express  Company. 

By  this  proceeding  certain  carriers  throughout  the  country  sought  to 
enjoin  enforcement  of  an  order  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission, 
which  order  directed  a  reduction  in  interstate  express  rates.  The  Cali- 
fornia Commission  appeared  as  intervener  in  support  of  the  order  of 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  resist  the  granting  of  the 
injunction.    The  injunction  was  denied.' 

CALIFORNIA   SUPREME   COURT. 

1.  ('(difur)ii(i  Ihglnruy  E.rjn-ess  Cum  puny  vs.  Railroad  Coinmiss  on. 

This  was  a  petition  for  writ  of  review  to  annul  an  order  of  the  Com- 
mission dismissing  a  comj)laint  bronglit  l)y  petitioner  against  the  Bekins 
Firei)roof  Storage.     Bekins  Fireproof  Storage,  an  auto  truck  operator. 
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was  a  competitor  of  the  petitioner,  and  was  operating  without  a  cer- 
tificate. The  petitioner  by  its  complaint  asked  the  Commission  to  order 
a  cessation  of  sucli  operations.  Prior  to  the  filing  of  the  complaint  the 
Bekins  Fireproof  Storage  had  filed  an  application  for  a  certificate  to 
carry  on  such  operations.  The  two  proceedings  were  consolidated,  the 
Commission  found  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  required  the 
operation  by  the  Bekins  Fireproof  Storage,  granted  a  certificate  to  it 
and  dismissed  the  complaint  of  the  petitioner.    The  petition  was  denied. 

2.  Truck  Owners  and  Shipiiers,  Inc.  vs.  Cary,  as  Judge  of  the  Superior 

Cmirt  of  San  Diego  County. 
This  matter  involved  the  question  as  to  the  respective  jurisdiction 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  and  of  the  superior  court  to  make  a  find- 
ing that  a  carrier  by  automobile  is  operating  under  the  provisions  of 
the  "Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act"  (Statutes  of  1917, 
chapter  213,  as  amended).  The  superior  court  of  San  Diego  County 
found  in  an  action  for  an  injunction,  brought  by  a  competing  carrier, 
who  held  a  certificate,  against  the  petitioners  that  they  were  operating 
as  a  "transportation  company"  under  the  provisions  of  said  act  with- 
out a  certificate,  and  enjoined  them  from  further  operations  of  such 
character.  This  action  was  in  the  nature  of  a  writ  of  prohibition  to 
test  the  validity  of  such  finding  on  the  part  of  the  superior  court.  The 
Railroad  Commission  appeared  as  amicus  cur  ice.     The  writ  was  denied. 

3.  Southern  Pacific  Company  vs.  Railroad  Cormmission. 

This  was  a  proceeding  to  review  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
requiring  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  to  erect  a  new  passenger  depot 
at  Fourteenth  and  Franklin  streets  in  the  city  of  Oakland.  By  stipu- 
lation the  case  was  dismissed  without  prejudice. 

4.  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  vs.  Railroad  Commission. 

This  was  a  mandamus  proceeding  asking  for  an  order  to  compel  the 
Railroad  Commission  to  value  the  properties  of  the  East  Bay  Water 
Company  for  purposes  of  condemnation  and  sale  under  the  provisions 
of  section  47  (?))  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act.  It  was  in  the  nature  of 
a  test  case  to  determine  the  question  of  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  over  such  a  case  upon  petition  by  a  municipal  utility  dis- 
trict. The  Supreme  Court  denied  the  petition,  tluis  sustaining  the 
position  taken  by  the  Commission  in  refusing  to  proceed  with  the  appli- 
cation before  it. 

5.  Southern  Pacific  Company  vs.  Pailmad  Commission. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Company  in  this  case  asked  that  the  court 
review  and  annul  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  awarding 
reparation  to  certain  shippers  upon  the  shipment  of  empty  lug  boxes 
in  intrastate  commerce  during  the  so-called  "Federal  Guarantee 
Pei-iod."  It  was  contended  that  the  Commission  had  no  jurisdiction  to 
make  such  an  award  during  that  period.  In  view  of  a  provision  of  the 
Transportation  Act  of  1920  that  no  rates  should  be  reduced  during 
such  period  withoiit  express  authority  from  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  the  Railroad  Commission  took  the  position  that  an  award 
of  reparation  was  not  a  reduction  in  a  rate  inasnuicli  as  the  reparation 
power  had  not  been  determined  to   be  judicinl   in   character,  and  to 
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operate  solely  between  individual  parties  litigant,  whereas  the  rate- 
fixing  power  is  solely  leyislative.  and  operates  only  m  futuro  against  all 
parties  falling  within  the  preserilied  class.  The  petition  for  a  writ  of 
certiorari  was  denied  and  the  order  to  show  cause  discharged. 

().  Sotitkern  California  Edison  Companij  vs.  Railroad  Commission. 

This  ease  involved  the  (piestion  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Railroad 
Commission  had  jurisdiction  to  fix  rates  for  the  "Mound  Water  Com- 
I)any"  in  Ventura  County.  This  water  company,  owned  by  ithe 
Southern  California  P]dison  Company,  was  held  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission not  to  be  a  public  utility,  and  the  Commission,  therefore, 
refused  to  fix  rates  to  be  charged  by  it.  The  order  of  the  Commission 
was  affirmed. 

7.  People  vs.  Yahne. 

This  was  a  criminal  action  under  the  provisions  of  the  Auto  Stage 
and  Truck  Transportation  Act  (Statutes  of  1917,  chapter  213,  as 
amended)  in  which  one  Yahne  was  arrested  and  charged  with  violation 
of  snch  statute  because  he  did  not  possess  a  certificate  of  public  con- 
venience and  necessity  from  the  Railroad  Commission  authorizing  the 
transportation  business  which  he  was  conducting.  Ilis  defense  was  that 
he  was  operating  solely  in  iiiterstate  conunerce,  his  stage  transporting 
passengers  between  San  Francisco,  California,  and  Portland,  Oregon, 
only,  with  no  intrastate  conunerce  in  either  state.  Inasmuch  as  no 
federal  authority  had  taken  jurisdiction  over  such  operations,  the  Com- 
mission appeared  to  assist  in  the  prosecution  of  this  ease,  taking  the 
position  that  unless  and  until  the  federal  government  acts  the  state 
retains  power  over  such  operation.  The  defendant  was  convicted  in 
the  lower  court,  which  conviction  was  affirmed  in  the  District  Court  of 
Appeal,  but  reversed  in  the  Supreme  Court,  such  reversal  being  based 
upon  the  authority  of  the  decision  Buck  vs.  Kuykendall,  above  men- 
tioned. 

8.  Samuel  Edwards  Associates  vs.  Railroad  Commission}. 

This  was  a  review  proceeding  dealing  with  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Railroad  Conunission  to  fix  rates  to  be  charged  by  the  Pirn  Water  Com- 
pany. Certain  of  the  consumers  of  this  company  contended  that  it  was 
not  a  public  utility,  and  therefore  not  subject  to  the  Commission's  juris- 
diction.   The  Commission's  jurisdiction  was  upheld. 

n.  Franchise  Motor  Freight  Association  vs.  Seavey  et  al. 

This  was  an  application  for  a  writ  of  mandate  prayed  to  be  directed 
to  the  Railroad  Commission  to  compel  it  to  a.ssunie  and  exercise  juris- 
diction over  carriers  of  farm  products,  which  type  of  carriage  was 
exempt  from  regulation  by  the  provisions  of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck 
Transportation  Act.  The Writ  was  granted,  the  Supreme  Court  thereby 
declaring  that  portion  of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation 
Act  creating  such  exemption  to  be  unconstitutional. 

10.  Rodeo-Vallejo  Ferry  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission. 

This  was  a  proceeding  to  review  and  annul  an  order  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  fixing  rates  on  the  ferry  system  operated  by  petitioner. 
The  petitioner  contended  that  the  Commission  lacked  jurisdiction  to 
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fix  rates  for  such  service  and  that  sole  jurisdiction  was  vested  in  the 
boards  of  supervisors  of  the  counties  within  which  the  service  was 
operated.  The  petition  for  writ  of  review  wa«  denied,  as  was  a  petition 
for  rehearing. 

n.  Golden  Gate  Ferry  Company  vs.  BaUroad  Comniission. 

This  was  a  proceeding  involving  the  same  issues  as  the  ca.se  of  Rodeo- 
Vallejo  Ferry  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  with  the  same  rulings 
by  the  Supreme  Court. 

12.  Sidney  Smith  vs.  Railroad  Commisaion. 

This  was  an  application  for  a  writ  to  re\'iew  and  annul  an  order  of 
the  Commission  compelling  petitioner,  a  water  utility,  to  construct  and 
maintain  an  office  in  the  vicinity  where  he  rendered  service  as  a  con- 
venience to  consumers.    The  writ  was  denied. 

CALIFORNIA    SUPERIOR    COURT. 

1.  Los  Angeles  Gas  and  Electric  Corporation  vs.  Railroad  Commission. 
This  was  an  injunction  proceeding  brought  in  the  superior  court  of 

Los  Angeles  County  to  halt  action  by  the  Railroad  Commission  looking 
toward  a  valuation  of  the  electric  properties  of  the  plaintitf  under  the 
pro\isions  of  section  47  (h)  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  upon  petition 
for  such  valuation  l)y  the  city  of  Los  Angeles.  By  stipulation  the  case 
was  dismissed  without  prejudice. 

2.  Los  Angeles  Ga>^  and  Electric  Corporation  vs.  Railroad  Comniission. 
This  was  a  second  suit  involving  matters  similar  to  those  mentioned 

in  the  case  above.  By  stipulation  it  was  likewise  dismissed  without 
prejudice. 

INTERSTATE    COMMERCE    COMMISSION. 

1.  California   Fruit    Growers    and    Shippers    Protective    Leagne    vs. 

So^ithern  Pacific  Company  (Docket  No.  14137). 
Tliis  case  involved  a  request  by  the  producers  of  deciduous  fruits  in 
the  State  of  California  for  a  reduction  in  the  freight  rates  upon  such 
fruits  from  California  producing  points  to  eastern  consuming  points. 
The  Commission  appeared  and  filed  a  brief  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff. 
The  reduction  was  denied. 

2.  Pullman  Surcharge  Proceeding  (Docket  No.  14785). 

This  matter,  entitled  ' '  In  the  ^Matter  of  Surcharges  Assessed  Passen- 
gers Traveling  in  Sleeping  and  Parlor  Cars,"  was  an  application  to 
eliminate  surcharge  payments  to  the  railroads.  The  Railroad  Commis- 
sion appeared  in  liearings  lield  at  San  Francisco  and  presented  evidence 
tending  to  show  that  such  surcharge  should  be  eliminated.  The  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  found  that  the  .surcharge  was  not  unrea- 
sonable. 

3.  In  the  Matter  of  California  Express  Rates  (Docket  No.  12093). 
This  was  a  proceeding  to  obtain  from  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission an  order  increasing  express  rates  within  the  State  of  California 
13^  per  cent  above  the  then  existing  rates.     The  Railroad  Commission 
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denied  an  application  for  such  increase,  and  the  express  company 
claimed  such  action  unlawful  on  the  ground  that  the  disparity  between 
state  rates  and  interstate  rates  was  prejudicial  to  interstate  commerce. 
The  California  Commission  was  upheld. 

Statistical  Summary. 

Since  the  reorganization  of  the  Comniis.sion  in  1911  it  has  made 
15,094  formal  orders  and  decisions.  During  that  same  period  it  has 
been  a  part}-  to  163  court  proceedings,  of  which  eight  are  still  pending. 
Of  these  cases,  21  have  been  decided  against  the  Commission,  but 
included  in  these  are  five  which  have  l)een  reversed  by  later  action  of 
the  California  Supreme  Court,  four  of  which  were  test  cases,  and, 
although  nominally  decided  against  the  Commission,  in  reality  sustained 
the  Commission  in  principle,  and  one  which  actually  sustained  the  C(mi- 
mission,  but  went  off  on  a  minor,  technical  point. 

This  leaves  a  net  of  eleven  cases  actually  lost  during  these  fourteen 
years,  out  of  the  163  cases  which  have  been  handled.  In  other  words, 
the  formal  action  of  this  Commission,  in  the  regulation  of  public  utili- 
ties in  California,  as  expressed  in  over  15,000  decisions,  has  been 
reversed  in  but  eleven  instances,  considerably  less  than  one-tenth  of 
one  per  cent.  This  record  is  rendered  even  more  important  by  the  fact 
that  of  the  cases  lost  a  large  number  went  off  upon  the  technical  ques- 
tion of  dedication  to  public  use.  or  status  of  persons  or  corporations  as 
public  utilities. 
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Chapter  XIV. 


Section  1. 
AUTO  STAGE  AND  TRUCK  DEPARTMENT. 

Regulation  of  transportation  of  persons  l)y  auto  stai^e  and  of  property 
by  auto  truck  over  the  highways  between  tixed  termini  or  over  a  regular 
route,  for  compensation,  as  defined  by  chapter  213,  Statutes  of  1917,  as 
amended,  during  the  fiscal  year  1924-25,  made  of  the  Auto  Stage  and 
Truck  Division  of  the  Railroad  Commission  a  department  whose  activi- 
ties were  so  far  reaching  that  they  directly  concern  every  section  of 
the  state.  Mountain  and  valley  towns,  desert  communities,  villages 
and  hamlets  in  the  shadow  of  the  state's  great  cities,  as  a  result,  have 
been  linked  together  by  the  great  highway  transportation  chain 
developed  in  California  under  the  direction  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  the  people,  the  legislature 
and  the  courts.  From  the  humble  starting  point  of  the  star  mail 
route  and  the  service  given  "to  anywhere  at  any  time"  by  the  few 
who  owned  cars  and  operated  them  over  the  highways  prior  to  May  1, 
1917,  the  effective  date  of  the  act  giving  the  Connnission  authority  to 
regulate  their  routes,  their  rates  and  their  time  schedules,  there  has 
grown  a  great  utility  giving  service  to  millions  of  travelers  yearly,  and 
which,  because  of  its  many  special  features,  enhanced  by  the  state's 
incomparable  road  system  and  even  climate,  is  proving  itself  not  only 
a  convenience  and  a  necessity,  but  a  decided  aid  in  the  development 
of  California. 

Increasing  Importance, 

Statistics  are  not  wanting  to  show  the  extent  of  the  service  given  by 
the  public  auto  stage  and  truck.  The  records  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1925,  graphically  tell  of 
how  far  and  wide  this  service  really  extends,  and  how  largely  it 
enters  into  the  work  of  the  Commission.  For  instance,  the  records 
show  that  of  the  formal  applications  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion from  July  1,  1924.  to  June  30,  1925,  which  reached  a  total  of 
1115,  460  had  to  do  with  and  concerned  public  truck  and  stage  trans- 
portation on  the  highways.  As  being  even  a  more  graphic  revelation 
of  the  importance  of  the  auto  stage  and  truck,  may  be  quoted  the 
reports  of  the  auto  carriers  for  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31, 
1925,  in  the  matter  of  passengers  and  freight  transported.  From 
January  1,  1924,  to  December  31,  1924,  auto  stages  operating  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  carried  a  total  of  29,662,908 
passengers,  an  increase  of  460,835  over  the  number  transported  in  1923. 
In  1922,  the  passengers  carried  totaled  21.221,928.  The  tonnage  trans- 
ported in  1924  by  trucks  engaged  in  public  service  reached  a  total  of 
659,834  tons,  a  figure  which  does  not  reveal  the  full  extent  of  the  freight 
service  performed  as  the  reports  of  many  of  the  auto  truck  lines  are 
far  from  complete.  An  estimate  of  1,000,000  tons  of  freight  hauled 
during  the  twelve-month  period  named  is  no  more  than  conservative. 

Equipment  used  in  the  transportation  of  pas.sengers  by  auto  over  the 
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lii^hways  lias  kept  i)aci'  with  llio  servicer  dcvelopiiKMit.  Auto  carriers 
have  "jiarlor  cars"  oven  as  liave  the  rail  carriers,  and  the  comfort  of 
travelers  has  hecoiiie  a  matter  of  keen  study  on  (he  part  of  those 
enf?at?etl  in  the  business  of  catering  to  that  part  of  the  traveling  public 
Avhieh  prefers  highway  routes  rather  than  the  rails,  a  rapidly  growing 
number. 

Last  Word  in  Equipment. 

While  the  car  is  not  yet  in  use,  it  has  been  advertised  by  Pickwick 
Stages  system,  which  operates  from  the  ^Mexican  border  to  the  Cali- 
fornia-Oregon line,  that  there  will  soon  be  placed  in  service  a  car  that 
is  considered  the  last  word  in  public  auto  stages.  Reclining  chairs, 
a  buffet  section,  "room  to  walk  around,"  lavatory  and  other  features, 
including  "meals  on  board,"  are  heralded  in  the  literature  of  the 
Pickwick  System. 

For  a  number  of  years  there  has  been  in  evidence,  as  indicated  by 
the  records  of  the  Commission,  a  very  general  tendency  towards  con- 
solidation of  auto  lines,  particularly  passenger  carriers.  The  larger 
companies  have  been  taking  over  smaller  competitive  lines,  and  lines 
which  act  as  natural  feeders  to  the  main  service.  The  general  result 
has  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  public  through  the  elimination  of 
poorly  equipped  and  financed  stage  lines  and  the  extension  into 
territory  served  only  by  local  lines  of  service  by  auto  "transportation 
companies"  backed  by  ample  means,  and  thus  equipped  to  meet  all 
demands  and  capable  of  giving  service  commensurate  with  the  growth 
of  the  state. 

In  the  year  preceding  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  the  merging 
process  apparently  reached  its  peak,  but  in  1924—25,  there  were  several 
proceedings  before  the  Commis,sion  based  on  applications  for  transfer 
of  operating  rights,  the  law  requiring  that  before  any  operating  right 
may  be  transferred,  approval  of  the  transfer  must  be  obtained  from 
the  Coimnission.  Notable  among  the  transfers  in  1924-25,  were  those 
involving  the  operating  rights  of  the  Valley  Transit  Company,  which 
served  between  INIerced  and  Bakersfield  and  Fresno  and  Visalia  and 
other  San  Joaquin  Valley  points,  and  the  rights  of  the  Lawrence  Stage 
Company,  which  served  in  the  Feather  River  territory. 

Tendency  Towards  Consolidation. 

The  rights  of  the  Valley  Transit  Company  were  acquired  by  the 
California  Ti-ansit  Company  which  operated  out  of  Oakland  to  Stockton, 
Stockton  to  San  Jose,  Oakland  to  Vallejo  and  Napa,  and  Vallejo  and 
Sacramento,  and  between  San  Francisco  and  Merced.  With  the  acqui- 
sition of  the  rights  covering  San  Joaquin  Valley  points,  California 
Transit  plans,  and  has  asked  the  Commission  to  approve,  a  unification 
of  its  rights  and  the  operation  thereunder  of  through  and  local  service 
between  all  points  now  being  served  under  separate  permits. 

The  Lawrence  Stage  Company  and  the  Red  Bluff-Westwood  Stage 
Company  merged  their  operating  rights  by  means  of  a  transfer  of  their 
rights  to  the  Mount  Lassen  Transit  Company,  a  corporation,  a.s  a  result 
of  which,  and  subsequent  proceedings,  there  was  established  through 
and  local  service  between  Red  Bluff  and  Reno,  Nevada,  through  the 
wonderfully  scenic  Feather  River  territory.  Applications  now  pend- 
ing before  the  Commission  indicate  that  the  corporation  plans  even 
further  extension  of  its  operating  rights. 
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Aiiotlici-  iiicans  of  fiirllicriiijr  1li<'  iiitcrosts' of  tho  travoliujr  ituhlic. 
adopted  hv  the  stiifro  lini'S.  is  tlic  establislinient  of  joint  ratos.  Several 
coiiipanit's  join  in  an  api)lication  before  tlie  Commission  for  authority 
to  publisli  joint  rates,  l)y  means  of  whieh  one  line  is  able  to  quote  to  a 
traveler  rates  to  points  served  by  other  lines,  the  rates  in  most  cases 
being  a  combination  of  the  local  rates  charged  by  each  line.  In  a  few 
instances  rates  less  than  the  combination  of  locals  have  been  established. 
The  joint  rate  arrangement  is  a  decided  convenience  and  is  usually 
allowed  by  the  Commission  without  a  public  hearing. 

Vital  Court  Decisions. 

In  the  year  covered  by  the  report,  viz,  from  July  1,  1924,  to  June  30, 
1925,  there  Avere  three  court  decisions  of  vital  interest  to  auto  stage 
and  truck  transportation.  Two  of  the  decisions  were  by  the  State 
Supreme  Court  and  the  other  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court. 

One  of  the  decision.s,  while  of  great  moment  in  the  field  of  auto 
transportation,  in  that  it  affected  auto  stages  and  trucks  in  the  matter 
of  taxation,  has  no  bearing  on  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transporta- 
tion Act,  under  which  the  Railroad  Commis.sion  functions  in  its  work 
of  regulating  highway  transportation.  It  will  be  touched  on,  there- 
fore, in  this  report  as  a  matter  of  passing  interest.  Briefly,  this  tax 
decision  declared  unconstitutional  the  four  per  cent  tax  on  the  gross 
revenues  of  auto  stages  and  trucks  giving  service  on  the  highways  and 
making  a  charge  therefor,  sustaining  a  decision  of  similar  import  given 
in  the  superior  court  of  Fresno  County.  Certain  exemption  provisions 
in  the  Duval  Act,  which  was  passed  bj'  the  legislature  of  1923,  and 
which  imposed  the  four  per  cent  tax,  were  held  to  be  discriminatory, 
and,  therefore,  a  violation  of  the  constitution. 

The  legislature  of  1925,  however,  passed  a  new  four  per  cent  tax 
measure  from  which  was  excluded  tliose  features  of  the  1923  act  whieh 
were  the  basis  of  the  attack  on  the  constitutionality  of  the  original 
taxation  measure.  The  entire  matter  of  taxing  public  automotive 
carriers  using  the  highways  will  be  the  subject  of  a  referendum  measure 
to  be  submitted  to  the  people  at  the  next  election.  The  referendum 
measure  will  provide  for  a  five  per  cent  tax  on  the  gross  revenues  of 
auto  truckmen  using  the  highways  and  four  and  one-half  per  cent  on 
the  gross  revenues  of  auto  stage  lines. 

No  Exemption  for  Farm  Haulers. 

^last  important  of  the  three  deci.sions,  its  importance  being  measured 
by  its  effect  on  auto  transportation  in  California,  was  the  decision  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  state  declaring  iniconstitutional  that  part  of 
what  has  been  known  as  the  Crittenden  amendment  to  the  Auto  Stage 
and  Truck  Transportation  Act,  whieh  exempted  from  the  necessity  of 
securing  a  certificate  of  public  convenienee  and  necessity  those  engaged 
in  the  business  of  hauling  by  auto  truck  "farm  products  or  implements 
of  husbandry  and  other  farm  necessities  from  farm  to  farm  or  from 
and  to  farm  to  and  from  loading  point,  warehouse  or  other  initial 
point." 

The  immediate  effect  of  this  decision  will  lie  to  add  to  the  list  of 
authorized  carriers  operating  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad 
Conunission  some  30()  or  more  truckmen,  who,  iuuuediately  after  the 
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|>assaj;c  of  the  CritttMidcn  Act  l),v  the  Icifislatnrc  of  l!)2:i.  embarked 
iu  the  business  of  transporting?  farm  pi'odnets  and  farm  necessities  to 
and  from  farms.  Hnirajred  in  this  so-ealU'd  Crittenden  serviee  were 
truckmen  witli  e(|uipment  i-anjiiny:  from  a  sinjrh^  piece  of  the  lowliest 
freio:ht  transportation  unit  to  fleets  of  a  dozen  or  jnore  of  the  most 
modern  trucks,  \omadic,  almost  as  the  migratory  worker,  many  of 
these  truckmen  ''followed  the  crops."  Future  operations  of  this  type 
of  hauler  must  be  confined  to  certain  territory,  as  they  must,  in  com- 
pliance witii  the  law,  as  amended,  seek  authority  to  ojierate  within 
certain  territory  which  must  be  specified  in  their  application  for 
certificates. 

All  applicants  for  certificates  must  prove  by  competent  affirmative 
evidence  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  require  the  service 
proposed  by  the  applicant  in  the  territory  in  which  he  has  operated 
under  authority  of  the  Crittenden  Act,  or  in  which  he  now  proposes 
to  serve  under  authority  of  the  Railroad  Commission.  As  in  all  pro- 
ceedings before  the  Commission  under  the  terms  of  the  Auto  Stage 
and  Truck  Transpoi'tation  Act,  prior  to  and  during  the  life  of  the 
Crittenden  amendment,  public  convenience  and  necessity  will  be  the 
.sole  measure  determining  the  establishment  of  any  proposed  .service, 
whether  limited  to  farm  hauling  or  general  freighting,  intimately, 
there  should,  and  will  come  as  a  result  of  this  spread  of  the  Commis- 
sion's jurisdiction  by  court  decree,  a  development  of  an  efficient  auto 
transportation  service  for  the  movement  of  farm  products,  more  reliable 
in  every  way  than  that  created  by  the  Crittenden  Act,  which  was 
without  regulation  of  any  sort  save  the  wishes  of  the  truck  owner  or 
the  shipper. 

Many  Violators  of  Law. 

An  iniexpected  result  of  the  so-called  Crittenden  decision  was  the 
revelation  that  there  are  scattered  throughout  the  state  hundreds  of 
auto  truckmen  operating  in  violation  of  the  law.  When  the  Raih'oad 
Commission,  in  its  efforts  to  spread  broadcast  the  Supreme  Court  deci- 
sion, directing  that  it  assume  .iurisdietion  over  ''farm  haulers," 
circularized  some  3000  truck  operators,  the  responses  indicated  that, 
aside  from  their  operations  under  the  Crittenden  bill,  at  least  ninety- 
eight  per  cent  of  them  were  unquestionably  operating  in  violation  of 
chapter  213,  Statutes  of  1917,  as  amended,  in  that  they  were  operating 
over  the  highways  for  compensation  within  the  purview  of  the  Auto 
Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act. 

All  of  these  operators  were  i)roinptly  advised  by  the  Commission 
that  if  they  wished  to  continue  in  the  business  of  transporting  property 
over  the  highways  between  fixed  points,  or  over  a  regidar  route,  for 
compensation,  or  as  a  common  carrier,  they  must  obtain  a  certificate 
of  public  convenience  and  necessity  from  the  Railroad  Conuni.ssion,  as 
reciuired  by  the  law.  They  were  provided  with  a  l)lank  form  of 
a])i)lication  with  full  instructions  how  to  proceed  in  the  matter  of 
ap|)lying  for  such  a  certificate. 

Must  Prove  Public  Needs  Service. 

Wiiile  it  i.s  j)r()bal)lc  that  many  of  the  truckmen  so  advised  will  curtail 
their  operations  to  limit  their  field  of  service  to  terriiory  entirely  within 
the  limits  of  municipalities,  thus  making  it  unneces.sary  for  them  to 
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secure  a  ecrliticatc.  a  larf?e  miiiiltcr  will  nndoubtedly  seek  to  legalize 
their  operations.  As  in  the  ease  of  the  "farm  haulers."  they  must  make 
satisfactory  proof  before  the  ('ommis.sion  tluit  the  service  they  propose 
and  which  many  have  been  givinfj  illegally,  is  required  by  public  con- 
venience and  necessity. 

Public  hearings  will  be  necessary  on  a  large  percentage  of  the  appli- 
cations because  of  the  existence,  in  territory  sought  to  be  served  under 
the  new  condition  created  by  the  Supreme  Court  decision,  of  many 
authorized  auto  carriers  and  rail  carriers  who  must,  under  the  law,  be 
given  opportunity  to  make  such  protest  against  additional  service  in 
territory  served  by  them  and  to  offer  such  testimony  as  to  the  efficiency 
and  adequacy  of  the  service  given  by  them  as  they  may  elect. 

The  new  condition  will  add  tremendously  to  the  amount  of  work 
devolving  upon  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Department  of  the  Com- 
mission. As  shown  elsewhere  in  this  report,  there  are  approximately 
700  auto  stage  and  truck  lines  at  present  operating  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Commission.  It  is  probable  this  number  will  be  doubled 
within  a  year.  The  increase  will  be  almost  entirely  due  to  the  addi- 
tion of  truck  lines. 

Authorized  Carriers  Appeal  to  Court. 

The  Crittenden  decision,  so  called,  followed  court  action  by  the 
Franchise  ]\Iotor  Freight  Association,  an  organization  of  auto  truck 
operators  sei-ving  the  public  on  the  highways  for  compensation  under 
authority  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  as  required  by  chapter  213, 
Statutes  of  1917,  as  amended.  The  proceedings  were  directed  against 
the  Railroad  Commission  and  were  in  the  nature  of  an  application  for 
a  writ  of  mandate  compelling  the  Commission  to  assume  and  exercise 
jurisdiction  over  the  auto  carriers  exempted  under  the  Crittenden  Act 
from  the  necessity  of  securing  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and 
necessity  from  the  Railroad  Commission. 

The  Supreme  Court,  which  heard  the  application  en  banc,  was 
unanimous  in  its  conclusion  as  to  the  unconstitutionality  of  the  Critten- 
den Act  in  so  far  as  it  created  more  favorable  conditions  for  the 
haulers  of  farm  produce  than  were  enjoyed  by  those  engaged  in  the 
business  of  transporting  other  commodities.  We  quote  from  the 
syllabus  to  the  court's  decision  which  was  handed  down  under  date  of 
April  27,  1925: 

[1]  Constitutional  Law — Classified  Legislation — Facts  Justifying  Clas- 
sification— Legislature — -Presumptions — Courts. — The  authority  and  duty  to 
ascertain  the  facts  which  will  justify  classified  legislation  rests  in  tho  first  instance 
with  the  legislature.  Every  presaimption  is  in  favor  of  the  validity  of  the  legis- 
lative determination,  and  its  decision  as  to  what  is  a  sufficient  distinction  to  war- 
rant the  classification  will  not  l>e  overthrown  by  the  courts  unless  it  is  palpably 
arbitrary. 

[2]  Id. — Discriminatory  or  Class  Legislation — Special  Privileges. — A 
statute  makes  an  improper  and  unlawful  discrimination  if  it  confers  i>articular 
privileges  uiwn  a  class  arbitrarily  selected  from  a  larger  number  of  persons,  all 
of  whom  stand  in  the  same  relation  to  the  privileges  granted  and  between  whom 
and  the  persons  not  so  favored,  no  reasonable  distinction  or  stubstantial  difference 
can  be  found  justifying  the  inclusion  of  the  one  and  the  exclusion  of  the  other. 

I.S]  Id. — Carriers  of  Freight  and  Passengers  by  Motor  Trucks — Exemp- 
tion    FROM     KbGILATION     OF    TRANSPORTATION     COMPANIES     ENGAGED     IN     HAULING 

Farm    Implements   and   Products.— The   primary   puriwse   of   the   regulation    of 
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fates  and  chargt-s  of  carriers  of  freijrht  and  passengers  by  motor  trucks  under  the 
provisions  of  section  22  of  article  XII  of  the  cons'titution,  as  amended  in  lt)ll, 
is  for  the  benefit  of  the  prodviciuR  and  consuming  i>ublic,  and  the  exemption  from 
reguhition  of  those  transportation  comiwinies  engaged  in  liauliug  farm  products 
and  implements  would  be  a  detriment,  rather  than  a  benefit,  to  the  farmers  as 
well  as  to  the  public  gen<>rnll.v.  and  would  be  of  benefit  solely  to  the  i)articular 
class  of  transportation  conii>anies  so  exempted. 

[4]  Id. — Unwarranted  Discrimination. — Assuming  that  the  constitutional  pro- 
vision in  question  was  designed  for  the  benefit  of  the  farmers  and  that  it  may 
conceivably  so  operate,  the  weight  of  authority  is  to  the  effect  that  it  is  au  unwar- 
ranted discrimination. 

[5]  Id. — Alto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act — Amendment  op 
11i28 — e.xemption  from  retiut.ation  ok  transportation  companies  engaged 
IN  Hauling  Farm  Implements  and  Products — Insufficient  Basis  for  E.kemp- 
TION. — Xo  natural,  intrinsic  or  constitutional  distinction  is  to  be  found  as  a  basis 
for  the  exemption  from  regulation  by  the  amendment  of  1023  (Stats.  1923,  p.  644) 
to  section  5  of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act  of  1917,  of  those 
transiwrtation  companies  which  are  engagtxl  in  hauling  the  products  and  imple- 
ments of  husbandry  and  other  farm  necessities  from  farm  to  farm  or  between 
farms  and  loading  points,  and  such  attempted  exemption  is  violative  of  the  four- 
teenth amendment  of  the  federal  constitution  and  of  like  provisions  in  the  consti- 
tution of  the  State  of  ralifornia. 

Full  Text  of  Decision. 

T]ie  decision,  itself,  contains  so  much  that  is  of  importance  in  any 
tliscussion  or  relation  based  on  the  developments  of  auto  stage  and 
truck  transportation  in  California,  that  it  is  given  here  in  full: 

This  is  au  apjilication  for  a  writ  of  mandate  to  compel  the  respondent  Com- 
mission to  assume  and  exercise  jurisdiction  over  certain  porson.s  engaged  in  the 
business  of  transportation  of  property  as  common  carriers  for  compensation  over 
the  public  highways  in  this  state  between  fixed  termini  or  over  regular  routes, 
and  to  require  such  persons  to  cease  operating  until  they  shall  have  applied  for 
and  obtained  from  the  resix>ndent  Commission  certificates  of  public  cenvenience 
and  necessity  therefor.  Tlie  truck  operators  referred  to  are  engaged  exclusively 
in  the  movement  of  products  or  implements  of  husbandi-j'  and  other  farm  neces- 
sities from  farm  to  farm  or  between  farms  and  loading  points.  There  is  no  dis- 
pute as  to  the  facts  herein  and  the  matter  is  submitted  upon  a  general  demurrer 
to  the  jK'tition.  The  refusal  of  the  respondent  Commission  to  assume  and  exercise 
jurisdiction  herein  is  predicated  uixm  chai)ter  310,  Statutes  of  1923,  pun>orting 
to  amend  sec-tion  5  of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Tinick  Transportation  Act  of  1917  so 
as  to  exclude  such  persons  from  the  I'egulations  of  said  act.  Prior  to  1917  the 
Railroad  Commission  exercised  no  jurisdiction  over  transportation  companies  oi)er- 
ating  as  common  carriers  of  freight  or  passengers  over  the  public  highways  by 
motor  stage  or  motor  truck.  In  December,  191(5,  this  court  held  that  under  section 
22  of  article  XII  of  the  constitution,  as  amended  in  1911.  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion was  vested  with  the  jurisdiction  and  the  duty  to  regulate  rates  and  charges 
of  such  carriers  of  freight  and  passengers  by  motor  truck  ;  that  this  provision  of 
the  constitution  could  not  be  rendered  nugatoi-j'  by  the  omission  of  the  legislature 
to  prescribe  procedural  provisions  for  the  carrying  out  thereof;  and  a  per.>mptory 
writ  of  mandate  was  issued  requiring  the  Railroad  Commis'sion  to  assume  anil 
exercise  its  jurisdiction  over  such  carriers  (Western  A.ssoeiatioi  of  Short  Liue 
Railroada  vs.  Railroad  ('ommisnion,  173  Cal.  802).  Thereupon  the  Auto  Stage 
and  Truck  Transportation  Act  was  enactetj  by  the  legislature  to  provide  the 
I>rocedural  rules  for  the  exercise  of  such  jurisdiction.  (Stat.s.  1917,  p.  330.)  The 
title  of  this  act  and  certain  sections  thereof  were  amended  in  1919  (Stats.  1919. 
p.  457).  Tlie  term  "transportation  company."  as  used  in  the  act,  is  defined  in 
section  1  thereof  to  include  "Every  corporation  or  i)erson  *  *  *  owning,  con- 
trolling, operating  or  managing  any  automobile,  jitney  bus,  auto  truck,  stage  or 
auto  stage  used  in  the  business  of  transportation  of  persons  or  property,  or  as  a 
common  carrier,  for  compensation,  over  any  public  highway  in  this  state  between 
fixed  termini  or  over  a  regular  route,  and  not  operating  exclusively  within  the  limits 
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of  ail  incorporated  cily  or  town  or  of  a  city  and  county."  (With  certain  excep- 
tions not  i)ortinent  lierein.)  The  validity  of  this  definilioii  of  the  term  "Iraus- 
portntion  company,''  as  used  in  the  constitution,  is  not  challenged  or  questioned  by 
either  of  the  parties  hereto.  The  truck  operators  who  are  referred  to  in  the 
petition  herein  are  transportation  companies  witliin  tlie  meanius  and  purview  ol 
this  definition  and  it  is  not  questioned  that  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  it 
existed  from  1017  to  11)2:>  they  were  subject  to  all  of  the  regulatory  provisions 
theri'of.  In  1023  section  5  of  the  act,  which  provided  for  the  issuance  of  certificates 
of  public  convenience  and  necessity  and  forbade  the  operation  by  transportation 
companies  ui)on  the  public  highway  without  such  certificates,  was  amended  by 
adding  thereto  the  following  provisions :  "Each  application  for  a  certificate  of 
public  convenience  and  necessity,  *  *  *  must  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of 
iifty  dollars;  providrd,  hotrcver,  the  movement  of  products  or  implements  of  hns5- 
bandry  and  other  farm  necessities  from  farm  to  farm  or  from  and  to  farm  to  and 
from  loading  point,  warehouse  or  other  initial  point  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
regulations  of  this  act."  (Stats.  1023,  p.  (>44. )  Since  the  passage  of  this  amend- 
ment the  Railroad  Commission  in  obedience  thereto  has  refrained  from  exercising 
jurisdiction  over  the  transportation  companies  referred  to  therein  and  has  declined 
to  issue  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  to  such  transportation 
companies  or  to  require  them  to  apply  for  and  obtain  such  certificates  (In  re 
Application  of  Geypr,  23  Opinions  and  Orders  of  Railroad  Commission,  p.  805). 
The  interest  of  the  petitioners  in  this  proceeding  consists  in  the  fact  that  they  are 
themselves  engaged  in  the  business  of  transportation  of  property  as  common  car- 
riers for  compensation  operating  over  the  same  routes  which  are  followed  by  the 
truck  operatoi-s  referred  to  in  the  petition.  Petitionei-s  are  oinn-ating  under  certifi- 
cates of  public  convenience  and  necessity  obtained  from  the  Railroad  Commission, 
are  subject  to  all  of  the  regulations  of  the  Commission,  and  by  reason  of  the  failure 
of  the  Commission  to  act  in  the  premisses  petitioners  are  subjected  to  the  unre- 
stricted and  unregulated  competition  of  those  other  truck  oi>erators.  Petitioners 
contend  that  the  amendment  of  1023  is  violative  of  sections  11  and  21  of  article  I 
of  the  constitution  of  this  state  and  of  the  fourteenth  amendment  to  the  federal 
constitution,  in  that  it  makes  an  arbitrai"j-  classification  and  distinction  not  bas'cd 
upon  any  natural,  intrinsic  or  constitutional  ground  of  classification.  In  short, 
their  contention  is  that  the  amendment  which  purports  to  exempt  from  the  regula- 
tions of  the  act  those  transportation  companies  which  are  engaged  in  hauling  the 
products  and  implementH  of  husbandry  constitutes  an  unreasonable,  unjust  and 
unlawful  discrimination  in  favor  of  those  transportation  comi)anie.s  and  against 
these  i)etitioners.  The  resiioudents  concede  that  the  jurisdiction  and  jiower  which 
is  constitutionally  vested  in  the  Railroad  Commission  to  regulate  the  rates  of,  to 
examine  the  books,  records  and  pajiers  of,  and  to  hear  and  determine  complaints 
against  such  transportation  companies  can  not  be  taken  away  or  abridged  by  the 
legislature.  They  suggest,  however,  that  the  additional  jiowers  commonly  exer- 
cised by  the  Commi.'^sion,  such  as  the  iwwer  to  issue  certificates  of  public  con- 
venience and  necesrity,  to  i-egulate  the  accounts,  service  and  safety  of  operations  of 
transiwrtation  companies,  to  fix  their  classifications,  rules  and  regulations,  to 
require  them  to  file  reports,  to  regulate  the  issue  by  them  of  stocks,  bonds,  etc., 
and  the  sale  or  transfer  of  certificates  of  convenience,  etc.,  were  conferred  upon  the 
Commission,  not  by  the  constitution,  but  by  the  legislature,  and  are  therefore  sub- 
ject to  withdrawal  by  the  legislature  which  conferred  them. 

The  question,  therefore,  is  whether  or  not  the  exemption  created  by  the 
proviso  of  1023  constitutes  a  lawful  classification.  Concededly  the  classifica- 
tion here  made  does  not  rest  \\\ta\\  a  constitutional  distinction,  and  some  natural 
or  intrinsic  distinction  mus't  therefore  be  found  as  a  basis  for  it.  fl]  It  is  well 
settled  that  the  authority  and  duty  to  ascertain  the  facts  which  will  justify 
classified  legislation  rests  in  the  first  instance  with  the  legislature.  Everj- 
presumption  is  in  favor  of  the  validity  of  the  legislative  determination,  and  its 
decision  as  to  what  is  a  sufficient  distinction  to  warrant  the  classification  will 
not  be  overthrown  by  the  courts  unless  it  is  palpably  arbitrary  {AnaHtasion  vs. 
fiiiperior  Court.  68  Cal.  Dec.  7,  227  Pac.  702;  People  vs.  Monterey  Fish  Products 
Co..  09  Cal.  Dec.  261,  —  Pac.  — ).  [2]  It  is  equally  well  settled  that  a  statute 
makes  an  improper  and  unlawful  discrimination  if  it  confers  particular  privileges 
upon  a  class  arbitrarily  selected  from  a  larger  number  of  pei'sons  all  of  whom 
stand  in  the  same  relation  to  the  privileges  grant(Hl  and  between  whom  and  the 
l)ersons  not  so  favored  no  rea.sonable  distinction  or  substantial  difference  can  be 
found  justifying  the   inclusion   of  the  one  and   the  exclusion  of  the   other    (5  Cal. 
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.Tiir.  S2."(,  and  casi-s  cilcdl.  \VhiU  ivasoiinlilo  jri'oiiinl  "f  <listiiiclioii  is  lliore 
bclween  a  coininoii  carrier  ciiKaKi'il  in  lli<'  Ixisiiu'ss  of  liaiiiiii^  various  kinils  of 
frfijilit.  iiicliidins  prodiicis  anil  imiilciiiciils  of  litisbandry,  liy  motor  truck  over  a 
rc;;iilar  route  iipou  llic  jaiblic  liiKJiway  and  another  common  carrier  eiif;a}?e(l  in 
tiic  l)usiness  of  lianlin^  freight  which  consists  solely  of  the  prodncts  and  iinplpments  of 
iiitshandry  liy  motor  Irnck  over  tlie  same  route,  which  jiislilios  the  subjection  of 
tli<>  one  to  the  rcKidations  imiwsed  by  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation 
Act.  and  the  exemption  of  the  other  from  Uie  burden  of  those  reaulatlous?  The 
only  l)asis  for  such  a  distinction  which  has  been  suggested  to  us  is  tiiat  a  con- 
tinuance of  the  development  of  the  stale  demands  that  the  cultivation  and  market- 
ing of  farm  products  be  encouraged  and  assisted  and  that  tlie  intent  of  the 
legislature  in  making  this  provision  was  the  encouragement  of  the  farmers  to 
larger  i)r<:duction  and  the  assurance  of  accessibility  of  markets  for  that  production, 
to  the  end  tliat  the  jjroducts  of  the  soil  might  be  placed  within  the  ready  reach 
of  all  and  their  pi'oduction  fostered  and  assisted.  This  suggestion,  as  it  seems 
to  us,  overlooks  the  main  jairpose  of  the  regulation  of  rates  and  charges  provided 
for  in  the  constitution,  and  of  the  regulation  of  service,  competition,  safety 
provivious.  issuance  of  securities,  etc.,  provided  for  in  the  act  here  in  question, 
r.S]  It  seems  plain  to  ns  (hat  the  primary  i)uri>osp  of  such  regulation  is  to  insure 
tiie  adecpiacy,  regularity  and  relial)ility  of  service  and  the  reasonableness  of  rates 
and  charges  therefor.  Sucii  regulation  is  for  the  hem  fit  of  the  i)rodiicing  and 
consuming  public.  It  follows  that  (he  exemption  from  regulation  of  those  trans- 
portation companies  engage<l  in  hauling  farm  products  and  implements  would 
be  a  detriment,  rather  than  a  benefit,  lo  the  farmers,  as  well  as  to  the  i)ublic 
generally,  and  would  be  of  benefit  solely  to  the  particular  class  of  transportation 
companies  so  exempted.  [4]  Assuming,  however,  that  the  provision  here  in 
iiueslion  was  designed  for  (he  benefit  of  the  farmers  and  that  it  may  conceivably 
so  operate,  the  weight  of  authority  is  to  the  effect  that  it  is  an  unwarranted  dis- 
crimination. A  closely  similar  question  came  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  (he 
United  S(ates  involving  (he  validity  of  the  Illinois  Anti-Trust  Law  of  1S93, 
which  prohibited  a  combination  of  capital,  skill  or  acts  of  two  or  more  persons, 
etc.,  to  create  or  carry  out  restrictions  in  trade,  to  limit  production  or  increase 
or  reduce  prices  or  prevent  comi>etition,  and  which  contained  a  proviso  that  ''The 
provisions  of  (his  act  shall  not  apply  to  agricultural  ])roducls  or  live  stock  while 
in  the  hands  of  the  producer  or  raiser."  That  court,  after  an  exhaustive  con- 
sideration of  the  case,  held  the  statute  invalid  solely  upon  the  ground  that  the 
exception  in  favor  of  the  farmers  was  an  unreasonable  and  unwarranted  dis- 
crimina(ion,  violative  of  the  fourteenth  amendment.  In  the  course  of  its  opinion 
the  court  observwl,  "that  if  combinations  of  capital,  skill  or  acts,  in  respect 
of  the  sale  or  purchase  of  goody,  merchandise  or  commodities,  whereby  such  com- 
binations may  for  their  benefit  exclusively  control  or  establish  prices,  are  hurtful 
to  the  pul)lic  inti-rests  and  sliould  lie  supiin'ssed.  il  is  impossible  to  perceive  why 
like  combinations  in  respect  of  agricultural  products  and  live  stock  are  not  also 
hurtful."  (VonnoUji  vs.  Union  t^cwcr  Pipe  Co.,  1S4  U.  S.  'AO.)  And  so  here  it 
may  lie  observed  that  if  the  regulation  of  transportation  companies  engage(J  in 
the  business  of  hauling  miscellaneous  freight  and  commodities  is  heliiful  to  the 
public  welfare,  it  is  imiicssible  to  perceive  why  like  regulation  in  respect  of  (ran.s^ 
portal  ion  companies  engaged  in  hauling  products  and  implements  of  husliandry  is 
not  also  helpful.  The  precise  question  here  under  consideration  came  before  the 
federal  courts  under  the  so-called  I>ever  Food  Control  Act  which  was  enacted  by 
congress  in  1917  '"to  provide  further  for  (he  national  secui'ity  and  defense  by 
encouraging  the  production,  conserving  the  supply,  and  controlling  tin-  distribu- 
tion of  food  products  and  fuel."  That  act.  which  was  enacted  as  a  war  measure, 
made  unlawful  (he  destruction,  waste  or  hoarding  of  necessaries  for  (he  ])urpose 
of  restricting  (he  sui)ply  or  increasing  the  ])rice  thereof.  By  its  terms  it  was 
made  applicable  to  all  persons,  but  sul)ject  to  the  folowing  provisos:  "I'rovided, 
that  any  storing  or  holding  by  any  farmer',  gardener,  or  other  person  of  the 
products  of  any  farm,  garden,  or  otiier  land  cultivated  by  him,  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  a  storing  or  holding  within  the  meaning  of  this  act ;  provided,  further, 
that  farmei-s  and  fruitgrowei-s,  cooperative  and  other  exchanges,  or  .vocielies  of  a 
similar  character,  shall  not  be  included  within  the  provisions  of  (his  secdon." 
In  th<'  dis(rict  court  for  the  dis(rict  of  Indiana  the  contention  was  made  that  the 
exemptions  created  by  the  provisos  constitu(e<I  an  arbitrary  and  unlawful  classifica- 
tion, violative  of  the  due  process  clause  of  the  fifth  amendment,  and  that  if 
enacted  by  a  sta(e  legislature  it  would  be  equally  violative  of  the  like  clause  of  the 
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fourtei'iitli  ameiidmenl.  In  supporl  of  the  act  tlie  contention  was  made  tliere,  as 
here,  that  tlie  exenii)tion  of  the  farniere  was  justified  ni)oji  the  Rround  that  it 
wonld  promote  the  seneral  welfare  hy  Ktiuiiiiatin}>:  Ilieni  to  greater  production. 
That  contention  .'ippiied  with  niucli  greater  force  to  the  situation  then  ohtaining, 
with  the  nation  involved  in  a  great  war,  than  it  possibly  could  to  the  present 
situation.  It  was  argued  that  cnngress  niifrhl  well  have  determined  that  the  safety 
of  the  nation  depended  upon  the  increased  production  and  conservation  of  food 
supplies  and  that  the  national  welfare  would  ho  promoted  by  exempting  the 
farmoi-s  from  the  drastic  provisions  of  the  act  and  thus  stimulating  them  to 
increase  their  production.  But  the  court  held  that  th?  exemption  was  unreason- 
able, unjust  and  wholly  arbitrary  and  could  not  constitute  a  valid  classification. 
.Tudge  Anderson  said:  "Tlie  indulgence  to  the  excepted  class  is  in  I'espect  to  the 
farm  pro<luct.s  produced  or  raiswl  upon  the  land  owned,  leased,  or  cultivated  by  the 
members  of  it.  But  this  does  not  differentiate  the  instant  case  from  the  Connolly 
case  (184  U.  S.  540),  for  there  the  exception  was  to  apply  to  'agricultural 
products  or  live  stock  while  in  the  hands  of  the  producer  or  raiser'.  My  con- 
clusion is  that  the  classification  in  amended  section  4  is  arbitrary  and  not  natural 
or  reasonable:  that  such  section  is  repugnant  to  the  'due  process'  clause  of  the 
Fifth  Amendment,  and  is  therefore  void."  He  also  held  tiiat  the  words  "due 
process  of  law"  must  have  the  same  meaning  in  the  fifth  and  fourteenth  amend- 
ments (Iltirtado  vs.  California.  110  TT.  S.  .510).  from  which  it  would  follow  that 
if  the  exception  in  the  I.ever  Act  is  violative  of  the  fifth  nniendmenl.  the  exemp- 
tion in  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act  woulil  be  equally  violative 
of  the  fourteenth  amendment  ( f/.  S.  vs.  Armslroiifj.  2(m  Fed.  Rep.  r>S3).  The 
same  question  came  before  the  federal  district  court  for  the  western  district  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  decided  in  the  same  way,  .Judge  Thomson  saying:  "Surely 
such  classification  is'  unjust  and  arbitrary  in  the  extreme,  violating  both  the  letter 
and  the  spirit  of  the  fifth  amendment."  {U.  8.  vs.  Yoiint,  207  Fed.  SOI.)  The 
circuit  court  of  appeals  of  the  second  circuit  held  the  Lever  Act  constitutional 
as  a  war  measure.  .Judge  Manton  in  his  opinion  concluded  that  the  ex(>raption 
in  favor  of  the  farniei"s  was  not,  under  the  circumstances  then  existing,  so 
palpably  arbitrary  as'  to  authorize  a  judicial  review  of  the  legislative  judgment. 
It  is  to  be  noted,  however,  that  Judge  ^lanton's  opinion  can  not  be  regarded  as 
the  opinion  of  the  court  in  tliat  case.  Ilis  associates  concurred  specially  in 
separate  opinions.  Judge  Ward  based  his  concurrence  upon  the  extraordinary 
powers  vested  in  congress  for  the  maintenance  of  the  national  security  in  time  of 
war.  .Judge  Hough  emphasized  this  by  saying,  "If  we  were  in  a  state  of  'orticial' 
peace,  this  statute  would  *  *  *  be  constitutionally  obnoxious  because  it  is 
a  gross  piece  of  class  legisiation :  incapable  of  distinction  from  that  condemned 
in  Connolly  vs.  Union  etc.  Co..  1S4  V.  S.  540.  But  the  statute  is  begotten  by  war, 
and  is  constitutionally  excused  (i.e.,  justified)  by  the  war  jwwer,  which  is  superior 
to,  and  not  to  be  measured  by,  the  police  powers  of  the  several  states'."  (('.  .1. 
Weed  &  Co.  vs.  Locku-ood.  2(M)  Fed.  7S5. )  It  may  be  noted  in  passing  that  this 
decision  of  the  circuit  court  of  api)eals  was  in  effect  reversed  by  the  Supreme 
(Jourt,  but  upon  the  other  grounds,  without  passing  upon  the  validity  of  the 
exemption  in  favor  of  the  farmers  {C.  A.  Weed  &  Co.  vs.  Lockwood,  2.55  U.  S. 
104).  1 5]  Applying  the  rules  and  the  reasoning  of  the  cited  cases  to  the  ques- 
tion before  us,  we  are  imijelled  to  conclude  that  no  natural,  intrinsic  or  consiitu- 
tional  distinction  is  to  be  found  as  a  basis  for  the  exemption  of  the  transi>orta- 
tion  companies  described  in  the  1028  amendment,  mipra.  from  the  regulations 
l)rescril)ed  in  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act,  and  that  such 
attempted  exemption  is  violative  of  the  fourteenth  amendment  of  the  federal  con- 
stitution and  of  like  provisions  in  our  state  constitution.  It  is  not  claimed,  and 
in  view  of  the  legislative  history  of  the  act  could  not  be  claimed,  that  the  provi- 
sions of  this  exception  are  so  intimately  and  inherently  related  to  and  connwted 
with  the  general  provisions  to  which  it  relates  as  to  invalidate  the  latter. 
It  is  orderwl  that  a  peremptory  writ  of  mandate  issue  as  prayed  herein. 

Two  Precedential  Decisions, 

Two  decision.s  of  a  precedential  nature  were  handed  down  by  the 
Railroad  Commission  in  this  period.  One  was  based  on  an  application 
for  authority  to  operate  an  auto  passenger  service,  and  the  other  on  an 
application  for  a  truck  line  permit.     In  each  decision  the  Commission 
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stressed  the  point  that  certificates  of  puhlic  convenience  and  necessity 
would  not  be  granted  on  a  showing  that  private  convenience  and  neces- 
sity only  were  to  be  served. 

In  Decision  No.  15014,  dated  June  6,  1925,  on  Application  No.  10599, 
tlie  Commission  refused  to  grant  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and 
necessity  to  0.  S.  Stewart,  J.  Newman  and  H.  J.  Wilken,  copartners, 
who   had    petitioned   the   Commission   for   authority   to    establish   an 

niito  stafie  Iransportation  service  from  Los  Angele.s  (o  various  points  in  the  State  of 
< '.ilifornia.  as  far  nortli  as  San  Francisco  on  tlie  Coast  Route,  Manteca  on  the  Valley 
Koute.  Mono  liake  on  Ihe  Owens  \'ailey  Route,  Victorville,  Oro  Grande  and  Big 
Hoar  Dam,  and  points  in  Imperial  Valley,  to  handle  laborers  in  parties  of  six  (6) 
or  more. 

At  a  public  hearing  on  the  application  held  in  Los  Angeles,  it 
developed  that  certain  employment  agencies  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles 
procured  labor  for  more  or  less  distant  industrial  enterprises,  on  the 
condition  that  the  employer  pay  transportation  charges  for  all  laborers 
delivered  at  the  point  selected  by  the  employer.  This  meant  that  the 
carrier  of  this  labor  was  either  paid  in  advance  by  the  laborer  himself 
at  the  time  of  beginning  the  trip,  or  the  fare  was  advanced  by  the 
employment  agency  or  collectible  from  the  employer  at  the  point  of 
destination,  but  collectible  only  at  the  latter  point  when  the  laborer 
was  actually  delivered  to  the  employer.  This  method,  it  was  shown, 
was  in  vogue  largely  with  indigent  laborers,  principally  foreign,  and 
was  established  for  the  purpose  of  assuring  the  employer  that  the  men 
would  reach  their  destination,  and  to  prevent  such  laborers  or  others 
from  obtaining  free  transportation.  Much  stress  was  laid  by  the 
applicants  on  the  statement  that  this  is  the  only  method  by  which 
employment  agencies  and  employers  may  be  certain  that  the  laborers 
will  reach  their  destination;  that  the  vehicles  used  to  transport  such 
laborers  are  in  charge  of  drivers  who  have  the  laborers  in  custody  and 
take  all  due  precautions  that  none  abandon  the  journey  before  delivery 
at  the  place  designated  by  the  employer.  Each  of  the  applicants 
denied  that  any  force  was  used  in  this  process,  but  testified  rather  that 
skillful  persuasion  and  a  continuous  journey  practically  insured  the 
delivery  of  full  loads  at  destination. 

Transportation  of  Laborers. 

Applicants  further  contended  that  indigent  laborers  provided  mth 
lailroad  tickets  or  other  means  of  transportation,  used  them  a  part  of 
the  distance  only,  and  that  frequently  both  the  employer  and  the 
employment  agency  were  the  victims  of  this  practice. 

"While  applicants  were  positive  that  the  use  of  force  or  restraint, 
(ixeept  moral  suasion,  was  never  necessary  to  insure  delivery  of  full 
loads,"  the  Commission  comments,  "it  is  significant  that  the  arrange- 
ment between  the  employment  agency  and  the  employer  is  usually 
ba.sed  on  a  fare  paid  upon  delivery  of  the  employee,  and  failure  to 
deliver  means  a  loss  of  the  fare  to  the  Carrier." 

Opposition  to  the  granting  of  the  certificate  asked  for  was  voiced 
by  several  rail  carriers  and  authorized  auto  lines,  the  protestants 
claiming  that  they  were  giving  all  of  the  soi'vice  necessary  in  the 
territory  propo.sed  to  l)e  served  by  the  three  applicants.  A  witness 
in  their  behalf  testified  that  he  did  not  believe  the  proposed  service 
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was  necessaty  "except  to  serve  points  off  authorized  lines,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  guaranteeing  transportation  charges." 

Another  witness  for  protcstants  testified  that  "men  who  must  be 
guarded  and  kept  under  surveillance  during  transportation,  were 
hardly  worth  employing."  He  favored,  he  said,  authorized  carriers 
because  of  their  responsibility. 

It  was  the  view  of  another  witness,  representative  of  an  organization 
that  had  handled  275,000  men  in  three  years,  98  per  cent  of  them 
being  ti'ansported  over  existing  authorized  facilities,  "that  very  rarely 
does  anyone  ever  fail  to  reach  destination." 

Reviewing  this  evidence,  the  Commission  declared  that  a.s  to  service 
off  the  authorized  lines  to  any  great  distance 

*  *  ♦  the  demand  is  shown  by  the  record  to  be  only  occasional  and  sporadic, 
and  deliveries  to  such  points  may  be  arranged  for  without  the  necessity  of  equipping 
carriers  with  a  certificate  such  as  is  sought  in  the  present  proceeding,  especially  as 
the  possession  of  sucii  a  certificate  permits  the  transportation  of  passengers  without 
payment  of  faros  before  destination  is  reached,  and  countenances  a  known  purpose  on 
the  part  of  the  certificate  holder  to  exercise  some  sort  of  restraint  upon  the  passenger 
in  order  to  collect  the  fare  proposed  to  be  charged.  If  need  has  been  shown,  it  has 
been  a  private  need  on  the  part  of  the  employment  agency  or  the  employer,  and  not 
a  public  necessity  on  the  part  of  the  passenger. 

Restraint  Not  Favored. 

Continuing,  the  Commission  points  out  that  the  situation  appears  to 
be  analogous  to  the  one  presented  in  Application  No.  8671,  Houck  and 
Smith,  determined  by  Decision  Xo.  13265,  dated  March  14,  1924,  in 
which  decision  the  Commission  disposes  of  the  restraint  feature  of  the 
application  in  the  following  language: 

Moreover,  the  evidence  shows  that  this  proposed  service  is  based  wholly  upon  the 
plan  and  desire  of  applicants  to  secure  and  load  in  their  stages  at  the  employment 
offices  in  Sacramento  and  Marysville.  these  mill  laborers  and  lumberjacks,  and 
transport  them  to  Westwood  or  Susanville  in  a  sort  of  quasi  custody,  in  order  to 
insure  their  arrival  there  to  the  private  advantage  or  benefit  primarily  of  s;iid 
applicants  and  the  two  or  three  lumber  companies  operating  at  these  towns. 

This  Commission  does  not  consider  public  necessity  and  convenience  to  be  based 
upon  any  sucii  scheme  or  purpose  as  herein  indicated  by  applicants. 

The  Commission  has.  in  its  previous  decisions,  clearly  established  the  doctrine  that 
certificates  to  operate  auto  stage  service  shall  be  granted  or  withheld  upon  the  basis 
that  the  rights,  welfare  and  interest  of  the  general  public  will  be  advanced  by  the 
authorization  and  prosecution  of  the  enterprise,  but  uot  upon  the  private  benefit  or 
advantage  that  may  accrue  to  any  carrier,  shipper  or  consignee. 

Private  Need  Only  Shown. 

In  Decision  No.  15065.  dated  June  15.  1925,  on  Application  No. 
10868,  0.  W.  Jackson,  who  had  petitioned  the  Commission  for  a  certifi- 
cate to  operate  an  auto  truck  line  under  contract  between  Imperial  and 
El  Centro  and  San  Diego,  was  denied  authority  to  establish  the  service 
becau.se  at  a  public  hearing  on  his  application  he  failed  to  .show  that 
the  service  he  proposed  was  anything  more  than  a  service  designed  for 
a  private  need.  As  in  the  case  of  the  proposed  passenger  service  for 
laborers,  the  application  was  opposed  by  authorized  auto  and  rail 
carriers,  who  provided  evidence  a.s  to  the  adequacy  of  their  various 
services. 
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No  Public  Necessity. 

Reviewing:  tlie  evidence  offered  by  apiilicant  Jackson,  which  was  to 
the  effect  that  he  proposed  to  transport  meat  for  one  shipper  and 
groceries  for  another,  under  contract,  the  Commission  says: 

After  full  considi'ration  of  all  the  evidence  and  exhibits  in  the  proceeding,  we  are 
of  the  opinion  and  hereby  find  as  a  fact  that  there  has  been  no  showing  made  by 
applicant  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  require  the  establishment  of  the 
proposed  service.  The  only  necessity,  if  such  there  be,  is  that  of  the  Pacific  Land 
and  Cattle  Conii)any  who  desire  to  supervise  more  closely  the  handling  of  their 
ilressed  meats  and  other  products  from  the  packing  house  in  Imperial  to  the  cold 
storage  warehouses  in  San  Diego.  This  company  has  not  shipments  in  sufficient 
volume  to  justify  their  handling  in  carload  lots,  under  refrigeration,  by  railroad,  and 
lias,  therefore,  been  compelled  to  use  motor  trucks  to  compete  with  their  pro<lucts  in 
the  San  Diego  market.  There  is  no  showing  that  the  handling  of  these  commodities 
Iiy  the  authorized  carrier  has  been  unsatisfactory,  other  than  that  it  is  the  desire  of 
the  Cattle  Company  so  closel.v  and  intimately  to  control  their  shipments  that  they 
ilesire  practically  to  select  the  emplo.vee  that  is  to  handle  them,  and  for  such  reason 
I  hey  have  persuaded  applicant  to  seek  authority  for  the  carriage  of  their  goods.  To 
enable  the  applicant  succ-e-ssfully  to  undertake  the  proix>sed  service,  it  has  been 
necessary  to  secure  a  capacity  load  back-haul,  and  to  such  end  a  contract  has  been 
negotiated  with  the  Valley  Wholesale  Grocery  Company  for  the  movement  of  its 
shipments  from  San  Diego  to  El  Centro.  These  shipments  consist  of  commodities 
.such  as  are  usually  handled  by  wholesale  grocery  firms  and  are  not  perishable  in 
their  nature,  and  there  is  nothing  in  the  record  which  indicates,  other  than  that  a 
contract  has  been  executed  with  the  applicant,  that  there  is  any  complaint  as  to  the 
service  of  the  authorized  rail  and  truck  carriers,  either  as  to  rates,  time  schedules  or 
service. 

T'nder  the  conditions  presented  in  this  proceeding,  the  Commission  is  asked  to 
issue  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  to  authorize  the  carriage  of 
the  products  of  a  particular  shipper  and  to  do  so  when  there  is  no  showing  that  the 
facilities,  service  and  rates  of  the  authorized  carriers  are  the  subject  of  complaint, 
either  as  to  their  being  inadequate,  di.^scriminatory  or  unreasonable.  Such  a  premise 
is  not  justification  for  the  granting  of  a  certificate  and  if  the  shipper  desiring  abso- 
lute control  over  its  freight  movements  cares  to  transport  its  products  in  its  own 
trucks,  there  is  no  certificate  required,  nor  is  the  matter  one  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Commission  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  21.3,  Statutes  of  1917,  and  effective 
amendments  thereto,  and,  from  the  testimony  herein,  in  no  other  manner  will  the 
shipi)er  secure  the  intimate  personal  supervision  which  it  is  seeking,  and  which 
apparently  was  the  underlying  reason  for  the  execution  of  the  contract.  The  applica- 
tion herein  asks  that  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  be  issued  ;  the 
evidence  shows  that  private  convenience  and  necessity  is  to  be  served  and  such  for 
but  one  shipper.  Under  such  a  state  of  facts,  the  Commission,  in  the  interest  of 
public  policy,  can  not  issue  the  certificate  as  prayed  for  and  the  application  will  be 
denied. 

Interstate  Auto  Carriers. 

The  decision  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  was  based 
on  the  matter  of  juri.sdiction  of  the  State  I'tility  Commissions,  over 
auto  stages  and  trucks  engaged  solely  in  interstate  traffic.  Prior  to 
the  decision,  the  California  Railroad  Commission,  following  a  decision 
by  the  federal  court  in  the  state  of  "Wa.shington  that  the  state  had  "full 
power  to  regulate  or  prohibit  the  use  of  public  highways  as  a  place  of 
business  by  common  carriers  for  hire,"  {Interstate  Motor  Transit  vs. 
Kuj/kenflah,  284,  Fed.  882  (1922).  Netterer,  District  Judge)  assumed 
.iuri.sdiotion  over  interstate  auto  carriers  and  required  that  they  obtain 
a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  before  undertaking 
service  over  the  highways  in  California. 

The  most  recent  decision,  which,  in  effect,  reversed  the  regulator\- 
practice  of  the  Railroad  Commission  in  California  in  so  far  as  it 
referred  to  interstate  traffic,  was  written  by  ^Ir.  Justice  Brandeis  on

an  appeal,  under  section  238  of  the  Judicial  Code,  from  a  final  decree 
of  the  federal  court  for  western  Washington  dismissing  a  bill  brought 
to  enjoin  the  enforcement  of  section  4  of  chapter  111  of  the  laws  of 
the  state  of  Washington,  1921,  which  section  prohibits  common  carriers 
for  hire  from  using  the  highways  by  auto  vehicles  between  fixed  termini 
or  over  regular  routes,  without  liaving  first  obtained  from  the  Director 
of  Public  Works  a  certificate  declaring  that  public  convenience  and 
necessity  require  such  operation.  The  highest  court  of  the  state  of 
Washington  had  construed  the  section  as  applying  to  common  carriers 
engaged  exclusively  in  interstate  commerce.  {Northern  Pacific  Rail- 
way Co.  vs.  Schoenfeldt,  123,  Wash.  579;  Schmidt  vs.  Department  of 
Puhlic  Works,  123,  Wash.  705. 

"The  main  question  for  decision,"  says  Justice  Brandeis,  "is  whether 
the  statute  so  construed  and  applied,  is  consistent  with  the  federal 
constitution  and  the  legislation  of  congress."  His  review  of  prior 
proceedings  in  the  matter  shows  that  A.  J.  Buck,  a  citizen  of  Washing- 
ton, wished  to  operate  an  auto  stage  line  over  the  Pacific  Highway 
between  Seattle,  Washington,  and  Portland,  Oregon,  as  a  common 
carrier  for  hire,  exclusively  for  through  interstate  passengers  and 
express.  He  obtained  from  Oregon  the  license  prescribed  by  its  laws. 
Having  complied  with  the  laws  of  Washington  relating  to  motor 
vehicle-s,  their  owners  and  drivers  {Carlsen  vs.  Cooney,  123  Wash.  441), 
and  alleging  willingness  to  comply  with  all  applicable  regulations 
concerning  common  carriers,  Buck  applied  there  for  the  prescribed 
certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity.  It  was  refused.  The 
ground  of  refusal  was  that,  under  the  laws  of  the  state,  the  certificate 
maj^  not  be  granted  for  any  territory  which  is  already  being  adequately 
served  by  the  holder  of  a  certificate ;  and  that,  in  addition  to  frequent 
steam  railroad  service,  adequate  transportation  facilities  between 
Seattle  and  Portland  were  already  being  provided  by  means  of  four 
connecting  auto  stage  lines,  all  of  which  held  such  certificates  from 
the  state  of  Washington.     {Be  Buck,  P.  U.  R.  1923  E.  737.) 

An  additional  ground  for  refusing  the  certificate  was  that  the  appli- 
cant did  not  appear  to  have  financial  ability.  This  ground  of  rejec- 
tion was  not,  however,  given  separate  consideration  by  the  high  court, 
among  other  reasons,  because  the  plaintiff  later  asserted,  in  his  bill, 
that  he  possessed  the  requisite  financial  ability,  and  the  motion  to  dis- 
miss admitted  the  allegation. 

Opinion  by  Justice  Brandeis. 

To  enjoin  interference  by  its  officials  with  the  operation  of  the 
projected  line.  Buck  brought  suit  against  Kuykendall,  the  Director  of 
Public  Works.  The  case  was  first  heard,  under  section  266  of  the 
Judicial  Code,  before  three  judges,  in  an  application  for  a  preliminary 
injunction.  They  denied  the  application.  295  Fed.  197.  A  further 
application  for  the  injunction  made  after  amending  the  bill  wa.s  like- 
wise denied,  295  Fed.  203.  Then  the  case  was  heard  by  the  District 
Judge  upon  a  motion  to  dismiss  the  amended  ])ill.  The  final  decree 
dismissing  the  bill  was  entered  without  further  opinion.  (See  also 
Interstate  Motor  Transit  Co.  vs.  Kuykendall,  284,  Fed.  882.) 

The  following  is  from  the  opinion  of  Ju.stice  Brandeis: 

That  part  of  the  Pacific  Highway  which  lies  within  the  state  of  Washiuston 
was  built   by   it   with   federal    aid   pursuant   to   the   act   of  July   11,   1916,   c.   241, 
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30  Stat,  nor),  as  amonded  Febniary  28,  1S>19,  c.  69,  40  Stat.  1180.  1200,  and  the 
Federal  Highway  Act,  Xovomber  0,  lO^l,  c.  110,  42  Stat.  212.  TlaintilT  daimod 
that  the  aotion  taken  by  tlie  Wasliinfrtoii  officials,  and  threatened,  violates  rights 
conferred  by  these  federal  acts  and  guaranteed  both  by  the  fourteenth  amendment 
and  the  commerce  clause.  In  support  of  the  decree  dismissing  the  bill,  this 
argument  i.s  made.  The  rigla  to  travel  interstate  by  auto  vehicle  upon  tlic  pub- 
lic highways  may  Iw  a  privilege  or  imnuinily  of  citizens  of  the  f^nited  States. 
Compare  VrundaU  vs.  .Vrtof/a,  (»  Wall.  35.  A  citizen  may  have,  under  the  four- 
teenth amendment,  the  right  to  travel  and  transport  his  property  upon  them  l)y 
auto  veliicle.  Hut  he  has  not  rigiit  to  make  the  highways  his  place  of  business 
by  using  them  as  a  common  carrier  for  hire.  Such  use  is  a  privilege  which  may 
l>e  granted  or  withheld  by  the  state  in  its  dis'cretion,  without  violating  the  due 
process  claiuse  or  the  equal  protection  clau.se.  Packard  vs.  lianton,  2(i4  U.  S. 
140,  144.  The  highways  belong  to  the  state.  It  may  make  provision  appro- 
priate for  securing  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the  public  in  the  use  of  them. 
Kane  vs.  Xew  Jrrsry.  242  T^.  S.  KK).  It  may  impose  fees  with  a  view  both 
to  raising  funds  to  defray  the  cost  of  suiiervision  and  maintenance  and  to  obtain- 
ing compensation  for  the  use  of  the  road  facilities  provided.  Ilendrick  vs.  Marp- 
land,  235  U.  S.  010.  See  also  Herrc  Oil  Corporation  vs.  Hopkinn,  204  U.  S.  137. 
With  the  increase  in  number  and  size  of  the  vehicles  used  upon  a  liighway, 
both  the  danger  and  the  wear  and  tear  grow.  To  exclude  unnecessarj'  vehicles — 
particularly  the  large  ones  commonly  used  bj-  carriers  for  hire — promotes  both 
safety  and  economy.  State  regulation  of  that  character  is  valid  even  as  applied 
to  interstate  commerce,  in  the  absence  of  legislation  by  congress  which  deals 
specifically  with  the  subject.  Vandalia  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Public  f^rrvice  commisnion, 
242  U.  S.  2.">;  MiJisouH  Pacific  Ry.  Co.  vs.  Laragec  Flour  Mills  Co.,  211  U.  S. 
()12.  Neither  the  recent  federal  highway  acts,  nor  the  earlier  i)ost  roads  acts. 
Rev.  Stat.,  section  3004:  act  of  March  1,  1884,  c.  0,  23  Stat.  3,  do  that.  The 
state  statute  is  not  objectionable  because  it  is  designed  primarily  to  promote 
good  service  by  excluding  unnecessai-j'  competing  carriers.  Tliat  purpose  is  within 
the  state's  i>olice  power. 

The  argument  is  not  sound.  It  may  be  assumed  that  section  4  of  the  state 
statute  is  consistent  with  the  fourteenth  amendment:  and  also,  that  appropriate 
state  regulations  adopted  primarily  to  j)romote  .safety  upon  the  highway  and 
conservation  in  their  use  are  not  obnoxious  to  the  commerce  clause,  where  the 
indiiTct  burden  imposed  upon  interstate  commerce  is  not  unreasonable.  Compare 
Michigan  Public  T'tilitic^  Commission  vs.  Dttke.  No.  283,  decided  .January  12, 
102r>.  The  provision  here  in  question  is  of  a  different  character.  Its  jirimary 
purpose  is  not  regulation  with  a  view  to  safety  or  to  conservation  of  the  high- 
ways, but  the  prohibition  of  competition.  It  detennines  not  the  manner  of  use, 
but  the  persons  by  whom  the  highways  may  he  used.  It  prohibits  such  use  to 
some  pensions,  while  permitting  it  to  others  for  the  same  purpose  and  in  the 
same  manner.  Moreover,  it  determines  whether  the  prohibition  shall  be  ap)>lied 
by  resort,  through  state  oflicials.  to  a  test  which  is  peculiarly  within  the  province 
of  federal  action — the  existence  of  adequate  facilities  for  conducting  interstate 
commerce.  The  vice  of  the  legislation  is  dramatically  exposed  by  the  fact  that 
the  state  of  Oregon  had  Issued  its  certificate  which,  despite  exi.sting  facilities, 
declared  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  required  the  establishment  by 
Buck  of  the  auto  stage  line  between  Seattle  and  Portland.  'Hius,  the  provision 
of  the  Washington  statute  is  a  regulation,  not  of  the  use  of  its  own  highways, 
but  of  interstate  commerce.  Its  effect  upon  such  commerce  is  not  merely  to 
burden  but  to  olistruct  it.  Such  state  action  is  forbidden  by  the  commerce  clause. 
It  also  defeats  the  purix)se  of  congress  expressed  in  tha  legislation  giving  federal 
aid  for  the  construction  of  interstate  highways. 

Ry  motion  to  dismiss  filed  in  this  court  the  state  makes  the  further  conten- 
tion that  Buck  is  estopped  from  sreking  relief  against  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 4.  The  argument  is  this:  Buck's  claim  is  not  that  the  Dei)artment's  action 
is  unconstitutional  because  arbitrary  or  unre'asonable.  It  is  that  section  4  is 
unconstitutional  bccau.se  use  of  the  highways  for  interstate  commerce  is  denied 
unless  the  prescribed  certificate  shall  have  been  secured.  Buck  applied  for  a 
certificate.  Thus  he  invoked  the  exennse  of  the  iK)wer  which  be  now  a.ssails. 
One  who  invokes  the  provisions  of  a  law  may  not  thereafter  (piestion  it.s  con- 
stitutionality. The  argument  is  unsound.  It  is  true  that  one  can  not  in  the  same 
proceeding  both  assail  a  statute  and  rely  upon  it.  Uurley  v.v.  Commissioner  of 
Fithe-^^s,  257  U.  S.  223,  225.     Compare  Wall  vs.  Parroit  Silver  &  Copper  Co.,  244 
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U.  S.  407,  411.  Nor  can  one  who  avails  himself  of  benefits  conferred  by  a  statute 
deny  its  validity.  J'icrvc  Oil  Co.  vs.  Phoenia-  Refining  Co.,  259,  U.  S.  125 ;  St. 
Lotiia  Co.  vs.  Prvndcrgast  Co.,  200  U.  S.  409,  472.  But  in  the  case  at  bar, 
Buck  does  not  rely  ujwn  any  provision  of  the  statute  assailed:  and  he  ha.s  received 
no  benefit  under  it.  He  was  willing,  if  pei'mitted  to  use  the  highways,  to  comply 
with  all  laws  relating  to  common  carriers.  But  the  permission  .sought  was 
denied.  The  case  presents  no  element  of  cstopix;l.  Compare  Arizona  vs.  Copper 
Queen  Mining  Co.,  233  U.  S.  87,  94,  et  acq. 

Rcvei-scd. 

Dissenting  Opinion. 

The  separate  opinion  of  Mr.  Jastice  McReynolds : 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  courts  below  reached  correct  conclusions  in  Ihosc  causes. 

Tlie  states  have  spent  enormous  sums  in  constiiicting  roads  and  must  continue 
to  maintain  and   protect   th.era  at  great   cost  if  they  are  to   remain    fit   for  travel. 

The  problems  arising  out  of  the  sudden  increase  of  motor  vehicles  present 
extraordinary  difficulties.  As  yet  nobody  definitely  knows  what  should  be  done. 
Manifestly,  the  exigency  can  not  be  met  through  uniform  rules  laid  down  by 
congress. 

Interstate  conunerce  has  been  greatly  aided — amazingly  facilitated,  indeed — 
through  legislation  and  expenditures  by  the  states.  .The  challenged  statutes 
do  not  discriminate  against  such  commerce,  do  not  seriously  impede  it,  and  indi- 
cate an  honest  purpose  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  all  by  preventing  unneces- 
sary destruction  and  keeping  the  ways  fit  for  maximum  service. 

The  federal  government  has  not  and  can  not  undertake  precise  regulation, 
("ontrol  by  the  states  must  continue,  otherwise  chaotic  conditions  will  quickly 
develop.  'I'he  problems  are  essentially  local,  and  should  be  left  with  the  local 
authorities  unless  and  until  something  is  done  which  really  tends  to  obstruct  the 
free  flow  of  commercial  intercourse. 

The  situation  is  similar  to  the  one  growing  out  of  the  necessity  for  harbor 
regnbitious.  Slate  statutes  concerning  pilotage,  for  example,  have  been  upheld 
although  they  amount  to  regulation  of  interstate  and  foreign  commerce.  "They 
fall  within  that  class  of  iiowers  which  may  be  exercised  by  the  states  until 
congress  has  seen  fit  to  act  upon  the  subject."     Olxen  vs.  Smilh,  195  V.  S.  SS>2,  341. 

Legislature  Amends  Act. 

The  h',tii><latnre  of  102.')  passed  several  bills  ainendincr  chapter  213, 
Statutes  of  1917,  generally  known  as  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Trans- 
portation Act.  Tlie  amendments  were  the  result  of  a  desire  to  cover, 
by  statute,  certain  develojiments  in  the  matter  of  regulating  auto  stages 
and  trucks,  the  statutory  enactments  being  deemed  to  have  become 
necessary  in  the  light  of  regulatory  experience. 

As  a  result  of  the  passage  of  Assembly  Bill  No.  429,  it  is  no  longer 
necessary  for  "school  bus"  operators  to  secure  a  certificate  of  public 
convenience  and  necessity  from  the  Railroad  Commission.  Section  1 
of  chapter  21.3,  Statutes  of  1917.  now  reads,  in  part, 

*  *  *  proiidvd,  that  the  term  "transportation  company,"  as  used  in  this  act, 
shall  not  include  corporations  or  persons,  their  lessees,  trustees,  receivers  or  trustees 
appointed  by  any  court  whatsoever,  in  so  far  as  they  own,  control,  operate  or  manage 
taxicabs.  hotel  busses,  sight-seeing  busses  or  busses  engaged  solely  in  the  transporta- 
tion of  bona  fide  jiupils  attending  an  institution  of  learning  when  such  pupils  are 
transported  solely  lx>tween  their  homes  and  such  institution  of  learning,  or  any  other 
carrier  which  does  not  come  within  the  term  "transportation  company,"  as  herein 
defined. 

Policing  Interstate  Carriers. 

Assembly  IViU  No.  42()  was  desigipnl  to  meet  a  condition  caused  by 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court  decision  holding  that  atito  carriers 
engaged  solely  in  interstate  tratfic  were  not  subject  to  the  jtirisdiction 
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of  the  state  rcfjulatory  bodies,  with  reference  to  the  need  of  securing? 
a  eertifieato  of  public  convenience  under  which  to  operate.  While  it 
may  not  be  necessary,  therefore,  for  interstate  carriers  to  secure  a 
certificate,  as  are  intrastate  carriers,  they  are,  nevertheless,  subject  to 
such  rcfrulatory  practices  as  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California 
may  deem  necessary  in  the  enforcement  of  rules  and  regulations 
(lesijrned  to  conserve  public  health,  safety  and  welfare.  Section  9  of 
the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act  now  provides, 

*  *  *  Tliat  with  rpference  to  transportation  companies  operating  solely  in 
iiilorstiito  coniincrcc  l)i't\vcen  any  point  or  points  within  this  state  and  any  i>oiut  or 
points  in  any  otiier  state  or  in  any  fort'lsn  iialii)n.  tilt-  Railroad  Commission  shall 
have  the  power  to  jiroscrilie  sueli  reasonable,  uniform  and  nondiscriminatory  rules 
and  reffulations  in  the  interest  and  aid  of  public  health,  security,  safety,  convenience 
and  >;eneral  welfare  as  shall  in  its  opinion  be  required  by  public  convenience  and 
necessity. 

Must  Testify. 

Another  amendment  was  enacted  through  the  passage  of  a  bill 
providing  that: 

No  person  shall  be  excused  from  testifying  or  from  producing  any  book,  waybill, 
document,  paper  or  account  in  any  investigation  or  inquiry  by,  or  hearing  before  the 
Commission  or  any  commissioner  or  examiner,  when  ordered  to  do  so,  uiwn  the 
ground  that  the  testimony  or  evidence,  book,  waybill  document,  paper  or  account 
required  of  him  may  tend  to  inconvenience  him  or  subject  him  to  penalty  or  for- 
feiture, but  no  iierson  shall  be  prosecuted,  punished  or  subjected  to  any  penalty  or 
forfeiture  for  or  on  account  of  any  act,  transaction,  matter  or  thing  concerning 
which  he  shall,  under  oath  have  testified  or  produced  documentary  evidence;  provided, 
that  no  person  so  testifying  shall  be  exempt  from  prosecution  or  punishment  for  any 
perjury  committed  by  bim  in  his  testimony.  Xothing  herein  contained  shall  he 
construed  as  in  any  manner  givinsr  to  any  transportation  company  immunity  of 
any  kind. 

Informal  Complaints. 

Carrying  millions  of  pas.sen<ifers  annually  and  transporting  tliousands 
of  tons  of  freight,  the  auto  stage  and  truck  lines  operating  under  the 
.iuri.sdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission  have  given  a  service  that,  in 
view  of  the  wide  extent  of  the  territory  served  and  the  varying  condi- 
tions under  which  operations  are  conducted,  is  remarkable  for  its 
efficiency.  The  Informal  Complaint  records  of  the  Commi.ssion  plainly 
indicate  that  auto  stage  and  truck  lines  when  compared  with  other 
utilities  operating  under  the  .jurisdiction  of  the  Commission,  despite 
their  comparative  newness,  are  giving  that  part  of  the  public  served  by 
them  little  cause  for  complaint.  Of  the  total  of  4394  infonnal  com- 
plaints filed  with  the  Commission  from  July  1,  1924,  to  June  30,  1925, 
only  224  reflected  on  the  public  auto  carriers.  Of  these,  56  were  com- 
plaints as  to  service,  36  referred  to  rates,  and  34  were  based  on  refund 
demands,  while  15  resulted  from  loss  and  damage  claims.  Of  the 
remaining  complaints,  6  were  recorded  under  the  heading  "dangerous 
operation."  By  far  the  largest  numl)er  were  from  the  carriers  them- 
selves, 77  of  the  complaints,  carrying  charges  of  illegal  operation, 
being  against  persons  operating  without  having  secured  autliority  from 
the  Railroad  Commission.  These  77  complaints,  therefore,  should  be 
eliminated  from  the  consideration  if  the  record  is  to  be  analyzed  from 
the  view  point  of  charges  reflecting  on  operation  and  service  by 
authorized  carriers. 
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Upon  receipt  by  the  Commission  of  a  written,  verbal  or  phone  com- 
plaint (in  other  words,  an  informal  complaint)  involving  any  of  the 
auto  carriers  operating  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission,  the 
carrier  complained  against  is  immediately  advised  of  its  receipt  and 
requested  to  file  with  the  Commission  a  statement  in  the  matter. 
Adjustments  are  thereafter  made  in  accordance  with  the  facts  which 
may  be  developed.  It  may  be  said  for  the  carriers  that,  even  in 
matters  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  (such  as  loss  and 
damage  claims,  which  are  matters  for  civil  court  adjiidication),  they 
display  a  desire  to  cooperate  with  the  Commission  in  its  efforts  to 
develop  a  regulated  public  service  on  the  highways  that  will  be  as 
nearly  perfect  as  possible. 

Nearly  700  Operators. 

On  June  30,  1925,  there  were  682  auto  stage  and  truck  lines  operating 
in  California  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission.  The 
tariffs  filed  by  these  carriers  show  that  102  carry  passengers  only  and 
27  carry  passengers  and  baggage.  Passengers  and  express  are  trans- 
ported by  137,  and  43  carry  passengers,  baggage,  freight  and  express. 
Auto  carriers  transporting  both  freight  and  pa.ssengers,  total  121. 
Auto  lines  transporting  freight  only,  total  232,  and  20  transport  both 
freight  and  express.  Included  in  the  freight  carriers  are  74  whose 
service  is  limited  as  to  commodities  that  may  be  transported.  There 
are  among  these  so-called  special  operators,  milk  haulers,  fruit  and 
produce  haulers,  furniture  movers  and  carriers  whose  certificates  of 
public  convenience  and  necessitj^  limit  them  to  the  transportation  of 
lumber,  moving  pietui'e  films,  oil  well  supplies,  livestock,  cement, 
building  materials,  theatrical  scenery,  automobile  acce.s.sories  and  drug- 
gists' sundries. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  auto  stage  and  truck  lines  operating  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  ar6  operating  under  certificates 
issued  by  the  Commission  following  a  showing  at  a  public  hearing  that 
public  convenience  and  necessity  required  the  service.  Those  not 
operating  under  certificate,  are  doing  so  under  what  is  commonly 
referred  to  as  a  "prior  right"  which  right  was  established  by  operation 
in  good  faith  prior  to  May  1,  1917,  and  the  filing  with  the  Commission 
of  tariffs  and  time  schedules  indicating  the  type  of  service  performed, 
the  points  served  and  the  rates  charged.  The  date  of  May  1,  1917,  was 
fixed  by  the  legislature  through  the  passage  of  the  Auto  Stage  and 
Truck  Transportation  Act  under  which  the  Railroad  Commission 
carries  on  its  regulatory  practices  in  so  far  as  they  affect  auto  stages  and 
trucks  using  the  highways  for  compensation. 

Must  Obtain  Certificate. 

No  enlargement  of  a  "prior  right."  or  of  a  ccrtificatofl  right  is 
legal  unless  authorized  by  the  (Commission  following  formal  application 
and  a  showing  that  i)ublic  convenience  and  necessity  require  the  pro- 
posed enlargement  of  the  carrier's  field  of  operations. 

This  i)articnlar  point  was  .stressed  bv  the  Conunission  in  its  Decision 
Xo.  9065,  of  June  7,  1921,  on  Case  No.  1442.  A.  B.  Watson  vs.  Mliitc 
Bus  Line  et  al.,  in  which  the  Commission  declared  that  no  transporta- 
tion company  subject  to  the  regulation  of  the  Commission  can  enlarge 
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or  expand  operating  rights  beyond  those  existing  as  of  May  1,  1917, 
or  as  subsequently  granted  by  the  Cyonimission  by  a  certificate  of  public 
convenience  and  necessity  unless,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  statutory  law,  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity 
has  been  applied  for  and  thereafter  issued  by  the  Commission  in  an 
appropriate  proecediug.  This  decision  was  sustained  by  the  California 
Supreme  Court  by  its  Decision  in  Case  S.  F.  10099  (64"Cal.  Dec.  278). 
Tn  Decision  No.  13454,  on  Application  No.  8454,  in  the  matter  of  the 
operative  rights  of  the  Motor  Transit  Company,  one  of  the  largest  auto 
transportation  companies  in  the  state,  which  had  asked  the  Commis- 
sion to  determine  the  extent  of  its  operating  rights,  the  Commission 
says  further  on  this  subject : 

With  the  establishment  of  this  priuciple  and  its  affirmation  by  the  California 
Supreme  Court,  it  is  now  obvious  that  no  enhirKcment  of  operative  rights,  either  as 
to  routes  served  or  expansion  of  rights  for  the  carriage  of  property,  can  be  made 
without  a  proper  showing  in  an  appropriate  proceeding  resulting  in  authority  as 
conferred  by  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity.  It  is  equally  appli- 
cable as  regards  increase  in  the  scope  of  operative  rights,  such  as  the  enlargemen;  of 
same  by  the  inclusion  of  additional  stations  or  operative  points  in  territory  not 
specifically  covered  either  by  operative  rights  existing  as  of  May  1,  1917,  or  rights 
thereafter  conferred  by  certificate.  The  particular  instance  as  cited  as  regards 
express  tariff  of  applicant.  Motor  Transit  Ck)mpany,  is  typical  of  many  instances 
appearing  in  passenger  tariffs  where  rights  beyond  those  authorized  have  been 
included  at  the  time  of  filing  of  such  tariffs  and  which  are  now  apparently  relied 
upon  by  applicant  as  justifying  their  existence  and  continued  use.  This  is  particu- 
larly noticeable  as  regards  operation  between  Saugus  and  Los  Angeles.  According 
to  the  record  of  th<'  Commission,  the  Eldorado  Stage  Company  (predecessor  in 
interest  to  the  ^lotor  Transit  Company)  did  no  local  business  on  its  route  between 
Los  Angeles  to  Bakersfield  and  Taft  in  the  territory  between  Castaic  and  TjOs  Angeles 
and  the  Antelope  Valley  TranRi>ortation  Company  (also  known  as  The  Blue  Line 
Stage),  in  its  operation  to  Lancaster,  held  itself  out  to  do  no  business  intermediate 
between  Saugus  and  Los  Angeles.  Tariffs  of  applicant,  Motor  Transit  Company, 
now  show  the  communities  of  San  Fernando,  Castaic  and  Newhall,  as  intermediate 
points  on  these  routes,  all  of  which  points  are  unauthorized.  The  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  adopted  by  this  Commission  under  its  General  Order  No.  .^1,  provide  the 
method  and  procedure  under  which  rates  should  be  filed  with  this  Commission  and 
for  the  public.  These  regulations  do  not  and  can  not  change  the  requirements  imposed 
by  the  statutory  law  as  to  authority  required  to  be  obtained  by  any  transportation 
company  desiring  to  operate  over  the  highways  of  this  state  between  fixed  termini 
or  over  a  regular  route  in  the  carriage  of  persons  or  property  for  compeu.s;ition. 

The  record  in  this  proceeding  supports  the  conclusion  and  finding  of  fact  that 
.Motor  Transit  Company  has.  by  tariff  filings  for  the  carriage  of  property  over 
routes  for  which  it  had  no  legal  authorization,  gradually  built  up  an  express  business 
over  its  system  which  the  Commission  is  now  asked  to  approve,  irrespective  of  a 
showing  that  the  rights  have  not  heretofore  existed.  The  Commission  will  not 
approve  or  authorize  any  operative  rights  which  have  not  been  shown  to  exist  and 
must  confine  and  base  its  authority  upon  the  showing  of  public  convenience  and 
necessity  for  the  authorization  of  express  and  package  service  as  appearing  in  thi? 
record. 

Must  File  Annual  Reports. 

All  auto  stage  and  truck  lines  operating  over  the  highways  for  com- 
pensation under  the  jurisdiction  of  -the  Railroad  Commission  are 
required  to  file  annual  reports  showing  their  financial  operations.  The 
operators  are  required  to  keep  their  accounts  and  records  in  conformity 
with  rules  and  regulations  as  laid  down  by  the  Commission  in  its 
Decision  No.  9837,  establishing  a  uniform  elas.sification  of  accounts. 
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These?  reports  are  tiled  with  the  (Jomiiiission  after  the  close  of  each 
calendar  year.  For  the  purpose  of  the  system  of  accounts  prescribed, 
the  auto  trausportation  companies  are  divided  into  two  classes: 

Class  "A" — Companies  having  annual  operating  revenues  exceeding 
$20,000. 

Class  "B" — Companies  having  annual  operating  revenues  of  $20,000 
or  less. 

The  system  prescribed  for  the  large  companies  contains  the  following 
general  classification  of  accounts: 

(a)  Balance  Sheet  Accounts. 

(b)  Building,  Plant  and  Equipment  Accounts;  referred  to  also  as 

"Fixed  Capital  Accounts." 

(c)  Income  Accounts. 

(d)  Operating  Revenue  Accounts. 

(e)  Operating  Expense  Accounts. 

In  prescribing  this  system  of  accounts,  the  Commission  does  not 
bind  itself  to  approve  anj-  item  set  out  in  any  account,  either  as  to 
amount  or  character,  for  rate-fixing  purposes  or  when  authorizing  the 
issue  of  securities.  The  prescribed  system  of  accounts  is  designed  to 
set  out  the  facts  in  connection  with  the  income,  expenditures,  etc.,  and 
therefrom  the  Commission  determines,  when  engaged  in  fixing  rates 
or  authorizing  the  issue  of  securities,  just  what  consideration  shall  be 
given  to  the  various  items  in  the  several  accounts. 

Requires  Full  Records. 

The  Commission  requires  that  the  records  of  the  automotive  trans- 
portation companies  shall  be  kept  with  sufficient  particularity  to  show 
fully  the  facts  pertaining  to  all  entries  made.  Where  the  full  informa- 
tion is  not  recorded  in  the  general  books,  the  entries  therein  must  be 
supported  by  other  records  in  which  the  full  details  must  be  shown.  It 
is  required  that  such  general  l)ook  entries  shall  contain  sufficient  refer- 
ence to  the  detail  records  to  pei'mit  ready  identification  and  the  detail 
records  must  be  filed  in  such  manner  as  to  l)e  readily  accessible  for 
examination  by  representatives  of  the  Commission.  The  term  "Auto- 
motive Transportation  Company,"  as  used  in  the  classification,  means 
every  corporation,  company,  association,  joint  stock  association,  firm, 
copartnership  or  individual,  their  lessees,  trustees,  receivers,  or  trustees 
appointed  by  any  court  whatsoever,  owning,  controlling,  operating  or 
managing  any  automobile,  jitney  bus,  auto  truck,  stage  or  auto  stage 
used  in  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property  for  compensation,  or 
as  a  common  carrier  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad 
Commission. 

The  requirements  of  the  Commission  in  the  matter  of  records  kept  by 
the  smaller,  or  Class  "B"  companies,  while  not  so  comprehensive  as 
those  affecting  the  larger  companies,  call  for  sufficient  detail  to  enable 
the  Commission  to  determine  the  true  financial  condition  of  the  carrier. 

Class  "A"  Companies. 

The  records  for  1024  .show  tliat  of  the  auto  stage  and  truck  companies 
filing  annual  reports,  164  are  classed  a.s  "A"  companies,  that  is,  com- 
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panies  whose  jri-oss  iiieoiuo  is  in  excess  of  .^20.000.  The  reijorts  show 
that  the  hiritrest  eonipaiiies  oi)erating  in  the  state,  measuring  their 
size  from  their  gross  ineonie,  are  as  follows:

30,000,000  Passengers. 

Study  of  the  financial  statements  of  the  auto  carriers  reveals  some 
interesting  data,  and  the  compilation  of  figures  tell  graphically  the 
extent  of  the  operations  of  this,  the  state's  newest  utility.  For 
instance,  the  records  filed  with  the  Commission  at  the  close  of  the  year 
1924  show  that  the  auto  stages  operating  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commi.ssion  transported  during  that  year  29,602,908  passengers. 
The  "A"  companies  (those  who.se  gross  income  reached  a  total  of  more 
than  !i;20,000),  carried  27.727,477  of  these  travelers,  and  the  smaller 
companies,  1,935,431.  In  1923  the  number  of  passengers  carried 
reached  a  total  of  29.202,073.  The  gain  in  traffic  for  the  year  1924 
was  clase  to  half  a  million,  460,835,  to  be  exact. 

In  1922  the  records  show.  21,221,928  persons  were  carried  by  auto 
stage  over  the  highways  of  California. 

Gross  Operating  Revenue. 

The  1924  gross  operating  revenue  of  all  the  companies  reporting 
reached  a  total  of  $19,042,161.57,  as  against  a  total  of  $17,554,981.86, 
in  1923.  This  gain  of  $1,487,179.71  in  gross  income  was  more  than 
offset  by  the  increase  in  operating  cxpen.se,  the  difference  between  the 
gro.ss  operating  expense  of  1924  and  that  of  1923  being  $1,994,365.50. 
The  total  for  1924,  was  $18,231,526.11.  Net  revenues  for  all  companies 
in  1924  were  $810,635.46,  or  $507,184.79  less  than  the  1923  figure  of 
$1,317,820.25.  The  profit  for  the  year  of  all  "A"  companies,  after 
deducting  all  charges  such  as  taxes,  interest  and  other  miscellaneous 

•  Where  a  passenger  company  carries  express  and  freight,  income  from  such 
service  is  included. 
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items,  was  $374,662.51.  The  profit  of  the  "B"  companies  Avas  $343,- 
447.67.  a  total  for  all  companies  of  $718,110.78.  The  1923  profit  was 
$1,178,800.15.  Accordinjr  to  their  financial  reports  60  of  the  larger 
companies  and  110  of  the  smaller,  operated  at  a  loss  in  1924. 

The  sources  of  revenue  of  the  auto  stage  and  truck  lines,  the  reports 
show,  with  the  amount  collected  under  each  account,  are  as  follows :

Gasoline  Bills  and  Taxes. 

Among  the  principal  items  of  expense  reported  by  the  auto  stage  and 
truck  operators  in  gasoline.  In  1924  the  large  companies  paid  gasoline 
bills  totaling  $1,295,816.02.  The  gasoline  bills  of  smaller  companies 
totaled  $365,053.06.  Taxes  are  another  important  item.  "A"  com- 
panies paid  federal  income  taxes  of  $79,629.22.  All  other  taxes 
amounted  to  $528,995.32.  a  srand  total  of  $608,624.54.  "  B  "  companies 
paid  taxes  amounting  to  $76,980.67.  All  told  the  tax  and  license 
collections  from  the  auto  stages  and  trucks  whose  activities  are_  subject 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  amounted  to  $685,605.21. 

The' plant  and  equipment  investment  of  the  auto  stage  and  truck  lines 
engaged  in  transporting  persons  and  property  over  the  highways  of 
California  for  compensation  in  1924  reached  a  total  of  $15,952,011.22, 
all  but  $2,206,046.49  of  this  sum  being  reported  by  the  Class  "A" 
companies.  Plant  and  investment  figures  for  1923  .showed  a  total  for 
all  companies  of  $13,557,975.82,  or  $2,394,036.08  less  than  the  amount 
shown  in  the  same  column  in  1924. 

4000  Cars,  Trucks  and  Trailers. 

The  equipment  reports  of  the  Cla.ss  "A"  companies  show  1188  pas- 
senger cars,  1117  trucks  and  520  other  vehicles,  the  latter  being  princi- 
pally trailers.  The  Cla.ss  "B"  companies  in  1924  used  537  passenger 
cars,  544  trucks  and  24  other  vehicles,  a  total  of  2.930  pieces  of 
equipment  regularly  devoted  to  the  business  of  transporting  persons 
and  propert}'  over  the  highways,  as  public  carriers.  This  figure  does 
not  include  leased  equipment.  A  large  percentage  of  the  auto  stage 
and  truck  operators,  at  time  of  peak  demands,  lease  equipment  to 
enable  them  to  take  care  of  the  traffic.  This  practice  is  approved  by 
the  Commission  which  prescribes  the  form  of  lease.  It  may  be  said 
that,  including  the  leased  cars,  approximately  4000  cars,  trucks  and 
trailers  are  required  to  meet  the  demands  of  travelers  and  shippers  who 
use  the  public  highway  transportation  service. 

Because  of  the  incompleteness  of  the  reports  of  the  carriers  in  the 
matter  of  freight  transportation  by  auto  truck,  particularly  those  of 
the  smaller  carriers,  many  of  whom  keep  no  records  of  the  tonnage 
transported,  the  figures  quoted  from  the  annual  reports  of  the  freight 
carriers  must   be  considered   as  anything   but   representative   of   the 
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amount  of  business  clone  by  tlic  truck  men.  The  reports  show  that  the 
larcre  companies  transported  659.834  tons  of  freight  m  1924,  and  the 
smaller  outfits,  239,539  tons,  a  total  of  899,373  tons.  In  view  of  the 
"no-reeord-kept"  reports  of  a  large  number  of  carriers,  an  estimate 
of  1,000,000  tons  of  freight  handled  during  the  year  1924,  by  the 
regulated  carriers,  will  not  be  far  from  the  real  total. 

Detail  figures  from  the  reports  of  the  auto  stage  and  truck  earners 
will  be  found  in  the  statistical  section  of  the  Commission's  annual 
report.

Chapter  XIV. 


Section  2. 

HISTORY  OF  AUTO  STAGE  AND  TRUCK  TRANSPORTATION- 
REGULATORY  LEGISLATION— TARIFF 
CIRCULAR— FORMS. 

The  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act  regulating  auto  stage 
and  truck  lines,  their  rates  and  their  services  became  effective  on  May 
1,  1917.  All  auto  stage  and  truck  lines  operating  in  California  on  and 
prior  to  that  date  were  required  by  a  general  order  issued  by  the  Rail- 
road Commission,  to  which  the  act  gave  power  to  regulate  stage  lines 
and  freight  carriers  using  the  highways,  to  file  their  tariffs  of  rates 
and  time  schedules.  Since  that  date  inauguration  of  new  stage  or  truck 
lines  or  extension  of  existing  lines  has  rested  on  a  showing  that  public 
convenience  and  necessity  (made  generally  at  a  public  hearing)  required 
establishment  of  any  new  service. 

Desire  of  an  individual  or  company,  partnership  or  corporation  to 
enter  into  the  field  a.s  a  common  carrier  of  persons  or  property  over  the 
Inghways,  between  fixed  points  or  over  a  regular  route,  weighs  but 
little  in  the  consideration  of  the  Railroad  Commission.  Public  con- 
venience and  necessity  is  and  has  been  since  IMay  1,  1917,  the  sole 
measure  determining  whether  any  proposed  new  service  is  required. 
Many  certificates  of  convenience  and  necessity  have  been  denied  by  the 
Commission  mainly  because  applicants  could  not  show  by  competent 
testimony  that  the  service  they  proposed  to  give  was  required.  They 
offered  no  proof  that  the  carriers  alreadj'  in  the  field,  either  rail  or 
auto,  were  not  giving  all  the  service  the  territorj^  required,  that  the 
existing  service  was  inadequate  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  traveling 
or  shipping  public. 

In  not  a  few  instances,  however,  the  Commission  recognized  that 
certain  features  of  proposed  new  services,  such  as  the  pickup  and 
delivery  of  freight,  more  and  greater  freedom  from  time  schedule 
restrictions  of  rail  carriers  making  for  more  timely  periods  of  arrival 
and  departure,  were  such  as  to  make  the  proposed  service  a  desirable 
one.  In  other  words,  while  the  necessity  for  additional  service  was  not 
outstanding,  the  convenience  promised  to  the  traveling  and  shipping 
public  was  of  sufficient  weight  to  .justify  issuance  of  a  certificate  per- 
mitting the  establishment  of  the  new  service. 

The  matter  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission  over 
auto  stages  and  trucks  using  the  highways  as  common  carriers  was  first 
determined  by  the  State  Supreme  Court  in  December,  1916,  in  a  deci- 
sion handed  down  following  appeal  to  the  high  court  by  Western  Asso- 
ciation of  Short  Line  Railroads,  a  corporation,  organized  to  promote 
the  interests  of  the  short,  independent  railroads — steam  and  electric — 
operating  in  California  and  other  western  states,  and  United  Railroads 
of  San  Francisco.  Tliese  organizations  had  asked  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission to  regulate  within  the  law.  the  transportation  business  of  the 
st)-called  Wichita  Transportation  Company,  which  company  admitted 
lliat  it  was  engaged  as  a  common  carrier  in  the  business  of  transporting

froijilit  in  motor  trucks  on  the  pul)li(',  highways  of  ('alit'ornia  between 
the  cities  of  San  Diojro  and  Kl  Ccntro,  and  the  Peninsula  Rapid  Transit 
('onipany,  operatinir  a  passenjicr  1rans]K)rtation  service  l)etween  Sau 
Francisco  and  points  south  as  far  as  the  city  of  San  Mateo.  The  Rail- 
road Conuiiission  had  refused  to  entertain  the  applications  on  the 
ground  that,  under  the  law,  it  had  no  jurisdiction.  The  court  agreed 
with  the  Coniinission  in  the  construction  it  placed  upon  the  legislative 
enactments,  but  held  that  the  power  to  regulate  auto  stages  and  trucks 
using  the  highways  as  common  carriers  was  vested  in  the  Commission 
by  .section  22,  article  XII  of  the  constitution,  as  it  was  amended  in  1911. 
The  section  creates  the  Railroad  Commission  and  defines  its  powers. 
In  doing  so  it  declares : 

Said  Coinmission  shall  have  I  he  power  to  establish  rates  of  eliarges  for  the  trans- 
portation of  itassonsers  and  freight  by  railroad  and  other  iranfipurtution  rompaiiivs 
and  no  railroad  or  other  transi)ortation  company  shall  charge  or  demand  or  collect 
or  receive  a  greater  or  less  or  different  compensation  for  such  transportation  of 
pas-seugers  or  freight  or  for  any  service  in  connection  therewith,  between  the  ix)ints 
named  in  any  tariff  of  rales,  established  by  said  Commission,  than  the  rates,  fares 
and  charges  which  are  specified  in  such  tariff. 

The  Commission  was  thereupon  directed  to  exercise  the  powers 
granted  it  by  the  constitution.  Accordingly,  the  Commission  directed 
the  auto  stage  and  truck  lines  to  file  tlieir  tariffs  of  rates.  Shortly 
after  the  legislature  of  1917  convened  and  among  the  acts  passed  was 
one  definitely  giving  to  the  Railroad  Commission  regulatory  powers 
over  auto  truck  and  stage  lines  operating  over  the  public  highways 
between  fixed  points  or  over  regular  routes.  The  only  carriers 
exempted  were  those  operating  entirely  within  a  municipality,  taxi- 
cabs,  hotel  busses  and  sightseeing  busses. 

The  first  definite  steps  taken  by  the  Railroad  Commission  to  carry 
out  the  regulatory  provisions  contemplated  by  the  legislature  and 
made  evident  by  the  passage  of  chapter  213,  Statutes  of  1917,  better 
known  as  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act,  began  with 
a  general  investigation  of  the  operation  of  auto  stages  and  trucks  oper- 
ating as  common  carriers  over  the  highways  of  the  state.  Known  as 
Case  No.  1110,  the  proceedings  were  in  the  nature  of  a  general  investi- 
gation of  the  fares,  rates,  classification,  rules  and  regulations  govern- 
ing auto  service  in  every  section  in  the  state.  Public  hearings  vwere 
held  at  Los  Angeles  on  July  25,  1917,  and  at  San  Francisco  on  August 
8,  1917. 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

At  these  hearings  practically  all  the  representative  stage  companies 
appeared  with  the  result  that  the  Commission  was  enabled  in  the 
resultant  Decision,  No.  4814,  to  establish  procedure  covering  the  filing 
of  rates  and  time  schedules  and  formulate  and  put  into  effect  a  set  of 
rules  and  regulations  designed  to  give  a  maximum  of  safety  to  the 
public  traveling  by  auto.     These  rules  follow: 

Maintenance. 

1.  Every  motor  vehicle  shall  be  maintained  in  a  safe  and  sanitary  condition  at  all 
times  and  shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  commission  and  its 
duly  authorized  representatives. 

Speedometers. 

2.  Every  motor  vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with  a  standard  speedometer  which 
shall   be  maintained  in  good  working  order. 
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Inside   lights. 

3.  Kvcry  motor  vehicle  used  in  Ihe  transportation  of  passengers  :inrt  having  a 
rovered  top  or  top  up.  shall  maintain  a  light  or  lights  of  not  less  than  two  candle 
power  each  within  the  vehicle  and  so  arranged  as  to  light  up  the  whole  of  the 
interior  of  the  vehicle,  and  such  light  or  lights  shall  be  Itept  constantly  lighted 
between  the  hours  of  sunset  and  sunrise  at  all  times  when  vehicle  is  occupied  by 
passengers. 

Extra    tires. 

4.  Every  motor  vehicle  used  in  the  transportation  of  passengers  shall  when  leaving 
either  terminus  be  equipped  with  at  least  one   (1)   extra  serviceable  tire. 

Brakes. 

5.  Every  motor  vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with  satisfactory  brakes  and  such  brakes 
shall  at  all  times  be  maintained  in  good  condition  and  with  a  braking  power  sufficient 
to  lock  the  rear  wheels  of  said  vehicle  when  brakes  are  fully  applied  and  vehicle  is 
operated  at  a  speed  of  ten  miles  per  hour. 

Skid   chains. 

6.  Every  motor  vehicle  used  in  the  transportation  of  passengers  shall  at  all  times 
carry  a  set  of  skid  chains  which  shall  be  applied  to  the  rear  wheels  whenever  neces- 
sary to  prevent  skidding. 

Warning   device   and  fire   protection. 

7.  Every  motor  vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with  a  suitable  horn  or  other  similar 
warning  device. 

Every  motor  vehicle  used  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  shall  be  equipped 
with  a  liquid  fire  extinguisher  of  a  design  or  type  approved  by  the  commission  and 
such  extinguisher  shall  be  kept  in  satisfactory  operative  condition  at  all  times. 

Age  and  competency   of  drivers  of   motors. 

8.  Drivers  of  vehicles  shall  be  at  least  twenty-one  (21)  years  of  age,  of  good 
moral  character,  shall  be  fully  competent  to  operate  the  vehicles  under  their  charge 
and  shall  hold  license  from  "the  State  Motor  Vehicle  Department  as  required  by 
section  24,  paragraph   (a)   of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Act. 

Use  of   Intoxicating    liquor. 

9.  No  driver  or  operator  of  any  motor  vehicle  carrying  pa.s.sengers  shall  drink 
any  intoxicating  liquor  during  the  time  he  is  on  duty  or  at  any  time  use  intoxicating 
liquor   to  excess. 

Use   of  tobacco. 

10.  No  driver  or  operator  of  any  motor  vehicle  carrying  passengers  shall  smoke 
any  cigar,  cigarette,  tobacco  or  other  substance  in  such  vehicle  during  the  time  he 
is  driving  the  vehicle. 

11.  No  transportation  company  owning,  controlling,  operating  or  managing  any 
motor  vehicle  used  in  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property  as  a  common  carrier 
for  compensation  shall  cause  or  allow  any  driver  or  operator  of  such  motor  vehicle 
to  work  as  driver  or  operator  for  more  than  a  maximum  of  ten  (10)  hours  in  any 
twenty-four   (24)   hour  period. 

Obligation  to  carry   passengers. 

12.  No  driver  or  operator  of  any  motor  vehicle  for  passenger  transportation  shall 
refuse  to  carry  any  person  offering  himself  or  herself  at  any  regular  stopping  place 
for  carriage  and  who  tenders  the  regular  fare  to  any  regular  stopping  place  on  the 
route  of  said  motor  vehicle  or  between  the  termini  thereof,  unless  at  the  time  of  such 
offer  the  seats  of  said  motor  vehicle  are  fully  occupied  ;  provided,  however,  that  the 
driver  or  operator  of  such  motor  vehicle  may  refuse  transportation  to  any  person  who 
is  in  an  intoxicated  condition  or  conducting  himself  in  a  boisterous  or  disorderly 
manner  or  is  using  profane  language. 

Overcrowding   of  vehicles. 

13.  No  motor  vehicle  usi  d  in  the  transportation  of  passengers  shall  be  allowed  to 
carry  more  passengers  than  the  rated  carrying  capacity  as  filed  with  the  commission. 
Drivers  and  operators  will  not  be  permitted  to  allow  passengers  to  ride  on  the  run- 
ning boards,  fenders  or  any  other  part  of  the  vehicle  than  the  seats  thereof. 

No  driver  or  operator  of  a  motor  vehicle  used  for  passenger  traffic  shall  permit  or 
allow  on  the  front  seat  of  such  motor  vehicle  more  passengers  than  the  seat  is 
designed  to  carry,  exclusive  of  the  driver ;  or  permit  or  allow  any  passenger  to 
occupy  any  other  portion  of  said  vehicle  forward  of  the  back  of  the  driver's  seat. 

No  passenger  shall  be  allowed  to  sit  on  the  front  seat  to  the  left  of  the  driver  if 
a  left-hand  drive  motor  vehicle,  or  to  the  right  of  the  driver  it  a  right-hand  drive 
motor  vehicle. 

No  more  than  one  passenger  shall  occupy  the  front  .seat  of  any  motor  vehicle  with 
a  touring  car  body,  operated  by  center  control. 
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Trailers. 

14.  Kxcept  when  specially  authorized  by  the  liailroad  Coiiiini.ssioii,  no  inolor 
vehicle  used  in  the  transportation  of  passengers  shall  be  operated  or  driven  with  any 
trailer  or  other  vehicle  attached  thereto;  except  in  case  a  vehicle  becomes  disabled 
while  on  a  trip  and  is  unable  to  run  from  its  own  power,  such  disabled  car  may  bu 
towed  to  the  nearest  point  where  repair  facilities  are  available. 

Loads  on    running    board. 

15.  No  motor  vehicle  used  for  carriage  of  passengers  shall  bo  operated  carrying 
or  transporting  any  luggage,  baggage,  package,  trinik,  crate,  or  other  load -which 
shall  extend  more  than  eight   inches  beyond  the  running  loard  of  said  motor  vehicle. 

Jurisdiction  over  regulations. 

16.  These  rules  and  regulations  .shall  prevail  over  and  supersede  every  county 
or  municipal  rule  or  regulation  in  conflict  therewith,  but  shall  not  be  construed  to 
prevail  over  or  supersede  any  other  rule  or  regulation  lawfully  in  effect. 

War  Becomes  Factor. 

While  the  world  war,  of  itself,  played  no  part  in  the  formulation  of 
the  legi.slation  affecting  auto  stages  and  trucks  as  pa.ssed  by  the  Cali- 
fornia legislature  of  1917,  effects  of  the  great  struggle,  into  which  this 
country  entered  on  April  6,  1917,  were  shown  at  the  hearings  held  by 
the  Commission.  War  conditions  forced  a  drastic  reduction  in  the 
number  and  frequency  of  passenger  trains.  Similarly  were  freight 
train  schedules  reduced  with  the  result  that  there  was  a  diversion  of 
short  haul  freight  to  automotive  truck  lines.  Extension  of  territory 
devoted  to  agricultural  purposes  was  an  almost  immediate  result  of 
this  country's  participation  in  the  war,  a  result  forecast  by  the  demand 
for  greater  production  of  foodstuffs  to  supply  the  soldiery  of  not  only 
our  own  land  but  those  of  the  nations  allied  with  the  United  States. 
In  a  measure,  then,  regulation  of  auto  transportation,  as  undertaken  bj' 
California  legislation,  though  born  of  peace  conditions,  became  regula- 
tion based  on  war's  necessities.  Such  rules  and  regulations,  however, 
as  were  promulgated  by  the  Commission,  following  the  state  wide 
investigation,  instituted  under  title  of  Case  No.  1110,  had  in  view,  as 
a  base,  a  return  to  the  ways  of  a  world  of  peace,  a  faith  .iustified  by 
the  fact  that  fundamentally  the  Commission  has  not  found  it  necessary 
to  make  any  great  change  in  its  rules  and  regulations  since  the  end  of 
the  war. 

Auto  Act  is  Amended. 

Chang&s  have  been  made  in  chapter  213,  however,  the  legislatures  of 
1919.  1923,  and  1925,  amending  the  act  to  meet  conditions,  resulting 
from  the  imprecedented  growth  of  the  auto  as  a  common  carrier. 
Originally  the  act  provided  that  before  a  carrier  could  obtain  from  the 
Commission  authority  to  operate,  it  must  obtain  from  each  political 
subdivision  of  the  state  through  which  it  proposed  to  operate,  authority 
so  to  do.  A  carrier  proposing  to  operate  between  termini,  as  for 
in.stance,  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles,  would,  under  the  act  as  passed 
originally,  have  to  secure  a  permit  to  operate  from  the  supervisors  of 
each  county  traversed  by  the  auto  line,  as  well  as  a  permit  from  each 
municipality  along  the  line  of  travel.  This,  as  was  readily  .seen,  was 
imprafticablc.  and  the  legislature  of  1919  amended  the  act  to  eliminate 
this  requirement,  and  ])lace(l  the  (piesfion  of  operative  rights  scjuarely 
under  the  control  of  the  Railroad  Commission.  This  amendment,  which 
became  effective  on  July  22.  1919,  also  provided  that  any  right,  privi- 
lege, franchise  or  permit  held,  owned  or  obtained  by  any  transportation 
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company  may  be  sold,  leased  or  assigned  provided  that  authority  to 
make  such  transfer  shall  be  obtained  from  the  Commission.  Tlie 
legislature  of  1919  also  made  another  change  in  the  act,  a  change  far 
reaching  in  its  effect.  The  legislature  added  a  comma  and  the  word 
"or"  and  by  this  change  extended  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  over  all  those  using  the  highways  between  fixed  points  or 
over  a  regular  route  "for  compensation,  or  as  a  common  carrier." 
Previously  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  was  limited  to  "common 
carriers." 

Farm  Haul  Exemption  Unconstitutional. 

As  the  law  stood  up  to  1923  it  required  that  before  any  person  or 
company  or  corporation,  anyone  in  fact,  could  transport  persons  or 
property  over  the  highways  between  fixed  termini  or  over  a  regular 
route  for  compensation,  or  as  a  common  carrier,  a  certificate  of  public 
convenience  and  necessity  must  be  obtained  from  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion. The  legislature  of  192.3  passed  what  Avas  known  as  the  Crittenden 
bill,  which  exempted  from  the  necessity  of  securing  such  a  certificate  all 
those  engaged  in  the  busine.ss  of  moving  farm  products  from  a  farm  to 
an  initial  point,  such  as  a  shipping  station,  warehouse,  creamery,  pack- 
ing house,  commission  house,  store  or  any  point  of  first  delivery  from  a 
farm.  Nor  was,  under  this  amendment,  a  certificate  required  by  those 
who  hauled  to  a  farm  articles  of  husbandry  or  farm  necessities.  In 
other  words,  no  certificate  was  required  by  those  whose  hauling  began 
or  ended  on  a  farm.  The  object  of  this  legislation  was  obviously  to 
facilitate  the  movements  of  crops  or  farm  products.  In  April,  1925, 
the  Supreme  Court  of  California  declared  the  exemption  provision  of 
the  Crittenden  bill  unconstitutional  and  directed  the  Railroad  Commis- 
.sion  to  assume  and  exercise  juri.sdiction  over  the  "farm  haulers."  This 
decision  was  handed  down  on  proceedings  instituted  by  carriers  who 
had  been  compelled,  under  the  law,  to  secure  a  certificate  from  the 
Railroad  Commission. 

The  Crittenden  bill  provided  also  that  a  filing  fee  of  $50  must  accom- 
pany each  application  for  a  certificate  filed  with  the  Commission ;  a 
fee  of  $50  must  also  accompany  each  application  for  authority  to  trans- 
fer or  lease  an  operating  right.  This  fee  is  retained  by  the  state  no 
matter  what  the  outcome  of  the  application.  No  fee  is  requii'ed  with 
applications  to  change  rates  or  time  schedules.  This  feature  of  the 
act  was  not  disturbed  by  the  court  decision. 

$50  Filing  Fee  Ends  Abuse. 

The  filing  fee  amendment  is  the  outcome  of  abuses  resulting  from  the 
fact  that  the  state  gave,  free  of  all  cost,  the  service  necessary  in  the 
hearing  of  applications  for  authority  to  operate  either  a  stage  or  a 
truck  line.  In  a  sufficient  number  of  cases  to  justify  the  fee  irresponsi- 
ble persons,  imbued  Avith  a  desire  to  operate  a  stage  line  or  a  truck 
line,  or  frequently  with  nothing  but  a  wish  to  put  into  public  service 
a  truck  or  car  of  which  they  happened  to  be  the  owner,  or  planned  to 
purchase,  applied  for  certificates.  The  Commission,  provided  the 
ai)plication  covered  territory  already  served  by  a  carrier,  either  rail 
or  auto,  set  a  date  for  a  public  hearing,  notified  all  per.sons  interested, 
and  on  the  date  fixed  sent  an  examiner  and  a  reporter  to  tlie  place  of 
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hejirinjx.  in  many  eases  at  a  point  entailing  considerable  expense  to  the 
state  and  to  those  who  would  be  aflFected  by  the  establishment  of  the 
proposed  new  service.  Witnesses  as  to  the  adequaey  of  their  service 
were  sunnnoned  In'  existing?  carriers,  the  matter  of  expense  to  all 
concerned  (except  to  the  applicant)  being  considerable.  The  proceed- 
ings would  be  opened  as  per  the  Commissioner's  calendar,  and  end  with 
the  opening.  The  applicant  would  not  appear,  evidently  having  learned 
sub.sequent  to  the  filing  of  his  application  that  the  matter  of  securing  a 
certificate  was  a  proceeding  involving  something  more  than  a  mere 
(Insire  to  put  into  use  a  piece  of  equipment.     Hence  the  fee. 

The  records  of  the  Commission  show  that  the  fee  requirement  does 
not  act  as  a  bar  to  legitimate  enterprises  or  limit  in  any  way  develop- 
ment of  the  automotive  transportation  field.  It  has  served  the  purpose 
of  eliminating  the  irresponsible. 

Other  Amendments. 

The  act  was  further  amended  in  1925  by  the  passage  by  the  legis- 
f  lature  of  a  bill  including  among  those  held  not  to  be  transportation 
companies  within  the  meaning  of  the  original  act 

liiisscs  ensajted  solely  iu  the  transportation  of  bona  fide  pupils  attending  an 
in.stitution  of  learning  when  such  pupils  are  transported  solely  between  their 
homes  and  such  institution  of  learning. 

The  legislature  of  1925  also  took  cognizance  of  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  decision  holding  that  interstate  carriers  were  not  under 
'  the  jurisdiction  of  state  regulating  bodies  in  so  far  as  securing  a  certifi- 
cate of  public  convenience  and  necessity  is  concerned  and  amended 
chapter  213  by  giving  the  Railroad  Commission  the  power,  in  the 
matter  of  transportation  companies  operating  between  a  point  in  any 
other  .state  or  in  any  foreign  nation  and  a  point  in  California 

to  prescribe  such  reasonable,  uniform  and  nondiscriminatory  rules  anrl  regula- 
tions in  the  interest  and  aid  of  public  health,  security,  safety,  convenience  and 
general  welfare  as  shall  in  its  opinion  be  required  by  public  convenience  and 
necessity. 

A  third  amendment  by  the  1925  legislature  provides  that 

no  person  shall  be  excused  from  testifying  or  from  producing  any  book,  w^aybill, 
do<'ument,  paper  or  account  in  any  investigation  or  inquiry  by  or  hearing  before 
the  Commission  or  any  commissioner  or  examiner,  when  ordered  to  do  so,  upon 
the  ground  that  (he  testimony  or  evidence,  l)Ook,  waybill,  document,  paper  or 
account  required  of  him  may  tend  to  inconvenience  him  or  sul)ject  him  to  iienalty 
or  forfeiture,  but  no  person  .shall  be  prosecuted,  punished  or  subjected  lo  any 
penalty  or  forfeiture  for  or  on  account  of  any  act,  transaction,  matter  or  thing 
concerning  which  he  shall,  under  oath  have  testified  or  produce<l  documentary 
evidence ;  itrovidcd,  that  no  |>erson  .«o  testifying  shall  Ix'  exempt  from  pro.secu- 
(ion  or  punishment,  for  any  i)erjury  committed  by  him  in  his  testimony.  .Voihing 
herein  contained  shall  be  ((instrued  as  in  any  manner  giving  to  any  transiwrta- 
tion  ('(>niiiiiii\    inninuiii  \    nf  :iiiy  kind.

AUTO     STAGE     AND     TRUCK     TRANSPORTATION     ACT.

An  act  providing  for  the  supervision  and  regulation  of  the  transportation  of  persons 
and  property  for  compensation  over  any  public  highway  by  automobiles.  Jitney 
busses,  auto  trucks,  stages  and  auto  stages;  defining  transportation  companies 
and  providing  for  the  supervision  and  regulation  thereof  by  the  railroad  com- 
mission; providing  for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  for 
the  punishment  of  violations  thereof;  and  repealing  all  acts  Inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sex:tion  1.  (a)  The  term  "corporation,"  when  used  in  this  act,  means  a  corpora- 
tion, a  company,  an  association  or  a  joint  stock  association. 

(6)  The  term  "person,"  when  used  in  tiiis  act,  means  an  individual,  a  firm  or 
copartnersiiip. 

(c)  The  term  "transportation  company,"  when  used  in  this  act,  means  every 
corporation  or  person,  tlieir  lessees,  trustees,  receivers  or  trustees  appointed  by 
any  court  whatsoever,  owning,  controlling,  operating  or  managing,  any  automobile, 
jitney  bus,  auto  truck,  stage  or  auto  stage  used  in  the  business  of  transportation 
of  persons  or  property,  or  as  a  common  carrier,  for  compensation,  over  any  public 
liighway  in  this  state  between  fixed  termini  or  over  a  regular  route,  and  not  operating 
exclusively  within  the  limits  of  an  incorporated  city  or  town  or  of  a  city  and 
county ;  proinded,  that  the  term  "transportation  company,"  as  used  in  this  act, 
shall  not  include  corporations  or  persons,  their  lessees,  trustees,  receivers  or  trustees 
appointed  by  any  court  whatsoever,  in  so  far  as  they  own,  control,  operate  or 
manage  taxicahs,  hotel  busses,  sightseeing  busses  or  busses  engaged  solely  in 
the  transportation  of  bona  fide  pupils  attending  ,in  institution  of  learning  when 
sucli  pupils  are  transported  solely  between  their  homes  and  such  institution  of 
learning,  or  any  other  carrier  which  does  not  come  within  the  term  "transporta- 
tion company"  as  herein  defined. 

(fj)  The  term  "public  highway,"  when  used  in  this  act,  means  every  public 
street,  road  or  highway  in  this  state. 

(e)  The  words  "between  fixed  termini  or  over  a  regular  route,"  when  used  in 
this  act.  mean  tlie  termini  or  route  between  or  over  which  any  transportation  com- 
pany usually  or  ordinarily  operates  any  automobile,  jitney  bus,  auto  truck,  stage 
or  auto  stage,  even  though  there  may  be  departures  from  said  termini  or  route, 
whether  such  departures  be  periodic  or  irregular.  Whether  or  not  any  automobile, 
jitney  bus,  auto  truck,  stage  or  auto  stage  is  operated  by  a  transportation  com- 
pany "between  fixed  termini  or  over  a  regular  route"  within  the  meaning  of  this 
act  shall  be  a  question  of  fact  and  the  finding  of  the  railroad  commission  thereon 
shall  be  final  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  review.  [Amended,  Ch.  145,  Stats.  1925, 
p.   297.] 

Sec.  2.  No  corporation  or  person,  their  lessees,  trustees,  receivers  or  trustees 
appointed  by  any  court  whatsoever,  shall  operate  any  automobile,  jitney  bus, 
auto  truck,  stage  or  auto  stage  for  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property  for 
compensation  on  any  public  highway  in  this  state  except  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act.     [Section  3  repealed  by  Ch.  280,  Stats.  1919,  p.  457.] 

Sec.  4.  The  railroad  commission  of  the  State  of  California  is  hereby  vested 
with  power  and  authority  to  supervise  and  regulate  every  transportation  "company 
in  this  state  ;  to  fix  the  rates,  fares,  charges,  clas.sifications,  rules  and  regulations  of 
each  such  transportation  company;  to  regulate  the  accounts,  service  and  safety 
of  operations  of  each  such  transportation  company,  to  require  the  filing  of  annual 
and  other  reports  and  of  other  data  by  such  transportation  companies;  and  to 
supervise  and  regulate  transportation  companies  in  all  other  matters  affecting  the 
relationship  between  such  companies  and  the  traveling  and  shipping  public.  The 
railroad  commission  shall  have  power  and  authority,  by  general  order  or  other- 
wise, to  prescril)e  rules  and  regulations  applicable  to  any  and  all  transportation 
companies.  The  railroad  commission,  in  the  exercise  of  the  jurisdiction  con- 
ferred upon  it  by  the  constitution  of  this  state  and  by  this  act.  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  make  orders  and  to  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  affecting  trans- 
portation companies,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  ordinance  or  permit 
of  any  incorporated  city  or  town,  city  and  county,  or  county,  and  in  case  of  con- 
flict between  any  such  order,  rule  or  regulation  and  any  such  ordinance  or  permit, 
thf  order,  rule  or  regulation  of  the  railroad  commission  shall  in  each  instance  prevail. 

Sec.  5.  No  transportation  company  slinll  hereafter  begin  to  operate  any  auto- 
mobile, jitney  bus,  auto  truck,  stage  or  auto  stage  for  the  transportation  of  per- 
sons or  property,  for  compensation  on  any  public  highw.ay  in  this  state  without 
first  having  obtained  from  the  railroad  commission  a  certificate  declaring  that 
public  convenience  .and  necessity  require  such  operation,  but  no  such  certificate 
shall  be  required  of  any  transportation  company  as  to  the  fixed  termini  between 
which  or  the  route  over  which  it  is  actually  operating  in  good  faith  at  the  time 
this  act  becomes  effective,  or  for  operations  exclusively  within  the  limits  of  an 
incorporated  city,  town,  or  city  and  county.  Any  right,  privilege,  franchise  or 
permit  held,  owned  or  obtained  by  any  transportation  company  may  be  sold, 
assigned.  leased,  transferred  or  inliei-ited  as  other  property,  only  upon  authoriza- 
tion by  the  railroad  commission.

abets  any  corporation  or  person  in  his  failure  to  obey,  observe  or  comply  with 
any  such  order,  decision,  rule,  direction,  demand  or  regulation,  or  any  part  or 
provision  thereof,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  is  punishable  by  a  f^ne  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceed- 
ing one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  9.  Neither  this  act  nor  any  provision  thereof  shall  apply  or  be  con- 
strued to  apply  to  commerce  with  foreign  nations  or  commerce  among  the  several 
states  of  this  union,  except  in  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  permitted  under  the 
provisions  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  acts  of  congress; 
provided,  hoicever.  that  with  reference  to  transportation  companies  operating  solely 
in  interstate  commerce  between  any  point  or  points  within  this  state  afid  any 
point  or  points  in  any  other  state  or  in  any  foreign  nation,  the  r.ailroad  commission 
shall  have  the  power  to  prescribe  such  reasonable,  uniform  and  non-discrim- 
inatory rules  and  regulations  in  the  interest  and  aid  of  public  health,  security, 
safety,  convenience  and  general  welfare  as  shall  in  its  opinion  be  required  by 
public  convenience  and  necessity.      [Amended.   Ch.    254,   Stats.    1925,   p.   433.] 

Sec.  10.  If  any  section,  subsection,  sentence,  clause  or  phrase  of  this  act  is  for 
any  reason  held  to  be  unconstitutional,  such  decision  shall  not  affect  the  validity 
of  the  remaining  portions  of  this  act.  The  legislature  hereby  declares  that  it 
will  have  passed  this  act.  and  each  section,  subsection,  sentence,  clatise  and  phrase 
thereof,  irrespective  of  the  fact  that  any  one  or  more  other  sections,  subsections, 
sentences,   clauses   or   phrases  be   declared   unconstitutional. 

Sec.  11.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  .act  are 
hereby  repealed.  The  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  providing  for  the  sale 
of  street  railroad  and  other  franchises  in  counties  and  municipalities  and  provid- 
ing conditions  for  the  granting  of  such  franchises  by  legislative  or  other  govern- 
ing bodies,  and  repealing  conflicting  acts  (approved  March  22,  1905;  Stats.  1905, 
p.  777),"  are  declared  not  to  apply  to  the  use  of  highways  for  the  kind  of  trans- 
portation herein  regulated. 

How  To  Prepare  Tariifs. 

General  Order  No.  51  issued  by  the  Railroad  Commission  in  the 
early  years  of  anto  stage  and  trnck  regulation  has  to  do  with  an 
important  feature  of  the  work  of  the  Commission,  namely,  the  making 
of  tariflfs  covering  auto  stage  and  truck  rates  and  charges  and  rules 
and  regulations.  Complete  instructions  in  the  matter  of  preparing 
taritf.s  satisfactory  in  form  to  the  Commission  are  contained  in  this 
general  order  which,  was  adopted  November  6,  1917,  and  became  effec- 
tive January  1,  1918.     It  follows:

(J.  No  transportation  company  shall  raise  any  rate,  fare,  toll,  rental  or  charge 
or  so  alter  any  classification,  contract,  practice,  rule  or  regulation  as  to 
result  in  an  increase  in  any  rate,  fare,  toll,  rental  or  charge,  under  any 
circumstances  whatsoever,  except  upon  a  sliowing  before  the  commission 
and  a  finding  by  the  commission  that  such  increase  is  justified.

Operation  of  Leased  Cars. 

Another  order  i.ssued  by  the  C'oniiiiission  detinitely  fixed  the  mauner 
in  vvhieli  o{)eration  of  auto  ears  and  trucks  not  owned  by  the  franchised 
carrier  must  be  eonduetinl.  Known  as  "General  Order  No.  67"  this 
pronouncement  by  the  Commission  definitely  prohibits  the  leasing  of 
equipment  and  employment  of  drivers  on  a  percentage  basis,  by  carriers 
operating  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission. 
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For  the  further  guidance  of  the  operators  of  auto  stage  and  truck 
lines  a  form  of  lease  was  provided.     The  order  follows : 

/(  is  hereby  ordered,  tliat  all  transportation  companies  as  defined  in  chapter  213, 
Laws  of  1917,  and  amendments  thereto,  shall  either  own  their  equipment  (proprietory 
control  being  deemed  ownersliip)  or  lease  such  equipment  for  a  specified  amount  on 
a  trip  or  term  basis,  the  leasing  of  equipment  not  to  include  the  services  of  a  driver 
or  operator.  All  employment  of  drivers  or  operators  of  leased  cars  shall  bo  made  on 
the  basis  of  a  contract  by  which  the  driver  or  operator  sliall  bear  the  relation  of  an 
employee  to  the  transportation  company  by  whom  such  operator  or  driver  is  engaged. 

The  practice  of  leasing  equipment  or  employing  drivers  or  operators  on  the  basis  of 
compensation  on  a  percentage  basis  and  dependent  on  the  gross  receipts  per  trip  or 
for  any  period  of  time  is  hereby  prohibited  from  the  effective  date  hereof. 

It  is  hereby  further  ordered,  that  each  and  every  transportation  company  as  defined 
by  section  1  in  paragraph  (c)  of  chapter  213,  Laws  of  1917,  and  amendments  thereto, 
be  and  it  is  hereby  directed  to  execute  a  written  lease  covering  each  unit  of  equipment 
not  owned  by  It  as  above  stated,  which  lease  shall  fully  set  forth  the  conditions  under 
which  the  unit  of  equipment  is  acquired,  and  shall  include  the  term  for  which  such 
equipment  is  leased,  tlie  compensation  to  be  paid,  the  conditions  regarding  cancellation, 
etc.  A  true  copy  of  said  lease  shall  be  immediately  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion in  every  instance  wliere  tlie  equipment  is  leased  for  a  period  of  ten  (10)  days 
or  more. 

It  is  hereby  further  ordered,  that  each  agreement  entered  into  by  stage  or  truck 
companies,  as  hereinabove  defined,  with  garages,  rent  car  operators,  individuals  or 
companies  owning  machines,  wliieli  agreement  provides  for  the  leasing  of  equipment 
upon  short  notice  for  a  trip  or  term  of  less  than  ten  (10)  days,  shall  be  executed  in 
writing  and  a  true  copy  thereof  immediately  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission.

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LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL. 


To  His  Excellency,  Friend  Wm.  Richardson, 
Governor  of  Calif  or  nia, 

Sacramento,  California. 

In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  section  12  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Act  herewith  is  transmitted  the  report  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
the  State  of  California  for  the  fiscal  period  beginning  July  1,  1925, 
and  ending  June  30,  1926. 

The  tremendous  growth  of  population  and  consequent  development' 
of  all  business  and  industries  during  the  five  years  preceding  the  end 
of  the  last  fiscal  year  tended  to  make  the  fiscal  period  of  1925-26  one 
of  great  importance  and  tremendous  activity  in  the  public  utility  field. 

This  was  reflected  in  the  work  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  which 
received  1643  formal  applications,  or  528  more  than  during  the  pre- 
ceding fiscal  period.  The  Commission  rendered  1908  decisions,  or 
535  more  than  the  year  before.  Every  class  of  utility  was  involved 
in  one  or  more  major  proceedings,  and  in  addition  to  the  great  volume 
•of  matters  relating  to  rates  or  service,  the  Commission  engaged  in  a 
number  of  special  proceedings  of  the  utmost  importance,  particularly 
valuations  of  public  utility  properties  in  condemnation  actions,  brought 
by  various  municipalities,  and  the  Los  Angele.s  Union  Terminal  pro- 
ceedings. 

In  handling  the  great  volume  of  work  devolving  upon  the  Commis- 
.sion  670  hearings  Avere  held  in  all  sections  of  the  state,  in  reporting 
which  117,5-47  folios  of  transcripts  of  testimony  were  written,  aggregat- 
ing 11,754,700  words. 

The  fiscal  period  of  1925-26  found  the  public  utilities  of  California 
on  a  more  favorable  basis  than  during  the  previous  year.  There  was 
no  recurrence  of  the  severe  drought  conditions  during  the  last  year, 
and  while  conditions  were  not  ideal  in  certain  quarters  of  the  state  in 
regard  to  water  supply,  the  utilities  found  themselves  better  prepared 
to  meet  conditions,  and  there  was  no  suffering  or  loss,  to  speak  of,  on 
that  score. 

The  Commission  finds  that,  due  to  its  extraordinary  efforts  di;ring  the 
period  of  drought,  the  utilities  have  prepared  themselves  better  than 
ever  before  to  meet  unusual  demands  upon  their  resources. 

While  the  peak  of  high  prices  of  all  commodities  has'  been  passed, 
and  public  utility  rates,  as  well  as  all  other  things,  have  reflected  the 
readjustment  of  conditions,  the  Commission  was  still  faced  by  a  large 
number  of  applications  from  all  classes  of  utilities  for  increases  of  rates 
commensurable  with  the  increased  cost  of  service.  This  was  particularly 
true  of  two  classes  of  utilities — water  and  telephone. 

Many  of  these  utilities  were  struggling  along  with  inadequate,  in 
some  instances  pre-war  rates.  They  have  not  been  able  to  meet  the 
standard  of  service  demanded  by  the  Commission  and  the  public  under 
the  old  rate  schedules,  consequently  there  were  many  applications  for 
relief  from  inadequate  rates. 
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The  Commission,  realizing  the  demand  of  the  public  for  adequate 
service,  and  the  necessity  of  providing  rates  that  Avould  make  possible 
the  rendering  of  such  service,  pi"Oceeded  to  readjust  the  rates,  and  to 
fix  standards  of  service  adequate  to  t.lie  public  needs.  The  result  has 
been  certain  increases  in  rates  in  lioth  the  water  and  telephone  utility 
fields,  vpith  consefjuent  protest  by  certain  consumers,  some  of  v^^hom 
have  neglected  to  advise  themselves  as  to  the  facts  which  rendered 
necessary  such  increases. 

That  these  protests  have  not  been  as  numerous,  or  so  general  as  was 
painted  in  the  statements  of  those  opposing  the  Commission's  actions, 
is  shown  conclusively  by  the  marked  drop  iu  informal  complaints  made 
to  the  Commission  during  the  fiscal  year.  These  informal  complaints 
of  all  kinds  dropped  from  4394,  the' 1924-25  total,  to  3453,  of  which 
but  346  related  to  rates.  In  the  same  connection  also  it  may  be  noted 
that  formal  complaints  fell  off  from  121,  the  previous  year,  to  116 
during  1925-26. 

INFORMAL  COMPLAINTS. 

The  peak  numlier  of  informal  complaints  was  handled  by  the  Com- 
mission during  the  fiscal  year  1923-24,  when  there  were  6315.  The 
reduction  in  the  numl)er  of  informal  complaints  noted  during  the  last 
two  fiscal  years  is  ascribed  largely  to  improvement  of  service  by  the 
utilities  under  the  Commission's  standard  rules  and  i*egulations  gov- 
erning service,  which  have  been  rather  generally  installed,  and  have' 
increased  ability  on  the  part  of  the  utilities  themselves  to  meet  demands 
for  service. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  placed  marked  emphasis  since  January 
1,  1912,  when  it  was  reorganized,  on  the  handling  of  informal  com- 
plaints. In  no  other  manner  is  it  possible  for  the  Commission  and  its 
representatives  to  come  in  such  direct  contact  with  the  users  of  public 
utility  service  as  tlirough  the  medium  of  these  informal  complaints. 
Much  has  been  said  as  to  the  activities  of  the  Commi.ssion  along  this 
line  in  the  first  years  of  its  career  as  a  public  utility  commission,  but 
the  records  show  that  the  Commission  has  handled  21,013  informal 
complaints  during  the  la.st  four  fiscal  years  as  against  9,127  in  the 
first  four  fiscal  years  following  January  1,  1912.  The  total  number  of 
informal  conqilaints  adjusted  by  the  Commision  since  that  date  was 
48,900  on  June  30,  1926. 

Disputed  bills  for  public  utility  service  to  the  number  of  365  were 
adjusted  during  the  fiscal  year  1925-26,  involving  $12,778.91. 

NO  CHANGES  IN   UTILITY   LAWS. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  Public  Utilities  Act  or  other  laws 
under  which  the  Commission  functions,  during  the  fiscal  year  just 
ended,  but  a  decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  resulted  in 
the  removal  of  motor  carriers,  operating  under  private  contract,  from 
the  Commission's  jurisdiction.  This  decision  was  rendered  in  the  case 
of  Marion  L.  Frost  ct  al.  vs.  Railroad  Cotnmission. 

There  are  now  1791  publiti  utilities  filing  annual  reports  under  the 
.lurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission.  This  is  28  less  than  during 
the  previous  fiscal  year.  The  reduction  is  due  largely  to  consolidations 
and  elimination  of  competing  lines  in  the  field  of  motor  carriers. 
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SECURITY   ISSUES. 

During  the  twelve  months  ending  June  30,  1926,  the  Commission 
passed  upon  applications  involving  tlie  issue  of  $271,024,507.26  of  pub- 
lic utilit.y  securities.  It  granted  applications  for  the  issuance  of 
$262,463,149.26  of  stocks,  lionds,  notes  and  otlier  evidences  of  indebt- 
edness, denied  applications  for  $274,960,  and  dismissed  applications 
for  $8,286,398,  of  such  securities.  During  the  previous  fiscal  year 
the  Commission  passed  upon  $197,412,807.29,  of  which  it  authorized 
$175,795,119.29. 

Refunding  of  old  issues  accounted  for  $172,714,121.13  of  the  securi- 
ties authorized  and  additions  and  betterments  called  for  $79,803,531.13. 
Other  uses  for  which  securities  were  authorized  were :  Collateral, 
$2,305,800;  reorganization,  $7,624,697;  miscellaneous,  $15,000. 

The  grand  total  of  public  iitility  securities  upon  which  the  Commis^ 
sion  has  passed  from  jMarch  23,  1912,  the  effective  date  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Act,  to  June  30,  1926,  is  $2,380,200,921.74.  The  action  taken 
upon  these  seeuritv  applications  was  as  follows :  Granted,  $2,185,407,- 
909.92;  denied,  $101,838,580.04;  dismissed,  $92,954,431.78.  There  were 
pending  before  the  Commission  on  June  30,  1926,  applications  to  issue 
$53,269,660  of  securities,  or  about  $14,000,000  more  than  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  last  fiscal  year. 

Gas  and  electric  companies  continued  to  lead  in  the  amount  of 
seeuritv  issues  authorized  bv  the  Commission,  accounting  for  $241,314,- 
100  of  the  year's  total. 

REVENUES  AND  EXPENSES  OF  UTILITIES. 

Operating  revenues  of  all  public  utilities  operating  within  the  State 
of  California  (entire  systems)  aggregated  $955,230,075.80  during  the 
calendar  year  1925  (the  la.st  for  which  reports  were  filed)  as  against 
$892,935,989.76  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1924,  an  increase 
of  $62,294,086.04.  Operating  expenses  for  the  same  period  amounted 
to  $679,605,881.31,  as  against  $653,725,786.28  in  1924,  an  increase  of 
.$25,880,095.03.  The  net  operating  revenues  increased  $36,413,991.01 
during  1925,  being  $275,624,194.49  as  compared  with  $239,210,203.48 
during  1924. 

These  figures  include  the  total  earnings  of  companies  operating  both 
inside  and  outside  of  California,  including  Southern  Pacific  Company, 
The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company,  The  Pacific 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  and  Western  Union  Telegraph 
Company. 

INCOME  ON  CALIFORNIA  BUSINESS. 

The  operating  revenues  of  utilities,  applicable  to  California  business 
only,  amounted  to  about  $533,714,000  for  1925,  and  $498,123,000  in 
1924,  the  increase  being  $35,591,000.  The  operating  revenue  from 
California  business  increased  by  $35,591,000,  Avhile  the  operating  reve- 
nues of  the  companies,  including  earnings  from  their  entire  business, 
increased  $63,295,000. 

During  1925  public  utilities  operating  in  California  paid  out  in  the 
form  of  dividends  $103,727,520.77,  as  compared  with  $92',502,874.61 
during  1924  and  $86,485  578.89  during  1923. 
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ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT. 

Valuation  work  in  proceedings  brought  by  municipalities  for  the 
fondemuation  of  property  of  public  utilities  continued  to  bulk  large 
in  the  work  of  the  Engineering  Department  during  the  last  fiscal  year. 
Reports  were  submitted  by  the  Engineering  Department  during  the 
year  on  the  inventory  and  appraisal  of  the  electric  properties  in  San 
Francisco  of  the  Great  Western  Power  Company  of  California  and  the 
Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  in  proceedings  brought  by  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco  to  acquire  these  properties  for  the  distri- 
bution of  Hetch  Hetchy  power.  Extensive  studies  of  depreciation  and 
other  elements  entering  into  the  fixing  of  just  compensation  to  be  paid 
for  properties  to  be  purchased  by  condemnation,  and  also  in  fixing 
the  rate  base  in  various  rate  proceedings,  were  also  made. 

VALUATION   WORK. 

In  addition  to  the  appraisal  of  electrical  distributing  properties, 
the  Engineering  Department  completed  during  the  year  the  valuation 
of  street  railway  properties  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  in  a  proceed- 
ing looking  toward  unified  operation  of  the  street  railway  lines.  These 
appraisals  involved  betAveen  $40,000,000  and  $50,000,00*0  of  property. 
Complete  appraisals  were  made  also  of  the  distribution  system  of 
Southern  California  Edison  Company  in  26  districts  annexed  to  the 
city  of  Los  Angeles  since  1922,  and  which  the  cit.y  is  seeking  to  acquire 
by  condemnation  proceedings.  Property  in  excess  of  $900,000  is 
involved  in  this  appraisal. 

An  inventory  and  appraisal  of  the  electric  properties  of  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  Company  in  Oroville  was  also  completed  on  the  applica- 
tion of  the  municipality.  This  property  Avas  valued  in  excess  of 
$165,000.  Appraisal  is  also  being  made  of  Southern  Sierras  PoAA-er 
Company  in  a  rate  proceeding  noAv  pending  on  apj^lication  of  that 
company.  A  detailed  inventory  and  appraisal  of  the  street  railway 
property  of  Key  System  Transit  Company  in  the  east  bay  territory  is 
also  being  made  by  the  Engineering  Department,  representatives  of 
the  cities  involved,  and  the  company.  This  appraisal  covers  pi-operty 
representing  a  reproduction  cost  ncAV  of  in  excess  of  $25,000,000. 

GAS  AND  ELECTRIC  DIVISION. 

Important  electric  rate  proceedings  under  consideration  during  the 
fiscal  year  included  the  application  of  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
]>any  for  an  increase  of  its  Avholesale  rates  for  electric  power  to  other 
utilities,  and  proceedings  brought  by  A^arious  municipalities  in  the 
San  Francisco  bay  district  for  a  reduction  of  all  electric  rates  of 
Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  Great  Western  PoAver  Com- 
pany of  California,  an  exhaustive  investigation  into  rates  and  service 
of  the  Los  Angeles  Gas  and  Electric  Corporation,  Southern  California 
Gas  Company  and  MidAvay  Gas  Company,  involving  rates  to  approxi- 
mately a  half  million  consumers  of  gas. 

The  division  made  investigations  and  reports  in  '32  formal  proceed- 
ings decided  during  the  A-ear. 
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COOPERATION   FOSTERED. 

Several  phases  of  the  work  of  the  Gas  and  Electric  Division  dealt 
with  developments  indicating  a  closer  spirit  of  cooperation  between 
utilities,  and  also  between  utilities  and  public  bodies  for  the  joint 
development  of  natural  resources.  Construction  of  a  main  high 
voltage  line  from  Sacramento  to  Merced,  authorized  by  the  Commission, 
will  result  in  a  substantial  inter-cormection  between  the  northern  and 
the  southern  group  of  electric  power  companies,  with  ensuing  benefits 
to  both  in  time  of  shortage  in  either  territory.  Feather  River  Power 
Company  and  Great  Western  Power  Company  of  California  were 
autliorized  to  consummate  an  agreement  for  the  construction  of  a  power 
plant  on  the  Feather  River,  the  production  of  which  will  be  distributed 
l)y  Great  Western  Power  Company  of  California  under  a  long  term^ 
contract,  thus  making  possible  the  financing  of  the  development  of  an 
important  source  of  power  not  otherwise  easily  made  available. 

The  same  spirit  of  cooperation  made  possible  the  contract  authorized 
by  the  Commission  for  the  joint  development  of  water  resources  for 
irrigation  and  power  by  the  South  San  Joaquin  and  Oakdale  irrigation 
districts,  and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  Sierra  and  San 
Francisco  Power  Company.  Similar  cooperation  is  responsible  for  the 
construction  of  the  Exchequer  reservoir  and  power  plant  by  the  San 
Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation  and  the  Merced  Irrigation  Dis- 
trict, and  the  Nevada  Irrigation  District  and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company,  Avhich  were  completed  or  initiated  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Important  developments  in  the  fuel  gas  field  authorized  during  the 
year  were  the  establishment  of  a  gas  plant  and  distributing  system  in 
the  Imperial  Valley,  and  construction  of  two  natural  gas  transmission 
lines  from  the  Ventura  Avenue  oil  fields  to  Los  Angeles.  There  were 
40  proceedings  calling  for  work  by  the  Gas  and  Electric  Division  pend- 
ing at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

OVERHEAD   ELECTRIC   LINE   INSPECTION. 

The  work  of  making  a  complete  inspection  of  overhead  electric  lines, 
required  by  section  8  of  chapter  499,  Statut&s  of  1911,  amended  by 
chapter  600,  of  Statutes  of  1915,  was  finished  in  January,  1926.  This 
work,  costing  $77,555.47,  most  of  which  was  paid  by  the  utilities 
involved,  required  the  work  of  three  field  inspectors  most  of  four  years. 
Infractions  of  the  standards  fixed  by  the  statutes  numbering  730,454, 
were  recorded,  more  than  90  per  cent  of  which  were  eliminated  on 
order  of  the  Commission,  as  revealed  by  the  Commission's  second 
checkup.  This  work  resulted  in  the  removal  of  more  than  700,000 
potential  causes  of  accident  and  possible  injury  to  workmen  employed 
on  these  lines.  In  conjunction  with  the  Pacific  Coast  Electric  Associa- 
tion the  Commission's  General  Order.  No.  64,  providing  standards  of 
electric  construction,  is  being  revised  according  to  the  most  advanced 
progress  of  the  industry,  and  will  be  in  print  within  the  present  year. 

ADVANCES  IN  STEAM  POWER  PLANTS. 

Notable  advances  have  been  recorded  in  the  development  of  steam 
tur])ine  electric  generating  plants.  Experiments  at  southern  California 
plants  with  the  new  type  of  equipment  show  nearly  twice  as  much 
energy  produced  from  a  given  amount  of  fuel  as  would  have  been  pi'o- 
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duced  hy  the  older  type  of  plants.  The  result  of  these  economies  will 
have  an  important  bearing  upon  the  development  of  hydro-eleetric 
resources.  Proposed  developments  must  be  judged  i'l  the  light  of  the 
changed  conditions,  and  the  new  standards  of  cost  in  the  steam  gener- 
ated power  field. 

AUTOMATIC  GAS  RATE  ADJUSTMENT. 

Users  of  manufactured  gas  in  the  State  of  California  benefited 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1926,  to  the  extent  of  approxi- 
mately $8,000,000,  due  to  the  workings  of  the  Commission's  policy  of 
automatically  adjusting  gas  rates,  contingent  upon  fluctuations  in  the 
price  of  fuel  oil,  from  which  the  gas  is  made. 

HYDRAULIC    DIVISION. 

While  there  were  no  outstanding  problems  requiring  the  attention 
of  the  Hydraulic  Division  during  the  fiscal  year,  there  were  145 
decisions  rendered  bj'  the  Commission  involving  water  utilities.  Of 
these  44  had  to  do  solely  with  the  issuance  of  securities  and  were 
handled  largely  by  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Accounts.  During 
the  fiscal  year  153  new  formal  proceedings  were  filed  that  required 
investigation  and  report  by  the  Hydraulic  Division. 

There  are  500  public  utility  water  systems  in  the  state  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commission.  They  range  from  a  few  to  more  than 
100,000  consumers. 

WATER  CONDITIONS   IMPROVED. 

While  the  conditions  in  regard  to  precipitation,  and  storage  of  water, 
were  not  ideal  in  all  sections  of  the  state  by  any  means,  still  the  situa- 
tion of  the  great  majority  of  water  utilities  was  much  more  favorable 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  than  it  has  been  for  several  years.  This 
is  largely  due  to  the  building  up  of  the  utilities  during  the  recent 
years  of  drought  to  meet  extraordinary  demands  upon  their  resources. 
They  now  are  in  better  condition  to  meet  the  demands  for  service  than 
ever  before,  because  of  the  experience  of  the  last  ten  years,  and  no 
serious  shortage  of  water  is  anticipated. 

IMPORTANT  RATE  PROCEEDINGS. 

The  most  important  decision  rendered  during  the  fi.scal  year  by  the 
Commission,  which  called  for  investigation  by  the  Hydraulic  Division, 
was  that  resulting  from  the  Commission's  investigation  into  the  rates, 
rules  and  practices  of  Sutter-Butte  Canal  Company.  In  its  decision  the 
Commission  eliminated  payments  by  contract  holders  for  standby  service 
when  w^ater  is  not  used,  and  also  reduced  the  rates  to  certain  users. 
The  decision  was  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  was  pending  in 
court  It  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  division  made  24  valuations  involving  water  utility  properties, 
totaling  .$1,548,033  during  theyear.  A  compilation  of  rates,  rules  and 
regulations  of  all  important  water  systems  in  the  United  States  is 
being  made  by  the  Hydraulic  Division  for  the  purpose  of  comparison 
of  rates,  and  in  order  to  compile  a  uniform  and  standard  set  of  rules 
and    regulations   to    govern    relations    between    the   public    and    water 
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utilities  of  California.     Tlip  data  have  all  been  coUectod,  and  are  now 
being  as.sembled  for  study. 

In  f'onformity  with  provisions  of  the  Commission's  General  Order 
No.  50  all  dams  under  construetion  were  inspected,  or  plans  checked, 
prior  to  approving  of  the  work  by  the  Commission. 

TELEPHONE  AND  TELEGRAPH    DIVISION, 

Decisions  were  i-endered  during  the  fiscal  year  in  67  formal  proceed- 
ings involving  telephone  and  telegraph  utilities,  reciuiring  investigation 
and  report  by  this  division,  and  58  formal  proceedings  were  filed  involv- 
ing issuance  of  certificates,  establishment  or  modification  of  the  bound- 
aries of  exchange  areas,  or  rates,  service  charges,  and  other  matters.  A 
number  of  formal  complaints  were  also  filed  against  telephone  and  • 
telegraph  utilities,  and  the  Commission  instituted  several  proceedings 
on  its  own  initiative  into  the  affairs  of  such  utilities. 

LOS  ANGELES  TELEPHONE    RATES. 

The  most  important  telephone  proceeding  was  that  in  relation  to  the 
Commission's  investigation  into  the  matter  of  compulsory  measured 
service  for  business  teleplione  subscribers  of  Southern  California  Tele- 
phone Company  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles. 

The  Commission's  investigation  showed  that  32,228  of  the  telephone 
subscribers  in  Los  Angeles  are  business  subscribers,  and  143,934  are 
residence  subscribers.  Of  the  business  users  of  the  telephone  more  than 
63  per  cent  received  lower  bills  under  measured  service  than  under 
flat  rates.  But  one  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  individual  line 
subscribers  made  more  than  3000  calls  a  month.  It  is  among  these  that 
the  largest  increases  of  bills  resulted  from  the  installing  of  compulsory 
measured  business  service.  The  conclusion  is  inescapable  that  these 
users  had  not  heretofore  borne  their  fair  share  of  the  cost  of  the  service. 

SERVICE   EMPHASIZED. 

The  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Division  placed  greater  emphasis  on 
service  than  ever  during  the  last  fiscal  period  and  its  efforts  were 
rewarded  by  a  marked  falling  off  in  the  number  of  informal  complaints 
in  regard  to  service.  The  division  also  continued  its  policy  of  lending 
the  assistance  of  its  experts  (o  the  smaller  organizations  in  building 
up  their  standards  of  service. 

Meetings  were  held  throughout  the  state  with  representatives  of  the 
companies  and  of  the  telephone  users  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
telephone  problems.  The  installation  of  the  Commission's  uniform 
rules  and  regulations  of  servicu  also  aided  in  reducing  complaints,  and 
removing  causes  of  friction  between  small  telephone  utilities  and  their 
patrons. 

Informal  complaints  in  regard  to  telephone  matters  received  during 
the  fiscal  year  numbered  952,  or  less  than  one-half  the  number  received 
during  the  preceding  year,  and  less  than  one-quarter  the  number 
received  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1924.  More  than  one- 
half  of  the  persons  filing  informal  complaints  in  relation  to  telephone 
matters  either  called  at  the  offices  of  the  Commission  to  express  their 
■appreciation  of  the  work  done  on  their  behalf,  or  sent  letters  to  the  Cora- 
mission  for  that  purpose. 
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During  the  year  26  telephone  utilities  filed  neAv  revised  rates,  rules 
and  regulations  with  the  Commission  in  conformity  with  General  Order 
No.  68.  The  number  of  separate  rate  filings  during  the  year  totaled 
7405,  including  approximately  30,000  sheets.  In  compliance  with 
General  Order  No.  52  there  were  64  reports  on  inductive  interference 
received  during  the  year,  the  aggregate  number  of  such  reports  being 
598  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  j-ear. 

TRANSPORTATION   DIVISION. 

Greater  public  interest  centered  in  certain  matters  handled  by  the 
Transportation  Division  during  the  last  fiscal  year  than  ever  before, 
notaljly  the  Los  Angeles  union  passenger  terminal  and  vehicular  ferry 
transportation  on  San  Francisco  Bay.  Grade  crossing  elimination 
also  has  forged  to  the  fore  as  a  subject  of  prime  public  interest,  and 
the  Transportation  Division  has  made  important  studies  along  that 
line  culminating  in  formal  orders  for  the  separation  of  13  major 
highway  grade  crossings,  or  the  construction  of  new  highways  with 
separated  grades. 

GRADE  CROSSING   INVESTIGATIONS. 

There  were  390  proceedings  involving  grade  crossings,  either  filed 
or  reopened  during  the  year,  and  16  were  handled  involving  grade 
separations.  As  many  of  the  grade  crossing  permits  is.sued  by  the 
Commission  covered  spur  tracks,  drill  tracks,  team  tracks  and  industry 
tracks,  it  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  a  large  number  of  important 
highway  crossings  resulted  from  the  granting  of  these  permits.  Careful 
studies  were  made  to  prevent  the  creation  of  unduly  hazardous  cross- 
ings, and  23  permits  were  refused  where  the  Commission  considered 
that  the  public  hazard  was  not  warranted  by  the  benefits  derived  from 
the  proposed  crossings. 

Grade  crossing  surveys  were  made  by  the  Transportation  Division 
of  all  crossings  of  the  Key  System  Transit  Company  in  the  East  Ba.y 
district,  all  crossings  over  Southern  Pacific  electric  lines  in  Berkeley 
and  the  Santa  Fe  railroad,  and  also  of  railroad  crossings  on  the  Southern 
Pacific  lines  in  Alhambra,  Albany,  and  elsewhere.  In  all  293  crossings 
Avere  inspected.  Inspections  were  also  made  of  19  interlocking  towers 
at  important  railroad  intersections. 

SURVEY   OF   SAFETY    APPLIANCES. 

An  intensive  study  of  ringing  circuits  of  the  automatic  flagmen  on 
lines  of  the  Southern  Pacific,  Western  Pacific  and  Northwestern  Pacific 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  ringing  circuits  affording  a  maximum 
of  protection  at  crossings  Avhere  such  devices  are  located,  was  made. 
A  study  is  also  in  progress  for  the  purpose  of  working  out  a  general 
order  standardizing  cro.ssing  raai-kers,  signs  and  protective  devices. 

An  innovation  in  cro.ssing  protection  was  initiated  at  Seventh  and 
Alameda  streets  in  Los  Angeles,  Avhere  a  uniformed  crossing  officer  was 
installed  with  autliority  to  step  all  traffic,  even  transcontinental  trains. 
This  expedient  was  adopted  for  temporary  handling  of  the  acute  traflSe 
problem  on  Alameda  street,  for  Avhich  a  permanent  solution  is  jn-oposed 
in  the  Commission's  cxiiaustive  union  terminal  plan. 
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REDUCED   RATES  INCREASED  TRAFFIC. 

In  connection  Avith  the  reduction  of  rates  charged  by  vehicular 
ferries  on  San  Francisco  Bay,  ordered  by  the  Commission  last  year,  an 
increase  of  traffic  of  approximately  35  per  cent  has  ensued,  and  the 
Commission  has  ordered  additional  equipment  installed  to  meet  the 
demands  in  the  case  of  The  Golden  Gate  Ferry  Company's  Sausalito 
service,  while  Southern  Pacific  Company  has  ordered  additional  equip- 
ment on  its  own  initiative.  An  extensive  study  of  traffic  requirements 
was  also  made  l)y  the  division  in  connection  with  the  application  of  The 
Golden  Gate  F'erry  Company  for  a  certificate  to  operate  a  vehicle  ferry 
to  Berkeley. 

RATE   INVESTIGATIONS. 

The  important  rate  proceedings  involving  transportation  companies 
pending  before  the  Commission  that  have  entailed  extensive  .studies  and 
investigations  are  the  applications  of  Key  System  Transit  Company  and 
Southern  Pacific  Company  for  increases  of  their  transbay  interurlian 
railway  and  passenger  ferry  fares. 

Extensive  improvements  and  alterations  in  the  street  railway  service 
and  equipment  in  the  city  of  Oakland  were  ordered  by  the  Commission 
as  the  result  of  the  recommendation  made  by  a  joint  committee  of 
engineers  representing  the  Commission,  the  municipality  and  the  Key 
Sy.stem  Ti-ansit  Comj)any. 

LOS  ANGELES  TERMINAL  CASE. 

As  the  result  of  the  ruling  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
it  became  necessary  for  the  Commission  to  reopen  the  Los  Angeles  Union 
Terminal  case,  and  a  series  of  hearings  were  held  during  the  fiscal  j'ear 
at  which  the  results  of  further  extensive  study  and  investigation  of  the 
problem  by  the  Commission's  engineers  were  submitted. 

LOS   ANGELES   COUNTY    GRADE    CROSSING    COMMITTEE. 

The  Los  Angeles  Coimty  Grade  Crossing  Committee  has  continued 
to  cooperate  closely  with  the  Commission  during  the  fiscal  year,  and 
has  held  semimonthly  meetings  for  the  consideration  of  grade  crossing 
problems.  A  number  of  important  grade  crossing  proceedings  have 
resulted  from  the  .joint  work  of  the  committee  and  the  Transportation 
Division. 

The  proceeding  for  the  separation  of  the  grades  of  the  highway  and 
of  the  tracks  of  Southern  Pacific  Company's  northern  division  at  Los 
Feliz  boulevard,  and  the  resulting  extensive  investigation  and  report 
on  the  separation  of  grades  along  that  line  in  the  cities  of  Los  Angeles, 
Glendale  and  Burbank.  were  the  direct  result  of  cooperation  between 
the  Grade  Crossing  Committee  and  the  Commission.  Two  plans  for 
achieving  the  elimination  of  these  much  traveled  grade  cros.sings  were 
submitted  by  the  Transportation  Division ;  one  a  comprehensive  plan, 
involving  the  expenditure  of  approximately  $16,000,000,  and  one  an 
individual  creasing  plan,  costing  approximately  $5,000,000. 

INTERSTATE  COMMERCE   COMMISSION    VALUATIONS. 

As  the  result  of  prote.sts  filed  by  the  Commission  against  certain  of  tiie 
valuations  of  railroads  made  bv  the  Interstate  Commerce  Conimision's

Bnrpau  of  Valuations,  a  general  revision  of  that  bureau's  tentative 
reports  has  been  made.  The  Transportation  Division  engineers  cooper- 
ated in  the  extensive  field  survey  of  the  lines,  where  the  valuations  had 
been  protested.  This  .survey  has  been  completed,  and  the  Bureau  of 
Valuation  is  now  rcvisins  its  findings. 

RATE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  last  fiscal  year  was  one  of  great  activity  in  the  Rate  Department, 
the  Commission  rendering '  98  decisions  involving  rates  or  fares  of 
transportation  companies,  requiring  investigation  and  report  by  this 
division. 

There  were  842  applications  for  rate  adjustments,  387  informal  com- 
plaints, 257  applications  for  permission  to  publish  rates  or  fares  on 
less  than  the  30  days  notice  to  the  public  required  by  law,  339  to 
increase  rates  or  fares,  and  246  for  permission  to  publish  rates  departing 
from  the  long  and  short  haul  clause  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act. 
Approximately  12,500  new  tariffs  Avere  filed  during  the  year,  making 
the  total  number  of  tariffs  and  supplements  on  file  with  the  Commis- 
sion approximately  170,000  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  These  com- 
prise a  complete  history  of  rates  or  fares  of  all  railroads,  steamship 
lines,  auto  transportation  companies,  and  aeroplane  companies  operat- 
ing within  the  State  of  California  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Com- 
mission since  1909,  when  the  statute  requiring  their  filing,  w^as  enacted. 

The  handling  of  rate  adjustments  and  informal  complaints  required 
careful  investigation,  and  the  writing  of  12,800  letters  or  other  com- 
munications, and  was  done  without  expense  to  the  parties  at  interest. 

FREIGHT  AND  PASSENGER   RATE  PROCEEDINGS. 

Among  the  important  rate  i)roeeedings  in  which  the  department 
participated  were : 

The  auto  ferry  rates  between  San  Francisco  and  Oakland;  street  car 
fares  in  the  cities  of  Pasadena  and  Oakland;  railroad  rates  on  forest 
products :  crushed  rock,  sand  and  gravel ;  petroleum  and  petroleum 
products ;  fruits,  both  fresh  and  dried ;  fresh  and  dried  vegetables ; 
canned  goods;  radio  receiving  sets  and  trap  car  service;  also  the 
passenger  fares,  freight  and  express  rates  charged  by  auto  transporta- 
tion companies.  The  department  also  participated  in  all  formal  hear- 
ings held  before  tiic  Railroad  Commission  involving  the  rates  or  fares 
of  transportation  companies  operating  within  the  state,  or  in  connec- 
tion with  inter-state  traffic. 

In  disposing  of  these  cases  and  applications  tlie  Commission  conducted 
public  hearings,  nuuiy  of  long  duration,  receiving  a  mass  of  testimony 
and  exhil)its  submitted  as  evidence  for  the  Conunission's  consideration. 

INTERSTATE   COMMERCE   COMMISSION. 

Tile  Hate  Department  also  participated  in  iicarings  held  before  the 
Interstate  Conunerce  Commi.ssinn  when  the  intc'r(>,st.s  of  the  California 
public  were  involved.  The  mo.sl  imjiortant  of  these  !)roceedings  durinu' 
the  last  fi.scal  .vear  was  tlie  investigation  of  tlie  entire  inter.state  freitrht 
rate  sti'ucture  cojulucted  in  i-ompliance  with  the  joint  resolution  of 
congress  apiiroved  .January  30,  1!)'J5.  and  commonly  referred  to  as  the 
Hoch-Smith  Resolution. 
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Sub-scqueiit  to  notice  by  the  Interstate  Coinineree  Commission  that  it 
would  begin  an  investigation  of  the  railroad  freight  rates  September  8, 
1925,  the  rail  carriers  in  what  is  known  as  the  Western  Group  Territor3% 
presented  a  petition  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  to  the 
California  Railroad  Commission,  and  to  practically  every  state  west 
of  the  Mississippi  River,  in  which  they  sought  an  increase  in  freight 
rates  of  approximately  5  per  cent. 

The  Commission,  recognizing  the  far-reaching  importance  of  the 
increase  in  rates  sought  by  the  carriers,  notified  all  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce and  industrial  organizations,  and  requested  their  cooperation 
in  order  to  place  into  the  records  of  the  hearing  before  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  testimony  and  exhibits  giving  a  complete  his- 
torj-  of  the  conditions  in  California,  and  showing  the  absolute  necessity 
of  reasonable  rates  for  the  movement  of  fruit,  stock,  agricultural  and 
industrial  products  of  California  and  the  Pacific  coast  states.  ' 

Representatives  of  the  Commission  attended  the  preliminary  hearings 
held  in  Chicago  during  September,  1925,  and  were  instrumental  in 
having  the  Federal  Commission  conduct  further  hearings  in  San 
Francisco,  during  February,  1926.  The  matter  was  submitted  May  29. 
Authority  to  increase  any  rates  was  denied  on  Julj""  14,  1926,  by  the 
federal  body.  California  shippers  and  receivers  of  freight  were  saved 
approximately  $6,750,000  a  year  on  intranstate  rates  alone  by  this  action. 

In  addition  to  the  general  increase  in  freight  rates  sought  bj^  the 
carriers,  the  Commission  intervened  in  behalf  of  California  shippers 
and  receivers  in  two  other  important  cases  submitted  to  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission.  These  cases  involved  the  express  rates  on 
milk  and  cream,  and  the  refrigeration  charges  on  butter,  eggs,  cheese 
and  dressed  poultry. 

REPARATION. 

After  extensive  hearings  and  a  I'ehearing,  granted  on  petition  of 
the  carriers,  the  Commission  reafifimed  its  original  ruling  in  the  decision 
rendered  on  complaint  of  PI.  G.  Prince  and  Company  and  many  other 
eanners  and  packers  against  various  rail  carriers,  awarding  reparation 
to  the  shippers  on  account  of  unreasonable  rates  on  canned  goods  and 
box  shook.  The  carriers  denied  the  right  of  the  Commission  to  award 
reparation  where  the  rate  attacked  had  been  declared  reasonable  by  the 
Commission.  In  ruling  finally  on  the  matter,  after  rehearing,  the  Com- 
mission held  that  the  rates' in  question  had  been  authorized  by  the  Com- 
mission in  harmony  with  the  order  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission in  Ex  Parte  74,  permitting  the  railroads  in  what  is  known  as 
the  Pacific  coast  territory  to  effect  an  increase  of  25  per  cent  in  inter- 
state freight  rates. 

The  opinion  of  the  Commis.sion  was  that  the  increases  authorized  in 
1920  were  not,  and  could  not  be  construed  as,  a  holding  by  the  Com- 
mission as  to  the  rea.sonableness  of  tlie  freight  rates  in  California.  Its 
order  dated  August  17,  1920,  which  i)ermitted  the  railroads  to  place 
in  effect  an  increase  in  freight  rates  of  25  per  cent  on  intrastate  traffic 
was  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  i-ailroads  to  meet  an  emergency 
situation,  which  was  created  by  the  AVorld  War,  and  was  in  harmony 
with  Ex  Parte  74  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  whereby 
practically  all  railroads  in  the  United  States  were  given  authority  to 
increase  freight  rates,  and  the  increase  granted  to  roads  in  what  is 
known  as  Pacific  coast  territory  was  25  per  cent. 
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The  decision  of  the  Commi.s.sion  has  a  far  reaching  effect  of  vital 
importance  in  maintaining  the  statutory  rights  to  order  earriex-s  to 
reduce  rates  and  award  reparation  wliere  charges  have  been  collected 
on  a  basis  subsequently  found  by  this  Commission  to  be  unreasonable. 

TRANSBAY  AND  STREET  CAR  FARES. 

Southern  Pacific  Company  and  Key  System  Transit  Company  having 
petitioned  the  Commission  in  June,  1925,  for  an  increase  of  transbay 
and  local  traction  fares,  the  Coramis.sion  held  hearings  during  August, 
September,  October  and  November  of  1925,  on  their  applications,  but 
liefore  these  matters  were  submitted  Key  System  Transit  Company 
filed  a  supplemental  application  for  temporary  relief.  It  was  set 
forth  that  a  board  arbitration  had  awarded  wage  increases  to  its  plat- 
form employees  amounting  to  about  $500,000  per  year;  that  it  was 
under  the  necessity  of  issuing  $2,500,000  of  first  mortgage  bonds  to 
refund  inisecured  indebtedness  and  to  reimburse  its  treasury  for  capital 
expenditures,  resulting  in  an  increase  of  annual  interest  charges  of 
$150,000  a  year;  and  that  it  is  under  necessity  of  expending  .$7,000,000 
in  carrying  out  an  improvement  and  replacement  program ;  and  that 
the  prevailing  rates  would  not  earn  the  company's  fixed  charges,  result- 
ing in  passing  a  dividend  upon  the  prior  preferred  stock,  with  con- 
sequent damage  to  its  credit. 

The  Conimis.sion  found  on  December  31,  1925,  that  an  emergency 
existed,  and  authorized  the  temporary  increase  of  local  fares  in  the 
East  Bay  cities  to  seven  cents,  and  one-way  tran.sbay  fares  to  21  cents, 
with  a  monthly  commutation  rate  of  $5.20,  with  other  fares  adjusted 
on  a  relative  basis. 

Southern  Pacific  Company  was  also  granted  the  same  relief  on  its 
showing  that  it  was  suffering  an  out-of-pocket  loss  on  its  tran.sbay  and 
local  railway  service,  in  order  to  maintain  the  parity  between  the  two 
competing  systems. 

TRAP  CAR  SERVICE. 

During  the  year  the  Commission  reopened  the  trap  car  case,  involv- 
ing complaints  that  Southern  Pacific  Company  and  The  Atchison, 
Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Kailwaj'  Company  were  furnishing  trap  car 
service  at  specified  industry  tracks  in  San  Francisco  and  at  Oakland 
but  not  elsewhere.  The  principals  having  advised  the  Commission  that 
they  were  unable  to  agree  upon  a  satisfactory  i)lan  for  the  reinoval  of 
the  discrimination  found  to  exist  against  other  .shippers  elsewhere  in 
California,  tlie  Commission  granted  a  rehearing  and  ordered  defendants 
to  establish  trap  car  service  within  the  cities  of  San  Francisco,  Oakland, 
Los  Angeles,  and  all  other  important  cities  in  the  state  at  a  charge  of 
$2.70  per  car.  subject  to  a  minimum  line  haul  revenue  of  $15  per  ear. 
Inauguration  of  this  service  will  result  in  large  savings  to  shippers 
by  eliminating  tracking  of  less  than  carload  freight  from  industries 
to  the  freight  depots. 

AUTO  FERRY  RATES. 

The  Kate  Department  participated  in  the  proceedings  resulting  in  the 
reduction  of  auto  ferry  rate.s  on  San  Francisco  Bay,  which  were  ordered 
reduced  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  and  sustained  during  the 
present  fiscal  year  l)y  the  federal  court,  to  Avhom  they  had  been 
appealed  by  Southern  Pacific  Company.    Many  thousands  of  dollars  in 
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refunds  of  the  old  rates,  collected  by  Southern  Pacific  Company,  were 
returned  to  auto  ferry  patrons,  and  approximately  ^1,000,000  a  year  is 
being  saved  by  auto  ferry  users  under  the  increased  travel  brought 
about  by  the  reduced  rates. 

SERVICE   DEPARTMENT. 

The  Service  Department  made  509  auto  stage  and  truck  inspections 
during  the  fiscal  year  for  the  purpose  of  checking  lip  the  safety  of 
operation  of  such  efjuipment.  This  department  also  made  investigations 
of  53  grade  crossing  or  other  accidents  growing  out  of  railroad  operation. 
Its  investigations  were  directed  toward  eliminating  conditions  respon- 
sible for  such  accidents,  and  prevention  of  their  repetition.  As  the 
result  of  these  inspections  the  carriers  have  been  required  to  install 
additional  safety  devices  or  take  other  protective  mea.sures. 

As  the  result  of  the  inspections  of  the  operation  of  many  of  the 
smaller  carriers  their  standard  of  operation  has  been  raised  to  com- 
pare favorably  with  the  larger  utilities.  ]Many  inspections  of  impaired 
clearances  have  also  been  made,  leading  to  their  correction. 

REGULATION   OF   MOTOR  CARRIERS. 

During  the  year  covered  by  this  report  the  task  of  regulating  auto 
stages  and  trucks  operating  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission 
reached  its  peak.  Two  court  decisions,  one  by  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court,  and  the  other  by  the  California  Supreme  Court,  and  a 
decision  by  the  Commission  itself,  created  an  abnormal  situation  that 
placed  upon  the  Commission  an  amount  of  work  which  is  best  indicated 
by  statistics  showing  that  more  than  54  per  cent  of  the  formal  appli- 
cations filed  with  the  Commission  in  3925-26  concerned  auto  stage  and 
truck  matters.  Eecords  show  further  that  the  655  stage  and  truck 
lines  oi)erating  under  the  .iurisdietion  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
transported  in  the  calendar  year  1925  a  total  of  30,534,540  passengers 
and  more  than  one  million  tons  of  freight. 

FARM  CARRIERS. 

In  the  fiscal  year  1924-25  the  Commission,  in  obedience  to  a  writ  of 
mandate  issued  by  the  State  Supreme  Court,  assumed  jurisdiction 
over  truckmen  engaged  in  the  business  of  hauling  farm  products  and 
necessities  to  and  from  farms.  Hundreds  of  the  so-called  farm  haulers 
filed  with  the  Commission  applications  for  certificates  of  public  con- 
venience and  necessity,  commonly  referred  to  as  permits  to  operate. 
In  December,  1925,  the  (Jomlnission,  in  what  is  known  as  tlie  Ben 
Moore  case,  held  that  it  had  jurisdiction  only  over  those  whose  opera- 
tions were  between  fixed  points  or  over  a  regular  route  or  routes.  The 
decision  aftVcted  a  large  majority  of  the  farm  haulers,  most  of  whom 
liad  sought  permits  to  operate  within  a  radius  of  a  given  number  of  miles 
of  a  given  center.  Very  few  of  the  applicants  availed  themselves  of 
the  opportunity  granted  by  the  Commission  to  amend  their  applica- 
tions, most  of  tliem  requesting  that  their  applications  l)e  dismissed. 

PRIVATE   CONTRACT  CARRIERS. 

Meantime  the  State  Suj)reme  Court  had  upheld  the  Commission  in 
its  claim  that  it  had  jurisdiction  over  persons  conducting  trucking 
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operations  on  the  liigliway.s  as  contract  carriers.  Again  tliere  was  a 
delnge  of  applications.  The  matter  was  taken  to  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court,  and  that  triljunal.  in  what  is  generally  called  the 
Frost  and  Frost  case,  reversed  the  .state  court.  This  decision  was 
also  followed  by  scores  of  dismissals.  As  a  result  of  all  the  decisions  it 
has  been  determined  that  the  Commission  has  jurisdiction  only  over 
those  auto  stage  and  truckmen  who  are  operating  for  compensation  as 
common  carriers  between  fixed  points  or  over  a  regular  route  or  routes. 

REDRAFTING  ACT. 

The  Commission  for  some  time  ha-'  realized  that  the  present  Auto 
Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act  left  much  to  be  desired  but  had 
not  undertaken  its  remodeling  because  it  desired  court  interpretation 
of  certain  disputed  points,  mainly  that  of  contract  carriage. 

COMMISSION  TAKES  INITIATIVE, 

With  the  California  Supreme  Court  sustaining  its  claim  of  jurisdic- 
tion over  contract  haulers,  the  Commission  took  its  first  steps  toward 
clarifying  the  entire  problem  of  public  highway  transportation  by 
calling  a  meeting  of  auto  truckmen,  auto  stage  operators,  producers, 
shippers,  dairymen,  creamcrj'  operators,  carriers,  packers  and  other 
interests. 

COMMITTEE    OF   TWENTY-ONE. 

Out  of  this  meeting  came  the  appointment  of  a  "Committee  of 
Twenty-one,"  instructed  to  hold  monthly  meetings  and  to  report,  after 
an  exhaustive  study  of  the  highway  transportation  problem,  to  an 
Advisory  Committee  of  Five,  named  by  the  Commission  (one  of  its 
member.s  being  a  representative  of  the  Commission),  whose  duty  it 
should  be  to  prepare  for  presentation  to  the  next  legislature  either 
remedial,  or  new  legislation,  curing  the  defects  of  the  present  act,  and 
placing  on  the  statute  books  a  law  devised  to  meet  all  angles  of  a 
problem  that  is  rapidly  becoming  acute. 

The  committees,  though  the  work  was  aflPected  by  the  Frost  and 
Frost  decision  of  the  United  States  court,  have  been  active  and  much 
is  expected  of  their  efforts. 

LEGAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Legal  Department  was  called  upon  to  represent  the  Commission 
in  28  court  actions  during  the  last  fiscal  year.  Of  these  cases  four 
were  in  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  12  in  the  California  Supreme 
Court,  three  in  the  federal  district  courts,  one  in  the  District  Court 
of  Appeal,  seven  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and 
two  in  tbe  superior  courts. 

LITIGATION. 

During  the  year  tlic  United  States  Supreme  Court  decided  two 
cases  involving  the  Commission,  the  federal  district  courts  decided 
tliree,  the  California  Supreme  Court  eight,  the  District  Court  of 
Appeal  one,  and  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  one.  There 
were  pending  at  the  close  of  the- fiscal  year  one  ease  in  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court,  four  in  the  California  Supreme  Court,  two  in  the 
superior  courts,  and  six  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 
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FROST  CASE. 


The  case  of  Marion  L.  Frost  et  al.  ^v:^s  tlie  only  eas(^  decided  agaiust 
the  Railroad  Commission  during-  the  year.*  This  decision  resulted  in 
the  elimination  of  so-called  jn-ivate  contract  motor  carriers  from  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commission. 

COMMISSION  SUSTAINED. 

The  right  of  the  Commission  to  enforce  its  orders  for  the  elimina- 
tion of  inductive  interference  in  electrical  circuits  was  sustained  by 
the  decision  of  the  California  Supreme  Court  dismissing  a  petition 
for  a  writ  of  review  of  the  Connnission's  order  requiring  Postal  Tele- 
graph-Cable Company  to  pay  the  cost  of  moving  certain  wires  where 
there  was  interference  caused  by  proximity  of  wires  of  the  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  Company  between  Sacramento  and  Suisun.  The  plaintiff 
in  this  suit  contended  that  because  it  was  first  in  the  field  it  should  not 
be  required  to  pay  any  part  of  the  cost  of  the  wm'k.  The  court  denied 
the  writ. 

Attempts  of  Southern  Pacific  Company  to  prevent  reduction  of  its 
auto  ferry  rates  by  an  appeal  to  the  federal  district  court,  and  of 
Soutliern  Sierras  Power  Company  to  restrain  the  Commission  from 
enforcing  a  rate  fixing  order  made  in  1920,  on  the  grounds  that  the 
rates  in  (piestion  were  so  low  as  to  constitute  confiscation  of  property, 
were  both  unsuccessful.  However,  in  the  case  of  Southern  Sierras 
Power  Company  the  rates  attacked  had  originally  been  established  by 
the  company  itself,  and  the  suit  of  the  utility  fell  for  that  reason. 

SUMMARY   OF   LITIGATION. 

The  ]'ecord  of  the  Commission  of  iirevious  years  of  having  less  than 
one-tenth  of  one  per  cent  of  its  orders  reversed,  wa.s  maintained  during 
the  last  fiscal  period.  Since  1911,  when  the  Commission  was  reorganized, 
it  has  issued  17,029  formal  orders,  and  has  been  a  party  to  167  court 
actions,  of  which  but  12  were  actually  lost  during  the  entire  15  years. 

The  report  is  in  one  volume  of  two  parts.  Part  one  is  devoted  to  a 
description  of  the  work  of  the  Commission  from  a  statistical  and 
departmental  standpoint.  Part  two  contains  tables  compiled  from  the 
annual  reports  of  utilities  filed  with  the  Commission,  in  conformity 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  and  the  rules  of  the 
Commission.

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Cliapter  I. 

JURISDICTION— LEGISLATION— HISTORY 
ORGANIZATION. 

There  were  no  elianges  in  the  Public  Utilities  Act  or  other  statutes 
or  constitutional  provisions,  under  which  the  Railroad  Commission 
functions,  during  the  last  fiscal  period. 

The  chief  change  in  the  functions  of  the  Commission  followed  upon 
the  decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  in  Marion  L.  Frost 
et  al.  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  in  which  it  held  that  the  Commission 
has  no  jurisdiction  over  motor  carriers  operating  under  private  con- 
tract. This  decision  is  reviewed  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the  Legal 
and  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  departments,  further  on  in  this  volume. 

Extensive  revision  of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act 
is  anticipated  as  the  result  of  the  work  of  the  Committee  of  Twenty-one 
and  the  Advisory  Board  of  five  members  named  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission to  redraft  that  act  for  presentation  to  the  1927  session  of  the 
California  legislature.  These  two  bodies  were  named  at  the  earnest 
solicitation  of  the  carriers  themselves  and  the  chief  parties  at  interest 
in  snch  legislation. 

LEGISLATION. 

The  Railroad  Commission,  originally  created  under  a  provision  of  the 
constitution  of  1879,  was  reorganized  under  its  present  status  as  the 
result  of  the  adoption  of  constitutional  provisions  at  a  special  election 
October  10,  1910.  Its  principal  powers  were  conferred  on  the  Commis- 
sion by  the  Public  Utilities  Act  eifective  March  23,  1912. 

Following  is  a  list  of  the  constitutional  amendments  and  statutes 
describing  and  increasing  the  powers  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
since  the  present  Commission  was  created :

Chapter  144,  Laws  of  1925 — Amending  section  5  of  the  Public  Util- 
ities Act  to  enable  the  Commission  to  appoint  more  than  one  assistant 
secretary. 
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Chapter  145,  Laws  of  1925 — Amending  section  1  of  chapter  213, 
Statutes  of  1917  (Anto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act),  exempt- 
ing from  the  provisions  of  said  act  "busses  engaged  solely  in  the 
transportation  of  bona  fide  pupils  attending  an  institution  of  learning 
when  such  pupils  are  transported  solely  between  their  homes  and  such 
institution  of  learning."

Chapter  254,  Laws  of  1925 — Amending  section  9  of  chapter  213, 
Statutes  of  1917  (Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act),  by 
providing  that  the  Commission  may  adopt  reasonable  and  uniform  rules 
and  regulations  governing  the  operation  of  transportation  companies 
operating  solely  in  interstate  commerce  between  this  and  another  state. 

Chapter  357,  Laws  of  1925 — Amending  section  71  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Act  by  enabling  the  Commission  to  grant  reparation  for 
unreasonable  rates  and  by  providing  that  no  assignment  of  a  repara- 
tion claim  shall  be  recognized  by  the  Commission. 

Chapter  398,  Laws  of  1925— Amending  the  Public  Utilities  Act  by 
adding  thereto  a  new  section  designated  "Section  52i"  prohibiting 
any  public  utility  from  assuming  any  obligation  as  guarantor,  indorser 
or  surety  in  respect  to  securities  of  any  other  person  without  the  Com- 
mission 's  permission. 

Chapter  406,  Laws  of  1925 — Amending  section  52  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Act  by  inserting  at  various  places  throughout  that  section 
the  words  ' '  Other  evidence  of  interest  or  ownership ' '  to  give  the  Com- 
mission jurisdiction  over  that  type  of  security  in  addition  to  stocks, 
stock  certificates,  notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  and  by 
Ihe  substitution  of  the  word  "may"  for  "shall"  in  subdivision  (&)  of 
said  section  to  enable  the  Commission  1o  dis]>ense  with  the  hearing 
where  deemed  necessary  on  certain  applications  for  issuance  of  stocks, 
bonds,  notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness. 

Court  decisions  and  litigation  involving  jurisdiction  of  the  Commis- 
sion are  treated  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the  Legal  Department, 
chapter  13  of  this  report.  A  complete  history  of  the  Commission,  its 
legislation  and  organization,  was  published  in  the  annual  report  of 
the  Commission  for  1922-23.  Those  interested  in  the  subject  are 
referred  to  chapter  one  of  that  report.  The  ensuing  chapters  cover 
the  Commission's  actiA'ities  during  the  fiscal  vear  1925-26. 
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Chapter  II. 
THE  YEAR'S  WORK— STATISTICAL  REPORT. 

The  fiscal  period  of  1925-26  was  one  of  intensive  activity  for  the  Rail- 
road Commission  in  all  the  major  branches  of  public  utility  regulation. 

This  was  reflected  in  the  large  number  of  decisions  rendered  by  the 
Commission,  1908,  which  was  535  greater  than  the  number  issued 
during  the  preceding  fiscal  period. 

A  great  amount  of  work  Avas  done  by  the  Commission  on  major  pro- 
ceedings in  which  no  decisions  were  rendered,  notably  the  Los  Angeles 
terminal  matter,  and  condemnation  proceedings  instituted  by  various 
municipalities  for  the  acquisition  of  public  utility  property.  Of  chief 
importance  among  these  are  the  proceedings  of  the  city  and  coupty  of 
San  Francisco  to  acquire  the  electric  di.stributing  lines  of  the  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Compan.v  and  Great  Western  Power  Company  for  the 
distribution  of  Hetch  Iletehy  power.  Property  valued  at  in  excess  of 
$100,000,000  is  involved  in  the  various  proceedings  now  pending  before 
the  Commission. 

There  were  1648  formal  applications,  and  116  formal  complaints 
filed  during  the  fiscal  year,  as  against  1115  and  121,  respectively, 
during  the  previous  fiscal  period.  The  Commission  instituted  21  eases 
on  its  own  motion.  As  usual,  applications  for  certificates  of  public 
convenience  and  necessity  formed  the  largest  group,  while  applications 
for  permits  to  construct  spur  tracks  and  other  grade  crossings  were 
next  in  volume,  with  rate  matters  and  security  issues  following  in  order. 

The  Commission  held  670  hearings  during  the  fiscal  year,  divided 
vji  follows:  At  San  Francisco,  216;  at  Los  Angeles,  215;  and  239  at 
other  points  throughout  the  State  of  California.  There  were  41  peti- 
tions for  rehearings,  of  which  13  were  granted,  20  were  denied,  and 
eight  were  modified. 

FORMAL   COMPLAINTS, 

Table  No.  1  shows  the  number  of  formal  complaints  filed  with  the 
Commission  every  year  since  January  1,  1911,  the  date  of  the  reorgani- 
zation of  the  Commission  in  its  present  form.

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Chapter  III. 
INFORMAL  COMPLAINTS— DISPUTED  BILLS. 

Steady  improA'ement  in  the  relations  between  public  utilities  and 
their  patrons  in  California  was  evidenced  by  the  continued  decline 
in  the  number  of  informal  complaints  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion during  the  fiscal  period  1925-26.  There  were  3453  informal  com- 
lilaints,  as  ag-ainst  4394  the  year  previous,  and  6315  dui-ing  1923-24. 

However,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  informal  complaints  there 
were  365  complaints  involving  disputed  bills  for  public  utility  service, 
where  the  amount  in  question  was  deposited  with  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion pending  adjudication  of  the  bill.  The  amount  of  such  deposits 
was  $12,778.91.  These  complaints  added  to  the  ordinary  informal  com- 
plaints give  a  total  of  3818  matters  of  informal  adjustment  handled 
by  the  ('Ommission  during  the  fiscal  period. 

Any  upset  or  disarrangement  in  the  service  of  any  public  utility  in 
California  is  immediately  reflected  in  the  volume  of  informal  com- 
plaints made  to  the  Commission  \ry  u.sers  of  public  utility  service.  This 
is  well  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  the  peak  year  for  such  complaints 
was  that  of  1923-24,  when  the  telephone  system  in  Los  Angeles  was 
being  completely  reconstructed. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a  complete  turnover  of  the  service 
produced  a  vastly  greater  volume  of  informal  complaints  than  a  com- 
plete revision  of  the  rates,  and  the  establishment  of  metered  business 
service.  Informal  complaints  involving  the  new  rates  were  com- 
paratively  few. 

Tliere  has  been  a  constant  improvement  in  the  operation  of  the 
.smaller  utilities,  due  to  the  introduction  of  the  Commission's  rules 
and  regulations,  which  have  militated  to  eliminate  causes  for  complaint 
by  the  consumer. 

In  a  number  of  the  more  imj^ortant  infornud  complaints  the  Commis- 
sion instituted  formal  ])roceedings,  with  the  result  that  formal  orders 
were  issued  correcting  the  causes  for  complaint,  and  ta]\:ing  steps  to 
remove  all  grounds  for  complaint  on  the  same  score  throughout  the 
system  involved.  In  this  manner  the  filing  of  informal  complaints 
has  resulted  in  benefit  to  all  the  consumers  of  a  utility  through  general 
action  taken  by  the  Commission. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  extraordinary  development  in  the  work 
of  adjusting  informal  compl.aints.  In  the  first  four  ,years  of  the  exist- 
ence of  the  Commission,  under  its  present  oi'ganization,  the  Commis- 
sion handled  9127  informal  complaints,  Avhile  in  the  last  four  fiscal 
years  the  Commission  handled  21,013,  or  more  than  twice  as  many 
as  in  the  first  four  years.  The  ])ublic  has  learned  that  the  Railroad 
Commission  is  ever  active  in  the  adjustment  of  such  matters,  and  has 
used  the  service  more  and  more._ 

A  great  impi'ovement  in  public  utility  service  was  shown  in  southern 
California  by  the  fact  that  for  the  second  successive  year  the  number 
of  informal  complaints  filed  at  the  Los  Angeles  office  of  the  Commission 
Avas  lower  than  the  number  filed  in  the  San  Francisco  office.     The 
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decrease  was  eveu  more  marked  during  the  last  fiscal  year  when  but 
1402  informal  complaints  were  filed  at  the  Los  Angeles  office,  as  against 
2051  at  the  San  Francisco  office.  For  a  number  of  years  previous  to 
that  of  1924-25  the  informal  complaints  at  Los  Angeles  greatly  exceeded 
those  filed  at  San  Francisco.

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DISPUTED    BILLS. 

Public  utilities  are  no  longer  pei-mitted  by  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion to  discontinue  service  on  account  of  nonpayment  of  a  disputed  bill, 
if  the  patron  appeals  to  the  Railroad  Commission  for  an  adjustment, 
and  deposits  the  amount  of  the  disputed  bill  with  the  Commission. 
Since  1916,  the  Commission  has  made  painstaking  efforts  to  adjust 
all  such  disputes,  and  after  making  its  decision  divides  the  deposit 
between  the  utility  and  the  patron  in  conformitj^  with  its  findings. 
Many  thousands  of  dollars  have  been  refunded  to  patrons  of  public 
utilities  in  this  manner,  and  both  the  public  and  the  utilities  have 
been  satisfied  invariably  with  the  Commission's  findings.

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Chapter  IV. 
ISSUE  OF  SECURITIES. 

From  year  to  year  the  Coramission  seems  called  upon  to  pass  on  an 
increasing  number  of  applications  filed  by  public  utilities  and  common 
carriers  operating  in  California  for  pei'mission  to  issue  stock,  bonds, 
notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness.  During  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1926,  the  Commission  made  168  decisions  on  applications  of 
this  nature,  as  comparetl  with  157,  during  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1925,  and  156  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1924. 

Over  the  twelve  months'  period  just  ended  the  Commission  passed 
upon  requests  to  issue  $271,024,507.26,  as  compared  with  $197,412,- 
807.29  for  the  twelve  months'  period  ending  June  30,  1925,  and  with 
$245,884,653.07  for  the  twelve  months'  period  ending  June  30,  1924. 
Unlike  former  years,  however,  the  bulk  of  the  securities  authorized  were 
for  refunding  purposes,  instead  of  for  construction,  as  has  heretofore 
been  the  case.  In  the  succeeding  paragraphs  analysis  is  made  of  the 
Commission's  action. 

PERIOD    OF   SUPERVISION. 

From  March  23,  1912,  the  ei¥ective  date  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act, 
to  June  30.  1926,  apj)lications  were  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission, 
by  public  utilities  and  common  carriers,  for  permission  to  issue  stock, 
bonds,  notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  amounting  to  $2,433,- 
470,581.74.  The  Commi.ssion  acted  upon  applications  involving  the 
issue  of  $2,380,200,921.74  of  securities,  leaving  $53,269,660  pending 
on  June  30,  1926.

Under  the  Iietiding  "Additions  and  Betterments"  are  placed  those 
securities  authorized  to  be  issued  for  the  acquisition  of  property,  or 
for  the  construction,  completion,  extension  or  improvement  of  facilities, 
or  for  the  improvement  or  maintenance  of  service. 

The  amount  authorized  for  these  purposes  during  the  year  just 
ended  is  $68,223,538.76  less  than  the  amount  during  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1925,  and  $113,117,194.28  less  than  the  amount'  during  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1924.  The  amounts  authorized  during  the  last 
two  years  are.  shown  in  the  following  tabulation :

The  decrease  of  $68,223,538.76  during  the  last  year  occurs  primarily 
in  the  gas  and  electric  and  telephone  and  telegraph  companies  and  may 
be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  in  the  preceding  year  there  were  included 
amounts  not  of  a  recurrent  nature  and  to  the  fact  that  several  major 
production  projects  were  comjileted  and  few  new  ones  started.  While 
most  of  the  larger  electric  companies  haA^e  definite  programs  for 
develo]unent  of  power  that  will  extend  over  a  period  of  years  it  does 
not  appear  that  it  was  thought  necessary  during  the  last  year  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  construction  of  as  many  additional  units  as  in  past  years. 
The  amounts  of  securities  that  some  of  the  larger  gas  and  electric 
companies  were  authorized  to  issue  for  con.struction  during  the  fiscal 
year  just  ended,  as  compared  with  those  during  the  preceding  year, 
are  shown  in  the  following  tabulation  :

Construction  on  additional  production  plants  has  not  stopped,  how- 
ever. Southern  California  Eclison  Company  is  proceeding  with  its 
Big  Creek  Development  and  San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Company 
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Avith  its  Kings  River  Development.  Great  Western  Power  Company 
of  California  is  engaged  in  enlarging  its  Big  Meadows  Dam  which 
will  increase  the  storage  capacity  of  Lake  Almanor  from  300,000  acre- 
feet  to  1,300,000  acre-feet.  Pacific  Clas  and  Electric  Company  and 
Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power  Company  are  constructing  a  power 
plant  in  Tuolumne  County  which  will  have  an  installed  capacity  of 
27,000  kilovolt  amperes  and,  under  an  agreement,  will  use  waters 
impounded  by  the  Melones  Dam  now  being  built  by  Oakdale  Irrigation 
District  and  San  Joaquin  Irrigation  District.  Feather  River  Power 
Company,  a  newly  organized  corporation,  is  proceeding  with  the  build- 
ing of  a  hydroelectric  power  plant,  known  as  the  Bucks  River  Project, 
on  the  North  Pork  of  the  Feather  River,  which,  when  completed,  will 
be  leased  for  a  period  of  thirty-five  years  to  Great  Western  Power  Com- 
pany of  California,  and  thereafter  owned  outright  by  that  company. 
Although  smaller  amounts  may  have  been  expended  for  production4 
capital  it  does  not  appear  that  there  was  anj'  decrease  in  expenditures 
for  additional  distril)ution  facilities.  Information  filed  with  the  Com- 
mission clearly  indicates  a  general  increasing  demand  for  service  and 
an  ever  increasing  growth  in  the  number  of  consumers.  Statistics  of 
the  larger  gas  and  electric  companies  show  number  of  services  combined 
as  of  the  close  of  the  last  two  years  as  follows :

The .  decrease  in  the  telephone  and  telegraph  totals  is  largely 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  there  is  included  in  the  figures  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1925,  the  sum  of  $38,000,000  of  stock  issued  by 
Southern  California  Telephone  Company  and  Home  Telephone  Com- 
pany of  Pasadena  to  capitalize  expenditures  made  over  a  period  of 
years.  The  telephone  and  telegraph  companies  report  for  1926  an 
increase  of  $46,640,522.97  in  their  plant  and  equipment  investment. 
Only  a  small  part  of  such  investment  has  to  date  been  financed  through 
the  issue  of  securities  authorized  by  the  Commission. 

REFUNDING. 

Any  decrease  in  the  amount  of  securities  authorized  for  construc- 
tion was  more  than  offset  by  the  increase  in  securities  authorized  to 
refund,  redeem  or  replace  outstanding  securities.  The  authorizations 
for  refunding  purpo.ses  constitute  one  of  the  features  of  the  year's 
work,  and  the  amounts  authorized  for  these  purposes  during  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1926,  exceeded  those  authorized  during  the  preceding 
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year  by  $161,197,365.18.    The  amounts  for  the  two  years  are  segregated 
as  follows :

One  application  accounts  for  about  seventy  per  cent  of  the  .securities 
authorized'  for  refunding  purposes  during  the  latter  pei'iod.  Southern 
California  Edison  Company  during  the  year  reclassified  its  capital 
stock  by  changing  the  par  value  of  the  shares  from  $100  each  to  $25 
each.  It  applied  for  and  received  permission  to  issue  $119,746,000  of 
stock,  divided  into  4,789,840  shares  of  the  par  value  of  $25  each,  in 
exchange  for  $119,746,000  of  .stock,  divided  into  1,197,460  shares  of 
the  par  value  of  $100  each.  It  was  the  opinion  of  those  in  control  of 
the  affairs  of  the  corporation  that  the  reclassification  of  the  stock  would 
enable  it  to  sell  more  stock,  to  obtain  a  higher  price  for  its  stock  and 
to  reach  a  larger  class  of  purchasers. 

Bonds  and  long-term  notes,  to  the  amount  of  $50,500,000,  were  author- 
ized to  be  issued  for  refunding  purposes.  Several  utilities  found  that 
the  decrease  in  current  interest  rates  made  it  possible  for  them  to  call 
bonds  issued  during  preceding  years  and  to  replace  them  with  securities 
bearing  a  lower  interest  rate.  The  California-Oregon  Power  Company 
issued  $3,000,000  of  five  and  one-half  per  cent  bonds  to  redeem 
seven  and  one-half  per  cent  bonds ;  Great  Western  Power  Company  of 
California  issued  $1,000,000  of  five  and  one-half  per  cent  bonds  and 
$4,000,000  of  five  and  one-half  per  cent  notes  to  refund  seven  per  cent 
bonds  and  six  per  cent  debentures;  Los  Angeles  Gas  and  Electric 
Corporation  issued  $2,500,000  of  five  and  one-half  per  cent  bonds  to 
refund  seven  per  cent  bonds;  Southern  California  Edison  Company 
issued  $40,000,000  of  five  per  cent  bonds  to  refund  sixes.  Southern 
Counties  Gas  Company  of  California  found  it  advantageous  and 
possible  to  replace  an  issue  of  $1,250,000  of  eight  per  cent  preferred 
stock  with  an  issue  of  seven  per  cent  stock.  Computations  made 
indicate  that  annual  savings  in  fixed  charges  amounting  to  about 
$185,000  will  accrue  to  these  utilities  as  a  result  of  the  refunding 
programs. 

REORGANIZATION. 

Under  this  heading  are  the  securities  which  the  Commission  author- 
ized companies  to  issue  to  effect  readju.stments  of  their  financial  affairs, 
or  to  purchase  existing  utilities  or  to  consolidate  or  merge  two  or  more 
utilities. 

The  total  authorized  for  this  purpose  amounted  to  only  $7,624,697. 
While  no  applications  of  any  magnitude,  involving  the  issue  of  secur- 
ities for  these  purposes,  were  filed  during  the  year,  there  were  several 
of  interest.  The  Golden  Gate  Ferry  Company,  a  newly  organized 
corporation,  received  permission  to  issue  $1,700,000  of  stock  and  bonds 
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to  refinance  the  properties  of  Golden  Gate  Ferry  Company,  which, 
for  the  last  four  years  had  been  operating;  ferry  boats  between  San 
Francisco  and  Sausalito. 

Sixteen  authorizations  Avere  made  permitting  the  issue  of  securities 
by  automotive  carriers  for  reorganization  purposes,  involving  a  total 
of  $3,107,677.  Chief  among  these  were  two  applications  of  Yosemite 
Park  and  Curry  Company  for  permission  to  issue  $2,230,000  of  stock 
and  $125,000  of  notes  to  acquire  the  properties  of  Yosemite  National 
Park  Company  and  Curry  Company  and  Madera-Yosemite-Big  Trees 
Auto  Company.  Pickwick  Stages  System  issued  $261,100  of  stock  in 
payment  for  the  properties  of  Pickwick  Stages,  Southern  Division, 
and  Murrietta  Mineral  Hot  Springs  Auto  Stage  Line,  and  at  the  close  of 
the  period  had  an  application  pending  to  issue  $259,900  of  stock  in 
payment  for  the  properties  of  West  Coast  Transit  Company.  Sierra 
Nevada  Stages,  a  corporation  organized  to  operate  between  Sacramento 
and  Reno,  was  authorized  to  issue  $131,100  of  stock  to  acquire  the 
properties  of  California  Nevada  Stages  and  Sierra  Transit  Company. 
Mt.  Lassen  Transit  Company,  operating  between  Red  BluflE  and  West- 
wood,  and  Keddie  and  Drakesbad  and  Susanville,  was  authorized  to 
issue  $48,500  of  stock  to  acquire  the  pro])erties  of  George  A.  Scott,  who 
was  operating  between  Greenville  and  Westwood  and  the  California- 
Nevada  Line,  near  Doyle,  and  J.  W.  Houk  and  J.  H.  Smith,  who  were 
operating  between  Chico  and  Westwood  and  Susanville. 

Happy  Valley  Water  Company  was  authorized  to  issue  $1,101,200 
of  stock  to  acquire  the  properties  formerly  owned  and  operated  by 
Happy  Valley  Irrigation  District.  It  appeared  that  the  district  experi- 
enced difficulty  in  collecting  the  assessments  levied  on  the  owners  of  the 
land  within  the  district  and  was  unable  to  pay  the  interest  on  its 
outstanding  bonds  and  to  meet  other  financial  obligations.  A  reorgan- 
ization committee,  appointed  by  the  bondholders,  drew  up  a  reorganiza- 
tion plan,  organized  a  corporation  to  operate  the  water  system  as  a 
public  utility  and  applied  to  this  Commission  for  permission  to  issue 
its  stock. 

COMMISSION'S    DECISIONS. 

The  Commission's  decisions  authorizing  the  issue  of  securities  are 
published  in  pamphlet  form  and  also  in  volumes  entitled  "Opinions 
and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California."  Copies  may 
be  obtained  from  the  secretary  of  the  Comm'ssion.  Attention  is  called 
to  a  few  of  these  decisions. 

ISSUE  OF  STOCK   ONLY   WHEN    FULLY   PAID. 

During  the  year,  Alameda  Belt  Line,  a  corporation  organized  for 
the  purpose  of  conducting  a  belt  line  railroad  in  the  City  of  Alameda, 
applied  for  authority  to  issue  $500,000  of  stock  to  finance  in  part  the 
cost  of  its  project,  and  requested  permission  to  issue  its  stock  upon 
payment  of  a  portion  of  the  selling  price. 

The  Commission  did  not  look  with  favor  on  the  proposed  method  of 
selling  the  stock,  the  decision,  No.  15177,  written  by  Commissioner 
Decoto,  reading  in  part  as  follows : 

The  Alameda  Belt  Line  asks  permissiou  to  issue  all  of  its  stock  forthwith,  but 
requires  the  subscribers  of  such  stock  to  make  an  initial  payment  equal  in  amount 
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to  10  per  cent  only  of  the  i)ai'  value  of  the  shares  issued.  The  balance  of  the  stock 
subscription  is  to  be  paid  when  called  for  by  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Alameda 
Kelt  Line.  It  is  of  recoi'd  tliat  tlie  Western  Pacific  has  subscribed  for  and  agreed 
to  purchase  2480  slinres  :ind  the  Santa  Fe  2480  sliares  of  the  authorized  capital 
stock  of  Alameda  l?elt  Lino.  Forty  shares  of  the  company's  authorized  stock 
have  been  subscribed  for  by  the  incori)orators  of  the  company. 

It  has  not  been  the  policy  of  the  Coiuinission  to  authorize  the  issue  of  assessable 
stock.  The  ("ommission  believes  that  neither  the  stock  nor  stock  certificates  should 
be  issued  until  fully  paid.  As  advances  are  made  by  the  Santa  Fe  and  Western 
Pacific  to  Alameda  Belt  Liue,  such  company  may  issue  its  stock  at  par.  equal  in 
par  value  to  the  money  advanced  by  the  two  companies,  or  other  companies  that 
may  join  in  the  enterprise. 

ISSUE  OF  STOCK  FOR  WATER   RIGHTS. 

On  numerous  occasions  the  Commission  has  been  asked  to  authorize 
the  issue  of  stock  in  payment  for  water  rights.  Ordinarily  the  values 
the  Commission  is  thus  asked  to  recognize  are  based  on  estimates  only 
and  the  Commission  has  always  refused  to  sanction  the  capitalization 
of  such  values.  Quoting  from  a  decision  based  on  a  request  of  Citizens 
Domestic  Water  Company  to  issue  stock : 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  elements  of  value.  Mr.  Sanborn  includes  in  his 
valuation  an  allowance  of  .So2,r)90  as  the  value  of  developed  water.  He  reports 
that  during  ItUO,  when  making  a  test  of  the  well  which  is  now  the  company's 
source  of  supply,  he  measured  a  flow  of  52.59  miner's  inches.  Considering  the 
location  of  the  well,  the  quality  of  the  water  and  the  low  pumping  lift,  he  estimated 
the  value  of  the  water  at  $1,000  an  inch. 

We  do  not  believe  tiiat  the  showing  made  in  this  matter  warrants  the  using 
of  the  alleged  value  of  water  as  a  basis  for  an  order  authorizing  the  issue  of  stock. 

USE  OF  PROCEEDS  FROM  SALE  OF  SECURITIES. 

Because  of  the  provisions  of  section  52  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act 
the  Commission,  in  passing  on  applications  to  issue  secui'ities,  finds 
it  necessary  to  give  consideration,  among  other  things,  to  the  purposes 
for  which  the  applicant  proposes  to  iise  the  proceeds  to  be  obtained. 
The  act  provides  that  before  a  public  utility  issues  securities  it 

*  *  *  shall  first  have  secured  from  the  Commission  an  order  authorizing 
such  issue  and  stating  the  amount  thereof  and  the  purpose  or  purposes  to  which 
the  issue  or  the  proceeds  thereof  ai-e  to  be  applied     *     *     *. 

Palos  Verdes  Water  Company,  in  applying  for  permission  to  issue 
stock  during  the  year,  was  unable  to  advise  the  Commission  definitely  of 
Ihe  purpose  for  whicli  it  intended  to  use  proceeds,  and  the  Commission 
was  unable  to  give  it  a  final  order  permitting  it  to  dispose  of  its 
securities.  The  decision  in  this  matter.  No.  15284,  reads  in  part 
as  follows : 

Applicants'  general  manager  was  unable  to  state  definitely  tlie  purposes  for 
which  the  expenditures  will  b(>  incurred.  The  development  of  the  3200-acre  tract, 
and  the  construction  of  new  iiouse."  tlieioou,  will  determine  tlie  location  of  the 
extensions,  additions  and  betterments  ;!iul  tlie  time  when  they  will  be  constructed. 
Under  the  circumstances  we  believe  that  any  proceeds  obtained  from  the  issue 
and  sale  of  the  stock  herein  authorized  should  be  expended  only  after  the  Commis- 
sion has  been  furnished  with  a  detailed  statement  of  construction  expenditures 
actually  incurred,  together  with  a  description  of  the  properties  acquired  or  con- 
structed. Upon  being  furnished  with  such  statements  and  descriptions,  the  Com- 
mission will  consider  the  willKb-awal  of  proceeds  obtained  from  the  sale  of  the 
stock  to  finance  the  cost  of  the  extensions,  additions  and  betterments.  The  order 
herein  will  authorize  the  issue  and  sale  of  the  stock  and  require  the  deposit  of 
the  proceeds  with  a  bank  or  banks  until  such  time  as  the  expenditure  is  authorized 
by  a  supplemental  order  or  orders. 
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The  Commission,  of  course,  is  called  upon  to  give  consideration  to 
other  factors  a.s  well.  In  each  application  it  takes  into  consideration 
in  passing  upon  it.  the  rea.son  or  necessity  for  the  proposed  issue,  the 
rea'  onableness  of  the  issue,  the  reasonableness  of  the  price,  the  terms 
and  conditions  surrounding  the  proposed  issue,  whether  or  not  the 
expenditures  are  chargeable  to  capital  accounts  or  to  operating  expense 
or  to  income,  and  other  features  siuTOunding  the  ii^sue.  It  must  be 
understood,  however,  that  in  authorizing  a  utility  to  issue  securities, 
the  Commission  in  no  way  guarantees  the  payment  of  interest  or  divi- 
dends. 

TRANSFER    OF    PROPERTIES    AT    DEPRECIATED    FIGURE. 

In  authorizing  the  issue  of  securities  in  })ayment  for  the  properties  of 
an  existing  operating  company,  the  Commission  is  inclined  to  the  view 
that  depreciation  estimated  to  have  accrued  on  the  properties  should 
be  considered  as  part  of  the  capitalization  of  the  properties  and  the 
i-eserve  set  up  on  the  books  of  the  seller  should  be  transferred  to  the 
books  of  the  purchaser. 

In  passing  on  the  petition  of  George  J.  Panario,  William  II.  Curtis 
and  P.  W.  Dongan,  copartners,  to  sell  to  a  corporation  an  auto  stage 
line  running  between  Santa  Rosa  and  Sausalito  in  exchange  for  stock, 
the  Commission  in  its  Decision  No.  15323,  says : 

It  is  of  record  that  the  original  cost  of  the  stages  aud  tangible  properties  which 
applicant  corporation  intends  to  accinire  from  the  partnership  was  $144,383.59. 
Intangible  property  items  and  cash  bring  the  total  up  to  $150,802.31.  I^ur  of  the 
stages  representing  a  cost  of  $28.208.ijr>  have  been  full.v  depreciated  through  credits 
to  the  reserve  for  accrued  depreciation.  The  stages  are  still  used  by  the  partner- 
ship during  periods  of  peak  load  traffic.  The  reserve  for  accrued  depreciation  has 
also  been  credited  because  of  depreciation  on  other  stages  and  properties.  As  of 
December  31,  1924.  the  amount  to  the  credit  of  the  reserve  for  accrued  depreciation 
was  $72,274.38.  This  amount  of  money  luis  been  appropriated  from  earnings  to 
cover  depreciation.  The  money,  however,  has  for  the  most  part,  been  invested  in 
equipment  and  properties  which  are  now  to  be  transferred  to  the  corporation  and 
which  the  corporation  must  eventually  replace.  When  that  time  comes,  the 
corijoration  will  not  have  $72,274.38  cash  on  hand,  but  must  obtain  such  cash 
from  the  sale  of  stock  or  other  securities.  Assume  that  it  is  obtained  through 
an  additional  stock  issue  and  that  the  i)resent  application  were  granted,  the  company 
would  have  outstanding  about  $222,000  of  stock  against  properties  costing  about 
$150,000.  We  do  not  believe  that  this  n'presents  a  sound  financial  set-up.  We 
think  the  reserve  for  accrued  depreciation  of  the  partnership,  as  well  as  the 
assets  of  the  partnership,  should  be  transferred  to  the  books  of  the  corporation,  and 
the  reserve  regarded  as  a  liability  which  the  corporation  must  replace.  From  this 
it  follows  that  the  corporation  should  be  permitted  to  issue  only  $iK).000  of  stock. 
When  replacements  must  be  nuide,  they  can,  if  necessary,  be  financed  througli  the 
issue  of  additional  stock. 

MODIFICATION    OF    TERMS. 

Frequently  it  happens  that  the  Commission,  in  gi^■ing  consideration  to 
an  application  to  issue  securities,  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  interest  rate 
on  a  proposed  loan  is  too  high,  or  the  price  at  which  it  is  intended  to 
dispose  of  securities  is  too  low.  In  these  cases  the  Commission  refuses 
to  grant  the  request  as  applied  for  aud  in  making  its  order,  either 
denies  the  request  or  grants  some  alternative  permission. 

During  the  year,  Skidmore  Bros.  Corporation,,  a  corporation  engaged 
in  the  public  utility  water  business  in  Laguna  Beach,  in  the  real 
estate  business  and  in  a  machine  shop  and  factory  business,  applied  for 
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permission  to  issue  a  ten  per  cent  note  in  connection  with  its  water 
operations.  The  Commission  was  of  the  opinion  that  ten  per  cent 
was  too  hijrh  and  aeeordino-ly  authorized  the  issue  of  an  eight  per  cent 
note  only. 

On  a  number  of  other  occasions  the  Commission  has  directed  the  sale 
of  securities  at  a  price  hicfher  than  proposed  by  the  applicant  or  has 
modified  terms  of  mortgages  or  changed  other  features  suri-ounding 
a  proposed  security  issue. 

REFUNDING    OF    STOCK. 

The  Commission  has  taken  the  position  that  companies  that  plan  to 
issue  one  class  of  stock  to  replace  an  outstanding  stock  or  to  issue  stock 
with  a  par  A^alue  different  from  that  of  the  stock  then  outstanding 
must  first  receive  an  order  authorizing  it  to  do  so. 

During  the  year  Home  Telephone  Company  of  Covina  reclassified 
its  capital  stock  by  changing  the  par  value  of  the  stock  from  $50  each 
to  $100  each,  and  it  planned  to  exchange  1182  shares  of  the  $100  stock 
for  2364  shares  of  the  $50  stock  now  outstanding,  the  total  par  value 
not  being  increased. 

The  matter  came  to  the  attention  of  the  Commission  and  in  its 
Decision  No.  15608,  it  held : 

Some  of  the  common  stock  now  outstanding  was  issued  pursuant  to  orders  of 
the  Railroad  Commission  which  were  predicated  upon  evidence  that  the  company's 
stock  had  a  par  value  of  $50  per  share.  In  the  application  now  before  the  Com- 
mission, applicant  does  not  ask  to  refund  its  outstanding  common  stock  b.v  the 
deliver.v  of  one  share  of  stock  of  $100  par  value  for  two  shares  of  the  par  value 
of  $50  each,  nor  does  it  ask  the  Commission  to  modify  its  former  orders.  Appli- 
cant seems  to  be  of  the  opinion  that  the  refunding  can  be  done  without  permission 
from  the  Railroad-  Commission.  We  do  not  agree  with  such  conclusion.  We 
believe  that  applicant  should  file  with  the  Railroad  Commission  an  application 
for  permission  to  issue  and  deliver  11S2  shares  of  its  common  capital  stock  of  the 
par  value  of  $100  per  share  in  exchange  for  the  2364  shares,  par  value  $50  per 
share,  now  outstanding. 

The  Commission  also  received  and  passed  upon  an  application  of 
Southern  I'alifornia  Edison  Company  to  issue  4,779,840  shares  of  stock 
of  the  par  value  of  $25  each  in  exchange  for  1,197.460  shares  of  the  par 
value  of  $100  each  then  outstanding.  The  Commission  denied  a  request 
of  Home  Telephone  Company  of  Covina  to  issue  $18,700  of  seven 
per  cent   preferred  stock  in  exchange  for  $18,700  of  common  stock. 

ISSUE    OF    STOCK    FOR    CONTROL    PURPOSES    REFUSED. 

In  an  application  filed  during  the  year.  Public  Utilities  Storage  Com- 
pany applied  for  permission,  among  other  things,  to  issue  $375,000  of 
common  .stock  to  Oakland  Terminal  and  Elevator  Corporation  as  com- 
pensation for  services  to  be  rendered  under  an  agreement  between  the 
two  companies. 

In  writing  the  decision  in  the  matter  Commissioner  Decoto  reviewed 
the  terms  of  the  agreement  and  went  on  to  say : 

Taking  tlie  agreement  in  its  entir^et.v  it  occurs  to  me  tliat  the  only  obligation 
dehnitely  assumed  by  the  Oakland  Terminal  and  Elevator  Corporation  is  the 
furnishing  of  oflice  space  and  keeping  applicant's  books  for  one  year.  All  the 
otlier  undertakings  are  conditional  or  are  expressed  in  such  general  language 
that    no    liability    would    be    attached    if    the    elevator    corporation    disregarded    the 
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agreement.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  main  purpose  of  the  agreement  between  tlie 
two  companies  is  to  assure  to  Oakland  Terminal  and  Elevator  Corporation,  through 
stock  ownership,  the  control  of  the  ai)plicant  corporation.  In  effect  the  Commis- 
sion is  asked  to  authorize  the  issue  of  common  stock  for  control  purposes.  Such 
a  request   has  never,   nor  will   it   in   this  instance,   be  granted. 

On  the  basis  of  the  record  in  this  proceeding  applicant  should  be  able  to  sell 
both  its  common  and  preferred  stock  at  par  for  cash.  If  the  Oakland  Terminal 
and  Elevator  Corporation  desires  to  control  applicant  through  stock  ownership 
it  should  pay  cash  for  such  of  applicant's  stock  as  it  may  desire  to  purchase. 

DENIAL   ON    ACCOUNT    OF    VIOLATION    OF    COMMISSION'S    ORDER. 

The  Commi.ssion  denied  a  request  of  Consolidated  Motor  Freight 
Lines,  Inc.,  to  issue  stock  because  of  violations  of  a  former  order  of  the 
Commission. 

In  the  former  order  the  Commission  permitted  the  company  to  sell 
$40,185  of  stock  and  allowed  it  to  use  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  par  value 
of  the  stock  to  pay  commissions  and  other  expenses  incident  to  the  salei 
It  was  discovered,  however,  that  the  comj^any  had  exceeded  this  allow- 
ance and  when  it  again  came  before  the  Commission  requesting  permis- 
sion to  sell  additional  stock  the  Commission  denied  such  request.  Its 
Decision  No.  16319,  reads  in  part  as  follows : 

Jp  our  opinion  the  practice  of  applicant  constitutes  a  violation  of  the  Commis- 
sion's order.  When  this  Commission  grants  a  utility  permission  to  issue  securities 
and  fixes  the  tei'ms  and  conditions  under  which  such  securities  may  be  issued  and 
sold,  it  expects  and  must  require  the  officers  of  the  utility  to  comply  with  its  orders. 
If  such  orders  are  violated,  we  believe  that  they  and  not  the  company  or  its  innocent 
stockholders  should  be  required  to  make  restitution. 

In  view  of  this  situation,  and  until  restitution  has  been  made,  we  do  not  feel 
that  we  can  consider  the  authorization  of  any  further  issue  of  securities  by  appli- 
cant corporation.  When,  therefore,  and  not  until,  this  Commission  is  furnished 
with  satisfuctor.v  evidence  that  the  officers  of  Consolidated  ]\Iotor  Freight  Lines, 
Inc.,  have  returned  to  the  company  the  amount  expended  in  connection  with  the 
sale  of  its  stock  in  excess  of  tlie  amount  heretofore  allowed  by  the  Commission,  the 
Commission  will  give  further  consideration  to  the  request  of  applicant  for  permis- 
sion to  issue  additional  stock.  In  the  meantime  we  believe  that  the  application 
now  pending  before  the  Railroad  Commission  should  be  denied  without  prejudice. 

The  officers  of  the  company  subsequently  turned  over  to  it  an  amount 
of  cash  equal  to  the  amount  expended  in  excess  of  that  allowed  by  the 
( Jommi.ssion 's  order. 

EXECUTION   OF   NOTE  AND   MORTGAGE   FOR   NONUTILITY   PURPOSES. 

J.  W.  Roper,  the  owner  of  an  unincorporated  telephone  system  known 
as  the  Butte  ]\Ieadows  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  applied  for 
permission  to  execute  a  mortgage  of  the  telephone  properties  and  to 
issue  a  three-year  seven  per  cent  note.  Upon  hearing,  it  developed  that 
it  was  applicant's  intention  to  use  the  moneys  obtained  on  the  note  to 
li(}uidate  certain  indebtedness,  consisting  of  matured  and  unpaid 
interest  and  taxes,  incurred  in  connection  with  activities  and  properties 
other  than  his  telephone  system. 

The  Commission  dismissed  the  re()uest  for  want  of  jurisdiction,  the 
Decision  No.  1699],  by  Commissioner  Whitsell,  reading  in  jiart  as 
follows : 

The  Commission  has  lieretofore  held  that  it  had  no  authority  to  authorize  the 
owner  of  public  utility  property  to  mortgage  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  .securing 
funds  for  nonutility  purposes.  (Vol.  8,  Oi)inions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  California,  page  403 ;  Vol.  18,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad 
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Coiiimission  of  California,  page  IKi.)  Moreover,  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  payment 
of  interest  and  taxes,  even  if  charges  against  public  utility  properties,  can,  under 
section  52  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act.  be  paid  with  proceeds  obtained  from  the 
issue  of  notes  authorized  by  the  Commission.  It  is  not  necessary  in  this  case  to 
pass  on  that  point,  for  here  we  are  .nskod  to  authorize  the  issue  of  a  note  and 
execute  a  mortgage  on  public  utility  property  to  pay  interest  and  taxes  resulting 
from  private  transactions.  In  my  opinion,  the  Commission  has  no  power  to  author- 
ize the  issue  of  said  note  or  tlie  execution  of  said  mortgage  and  tlierefore  I  recom- 
mend that  this  application  be  dismissed  in  so  far  as  it  iuvolves  the  issue  of  a 
note  and  the  execution   of  a   mortgage. 
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Chalkier  V. 
OPERATING  REVENUES  AND  EXPENSES  OF  UTILITIES. 

During  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925,  the  operating  revenue 
of  steam  railroads,  electric  railways,  gas,  electric  light  and  power, 
water,  telephone  and  telegraph  companies,  carriers  by  water,  wharf- 
ingers, warehousemen  and  auto  stages  and  trucks  filing  annual  reports 
with  the  Railroad  Commission  total  $955,230,075.80  as  compared  with. 
$892,935,989.76  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1924.  The  increase 
in  operating  revenue  amounts  to  $62,294,086.04.  The  operating  expenses 
for  the  same  companies  during  1925  increased  $25,880,095.03,  being 
$679,605,881.31  in  1925,  and  $653,725,786.28  in  1924.  The  net  operate 
ing  revenues,  as  such  term  is  used  in  the  annual  report  forms  for  the 
several  classes  of  utilities,  increased  $36,413,991.01,  the  total  net 
operating  revenue  for  1925  being  $275,624,194.49  as  compared  with 
$239,210,203.48  for  1924. 

Steam  railroads  for  the  calendar  year  1925  report  operating  revenues 
of  $474,260,567.79  and  operating  expenses  of  $337,861,528.63  leaving 
net  operating  reA'cnues  of  $136,399,039.16  as  compared  with  net  operat- 
ing revenues  of  $121,073,444.10  for  1924.  The  figures  just  stated, 
however,  include  operating  revenues,  operating  expenses  and  net  operat- 
ing revenues  of  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway,  Los 
Angeles  and  Salt  Lake  Railroad  Comi^any,  Southern  Pacific  Company 
(Pacific  System),  The  Western  Pacific  Railroad  Comj^any,  Nevada-Cali- 
fornia-Oregon Railway  Company  and  Tonopah-Tidewater  Railroad  Com- 
pany, all  of  which  companies  are  engaged  in  interstate  as  well  as  intra- 
state business.  Steam  railroad  companies  operating  within  the  State  of 
California  have  allocated  $180,597,441.65  of  their  revenues  to  California 
business  in  1925,  while  $133,544,406.59  of  their  operating  expenses  have 
been  allocated  to  California.  The  net  operating  revenues  attributable  to 
California  business  for  1925  are  reported  as  $47,053,035.06  as  compared 
with  $43,839,899.54  for  1924.  The  number  of  passengers  carried  in 
California  increased  from  44,407,316  in  1924  to  44,576,450  in  1925, 
while  the  freight  tonnage  assigned  to  California  increased  from 
42,607,707  in  1924  to  43,791,343  in  1925. 

Electric  railway  companies  filing  reports  with  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion show  for  1925  operating  revenues  of  $58,611,044.86  as  compared 
with  $59,923,333.07  for  1924,  and  operating  expenses  of  $47,062,373.47 
as  compared  with  $46,181,326.05  for  1924,  leaving  net  operating 
revenues  of  $11,548,671.39,  as  compared  with  a  net  operating  revenue 
of  $13,742,007.02  for  1924.  During  1925  electric  railways  carried 
719,578,595  of  revenue  passengers  as  Compared  with  731,503,908  during 
1924.    The  revenue  passengei's  carried  decreased  11,925,313. 

Water  companies  for  1925  report  operating  revenues  of  $17,995,970.60 
as  compared  with  $16,922,048.87  for  1924.  The  net  operating  revenues 
of  such  companies  for  1925  are  reported  at  $7,067,647.62  while  during 
1924,  water  companies  had  net  operating  revenues  of  $6,432,693.93. 
water  comijanies  report  447,523  consumers  for  1925  and  422,487  for 
1924,  the  increase  being  25,036. 
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Electric  light  and  power  com])auif's  for  1925  report  operating  rev- 
enues of  $90,7()6,591).06,  operating  expenses  of  $40,807,061.51  and 
net  0]>erating  revenues  of  $49,899,537.55  as  compared  with  $83,204,- 
072.90,  $45,197,687.96  and  $38,006,384.94,  respectively  for  1924.  The 
number  of  electric  light  and  power  consumers  increased  from  1,063,169 
in  1924  to  1,160,384  in  1925,  the  increase  being  97,215. 

Gas  companies  for  1925  report  operating  revenues  of  $54,154,588.20, 
operating  expenses  of  $36,039  696.09  and  net  operating  revenues  of 
$18,114,892.11.  For  1924  this  class  of  utility  reported  operating' 
revenues  of  $51,132,783.72,  operating  expenses  of  $33,534,505.24  and 
net  operating  revenues  of  $17,598,278.48.  Gas  companies  report  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  consumers  from  1,016,607  in  1924  to 
1,092,310  in  1925,  the  increase  being  75,703. 

The  operating  re-v'enues  of  telephone  and  telegraph  companies  filing 
annual  reports  with  the  Commission  for  1925  were  reported  at 
$200,875,496.35,  as  compared  with  $176,213,310.25  for  1924,  an  increase 
amounting  to  $24,662,186.10.  They  report  operating  expenses  of 
$153,002,380.86  for  1925  and  $137,806,078.88  for  1924,  the  increase 
amounting  to  $15,196,301.98.  The  net  operating  revenues  for  1925 
are  reported  at  $47,873,115.49 ;  for  1924  at  $38,407,231.37.  The  figures 
include  the  total  revenues  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Comi^any  and  of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Comjiany,  both  com- 
panies doing  business  outside  of  the  state,  as  well  as  within  the  state. 
The  report  of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  shows  a  total 
revenue*  of  $127,078,023.07,  of  which  $7,732,740  is  by  the  company 
allocated  to  California.  The  report  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  shows  total  operating  revenues  of  $49,404,124.42  of 
which  $32,605,457  is  by  the  company  allocated  to  California.  Figures 
allocating  operating  expenses  of  the  two  companies  are  not  available 
to  the  Commission  at  this  time. 

The  average  number  of  working  stations  of  telephone  companies 
increased  from  1,574,494  to  1,720,657 — both  figures  including  all  the 
stations  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  and  Telegraph  Company. 

Warehouses  and  wharfingers  rei:)ort  operating  revenues  for  1925  at 
$11,819,612.63  as  compared  with  $11,469,637.93  for  1924.  This  class 
of  utility  reports  operating  expenses  of  $11,137,628.89  for  1925  and 
$10,406,931.70  for  1924,  leaving  net  operating  revenues  of  $681,983.74 
for  1925  and  $1,062,706.23  for  1924. 

Carriers  by  water  report  operating  revenues  for  1925  at  $25,750,204.61 
as  compared  with  $22,696,086.42  for  1924.  This  class  of  utility  reports 
operating  expenses  of  $23,094,358  for  1925  and  $20,619,264.47  for 
1924,  leaving  net  operating  revenues  of  $2,655,846.61  for  1925  and 
$2,076,821.95'  for  1924. 

Auto  stage  and  truck  companies  for  1925  report  operating  revenues 
at  $21,055,991.70  as  compared  with  $19,042,161.57  for  1924.  Their 
operating  expenses  for  1925  amounted  to  $19,672,530.88  and  $18,231,- 
526.11  for  1924.  The  net  opcratini;-  revenues  for  1925  amount  to 
$1,383,460.82  and  for  1924,  $810,635.46.  During  1925  stage  operators 
carried  30  534,540  pas.sengers,  during  1924  they  carried  29,662,908, 
the  increase  being  871,632,  while  truck  operators  report  1,184,814  tons 
of  freight  carried  during  1925  and  899,373  tons  during  1924,  the 
increase  being  285,441. 
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In  the  case  of  steam  and  electric  railways  C'lass  "A"  gas  and  electric 
companies,  telephone  and  tele^'raph  companies  and  carriers  by  water, 
taxes  are  not  included  in  operating^  expenses  and  are  therefore  a 
deduction  from  their  net  operating  revenue.  The  other  classes  of 
utilities  include  taxes  in  operating  expenses.  Tables  following  show 
the  taxes  of  each  utility.  In  the  former  cases,  taxes  appear  in  the  income 
account  statements ;  in  the  latter  cases,  under  operating  expenses. 

Table  No.  12  following  is  a  summary  of  the  operating  revenues, 
operating  expenses  and  net  operating  revenues  of  public  utilities  report- 
ing to  the  Railroad  Commission  for  1924  and  1925.  Table  No.  13 
covers  the  net  operating  revenues  of  public  utilities  filing  reports  with 
the  Commission  during  the  same  period.  Table  No.  14  shows  the  net 
cost  of  fixed  capital  installed  by  certain  California  public  utilities 
as  shown  in  annual  repoi'ts  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission  from 
1913  to  1925,  inclusive.  Table  No.  15  shows  the  net  cost  of  fixed 
capital  installed  by  steam  railroads  during  1925.  Table  No.  16  shows 
the  net  cost  of  fixed  capital  installed  by  electric  railways  during  1925. 
Table  No.  17  shows  the  net  cost  of  fixed  capital  installed  by  electric 
light  and  power  companies  during  1925.  Table  No.  18  covers  the  net 
cost  of  fixed  capital  installed  by  gas  companies  during  1925.  Table  No. 
19  covers  the  net  cost  of  fixed  capital  installed  by  telephone  and  tele- 
graph companies  during  1925  and  Table  No.  20  shows  the  net  cost  of 
fixed  capital  installed  by  water  companies  during  1925.

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Chapter  VI. 

SEHVICE  DEPARTMENT— RAILROAD,  AUTO  STAGE  AND 
TRUCK  OPERATION— SAFETY. 

The  Railroad  ('ommission  is  enf>-ao'ecI  constantly  in  the  inspection 
of  the  service  of  common  carriers.  This  inspection  covers  snch  matters 
as  (1)  sufficiency  of  i-ailroad  equipment,  number  of  trains,  number  of 
cars  and  proper  seating  facilities  in  cars;  (2)  sufficiency  and  adequacy 
of  dei^ot  facilities;  (3)  location  of  nevv^  or  abandonment  of  existing 
stations,  and  reqviests  for  stopping  trains;  (4)  adequate  number  of 
trains;  (5)  insjiection  of  auto  stages  as  to  their  compliance  with  safety 
rules  and  requirements  of  the  Commission. 

It  is  the  duty  of  its  service  de])artment  to  investigate  and  report 
upon  the  safety  of  railroad  operation  and  the  accidents  arising  from 
such  operation  and  to  make  recommendations  for  the  betterment  of 
all  other  conditions  which  it  may  find  to  be  unsafe  or  deficient.  Field 
inspections  of  the  condition  of  auto  stages  and  trucks  are  also  made 
incidental  to  other  service  work,  and  during  the  year  covered  by  this 
report  509  automobile  inspections  were  made. 

UNSAFE     PRACTICES    CORRECTED. 

As  a  result  of  inspections,  which  have  been  continued  for  many 
years,  unsafe  practices  have  been  corrected  and  standard  and  uniform 
methods  of  operation  have  been  prescribed  for  the  smaller  roads,  with 
the  result  that  their  general  operation  now  compares  favorably  with 
the  standard  practice  of  the  larger  carriers.  The  work  of  the  depart- 
ment also  includes  such  inspection  as  is  required  by  the  statutes  and 
the  regulations  of  the  Railroad  Commission  as  to  compliance  Avith 
•such  laws  and  regulations  by  the  carriers. 

IMPAIRED    CLEARANCES. 

Impaired  clearances  receive  inspection  in  connection  with  other 
field  work,  each  year  adding  to  the  total  of  impaired  clearances  which 
are  required  to  be  brought  to  the  standard  prescribed  bj'  the  Com- 
mission. 

ACCIDENT    INVESTIGATION. 

Every  train  accident  resulting  in  the  loss  of  life  or  serious  injury 
to  passengers  or  employees  is  investigated  by  the  Railroad  Commission. 
When  a  fatal  accident  occurs,  the  company's  investigation,  and  in 
some  instances  coroner's  inquest,  are  attended  together  with  an  inde- 
pendent investigation  by  the  Commission's  inspectors  at  the  scene  of 
the  accident  that  all  possible  information  may  be  available  regarding 
the  accident.  Upon  the  receipt  of  "the  inspector's  report  such  orders 
or  recommendations  are  issued  by  the  Commission  as  appear  to  be 
necessary  in  the  si)ecific  case.  Inspectors  cover  not  only  accidents 
arising  from  conditions  which  may  indicate  unsafe  operation,  but  also, 
as  far  as  possible,  grade  crossing  accidents.  As  a  result  of  these  latter 
investigations,  railroads  have  been  required  to  aft'ord  additional  pro- 
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tection  at  grade  crossings  where  conditions  have  been  found  to  be 
unsafe  or  where  it  is  evident  that  additional  protection  should  be 
afforded. 

TIME    TABLES    MUST    BE    FILED. 

Under  General  Order  No.  31  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  all  changes 
in  steam  and  electric  interurban  railroad  time  tables  are  required  to  be 
filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission,  and  to  be  posted  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  public  five  days  in  advance  of  the  effective  date  of  the 
proposed  changes.  A  supplement  to  this  general  order  requires  that 
in  all  instances  where  a  reduction  in  passenger  .service  is  contemplated, 
or  where  the  abandonment  of  any  stop  is  desired  by  the  railroad,  an 
outline  of  the  propo.sed  time  table  must  be  submitted  to  the  Railroad 
Commission  thirty  days  prior  to  the  proposed  effective  date  of  the 
change  and  that  the  permission  of  the  Railroad  Commi.ssion  must  be 
obtained  prior  to  making  any  reduction  in  service  or  abandoning  any 
stop.  Similar  requirements  are  imposed  upon  automobile  stage  and 
truck  lines  operating  under  the  juri.sdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission. 

CURTAILMENT    OF    SERVICE. 

All  requests  for  the  reduction  of  passenger  service  or  the  abandon- 
ment of  stops  are  carefully  investigated  by  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion. In  many  instances,  due  to  an  increase  in  train  schedules  during 
certain  .seasons  to  care  for  tourist  or  vacation  travel,  it  is  customary 
to  reduce  the  pa.s.senger  train  service  when  the  particular  travel  for 
which  the  service  was  inaugurated  no  longer  exists.  In  other  cases, 
however,  permission  to  withdraw  passenger  trains  from  service  has 
been  denied  carriers  if  the  Railroad  Commission's  investigation  has 
shown  that  the  public  convenience  refjuired  the  retention  of  the  service. 
In  still  other  instances  a  rearrangement  of  schedules  has  been  made, 
thereby  satisfactorily  adjusting  the  extra  service  from  which  a  carrier 
desired  relief  and  at  the  same  time  meeting  the  public  demand  for 
service.  Practically  all  these  matters  are  handled  informally  by 
correspondence,  it  seldom  being  necessary  for  formal  proceedings  to  be 
instituted  and  followed  by  a  public  hearing  and  the  subsequent  order 
of  the  Railroad  Commission. 

ELIMINATION    OF    PASSENGER    TRAINS. 

Reduction  in  passenger  train  schedules  is  usually  requested  because 
of  the  claim  that  the  expense  of  operating  local  ti-ains  sometimes 
greatly  exceeds  the  revenue  earned,  and  in  the  case  of  a  showing 
satisfactory  to  the  Railroad  Commission  that  the  trains  were  not 
earning  a  revenue  at  least  equal  to  the  direct  ojierating  costs,  informal 
permi-ssion  has  been  given  for  the  discontinuance  of  apparently 
unnecessai-y  and  unpatronized  pas.senger  train  service.  The  inroads 
made  upon  the  pa.ssenger  traffic  formerly  enjoyed  by  the  steam  and 
electric  interurban  railroads  by  the  advent  of  privately  owned  auto- 
mobiles has  been  in  a  large  measure  responsible  for  the  discontinuance 
of  local  passenger  service  in  many  localities,  supplemented  also,  in 
some  degree,  by  business  which  has  been  diverted  to  automobile  stage 
lines  which  have,  in  many  cases,  operated  service  of  greater  frequency 
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than  that  offered  by  the  steam  or  electric  interurban  lines  and  which 
service  has  therefore  attached  and  retained  the  patronage  of  the 
traveling:  public.  The  Railroad  Commission,  in  every  instance,  requires 
a  full  and  satisfactory  showing:  before  consenting  to  the  elimination 
of  passenger  train  service  when  such  curtailment  or  diminution  of 
service  has  been  requested  by  the  carriers. 

ABANDONMENT   OF    STATIONS,   TRACKS    AND    FACILITIES. 

Under  General  Order  Xo.  36  of  the  Railroad  ("ommission,  no  station, 
sidetrack,  spur,  stop,  facility  for  handling  freight,  platform  or  other 
like  facilities  of  common  carriers  can  be  abandoned  or  their  use  discon- 
tinued without  the  consent  of  the  Railroad  Commission.  The  several 
applications  of  the  carriers  for  such  abandonments  or  discontinuances 
are  carefully  investigated  before  permission  to  discontiniie  the  use  of 
any  facility  is  granted.  In  many  instances  such  investigation  shows 
that  the  retention  and  continued  maintenance  of  facilities  is  desirable 
and  necessary  to  properly  accommodate  the  needs  of  shippers  and 
receivers  of  freight,  and  in  such  instances  the  applications  are  denied. 

The  Commission  is  also  frequently  called  upon  to  pass  upon  appli- 
cations for  change  in  the  status  of  agency  stations  as  well  as  the  entire 
abandonment  of  stations  heretofore  existing  and  other  matters  wherein 
authority  has  been  requested  by  the  carriers  in  an  endeavor  to  curtail 
alleged  lumecessary  operating  expense  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
carriers,  traffic  conditions  did  not  appear  to  jiistify  the  continuance  of 
agencies  and  other  station  facilities.  A  complete  analysis  of  existing 
conditions  is  always  required  by  the  Railroad  Commission  to  support 
the  request  of  the  carriers  for  the  authorization  of  any  change  which 
will  result  in  a  discontinuance  of  any  facility  heretofore  accorded  the 
traveling  or  shijiping  public  by  a  carrier,  and  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion has  not  authorized  any  reduction  in  such  facilities  until  it  has 
fully  satisfied  itself  that  the  conditions  presented  by  the  applicant 
carriers  were  fully  justified  and  that  the  patronage  necessary  to  con- 
tinue the  facilities  was  not  present.

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Chapter  VII. 

RATE   DEPARTMENT— TRANSPORTATION,  STORAGE  AND 

WHARFAGE. 

The  Rate  Department  of  the  Railroad  Commission  has  custody  of,  and 
maintains,  approximately  170,000  tariffs  and  supplements  for  the  use 
of  the  public  and  the  Commission.  The  tariffs  and  supplements  name 
the  rates  and  fares  of  all  transportation  companies  operating  within  the 
State  of  California  since  the  Statute  of  1909,  which  requires  puMic 
utilities  to  publish  and  file  tariffs  with  the  Commission,  Avas  enacted. 

These  tariffs  contain  the  complete  history  of  rates  and  fares  published 
by  all  railroads,  steamship  lines,  auto  transportation  companies  and 
aeroplane  companies  since  1909.  There  were  approximately  12,500  new 
tariffs  filed  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  whii-h  were  checked,  recorded  and 
l^laced  on  file  in  order  that  they  ma>'  Ix'  readily  available  to  the  public 
and  to  the  Commission's  experts. 

This  department  also  handles  all  informal  complaints  and  rate 
adjustments,  which  may  be  disposed  of  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  piiblic 
and  the  transportation  companies,  withoiit  holding  formal  hearings. 

During  the  last  year  approximately  387  informal  complaints  and  8-12 
applications  for  rate  adjustments  were  handled.  Tliere  were  257 
applications  filed  fur  permission  to  publish  fares  and  rates  on  less  than 
the  thirty  days'  notice  to  the  i)nblic  recpiircd  by  law;  339  to  increase 
rates  or  fares,  and  246  for  permissicn  to  publish  rates  departing  from 
the  long  and  short  haul  clause  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act. 

These  informal  com])laints  and  rate  adjustments  were  disposed  of 
after  thorough  investigation  and  without  expense  to  the  parties  at 
interest.  This  work  requii'ed  the  writing  of  more  than  12,800  letters, 
authorizations  or  acknowledauients. 

The  department  also  participates  in  all  formal  hearings  held  before 
the  Railroad  Commission  involving  the  rates  or  fares  of  transportation 
companies  operating  within  the  state,  or  in  connection  with  interstate 
traffic.  During  the  last  fiscal  year  many  proceedings  of  vital  importance 
to  the  public  and  to  the  transportation  companies  were  disposed  of. 
The  most  important  were :  tlie  auto  ferry  rates  between  San  Francisco 
and  Oakland;  street  car  fares  in  the  cities  of  Pasadena  and  Oakland; 
railroad  rates  on  forest  products ;  crushed  rock,  sand  and  gravel ; 
petroleum  and  petroleum  prculucts:  fruits,  both  fresh  and  dried;  fresh 
and  dried  vegetal)les:  canned  goods;  radio  receiving  sets;  trap  car 
service;  also  the  ])a>'Senuer  fares,  freiuhf  aiul  express  rates  charged  by 
auto  transjiortation  c(mipanies. 

In  disposing  of  these  cases  and  apjilications  the  Commission  con- 
ducted public  lu'ariiiiis,  many  of  long  duration,  receiving  a  mass  of 
lestimcny  and  ('.\iiil)its  sulHiiitled  as  ('\'idcn('i>  foi-  tlie  Commission's 
I'onsideration. 

The  Rate  De])artment  al-o  ii^irti!'ii);Ues  in  liearinas  held  l)efore  the 
Tnfei'state  Commerce  Commission  when  tlie  interests  of  the  California 
public  are  involved.  The  most  important  and  far-reaching  proceeding 
(.luring  the  last  fiscal  year  was  the  investigation  of  the  entire  interstate 
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Ireiglit  rate  structure  conducted  in  compliance  with  the  joint  resolution 
of  Cloniiref^s  approved  January  30,  1925,  and  commonly  referred  to  as 
tlie  Iloch-Snnth  resolution.  Subsequent  to  notice  by  tlie  Interstate 
Connnerce  Commission  tluit  it  wculd  begin  an  investigation  of  the  rail- 
road fi'eight  rates  >Septeml)er  S,  1925,  the  rail  carriers  in  what  is  known 
as  tlie  Western  Group  Territory,  presented  a  petition  to  the  Interstate 
C'ommerce  Commission,  to  the  California  Railroad  Commission,  and 
to  practically  every  state  west  of  the  IMississippi  River,  in  which  they 
sought  an  increase  in  freight  rates  of  approximately  5  per  cent. 

This  Commission,  recognizing  the  far-reaching  importance  of  the 
increase  in  rates  sought  by  the  carriers,  notified  all  Chambers  of 
Commerce  and  industrial  organizations,  and  requested  their  cooperation 
in  order  to  place  into  the  records  of  the  hearing'  before  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  testimony  and  exhibits  giving  a  complete  history 
of  the  conditions  in  California,  and  showing  the  absolute  necessity  ojp 
reasonable  rates  for  the  movement  of  fruit,  stock,  agricultural  and 
industrial  products  of  California  and  the  Pacitic  coast  states. 

Representatives  of  this  Commission  attended  the  preliminary  hear- 
ings, held  in  Chicago  during  September,  1925,  and  were  instrumental 
in  having  the  federal  commission  conduct  further  hearings  in  San 
Francisco,  during  Februar}^  1926.  The  matter  was  submitted  May  29. 
Authority  to  increase  any  rates  was  denied  on  J\dy  14,  192(5,  by  the 
federal  body. 

In  addition  to  the  general  increase  in  freight  rates  sought  by  the 
carriers,  the  Commission  intervened  in  ])ehalf  of  California  shippers 
and  receivers  in  two  otlier  im])ortant  cases  submitted  to  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission.  These  cases  involved  the  express  rates  on  milk 
and  cream,  and  the  I'efrigeration  charges  on  Imtter,  eggs,  cheese  and 
dressed  poultry. 

AUTO  FERRY  RATES. 

The  Commis^-ion,  in  Case  2041,  instituted  on  its  own  motion,  an 
investigation  into  the  reasonableness  of  the  rates,  service,  rules,  regu- 
lations and  practices  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  with  resjiect 
to  its  automobile  ferry  service  between  San  Francisco  and  Oakland. 
After  an  investigation  extendins]:  over  a  period  of  several  months  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company  was  ordered  to  reduce  the  rates  for  the 
ti-ans])ortation  of  automobiles  and  other  vehicles  I)etween  San  Francisco 
and  Oakland.  The  new  rates  prescribed  by  the  Commission  and  the 
old  rates  maintained  by  the  South-rn  Pacitic,  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
parison, are  as  follows  .-

Southern  Pacific  Company  subsetpiently  i)etitioned  for  a  rehearing, 
alleging  the  Conniii.ssion  erred  in  classifying  the  automobile  ferry 
service  as  an  ojieration  separate  and  distinct  from  its  transbay  pas- 
senger service  between  San  P^'rancisco  and  Oakland.    T'pon  being  denied 
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a  rehearing  defendant  applied  to  the  P\'deral  Court  for  a  restraining 
order  to  prevent  the  rate  reduction  ordered  by  the  Commission  from 
going  into  efiPeet.  The  court  issued  a  temporary  restraining  order 
with  the  understanding  that  until  the  i)roceeding  was  disposed  of  the 
Soutliern  Pacific  would  issue  refund  checks  to  patrons  of  its  automobile 
ferry  entitling  the  holder  to  a  refund  of  the  difference  between  the 
amount  ])aid  and  the  lower  rate  set  by  the  (/Oramission,  in  the  event 
the  temporary  restraining  order  granted  by  the  court  was  found  not 
justified.  The  Federal  Court  subsequently  upheld  the  decision  of  the 
Coiiunission  and  the  rates  prescribed  by  it  thereupon  became  effective. 
The  lower  rates  set  by  the  Commission  have  resulted  in  a  substantial 
saving  to  the  traveling  public,  amounting  to  approximately  $750,000 
per  year. 

AEROPLANE  RATES. 

In  our  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1925,  we 
referred  to  the  fact  f*hat  aeroplanes  carrying  passengers  and  freight 
lietween  points  in  California  were  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Com- 
mission, and,  therefore,  were  required  to  file  tariffs.  The  fir.st  aero- 
plane tariff  filed  with  the  Commission  became  effective  June  22,  1924, 
and  inaugurated  an  aeroplane  service  lietween  Ontario  and  Big  Bear 
Lake  in  southern  California.  A  daily  schedule  is  maintained,  and  both 
passengers  and  freisht  are  handled.  Since  then  two  more  aeroplane 
lines  have  filed  tariffs  with  the  Commission,  one  conducting  a  passenger 
service  between  Los  Angeles  and  San  Diego  and  the  other  a  passenger 
service  between  Wilmington  and  Avalon.  It  may  reasonably  be 
expected  that  within  a  short  space  of  time  additional  aeroplane  com- 
panies will  hold  themselves  out  as  common  carriers  to.  transport  pas- 
sengers and  small  freight,  inquiries  having  been  made  of  the  Com- 
mission by  companies  contemplating  the  inauguration  of  aeroplane 
service. 

EMPTY  FRUIT  AND  VEGETABLE  BOXES  AND  CRATES. 

ITnder  date  August  (i,  1925,  the  Commission  amended  its  decision 
rendered  December  21,  1924',  in  the  consolidated  cases  of  Calif(U'nia 
Backing  Coi'poration  and  other  packing  and  canning  companies  against 
the  Southei'ii  Pacific  Company,  The  Atchisou,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe 
Railway  Company,  and  Nortliwestern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  Ity 
fixing  tlie  minimum  charge  of  $8  per  car  to  ai)idy  also  on  empty  boxes 
and  crates,  shipped  for  a  return  paying  load. 

The  original  decision  and  order  directed  tlie  carriers  to  pay  repara- 
tion to  the  complainants  of  all  charges  collected  and  retained  in  excess 
of  the  Claim  "E"  rate,  subject  to  a  minimum  charge  of  $8  per  ear 
on  empty  carriers  only  when  returned  after  having  transported  a 
paying  load,  which  provi.sion  was  published  in  the  carriers'  tariffs, 
ett'ective  October  6,  1920.  The  .suppleinental  decision  had  the  effect 
of  removing  any  discrimination  that  existed  as  between  empty  carriers 
returned  and  empty  carriers  sent  out  for  a  return  paying  load. 
Shippers  of  fruits  and  vegetalTles  will  be  accorded  a  considerable  sav- 
ing in  freight  charges  bv  this  later  decision. 
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FOREST  PRODUCTS. 

In  our  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1925,  we 
recited  the  activities  in  connection  with  several  cases  involving  rates 
on  lumber  and  lumber  products.  The  most  important  of  these  cases 
were  the  Los  A/ngcles  Lwnher  Products  Company  vs.  Southern  Pacific 
Companij  et  al.  (Case  1950)  and  Madera  Sugar  Pine  Lumber  Company 
and  Yoseniitc  Lumber  Company  vs.  Southern  Pacific  Com,pany  et  al. 
(Case  1971). 

The  interstate  rates  also  were  involved  and  joint  hearings  were  held 
by  this  Commission  and  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  Both 
the  state  and  interstate  conmiissions  decided  that  many  of  the  rates 
under  attack  were  unreasonal)le  and  discriminatory,  and  ordered  the 
defendants  to  publish  the  rates  found  reasonable. 

The  complainants  asked  for,  and  were  granted,  a  rehearing  for  the 
purpose  of  oral  argument,  whicli  was  heard  August  24  and  October  15', 
3925. 

The  Commission,  after  giving  careful  consideration  to  the  arguments 
at  the  reliearing,  concluded  its  decision  rendered  April  1,  1925,  should 
be  amended  to  some  extent  by  effecting  further  reductions.  Therefore, 
the  rail  carriers  were  oi'dered  to  reduce  various  other  rates  on  lumber 
from  .San  Pedro  and  other  Los  Angeles  harbor  stations  to  certain  points 
ill  Imperial  Valley. 

The  Commission  denied  a  rehearing  asked  by  the  Southern  Pacific 
Company  in  Decision  No.  15052,  Case  No.  2060,  complaint  of  Lassen 
Lumber  and  Box  Company  vs.  Southern  Pacific  Company,  and  com- 
plaint of  Jt'ed  River  Lumber  Company  vs.  Soutltern  Pacific  Company, 
Case  No.  2077.  Both  ca.ses  involved  rates  and  reparation  on  lumber  and 
forest  products  moved  between  points  on  the  Susanville-Westwood 
branch  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company. 

The  Commission,  in  tlie  above  mentioned  cases,  found  the  existing 
rates  to  be  unreasonable  and  ordered  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  to 
cstalilish  rates  found  reasonable,  sub.iect  to  a  minimum  weight  of  30,000 
])ou!ids  per  car,  and  to  make  reparation  to  the  complainants  of  all 
c'liarges  collected  in  excess  of  the  rates  found  reasonable. 

GRAIN  AND  GRAIN  PRODUCTS. 

Tile  Commi.ssion,  in  Case  No.  2125,  made  an  exhaustive  study  of  the 
rates  on  grain  and  grain  products  upon  the  complaint  filed  by  Albei's 
Bros.  JMilling  Company,  wherein  an  adjustment  of  rates  to  and  from 
Oakland  was  sought. 

The  matter  to  be  decided  by  the  Commission  was  whether  or  not 
the  rates  in  effect  from  points  in  the  San  Joaquin  and  Sacramento 
valleys  to  Stockton.  Sacramento,  Port  Costa,  South  Vallejo  and  Oakland 
were  unduly  preferential  and  advantageous  to  the  first  four  named 
points  and  unduly  preferential  and  disadvantageous  to  Oakland. 

It  develoiied  there  was  no  undue  preference  in  favor  of  Port  Costa 
and  South  Vallejo,  but  that  the  rates  from  Vanden,  Cannon  and  Elmira 
to  Oakland  were  prejudicial  to  the  latter  point  when  compared  with 
the  rates  from  the  same  points  of  origin  to  Stockton.     The  Commis- 
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sion  also  found  that  the  rate  adjustment  from  numerous  points  on  the 
west  side  of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  to  Sacramento  and  Oakland  were 
preferential  to  the  former  point,  and  prejudicial  to  the  latter  point, 
and  ordered  the  discrimination  removed. 

OIL    RATES. 

During'  the  last  fiscal  year  the  Commission  disposed  of  a  controversy 
of  much  importance,  involving  rates  on  crude  oil  from  Oleo  to  Los 
Ang-eles. 

The  Vernon  Oil  Company,  with  an  oil  refinery  at  Lus  Angeles,  alleged 
that  the  rate  of  4  cents  per  100  pounds  charged  by  the  Pacific  Electric 
Railway  for  the  transportation  of  crude  oil  in  carload  lots  from  Oleo 
to  Los  Angeles  was  unreasonable  and  discriminatory. 

The  data  submitted  by  the  complainant  disclosed  the  fact  that  the 
concurrently  effective  rate  on  the  same  commodity  from  San  Pedro, 
Wilmington  and  El  Segundo  to  Los  Angeles  was  3  cents  per  100  pounds. 
The  distances  from  these  points  to  Los  Angeles  are  21,  19  and  17  miles 
I'cspectively,  while  the  distance  from  Oleo  to  Los  Angeles  is  25  miles. 

The  Conniiission.  after  giving  due  consideration  to  all  the  conditions 
and  circumstances,  decided  that  a  rate  of  4  cents  per  100  pounds  on 
crude  oil  for  the  haul  of  25  miles  from  Oleo  to  Los  Angeles  was  dis- 
criminatory and  prejudicial  and  oi'dered  the  Pacific  Electric  Railway 
to  establish  from  Oleo  to  Los  Angeles  the  same  rate  of  3  cents  as  was  in 
effect  from  San  Pedro,  Wilmington  and  El  Segundo  to  Los  Angeles. 

A  somewhat  analogous  situation  was  considered  with  respect  to  the 
rates  on  road  oil  from  Shi^-man  Junction  to  Los  Angeles,  Compton  and 
Baldwin  Park.  These  rates  were  attacked  by  the  county  of  Los  Angeles 
and  the  Gilmore  Oil  Company  in  Case  No.  2111.  It  developed  from 
the  evidence  presented  that  defendants  maintained  lower  rntes  from 
El  Segundo  to  Los  Angeles,  Compton  and  Baldwin  Park  rhan  they 
maintained  from  Sherman  Junction  to  those  points.  As  tlie  distance 
from  Sherman  Junction  and  the  circumstances  and  conditions  surround- 
ing this  traffic  were  i>ractically  identical  with  the  distances  and  traffic 
from  El  Segundo,  the  Commission  ordered  defendants  to  place  both 
the  points  of  origin  on  a  rate  parity. 

PASSENGER    FARES. 

The  Commission,  on  November  18,  1925,  authorized  the  Pacific 
Electric  Railway  to  publish  reduced  pa.sseuger  fares  between  Los 
Angeles  and  Burbank,  Glendale  and  other  points  on  the  Burbank 
Branch,  effective  December  1,  1925,  residting  in  substantial  reductions 
in  all  classes  of  passenger  transportation. 

The  reductions  were  due  primarily  to  tlu'  fact  that  the  distance 
between  Los  Angeles  and  Burbank  was  shortened  by  the  construction 
of  a  tunnel  under  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  through  which  tlie  passenger 
trains  on  the  Burbank  Branch  are  operated. 

After  completion  of  tlie  tunnel  the  running  tiiiic  of  trains  between 
Los  Angeles  and  Bnrliauk  wasTednced  by  a])]iroxitnately  15  minutes. 
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RIGHTS    OF    THE    RAILROAD    COMMISSION    TO    AWARD    REPARATION 
WHERE  RATES  ARE  FOUND  TO  BE  UNREASONABLE. 

After  hearings  ))efore  the  Com  mission  we  found  the  I'ates  iinrea.son- 
able  and  awarded  reparation  to  II.  G.  Prince  &  Co.,  Hunt  Brothers 
Packing  Company  and  California  Packing-  Corporation  on  various  ship- 
ments of  canned  goods  transported  from  Hayward  and  San  Leandro 
to  Oakland  and  from  San  Jose  to  Milpitas.  We  also  found  the  rates 
unrea.sonable  and  awarded  reparation  to  the  Stewart  Fruit  Company 
on  10  cars  of  box  shook  shii^ped  from  Standard  to  Ilopland  and  Ukiah. 
The  defendants  in  these  proceedings,  Southern  Pacific  Company,  North- 
western Pacific  Railroad  Company  and  Sierra  Railway  Company  of 
California,  petitioned  for  a  rehearing  on  the  grounds  that  this  Com- 
mission by  Decision  No.  7983  of  August  17,  1920,  had  declared  all 
freiglit  rates  in  California  reasonable  and,  therefore,  the  Commission 
was  without  autliority,  under  section  71  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  as 
amended  in  1925,  to  award  reparation.  The  order  of  the  Commission 
in  Decision  No.  7983  permitted  tlie  railroads  in  California  to  increase 
all  freight  rates  25  per  cent  to  meet  an  emergency  situation  attributable 
to  conditions  created  by  the  World  AVar  and  this  action  paralleled,  and 
was  in  harmony  with,  the  order  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Connnission 
in  Ex  parte  74,  permitting  the  railroads  in  what  is  known  as  the  Pacific 
Coast  Territory  to  efifect  an  increase  of  25  per  cent  in  interstate  freight 
rates. 

The  petition  of  defendants  recpiesting  a  rehearing  was  granted,  the 
matter  was  argued  before  the  Commission  en  banc,  and  on  April  9, 
1926,  by  Decision  No.  16432  the  ordei-s  in  the  original  proceedings 
were  reaffirmed.  The  decision  of  the  Commission  has  a  far  reaching 
effect  of  vital  importance  in  maintaining  the  .statutory  rights  to  order 
carriers  to  reduce  rates  and  award  reparation  where  charges  have  been 
collected  on  a  basis  subsequently  found  l)y  this  Commission  to  be 
unrea.sonable.  The  opinion  of  the  Commission  was  that  the  increases 
authorized  in  1920  were  not,  and  could  not  be  construed  as,  a  holding 
by  the  Coiumi.ssion  as  to  tlie  reasonableness  of  the  freight  rates  in 
California.  Its  order  dated  August  17.  1920,  which  permitted  the  rail- 
roads to  place  in  effect  an  increase  in  freight  rates  of  25  per  cent  on 
intrastate  traffic  was  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  tlie  railroads  to  meet 
an  emergency  situation  which  was  created  by  the  World  War,  and  was 
in  liarmony  with  Ex  parte  74  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission, 
whereby  practically  all  railroads  in  the  Ignited  States  were  given 
authority  to  increase  freight  rates,  and  the  increase  granted  to  roads 
in  what  is  known  as  Pacific  Coast  Territory  was  25  per  cent. 

In  Decision  No.  16432,  the  Commission,  to  make  its  position  perfectly 
clear,  said : 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Commission  to  rule  with  finality  on  the  ooutention 
made  to  the  effect  that  Decision  No.  79S3,  referred  to  above,  embodied  either 
in  substance  or  effect,  a  "formal  finding"  on  the  question  of  the  reasonableness 
of  thf»  rates  therein  ordered.  The  fact  that  the  Commission  made  no  effort 
to  pass  on  the  reasonableness  of  the  rates  therein  prescribed  would  seera  to 
be  apparent  from  an  examination  of  the  decision,  and,  in  the  decision  on 
l>etition  for  rehearing  in  that  case  (Decision  No.  8100.  September  13,  1020, 
18  C.  R.  C.  803),  we  emphasized  this  point  and  reiterated  that  no  finding  of 
reasonableness    as    to    the    rates    had    been    made    or    undertaken.      The    said 
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potiliou  foi'  rolu'ariiig  was  lik'U  by  the  Kast  Bay  cilios  aud  ouu  uf  the  errors 
alleged  therein  was  the  faet  that  the  rate  increase  ordered  in  Decision  No. 
TUSo  liatl  been  allowed  withop.t  a  finding  by  the  Commission  on  the  qnestion 
of  reasonableness.  In  ils  decision  denying  tho  application,  the  Commission 
stated  in  part,  at  ijaj;e  !S10  ; 

"To  pursue  the  suggestion  of  the  petitioners  herein  would  be  to  inquire 
fully  not  only  into  all  questions  of  differentials  and  relationship  of  rates 
occasioned  by  General  Order  No.  28  of  the  Federal  Kailroad  Administrator, 
but  indeed  an  inquiry  into  the  reasonableness  of  all  rates,  both  freight  and 
passenger,  prior  to  the  25  per  cent  increase  of  the  Interstate  Commeix-e 
Commission,  a  situation  which,  for  reasons  hereinbefore  stated,  was  and  is 
Ijractically  impossible." 

TRANSBAY  AND  STREET  CAR  FARES. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Company  and  Key  System  Transit  Company 
petitioned  the  Commission  in  June,  1925,  for  authority  to  increase 
transbay  passenger  fares  between  San  Francisco  and  points  in  Alameda 
County  and  also  the  local  traction  fares  in  the  East  Baj-  cities. 

Both  companies  allege  the  net  operating  revenue  derived  from  the 
transbay  and  local  service  was  not  sufficient  to  pay  a  fair  return  on  the 
money  invested  in  boats,  equipment  and  other  property  devoted  to  the 
public  use. 

Public  hearings  were  held  throughout  the  months  of  August,  Septem- 
ber, October  and  November,  1925,  but  before  the  matters  were  submitted 
the  Key  System  Transit  Company  filed  a  .supplemental  application  ask- 
ing for  temporary  increased  fares,  alleging  an  emergency  existed,  for 
the  five  following  reasons : 

1.  That  on  December  2,  1925,  a  board  of  arbitration,  appointed  pur- 
suant to  an  agreement  between  applicant  and  platform  emploj'ees,  made 
an  award  granting  a  wage  increase  to  its  platform  employees  of  more 
than  $500,000  per  annum. 

2.  That  applicant  is  under  urgent  necessity  of  issuing  .$2,500,000  of 
first  mortgage  bonds  in  order  to  refund  unsecured  indebtedness  and  to 
reimburse  its  treasury  for  capital  expenditures  already  made,  which  will 
increase  its  annual  interest  charges  approxiinateh^  $150,000  per  year. 

3.  That  applii-ant  's  program  for  improvement  and  replacement  of  trac- 
tion facilities  will  recjuire  an  expenditure  of  more  than  $7,000,000, 
wliich  will  require  the  borrowing  of  money  in  the  near  future  and  the 
payment  of  interest  thereon. 

4.  Tliat  applicant,  under  present  rates  and  with  tlie  new  wage  scale 
in  eft'ect,  will  not  earn  its  fixed  charges. 

5.  That  applicant,  under  present  rates,  will  be  forced  to  pass  a 
dividend  upon  its  prior  preferred  stock,  wliich  was  issued  to  bond- 
liolders  of  predecessor  companies,  tlius  irreparably  damaging  its  credit, 
aud  that  applicant  must,  in  the  near  future,  finance  additions  and 
Itetterments  out  of  tlie  sale  of  its  prior  preferred  stock,  and  that  a 
default  in  the  dividend  on  this  security  will  damage  applicant's  credit. 

Public  hearings  on  the  supplemental  application  were  held  December 
23  and  24,  1925,  and  tho  Commission,  after  careful  consideration  of 
the  facts  presented,  found  an  emergency  situation  did  exist  and  by  an 
intei-loeutory  order  dated  December  31,  1925,  authorized  the  Key 
System  Transit  Company  to  establish  a  local  street  car  fare  in  the 
East  Bay  cities  of  7  cents,  a  temporary  transbay  one-way  fare  of  21 
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cents,  and  a  niuutlily  (•oiiinnilation  rale,  of  .tr).2(.>.  Otlicr  local  and 
transbay  fares  were  adjusted  on  a  relative  basis. 

Following  tlie  action  of  the  Coiuniission  with  respect  to  tlie  Key 
System  Transit  (Jotiipany,  autiiority  was  given,  after  public  hearings, 
to  the  Southern  racifie  Company  to  place  in  effect  this  same  adjust- 
ment, thus  keeping  the  fares  of  both  lines  on  a  parity,  necessary  because 
of  the  acute  competitive  nature  of  their  operations. 

These  increased  fares  are  to  apply  pending  the  decision  of  the  Com- 
mission in  the  original  application,  upon  which  hearings  are  now  being 
conducted. 

TRAPCAR    SERVICE. 

The  practice  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  and  The  Atchison, 
Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  performing  the  switching 
service  on  less  than  carload  lots  of  freight  loaded  by  companies  located 
at  specified  industry  tracks,  within  the  switching  limits,  at  Oakland 
and  San  Francisco  and  not  furnishing  similar  service  to  other  shippers 
at  San  Francisco  and  elsewhere  in  California  was,  in  Case  No.  1980, 
found  prejudicial  and  discriminatory. 

The  original  decision  of  the  Commission,  rendered  March  27,  1925, 
required  complainants  and  defendants  to  devise  a  plan  whereby  the  dis- 
crimination found  to  exist  could  be  satisfactorily  removed.  Com- 
plainants and  defendants  failing,  after  several  conferences,  to  agree 
upon  the  method  to  be  employed  in  making  effective  the  order  of  the 
Commission,  the  proceeding  was  reopened  and  the  case  set  for  further 
hearing  December  15,  1925,  for  the  purpose  of  prescribing  a  definite 
basis  removing  the  undue  jirejudice  and  discrimination. 

After  careful  consideration  of  all  the  facts  presented  at  the  rehearing, 
the  Commission  reaffirmed  its  original  findings  and  to  correct  the  situa- 
tion ordered  the  defendants  to  establish  a  trapcar  (less  than  carload 
service)  within  the  cities  of  San  Francisco,  Oakland,  Los  Angeles  and 
all  other  important  cities  in  the  state  at  a  charge  of  $2.70  per  ear, 
subject  to  a  minimum  line  haul  revenue  of  $15  per  car. 

Inauguration  of  this  trapcar  service  will  result  in  large  savings  to 
shippers,  inasmuch  as  it  will  eliminate  the  trucking  of  less  than  carload 
freight  from  industries  to  the  freight  depots. 

In  addition  to  the  important  proceedings  related  in  detail,  the 
department  participated  in  the  disposition  of  the  following  formal 
cases  and  applications :

1928,  upon  which 
rate  of  65  cents  per  KM)  pounds  was  assessed,  the  Conunission  awarded 
rei)araticn  of  all  charges  collected  in  excess  of  564  cents  per  100  pounds, 
the  rate  established  sul)seqnently.

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Chapter  Ylll. 
ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT. 

Tlic  work  of  the  En<>in('ei'iii<>-  Departinciit  durinji'  the  fiscal  year 
endinfj:  fliine  -W,  1926,  may  be  separated  under  two  pjeneral  headings, 
one  including  that  done  in  the  regulation  of  ])ublic  utilities,  and  the 
other  embracing  the  appraisal  of  properties  in  connection  with  condem- 
nation proceedings." 

Most  of  the  Avork  coming  under  the  heading  of  regulation  divides 
itself  readily  according  to  the  divisions  of  the  Engineering  Department. 
Exce^Dt  for  a  general  summary,  the  report  on  this  work  will  be  covered 
in  the  division  reports. 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  determination  of  just  compensation 
for  properties  to  be  condemned  will  be  reported  under  the  general 
department. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  organization  of  the  depai-tment  has  been  arranged  for  the  most 
expeditious  and  effective  handling  of  its  work.  It  consists  of  a  general 
statf,  under  and  reporting  direct  to  the  chief  engineer,  and  fo\ir  divi- 
sions, gas  and  electric,  hydraulic,  telephone  and  telegraph,  and  trans- 
portation. The  general  staff  includes  all  men  whose  work  is  applicable 
to  the  several  divisions.  These  include  the  valuation  engineer,  who  has 
charge  of  important  condemnation  and  rate  valuations,  land  appraiser, 
and  specialist  on  depreciation  subjects.  In  addition,  the  general  staff 
includes  a  varying  number  of  men,  mainly  engineers,  working  on  ap- 
praisal matters.  This  staff  varies  in  number  from  ten  up  to  60  or 
70,  depending  upon  the  extent  of  valuation  proceedings  before  the 
organization. 

Four  main  divisions  exist  in  the  organization,  each  supervised  by  an 
engineer  especially  (jualified  for  the  supervision  of  engineering  investi- 
gations in  connection  with  the  utilities  involved.  The  Gas  and  Electric 
Division,  in  which  there  are  nine  to  ten  engineers,  handles  all  engineer- 
ing matters  involving  rates,  service,  informal  comiilaints,  and  standards 
of  construction  in  connection  with  gas,  electric  and  steam  heating 
utilities.  The  Hydraulic  Division,  with  eight  men,  handles  all  engineer- 
ing matters  involving  water  utilities,  also  informal  complaints  and,  in 
addition,  the  inspection  of  dams  constructed  by  utilities.  The  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Division,  with  six  engineers,  takes  charge  of  all  investi- 
gations involving  rates,  surveys,  complaints,  etc.,  with  relation  to 
telephone  and  telegraph  companies  and  also  handles  engineering  matters 
in  connection  with  inductiAc  interfereijce  between  power  and  communi- 
cation companies.  The  Transportation  Division,  with  eight  to  ten  men, 
handles  all  work  involving  operating  investigations  in  connection  with 
rate  proceedings  of  railway  utilities,  grade  crossing  surveys,  union 
terminal  proceedings  and  inspection  of  interlocking  jjlants  involving 
both  steam  and  electric  utilities. 
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GAS  AND  ELECTRIC  RATES  AND  SERVICE. 

The  most  ini])()i-t;mt  (•l('('ti'i<'  nitc  ])i-o('('cdin<>'s  that  were  under  con- 
sideration durin<>:  the  tiseal  year  include  the  application  by  the  Pacific 
Gas  and  Eh'ctric  Company  for  an  increase  in  its  rates  for  wholesale 
delivery  of  power  to  other  utilities;  pending  proceedings  involve  all 
of  the  rates  for  electric  service  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Gomjiany, 
and  Great  Western  Power  Company,  which  were  the  outgrowtli 
of  complaints  by  certain  of  the  cities;  and,  one  that  is  still  pending, 
involving  the  rates  and  service  of  the  Southern  Sierras  Power 
Company,  in  which  case  a  detailed  inventory  and  appraisal  is  being 
made  by  the  department.  Proceedings  involving  the  construction  of 
interconnecting  transmission  lines  and  contracts  between  irrigation 
districts  and  electric  utilities  have  also  been  of  special  importance. 

During  the  year  there  was  carried  through  to  submission  an  exhaus- 
tive investigation  into  the  gas  rates  and  service  of  three  large  utilities 
in  southern  California,  the  Los  Angeles  Gas  and  Electric  Corporation, 
Southern  California  Gas  Company,  and  the  Midway  Gas  Company. 
These  proceedings  involved  the  rates  to  approximately  half  a  million 
subscribers. 

WATER  RATES  AND  SERVICE. 

Work  in  connection  with  water  utilities  of  the  state  was  directed 
mainly  to  rate  applications  for  small  iitilities,  with  the  exception  of  the 
rates  of  the  Sutter-Butte  Canal  Company,  which  were  the  subject  of 
an  exhavistive  investigation  by  the  division.  Appraisals  for  purposes 
other  than  condemnation  have  totaled  24,  with  a  total  valuation  of 
approximately  ij;!, 500, 000.  The  work  of  sui;)ervision  of  water  service 
of  a  large  number  of  s^mall  water  companies  Avas  carried  on  and  inspec- 
tion of  a  number  of  dams  made. 

TELEPHONE  RATES  AND  SERVICE. 

The  principal  activity  of  the  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Division 
involved  service  surveys  and  inspection  of  operations  throughout  the 
state,  together  with  a  comprehensive  investigation  of  the  effect  of 
measured  rates  in  Los  Angeles  of  tlie  Southern  California  Telephone 
('Ompam\ 

TRANSPORTATION   UTILITIES. 

The  work  of  the  Transportation  Division  involved  complete  investiga- 
tions and  presentation  of  evidence  in  connection  with  the  Los  Angeles 
union  terminal  matter,  and  in  relation  to  auto  ferry  rates  and  service 
in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  District.  In  addition,  a  service  investigation 
of  the  Key  System  Transit  Company  in  the  East  Bay  District  was 
completed,  and  a  rate  investigation  was  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year  in  connection  with  an  application  for  increase  in  rates  by  that 
company.  The  amount  of  work  on  grade  crossing  applications  and 
])roceedings  involving  separation  of  grades  remains  approximately  the 
same  as  during  the  preceding  year. 

INFORIVTAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

The  fiscal  year  has  shown  a  considei'able  reduction  in  the  total  number 
of  informal  complaints  handled  by  the  department.     This  is  especially 
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true  in  connection  with  telephone  utilities,  where  the  standard  of  service 
has  g-enerally  been  improved.  The  catching-up,  by  the  telephone  com- 
panies, in  tbe  demand  for  telephone  service  has  eliminated  the  difficul- 
ties in  obtaining  installations,  and  the  work  of  the  department  in 
anticipating  complaints  has  also  reduced  the  number  of  complaints 
filed.  In  general,  there  has  been  a  reduction  in  complaints  relating  to 
gas  and  electric  operations,  particularly  as  a  result  of  constructive  work 
in  the  matter  of  extension  rules. 

VALUATION    WORK. 

The  special  ai^jn-aisal  worlv  which  the  Engineering  Department  has 
been  engaged  in,  during  the  fiscal  year,  has  been  required  by  valuations 
for  condemnation  proceedings,  although  two  large  appraisals  completed 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  were  in  connection  with  the  general  valuf),- 
tion  of  street  railway  properties  in  Los  Angeles,  and  were  paid  for 
largely  by  the  companies  involved.  All  valuation  work  in  condemna- 
tion proceedings  has  been  paid  for  by  the  various  municipal  subdivisions 
bringing  the  proceedings.  At  the  close  of  the  previous  fiscal  year,  the 
work  of  inventorying  and  appraising  the  street  railway  properties  of 
the  Los  Angeles  Railway  Corporation  and  the  Pacific  Electric  Railway 
Companv,  in  Los  Angeles,  was  nearing  comjiletion.  These  appraisals 
involved  between  $40,()()(),()0()  and  $50,000,000  of  street  railway 
pro]ierties. 

Thi;  more  imj^ortant  apj^raisals  in  condemnation  proceedings  involve 
the  electric  properties  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  ('ompany  and 
Great  Western  Power  Company  of  California  in  San  Francisco ;  certain 
electric  properties  in  districts  annexed  to  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  owned 
by  the  Southern  California  Edison  Company;  and  the  electric  properties 
of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  in  the  city  of  Oroville. 

San   Francisco   Properties  of  the   Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  and  Great  Western  Power  Company. 

The  department  submitted,  during  the  year,  its  report  on  the  inven- 
tory and  appraisal  of  the  electric  properties  in  San  Francisco  of  the 
Great  Western  Power  Company  of  California  made  on  Application  No. 
9767,  and  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  under  Application 
No.  9768.  These  proceedings  were  brought  by  the  city  of  San  Francisco 
requesting  the  Commission,  under  section  47  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act, 
to  determine  the  just  compensation  to  be  paid  for  the  electric  properties 
within  the  city.  The  two  proceedings  were  filed  on  February  11,  1924, 
and  the  work  of  inventorying  and  appraising  the  fiscal  properties 
required  apjiroximately  two  years  to  complete,  and  the  employment  of 
a  start:'  of  engineers  which,  at  the  maximum,  totaled  65.  The  appraisal 
required  the  complete  inventoi\ying,  in  detail,  of  all  the  electric  proper- 
ties of  the  two  companies  by  the  Commission's  engineering  department 
for  the  city  of  San  Francisco.  The  jn-operties  included  three  steam 
electric  plants,  fourteen  electric  substations,  26,815  poles,  over  18,- 
000,000  feet  of  wire,  'niS  underground  manholes  or  vaults,  3,000,000 
feet  of  lead  covered  cable,  67,000  electi-ic  services,  and  151,000  meters. 
The  estimate  of  the  reproduction  cost  new  of  the  physical  properties. 
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exchisive  of  any  intanoibles  or  allowance  for  org'anization,  as  finally 
reported  by  the  de])artment  to  the  Commission  is  as  follows :

The  above  figures  represent  the  reproduction  cost  new  of  the  i^roper- 
ties  as  of  February  11,  1924. 

In  addition  to  the  work  which  was  completed  with  the  submission  of 
the  inventory  and  appraisal,  the  department  has  to  maintain  engineer- 
m^  accountants  to  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  additions  and  better- 
ments to  the  pro])erty  pendin<?  the  final  completion  of  proceeding;. 

Electric  Properties  of  the  Southern  California 

Edison  Company  in   Los  Angeles — Application   No.  10882. 

The  department  completed  the  iuA^entory  and  appraisal  of  the  electric 
])i'operties  of  the  Southern  California  Edison  Company  as  of  March  2, 
1925.  located  within  26  annexation  districts  to  the  city  of  Los  Angeles, 
made  since  1922.  This  proceeding,  which  was  similar  to  the  one  brought 
by  the  city  of  San  Fi-ancisco,  covered  distribution  system  with  an  esti- 
mated reproduction  cost  new  of  tlie  phvsical  properties  of  slightly  in 
(>xeess  of  $900,000. 

Electric  Properties  of  Pacific  Gas  and   Electric 
Company  in  Oroville — Application   No.  12392. 

An  inventory  and  apjiraisal  was  completed  of  the  electric  properties 
of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  in  Oroville,  in  connection 
with  an  application  for  a  valuation  preliminary  to  condemnation  pro- 
ceedings by  the  city  of  Oroville.  The  estimated  reproduction  cost  new 
of  tlie  pro]ierties  totaled  slightly  in  excess  of  $165,000. 

OTHER  VALUATIONS. 

Shortl.v  after  January  1,  1926,  because  of  special  conditions  surround- 
ing the  proceeding,  the  department  commenced  a  detailed  inventory  and 
appi'aisal  of  the  street  railway  ]iroiierties  of  the  Key  System  Transit 
Comjiauy,  located  in  the  East  Bay  territory,  including  Oakland,  Ala- 
meda, Berkeley,  Piedmont  and  Richmond.  This  ]n-oceeding  involves 
street  railway  jiroperties  with  a  total  reproduction  cost  ncAV  probably 
in  excess  of  .$25,000,000.  The  inventory  is  being  made  jointly  by  the 
company,  the  Commission  's  engineers  and  representatives  of  the  cities. 

Another  im]iortant  inventory  and  ap])raisal  being  carried  out  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  fiscal  year  is  that  involving  the  entire  electric 
properties  of  the  Southern  Sierras  Power  Company  and  properties 
leased  by  that  company,  in  the  operation  of  its  electric  business. 

LANCr  APPRAISALS. 

In  conjunction  with  all  important  valuations,  appraisals  of  real  estate 
have  been  carried  on  concurrently  with  structural  {)roperties  and  ai'e 
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included  in  the  totals  quoted.  The  department  maintains  specialists 
on  land  appraisal,  who  not  only  handle  apprai-sals  in  the  major  valua- 
tion proceedings  but,  also,  in  relation  to  the  union  terminal  proceeding 
in  Los  Angeles  and  in  other  matters  where  land  api)raisal  is  necessary. 

DEPRECIATION. 

Estimates  of  accrued  depreciation  in  all  api)raisals  Of  proi)erties  have 
l)een  handled  .separately,  in  order  that  this  complicated  sub.iect  might 
be  given  special  attention.  Each  of  the  impoi'tant  appraisals  above 
referred  to  has  required  a  careful  stud}'  in  the  form  of  inspection  of 
property,  analysis  of  statistics  and  operating  conditions,  with  a  view  to 
determining  the  accrued  depreciation  of  the  properties  involved,  and 
the  correct  deductions  to  be  made  from  the  reproduction  cost  new  of 
the  projierties  involved  io  proceedings  for  the  determination  of  value. 
Exhibits  have  been  prepared  and  presented  in  all  proceedings  covering 
value  of  properties. 
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Chapter  IX. 
GAS  AND  ELECTRIC  DIVISION. 

The  "work  of  tlie  Gas  and  Electric  Division  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending'  June  30,  1926,  has  dealt  with  many  small  matters  rather  than 
with  a  few  questions  of  outstanding  importance.  AVhile  the  list  of 
formal  cases  disposed  of  does  not  contain  as  many  matters  of  imjiortance 
as  in  previous  years,  much  work  has  been  done  in  an  informal  manner, 
without  hearings  or  formal  procedure,  as  is  described  in  more  detail 
under  the  appropriate  headings. 

FORMAL  PROCEEDINGS  DECIDED. 

The  Gas  and  Electric  Division  made  investigations  or  reports  in  33 
formal  proceedings  decided  during  the  fi.scal  year.  These  proceedings 
involved  transfers  of  property,  certificates  of  public  convenience  and 
necessity,  rates  and  service  investigations.  The  decisions  to  which 
special  attention  might  be  drawn  inchide  those  involving  a  certificate 
for  the  eonstructiou  of  a  220,000  volt  transmission  line  from  Sacramento 
to  I\Ierced,  a  power  plant  by  the  Feather  River  Power  Company,  and 
approval  of  an  agreement  between  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany and  the  South  San  Joaquin  and  Oakdale  Irrigation  districts. 

Early  in  the  fiscal  year  the  Commission  authorized  the  con.struction 
of  a  new  electric  transmission  line  from  Sacramento  to  Merced,  which 
will  result  in  a  very  substantial  interconnection  between  the  northern 
and  the  southern  groups  of  electric  power  companies.  This  line  is 
designed  with  a  view  to  future  increase  in  capacity,  and  the  possibility 
of  operation  at  220  000  volts,  and  may  eventually  become  part  of  a  main 
high  voltage  line  extending  the  length  of  the  state.  As  the  fiscal  year 
closes,  construction  work  upon  the  line  and  substations  is  nearly 
completed. 

Another  decision  worthy  of  mention  is  that  authorizing  the  construc- 
tion of  a  hydro-electric  plant  on  the  Feather  River  by  the  Feather  River 
Power  Company.  The  output  of  this  plant  will  be  disposed  of  at 
wholesale  under  a  long  term  contract  with  Great  Western  Power  Com- 
pany of  California.  All  profitable  markets  within  transmission  distance 
of  this  power  site  being  already  served,  it  is  rather  doubtful  if  the 
develojiment  could  have  been  financed  except  upon  the  basis  of  such  a 
contract.  The  construction  of  this  plant  shows  very  definitely  that  the 
l)revention  of  wasteful  duplication  in  the  construction  of  competitive 
di.stribution  sy.stems  need  not  stifle  the  development  of  natural 
resources,  nor  render  worthless  those  water  riglits  held  by  the  indi- 
vidual, or  by  small  companies,  instead  of  by  the  large  companies  already 
in  the  market. 

Illustrative  of  the  growing  spirit  of  coo])eration  among  the  various 
beneficiaries  in  the  develojmient  of  water  resources,  for  irrigation  and 
power  ])urposes,  is  a  contract  beTween  Soutli  San  Joaquin  and  Oakdale 
Irrigation  districts  and  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  the 
Sierras  and  San  Francisco  Power  Company  approved  during  the  fiscal 
year.    The  development  covered  by  this  contract  is  economically  possible 
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at  the  present  time  only  throuo-h  the  cooperation  of  two  irrigation  dis- 
tricts in  the  construction  of  a  storage  dam  for  joint  use,  the  cooperation 
of  two  power  companies  in  the  construction  and  use  of  a  hydro-electric 
plant  in  connection  with  the  dam,  and  the  cooperation  between  the  two 
irrigation  districts,  on  one  hand,  and  the  two  power  companies,  on  the 
other  hand,  in  the  use  of  water  for  the  production  of  power  between 
the  storage  dam  and  the  intake  of  the  irrigation  ditches.  The  benefits 
are  mutual,  and  could  not  be  realized  by  any  of  the  parties  singly.  The 
rental  paid  by  the  power  companies  for  the  use  of  the  water  will  be 
sufficient  to  pay  all  interest  and  1wnd  retirement  charges  on  the  invest- 
ment in  the  dam,  and  the  districts  are,  therefore,  enabled  to  store  water 
practically  without  cost  to  themselves.  This  cooperation  follows  that 
between  the  8an  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation  and  the  Merced 
Irrigation  District  in  the  construction  of  the  Exchequer  reservoir  and 
power  plant,  which  was  completed  during  the  fiscal  year,  and  that 
between  the  Nevada  Irrigation  District  and  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company,  coustruction  work  under  whieli  agi'eement  Avas. started  during 
the  fiscal  year. 

The  issuance  of  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity,  and 
the  approval  of  the  sale  of  securities  by  the  Inland  Empire  Gas  Com- 
pany marks  the  beginning  of  a  new  plant  for  the  supply  of  gas  service 
to  the  towns  of  the  Imperial  Valley. 

During  the  fiscal  year  the  Commission  authorized  the  construction  of 
two  natural  gas  transmission  lines  from  the  Ventura  County  oil  fields 
to  Los  Angeles.  The  production  of  the  Los  Angeles  Basin  fields,  as  a 
whole,  continues  to  decline  in  spite  of  the  additional  drilling  and  the 
sjioradic  increase  in  production  in  individual  fields.  With  the  growth 
of  the  community  and  the  increased  demand  for  gas,  this  decline  in  the 
supply  is  bringing  about  a  greater  dependence  upon  more  distant 
sources. 

FORMAL  PROCEEDINGS  PENDING. 

At  the  clo.se  of  the  fiscal  year  -lO  applications  and  cases  calling  for 
work  by  the  Gas  and  Electric  Division  are  pending.  However,  the 
number  of  distinct  matters  involved  is  not  large,  although  they  cover 
relatively  very  important  matters.  Nineteen  of  these  proceedings  con- 
cern but  four  separate  subjects.  Six  proceedings  have  been  held  up  at 
the  request  of  applicants,  and  ten  of  the  procedings  were  filed  dui'ing 
the  tw^o  months  just  prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  Four  pro- 
ceedings involved  the  determination  of  the  value  of  properties  in 
connection  with  pending  condemnation  i^roceedings  and  are  being 
liandled  mainly  by  tlie  general  staff  of  the  Engineering  Department. 

The  more  important  matters  which  have  occupied  the  division  during 
the  fiscal  j-ear  include  gas  rate  proceedings  involving  service  to  approxi- 
mately 500,000  consumers  i}i  southern.  California,  electric  rate  proceed- 
ings affecting  the  electric  consumers  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  and  Great  Western  Power  Company,  serving  approximately 
70  per  cent  of  northern  California,  and  the  rate  investigation  of  the 
Southern  Sierras  Power  Company. 

The  rate  proceedings  involving  gas  utilities  in  southern  California 
include  six  formal  proceedings,  and  cover  the  rates  for  domestic  and 
commercial  service  of  the  Los  Angeles  Gas  and  Electric  Corporation 
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and  Southern  California  Gas  Company,  and  tbo  wholesale  rates  of  the 
Midway  Gas  Company  and  Southern  Counties  Gas  Company.  These 
proceedings  have  been  carried  on  almost  continuou.sly  throughout  the 
fiscal  year,  having  been  tiled  in  July,  1925,  and  being  submitted  just 
prior  to  the  close  of  tiie  year.  The  proceedings  were  brought  by  the 
companies  requesting  that  an  increase  in  rates  l^e  made  effective. 

Important  rate  proceedings  which  are  still  pending  before  the  Com- 
mission ai-e  those  involving  the  electric  rates  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  and  Great  Western  Power  Company  of  California. 
Ten  formal  proceedings  have  been  filed,  and  the  proceedings  bring 
into  question  all  of  the  rates  of  the  two  companies.  Investigation  has 
been  carried  on  by  tlie  division  and  evidence  presented.  The  proceed- 
ings are  now  set  for  further  hearing. 

Perhaps  the  mo.st  important  case  in  principle  tliougli  not  in  magni- 
tude of  figures  involved  upon  whicli  this  division  has  been  working  is 
the  application  of  the  Southern  Sierras  PoAver  Company  to  increase 
the  rates  for  electricity,  coming,  as  it  does,  after  an  unsuccessful 
attempt  by  the  same  company  to  obtain  a  favorable  decision  in  the 
federal  courts.  It  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  make  a  complete  new 
valuation  of  the  properties  and  this  work  has  been  proceeding  actively 
since  the  opening  of  the  calendar  year  1926. 

An  application  of  Great  Western  Power  Company  of .  Calif ornia, 
and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electi'ic  Company  for  formal  approval  of  the 
transfer  of  property,  pending  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  marks  tlie 
close  of  a  rather  interesting  incident.  A  spirit  of  rivalry  on  the  part 
of  both  companies  in  extending  service  to  a  comparatively  .small  teri'i- 
tory  resulted  in  a  revival  of  almost  forgotten  tactics  of  night-work, 
hasty  construction  and  attempts  to  interfere  with  the  prosecution  of 
construction  by  the  rival  company.  An  investigation  by  the  Commis- 
sion disclosed  a  total  expenditure  of  almost  $200,000,  and  action  by 
the  Commission  resulted  in  the  withdrawal  of  one  company  from  a 
portion  of  the  territory,  the  elimination  of  duplicate  facilities  and  the 
charging  to  profit  and  loss,  instead  of  to  invested  capital,  of  almost 
$50,000  which  had  been  wasted  in  rush  worlv  and  the  con.struction  of 
duplicate  lines. 

INFORMAL  COMPLAINTS. 

The  last  annual  report  mentioned  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number 
of  informal  complaints  received  during  the  fiscal  jeav  of  1924-25  as 
compared  with  the  preceding  year  1923-24.  It  is  pleasing  to  note 
tiiat  in  the  face  of  the  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  consumers 
in  the  state,  the  number  of  informal  complaints  filed  with  the  Commis- 
sion has  steadily  decreased.  During  the  fiscal  year  1925-26  the  num- 
ber of  informal  complaints  filed  against  gas  and  electric  companies 
was  1227  as  compard  with  1326  for  the  fiscal  year  1924-25,  and  1399 
for  1923-24.  In  view  of  the  fact,  which  the  Commission  has  done  its 
best  to  publish  to  all  who  might  by  any  chance  be  concerned,  that  an 
informal  complaint  filed  by  a  letter,  a  personal  visit  or  even  a  tele- 
phone call  will  be  given  prompt  attention,  the  continued  decrease  in 
the  number  of  informal  complaints  seems  to  indicate  less  friction 
between  gas  and  electric  utilities  and  their  consumers. 

Analysis  of  the  complaints  according  to  cause  shows  that  the  princi- 
pal decrease  has  been  in  the  number  of  complaints  regarding  poor 
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service.  This  may  be  taken  as  indicating',  in  general,  improvement 
in  gas  and  electric  service  tliroiighout  the  state,  credit  for  which  may 
probably  be  fairly  divided  betAveen  the  progress  made  by  the  ntilities 
in  catching  up  with  growtli  and  maintenance,  deferred  during  the  war 
and  po.st-Avar  periods,  and  tlie  results  of  tlie  gas  service  inspection, 
and  the  electric  line  inspections  Avhicli  have  been  carried  on  by  the 
Commission  during  the  last  three  or  four  years. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  1173  informal  complaints  Avere  investi- 
gated and  adjusted.  This  number  included  104  which  were  pending 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  leaves  158  pending  at  the  close  of  the 
year.  The  following  table  sIioavs  the  classification  of  the  informal 
complaints  received  according  to  gas,  electric  or  steam  heating  service 
and  according  to  the  four  causes  of  comi)laint:  service,  rates,  line  or 
main  extensions,  and  high  bills :

Included  in  the  above  table  are  lo8  informal  complaints  regarding 
rates  or  bills  in  connection  Avith  Avliich  complainants  deposited  Avith  the 
Commission  $6,543.64  to  be  distributed  to  the  utility  or  the  com- 
plainant in  accordance  Avitli  the  results  of  our  investigation.  These 
deposits  are  made  under  the  proA'isions  of  a  rule  of  the  Commission 
which  foi'bids  utility  companies  from  discontinuing  service  on  account 
of  the  nonpayment  of  disputed  bills  until  the  consumer  has  had  an 
opportunity  of  depositing  the  amount  in  dispute  Avith  the  Commission, 
.subject  to  distribution  by  the  Commission  after  inA'estigation.  The 
object  of  this  rule  is  to  att'ord  protection  to  both  the  utility  and  the 
consumer  in  such  ca.ses  and  tlie  extent  to  Aviiicli  it  is  serving  this  pur- 
pose is  indicated  by  the  foregoing  figures. 

A  new  type  of  informal  complaint  tliat  has  made  its  appearance 
during  the  fiscal  year  just  closing  is  that  growing  out  of  the  inter- 
ference of  the  poAver  companies'  appai-atus  with  radio  broadcast 
reception.  As  a  Avhole  the  electric  utilities  of  the  state,  and  particu- 
larly tlie  large  companies,  have  taken  a  liberal  attitude  and  haA'e 
shoAvn  a  keen  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  radio  reception,  the 
effect  of  radio  listening  upon  their  lighting  rcA-enues  and  the  public 
antagonism  that  may  follow  interference  Avith  the  radio  listener.  A 
number  of  cases  of  such  interference  liave  been  called  to  the  Commis- 
sion's attention,  and  in  almost  all  of  them  it  has  been  possible  to  secure 
a  satisfactory  correction  of  the  troubles  complained  of.  It  is  to  be 
lioped  tiiat  these  conditions  Avill  continue  for  there  is  a  possibility 
that  we  may  some  time  be  faced  with  a  decision  betAveen  the  expenditure 
of  considerable  sums  of  money  on  the  one  hand  and  the  continuation 
of  more  or  less  interference  Avith  radio  reception  ui)on  the  other. 

STANDARDS  OF   GAS  SERVICE. 

The  Avork  of  enforcing  proper  standards  of  gas  service  has  been 
continued  throughout  the  year  along  substantially  the  same  lines  that 
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have  proved  successful  in  previous  j'ears.  A  general  order  of  the 
Commission  requires  that  every  gas  utility  make  certain  tests  of  its 
meters  and  product,  and  that  records  of  these  tests  be  preserved  for 
inspection.  The  character  and  frequency  of  the  tests  vary  according 
to  the  size  of  the  plant.  From  time  to  time  engineers  of  the  Com- 
mission visit  the  various  plants  to  examine  tliese  records  and  to  check 
the  accuracy  of  the  companies'  testing  equipment  and  the  care  with 
which  it  is  operated  by  the  companies'  employees.  During  the  last 
year  the  inspection  work  was  limited  to  nine  plants  that  had  either 
not  been  covered  during  the  previous  year,  or  where  changes  and 
improvements  had  been  called  for  as  a  result  of  previous  in.spections. 
Certificates  of  Accuracy  were  issued  for  nine  meter  provers.  Some 
curtailment  in  this  work  was  due  to  important  rate  cases  concerning 
gas  rates  in  Los  Angeles  and  vicinity  which  called  for  much  of  the 
time  of  the  engineer  nsuallj'  assigned  to  inspection  work. 

OVERHEAD  LINE  INSPECTION  AND  CONSTRUCTION  STANDARDS. 

A  complete  inspection  of  overhead  electric  lines  carried  on  by  the 
Commission  in  performing  the  duty  with  Avhich  it  is  charged  in  sec- 
tion 8  of  chapter  499  of  the  Statutes  of  1911,  as  amended  hy  chapter 
600  of  the  Statutes  of  1915,  was  finished  in  Januarj-,  1926,  at  which 
time  the  last  of  the  field  inspectors  Avas  dismissed. 

This  work  required  the  sem'ices  of  three  field  engineers  during  most 
of  the  four-j'ear  period  over  which  it  extended  and  was  accomplished 
at  a  cost  of  $77,555.47,  most  of  which  was  met  by  the  owners  of  the 
facilities  inspected.  Tt  covered  the  inspection  of  all  electrical  supply 
lines  in  the  state,  and  all  of  the  communication  lines  except  a  few 
so  unimportant  and  scattered  that  the  co.st  of  inspection  was  not 
justified  by  the  hazard  involved.  Practically  all  of  the  supply  lines 
were  inspected  a  second  time  to  insure  the  elimination  of  infractions 
discovered  on  the  first  inspection. 

Infractions  numbering  730,454  were  recorded  during  the  inspection 
of  the  facilities  of  ownership  as  follows

It  is  notable  that  the  work  tlone  by  the  utilities  during  the  inspection 
period  removed  api^roximat^^ly  90  per  cent  of  tlie  infractions  recorded 
in  their  first  inspection  as  shown  by  a  comparison  of  the  figures  for  the 
first  and  second  inspections. 

The  value  of  this  work  will  be  better  appreciated  when  it  is  pointed 
out  that  tlie  requirements  of-the  statute  were  designed  to  promote 
the  safety  of  the  workmen  employed  on  these  lines,  and  that  each  of 
the  700,000  infractions  eliminated  was  the  potential  cause  of  a  possible 
injury  of  greater  or  less  severity.     The  inspection  work  was  also  the 
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iiieaus  of  securing  j>"rea11.v  incroascd  atteulioii  lo,  and  compliance  with, 
the  Commission's  General  Order  No.  64,  which  sets  out  requirements 
for  the  construction  of  overhead  electric  lines. 

In  December,  1925,  the  Commission  received  from  the  Pacific  Coast 
Electrical  Association  the  report  of  a  committee  of  that  body  which 
contained,  to  a  great  extent,  the  additions  and  clarifications,  which 
the  electrical  industry  of  the  state  felt  should  be  included  in  the  re- 
vision of  the  Commission's  General  Order  No.  64.  The  association 
had  drawn,  not  only  on  its  own  membership,  but  had  enlisted  the 
service  of  communication  and  railway  men  also.  The  Commission's 
engineers  have  practically  completed  a  draft  of  the  proposed  revision 
of  the  order,  and  have  found  the  suggestions  of  the  association's  com- 
mittee of  great  value  in  their  work.  The  revised  order  is  being  worked 
out  in  cooperation  with  representatives  of  the  owners  of  electric 
lines  and  their  employees,  and  it  is  now  expected  that  it  will  be  in 
print  within  the  calendar  year. 

CURRENT  EVENTS. 

A  number  of  matters  wliieli  have  not  been  covered  by  formal  decision 
of  the  Commission  during  the  fiscal  year  appear  to  have  sufficient 
bearing  upon  the  relations  of  the  gas  and  electric  utilities  under  our 
jurisdiction  with  their  consumers  and  with  the  investing  public,  to 
warrant  mention.  Among  these  are  the  developments  of  the  last  six 
or  eight  years  in  the  design  and  construction  of  steam  electric  generat- 
ing plants,  particularly  in  the  size  of  the  turbine  units  and  boilers, 
and  in  the  steam  pressure  used,  all  of  which  have  resulted  in  very 
important  increases  in  efficiency. 

Shortly  before  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  just  closd,  new  and 
thoroughly  up-to-date  high  pressure  steam  plants  were  put  into  service 
at  Long  Beach  and  Seal  Beach,  near  Los  Angeles.  The  results  of  the 
operation  of  these  plants  during  the  last  fiscal  year  have  been  highly 
satisfactory.  The  Long  Beach  plant  in  particular  has  been  subjcted 
to  heavy  and  continuous  loads  and  not  only  has  it  shown  itself  thor- 
oughly reliable  but  both  plants  have  been  producing  almost  twice  as 
much  energy  from  a  given  amount  of  fuel  as  would  have  been  pro- 
duced by  the  older  plants  of  the  state. 

The  effect  of  these  increased  economies  upon  the  cost  of  steam  gener- 
ated power  will  have  an  important  bearing  upon  the  development  of 
hydro-electric  resources.  A  new  standard  of  cost  has  been  set,  and 
proposed  developments  must  be  judged  in  the  light  of  changed  condi- 
tions. During  the  year,  work  has  been  progressing  rapidly  upon  an 
addition  of  65,000  horsepower  to  the  capacity  of  the  new  Long  Beach 
steam  plant,  and  work  on  the  Big  Creelc  hydro-electric  development  is 
continuing  in  a  manner  that  Avill  result  in  a  full  utilization  of  invest- 
ment already  made  in  tunnels,  reservoirs,  and  other  works. 

Investigations  and  research  being  carried  on  under  the  direction  of 
the  California  Gas  Research  Council,  upon  which  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission has  a  representative,  have  progressed  in  a  satisfactory  man- 
ner. No  startling  developments  can  be  reported,  but  valuable  work 
continues  to  be  done  in  connection  with  the  details  of  the  construction 
and  operation  of  gas  plants.     Improvements  have  been  worked  out  in 
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the  design  of  oil  sprays,  tlie  protection  of  pijic  against  soil  corrosion, 
the  clioice  and  use  of  tire  brick  material,  and  improvements  in  purifi- 
cation processes. 

In  the  last  annual  report,  attention  "was  drawn  to  work  wliich  was 
being  undertaken  looking  toward  the  eventnal  substitution  of  coal  for 
oil  as  a  fuel  in  the  manufacture  of  artificial  gas.  This  w'ork  is  pro- 
gressing with  satisfactory  results  and  it  is  expected  that  construction 
will  start  soon  on  a  practical  plant  to  make  coal  gas  upon  a  commer- 
cial scale.  This  plant  will  serve  one  of  the  smaller  towns  of  the  state, 
conveniently  located  witli  reference  to  coal  deposits,  wliich  liave  heen 
concurrently  developed. 
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Chapter  X. 
HYDRAULIC  DIVISION. 

The  activities  of  this  division  for  the  liseal  year  eiuliii<i'  June  80,  192(!, 
consisted  i)rineipally  of  routine  work  in  the  reo'ulation  of  water  utilities, 
tliere  havin<j  been  no  unusual  or  outstandino;  problems  which  reciuired 
special  attention  and  consideration. 

The  preceding^  year's  water  shortag:e  problems  were  in  general  over- 
come by  the  copious  rainfall  of  last  winter,  which  provided  an  ample  and 
adecjuate  water  supply  for  most  localities  in  the  state,  and  pai-ticularly 
in  the  south,  M'here  the  situation  had  been  most  acute.  However,  owin*; 
to  the  uneven  distribution  of  the  rainfall,  there  Avere  areas  which  did 
not  receive  a  normal  precipitation,  and  in  other  districts  the  distribution 
of  the  rainfall  resulted  in  a  subnormal  runotf,  which  provided  sufficient 
w^ater  for  the  springe  season  only.  However,  the  indications  are  that 
there  will  be  no  serious  situation  arising  from  a  water  shoi'tage  this 
season,  as  the  experience  of  the  various  utilities  throujjhout  the  state 
dui'ing  the  last  ten  years  of  deficient  rainfall  has  resulted  in  their  makino; 
provisions  for  the  pi'otection  of  their  consumers  and  the  conservation  of 
"water  for  this  season's  use. 

The  work  of  the  division  has  been  confined  almost  entirely  to  invest i- 
•rations  and  reports  in  relation  to  formal  and  informal  matters  involving- 
rates,  service  and  general  regulation  of  water  utilities,  together  with 
such  special  matters  as  the  checking  of  ])lans  and  the  inspection  of  sites 
for  dams,  and  the  construction  work  in  connection  with  diversion  and 
impounding  of  water,  either  proposed,  oi-  under  construction  by  the 
various  utilities  throughout  the  state. 

Thei'e  are  now  approximately  500  public  utility  water  systems  in  the 
state,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Commission.  These  utilities  vary  in 
size,  some  serving  only  a  few  consumers,  while  the  largest  is  now  serving 
more  than  100,000  consumers.  The  investment  in  jihysical  propertj' 
A'aries  from  a  few  thousand  dollars  for  the  small  utilitv  to  in  excess  of 
!t^40,000,000  for  the  largest  utility. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  the  Commission  has  rendered  145  decisions 
involving  water  utilities.  All  of  these  proceedings  were  investigated  and 
reported  upon  by  this  division  prior  to  the  decisions.  In  addition  to 
these,  there  were  44  decisions  pertaining  strictly  to  securities,  the  inves- 
tigations of  which  were  largely  handled  by  the  Department  of  Finance 
and  Accounts,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Hydraulic  Division.  During 
the  last  fiscal  year,  153  new  formal  matters  were  filed  with  the  Commis- 
sion, requiring  the  attention  of  this  division  for  investigation  and  report.

RATES. 

The  most  important  rate  proceeding  during  the  year  involving 
water  utilities  was  that  of  the  Sutter-Butte  Canal  Company.  This 
was  brought  by  the  Commission  on  its  own  motion  for  the  investigation 
of  the  rates,  rules  and  service  of  that  ittility.  The  investigation  of 
the  utility's  affairs  required  a  detailed  analysis  of  the  rates  and  operat- 
ing expenses,  which  was  presented  at  the  hearings.  Extended  hearings 
were  held  in  this  matter,  which  was  complicated  by  the  existence  of  a 
great  many  water  contracts  between  the  company  and  a  large  number 
of  the  consumers  and  land  owners.  The  decision  provided  for  a  slight 
reduction  in  the  rates  to  the  water  users  and  also  provided  for  the 
elimination  of  payments  by  contract  holders  for  standby  service  when 
water  is  not  used.  However,  this  decision  was  appealed  to  the  Supreme 
Court  by  the  company,  and  is  still  pending. 

The  other  rate  proceedings  investigated  by  this  division  were  of 
smaller  water  companies  throughout  the  state,  and  were  generally  the 
result  of  utilities  attempting  to  operate  under  rates  which  were  estab- 
lished during  the  so-called  prewar  period.  The  increased  cost  of  labor 
and  material  made  it  necessary  for  an  adjustment  of  rates,  which  would 
])ermit  these  companies  to  continue  service,  and  be  financially  able  to 
obtain  funds  to  enlarge  their  facilities  to  provide  for  the  growth  of  the 
communities. 

VALUATIONS. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year,  2-1  valuations  were  made  involving  water 
utilities,  which  totaled  !|;1,548,038.  As  stated  above,  none  of  the  larger 
water  utilities  appeared  before  the  Commission  in  proceedings  requiring 
A-aluations  of  their  properties.

Durinfy  the  last  fiscal  period,  this  division  also  made  a  valuation  of 
the  property  of  the  IMarysville  Water  Worlvs,  in  proceedings  brought 
by  the  city  of  ]\Iarysville,  A\'hich  seeks  to  flctpiire  the  property  by  con- 
demnation. Hearings  Avere  held  in  this  proceeding,  which  was  sub- 
mitted, but  decision  has  not  yet  been  rendered, 

SERVICE    MATTERS. 

The  formal  com])laints  involving  watei'  utilities,  which  Avere  filed  with 
the  C'ommi.ssion,  were  usually  directed  against  service  rendered,  and 
Avere  largely  due  to  insufficient  and  inadecjuate  facilities,  brought  about 
by  the  rapid  growth  of  the  communities  wliich  the  utilities  serve.  In 
each  of  these  complaints  an  investigation  was  made  by  the  Commission's 
engineers,  and  recommendations  were  made  for  improving  the  service 
against  which  complaint  was  made.  \i\  several  instances  it  Avas  neces- 
sary that  new  rates  be  established  that  Avonld  proA'ide  sufticient  revenue 
for  the  utility  to  continue  operation,  and  furnish  the  necessary  funds 
to  install  additional  eqni]iment  and  distribution  facilities  to  render 
adequate  serA'ice, 

OTHER   MATTERS. 

This  division  is  also  retiuired  to  inA'estigate  and  report  on  a  number 
of  api^lications  for  certificates  of  public  eon^•enience  and  necessity,  on 
applications  for  transfer  of  ownership  of  utilities,  also  on  applications 
for  discontinuance  of  service.  In  the  interest  of  the  consumers,  it  is 
necessary  that  these  matters  be  investigated  carefully,  to  assure  that  the 
OAvnership  falls  into  responsible  hands  in  the  authorization. of  transfers

also  in  discontinuance  in-oceedinfjs  that  the  rights  of  old  consumers  may 
be  fully  protected,  aud  tliat  tliey  are  not  (leju-ived  of  water  supply.

The  money  deposited  on  this  last  account  during  the  fiscal  period 
amounted  to" $3,499.83. 

The  iuA^estigations  by  the  Commission's  engineers  of  informal  com- 
plaints often  lead  to  adjustments  in  the  field,  thereby  eliminating  the 
necessity  of  foi-mal  proceedings,  which  Avould  take  more  time  and  entail 
considerable  expense  to  all  concerned.  At  other  times  these  complaints 
can  not  be  corrected  by  informal  means,  anfi  lead  to  formal  proceedings 
for  final  detei'mination.  There  were  17S  field  investigations  of  informal 
matters  made  by  the  Commission's  hydraulic  engineers  during  the  last 
fiscal  year. 

Through  correspondence,  ;wul  by  personal  visit,  or  by  telephone,  the 
Hydraulic  Division  is  called  ujion  to  furnish  information  to  the  public 
in  regard  to  matters  of  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission ;  rates,  rules  and 
regulations  of  utilities,  including  interpretation  of  rules;  the  supply  of 
water  under  contract;  the  a]i])roval  of  agreements;  the  filing  of  appli- 
cations; rulings  by  the  Commission  in  cases  of  controversy;  I'iparian 
rights;  about  valuations  being  placed  upon  a  public  utility;  concerning 
fire  i^rotection  and  the  size  of  mains  th.erefor;  as  to  whether  annexation 
of  a  town  to  an  adjoining  cily  Avill  change  status  of  water  company; 
the  ])roper  protection  of  water  sup]ily,  and  other  matters.  Some  of 
these  subjects  do  not  come  under  the  juristliction  of  the  Commission, 
and  in  such  cases  the  individual  is  directed  to  the  proper  source  of 
information.  In  others  he  is  advised  as  to  his  rights,  and  the  Commis- 
sion puts  its  services  at  his  disposal  in  order  that  these  rights  may  be 
fully  protected.  There  were  264  of  these  informal  matters  handled  by 
this  division  during  the  year,  in  addition  to  the  informal  complaints  as 
set  out  in  the  preceding  table. 

SPECIAL   PROBLEMS. 

A  compilation  of  the  rates,  rules  and  regulations  of  all  the  important 
private  and  pul)licly-owned  wafer  systems  in  the  United  States  is  being- 
made  for  the  purpose  of  comparison  of  rates  and  in  order  to  comijile  a 
uniform  and  standard  set  of  rules  and  regulations  to  govern  the  rela- 
tions between  the  public  and  the  water  utilities  in  this  state.     This 
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information  has  been  collected,  and  is  now  being  tabnlated  and  arranged 
for  stndy. 

The  engineers  of  this  division  have  made  investigations  and  inspec- 
tion of  several  dams  that- are  being  constrneted  by  the  various  utilities 
in  the  state.  These  investigations  are  made  in  accordance  with  the 
Commission's  General  Order  No.  50,  which  provides  for  the  approval 
by  the  Commission  of  the  i;)lans,  sites  and  construction  of  these 
structures. 

The  following  table  shows  the  dams  under  construction,  the  utilities 
for  which  the  structures  are  being  erected,  and  the  nature  of  the  work 
done  by  the  engineers  of  this  division  in  connection  with  the  projects :

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Chapter  XT. 
TELEPHONE  AND  TELEGRAPH  DIVISION. 

The  activities  of  the  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Division  have  been 
directed  to  a  greater  degree,  during  the  last  year,  than  heretofore  io 
investigations  of  service  of  the  various  teleplione  companies,  with  a 
view  to  improving  service  conditions.  The  supplying  by  most  of  the 
telephone  companies  of  the  demand  for  telephone  service  during  the 
preceding  year,  and  the  general  improvement  of  service  in  Los  Angeles 
and  vicinity,  has  resulted  in  a  marked  reduction  in  the  number  of 
informal  complaints  from  the  standpoint  of  delayed  installations. 
This,  and  the  nonexistence  of  any  large  rate  proceedings  for  .the  year, 
has  made  possible  the  directing  of  effort  to  the  matter  of  telephone 
service  and  public  relations  of  the  telephone  companies. 

The  division  has  placed  foremost  in  all  of  its  work  the  matter  of 
telephone  service,  and  proper  relations  between  the  utilities  and  their 
subscribers.  In  the  interest  of  furthering  a  better  understanding 
between  the  utilities  and  their  subscribers,  the  division  has  extended 
its  policy  of  holding  public  meetings,  and  has  tendered  the  services 
of  its  engineers  to  various  civic,  social  and  community  organiza- 
tions throughout  the  state  for  the  discussion  of  telephone  problems. 

The  division  has  also  made  considerable  progress  in  its  effort  to 
eliminate  all  discriminatory  practices  on  the  part  of  the  telephone 
utilities.  During  the  last  year  approximately  4,500  communications 
have  been  written  in  relation  to  formal  and  informal  matters,  and 
215  reports  and  memorandums  submitted  covering  investigations  made 
by  the  diAdsion. 

FORMAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

During  the  fiscal  year  58  formal  applications  were  filed  with  the 
Commission  involving  the  establishment  of  telephone  and  telegraph 
offices,  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity,  modifications 
of  exchange  boundaries  and  increases  in  rates,  as  well  as  requests  for 
authority  to  file  and  to  place  in  effect  service  connection  charges, 
charges  for  moves  and  changes,  and  public  pay  station  rates,  not  tbere- 
tofore  in  effect.  During  this  same  period,  several  formal  complaints 
also  have  been  filed  against  the  various  telephone  utilities,  and  several 
proceedings  have  been  instituted  by  the  Commission  relative  to  service 
and  rates,  abandonment  of  public  utility  operations  and  the  establish- 
ment of  telegraph  offices  without  proper  authority  from  the  Commis- 
sion. Decisions  have  been  rendered  in  67  formal  proceedings  involv- 
ing telephone  and  telegraph  matters,  'excluding  stock  and  bond  pro- 
ceedings. The  following  table  indicates  the  character  and  number 
of  decisions  rendered  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1926 :

A  number  of  proceedings,  in  which  investigations  were  made, 
involve  the  matter  of  exoliange  boundaries  and  the  creation  of  new 
telephone  exchange  areas,  both  on  application  of  the  company  and 
upon  complaints  by  subscribers.  With  the  continual  development  and 
expansion  of  communities,  conditions  arise  wliere  new  exchanges  must 
be  established,  and  also  where  exchanges,  in  some  instances,  must  be 
consolidated  because  of  the  mutuality  of  interests  between  communi- 
ties. The  problem  of  location  and  extension  of  exchange  areas 
involves  botli  consideration  of  engineering  and  economic  phases,  and 
the  question  of  community  interest.  The  creation  of  new  exchange 
areas  at  Carmcl,  near  Monterey,  and  ilontrose,  near  Los  Angeles,  were 
made  the  subject  of  special  surveys.  Extension  of  territory  served 
by  the  A.ssociated  Telephone  Company  to  include  Virginia  City,  north 
of  Long  Beach.  Avas  the  subject  of  a  special  proceeding  brought  by  the 
city  of  Long  Beach.  The  territory  was  only  .slightly  served  by  the 
Consolidated  Utilities  Company,  which  was  not  in  a  position  to  furnish 
service  to  tiie  rapidly  growing  community.  A  final  solution  was 
Avorked  out  b,v  which  tlie  Associated  Company  took  over  the  terri- 
tory, and  purchased  the  ecpiipment  of  the  Consolidated  Company, 
serving  within  the  territory,  tlius  making  possible  the  rendering  of 
adequate  service. 

The  main  investigations  carried  on  by  the  division  regarding  tele- 
phone rates  had  to  do  Avith  tlie  continuation  of  rate  investigation  in 
Los  Angeles  of  the  Southern  California  Teleplione  Company.  In  the 
Commi.s.sion 's  decision  of  December  31,  1024,  it  Avas  provided  that  for 
the  year  192.5  optional  measured  and  i^at  rates  Avould  be  applicable 
1o  commercial  teleplione  service,  and  tliat  after  January  1,  1926,  all 
commercial   service   Avould   be    placed   upon   a    measured    basis.      Tlie 
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company  was  ordered  to  complete  the  installation  of  measuring  equip- 
ment, and  to  submit  to  subscribers  dujilicate  bills  covering  the  charges 
under  the  flat  rates  and  those  which  would  occur  under  measured 
rates.  During  the  year  1925,  the  division  carried  on  an  extensive 
investigation  into  the  actual  application  of  measured  rates,  with 
resultant  revenues  and  expenses  of  the  company  under  the  rates  fixed 
by  tlie  Commission.  In  the  fall  of  1925,  the  Commission  instituted 
a  proceeding  for  the  further  consideration  of  the  order  involving  the 
compulsory  measured  service.  Exhaustive  studies  carried  on  by  the 
division  were  introduced  in  evidence. 

The  Southern  California  Telephone  Company,  at  tlie  end  of  Sep- 
tember, 1925,  had  266,704  telephone  stations  in.stalled,  which  were 
used  by  183,532  subscribers  in  the  Los  Angeles  exchange.  Of  these 
subscribers  143,934  were  residence  subscribers  and  32,228  were  busi- 
ness subscribers.  Of  the  latter  2200  were  commercial  private  branch 
exchange  subscribers.  During  the  year  1925,  12,305  individual  line 
business  subscribers  and  428  private  branch  exchange  subscribers 
elected  to  take  service  under  the  measured  rates. 

The  investigation  showed  a  very  wide  variation  in  the  use  of  tele- 
phone service.  Twentj'-eight  per  cent  of  the  individual  line  sub- 
scribers made  less  than  100  calls  per  month,  53  per  cent  made  less 
than  225,  while  one  per  cent  of  the  total  made  more  than  1000  calls  per 
month. 

Investigation,  following  the  placing  in  effect  of  full  measured  service 
on  business  telephones,  showed  tliat  over  50  per  cent  of  the  subscribers 
received  smaller  bills  under  measured  service  than  under  flat  rate 
service. 

INFORMAL  COMPLAINTS. 

Informal  complaints  con.stitute  a  fairly  authentic  barometer  of  the 
actual  service  conditions  experienced  by  patrons  of  utilities  and  the 
general  public,  and  fiu-ther  afford  the  Commission  a  most  favorable 
opportunity  of  acquainting  the  public  with  the  principles  of  regulation, 
and  the  work  constantly  being  carried  on  by  this  Commission. 

As  a  result  of  the  information  obtained  through  the  investigation 
of  informal  complaints,  the  Commission  constantly  is  informed  rela- 
tive to  the  service  conditions  existing  throughout  the  state,  and  is 
apprised  of  the  operations  of  the  various  utilities.  The  value  of  the 
information  procured  through  the  investigation  of  informal  com- 
plaints does  not  cease  with  the  disposition  of  the  complaint,  but  the 
data  tluis  obtained,  and  the  conditions  revealed,  frequently  form  the 
basis  for  further  and  more  extensive  investigations.  Such  a  pro- 
cedure of  investigation  is  in  the  interest  of  better  telephone  service. 

As  a  result  of  the  investigations  of  informal  complaints,  this  division 
has  been  able  to  make  many  useful  suggestions  and  recommendations 
to  the  utilities,  and  to  require  that  certain  changes,  modifications  and 
improvements  be  made  in  tlie  utilities'  operations,  in  order  that  more 
satisfactory  service  conditions  may  result. 

During  the  last  few  years,  tlie  Telephone  Division  has  given  consid- 
erable attention  to  the  determinalion  of  the  best  methods  and  practices 
to  be  followed  in  the  handling  of  complaints  in  order  not  only  that 
accurate  and  complete  infornuition  may  be  obtained  but,  also,  that 
this  information  ])e  secured  and  a  decision  furnished  the  complainant 
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ill  tlie  (luiekest  possible  time.  IMany  suggestions  liave  been  made  to 
the  utilities  and  assistance  has  been  rendered  wherever  possible.  This 
division  has  thus  been  able  to  obtain  many  satisfactory  results.  Each 
complaint  is  accorded  individual  treatment,  and  wherever  it  appears 
necessary,  or  advisable,  field  investigations  and  personal  inspections 
are  made. 

During  tlie  fiscal  year,  952  informal  complaints  involving  telephone 
and  telegraph  matters  were  received.  This  is  less  than  one-half  of 
the  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  preceding  year,  and 
less  than  one-quarter  of  the  number  received  during  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1924.  This  division  has  investigated  and  rendered  decisions 
in  over  1,000  complaints  during  the  past  year,  and  of  this  number 
approximately  U'i  j)er  cent  were  decitled  with  satisfaction  to  the  com- 
plainant. The  reduction  of  complaints  is  indicative  of  a  higher  stand- 
ard of  service  by  the  utilities.  ' 

The  following  table  sets  forth  tlie  number  of  informal  complaints 
relative  to  telephone  and  telegraph  matters,  which  liave  been  received 
and  decided  during  the  past  year,  segregated  into  the  various  classs 
of  complaints.

This  division  also  receives  many  inquiries  regarding  the  rates,  rules 
or  practices  of  the  various  telephone  utilities,  some  of  which  have 
been  assigned  informal  complaint  numl)ers,  and  have  been  included 
in  the  coitnt  shown  in  the  above  table,  more  as  a  means  of  ready 
identification,  but  actually  do  not  constitute  a  real  complaint.  On 
tlie  other  hand,  many  inquiries  are  received  by  telephone  or  through 
personal  call  at  the  Commission's  office,  and  where  satisfactory  adjust- 
ment or  explanation  is  nuide  at  t])e  time  of  in(|uiry,  no  i-ecord  is  made 
of  such  inquiries,  since  no  furtlicr  action  is  r('(|uired  on  tlie  part  of 
the  Commission. 

The  critical  delayed  installation  situation,  wliich  at  one  lime  formed 
the  basis  for  a  very  lai-ge  ])ercentage  of  the  complaints  received  by 
this  division,  has  now  passed.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the 
last  year  only  257  complaints  regarding  service  installations  were  re- 
ceived, as  compared  to  2895  delayed  installation  complaints  received 
during  the  year  ending  June  'M),  1!)24.  As  an  illustration  of  the 
improved  i)istallation  conditions,  it  may  be  noted  that  the  number  of 
complaints  reeeiA'ed  as  to  delayed  installations  in  Los  Angeles  has 
di'opped  from  218  in  October,  192:5,  to  an  average  of  three  per  month, 
for  April,  May  and  June,  192(1  The  delayed  installation  complaints 
for  the  balance  of  the  state,  likewise,  have  decreased  iind,  at  the 
present  time,  there  are  practically  no  delayed  installation  orders  and, 
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further,  the  length  of  time  reiiuired  t(i  install  telephones  has  been 
shortened. 

During  the  fiscal  year  the  Coniniission  lias  received  20  comiDlaints 
involving  exchange  boundaries.  A  great  many  of  these  complaints 
come  from  persons  -who  desire  service  from  an  exchange  other  than  the 
one  within  which  they  are  located.  Exchange  boundary  complaints 
involve  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  regulation,  aiul  frequently 
necessitate  field  investigations.  Tinder  the  provisions  of  General  Order 
No.  68,  the  varioiis  telephone  utilities  have  been  i-equired  to  file  maps 
showing  definitely  the  l)oundaries  of  their  exchange  and  primary  rate 
areas.  A  majority  of  the  utilities  have  now  tiled  sucli  maps,  and  with 
the  completion  of  this  filing  there  will,  no  doubt,  be  a  further  reduction 
of  complaints,  as  these  maps  already  have  been  of  material  assistance 
in  obtaining  satisfactory  results. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  bring  satisfaction  to  the  complainant,  and, 
where  it  is  not  possible  to  grant  the  subscriber's  request,  an  earnest 
endeavor  is  made  to  explain  the  practice,  principle,  rate  or  rule  in 
question,  and  the  reasons  therefor,  in  such  a  manner  that  he  may 
understand  Avhy  his  demand  may  not  be  granted,  and  that  he  may 
haA^e  confidence  in  the  Commission  that  his  interests  are  being  properly 
protected  and  safeguarded. 

As  a  result  of  the  procedure  consistently  followed  by  this  division, 
many  complainants  have  Avritten,  telephoned,  or  called  in  person  at 
the  Commission's  offices  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  etforts 
made  in  their  behalf  and  the  results  obtained.  During  the  fiscal  year 
such  expressions  of  thanks  and  appreciation  have  been  received  from 
more  than  one-half  of  the  total  number  of  complainants,  including 
those  whose  complaints  were  decided  favorably,  and  those  where  the 
complainants'  requests  could  not  be  granted. 

RATE  SCHEDULE   FILINGS. 

The  Commission  on  June  7,  1923,  approved  its  General  Order  No.  68, 
effective  July  1,  1923,  prescribing  the  method  and  form  of  filing  rates, 
and  rules  and  regulations. 

Since  June  30,  1925,  there  liave  been  filings  of  new  or  revised  rates, 
schedules  and  rules  and  regulations  in  compliance  witli  this  general 
order  by  26  telephone  utilities. 

During  the  past  year  7405  separate  rate  filings  have  been  made 
involving  approximately  30,000  sheets. 

INDUCTIVE    INTERFERENCE. 

This  Commission's  General  Order  No.  52,  which  became  effective 
in  1918,  sets  forth  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  construction 
and  operation  of  power  and  communication  circuits  for  the  preven- 
tion and  mitigation  of  inductive  interference.  One  of  the  requirements 
of  this  order  is  that  power  and  communication  utilities  proposing  to 
construct  new  lines,  or  to  reconstruct  or  change  existing  lines,  which 
in  any  way  are  involved  in  a  parallel,  shall  submit  to  this  Commi.ssion 
a  report  covering  the  proposed  work.  On  June  30,  1926,  a  total  of  598 
inductive  interference  reports  had  been  filed  by  the  various  power  and 
communication  companies  witliin  tlie  state,  64  of  which  were  received 
during  the  last  fiscal  year. 
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Chapter  XII. 
TRANSPORTATION   DIVISION. 

The  work  clone  by  this  division  during-  the  fiscal  year  just  ended 
has  covered  a  wide  range  of  activities  in  connection  with  steam,  inter- 
nrban  and  street  railway  systems,  including  their  motor  coach  service. 
Extensive  studies  have  also  been  made  of  the  vehicular  ferry  systems 
on  San  Francisco  Ba\'.  Formal  decisions,  involving  transportation 
division  studies  dur-ing  the  year,  numbered  428.  The  greater  portion 
of  these  decisions  related  to  the  establishment  of  new  grade  crossings, 
although  a  relatively  small  number  of  decisions  on  other  matter.j 
demanded  the  greatest  amount  of  the  division's  time. 

FORMAL   PROCEEDINGS. 

The  formal  proceedings  handled  by  tlie  transportation  division  are 
readily  .segregated  into  three  main  groups:  those  involving  I'ates,  serv- 
ice and  transfer  of  property ;  those  in  i-egard  to  grade  crossing  elimina- 
tion, and  those  dealing  with  grade  crossing  applications. 

The  Commission  decided  22  proceedings  under  the  first  classification, 
which  required  investigation  bj'  the  division.  The  more  important  of 
the.se  are  discussed  herein.  Sixteen  proceedings  relative  to  grade 
separations  were  handled  during  the  year,  and  390  proceedings  involv- 
ing grade  crossing  applications  were  filed  or  reopened.  The  general 
segregation  of  the  grade  crossing  applications  is  set  forth  in  the  follow- 
ing table : 
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RATE  AND   SERVICE   PROCEEDINGS. 

The  more  important  formal  proceedings  nnder  the  first  classification 
include  a  service  survey  of  the  Key  System  Transit  Company's  system, 
an  investigation  of  the  automobile  ferries,  both  as  to  rates  and  as  to 
certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity,  the  Los  Angeles  Termi- 
nal proceedings  and  the  rate  proceedings  involving  the  Key  System 
Transit  Company  and  the  Southern  Pacific  transl)ay  and  traction  rates 
in  the  eastbay  territory. 

Service  Survey  of  Key  System  Transit 
Company  in  the  City  of  Oakland. 

In  this  proceeding.  Case  No.  1989,  the  city  of  Oakland  asked  that  a 
survey  be  made  of  the  street  ear  service  now  rendered  by  the  Key 
System  Transit  Company  and  as  a  result  of  such  a  survey  that  thei 
Commission  make  its  order  bringing  about  the  improvement  of  the 
street  car  service. 

In  May,  1925,  the  engineering  committee  submitted  its  final  i-ejjort 
and  after  several  hearings  during  tlie  early  part  of  this  fiscal  year, 
the  Commission  rendered  its  decision  ordering  improvements  in  the 
local  street  car  situation  of  Oakland,  as  follows : 

(a)  Rerouting  in  the  downtown  district. 

(b)  Relocation  of  .stops. 

(c)  New  track  installation. 

(d)  New  equipment. 

Key  System  Transit  Company  Rate  Case. 

Preliminary  investigations  were  made  by  the  department  in  con- 
nection with  the  rate  application  of  the  Key  System  Transit  Com- 
pany, Application  No.  11829.  and  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company 
for  transbay  rates.  Application  No.  11504,  in  connection  with  the 
emergency  part  of  the  proceeding  which  was  decided  December  .31, 
1925.  Since  that  date  the  division  has  been  carrying  on  an  exhaustive 
inv^estigation  into  the  operations,  maintenance,  rates  and  service  of 
both  companies  as  part  of  its  Avork  toward  the  final  determination 
of  these  proceedings.  This  work  is  being  carried  on  in  conjunction 
with  the  work  of  making  a  complete  appraisal  of  the  Key  System 
Transit  Company's  properties  by  the  department  and  includes  a  care- 
ful analysis  of  the  capital  chargeable  to  the  transbay  service  of  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company. 

Automobile  Ferry  Investigations. 

One  of  the  important  proceedings  pending  before  the  Commission 
diu'ing  the  fiscal  year  was  the  application  of  the  Golden  Gate  Ferry 
Company  to  establisli  a  service  between  San  I^rancisco  and  Berkeley. 
Before  this  matter  was  disposed  of  finally  a  thoroughgoing  investiga- 
tion, relating  to  present  and  probable  future  vehicular  transportation 
facilities  between  San  Franci.sco  and  the  East  Bay  territory,  was  made 
by  tlie  transportation  division. 

There  has  also  been  investigated  tlie  rates  and  sei-vice  of  the  Golden 
Gate  Ferry  Company's  Sausalito  service,  with  the  result  that  additional 
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equipment  and  improvement  of  tlie  service  on  that  route  lias  been 
ordered  by  the  Commission. 

Los  Angeles  Terminal  and  Grade  Crossing   Proceeding — 
Case  970—1.  C.  C.     Docket  14778. 

DurinGf  the  tiseal  year  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  rendered 
its  decision  in  the  so-called  Los  Angeles  Terminal  matter.  This  prob- 
lem was  discussed  in  the  annual  report  for  tlie  year  ending  June  30. 
1924,  and  previous  reports.  The  decision  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  very  largely  upheld  tlie  contentions  of  this  Commission's 
engineers  to  a  large  extent  consistent  with  the  previous  findings  of  the 
Commission  on  this  .same  subject  matter  in  Case  No.  970  et  seq. 

As  a  result  of  the  Interstate  C'ommerce  Commission's  decision,  it 
has  become  necessary  for  the  Commission  to  reopen  these  terminal 
cases  and  there  haA'e,  accordingly,  been  several  series  of  hearings  held 
during  the  year,  at  which  the  results  of  further  extended  investigation, 
on  the  part  of  the  Commission's  transportation  division,  were  j)re- 
.sented.  This  proceeding  is  one  of  major  importance  and  further  hear- 
ings are  yet  to  be  held  before  the  matter  is  taken  under  submission. 

GRADE  SEPARATIONS. 

During  the  year  13  grade  separations  Avere  ordered,  six  of  Avhieh 
were  applications  by  the  California  Highway  Commission  for  the  sepa- 
ration of  existing  grade  crossings  or  for  the  construction  of  new  high- 
ways with  separated  grades.  The  so-called  River  viaduct  proceeding 
in  Los  Angeles  contemplates  the  construction  of  six  viaducts  across 
the  Los  Angeles  River  and  the  railroads  on  each  bank  thereof.  Two 
of  these  viaducts  have  noAv  been  completed,  viz,  at  Ninth  street  and 
Macy  street,  pursuant  to  previous  orders  of  this  Commission  and  the 
Commission  has  made  its  order  authorizing  the  viaduct  at  Seventh 
street.  There  yet  remain  for  determination  the  proposed  viaducts  at 
P^irst,  Fourth  and  Aliso  streets. 

The  case  asking  for  a  grade  separation  at  Los  Feliz  Roulevard  is  a 
direct  outcome  of  the  actiAdties  of  the  Los  Angeles  County  Grade  Cross- 
ing Committee.  During  the  course  of  the  hearings  on  this  proceeding, 
formal  request  was  made  by  both  the  city  of  Glendale  and  the  city  of 
Los  Angeles  that  before  making  a  determination  of  that  proceeding, 
the  Commission  direct  its  engineers  to  make  a  thorough  iuA^estigation 
of  the  entire  grade  crossing  situation  through  the  cities  of  Burbank, 
Glendale  and  Los  Angeles.  In  accordance  Avith  that  request,  the 
Commission  instituted  its  investigation  (Case  No.  2127)  of  the  grade 
crossing  situation  in  the  territory  named,  and  the  Commission's  trans- 
portation engineer  rendered  a  complete  report  of  some  magnitude, 
setting  forth  the  results  of  elaborate  studies  Avliich  were  made  of  that 
situation. 

Both  of  these  proceedings  are  now  under  submission. 
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GRADE  CROSSING  APPLICATIONS. 

As  stated  heretofore,  390  a|)plications  for  grade  ci'ossings  were  filed 
or  reopened  by  the  Commission  during  the  year.  The  procedure  in 
handling  these  matters  has  been  the  same  as  in  former  years.  Investi- 
gations are  made  of  all  applications  and  every  effort  made  to  limit 
the  number  of  grade  crossings  to  a  minimum  commensurate  with  the 
needs  of  the  public  and  to  require  protection  to  th(:!  public  at  grade 
crossings  to  reduce  the  hazard  to  a  mimimum. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  applications  filed  are  for  spur  tracks, 
side  tracks,  or  drill  tracks  reciuired  for  the  serving  of  industries.  The 
granting  of  a  large  number  of  grade  crossings  does  not,  therefore, 
mean  that  man.y  important  grade  crossings  of  main  highways  with 
impoi-tant  railroad  lines,  have  been  autliorized. 

■  i 
General  Grade  Crossing  Survey. 

During  the  year  it  has  not  been  possible  to  prosecute  vigorously  the 
general  grade  crossing  survey,  which  was  undertaken  in  1916  and  sus- 
pended in  1923.  The  only  field  work  done  during  this  year  has  been 
performed  at  the  request  of  certain  municipalities.  Following  is  a  list 
of  the  locations  at  which  special  grade  crossing  surveys  ho.ve  been 
made :

Burlingame — All  crossings  over  the  Southern  Pacific,  and  ilarket   Street  Kaihvay. 
Santa    Clara    County — Mayfield    to    Congress    Junction    on    Southern    Pacific    aud 

Peninsula. 
Siskiyou  County — Grass  Lake  to  Oregon  State  line,  Southern  Pacific  Company. 

Jn  many  of  the  above  cases  the  crossings  had  been  surveyed  between 
1917  and  1923,  but  conditions  had  so  materially  changed  that  a  resur- 
vey  was  made.    In  all,  there  were  293  crossings  inspected  this  year. 

AUTOMATIC   FLAGMEN. 

An  intensive  study  has  been  made  of  the  ringing  circuits  of  the 
nutomatie  flagmen  located  on  the  lines  of  the  Western  Pacific  Railroad 
Company,  tlie  Southern  Pacific  Company  and  the  Northwestern  Pacific 
Railroad  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  ringing  circuits 
that  would  afford  a  maximum  protection  at  crossings  where  automatic 
flagmen  are  located. 

A  study  has  been  carried  on  this  year  for  the  purpose  of  submitting 
a  general  order  standardizing  various  types  of  crossing  markers,  signs 
and  protective  devices.    This  study  has  not  as  yet  been  completed. 
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INFORMAL  COMPLAINTS.

SPECIAL  PROBLEMS. 

Under  this  heading  will  fall  the  current  work  done  by  the  division 
during  the  year,  and  not  reflected  in  the  decisions,  or  done  in  connec- 
tion with  informal  complaints,  such  as  inspection  of  interlocking 
plants,  checking  of  Interstate  Commerce  Commission's  valuations, 
informal  service  surveys,  general  orders,  etc. 

Interlocking  Plants  (G.  O.  No.  33). 

The  division  inspects  plans  where  proposed  changes  are  to  be  made 
on  interlocking  plants,  and  when  these  changes  have  been  made,  in- 
spects the  plant  itself  to  sec  if  the  work  has  been  done  in  conformity 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Commission's  General  Order  No.  33.

In  addition  to  tlie  inspection  of  interlocking  plants,  the  automatic 
signals  on  the  single  track  used  by  both  the  Sacramento-Northern  and 
tlie  Western  Pacific  in  the  vicinity  of  Marysville  have  been  inspected 
and  approved. 

For  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  safety  at  interlocking  plants, 
studies  for  the  revision  of  General  Order  No.  33  have  been  carried  on, 
but  as  3'et  these  studies  have  not  reached  a  point  whereby  a  revised 
general  order  has  been  submitted.  Studies  have  also  been  carried  on 
for  the  purpose  of  outlining  a  general  order  covering  the  installation 
and  maintenance  of  automatic  signals. 

Clearances  (G.  O.  No.  26-a). 

During  the  past  year  an  intensive  study  lias  been  made  of  impaired 
side  clearances  on  the  several  railroads  throughout  tlie  state  and  a 
large  number  of  buildings  and  obstructions  have  been  moved  and 
placed  in  conformity  witli  the  provisions  of  General  Order  No.  26-a. 

Interstate  Commerce  Commission  Valuations. 

Under  the  Valuation  Act,  the  states  are  made  parties  to  the  valua- 
tion proceedings  for  each  carrier  located  wholly  or  in  part  within  tlie 
state,  and  the  various  reports  prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  Valuation 
of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commi.ssion  are  submitted  to  the  governor 
of  each  state.  These  reports,  comprising  a  ^'aluation  of  road  and  equip- 
ment, are  referred  to  this  Commission. 

As  noted  in  previous  reports,  the  engineering  department  of  this 
Commission  has  prepared  complete  valuations  of  a  large  number  of 
the  interstate  and  intrastate  railroads.  As  the  Bureau  of  Valuation 
reports  were  received,  a  clieck  was  made  and,  if  necessary,  a  protest 
was  prepared  and  sul)mitt('d  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 
The  direct  result  of  these  protests  has  been  a  general  revision  of  the 
Bureau  of  Valuation's  tentative  reports.  The  engineering  department 
cooperated  with  tlie  Bureau  of  Valuation  in  an  extensive  field  survey 
of  the  lines  where  the  values  found  have  been  protested.  This  field 
survey  has,  during  the  year,  been  comi^leted  and  the  Bureau  of  Valua- 
tion is  now  rcA'ising  its  reports. 

Protection  of  Alameda  Street  Crossings — Los  Angeles. 

The  enormous  growth  of  traffic  in  Los  Angeles  has  created  a  traffic 
and  grade  crossing  problem  along  Alameda  street  and  its  various  inter- 
sections which  is  very  acute.  The  ultimate  solution  of  this  matter  is 
involved  in  the  so-called  terminal  cases,  already  referred  to,  but  need 
for  temporary  relief  has  l^ecome  so  pressing  that  conferences  have  been 
held  by  the  transportation  division  of  this  Commission  with  representa- 
tives of  various  departments  of  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  and  certain 
civic  organizations  concerned,  as  well  as  representatives  of  the  carriers,

Avith  the  result  that  a  trial  traffic  regulation  plan  has  been  put  into 
effect  at  the  intersection  of  Seventh  and  Alameda  streets,  and  plans 
are  under  way  for  the  extension  of  that  system  to  other  important 
intersections. 

Bay  Point  Crossing  Investigation. 

One  extremely  hazardous  cro.ssing  that  has  come  up  for  special 
investigation  during  the  past  year  is  the  so-called  Bay  Point  crossing 
in  Contra  Costa  County  over  the  main  tracks  of  three  important  rail- 
roads, namely :  Southern  Pacific  Company,  Tiu"  Atchison,  Topeka  and 
Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  and  tlie  San  Francisco-Sacramento  Rail- 
road Company. 

Informal  .studies  of  this  crossing,  made  by  the  transportation  divi- 
sion, disclosed  not  only  that  accidents  were  occurring  with  an  alarm- 
ing frequency  but  that  physical  conditions  were  such  that  grade 
crossing  elimination  would  be  very  exiDensive,  and  in  itself  somewhat 
unsatisfactory.  Accordingly,  by  means  of  clo.se  cooperation  in  informal 
conferences  between  representatives  of  the  various  interested  parties, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  transportation  division,  a  special  plan  of 
protection  was  developed,  whereby  a  uniformed  traffic  officer  has  been 
stationed  at  the  crossing,  whose  duty  it  is  to  enforce  compliance  Avith 
the  county  ordinance  requiring  all  vehicles  to  stop  before  crossing  the 
railroad  at  any  time  that  any  protective  warning  indication  of  the 
approaching  train  is  being  given.  This  plan  has  now  been  in  effect 
for  some  months  and  is  working  out  very  satisfactorily,  no  accidents 
having  occurred  since  the  plan  was  stai'ted. 

Los  Angeles  County  Grade  Crossing  Committee. 

The  Los  Aiigeles  County  Clrade  Crossing  Committee,  which  was 
organized  in  August,  1923,  has  carried  on  semimonthly  meetings 
throughout  the  year  and  their  valuable  work  has  been  continuously 
carried  along.  The  transportation  division  has  continued  to  cooperate 
actively  with  this  organization. 
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Cliapter  XIII. 

LEGAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  fiscal  year  192r)-192fi  proved  to  be  a  busy  one  for  the  leg:al 
departinont  due  more  than  auythino:  else  to  a  larg:e  amount  of  active 
liti5i:ation,  the  Attorney  and  his  staff  being  called  upon  to  represent  the 
T'ommission  in  no  less  than  twenty-nine  court  eases.  Of  these,  four 
were  in  the  United  States  Supreme  Court;  twelve  in  the  ('alifornia 
Supreme  Court;  three  in  the  Federal  District  Courts;  one  in  the  Dis- 
trict Court  of  Appeal  of  California;  seven  before  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  a]id  two  in  the  superior  courts  of  California. 
During'  the  year  two  eases  involving  the  Commission  were  decided  by 
the  United  States  Siipreme  Court ;  three  by  the  Federal  District  Courts  j 
eight  by  the  California  Supreme  Court;  one  by  the  District  Court  of 
Appeal  of  ('alifornia,  and  two  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  there  were  pending :  One  case  in  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court;  four  in  the  California  Supreme  Coiirt; 
five  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and  two  in  the 
superior  courts  of  California. 

Looked  at  in  the  large,  the  most  important  case  decided  during  the 
yeai-  was  tliat  of  Miirion  L.  Frost  et  al.  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  decided 
l)y  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  on  June  7,  1!)26.  This  was  the 
sole  case  decided  against  the  Commission  during  the  year.  It  arose 
on  Avrit  of  error  to  the  California  Supreme  Court,  which  latter  court 
had  affirmed  a  decision  of  the  (Jonnnission,  directing  certain  auto  truck 
operators  to  desist  from  the  transjiortation  of  citrus  fruits  by  truck 
over  a  regular  route  on  pu])lic  highways  between  the  fixed  termini  of 
Kedlands  and  the  Los  Angeles  harbor,  for  compensation,  unless  and 
until  they  should  obtain  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  neces- 
sity so  to  do  from  the  Commission.  The  transportation  in  question  was 
being  rendered  pursuant  to  a  contract  with  a  private  fruit  growers' 
association.  The  petitioners'  contention  was  that  the  Commission  had 
no  jurisdiction  over  such  type  of  carriage,  in  that  the  provision.s  of  the 
Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act  were  not  applicable  to 
contract  carriers.  In  this  position  the  petitioners  were  sustained  by 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  Justice  Holmes,  Brandeis  and 
IMcReynolds  dissenting. 

Next  in  importance  were  two  injunction  suits  in  the  Federal  District 
Courts.  The  first  of  these  was  that  of  Southern  Sierras  Poiver  Com- 
pany vs.  Railroad  Commission,  commenced  by  a  bill  in  equity,  request- 
ing a  temporary  and  permanent  injunction  to  restrain  the  Commission 
from  enforcing  a  rate  fixing  order  made  by  it  in  1920,  on  the  ground 
that  the  rates  as  fixed  Avere  so  low  that  further  enforcement  of  them 
woidd  deprive  the  plaintiff  of  its  property  without  due  process  of  law, 
and  would  deny  to  it  the  erjual  protection  of  the  laws,  in  contravention 
of  the  federal  constitution.  A  motion  to  dismiss  was  filed  by  the  Com- 
mission, and  Federal  District  Judge  IMcCormick,  after  hearing  exten- 
sive argument  and  after  the  filing  of  briefs,  granted  the  motion.  The 
second  federal  case  was  that  of  Southern,  Pacific  Compctny  vs.  Railroad 
Commission,  a  bill  in  e(puty,  asking  for  a  temporary  and  permanent 
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iiijvuK'tion  to  reslitiin  the  ( 'oinniission  i'rom  enforciiifj  an  order  reduc- 
ing: i)laintiff".s  rates  for  auto  vehicular  ferry  service  between  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Oakland,  on  San  Francisco  Bay.  After  g-rantino:  a  prelim- 
inary restraining'  orfler,  the  court,  consistin<r  of  Circuit  Judges  Morrow 
and  Hunt,  and  District  Judge  St  Sure,  heard  argument,  and  denied  the 
injunction.    The  case  was  later  dismissed  on  motion  of  the  plaintift". 

Of  the  cases  decided  by  the  C'alifornia  Supreme  Court  during  the 
fiscal  year,  that  of  Postal  TeU'graph -Cable  Company  vs.  Railroad  Com- 
nmsion  stands  out  as  the  most  important.  This  case  arose  upon  petition 
for  a  writ  of  review  to  annul  an  order  of  the  Commission,  by  which 
petitioner  had  been  directed  to  pay  a  certain  part  of  the  costs  necessary 
to  eliminate  a  serious  condition  of  inductive  interference  on  the  parallel 
electric  circuits  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  petitioner, 
between  Sacramento  and  Suisun.  The  position  of  the  petitioner  was 
that  it  should  not  bear  any  of  the  costs  as  ordered,  because  it  was  the 
first  to  oi^erate  in  this  field,  and  therefore  those  coming  subsequently 
were  responsible  for  any  interference,  and  should  bear  the  burden  of 
its  elimination.  The  court  sustained  the  position  of  the  Commission, 
however,  and  the  writ  was  denied. 

In  addition  to  conducting  all  litigation  and  other  legal  proceedings 
for  the  Commission,  this  department  advises  the  Commission  and  its 
staff  ui)on  all  matters  involving  questions  of  law  relating  to  proceed- 
ings brought,  or  pending  before  the  Commission,  and  also  assists  and 
advises  in  connection  with  legal  problems  entering  into  opinions  and 
decisions  of  the  Commission.  This  work  has  increased  rapidly  during 
the  last  few  years,  and  while  it  is  generally  recognized  as  advisable  for 
a  member  of  the  legal  staff  to  be  present  at  all  important  Commission 
hearings,  this  has  proved  impossible  with  but  three  attorneys  in  the 
department.  Important  heai'ings,  however,  have  been  attended  when- 
ever possible. 

A  digest  of  the  ( 'ouimissiou 's  decisions  was  commenced  on  December 
1,  1924,  and  will  pi-ohably  be  comjileted  during  the  coming  fiscal  year. 

CASES   DECIDED. 

During  the  fiscal  year  192a-l!)'2(i,  the  following  cases  were  decided: 
United    States    Supreme    Court. 

1.  Live  Oak  Water  Vsers'  Asf;oci(iliou.  vs.  Railroad  Commission. 

This  case  arose  on  writ  of  error  to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court 
following  a  decision  by  the  California  Supreme  Court,  which  upheld 
an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  fixing  rates  to  be  charged  by  the 
Sutter-Butte  Canal  Company.  (See  Live  Oak  Water  Users'  Associa- 
tion vs.  Rail  road  Commi.^sio)i,  192  Cal.  182.)  This  case  invoh'ed  the 
validity  of  the  action  of  the  Railroad  Commission  in  fixing  rates  other 
than  those  contained  in  contracts  between  the  Avater  company  and  cer- 
tain of  its  consumers.     The  writ  was  dismissed. 

2.  Frost  ft  al.  vs.  Hail  road  CoHimissioii. 

This  was  on  writ  of  error  to  the  California  Supreme  Court,  which 
latter  court  had  affirmed  a  decision  of  the  Railroad  Commission  com- 
manding petitioners  to  desist  from  the  trans])ortation  of  property  by 
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auto  trucks  over  a  reij;ular  route  aud  ])etwc<Mi  fixed  terinini  upou  the 
public  highways  of  the  state,  for  compensation,  unh>ss  and  luitil  they 
•■-hould  obtain  a  eertifieate  ol'  public  convenience  and  necessity  so  to 
do  from  the  (^onunission.  The  petitioners  were  engaged  in  the  trans- 
]iortation  of  property  under  private  contract.  The  petitioners'  con- 
tention was  that  tlie  Commission  had  no  jurisdiction  over  such  type  of 
carriage  in  that  the  provisions  of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transporta- 
tion Act  were  not  ap])licable  to  contract  carriers.  In  this  position  the 
petitioners,  as  above  mentioned,  were  sustained  by  a  divided  court. 

Federal    District   Court  of   California. 

1.  So'iitJicni  f^irrras  Power  Company  vs.  BaiJrodd  Commission. 

This  was  a  motion  for  a  temporary  and  permanent  injunction  to 
restrain  the  Commission  from  enforcing  a  rate  fixing  order  made  by' 
it  in  1920  on  the  alleged  ground  that  the  rates  as  fixed  were  so  low  that 
enforcement  of  them  would  depive  the  plaintiff  of  its  properties  without 
due  process  of  law,  and  would  deny  to  it  the  eciual  protection  of  the 
laws  in  contravention  of  the  federal  constitution.  As  heretofore  men- 
tioned, a  motion  to  dismiss  was  filed  by  the  Commission,  which  motion 
was  granted. 

2.  Southern  Pacific  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission. 

This  was  a  motion  for  a  temporary  and  permanent  injunction  to 
i-estrain  the  Commission  from  enforcing  its  order  reducing  the  rates 
of  the  plaintilf  in  its  vehicular  ferry  service  on  San  Francisco  Bay 
between  San  Francisco  and  Oakland.  As  above  stated,  the  temporary 
injunction  was  denied,  and  the  ease  was  later  dismissed  on  motion  of 
the  plaintiff. 

3.  Market  Street  Raihray  Company  vs.  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 

pany et  fd. 
This  Avas  a  proceeding  to  enjoin  the  Commission  from  enforcing 
certain  of  its  orders  authorizing  surcharges  in  excess  of  the  rates  for 
electric  power  as  fixed  by  contract  existing  between  the  two  above- 
named  corporations.  The  complainant  also  prayed  for  an  injunction 
to  restrain  the  defendant,  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  from 
attempting  to  satisfy  a  judgment  obtained  in  the  state  courts  for  moneys 
due  and  owing  from  said  surcharges.  The  suit  was  based  on  the 
ground  that  the  Commission  lacked  jurisdiction  to  make  the  orders 
granting  the  surcharges,  and  that  the  Public  Utilities  Act  was  uncon- 
stitutional in  that  it  deprived  the  plaintiff  of  the  exercise  of  any 
independent  judgment  by  the  courts  on  both  the  law  and  the  facts, 
in  denial  of  the  due  process  clause  of  the  federal  constitution.  During 
the  fiscal  year  1924-1925  the  court  denied  an  application  for  a  prelim- 
inary injunction.  (See  x\nnual  Report  for  said  year.)  During  the 
present  fiscal  year,  the  plaintiff  amended  its  complaint  for  a  preliminary 
injunction,  but  upon  argiuuent  on  defendant's  motion  to  dismiss,  the 
federal  court  dismissed  the  action.  An  appeal  of  the  cause  to  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court  was  never  perfected,  owing  to  a  settle- 
ment reached  by  the  parties  out  of  court. 
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California    Supreme   Court. 

1.  Postal  Tclc(jr(ipli-<'itb!r  ComjMnui  a-s.  Railroad  Cowniissiou. 

This  was  a  petition  for  a  writ  of  review  to  annul  an  order  in  which 
the  Commission  directed  the  petitioner  to  pay  a  certain  part  of  the 
costs  necessary  to  eliminate  certain  inductive  interference  on  the 
parallel  electric  circuits  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and 
those  of  petitioner,  alonji  the  railroad  line  of  the  Soutliern  Pacific 
(!()rapany,  l)etvveen  the  cities  of  Sacramento  and  Suisun.  As  above 
mentioned,  petitioner  contended  that  it  should  not  bear  any  of  said 
costs  because  it  was  the  first  to  operate  in  this  field.  It  was  claimed 
that  those  eomino:  subsequently  were  responsible  for  any  interference, 
and  should  .therefore  bear  the  wliole  cost  of  elimination.  The  writ  was 
denied. 

2.  Frost  d  al.  vs  Eailroad  Commission.

3.  Holmes  et  al.  xa.  Railroad  Commission.

4.  *S'/frrrt  and  San  Francisco  Power  Companii  vs.    Unioersid  Electric 

and  Gas  Companij. 
In  this  ease  the  Commission  appeared  as  amicus  eurke  for  the  pur- 
pose of  challenji'ino'  a  statement  made  by  the  District  Court  of  Appeal 
in  a  decision,  from  which  this  appeal  was  taken.  The  particular  objec- 
tional)le  statement  was  that  the  Commission  was  not  concerned  with 
nor  has  it  jurisdiction  to  permit  or  prevent  deviations  from  the  terms 
of  filed  contracts  affectino;-  rates.  The  position  of  tlie  Commission  was 
sustained  by  the  California  Supreme  Court. 

5.  Milliron  vs.  Railroad  Commission. 

This  was  a  petition  for  writ  of  review  to  annul  an  order  of  the  Rail- 
road Commission  directing  the  payment  of  certain  moneys  to  the  Laurel 
Canyon  Land  Company.  These  moneys  were  deposited  by  the  con- 
sumers of  the  Laurel  Canyon  Land  Company  with  a  trustee.  The 
petitioner,  as  one  of  the  consumers,  contended  that  the  Commission 
was  without  authority  to  make  such  an  order.    The  petition  was  denied. 

G.   George  Harm  et  cd.  vs.  RaUroad  Commission. 

This  was  a  petition  for  a  writ  of  review  to  annul  a  decision  and  order 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  which  dismissed  an  application  for  a 
certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  for  auto  trucking  service 
because  the  application  did  not  show  that  the  applicant  was  to  operate 
usually  and  ordinarily  between  fixed  termini  and  over  any  regular 
route.  Instead,  applicant  had  disclosed  the  intent  merely  to  engage 
in  general  haulage  within  a  general  area;  in  other  words,  what  may  be 
deemed  a  general  trucking  business.     The  petition  was  denied. 

7.  California  Internrhan  Motor  Freight  Association  vs.  Brundige  et  al. 

This  was  a  petition  for  a  writ  of  mandate  requesting  the  Supreme 

Court  to  direct  the  Railroad  Commission  to  assume  jurisdiction  over 
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the  type  of  auto  truck  carriage  as  to  which  the  Commission  had  held 
it  did  not  have  jurisdiction  in  the  Harm,  case,  above  referred  to.  The 
petition  was  denied. 

8.  liilovicli  vs.  Railroad  Commission. 

This  was  a  petition  for  a  writ  of  review  to  annul  an  order  of  the  Com- 
mission, which  detei-mined  that  a  certain  Mary  Perkins  Raymond  did 
not  operate  a  ])ublie  utility  as  alleged  by  the  petitioner  in  a  complaint 
brought  against  said  Raymond  before  the  Commission.  The  petition 
was  denied. 

California   District  Court  of  Appeal. 
1.  Glcnn-Coliisa  Irrigation  District  vs.  Paulson. 

This  proceeding  was  an  appeal  from  a  superior  court  judgment 
originally  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  but  transferred  by  it  to  the< 
District  Court  of  Appeal.  It  involved  the  validity  of  an  order  of  the 
Railroad  Commission,  whicli  authorized  the  transfer  of  properties  of 
a  public  utility  to  an  irrigation  district  free  and  clear  of  public  utility 
obligations.  The  authority  to  transfer  was  subject,  however,  to  the 
condition  that  all  consumers  of  tlie  utility  should  be  allowed  to  come 
into  the  irrigation  district  withiii  a  reasonable  time.  The  applicant 
Paulson,  a  consumer  of  the  utility,  did  not  avail  himself  of  this  oppor- 
tunity, and  commenced  this  action  in  the  superior  court  of  Glenn 
County,  seeking  to  compel  the  irrigation  district  to  conti)iue  serving 
his  lands  (outside  the  district)  with  water.  The  Commission  appeared 
as  amicus  curice,  submitting  that  the  transfer  was  proper  and  valid, 
and  that  it  should  be  so  recognized  in  arriving  at  a  determination  of 
the  proceeding.  The  position  of  the  Commission  was  upheld  by  the 
court. 

Interstate    Commerce    Commission. 

1.  City  of  Los  Angeles  vs.  Los  Angeles  and  Salt  Lake  Railroad  Com- 
pany (Docket  No.  14778). 
This  proceeding  was  a  com]ilaint  brought  by  the  City  of  Los  Angeles 
against  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  Los  Angeles  and  Salt  Lake  Rail- 
road Company,  and  the  Santa  Pe,  requesting  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  to  make  an  order  similar  in  tenor  to  that  of  the  California 
Railroad  Commission  in  the  "Los  Angeles  Union  Passenger  Terminal 
Cases"  (see  last  Annual  Report).  The  decision  of  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court,  holding  that  the  California  Railroad  Commission  did 
not  possess  jurisdiction  to  make  such  an  order,  led  tlie  Commission  to 
intervene  in  this  proceeding  on  behalf  of  complainant.  As  to  the 
consti-uction  of  siich  a  terminal  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
found  that  ]nablic  convenience  and  necessity  required  the  same ;  that 
the  same  would  not  impair  the  ability  of  the  carriers  to  conduct  their 
interstate  business,  and  that  the  power  to  make  the  order  requiring 
such  construction  resided  in  the  California  Railroad  Commission,  but 
that  any  such  order  was  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission.  Consolidated  with  this  case  was  Finance  Docket 
No.  3569,  which  was  an  application  by  the  carriers  for  permission  to 
carry  out  their  plans  for  station  facilities.  This  application  was  dis- 
missed by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  because  it  was  not  in 
accordance  with  the  public  interest. 
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2.  Public  Service  Commission  of  Oregon  vs.  Central  Pacific  Railway 
Company  et  ah  (Docket  No.  14392). 
This  and  several  other  consolidated  matters  ai*e  popularly  known 
as  the  Oregon  Construction  Cases.  The  complaint,  as  above  entitled, 
was  lirought  by  the  Oregon  Commission  seeking  an  order  requiring  the 
construction  and  operation  of  A'arious  lines  in  the  interior  part  of 
Oregon.  The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  dismissed  the  same. 
The  other  consolidated  matters  dealt  mainly  with  the  construction  of 
lines  of  railroad  in  Klamath,  Lake  and  Deschutes  counties  in  the  state 
of  Oregon,  and  Modoc  County  in  the  State  of  California.  Conditional 
certificates  were  issued  l)y  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  the 
Oregon,  California  and  Eastern  Kailwaj^  the  Oregon  Trunk  Railway 
and  the  Central  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  construct  and  operate 
lines  in  these  counties.  In  the  same  proceedings  authority  was 
requested  by  the  carriers  for  permission  to  retain  excess  earnings, 
Avhich  was  denied.  The  California  Commission  appeared  in  this  pro- 
ceeding to  protect  the  California  interests. 

CASES  PENDING. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  July  1,  1926,  the  following  active  litiga- 
tion was  pending : 

United  States  Supreme  Court. 

1.  Holmes  et  al.  vs.  Railroad  Commission. 

This  is  on  writ  of  error  -to  the  California  Supreme  Court  from  a 
decision  of  the  latter  affirming  a  decision  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
declaring  the  ]>etitioners  to  be  a  transportation  company,  operating 
between  fixed  termini  and  over  a  regular  route,  and  therefore  subject 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commi.ssion,  and  oi'dering  them  to  cease  and 
desist  from  further  operations,  unless  and  until  they  shall  have  obtained 
a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  permitting  them  so 
to  operate.  The  position  taken  by  the  petitioners  is  that  they  are 
purely  private  carriers  since  they  claim  to  be  operating  solely  under 
private  contract ;  that  they  do  not  operate  between  fixed  termini  or 
over  a  regular  route,  and  that  for  the.se  reasons  the  Commission  had  no 
jurisdiction  to  make  the  order  under  attack.  The  determination  of 
this  matter  will  probably  be  controlled  by  the  decision  of  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Frost  cO  Frost  vs.  Railroad  Commis- 
sion (supra). 

California  Supreme  Court. 
1.  Postal  Telcgraph-Cahlc  Compan]i  vs.  Railroad  Commission. 

This  proceeding  is  on  petition  for  writ  of  review  to  annul  an  order 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  directing  petitioners  to  cease  and  desist 
from  carrying  on  an  intrastate  telegraph  service  in  the  vicinity  of  El 
Centro,  in  Imperial  Valley,  without  a  certificate  that  public  convenience 
and  necessity  require  such  service.  The  position  of  the  petitioner  is 
that  authority  from  the  Commission,  in  the  way  of  a  certificate,  is 
not  necessary  because  it-  already  has  an  alleged  established  right  both 
from  the  state  and  the  federal  governments  to  conduct  its  intrastate 
telegraph  seiwice  in  this  area  without  further  requirements  on  the  part 
of  the  state. 
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2.  California  Fireproof  Storage  Compamj  vs.  Brnndige  et  al. 

This  is  a  ])etitinn  for  a  writ  of  mandate  ])rayinp:  that  the  Supreme 
Court  direct  the  Railroad  Commission  to  assume  jurisdiction  over  a 
complaint  tiled  before  the  Commission  by  the  petitioner  against  the 
Southern  California  Telephone  Company,  allegjin*;  that  certain  rates 
for  space  advertising'  and  for  bold  face  type  listings  in  the  classified 
section  of  the  company's  telei)hone  dii'ectory  had  been  increased  Avith- 
out  authority  having  been  first  obtained  from  the  Commission,  and 
that  such  increases  were,  therefore,  unlawful.  The  Commission  had 
been  of  the  opinion  that  such  advertising  service  was  not  of  a  public 
utility  character,  and  that  it  therefore  possessed  no  jurisdiction  over  it. 

3.  Huticr-lluilc  Canal  Coinpaiuj  vs.  IRailroad  Commission. 

This  is  a  petition  for  a  writ  of  review  to  annul  a  decision  and  order 
of  the  Commission,  dealing  with  certain  contracts  for  the  furni.shing 
of  water  by  ])elitioner;  with  the  valuation  of  petitioner's  properties 
for  rate-making  iiurposes,  and  generally,  with  petitioner's  water  rates. 
The  contention  of  the  petitioner  is  that  the  Railroad  Commission  did  not 
legally  pursue  its  authority,  but  acted  in  excess  of  its  jurisdiction  in 
fixing  the  rate  schedules  as  to  conti-act  holders  and  in  fixing  the  rate 
base. 

4.  Miller  <f;  Lux,  Inc.,  vs.  Railroad  Commission. 

This  is  a  petition  for  a  writ  of  review  to  annid  an  order  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  which  found  that  the  petitioner  was  operating 
a  public  utility  water  system,  and  ordered  it  to  file  with  the  Commission 
a  schedule  of  specified  rates  found  and  declared  to  be  reasonable,  and 
to  refund  to  the  consumers  cej'tain  sums  of  money  collected  for  water 
service.  The  contention  of  the  petitioner  is  that  the  Commission 
exceeded  its  jurisdiction  because  there  was  no  evidence  upon  which  to 
base  the  finding  that  the  ])etitioner  had  dedicated  its  properties  as  a 
public  utility. 

Superior  Courts. 

1.  Gardner  a's.  Bail  road  (commission. 

This  case,  which  has  been  pending  during  the  last  two  fiscal  years, 
involves  a  petition  for  an  injunction  in  the  superior  coiirt  of  the  county 
of  ]Marin,  asking  that  the  Railroad  Commission  be  ordered  not  to 
interfere  with  a  grade  crossing  over  the  tracks  of  the  Northwestern 
Pacific  Railroad  Company. 

2.  California  Transit  Company  et  al.  vs.  Board  of  Erjualization  et  al. 
This  is  a  proceeding  in  which  the  Railroad  Commission  is  named 

as  a  party  defendant,  alleging  in  substance  that  the  4  per  cent  gross 
revenue  tax  on  auto  stage  and  truck  transportation  companies  is  uncon- 
.•^titutional.  The  prayer  is  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants 
from  collecting  STich  tax. 

Interstate    Commerce    Commission. 

1.  Rate  Blrueture  Investigeition  (Docket  17000). 

2.  Western  Railroad  Bate  Increase  Application  (Ex  parte  87) . 

The  first  of  these  is  an  investigation  to  determine  the  extent  and 
manner  in  which  the  rate  structure  of  common  carriers  subject  to  the

Intei'state  Commerce  Act  is  in  any  i-espect  unlawful,  and  to  make,  in 
accordance  with  law,  such  changes,  adjustments  and  redistribution  in 
the  rate  structure  as  may  be  necessary  to  correct  any  defects  found  to 
exist.  The  second  involves  an  application  by  the  common  carrier  rail- 
roads in  what  is  known  as  the  Western  Uroup  Territory,  seeking  an 
increase  in  all  freight  rates  sufficient  to  furnish  a  net  return  of  five 
and  three-quarters  per  cent  on  the  value  of  the  railway  properties  of 
the  carriers.  By  a  supplemental  request,  the  carriers  are  now  asking 
for  an  advance  of  five  per  cent  in  their  freight  revenues,  suggesting  that 
the  increases  be  applied  principally  to  selected  commodities. 

3.  In  the  Matter  of  the  Consolidation  of  Railroads  of  Continental  United 

States  (Docket  No.  129G4). 
This  proceeding,  which  luis  lieen  pending  during  the  last  two  fiscal 
years,  was  initiated  i)ursuant  to  certain  provisions  of  the  Transportation 
Act  of  1920,  and  relates  to  jiossible  plans  for  the  consolidation  of  the 
railroads  of  Continental  United  States  into  "a  limited  number  of  sys- 
tems." The  Railroad  Commission  appeared  at  the  hearings  held  at 
San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles,  and  presented  evidence  dealing  with 
certain  railroad  problems  in  the  State  of  California  which,  in  its  opinion, 
had  relation  to  the  matter  under  consideration  by  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission. 

4.  Mutual  Creamery  Compani)  vs.  American  Raihvay  Express  Company 

et  al.  (Docket  No.  14047). 
This  is  a  proceeding  which  was  pending  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal 
year,  in  which  the  JMutual  Creamery  Company  of  Salt  Lake,  Utah,  filed 
a  complaint  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  alleging  that 
the  rates  of  the  American  Railway  Express  Company  maintained  for 
the  transportation  of  milk  and  cream  within  the  State  of  California 
were  preferential  to  milk  and  cream  shippers  in  C'alifornia,  and  dis- 
criminatory to  Utah  interests,  and  urging  the  establishment  of  a  uni- 
form schedule  of  rates.  The  schedule  of  rates  proposed,  if  placed  in 
effect,  will  result  in  a  considerable  increase  to  California  shippers  on 
short  hauls  of  approximately  ]2;'i  miles,  more  or  less.  The  California 
Commi&sion  intervened  in  the  proceeding  and  assisted  California  inter- 
ests in  presenting  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  testimony 
and  exhibits  showing  the  variable  climatic  conditions,  the  good  high- 
ways, the  triTck  competition,  and  other  influences  that  justify  the  pres- 
ent low  schedule  of  rates  in  elfect  in  CHlifornia.  The  matter  has  been 
taken  under  submission  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for  its 
decision. 

5.  Application  of  SoutJicrn  Pacific  Company  et  al.  to  Ahandon  Opera- 

tion of  Lines  in  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  (Docket  No.  3556). 
This  application,  which  has  been  pending  during  the  last  two  fiscal 
years,  involves  questions  in  connection  with  the  Los  Angeles  Union 
Terminal  proceedings  decided  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
during  the  fiscal  year.  See  City  of  Los  Angeles  vs.  Los  Angeles  and  Salt 
Lake  Bailroad  Company  et  al..  Docket  No.  14778,  among  the  list  of  cases 
decided  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Conuiiission  during  the  fiscal  year.) 
The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  decided  to  retain  jurisdiction  over 
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this  application  until  the  Union  Passenger  Terminal  proceedings  were 
finally  determined. 

STATISTICAL  SUMMARY. 

Since  the  reorganization  of  the  Commission  in  1911  it  has  made  17,029 
formal  orders  and  decisions.  During  that  .same  period  it  has  been  a 
party  to  167  eonrt  proceedings,  of  which  13  are  still  pending.  Of  these 
eases,  22  have  been  decided  against  the  Commission,  but  included  in 
these  are  5  whicli  have  been  reversed  by  later  action  of  the  California 
Supreme  Court :  4  were  test  cases,  and,  although  nominally  decided 
against  tlie  Commission,  in  reality  sustained  the  Commission  in  prin- 
ciple; and  1  which  actually  sustained  the  C'oiumission,  but  went  off  on 
a  minor  technical  i")oint. 

This  leaves  a  net  of  12  cases  actually  lost  during  these  15  years,  out 
of  the  167  cases  which  have  been  handled.  In  other  words,  the' 
forma]  action  of  this  Commission,  in  the  regulation  of  public  utilities 
in  California  as  expressed  in  over  17,000  decisions,  ha.s  been  reversed 
in  but  12  instances,  considerably  less  than  one-tenth  of  1  per  cent. 
This  record  is  rendered  more  important  by  the  fact  that  of  the  cases 
lost,  a  lai'ge  number  weiit  off  up(m  technical  questions  of  dedication  to 
public  use,  or  status  of  corporations  or  persons  as  public  utilitias. 
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Chapter  XIV. 
AUTO  STAGE  AND  TRUCK  DEPARTMENT. 

Two  court  decisions,  one  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  and  the 
other  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  California,  and  a  deeLsion 
by  the  Railroad  Commission,  made  the  fiscal  year  1925-26,  an  important 
period  in  the  matter  of  the  regulation  of  auto  stages  and  trucks  oper- 
ating over  the  highways  of  the  state  for  compensation.  Coming,  as  these 
decisions  did,  shortly  after  a  decision  by  the  California  Supreme  Court 
directing  the  Railroad  Commission  to  assume  jurisdiction  over  a  class 
of  transportation  companies,  haulers  of  farm  products  and  necessities, 
which,  by  amendment  to  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act, 
had  been  exempted  from  the  necessity  of  securing  a  certificate  of  public 
convenience  and  necessity  under  which  to  operate,  the  period  covered 
by  this  report  may  well  be  described  as  a  time  when  regulation  reached 
its  peak. 

So  far  as  actual  labor  attendant  upon  regulation  is  concerned,  June 
80,  1926,  marked  the  end  of  a  year  in  which  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck 
Department  of  the  Commission  was  taxed  to  the  utmost  limit  of  its 
capacity  to  meet  all  of  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  drastic  changes 
resulting  from  the  decrees  of  the  various  tribunals  to  which  had  been 
submitted  the  problems  arising  from  California's  efforts  to  regulate  auto 
stages  and  trucks  using  the  highways  in  the  business  of  transporting 
persons  or  property,  and  charging  for  the  service.  Indicating  the  volume 
of  the  work  involved  it  may  be  stated  that  the  statistical  record  of  the 
Commission  shows  that  from  July  1,  1925,  to  June  30,  1926,  54.6  per 
cent  of  the  applications  filed  with,  and  16.9  of  the  decisions  signed  by, 
the  Commission  were  auto  stage  and  truck  matters. 

Following  the  decision  of  the  State  Supreme  Court  declaring  uncon- 
stitutional that  part  of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act 
exempting  farm  haulers,  so-called,  from  the  necessity  of  obtaining  a 
eertifieate  from  the  Railroad  Commission  (which  decision  was  handed 
down  on  April  27,  1925,  in  proceedings  entitled  Franchise  Motor  Freight 
Association  et  al.  vs.  Clijde  L.  Seavey),  and  the  issuance  hy  the  court  of 
a  writ  of  mandate  directing  the  Commission  to  assume  jurisdiction  over 
that  type  of  carrier,  hundreds  of  truck  operators  filed  with  the  Com- 
mission applications  for  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity. 
This  aetivitv  began  just  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  vear  preceding  that  of 
1925-26. 

Previouslj'  the  Commission  had  held  that  it  had  jui'isdiction  over  all 
persons,  companies  or  corporations  using  the  highways  for  the  business 
of  transporting  persons  or  property  for  compensation,  or  as  common 
carriers,  this  expression  of  policy  being  voiced  in  a  proceeding  known 
as  the  "Frost  &  Frost  Case."  Its  importance  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
it  involved  hauling  under  private  contract.  Frost  &  Frost,  orange 
haulers  in  southern  CaliforniaV  taking  the  stand  that  the  Commission 
ewed  in  assuming  jurisdiction  over  that  type  of  hauling  concern,  car- 
ried the  matter  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  California.  That 
tribunal,  on  October  1,  1925,  aftiimied  the  judgment  of  the  Commission. 
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Following  is  the  full  text  of  the  decision  of  the  California  court,  also 
the  syllabus  as  printed  in  California  Decisions,  Vol.  70,  No.  3707 : 

L.  A.  No.  8473.     In  Bank.     Ocetober  1,  1925. 

JfARION  L.  FROST  and  WP^SLET  H.  FROST  (copartners  doing  business  under 
the  name  and  style  of  Frost  &  Frost  Trucking  Company).  Petitioners,  vs. 
RAILROAD  COMMISSION  OF  THE  STATE  OF  CALIFORNIA  and 
A.  J.  HAPPE,  Respondents. 

[1]  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transpoktation  Act — Amendment  of  1919 — 
Definition  of  Transportation  Companies — Private  Carriers — Statutory  Con- 
struction.— Section  1  of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act.  as  amended 
in  1919,  defines  the  term  "transportation  company"'  as  used  therein  to  include  every 
person  "operating  *  *  *  a„y  automobile,  jitney  bus,  auto  truck,  stage  or 
auto  stage  used  in  the  business  of  transportation  of  persons  or  property,  or  as  a 
common  carrier  for  compensation  over  any  public  highway  in  this  state  between 
fixed  termini  or  over  a  rej^ular  route,  *  *  *,"  and  while  tlie  definition  of  "trans- 
portation companies"  contained  in  that  section  as  originally  enacted  limited  the 
same  to  common  carriers,  nevertheless,  if  any  moaning  or  purpose  whatsoever  is  to 
be  ascribed  to  said  amendment,  it  can  only  be  the  meaning  and  purpose  of  extending 
the  act  to  make  it  applicable  also  to  private  carriers  of  the  sort  there  described. 

[2]  Id. — Private  Carriers — Regulation  hy  Railroad  Commission. — If  the 
legislature  is  competent  to  thus  define  "transportation  companies"  to  include  private 
carriers,  it  follows  that  they  can  not  raise  any  charge  or  rate  without  first  securing 
the  consent  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  can  not  accord  to  one  person  any  rate  or 
facility  different  from  that  accorded  to  any  other  person,  and  can  not  render  a 
transportation  service  for  any  rate  or  charge  less  than  that  named  in  the  tariff 
rates  established   by   the   Commission. 

[3J  Id. — Status  of  Private  Carriers — Suis.mission  to  Jurisdiction  of  Rail- 
road Commission. — A  carrier  who  files  with  the  Railroad  Commission  a  schedule 
of  his  routes,  tariffs  and  charges,  who  is  under  compulsion  to  render  transportation 
service  of  the  kind,  character  and  quality  prescribed  by  the  Commission,  who  is 
disabled  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  the  lendition  of  transportation  of  service  of 
any  kind,  quality  or  character  different  from  that  prescribed,  or  for  a  rate  of  com- 
pensation either  greater  or  less  than  the  prescribed  rate,  is  at  least  subjected  to 
the  disabilities  and  limitations  wliicli  circumscribe  a  public  or  common  carrier. 

[4]  Carriers — Puhlic  Utilii'ies — Use  of  Highways.— It  is  conceded  that  the 
state  has  no  power  by  mere  legislative  fiat,  oi'  even  by  constitutional  enactment,  to 
transmute  a  private  utility  into  a  public  utility,  or  a  private  carrier  into  a  public 
carrier,  but  the  state  does  have  the  power  either  to  grant  or  withhold  from  its 
citizens  the  privilege  of  using  its  public  liighways  for  tlie  i)arpose  of  transacting 
their   private   business   thereon. 

[5]  Id. — Use  of  Highways — Control  by  St.\te. — The  right  of  a  common  carrier 
to  use  the  public  higliways  for  the  conduct  of  his  business  as  such  is  not  a  vested 
or  natural  right,  but  is  a  mere  privilege  or  license,  which  the  legislature  may  grant 
or  withhold  in  its  discretion,  or  which  it  may  grant  upon  such  conditions  as  it 
may  see  fit  to  impose,  and  upon  principle,  no  reason  is  perceived  why  the  rule  should 
not  apply  with  equal  force  to  the  case  of  a  private  carrier  who  proposes  to  use  the 
street  as  a  place  of  private  business  or  as  the  chief  instrumentality  thereof. 

[6]  Auto  Stage  and  Tkuck  Transportation  Act — Use  of  Highways — 
Special  Privileges — State.^ — The  state  has  the  right,  in  the  granting  of  such 
special  privileges  in  its  public  highways,  to  require  that  the  recipient  thereof  in 
consideration  therefor  return  a  reasonable  quid  pro  quo  to  the  public,  and  such  in 
effect  was  what  was  done  in  and  by  the  1919  amendment  to  the  Auto  Stage  and 
Truck  Transportation  Act. 

[7]  Railroad  Com.mission^Regui.ation  of  Carriers — Jurisdiction — Con- 
stitutional Law. — Section  22  of  article  Xll  of  the  constitution,  which  provides 
that  the  Railroad  Commission  "shall  have  the  power  to  establish  rates  of  charges 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight  by  railroads  and  other  transportation 
companies,"  is  self-executing  to  the  extent  that  it  confers  upon  the  Commission 
regulatory  powers  over  companies  transporting  freight  or  passengers  as  common 
carriers  for  hire  on  the  public  highways  by  means  of  motor  trucks  and  automobile 
stages,  and  it  must  be  taken  as  settled  that  the  further  grant  of  authority  contained 
in   that   sectkm   that   "no   provision   of   this   constitution   shall   be   construed   as   a 
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limitation  upon  the  authority  of  the  legislature  to  confer  upon  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion additional  powers  of  the  same  kind  or  different  from  those  conferred  herein 
which  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  Railroad  Commission 
in  this  constitution,  and  the  authority  of  the  legislature  to  confer  such  additional 
powers  is  expressly  declared  to  be  plenary  and  unlimited  by  any  provision  of  this 
constitution,"  is  limited  to  such  additional  powers  as  are  cognate  and  germane  to 
the  regulation  of  railroads  and  other  transportation  companies. 

[8]  Id. — Regulation  of  Business  of  Private  Carriers. — The  regulation  of 
the  business  of  a  private  carrier  engaged  in  the  business  of  transporting  property  for 
iiire  upon  the  public  highways  between  fixed  termini  or  over  a  regular  route  is 
cognate  and  germane  to  the  regulation  of  the  business  of  a  common  carrier. 

[9]  Id. — Purpose  of  Regulation — Rates — Restriction  Upon  Competition. — 
The  primary  purpose  of  the  regulation  of  the  business  of  a  private  carrier  is  to 
secure  the  adequacy,  regularity  and  reliability  of  service  and  the  reasonableness  of 
rates  and  charges  therefor.  To  accomplisli  this  end  there  must  of  necessity  be  some 
restriction  upon  competition. 

[10]  Auto  Stage  and  Tuitck  Transportation  Act — Ricgulation  of  Private 
Carriers — Statutory  Construction. — The  regulation  of  private  carriers  when 
engaged  in  the  business  of  transportation  described  in  section  1  of  the  Auto  Stage 
and  Truck  Transportation  Act  is  cognate  and  germane  to  the  regulation  of  common 
carriers  engaged  in  like  business. 

[11]  Id. — Adoption  of  Procedural  Provisions  of  Pup.lic  Utilites  Act — 
Effect  on  Private  Carriers. — The  fact  that  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transporta- 
tion Act.  in  section  7  thereof,  adopts  by  reference  the  procedural  provisions  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Act  does  not  have  the  effect  of  rendering  the  former  act  inapplicable 
to  private  carriers. 

[12]  Id. — Regulation  of  Use  of  Highways — Statutory  Construction. — The 
Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act  does  not  purport  to  be  and  is  not  in 
fact  a  regulation  of  the  u.se  of  the  highways. 

[13]  Id. — Use  of  Highways  for  Private  Business — -Carriers — Regulation. — 
By  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act  the  state  offers  the  special 
privilege  of  using  the  public  highways  for  the  transaction  of  private  business,  a 
privilege  to  which  no  one  is  entitled  as  of  right.  But  the  offer  is  conditional  that 
the  offeree  shall  return  a  consideration  therefor  by  dedicating  his  property  to  the 
quasi  public  use  of  public  transportation  or.  at  least,  by  submitting  himself  to  the 
conditions,  regulations  and  restrictions  specified  in  the  act.  The  offeree  is  not  com- 
pelled to  submit  himself  to  those  conditions,  regulations  and  restrictions,  but  if 
lie  does  not  he  is  not  entitled  to  the  privilege  offered.  If  he  does  avail  himself  of  the 
offered  privilege  he  must  be  deemed  to  have  accepted  the  conditions  of  the  offer. 

Application  for  certiorari  to  review  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  com- 
manding petitioners  to  desist  from  transportation  of  property  by  auto  truck  over  a 
certain  route.     Writ  denied.

Review  to  annul  a  decision  and  order  of  the  respondent  Commission  command- 
ing petitioners  to  desist  from  the  transportation  of  property  by  auto  truck  over  a 
regular  route  and  between  fixed  termini  upon  the  public  highways  of  the  state  for 
compensation  unless  and  until  they  shall  obtain  a  certificate  of  public  convenience 
and  necessity  so  to  do  from  the  respondent  Commission.  Petitioners  were  engaged 
in  the  transportation  of  citrus  fruits  belonging  to  the  Redlands  Orange  Growers 
Association,  a  corporation,  between  the  city  of  Redlands  and  Los  Angeles  harbor 
in  this  state,  pursuant  to  a  contract  with  said  as.sociation.  Petitioners  were  brought 
regularly  before  the  Commission  to  answer  to  a  complaint  of  a  competing  carrier, 
who  was  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  property  between  those  points  as  a  common 
carrier  under  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  issued  by  the  Commis- 
sion, and  who  alleged  that  the  business  of  transportation  being  carried  on  by  peti- 
tioners under  their  contract  with  the  Redlands  Orange  Growers  Association,  without 
the  issuance  of  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity,  was  in  violation 
of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act  (Stats.  1917,  p.  330),  as  amended 
(Stats.  1919,  p.  457).  There  is  no  dispute  as  to  any  of  the  facts  herein.  All  of 
the  essential  facts  are  conceded  to  be  correctly  set  forth  in  the  allegations  of  the 
petition  and  the  exhibits  attached  thereto.    Petitioners  had  entered  into  a  purported 
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coutract  of  lease  with  flie  Ifeillauds  Orange  Orowers  Associntiou  whereby  petitioners 
purported  to  lease  to  the  association  cortain  auto  trucks  owned  by  petitioners  to 
be  used  by  the  association  in  tlie  transportation  of  its  fruit  from  Redlands  to  Los 
Angeles  harbor,  but  whicli  trucks  were  to  be  operated  in  sueli  transportation  by 
petitioners.  The  Conuuission,  after  an  analysis  of  the  provisions  of  the  purported 
lease,  found  and  determined,  correctly  as  we  think,  tliat  the  same  did  not  constitute 
a  lease  and  that  the  real  coutract  between  the  parties  was  a  coutract  for  transporta- 
tion wiiereby  petitioners  undertook  and  agreed  to  transport  the  fruit  of  the  associa- 
tion between  Redlands  and  Los  Angeles  harbor  during  the  period  of  time  and  for  tlie 
compensation  therein  specified.  The  correctness  of  this  conclusion  of  the  respondent 
('ommission  is  not  seriously  (juestioued  by  petitioners  herein,  and  the  question  is, 
therefore,  whether  one  who  is  engaged  as  a  business  in  the  transportation  of 
property  by  auto  truck  for  compensation  over  the  public  highways  of  the  state 
between  fixed  termini  and  over  a  regular  route,  but  operating  solely  under  a 
private  contract,  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Auto  .Stage  and  Truck  Trans- 
portation Act,  supra,  as  amended.  .Section  1  of  the  act  defines  the  term  "transporta- 
tion company"  as  used  tlierein  to  include  every  person  "operating  *  *  *  any 
automobile,  jitney  bus,  auto  truck,  stage  or  auto  stage  used  in  the  business  of 
transportation  of  persons  or  propert.y,  or  as  a  common  carrier,  for  compeusatiop 
over  any  public  highway  in  this  state  between  fixed  termini  or  over  a  regular  route, 
*  *  *"  (with  certain  exceptions  not  pertinent  herein).  The  italicized  words 
"business  of"  and  "or"  were  added  to  the  section  by  the  amendment  of  1919,  Peti- 
tioners would  have  us  in  construing  this  section  read  the  phrase  "or  as  a  common 
carrier"  as  if  it  were  "and  as  a  common  carrier,"  substituting  the  conjunctive  "and" 
in  place  of  the  disjunctive  "or,"  and  thus  conclude  that  the  act  as  amended  is 
applicable  only  to  those  who  are  engaged  in  such  business  of  transportation  as 
common  carriers.  [1]  We  are  unable  to  adopt  this  conclusion."  To  so  hold  would 
be  to  say,  in  effect,  that  the  legislature  accomplished  nothing  and  intended  notiiing 
by  this  amendment.  The  definition  of  "transportation  companies"  contained  in  this 
section  of  the  act  as  originally  enacted  plainly  and  unmistakably  limited  the 
same  to  common  carriers.  If  any  meaning  or  purpose  whatsoever  is  to  be  ascribed 
to  tlie  amendment  of  1919,  it  can  be  only  the  meaning  and  purpose  of  extending 
the  act  to  make  it  applicable  also  to  private  carriers  of  the  sort  there  described. 
The  question  then  arises  whether  under  the  provisions  of  the  state  and  federal 
constitutions  the  act  is  valid  in  its  application  to  such  private  carriers.  Various 
points  relating  to  this  question  are  ably  discussed  by  counsel  and  by  amid  curke 
who  have  filed  briefs  herein.  It  is  contended  in  behalf  of  petitioners  that  this  act 
in  its  application  to  private  carriers  has  the  effect  of  transforming  them  into  public 
carriers  by  legislative  fiat,  ("ounsel  for  respondents  vigorously  deny  that  such 
is  the  effect,  but  it  can  not  be  denied  that  the  provisions  of  the  act  as  applied  to 
private  carriers  do  closely  approximate  this  result.  Section  2  provides  that  no 
transportation  company  may  operate  "except  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,"  Section  3  foi'bids  such  operation  unless  a  permit  has  first  been  secured 
as  therein  provided,  and  requires  the  applicant  for  such  permit  to  specify  the  high- 
ways and  the  route  over  wliich  the  applicant  intends  to  operate,  and  furnish  descrip- 
tion of  each  vehicle  which  applicant  intends  to  use,  including  the  seating  capacity 
thereof  if  for  passenger  traffic,  or  tlie  tonnage  if  for  freight  traffic,  together  with  a 
.schedule  or  tariff  showing  the  passenger  fares  or  freight  rates  to  be  charged.  It 
provides  that  such  permit  may  be  issued  or  refused,  or  issued  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commission  the  public  convenience  and 
necessity  may  require.  It  provides  further  that  no  permit  so  issued  may  be  assigned 
or  transferred  without  the  consent  of  the  granting  authority.  Section  4  empowers  the 
Railroad  Commission  to  supervise  and  regulate  every  such  transportation  company, 
to  fix  its  rates,  fares,  charges,  classifications,  rules  and  regulations,  to  regulate  its 
accounts,  service  and  safety  of  operations,  to  require  the  filing  of  annual  and  other 
reports,  and  to  supervise  and  regulate  transportation  companies  "in  all  other 
matters  affecting  tlie  relationship  between  such  companies  and  the  traveling  and 
shipping  public."  Section  5  forbids  operation  evi-n  under  a  francliise  or  permit 
granted  by  any  incorporati'd  city  or  town,  city  and  county,  or  county,  without  first 
having  obtained  from  the  Railroad  Commission  a  certificate  declaring  that  public 
convenience  and  necessity  require  the  exercise  of  such  right  or  privilege,  and  provides 
further  that  the  Commission  may  attach  to  tlie  exercise  of  the  rights  granted  by 
such  certificates  such  terms  and  conditions  as  in  its  judgment  the  public  convenience 
and  necessity  may  require.  Section  6  forbids  the  issuance  of  any  stock,  stock  certifi- 
cate or  bond  by  .such  transportation  company  except  pursuant  to  an  order  first 
secured  from  the  Railroad  Commission.     Section  7  provides  that  as  to  applications 
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aud  complaints  and  procedure  subsequent  thereto  all  transportation  conipauies  will 
1)6  subject  to  regulation  by  the  (3ouiniission  "under  the  conditions  and  subject  to 
the  limitations  and  with  the  effect  specitied  in  the  public  utilities  act."  Section 
8  makes  the  violation  of  an.v  of  the  provisions  of  the  a'-t  or  of  any  order,  decision, 
rule,  regulation  or  direction  of  tlie  Commission  a  misdemeanor  and  prescribes  the 
punishment  therefor.  |2|  Furtliermore,  if  the  legislature  is  comiJCtcnt  to  thus  define 
"transportation  companies''  to  include  private  carriers,  it  follows  that  they  can  not 
raise  any  charge  or  rate  without  first  securing  the  consent  of  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion (Const.,  Art.  XII.  Sec.  20),  can  not  accord  to  one  person  any  rate  or  facility 
different  from  that  accorded  to  any  other  person  (Const.,  Art.  XII,  Sec.  21),  and 
can  not  render  a  transportation  service  for  any  rate  or  charge  less  than  that  named 
in  the  tariff  rates  established  by  the  Commission  (Const.,  Art.  XII,  Sec.  22). 
L3]  A  carrier  who  files  with  the  Railroad  Commission  a  schedule  of  his  routes, 
tariffs  and  charges,  who  is  under  compulsion  to  render  transportation  service  of  the 
kind,  character  and  quality  prescribed  by  the  Commission,  who  is  disabled  to  enter 
into  a  contract. for  the  rendition  of  transportation  service  of  any  kind,  quality  or 
character  different  from  that  prescribed,  or  for  a  rate  of  compensation  either  greater 
or  less  than  the  prescribed  rate,  is  at  least  subjected  to  the  disabilities  and  limitations 
which  circumscribe  a  public  or  common  carrier  (10  C.  J.,  37,  et  seg.).  [4]  It  is 
conceded  that  the  state  has  no  power  by  mere  legislative  fiat,  or  even  by  consti- 
tutional enactment,  to  transmute  a  private  utilit,v  into  a  public  utility,  or  a  private 
carrier  into  a  public  carrier  (Prodnccrx  Transportnlion  Co.  vs.  R.  R.  Comm.,  17G 
Cal.  499;  Associated  Pipe  Line  Co.  vs.  R.  R.  Comm..  17G  Cal.  018;  Van  Hoosear  vs. 
R.  R.  Comm.,  184  Cal.  553;  Allen  vs.  7?.  R.  Comm.,  179  Cal.  68;  Stratton  vs.  R.  R. 
Comm.,  186  Cal.  119;  McCullagh  vs.  R.  R.  Comm..  190  Cal.  13;  Richardson  vs. 
R.  R.  Comm.,  191  Cal  716  ;  Klatt  vs.  R.  R.  Comm..  192  Cal.  689 ;  Producers  Trans- 
portation Co.  vs.  R.  R.  Comm..  251  U.  S,  228).  It  is  argued  by  respondents,  how- 
ever, that  the  state  does  not  have  the  power  either  to  grant  to  or  witjihold  from  its 
citizens  the  privilege  of  using  its  public  highways  for  the  purpose  of  transacting 
their  private  business  thereon.  As  was  said  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  West  Virginia 
{Dickey  vs.  Dar.is,  76  W.  Ya.  576.  85  S.  E.  781)  : 

"The  right  of  a  citizen  to  travel  upon  the  highway  and  transport  his  property 
thereon  in  the  ordinary  course  of  life  and  business  differs  radically  and  obviously 
from  that  of  one  who  makes  the  highway  his  place  of  business  and  u-ses  it  for  private 
gain,  in  the  running  of  a  stage  coa'-h  or  omnibus.  The  former  is  the  usual  and 
oi'dinary  right  of  a  citizen,  a  common  right,  a  right  common  to  all;  while  the  latter 
is  special,  unusual  and  extraordinary.  As  to  the  former,  the  extent  of  legi-slative 
power  is  that  of  regulation  ;  but  as  to  the  later  its  power  is  broader  ;  the  right  may 
be  wholly  denied,  or  it  may  be  permitted  to  some  and  denied  to  others,  because  of 
its  extraordinary  nature.  This  distinction,  elementary  and  fundamental  in  character, 
is  recognized  by  all  the  authorities." 

The  argument  is  that  the  privilege  of  using  the  public  highways  as  a  place  for 
the  transaction  of  private  business  is  not  a  vested  right  but  a  privilege  which  the 
state  may  grant  or  withhold  at  its  pleasure  ;  that  luiving  the  right  to  withhold  such 
privilege  it  may  grant  the  same  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  it  may  see  fit 
to  impose  ;  tiiat  it  may  say  in  effect  to  the  applicant  for  such  special  privilege,  "I 
will  grant  you  the  privilege  of  using  the  public  highways  for  private  gain  in  the 
transaction  of  your  business  upon  the  condition  that  you  in  turn  shall  dedicate  the 
property  used  by  you  in  such  business  to  the  public  use  of  public  transportation." 
there  is  much  force  in  this  contention.  [5]  It  has  been  repeatedly  decided  that 
the  right  of  a  common  carrier  to  use  the  ijublic  highways  for  the  conduct  of  his 
business  as  such  is  not  a  vested  or  natural  right,  but  is  a  mere  privilege  or  license 
which  the  legislature  may  grant  or  withhold  in  its  discretion,  or  which  it  may  grant 
upon  such  conditions  as  it  may  see  fit  to  impose  (E.v  parte  Lee,  28  Cal.  App.  719, 
153  Pac.  922  ;  Uadfield  vs.  Liindin,  9S  AVash.  057.  168  Tac.  516  ;  L.  R.  A.  1918B 
909;  Ann.  Cas.  191SC  942;  Le  Blanc  vs.  Ciiii  of  Neiv  Orleans,  [La.]  70  Sou.  212; 
Orecne  vs.  Citi/  of  8an  Anto7iio.  [Tex.]  178  S.  W.  6;  Gis::arelli  vs.  Preshrey, 
[R.  I.]  117  Atl.  359;  Morin  vs.  Nuiian.  91  N.  J.  Law,  506,  103  Atl.  378;  Lutz  vs. 
City  of  'New  Orleans.  235  Fed.  97S ;  Cummins  vs.  Jones,  [Orel  155  Pac.  171; 
Packard  vs.  Banton,  264  U.  S.  140  ;  Memphis  81.  Rii.  Co.  vs.  Rapid  Transit  Co., 
133  Tenn.  99,  179  S.  W.  635;  Cuirona  vs.  Maijor,  etc.,  [Del.]  124  Atl.  658:  Taylor 
vs.  Smith,  [Va.]  124  S.  E.  259;  Scliooifcld  vs.  Seattle,  265  Fed.  726;  Ex  parte 
Tindall,  [Okla.]  229  Pac.  125;  Puh.  Service  Comm.  vs.  Pox,  160  N.  T.  S.  59; 
Ex  parte  Sullivan,  [Tex.]  178  S.  W.  537  ;  Child  vs.  Bemus,  17  R.  I.  230 ;  12  L.  R.  A. 
57 ;  Ex  parte  Bogle,  [Tex.]  179  S.  W.  1193 ;  Fifth  Ave.  Coach  Co.  vs.  N.  ¥.,  194 
N.  Y.  19;  21  L.  R.  A.   [N.  S.]   744;  Hi  Ann.  Cas.  095).     The  Supremo  Court  of 
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Washington  said  in  Hadfiehl  vs.  Linidiii.  supra:  "If  aii.v  proposition  may  be  said 
to  be  established  b.v  authority,  tlie  right  of  tlic  state  in  the  exercise  of  i<s  police 
power  to  prohibit  the  use  of  (lie  streets  as  a  place  of  private  business,  or  as  the 
chief  instruraentalit.v  in  conducting  such  business,  must  be  held  so  established. 
Nor  can  it  be  questioned  that  the  power  to  prohibit  includes  the  power  to  regulate 
even  to  the  extent  that  tlie  regulation  under  given  conditions  may  be  tantamount  to  a 
prohibition.  AVhere  the  power  to  prohibit  exists,  the  reasonableness  of  any  regula- 
tion is  palpably  a  legislative  question,  pure  and  simple."  The  foregoing  cases  all 
liad  to  do  with  the  right  of  common  carriers.  AVhether  the  same  rule  should  apply 
witli  equal  force  to  private  carriers  engaged  in  using  the  streets  as  a  place  of  private 
business  or  as  the  cliief  instrumentality  in  conducting  such  business  has  uot  been 
directly  passed  upon  in  any  case  which  has  come  to  our  notice  except  as  it  nuiy  be 
said  to  have  been  impliedly  adjudged  in  State  vs.  Price  [Wash.],  210  I'ac.  787. 
Upon  principle,  however,  we  iierceive  no  reason  why  the  rule  should  not  apply  with 
equal  force  to  the  case  of  a  private  carrier  who  proposes  to  use  the  street  as  a 
place  of  private  business  or  as  the  chief  instrumentality  thereof.  The  rule  does  not 
rest  upon  the  circumstance  alone  that  the  carrier  is  engaged  in  operating  a  public 
utility  and  that  his  business  is  therefore  affected  with  a  public  interest,  but  it 
rests  equally  upon  the  circumstance  that  lie  is  using  the  public  highways  as  th§ 
chief  instrumentality  of  a  private  business  conducted  for  private  gain.  In  other 
words,  he  is  en.ioying  a  special  privilege  in  the  higliways  wliich  are  constructed  and 
maintained  at  public  expense  and  designed  for  the  common  use  of  all.  Many  of 
the  cases  expressly  rest  their  decisions  upon  this  latter  ground.  [G]  We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  state  lias  the  right  in  tlie  granting  of  sucli  special  privileges  in  its 
public  highways  to  require  that  the  recipient  tliereof  in  consideration  therefor  return 
a  reasonable  (jiiid  pro  quo  to  the  jiublie  and  that  such  in  effect  is  what  was  done 
in  and  by  tlie  liJli)  amendment  to  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act. 
The  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  case  of 
Michigan  Puhllc  Utilities  Commission  vs.  Duke  (45  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  191),  seems  at 
first  blush  to  be  at  variance  with  this  conclusion,  but  we  think  that  upon  analysis 
it  will  be  found  not  to  conflict  therewith.  The  Jlichigan  statute  is  essentially  similar 
to  our  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act  in  its  relation  to  the  questions 
here  under  consideration,  except  that  it  expressly  provides  what  is  claimed  to  be 
the  necessary  implication  of  our  own  statute,  namely,  "any  and  all  persons 
*  *  *  engaged  *  *  *  in  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property  for  hire 
by  motor  vehicle,  upon  or  over  the  public  higliways  of  tliis  state  between  fixed 
termini  or  over  a  regular  route  shall  be  common  carriers  *  *  *"  It  also  pi'O- 
hibits  the  engaging  in  the  business  of  such  transportation  without  a  permit  from 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  which  sliall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the 
public  convenience  and  necessity,  and  re<iuires  tlii'  payment  of  fees,  the  carrying  of 
insurance  and  tlie  funiisliing  of  an  indemnity  bond.  Duke  was  engaged  in  the 
transportation  by  auto  truck  of  automobile  bodies  from  Detroit.  Micliigan,  to  Toledo, 
Ohio,  under  three  private  contracts  with  the  manufacturers  thereof.  He  had  been 
doing  such  hauling  for  some  years  and  Iiad  a  large  investment  in  property  used 
exclusively  for  that  purpose,  was  eng;iged  in  no  otlier  business  and  did  not  hold 
himself  out  as  a  carrier  for  the  public.  The  court  held  that  the  requirements  and 
limitations  of  the  statute  as  applied  to  him  would  impose  an  unlawful  burden  upon 
interstate  commerce.  It  also  said:  "Moreover,  it  is  beyond  the  power  of  the 
state  by  legislative  fiat  to  convert  property  used  exclusively  in  the  business  of  a 
private  carrier  into  a  public  utility,  or  to  make  the  owner  a  public  carrier,  for  that 
would  be  taking  private  property  for  public  u.se  without  just  compensation,  which 
no  state  can  do  consistently  witli  the  due  pro(?ess  of  law  clause  of  the  Fourteenth 
Amendment."  (Citing  cases.)  The  essential  difference  between  that  case  and 
this  rests  in  the  fact  tliat  Duke  was  operating  under  contracts  subsisting  before  and 
at  the  time  of  the  enactment  of  tlie  ^lichigan  statute,  wliieh  contracts  remained  in 
part  uniierfornied.  Tlie  statute  aft'orded  to  liim  no  liberty  of  choice.  It  required 
him  to  devote  liis  ])roperty  at  once  to  public  transportation  and  thus  would  have 
disabled  hiiu  to  perform  his  subsisting  contracts.  To  give  it  effect  in  its  applicatioa 
to  his  situation  would  have  been  to  impair  the  obligation  of  those,  contracts.  If 
the  contracts  under  which  petitioners  herein  are  operating  had  been  entered  into 
prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  101!)  amendment  to  our  statute,  and  had  been  then 
subsisting  and  unperformed,  petitioners  would  have  been  in  position  to  invoke  the 
authority  of  the  Duke  case.  But  petitioners'  contract  was  uot  made  until  1923,  and 
they  were  under  no  compulsion  to  enter  into  it.  They  were  free  to  elect  as  to 
whether  they  would  engage  in  the  business  of  transportation  upon  the  public  high- 
ways between  fixed  termini  or  over  a  regular  route  and  thus  subject  tliemselves  to 
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the  couilitious  iind  limitations  of  the  statute,  or  whether  they  would  refrain  from 
so  doiug  and  tints  retain  their  status  of  iiuregulated  private  carriers.  They 
voluntarily  chose  the  former  course  and  thereby  subjected  themselves  to  the  I'egula- 
tions  imposed  by  the  statute.  The  following  langtiage  from  the  opinion  in  Le  Blanc 
vs.  City  of  New  Orleans,  supra,  is  pertinent  in  this  connection  : 

"The  streets  of  the  cities  and  towns  in  Louisiana  being  among  the  things  that  are 
'public'  and  'for  the  common  use,'  no  individual  can  haye  a  property  right  in  such 
use  for  the  purposes  of  his  private  business,  unless,  speaking  generally,  that  business 
being  in  tlie  nature  of  a  public  service  or  convenience,  such  as  would  atitliorize  the 
grant,  the  right  has  been  granted  by  tlie  state,  which  alone  has  the  power  to  make 
or  authorize  it,  or,  by  the  particular  city  or  town,  acting  under  the  authority  of 
the  state,  and  in  such  case  the  right  can  be  exercised  only  in  accordance  with  the 
conditions  of  the  grant;  that  is  to  say,  an  individual  seeking,  but  not  possessing, 
a  right  of  that  kind  may  accept  the  grant,  with  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  offer, 
in  which  case  he  becomes  bound  by  the  conditions,  or  he  may  refuse  to  Jiccept  the 
conditions,  in  which  case  there  is  no  grant,  and  without  the  grant  so  offered,  or  some 
other,  from  the  authority  competent  to  make  it,  he  can  never  aco.uire  the  right  to 
make  use  of  a  street  as  his  place  of  business." 

Aside  from  the  foregoing  considerations  it  would  seem  that  the  fact  that 
petitioners'  business  is  of  necessity  carried  on  almost  wholly  upon  the  public  high- 
ways would  of  itself  cause  such  business  to  be  so  affected  with  a  public  interest  as 
to  subject  it  to  governmental  regulation,  but  as  this  point  has  not  been  discussed  by 
counsel,  we  do  not  pursue  it  further. 

It  is  contended  that  the  constitution  does  not  and  the  legislature  can  not  confer 
upon  the  Kailroad  Commission  jurisdiction  or  authority  to  supervise  or  regulate 
a  private  act  of  the  nature  involved  herein  or  the  business  of  a  private  carrier. 
|7|  The  constitution  provides  (Art.  XII.  Sec.  22):  "Said  commission  shall  have 
tlic  power  to  establish  rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and 
Ireight  by  railroads  and  other  transportation  companies."  In  the  case  of  Western 
Association  of  Short  Line  Kailroads  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  173  Cal.  S02,  it  was 
lield  that  this  section  of  the  constitution  was  self-executing  to  the  extent  that  it 
conferred  upon  the  Commission  regulatory  jjowers  over  companies  transporting 
freiglit  or  passengers  as  common  carriers  for  hire  on  the  public  highways  by  means  of 
motor  trucks  and  automobile  stages.  It  is  insisted  that  the  phrase  "other  trans- 
portation companies"  must  be  taken  to  mean  other  like  transportation  companies, 
that  is  to  say,  other  transportation  companies  which,  like  railroads,  operate  as 
common  carriers.  Section  22  of  article  XII  also  provides  that  "no  provision  of 
this  constitution  shall  be  construed  as  a  limitation  upon  the  authority  of  the  legis- 
lature to  confer  upon  the  railroad  commission  additional  powers  of  the  same  kind 
or  different  from  those  conferred  herein  which  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  powers 
conferred  upon  the  railroad  commission  in  this  constitution,  and  the  authority  of 
the  legislature  to  confer  such  additional  powers  is  expressly  declared  to  be  plenary 
and  unlimited  by  any  provision  of  this  constitution."  It  must  be  taken  as 
settled  that  tliis  grant  of  authority  to  confer  additional  powers  is  limited  (so  far 
as  applicable  to  the  question  here  under  consideration)  to  such  additional  powers 
as  are  cognate  and  germane  to  the  regulation  of  railroads  and  other  transportation 
companies  (Pac.  Telephone  eic.  Co.  vs.  Eshleman,  16G  Cal.  640;  ('(/;/  of  Pasadena 
vs.  R.  R.  Comm.,  183  Cal.  526  ;  City  of  San  liernardino  vs.  R.  R.  Comm.,  190  Cal. 
562).  The  question  thus  presented  is  whether  the  regulation  of  the  business  of  a 
private  carrier  engaged  in  the  business  of  transporting  property  for  hire  upon  the 
public  highways  between  fixed  termini  or  over  a  regular  route  is  cognate  and  ger- 
mane to  the  regulation  of  the  business  of  a  common  carrier  who  is  engaged  in  like 
transportation.  [S]  We  think  this  question  must  be  answered  in  the  affirmative. 
It  is  at  once  apparent  that  the  private  carrier  is  or  at  least  may  be  in  direct 
competition  with  the  public  carrier  who  is  operating  over  the  same  route  and  whose 
business  it  is  the  dut.v  of  the  Commission  to  supervise  and  regulate.  [9]  The 
primary  purpose  of  such  regulation  is  to  secure  the  adequacy,  regularity  and  reliabil- 
ity of  service  and  the  reasonableness  of  rates  and  charges  tlierefor  (Franchise 
Motor  Freight  Assn.  vs.  Seavi/,  69  Cal.  Dec.  478,  235  Pac.  1000).  To  accomplish 
this  end  there  must  of  necessity  be  some  restriction  upon  competition.  As  was  said 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Washington  :  "The  purpose  of  the  transportation  act 
*  *  *  ,  is  to  permit  the  establisliraent  of  regular  and  dependable  service  when- 
ever public  necessity  and  convenience  requires.  No  adequate  service  can  be  given 
without  proper  equipment  *  *  *  An  income  must  be  earned,  which  will  cover 
operating  costs  and  depreciation,  and  give  some  return  on  the  investment  or  the 
service  can  not  be  long  continued.     In  the  case  of  I'uhlic   Utilities  Commission  vs. 
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Gurviloch.  54  Utah  40r.,  181  Pac.  27J.  tlio  Supreme  Court  of  Utah  said:  'The  grant- 
ing of  a  certificate  of  conveuieu.-c  an<l  necessity  by  tlie  commission  to  CJiandler, 
therefore,  was  in  tiie  nature  of  a  limited  franchise,  whicli  autliorized  him  to  operate 
his  automobile  stage  line  over  the  route  designated  in  the  certificate  for  tiie  time 
and  under  the  conditions  therein  specified.  The  certificate,  therefore,  not  only 
confers  the  authority  to  operate  a  stage  line,  but  it  necessaril.v  also  affords  him  pro- 
tection against  any  one  wlio  unlawfully  interferes  with  the  right  thereby  conferred. 
If  such  is  not  the  legal  effect  of  the  ci-rtificate.  then  the  operation  of  utilities  may 
easily  become  detrimental  rather  than  beneficial  to  th(!  public  and  thus  result  in  a 
farce.'"  (Davis  vs.  Nickell,  120  Wash.  421,  218  Pac.  19S.)  If  petitioners  while 
engaged  in  transportation  business  of  the  kind  and  cluiracter  described  in  the 
Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act  may  exempt  themselves  from  all  of  the 
limitations  and  conditions  of  that  act  by  tlie  simple  device  of  entering  into  a  special 
contract  for  such  transportation  there  is  no  limit  to  the  extent  to  which  they  may 
avail  themselves  of  such  device.  If  they  may  make  one  such  contract  they  may 
with  e(iual  right  make  a  dozen  or  a  hundred.  By  this  means  they  could  take  away 
from  their  competitor,  who  is  operating  as  a  common  carrier  under  the  restrictions 
and  limitations  imiwsed  by  the  act,  all  of  the  most  profital)le  and  least  burdensome 
of  his  business  leaving  him  obligated  to  carry  tlie  unprofitable  remainder  thereof! 
and  thus  disable  him  to  render  the  service  which  the  public  interest  requires.  Trans- 
portation companies  could  thus  .secure  all  of  the  si)ecial  privileges  afforded  to  common 
carriers  without  assuming  an.v  of  their  duties  or  obligations.  This  would,  of  course, 
defeat  in  large  measure  the  purpose  not  only  of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck 
Transportation  "Act,  but  of  the  constitutional  provision  conferring  .jurisdiction  upon 
the  Railroad  Oommission  to  regulate  tiansportatiou  companies.  The  language  of 
this  court  in  the  case  of  Western  Association  etc.  vs.  Jiailroad  Commission,  supra, 
while  used  in  a  different  connection  is.  nevertheless,  pertinent  to  the  present  con- 
sideration. It  was  there  said  :  "■  *  *  *  It  is  not  only  a  matter  of  common 
knowledge,  but  is  presented  in  these  cases,  that  in  many  instances  these  unregulated 
companies  interfere  sei'iously  with  the  revenues  of  controlled  public  utilities,  a 
percentage  of  whose  revenues  goes  by  way  of  taxes  to  the  support  of  the  state." 
[10 J  We  are  satisfied  that  the  regulation  of  private  cari'iers  when  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  transportation  described  in  section  1  of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transporta- 
tion Act  is  cognate  and  germane  to  the  regulation  of  common  carriers  engaged  in  like 
business.  This  conclusion  is  suggested,  though  not  deci<l<'d.  in  the  case  of  Vitu  of 
Pasadena  vs.  7»*.  R.  Comm.,  supra,  wherein  it  was  said  :  "Considering  all  these  circum- 
stances, the  only  reasonable  conclusion  is  that  the  authority  intended  to  be  given  to 
the  legislature  by  this  section  to  confer  powers  upou  the  railroad  commission  must  be 
limited  to  the  subject  of  powers  over  ' ommon  (carriers  and  transportation,  and  the 
control  and  regulation  thereof  by  the  Commission,  and  .inch  other  things  as  may  be 
nccessaru  or  convmicnt  for  the  pro/trr  and  effectual  ercrcise  of  such  powers  of 
regulation  and  control."      (Italics  added.) 

Ill]  The  fact  that  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Tiansportatiou  Act,  in  section 
7  thereof,  adopts  by  reference  the  procedural  provisions  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Act  does  not  have  the  effect  of  rendering  the  former  act  inapplicable  to  private 
carriers.  The  fact,  for  example,  that  .section  8G9  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure, 
in  title  11  thereof  relating  to  justices  courts,  adopts  by  reference  certain  provisions 
of  title  7  relating  to  superior  courts,  does  not  have  the  effect  of  making  justices  courts 
courts  of  record.  It  is  conceded  that  the  I'ublic  Utilities  Act  applies  only  to 
public  utilities  and  does  not  of  its  own  force  apply  lo  any  private  carrier,  but 
this  fact  does  not  disable  the  legislature  to  extend  its  procedural  provisions  by 
subsequent  legislation  so  as  to  make  them  applicable  to  other  subjects. 

[12]  We  agree  with  amici  curiw  for  the  petitioners  that  the  Auto  Stage  and 
Truck  Transportation  Act  does  not  purjjort  to  be  and  is  not  in  fact  a  regulation  of 
the  use  of  the  highways  (Buck  vs.  KiuikendaU,  45  Sup.  Ct.  Rep  324;  People  vs. 
Yahne.  G9  Cal.  Dec.  35G,  235  Pac.  50).  This  renders  it  unnecessary  to  discuss  the 
various  contentions  of  amici  curite  based  upon  the  hypothesis  that  the  act  might  be 
so  construed.  The  contentions  that  the  act  takes  private  property  for  public  use 
without  compensation  in  violation  of  section  13  of  article  I  of  the  state  constitution 
and  of  section  1  of  the  fourteenth  amendment  to  the  federal  constitution,  and  that 
it  violates  the  due  process  clause  of  the  fourteenth  amendnient  are  based  upon 
tlie  predicate  that  the  effect  of  the  act  is  to  transmute  a  private  carrier  into  a 
public  carrier  against  his  will  by  legi-slative  fiat.  As  we  have  indicated  above,  our 
view  is  that  the  act  does  not  and  can  not  have  this  effect.  What  the  act  does,  in 
effect,    is   to   make   a   conditional   offer   of  a   special   privilege.      The   offeree    is   not

eutitled  to  this  privilege  as  a  matter  of  right  and  therefore  in  order  to  obtain  it 
he  must  submit  to  the  conditions  attached  to  the  offer.  He  is  not  compelled  to  submit 
to  these  conditions,  but  if  he  does  not  do  so  he  can  not  avail  himself  of  the  privilege. 
If  he  does  avail  himself  of  the  privilege  under  these  circumstances,  he  is  deemed 
to  have  thereby  consented  to  the  conditions.  An  analogous  situation  is  presented 
by  the  provisions  of  article  I,  section  14  of  our  constitution,  which  provides  that  the 
taking  of  private  property  for  a  logging  or  lumbering  railroad  "shall  be  deemed  a 
taking  for  a  public  use,  and  any  person,  firm,  company  or  corporation  taking  private 
property  under  the  law  of  eminent  domain  for  such  purposes  shall  thereupon  and 
thereby  become  a  common  carrier."  This  is  simply  an  offer  of  a  special  privilege  to  an 
offeree  who  is  not  otherwise  entitled  to  it  upon  condition  that  he  return  the  quid 
pro  quo  spccitied  therein.  If  the  owner  of  a  private  logging  railroad  should  avail 
himself  of  this  offered  privilege  by  exercising  the  right  of  eminent  domain,  it  can 
not  be  seriously  doubted  that  he  would  thereby  become  a  public  carrier.  In  such 
case  it  could  not  be  said  that  his  property  had  been  taken  for  public  use  without 
compensation,  but  rather  it  should  be  said  that  he  had  voluntarily  dedicated  it  to  the 
public  use,  or  quasi  public  use.  of  common  carriage,  and  that  his  compensation 
therefor  was  the  special  privilege  which  he  obtained  thereby  and  to  which  he  was 
not  otherwise  entitled.  Having  voluntarily  elected  to  accept  this  privilege  as 
compensation  he  would  not  be  heard  thereafter  to  assert  that  it  was  not  adequate 
compensation.  [13]  By  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act  the  state 
offers  the  special  privilege  of  using  the  public  highways  for  the  transaction  of 
private  business,  a  privilege  to  which  no  one  is  entitled  as  of  right.  But  the  offer 
is  conditional  that  the  offeree  shall  return  a  consideration  therefor  by  dedicating  his 
property  to  the  quasi  public  use  of  public  transportation  or,  at  least,  by  submitting 
himself  to  the  conditions,  regulation  and  restrictions  specified  in  the  act.  The  offeree 
is  not  compelled  to  submit  himself  to  those  conditions,  regulation  and  restrictions, 
but  if  he  does  not  he  is  not  entitled  to  the  privilege  offered.  If  he  does  avail 
himself  of  the  offered  privilege  he  must  be  deemed  to  have  accepted  the  conditions 
of  the  offer. 

The  demurrer  to  the  petition  is  sustained  and  the  order  to  show  cause  is  dis- 
charged.

The  immediate  result  of  the  declaration  by  the  state  Supreme  Court 
that  the  Railroad  Commission  was  not  in  error  when  it  assumed  juris- 
diction over  the  so-called  contract  carriers,  was  a  lai'ge  increase  in  the 
number  of  applicants  for  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity 
under  which  to  conduct  auto  trucking  operations  on  the  highways  for 
compensation.  Many  who  had  not  applied  for  certificates  under  the 
"farm  haul"  decision  sought  certificates  to  operate  as  "contract  haul- 
ers" but  by  far  the  larger  nuinl)er  sought  authority  to  serve  the  general 
public. 

The  service  pro]io.sed  to  be  performed  liy  the  applicants  was,  indeed, 
varied.  Some  asked  for  certificates  authorizing  them  to  serve  between 
fixed  points  as  carriers  of  certain  commodities,  such  as  rock,  sand, 
gravel,  hot  asphaltum,  garliage,  etc.  Others  asked  for  certificates  per- 
mitting them  to  operate  liotween  all  points  between  Siskiyou  and  San 
Diego,  while  others  proposed  to  limit  their  field  of  activiti(-s  to  districts 
described  as  Southern  Californiti,  S'ln  Joaquin  Valley,  the  Oil  Fields, 
Imperial  Valley  and  Sacramento  Valley.  The  greater  number,  however, 
asked  the  Commission  to  issue  to  them  a  certificate  permitting  them  to 
operate  within  a  certain  radius  of  a  designated  point. 
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Ben  Moore  (following  the  decision  generally  described  as  tlie  Critten- 
den Decision)  filed  an  application  for  a  certificate  authorizing  him  to 
operate  an  auto  trucking  service  between  all  points  within  a  radius  of 
75  miles  of  Sanger.  A  public  hearing  on  the  application  was  held  at 
Fresno  and  on  December  31,  1925,  the  Railroad  Commission  ordered 
that  the  application  be  dismissed,  basing  its  order  on  a  finding  that  the 
Commission  had  certificating  jurisdiction  only  over  carriers  proposing 
a  service  between  fixed  points  or  over  a  regular  route  or  routes.  The 
order  of  dismissal  was  signed  by  Commissioners  George  D.  Squires,  Ezra 
W.  Decoto  and  Leon  0.  Whitsell,  Commissioners  H.  W.  Brundige  and 
C.  L.  Seavey,  dissenting. 

Following  is  the  full  text  of  Decision  No.  15818,  issued  by  the  Rail- 
road Commission  in  the  matter  of  Application  No.  11303,  filed  by  Ben 
Moore,  also  the  full  text  of  the  dissenting  opinion : 

OPINION. 

By  his  application  in  tliis  proceeding,  as  amended  at  the  hearing,  the  applicant, 
Ben  Moore,  seei<s  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  uecessit.v  authorizing  the 
opeiation  of  an  automotive  truck  service  for  the  tiausportation  of  general  freight, 
including  farm  and  factory  products,  between  Sanger  and  any  or  all  surroundiug 
points,  from  farm  to  farm,  farm  to  packing  bouse,  packing  house  to  packing  house, 
and  to  railroads  and  miscellaneous  other  points  not  specifically  named,  within  a 
radius  of  75  miles  from  Sanger.  No  regular  schedule  is  proposed,  the  amended 
application  stating : 

"No  regularly  established  schedules  as  to  points  to  and  from  which  hauling 
is  done  or  to  be  done,  or  as  to  time,  it  having  to  be  hauled  when  ready  and 
from  the  point  *  *  *  farm  where  grown  and  they  are  legion,  or  from 
packing  house  to  packing  house,  or  from  packing  house  to  farm  and  innumer- 
able other  points  within  a  radius  of  75  miles  from  Sanger,  approximately, 
*     *     *" 

The  service  proposed  in  this  application  is  entirely  an  "on  call"  service,  that  is 
to  .say,  applicant  proposes  to  operate  his  trucks  between  any  points  in  this  general 
territory  whenever  business  is  offered.  The  proposed  rates  are  based  upon  a 
mileage  scale,  and  because  of  the  type  of  service  to  be  offered  they  are  not  pro- 
posed to  be  published  between  specifically  named  points.  Applicant's  equipment 
consists  of  two  Chevrolet  one-ton  trucks,  and  he  states  that  for  the  past  four  years 
he  has  been  operating  a  general  trucking  business  between  farms  and  other  points 
in  and  about  the  Sanger  area. 

A  public  hearing  in  this  matter  was  held  before  Examiner  Austin  at  Fresno  on 
September  1,  2  and  3,  1925.  this  proceeding  having  been  consolidate<l  for  hearing 
with  Applications  Nos.  11265,  11273,  11299,  11302,  11304,  11333,  11307  and  11540. 
Evidence  was  offered,  the  matter  was  duly  submitted,  and  it  is  now  ready  for  decision. 

The  record  shows  that  approximately  97  per  cent  of  applicant's  business,  exclusive 
of  that  handled  locally  within  the  tov>n  of  Sanger,  where  applicant  maintains  his 
headquarters,  consists  of  the  transportation  of  farm  and  orchard  products  and 
manure  between  divers  farms  and  packing  houses,  together  with  occasional  ship- 
ments between  packing  houses  and  freight  cars  which  have  been  spotted  at  points 
inconvenient  for  direct  loading  from  the  packing  house.  The  balance  includes 
movements  of  other  miscellaneous  commodities,  principally  local  movements  of  house- 
hold goods  and  furniture  to  and  from  farms.  The  back  haul  to  the  farms  consists 
principally  of  manure.  In  addition,  applicant  hauls  wood,  rock  and  sand,  which  he 
purchases  and  sells,  these  commodities,  however,  not  being  hauled  for  others  for  com- 
pensation. About  95  per  cent  of  this  hauling  is  confined  to  the  territory  within  a 
radius  of  15  miles  from  Sanger,  shipments  moving  to  points  outside  of  this  area  being 
limited  to  emergency  calls.  Applicant's  business  is  what  may  be  termed  a  general 
trucking  business.  He  does  not  operate  nor  pi-opose  to  operate  usually  or  ordinarily 
between  any  definitely  fixed  termini,,  nor  over  any  particular  route  or  routes,  but  is 
engaged  merely  in  general  haulage  within  a  general  area. 

The  applicant  called  witnesses  who  described  the  production  of  fruit  (both  citrus 
and  deciduous)  and  vegetables  in  the  vicinity  of  Sanger  and  the  need  for  a  trucking 
service    to    handle    these   products   from    the    orchards   and    farms    to    the    packing

houses  and  between  packing  houses.  There  is  no  question  as  to  the  need  for  general 
trucking  of  farm  and  other  products  within  this  area,  and  it  was  shown  that  the 
volume  of  fruit  and  vegetables  produced  is  so  great  that  at  peak  periods  it  will 
tax  the  facilities  of  all  the  trucking  concerns  in  Sanger.  Applicant  alone  could 
not  possibly  expect  to  handle  all  of  the  movement. 

The  granting  of  this  application  was  protested  by  T.  J.  Black,  Askin,  Ogilvie 
&  Ogilvie.  D.  H.  Itowlaud  and  George  A  Bigard  (applicants  in  Applications  Nos. 
11265,  11273,  11302  and  11304,  heard  with  this  application),  Dinuba  Truck  Line, 
H.  Frasher  Truck  Line,  Coalinga-Fresno  Truck  Line,  J.  O.  Bray,  A.  L.  Morgan  & 
Sons,  Visalia  Truck.  G.  C.  Scribner  &  Sou.  Sanger  Truck  (Triangle  Transfer), 
Kings  River  Transportation  ComiJany.  California  Highway  Express,  Bekins  Van 
Lines,  San  Joaquin  Valley  Transportation  Company.  Bacon  Service  Corporation, 
W.  R,  Miles  Stage  Line,  Southern  Pacific  Company,  Visalia  Electric  Railway 
Comijany,  Fresno  Traction  Company  and  American  Railway  Express  Company. 
Protestants  California  Highway  Express,  Bekins  Van  Lines  and  San  .Joaquin 
Valley  Transportation  Company  introduced,  by  reference,  their  tariffs  and  time 
schedules  covering  their  operations  in  this  general  territory  and  at  the  hearing  it 
was  stipulated  by  all  parties  that  they  were  operating  therein  in  accordance  with 
their  certificates.  These  protestants  also  obtained  a  stipulation  from  this  applicant 
that  he  would  not  transport  furniture  or  liousehold  goods  beyond  a  radius  of  ten 
miles  from  Sanger.  No  testimony  relative  to  this  proceeding  was  offered  by  the 
other  protestants,  the  evidence  submitted  by  the  applicants  in  Nos.  11265,  11273, 
11802  and  11304  (protestants  herein)  in  support  of  their  respeetive  applications 
having  no  bearing  on  this  proceeding. 

This  application  is  representative  of  a  large  number  of  applications  for  certifi- 
cates of  public  convenience  and  necessity  covering  such  general  trucking  operations 
which  have  recently  been  filed  with  this  Commission  under  what  we  believe  to  be 
the  mistaken  theory  that  the  Railroad  Commission  possesses  certificating  jurisdic- 
tion over  such  operations  under  the  provisions  of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck 
Transportation  Act  (chapter  213,  Statutes  of  1917,  as  amended).  It  is  our 
opinion  that  this  statute,  whicii  confers  jurisdiction  upon  this  Commission  to 
grant  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  for  the  operation  of  motor 
vehicles  for  compensation  on  and  over  the  highways  of  this  state  between  fixed 
termini  or  over  regular  routes,  does  not  cover  the  type  of  operation  herein  proposed. 
As  above  mentioned,  this  applicant  does  not  allege  in  his  petition  that  he  intends 
to  operate  over  any  regular  route  or  between  any  p.irticular  fixed  termini,  and 
the  evidence  at  the  hearing  shows  tliat  lie  contemplates  only  a  general  trucking 
business  of  an  "on  call"  character  from  any  point  to  any  other  point  where  he  may 
be  summoned  within  an  area  having  the  city  of  Sanger  as  its  center  and  extending 
75  miles  therefrom  in  all  directions. 

Subdivision  (c)  of  section  1  of  t!ie  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act, 
supra,  reads  as  follows : 

"The  term  'transportation  company,'  when  used  in  this  act,  means  every 
corporation  or  person,  their  lessees,  trustees,  receivers  or  trustees  appointed 
by  any  court  whatsoever,  owning,  controlling,  operating  or  managing  any 
automobile,  jitney  bus,  auto  truck,  stage  or  auto  stage  used  in  the  business 
of  transportation  of  persons  or  property,  or  as  a  common  carrier,  for  compensa- 
tion, over  any  public  liighway  in  this  state  hctirccn  fixed  termini  or  over  a 
regular  route,  and  not  operating  exclu.sively  within  the  limits  of  an  incorporated 
city  or  town  or  of  a  city  and  county."     (Italics  added.) 

Subdivision  (e)  of  the  same  section  reads  as  follows: 

"The  words  'between  fixed  termini  or  over  a  regular  route,'  when  used  in 
this  act,  mean  tlie  termini  or  route  between  or  over  which  any  transportation 
company  usually  or  ordinarily  operates  any  automobile,  jitney  bus,  auto  truck, 
stage  or  auto  stage,  even  tliougii  there  may  be  departures  from  said  termini 
or  route,  whether  such  departures  be  periodic  or  irregular.  Whether  or 
not  any  automobile,  jitney  bus,  auto  truck,  stage  or  auto  stage  is  operated  by 
a  transportation  company  'between  fixed  termini  or  over  a  regular  route' 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act  shall  be  a  question  of  fact  and  the  finding  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  thereon  sliall  be  final  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  review." 
(Italics  added.)  — 

Section  2  of  said  act  reads  as  follows  : 

"No  corporation  or  person,  their  lessees,  trustees,  i-eceivers  or  trustees 
appointed  by  any  court,  whatsoever,  shall  operate  any  automobile,  jitney  bus, 
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auto  truck,  stage  or  auto  stage  for  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property 
for  compensation   on   any   public^  highway  in   this  state   except  in   accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act." 
Section  4  of  the  act  confers  jurisdiction  on  tlie  Railroad  Commission  to  supervise 

and  regulate  transportation  companies  by  automobile  as  therein  defined,  and  section 

5  reads  as  follows  : 

"No  transportation  cdnpauy  shall  hereafter  begin  to  operate  any  auto- 
mobile, jitnev  bus.  auto  truck,  stage  or  auto  stage  for  the  transportation  of 
persons  or  property,  for  compensation,  on  any  public  highway  in  this  state 
without  first  having  obtained  from  the  Railroad  Commission  a  certificate 
declaring  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  require  such  operation,  but  no 
such  certificate  shall  be  required  of  any  transportation  company  as  to  the 
fixed  termini  between  which  or  the  route  over  which  it  is  actually  operating 
in  good  faith  at  the  time  this  act  becomes  effective,  or  for  the  operations 
exclusively  within  the  limits  of  an  incorporated  city,  .town,  or  city  and 
county."      (Italics  added.) 

We  believe  that  it  is  impossible  to  ignore  the  terms  "between  fixed  termini  or 
over  a  regular  route"  as  used  in  this  .statute,  and  if  effect  is  to  be  given  to  the  words 
"fixed"  and  "regular"  as  therein  used,  the  plain  meaning  of  these  provisions  is  that 
the  Railroad  Commission  is  without  lawful  autliority  to  grant  or  withliold  certificates 
of  public  convenience  and  necessity  to  operate  automobiles  upon  the  public  highways 
of  the  state  unless  the  applicants  therefor  intend  to  and  do  operate  over  regular 
routes  or  between  fixed  termini.  As  above  noted,  the  legislature  carefully  defines 
those  terms,  and  in  the  prohibitory  provisions  of  section  5  refers  to  them.  While 
it  is  true  that  subdivision  (c)  of  section  1  confers  upon  the  Commission  jurisdiction 
to  determine  as  a  question  of  fact  M-hether  or  not  any  automobile  transportation 
company  is  actually  operating  "between  fixed  termini  or  over  a  regular  route."  we 
think  this  is  prospective  in  effect  and  does  not  authorize  this  Commission  to  declare 
that  a  company  is  operating  between  such  termini  and  over  such  a  route  when,  in  fact, 
the  company  does  not  do  so  and  does  not  intend  doing  so.  This  subdivision 
clearly  lefers  to  cases  covered  by  the  last  clause  of  section  5  and  authorizes  the 
Commission  to  confine  operators  who  were  actually  in  business  prior  to  the  enactment 
of  the  statute  to  fi.rcd  termini  and  reoiihir  routes.  In  short,  in  our  opinion,  the 
statute  does  not  cover  or  apply  to  operation,  either  prior  or  sub.sequent  to  the  passage 
of  the  act.  unless  it  be  between  fixed  termini  or  over  a  regular  route  or  routes. 

Since  applicant  has  not  brought  himself  within  the  provisions  of  the  statute, 
we  possess  no  power  to  grant  him  a  certificate  and  his  application  should  be  dis- 
missed.    An  order  will  be  entered  accordingly. 

ORDER. 

Application  having  been  made  by  Ben  Moore  for  a  certificate  of  public  convenience 
and  necessity  to  operate  a  general  truck  or  automobile  freight  service  at  Sanger, 
California,  and  surrounding-  vicinity,  the  matter  having  been  heard  and  submitted, 
and  being  now  ready  for  decision,  and  the  Commission  for  the  reasons  above  noted 
being  of  the  opinion  that  it  possesses  no  jurisdiction,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Tran.sportation  Act  (chapter  213,  Statutes  of  1917,  as 
amended),  to  issue  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  aiid  necessity  for  the  operation 
here  in  question  ; 

It  is  hereby  ordered,  that  said  application  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  dismissed. 
The  effective  date  of  this  order  shall  be  twenty   (20)    days  from  and  after  the 
date  hereof. 

Opinion  by  Bruxdice  and  Seavey  dissenting. 
In  the  majority  opinion  there  is  an  attempt  to  determine  a  single  question.     That 
question  is  whether  an  operation  covering  a  specified  operation,  such  as  herein  was 
applied  for— i.e..  over  all  roads  within  a  definitely  stated  number  of  miles  from  any 
town  or  central  point— is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission. 
The  majority  opinion  states  : 

"It  is  our  opinion  that  this  statute,  which  confers  jurisdiction  upon  this 
Commission  to  grant  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  for  the 
operation  of  motor  vehicles  for  compensation  on  and  over  the  highways  of  this 
state  between  fixed  termini  or  over  regular  routes,  does  not  cover  the  type  of 
operation  herein  proposed." 
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With  the  conclusion  that  an  oj)eiatiou  between  a  given  point  of  origin  and  all 
points  within  a  definite  number  of  miles  from  such  point  of  origin  does  not  bring 
such  operation  within  the  meaning  of  "fixed  termini"  as  defined  in  the  act.  we  can  not 
agree.  The  word  "terminus"  used  in  this  connection  means  merely  the  end — the 
point  beyond  which  service  is  not  undertaken  or  given.  The  act  uses  the  plural  form 
of  the  word,  indicating  that  there  may  be  an  indefinite  number  of  such  ends. 

An  oijerator  in  Minnesota  recently  attacked  an  order  of  the  ^linnesota  Railroad 
and  Warehouse  Commission  alleging,  among  other  things,  that  it  did  not  operate 
"between  fixed  termini  or  over  regular  route."  Judge  Nye  of  the  District  Court  of  the 
Fourth  Judicial  District  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  on  November  24,  1925,  in  the 
case  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  vs.  Boyd  Transfer  and  Storuije  Company,  rendered 
an  opinion,  the  reasoning  of  which  seems  so  sound  and  so  applicable  to  the  facts 
here  presented  that,  while  we  recognize  it  does  not  carry  the  weight  of  a  decision  by 
a  higher  court,  we  wish  here  to  iiresent  certain  extracts  as  in  accord  with  our  own 
views.    They  are  as  follows  : 

"It  seems  to  the  court  that  defendant's  operations  are  'between  fixed  termini' 
as  found  by  the  commission.  Defendant  transports  between  villages  and  cities 
within  Minnesota  as  many  truck  loads  of  household  furniture  as  the  public 
offers  for  such  transportation.  Between  any  two  named  cities  or  villages 
defendant  may  carry  one  load  per  day,  or  one  load  per  week,  or  one  load  per 
month.  But  it  carries  all  it  can  get  in  any  event.  In  this  respect  such  trans- 
portation is  not  different  from  carload  shipments  over  an  ordinary  railroad. 
The  fixity  of  the  termini  does  not  depend  upon  the  frequency  of  shipments.  It 
appears  that  defendant  charges  for  a  fixed  mileage  between  the  villages  or  cities, 
witliout  regard  to  the  point  inside  of  any  cit.v  or  village  where  the  transportation 
begins  or  ends.  Thus  defendant  itself  has  fixed  the  termini  upon  which  its 
charges  are  made  as  the  villages  or  cities  between  which  its  transportation 
occurs.  But  irrespective  of  this  fact,  there  is  both  reason  and  authority  to 
support  the  conclusion  that  the  operations  of  defendant  are  'between  fixed 
termini'  within  the  meaning  of  that  term  as  used  in  the  Minnesota  act  and 
other  similar  statutes." 

The  court  discusses  the  general  intent  of  the  Minnesota  law  as  follows: 

"The  act  clearly  shows  a  legislative  intent  to  provide  a  broad,  comprehensive, 
and  drastic  scheme  for  regulation,  control,  and  limitation  of  the  Inisiness  of 
common  carriers  of  persons  and  projierty  for  hire  in  or  by  means  of  motor 
vehicles  operated  upon  public  highways  built  and  maintained  at  public  expense. 
Excejjt  as  to  interstate  commerce,  tlie  power  of  the  legislature  in  this  field 
is  plenary.  No  person  has  any  vested  or  inherent  right  to  operate  any  motor 
vehicle  as  a  common  carrier  for  hire  upon  the  public  highways.     *     *     * 

"The  broad  general  purpose  of  the  so-called  motor  vehicle  regulation  act  here 
involved  will  be  partially  defeated  if  the  .specific  provisions  thereof  are  con- 
strued so  narrowly  as  to  permit  the  defendant,  and  others  engaged  in  similar 
business,  without  restraint  or  regulation,  to  transport  household  goods  or  other 
commodities  between  villages  and  cities  for  practically  all  persons  who  can  be 
induced  by  advertisment  or  other  solicitation  to  avail  themselves  of  the  trans- 
portation service  so  offered,  at  rates  and  charges  made  by  such  carriers  solely 
in  their  own  interest,  v\-hile  other  persons  engaged  in  the  same  business  in 
substantially  the  same  way  must  have  their  rates  and  charges  fixed  by  the 
railroad  and  warehouse  commission,  and  are  compelled  to  submit  to  the  restric- 
tions of  the  law,  and  are  limited  in  their  operation  to  the  terms  of  their  certifi- 
cates of  public  convenience  and  necessity  and  subject  to  such  other  restrictions 
as  the  railroad  and  wai'ehouse  commission  may  lawfully  impose.  Competition 
under  such  conditions  would  soon  leave  the  unregulated  carrier  alone  to  sur- 
vive, and  the  restraints  upon  the  use  of  tlie  highways  as  intended  by  the  legis- 
lature would  then  become  negligible  or  dormant.  Seemingly  it  was  also  the 
intent  of  the  legislature  to  limit  the  i  se  of  the  highways  by  public  motor  car- 
riers for  hire  to  such  only  as  are  necessary  to  meet  the  public  needs;  to  regulate 
and  limit  the  charges  of  all  such  authorized  motor  carriers  in  substantially 
the  same  way  that  the  charges  of  railroad  common  carriers  are  regulated 
and  limited;  and,  finally,  to  give  a  limited  monopoly  to  such  authorized  motor 
carriers  in  order  to  insure  a  proper  return  upon  their  investments  under  the 
limited  rates  and  charges  fixed  by  the  *  *  *  commission.  Obviously,  these 
purposes  cannot  be  accomplished  if  carriers  operating  as  defendant  does  may 
compete  with  and  take  away  from  such  authorized  carriers  all  the  business  of 
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one  kind  or  aiiollicr,  or  of  all  kimls  if  they  sci'  fif,  which  othi'rwisc  would  go  to 
such  authorized  carriers." 

In  the  instant  application,  as  aiiicniliMl.  opiTalivc  rishls  are  sought 

"to  establish  .service  for  transportation  of  general  freight,  commodities,  farm 
and  factory  products  and  do  miscellaneous  hauling  between  Sanger,  California, 
and  surrounding  i)oints  and  from  farm  to  farm,  farm  to  packing  house,  packinq 
house  to  packinc/  house  and  In  railroads  and  misccVancoiis  points  as  carried 
on  by  applicant  for  the  past  four  years  or  more." 

There  can  be  uo  question  lliat  the  operations  of  ai)pli(ant  during  the  past  four 
years  in  so  far  as  same  have  been  conducted  "from  farm  to  farm,  farm  to  packing 
house,  packing  house  to  packing  house  and  to  railroads  and  miscellaneous  points" 
have  been  between  the  fixed  points  or  termini  therein  generally  expressed  and  further 
that  same  were  conducted  over  regular  routes  between  such  points. 

Applicant  is  before  the  Commission  (o  establish  public  convenience  and  necessity 
and  to  legalize  the  operation  formerly  conducted  under  the  exemption  conferred  by 
the  so-called  Crittenden  amendment  to  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation 
Act  (chapter  213,  Statutes  of  1!)17,  and  effective  amendments  thereto),  such  amend- 
ment having  been  declared  unconstitutional  by  the  decision  of  the  California  Supreme 
Court  (Franchise  Slotor  Freight  Association  et  al.  vs.  Seaveij  et  al.,  S.  F.  No. 
11456,  decided  April  27,  1925),  in  which  decision  a  writ  of  mandate  issued  directing 
the  Commission  to  assume  and  exercise  .iurisdictiou  over  the  transportation  of  prop- 
ert.v  as  formerly  exempted  under  the  Crittenden  amendment. 

To  now  decline  to  assume  the  jurisdiction  directed  by  the  Supreme  Court  on  the 
basis  that  the  character  of  transportation  proposed  by  applicant  is  "merely  in  general 
haulage  within  a  general  area"  would  be,  in  our  opinior.,  an  unwarranted  departure 
from  the  specific  mandate  of  the  court  for  the  reason  that  applicant  must  neces- 
sarily, in  the  conduct  of  his  business  as  heretofore  conduct^'d  and  as  herein  proposed 
to  be  continued,  be  conducted  "between  fixed  termini  or  over  a  regular  route."  The 
fixed  termini  are  the  points  comprised  within  the  general  statement  in  the  ajiplication 
as  "from  farm  to  farm,  farm  to  packing  house,  packing  house  to  packing  house,  and 
to  railroads  and  miscellaneous  points."  Applicant  proposes  a  demand  "on  call" 
service.  Such  service,  incidental  to  a  specific  crop  movement,  may  reduire  a  con- 
tinued intensive  movement  between  any  specific  points  covered  by  the  general  state- 
ment of  operation  as  contained  in  the  application  and  also  being  the  character  of 
operation  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Commission  not  only  as  regards  "between 
fixed  termini"  but  "over  a  regular  route."  In  our  opinion  it  is  over  such  class  of 
operation  that  the  Commission  is  specifically  directed  by  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the 
above-mentioned  decision,  to  assume  and  exercise  jurisdiction. 

In  our  opinion  the  duty  and  obligation  placed  upon  the  Commission  by  the  man- 
date of  the  Supreme  Court  is  clear  and  in  ths  instant  i^roceeding  applicant  has 
failed  to  place  specifically  before  (he  Commission  the  various  farms,  packing  houses, 
railroad  points,  etc.,  which  he  proposes  or  hopes  to  serve  in  future,  but  has  covered 
the  service  in  the  general  term  as  heretofore  set  forth.  It  is  the  duty  of  the 
Commission  to  require  specifically  the  plan  of  operation  proposed  by  applicant  and 
the  points  proposed  to  be  served  rather  than  to  dismiss  the  application  for  want 
of  what  to  us  appears  adequate  jurisdiction  under  the  statutory  law  and  a  definite 
mandate  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Commission  has  jurisdiction  over  the  class  of 
operation  herein  proposed,  and  under  the  provisions  of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck 
Transportation  x\ct  (chapter  213,  Statutes  of  1917,  as  amended)  has  full  authority 
to  grant  or  refuse  to  grant  for  cause  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity 
for  such  operations. 

For  these  reasons  we  dissent  from  the  views  expressed  in   the  majority  opinion. 

In  holding  as  it  did  in  the  foregoing  decision  that  it  possessed  no 
certificating  jurisdiction  under  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transporta- 
tion Act  (chapter  213,  Statutes  of  1917,  as  amended),  over  one  who 
proposed  to  engage  merely  in  a  general  trucking  business  without  defi- 
nitely fixed  termini,  and  not  over  any  regular  route  or  routes,  the 
Commission  determined  a  matter  over  which  there  had  been  considerable 
controversy.  In  its  decision  the  Commission  quotes  from  the  statute 
and  stresses  the  point  that  its  jurisdiction  over  automobile  stage  and 
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truck  operators  is  limited  to  those  whose  operations  are  "between  fixed 
termini  or  over  a  regular  route,"  which  terms  are  defined  in  the  statute 
as  "the  termini  or  route  between  or  over  which  any  transportation 
company  usually  or  ordinarily  operates  any  automobile  *  *  *  even 
though  there  may  he  departures  from  said  termini  or  route  whether 
such  departures  be  periodic  or  irregular." 

The  decision  declares  that  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  a 
general  "on  call"  trucking  business  where  the  operations  are  not  pro- 
posed to  be  "usually  or  ordinarily"  between  particular  fixed  points  or 
over  definite  regular  routes  is  not  covered  by  this  definition,  it  being,  of 
course,  understood  that  if  and  when  any  such  operator  does  in  fact 
begin,  or  desires  to  begin,  to  operate  "usually  or  ordinarily"  between 
any  particular  fixed  termini  or  over  any  particular  route,  his  operations 
\vould  fall  within  the  provisions  of  the  statute. 

Commissioners  Brundige  and  Seavey,  disagreeing,  declared  it  to  be 
their  view  that  the  Railroad  Commission  does  possess  certificating  juris- 
diction over  the  operations  proposed  ])y  Ben  Moore.  They  declared 
that,  in  their  opinion,  the  word  "terminus"  as  used  in  the  act,  "means 
merelj'  the  end — the  point  beyond  which  service  is  not  undertaken  or 
given.  The  act  uses  the  plural  form  of  the  word,  indicating  that  there 
may  be  an  indefinite  number  of  such  ends."  The  dissenting  opinion 
also  quotes  from  a  recent  deoision  of  Judge  Nye,  of  the  District  Court 
of  Minnesota,  holding  that  operation  of  a  somewhat  similar  nature  to 
that  proposed  by  applicant  Moore  falls  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Minnesota  commission.  The  dissenting  opinion  also  cites  the  decision  of 
the  California  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Franchise  Motor  Freight 
Assn.  vs.  Seavey,  decided  April  27,  1925.  In  that  case  it  was  held  that 
ihe  attempt  of  the  legislature  of  1923  to  take  from  the  Commission 
authority  oyer  the  hauling  of  farm  products  from  farm  to  farm  and 
Iiclween  farms  and  warehouses  and  loading  points  was  unconstitutional. 
This,  say  Commissioners  Brundige  and  Seavey,  is  autliority  for  the 
Commission  to  take  .jurisdiction  over  tlie  hauling  of  such  products  in 
ihe  manner  proposed  by  applicant  ]Moore. 

Imiuediately  following  its  decision  in  the  Ben  Moore  case  the  Com- 
mission advised  all  applicants  whose  applications  did  not  propose  a 
service  between  fixed  points  or  over  a  regular  route  or  routes  that  unless 
their  a[)plications  were  amended  to  propose  a  service  within  the  pur- 
\!ew  of  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act,  namely  a  serv- 
i:  e  "between  fixed  points  or  over  a  regular  route  or  routes,"  the  appli- 
cations, within  30  days  from  the  date  of  the  notice,  would  be  dismissed 
without  prejudice.  More  than  500  applications  were  dismissed,  few  of 
the  applicants  electing  to  amend. 

Prior  to  the  decisicm  in  the  Ben  Moore  case,  and  immediatel}^  follow- 
ing the  California  Supreme  Court  decision  affirming  the  declaration  of 
Ihe  Railroad  Commission  that  persons  or  companies  desiring  to  enter 
into  the  Inisiness  of  transporting  property  on  the  highways  for  com- 
pensation, even  though  the  service  was  performed  under  private  eon- 
tract,  mu.st  secure  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity 
authorizing  such  service,  the  Connnission,  assuuiing  that  the  last  obstacle 
to  complete  crntrol  of  highway  transportation  had  been  removed  or 
ratlier  that  its  policy  in  assuming  complete  control  under  the  Auto 
Staee  and  Truck  Transportation  Act  had  been  approved  by  the  highest 
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trilmnal  in  the  st;ite,  issued  a  eall  for  a  meeting'  in  San  Francisco  of  all 
persons  interested  in  highway  transportation  of  a  public  nature.  In  its 
call  the  Commission  said: 

"Dui-ing  the  last  sossioii  of  the  state,  legislature  many  bills  weie  introduced  to 
amend  and  clarify  the  Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act,  most  of  whicli. 
together  with  many  other  proposed  measures,  were  submitted  by  their  proponents 
to   this   Commission   for   criticism   und   support. 

"The  Commission  at  that  time  announced  its  continued  determination  not  to 
attempt  in  any  way  to  influence  the  legislative  policy  regarding  the  regulation  of 
this  form  of  transportation,  but  merely  vo  help  in  all  ways  within  its  capacity 
to  clarify  and  render  practical  the  operations  of  tiie  law  as  determined  by  the 
legislature.  In  furtherance  of  this,  it  suggested  that  all  measures  be  dropped  for  the 
time  being  with  the  >inderstanding  that  the  Commission  would  call  together  all 
interested  parties  to  nmke  a  thorough  study  of  the  situation  for  comprehensive  and 
unified  recommendations  to  the  next  legislature. 

"Because  of  certain  important  cases  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court,  the  calling 
of  this  conference  has  been  delayed  until  now.  Decisions  recently  rendered  in  thesQ 
cases,  it  is  believed,  will  simplify  the  work  to  be  undertaken." 

So  rapid  and  far  reaching  liad  been  the  development  of  highway 
transportation  in  California,  that,  it  was  felt  by  the  Commission,  the 
Auto  Stage  and  Truck  Transportation  Act  of  this  state,  under  which 
the  Commission  has,  since  1917,  regulated  the  rates  and  services  of 
authorized  public  auto  carriers,  bad,  in  a  measure,  proved  inadequate. 
It  was  hoped  by  the  Commissicm  that  out  of  a  meeting  of  all  persons 
interested  in  highway  transportation  devoted  to  the  public,  both  auto 
stage  and  truck,  there  could  be  developed,  for  presentation  to  the  next 
legislature,  in  a  new  act,  remedial  legislation,  which  would  meet  with 
the  approval  of  operators,  shippers,  and  the  general  public;  iron  out 
all  the  differences  existing  between  the  various  types  of  carriers,  and 
make  possible  regulation  by  the  Com.missicm  which  would  result  in  the 
upbuilding  of  a  highway  service  for  the  transportatioii  of  persons  and 
property  capable  of  meeting  all  reasonable  demands. 

The  meeting,  or  conference,  was  held  in  San  Francisco  on  December 
12,  1925.  It  brought  together  some  iOO  auto  stage  and  truck  operators 
and  shippers  and  producers  from  every  section  of  the  state.  Many  of 
them  traveled  hundred.s  of  miles,  and  the  interest  was  keen  in  the  open- 
ing announcement  of  President  H.  W.  Brundige  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission that  tlie  conference  was  called  for  the  purpose  of  drafting  a 
comprehensive  act  to  replace  or  improve  existing  legislation. 

F.  D.  Howell,  representing  one  of  the  largest  motor  stage  lines  in 
the  state  at  the  conference,  made  it  plain  that  regulation  as  practiced 
by  the  Raih-oad  Commission  was  satisfactory  to  the  auto  stage  men. 
He  declared : 

"It  would  be  calamitous  to  destroy  regulation.  Stability  of  utilities  in  California 
today  is  the  result  of  regulation.  If  it  applies  to  railroads  and  other  utilities,  it 
applies  to  auto  stages  and  trucks."  , 

As  a  result  of  the  meeting  there  was  passed,  unanimously,  a  resolution 
providing  for  the  establishment  of  two  committees,  one  to  consist  of 
21  members,  representative  of  every  type  of  auto  carrier,  both  trucks 
and  stage,  also  shippers  and  producers;  the  other  to  consist  of  five 
meinbtr^.  one  from  each  group.  The  Committee  of  Five,  which  was 
siibsetpiently  named  by  the  Railroad  Commission,  and  on  which  is  a 
representative  of  the  Commission,  is  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity. 
Upon  it  will  fall  the  task  of  preparing  such  legislation  as  may  be  found 
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to  be  necessary  after  full  and  complete  discussion  and  study  of  all 
phases  of  the  highway  transportation  problem  by  the  Committee  of 
Twenty-one.  The  resolution  provided  that  the  Committee  of  Twenty- 
one  should  hold  monthly  meetings,  and  report  from  time  to  time  to  the 
Advisory  Committee  so  that,  with  the  convening  of  the  legislature  in 
January.  1927,  such  remedial  or  new  legislation  as  is  held  to  be  neces- 
sary will  be  ready  for  presentation. 

The  Advisory  Committee  of  Five,  which  was  promptly  named  by  the 
Railroad  Commission,  thereupon  announced  the  following  as  members 
of  the  Committee  of  Twenty-one,  the  selection  covering  a  wide  range 
of  interests :

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public  use  without  just  compensation,  deprives  them  of  their  property  without  due 
process  of  law,  and  denies  them  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws,  in  violation  of 
the  fourteenth  ameuduient  to  the  federal  constitution.  The  act  provides  for  the 
supervision  and  regulation  of  transportation  for  compensation  over  public  highways 
by  automobiles,  auto  trucks,  etc.,  by  the  Railroad  Commission.  The  term  "trans- 
portation company"  is  defined  to  mean  a  common  carrier  for  compensation  over  any 
public  highway  between  fixed  termini  or  over  a  regular  route.  By  section  3,  no 
coriwratiou  or  person  is  permitted  to  operate  any  automobile,  auto  truck,  etc., 
"for  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property  as  a  common  carrier  for  compensa- 
tion on  any  public  highway  in  this  state  between  any  fi-^ed  termini  *  *  *  unless 
a  permit  has  first  been  secured  as  herein  provided."  Permits  are  issued  upon 
application  by  the  incorporated  city  or  town,  city  and  county,  or  county  within 
or  through  which  the  applicant  intends  to  operate.  By  section  4,  the  Railroad 
Commission  is  empowered  to  supervise  and  regulate  such  transportation  companies 
and  to  fix  their  rates,  fares,  charges,  classifications,  rules  and  regulations,  and, 
generally,  to  regulate  them  in  all  matters  affecting  their  relationship  with  the 
traveling  and  shipping  public.  Section  5  requires,  in  addition  to  the  permit, 
that  the  applicant  must  obtain  from  the  Railroad  Commission  a  certificate 
declaring  tliat  public  convenience  and  necessity  require  the  exercise  of  such 
right  or  privilege ;  and  it  provides  that  the  Commission  may  attach  to  the 
exercise  of  the  rights  granted  such  terras  and  conditions  as  in  its  judgment  the 
public  convenience  and  necessity  may  require.  Operation  under  a  permit  without 
such  certificate  is  prohibited.  In  1919,  the  act  was  amended.  Statutes  1919, 
chapter  280,  p.  457,  .so  as  to  bring  under  the  regulative  control  of  the  Commission 
automotive  carriers  of  persons  or  property  operating  under  private  contracts  of 
carriage ;  and  the  terra  "transportation  company"  was  enlarged  so  as  to  include 
such  a  carrier.  It  was  further  provided  that  no  such  transportation  company  shall 
operate  for  compensation  over  the  highways  without  first  having  secured  from 
the  Commission  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  so  to  do. 

Plaintiffs  in  error  were  engaged  under  a  single  private  contract  in  transporting, 
for  stipulated  compensation,  citrus  fruit  over  the  public  highways  between  fixed 
termini.  They  were  brought  before  the  Commission  charged  with  violating  the 
act.  for  the  reason  that  they  had  not  secured  from  the  Commission  a  certificate  of 
liublic  convenience  and  necessity.  The  Commission,  while  agreeing  that  plaintiffs 
in  error  were,  in  fact,  private  carriers,  held  that  they  were  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  act  and  directed  them  to  suspend  their  operations  under  theii'  contract  unless 
and  until  they  should  secure  a  certificate  that  public  convenience  and  necessity 
required  the  resumption  or  continuance  thereof.  The  Commission's  order  was 
upheld  by  the  state  Supreme  Court.     70  Cal.  Dec.  457. 

On  behalf  of  plaintiffs  in  error  the  contention  is  that,  in  its  application  to 
private  carriers,  the  act  has  the  effect  of  transforming  them  into  public  carriers 
by  legislative  fiat.  Upon  the  other  side,  it  is  said  that  the  sole  purpose  of  the 
legislation  "is  to  impress  upon  such  private  carriers  certain  regulations  so  long 
as  they  desire  to  use  the  publicly  built  and  owned  highways  ;is  the  chief  situs  of 
their  business  of  hauling  goods  for  compensation,"  and  that  "tliey  are  not.  and  can 
not  be.  forced,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  become  common  carriers." 

It  is  unnecessary  to  inquire  which  view  is  correct,  since  the  act  has  been  authori- 
tatively construed  by  the  state  Supreme  Court.  That  court,  while  saying  that  the 
state  was  without  power,  by  mere  legislative  fiat  or  even  by  constitutional  enact- 
ment to  transmute  a  private  carrier  into  a  public  carrier,  declared  that  the 
state  had  the  power  to  grant  or  altogether  withhold  from  its  citizens  the  privilege 
of  using  its  public  highways  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  private  business  thereon  ; 
and  that,  therefore,  the  legislature  miglit  grant  the  right  on  such  conditions  as  it 
saw  fit  to  impose.  In  the  light  of  this  general  statement  of  principle,  it  was 
held  that  the  effect  of  the  transportation  act  is  to  offer  a  special  privilege  of  using 
the  public  highways  to  the  private  carrier  for  compensation  upon  condition  that  he 
shall  dedicate  his  property  to  the  quasi-public  use  of  public  transportation ;  that 
the  private  carrier  is  not  obliged  to  submit  himself  to  the  condition,  but,  if  he 
does  not,  he  is  not  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  using  the  highways. 

It  is  very  clear  that  the  act,  as  thus  applied,  is  in  no  real  sense  a  regulation  of 
the  use  of  the  public  highways.  It  is  a  regulation  of  the  business  of  those  who  are 
engaged  in  using  them.  Its  primary  l^urpose  evidently  is  to  protect  the  business 
of  those  who  are  common  carriers  in  fact  by  controlling  competitive  conditions. 
Protection  or  conservation  of  the  highways  is  not  involved.  This,  in  effect,  is 
the  view  of  the  court  below  plainly  expressed.     70  Cal.  Dec,  pp.  404,  405.  460. 
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Thus,  it  will  be  seen  that,  under  the  act  as  construed  by  the  state  court,  whose 
construction  is  binding  upon  us,  a  private  carrier  may  avail  himself  of  the  use  of 
the  highways  only  upon  condition  that  he  dedicate  his  property  to  the  business  of 
public  transportation  and  subject  himself  to  all  the  duties  and  burdens  imposed 
by  the  act  upon  common  carriers.  In  other  words,  the  case  presented  is  not  tliat 
of  a  private  carrier  who,  in  order  to  have  the  privilege  of  using  the  highways,  is 
required  merely  to  secure  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  become  subject 
to  regulations  appropriate  to  that  kind  of  a  carrier ;  but  it  is  that  of  a  private 
carrier  who,  in  order  to  enjoy  the  use  of  the  highways,  must  submit  to  the  condition 
of  becoming  a  common  carrier  and  of  being  regulated  as  such  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission. The  certificate  of  public  convenience,  required  by  section  5,  is  exacted 
of  a  common  carrier  and  is  purely  incidental  to  that  status.  The  requirement  does 
not  apply  to  a  private  carrier  qua  private  carrier,  but  to  him  only  in  his  imposed 
statutory  character  of  common  carrier.  Apart  from  that  signification,  so  far 
as  he  is  concerned,  it  does  not  exist. 

That,  consistently  with  the  due  process  clause  of  the  fourteenth  amendment,  a 
private  carrier  can  not  be  converted  against  his  will  into  a  common  carrier  by 
mere  legislative  command,  is  a  rule  not  open  to  doubt  and  is  not  brought  into 
question  here.  It  was  expresslj'  so  decided  in  Michipan  Commission  vs.  Duket 
2G6  U.  S.  570,  577-578.  Sec,  also,  Ili.iscm  vs.  Guran,  112  O.  S.  59 ;  State  vs.  Nelson, 
65  Utah  457,  4G2.  The  naked  question  which  we  have  to  determine,  therefore, 
is  whetlier  the  state  may  bring  about  the  same  result  by  imposing  the  unconsti- 
tutional requirement  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  enjoyment  of  a  privilege,  which, 
without  so  deciding,  we  shall  assume  to  be  within  tlie  power  of  the  state  altogether 
to  withhold  if  it  sees  fit  to  do  so.  Upon  the  answer  to  this  question,  the  constitution- 
ality of  the  statute  now  under  review  will  depend. 

There  is  involved  in  the  inquiry  not  a  single  power,  but  two  distinct  powers. 
One  of  these — the  power  to  prohibit  the  use  of  the  public  highways  in  proper  cases — 
the  state  possesses ;  and  the  other — the  power  to  compel  a  private  carrier  to  assume 
against  his  will  the  duties  and  burdens  of  a  common  carrier — the  state  does  not 
possess.  It  is  clear  that  any  attempt  to  exert  the  latter,  separately  and  substantially, 
must  fall  before  the  paramount  autliority  of  tlie  constitution.  May  it  stand  in  the 
conditional  form  in  which  it  is  here  made?  If  so,  constitutional  guaranties,  so 
cai-efully  safeguarded  against  direct  assault,  are  open  to  destruction  by  the  indirect 
but  no  less  effective  process  of  requiring  a  surrender  which,  though  in  form  volun- 
tary, in  fact  lacks  none  of  the  elements  of  compulsion.  Having  regard  to  form 
alone,  the  act  here  is  an  offer  to  the  private  carrier  of  a  privilege,  which  the  state 
may  grant  or  deny,  upon  a  condition,  which  the  carrier  is  free  to  accept  or  reject. 
In  reality,  the  carrier  is  given  no  choice,  except  a  choice  between  the  rock  and 
the  whirlpool — an  option  to  forego  a  privilege  which  may  be  vital  to  his  livelihood 
or  submit  to  a  requirement  wliich  may  constitute  an  intolerable  burden. 

It  would  be  a  palpable  incongruity  to  strike  down  an  act  of  state  legislation  which, 
by  words  of  express  divestment,  seeks  to  strip  the  citizen  of  rights  guaranteed  by  the 
federal  constitution,  but  to  uphold  an  act  by  which  the  same  result  is  accomplished 
under  the  guise  of  a  surrender  of  a  right  in  exchange  for  a  valuable  privilege  which 
the  state  threatens  otherwise  to  withhold.  It  is  not  necessary  to  challenge  the 
proposition  that,  as  a  general  rule,  the  state,  having  power  to  deny  a  privilege 
altogether,  may  grant  it  upon  such  conditions  as  it  sees  fit  to  impose.  But  the 
power  of  the  state  in  that  respect  is  not  unlimited ;  and  one  of  the  limitations  is  that 
it  may  not  impose  conditions  which  require  the  relinquishment  of  constitutional 
rights.  If  the  state  may  compel  the  surrender  of  one  constitutional  right  as  a 
condition  of  its  favor,  it  may,  in  like  manner,  compel  a  surrender  of  all.  It  is 
inconceivable  that  guaranties  embedded  in  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
may  thus  be  manipulated  out  of  existence. 

The  prior  decisions  of  this  court  amply  justify  this  conclusion.  In  Paul  vs. 
Virginia,  8  Wall.  108,  181,  the  rule  was  stated  to  be  that  the  state,  having  the  power 
to  exclude  foreign  corporations  fi-om  its  limits,  may  admit  them  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  the  state  may  think  proper  to  impose.  But  in  Insurance  Com- 
pani/  vs.  Morse,  20  AVall.  445,  450,  it  was  said  that  this  sweeping  language 
must  be  understood  with  reference  to  the  facts  of  that  case  ;  and  that  it  could  not 
be  extended  to  include  conditions  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States.  In  Barron  vs.  Burnside,  121  U.  S.  180,  197,  this  limitation  was 
expressly  reaflirmed.     Mr  .Tustice  Blatchford,  speaking  for  the  court  said   (p.  200)  : 

"The  question  as  to  the  right  of  a  state  to  impose  upon  a  corporation  engaged  in 
interstate  commerce  the  duty  of  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  state,  as  a  condition 
of  its  right  to  carry  on  such  commerce,  is  a  question  which  it  is  not  necessary  to 
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decide  in  tliis  case.  In  all  the  cases  in  which  this  court  has  considered  the  subject 
of  the  granting  by  a  state  to  a  foreign  corporation  of  its  consent  to  the  transaction 
of  business  in  the  state,  it  has  been  uniformly  asserted  that  no  conditions  can  be 
imposed  by  the  state  which  are  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States.  La  Fai/ette  Ins.  Co.  vs.  French,  18  How.  404,  407;  Ducat  vs.  Chicago, 
10  Wall.  410,  415  ;  Ins.  Co.  vs.  Morse,  20  Wall.  445,  456 ;  St.  Clair  vs.  Cox,  106 
U.  S.  350,  350  ;  Phila.  Fire.  Assn.  vs.  New  York,  119  U.'  S.  110.  120." 

In  Soitihci-a  Pacific  Company  vs.  Denton,  146  U.  S.  202,  207,  there  was  under 
consideration  a  Texas  statute  requiring  a  foreign  corporation  desiring  to  do 
business  in  the  state,  to  agree  that  it  would  not  remove  any  suit  from  a  court  of 
the  state  into  the  circuit  court  of  the  United  States.  This  court  held  the  statute 
invalid,  saying : 

"But  that  statute,  requiring  the  corporation,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  obtaining 
a  permit  to  do  business  within  the  state  to  surrender  a  right  and  privilege  secured 
to  it  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  was  unconstitutional  and 
void,  and  could  give  no  validity  or  effect  to  any  agreement  or  action  of  the  corpora- 
tion in  obedience  to  its  provisions." 

After  the  Denton  case  came  Security  Mntual  Life  Ins.  Co.  vs.  Preicitt,  202  U.  S. 
246.  /riiat  decision  purported  to  follow  the  case  of  Doyle  vs.  Continental  Ins.  Co., 
94  U.'S.  535,  and  to  differentiate  Barron  vs.  Burnside,  SH})ra;  and  it  was  thought 
to  have  materially  modified  the  rule  laid  down  in  the  Morse,  Burnside  and  Denton 
cases.  But  however  this  may  be,  both  the  Prewitt  and  Doyle  cases  have  been  quite 
recently  overruled,  and  the  views  of  the  minority  therein  expressed  declared  to  be 
now  the  law  of  this  court.  Terral  vs.  Bitrkc  Constr.  Co.,  257  U.  S.  529,  533.  In 
the  light  of  this  declaration,  these  dissenting  views  become  pertinent  and  controlling. 
In  the  Doyle  case,  Mr.  Justice  Bradley,  speaking  for  the  minority,  said  (pp. 
543,  544)  : 

"Though  a  state  may  have  the  power,  if  it  sees  fit  to  subject  its  citizens  to  the 
inconvenience,  of  prohibiting  all  foreign  corporations  from  transacting  business 
within  its  jurisdiction,  it  has  no  power  to  impose  unconstitutional  conditions  upon 
tlieir  doing  so.  Total  prohibition  may  produce  suffering,  and  may  manifest  a  spirit 
of  unfriendliness  towards  sister  states ;.  but  prohibition,  except  upon  conditions 
derogatory  to  the  jurisdiction  and  sovereignty  of  the  United  States,  is  mischievous, 
aiid  productive  of  hostility  and  disloyality  to  the  general  government.  If  a  state 
is  unwise  enough  to  legislate  the  one,  it  has  no  constitutional  power  to  legislate 
the  other.     *     *     * 

"The  whole  thing,  however  free  from  intentional  disloyality,  is  derogatory  to 
that  mutual  comity  and  respect  which  ought  to  prevail  between  the  state  and 
general  governments,  and  ought  to  meet  the  condemnation  of  the  courts  whenever 
brought  within  their  proper  cognizance." 

In  the  Prewett  case,  Mr.  Justice  Day,  dissenting,  said   (pp.  267-209)  : 

"In  the  opinion  of  the  court  in  this  case  the  doctrine  that  a  corporation  can  not 
be  permitted  to  be  deprived  of  its  right  to  do  business  because  of  the  assertion  of 
a  federal  right  is  said  not  to  be  denied,  because  the  right  of  a  foreign  corporation 
to  do  business  in  a  state  is  not  secured  or  guaranteed  by  the  federal  constitution. 
Conceding  the  soundness  of  this  general  proposition,  it  by  no  means  follows  that  a 
foreign  corporation  may  be  excluded  solely  because  it  exercises  a  right  secured  by 
the  federal  constitution.  For.  conceding  the  right  of  a  state  to  exclude  foreign 
corporations,  we  must  not  overlook  the  limitation  upon  that  right,  now  equally  well 
settled  in  the  jurisprudence  of  this  court,  that  the  right  to  do  business  can  not  be 
made  to  depend  upon  tlie  surrender  of  a  right  created  and  guaranteed  by  the 
federal  constitution.  If  this  were  otherwise,  the  state  would  be  permitted  to  destroy 
a  right  created  and  protected  by  the  federal  constitution  under  the  guise  of  exercising 
a  privilege  belonging  to  the  state,  and,  as  we  have  pointed  out,  the  state  might 
thus  deprive  every  foi-eign  corporation  of  the  right  to  do  business  within  its 
borders,  except  upon  the  condition  that  it  strip  itself  of  the  protection  given  it 
by  tlie  federal  constitution.     *     *     * 

"*  *  *  While  we  concede  the  right  of  a  state  to  exclude  foreign  corporations 
from  doing  business  within  its  borders  for  reasons  not  destructive  of  federal  rights, 
we  deny  that  the  right  can  be  made  to  depend  upon  the  surrender  of  the  protection 
of  the  federal  constitution,  which  secures  to  alien  citizens  the  right  to  resort  to  the 
courts  of  the  United  States. 

"In  the  cases  decided  in  tliis  court  subsequently  to  Barron  vs.  Burnside,  while 
the  general  proposition  is  affirmed  that  a  state  may  prescribe  conditions  upon  which 
a  foreign  corporation  may  do  business  within  its  borders,  in  no  one  of  them  is  it 
asserted  that  the  state  may  exclude  or  expel  such  corporations  because  they  insist 
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upon  the  exercise  of  a  liglit  created  by  the  federal  constitution.  On  the  contrary, 
this  court  has  repeatedly  said  that  such  right  of  exclusion  was  qualified  by  the 
superior  right  of  all  citizens  to  enjoy  the  protection  of  the  federal  constitution." 

In  Western  Union  Tel.  Co.  vs.  Kansas,  210  U.  S.  1,  34-48,  upon  a  full  review  of 
the  prior  decisions,  thf>  principle  set  forth  in  the  foregoing  ipiotatious  was  again 
reaffirmed.  Tliat  case  involved  the  validity  of  a  Kansas  statute  which  provided 
that  a  corporation  of  another  stale,  though  engaged  in  interstate,  business,  must,  as 
a  condition  of  doing  local  business,  pay  to  the  state  certain  graduated  percentages 
of  its  capital  stock.  It  was  held  that  tills  requiremout  oi^rated  as  a  burden  on 
the  interstate  business  of  the  company,  in  violation  of  the  commerce  clause  of 
the  constitution,  as  well  as  a  tax  on  its  property  beyond  the  limits  of  the  state, 
in  violation  of  the  due  process  of  law  clau.'fe ;  that,  thus,  it  was  violative  of  the 
constitutional  rights  of  the  company;  and  that  the  right  of  the  company  to  continue 
to  do  business  in  Kansas  was  not  and  could  not  be  affected  by  the  condition.  The 
general  principle  was  again  announced  in  the  following  words  (pp.  47-48)  : 

"The  right  of  the  Telegraph  Company  to  continue  the  transaction  of  local  busi- 
ness in  Kansas  could  not  be  made  to  depend  upon  its  submission  to  a  condition 
prescribed  by  that  state,  which  was  hostile  both  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the 
constitution.  The  company  was  not  bound,  under  any  circumstances,  to  surrender 
its  constitutional  exemption  fi"om  state  taxation,  direct  or  indirect,  in  respect  of 
its  interstate  business  and  its  property  outside  of  the  state,  any  more  that  it  would 
have  been  bound  to  surrender  any  other  right  secured  by  the  national  constitution." 

Since  that  decision,  the  same  principle  has  been  reiterated  many  times  and  never 
departed  from.  Pullman  Co.  vs.  Kansas,  21G  U.  S.  50,  03;  Internaiional  Textbook 
Co.  vs.  Pigf),  217  U.  S.  91;  Ucrndon  vs.  Chi.,  Rock  Island  <Q  I'ac.  Bi;.,  218  U.  S. 
135,  158 ;  Harrison  vs.  St.  L.  iG  Han  Francisco  II.  It.,  232  U.  S.  318,  332 ;  Loonej 
vs.  Crane  Co.,  245  U.  S.  1  78,  187:  International  Paper  Co.  vs.  Massachusetts,  246 
U.  S.  135,  142-143;  Western  Union  Tel.  Co.  vs.  Fo-itcr,  247  U.  S.  105,  114;  Pullic 
Utility  Commrs.  vs.  Ynvhau'sti  ct-  Co.,  251  U.  S.  401,  404;  Terral  vs.  liurke,  Constr. 
(.'v.,  supra;  Burnes  Natl.  Bank  vs.  Duncan,  205  U.  S.  17,  24;  FidcUty  and  Deposit 
Co.  of  Maryland  vs.  Tujoya  el  al.,  —  U.  S.  —  (decided  March  15,  1020). 

And  the  principle,  that  a  state  is  without  power  to  impose  an  unconstitutional 
requirement  as  a  condition  for  granting  a  privilege,  is  broader  than  the  applications 
thus  far  made  of  it.  In  Western  Union  Tel.  Co.  vs.  Foster,  supra,  two  telegraph 
companies  were  engaged  in  transmitting  the  quotations  of  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange  among  the  states.  This  was  iield  to  be  interstate  commerce,  and  an  order 
of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Masi,aehusetts,  requiring  the  companies  to 
remove  a  discrimination,  was  held  to  infringe  their  constitutional  rights.  One 
of  the  grounds  upon  which  the  order  was  defended  was  that  it  rested  upon  the 
power  of  the  state  over  the  streets  which  it  was  necessary  for  the  telegraph -to  cross. 
That  contention  was  answered  broadly    (p.  114)  : 

"But  if  we  assume  that  the  plaintiffs  in  error  under  their  present  charters  could 
be  excluded  from  the  streets,  the  consequence  would  not  follow.  Acts  generally  lawful 
may  become  unlawful  when  done  to  accomplish  an  unlawful  eud.  United  States 
vs.  Reading  Co.,  220  U.  S.  324,  357,  aiul  a  constitutional  power  cannot  be  used  by 
way  of  condition  to  attain  an  unconstitutional  result.  M'estern  Union  Telegraph 
Co.  vs.  Kansas,  210  TJ.  S.  1 ;  Pullman  Co.  vs.  Kansas,  210  U.  S.  50 ;  tiioux  Remedy 
Go.  vs.  Cope,  235  U.  S.  107,  203.  The  regulation  in  question  is  quite  as  great  an 
interference  as  a  tax  of  the  kind  that  repeated  decisions  have  held  void.  It  cannot 
be  justified  'under  that  somewhat  amhinuous  term  of  police  powers.'" 

And,  in  almost  the  last  oxprossion  of  this  court  upon  the  subject,  Burnes  Natl. 
Bank  vs.  Duncan,  supra,  the  rule  is  none  the  less  broadly  but  more  succinctly 
stated  to  be   (p.  24)  : 

"The  states  cannot  use  their  most  characteristic  powers  to  reach  uuccinstitutional 
results.  Western,  Union  Telegraph  Co.  vs.  Kansas,  21ti  U.  S.  1  ;  I'uUman  Co.  vs. 
Kansas,  210  U.  S.  50;   Western  Union,  Telegraph  Co.  vs.  Foster,  247  U.  S.  105,  114." 

We  hold  that  the  act  under  leview,  as  applied  by  tiie  court  below,  violates  the 
rights  of  plaintiffs  in  error  as  guaranteed  by  the  due  process  clause  of  the  fourteenth 
amendment ;  and  that  the  privilege  of  using  the  public  highways  of  California  in  the 
performance  of  tlieii-  contract  is  not  .nid  cannot  be  affectcl  by  tlie  unconstitutional 
condition  imposed.     Western  Union  Tel.  Co.  vs.  Kansas,  supra,  p.  48. 

The  court  below  seemed  to  think  that,  if  the  state  may  not  subject  the  plaintiffs 
in  error  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  in  respect  of  common  carriers,  it  will  be  within 
the  power  of  any  carrier,  by  the  simple  device  of  making  private  contracts  to  an 
unlimited  number,  to  secure  all  the  privileges  afforded  common  carriers  withour 
assuming  any  of  their  duties  or  obligations.     It  is  enough  to  say  that  no  such  case 
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is  presented  here:  and  \vc  arc  iiol   to  lie  iiiidt'istood  as  cliallfiiuins  the  iiower  of  the 
state,   or  of   tlie   IJaihoad   ( 'oniinissioi-    iindi  r   ;iie   iircsi'iil   statntu,   wlienev'r   it  shall 
appear  that  a  carrier,  posing  as  a  i)rivate  carrier,  is  in  substance  and  reality  a  coni- 
laon  carrier,  to  so  declare  and  regulate  liis  or  its  ojierations  accordingly. 
Judgment  revcrseil. 

Mr.  .Justice  Holmes,  dissenting. 

The  question  is  v.hether  a  state  may  require  all  eor]>orations  or  persons,  with 
immaterial  exceptions,  who  operate  automobiles,  etc..  for  the  transportation  of 
persons  or  property  over  a  regular  route  and  between  fi.xed  termini  on  the  public 
hlgliways  of  the  state,  for  compensation,  to  obtain  a  certificate  from  the  Railroad 
Commission  that  public  nece-ssity  and  convenience  require  such  operation.  A  fee  has 
to  be  paid  for  this  certificate  and  transportation  companies  are  made  subject  to  the 
power  of  the  Railroad  Commission  to  regulate  their  rates,  accounts  and  service. 
The  provisions  on  this  last  point  are  immaterial  here,  as  the  case  arises  upon  an 
order  of  the  Commission  under  section  5  that  the  plaintiffs  in  error  desist  from 
transportation  of  property  as  above  unless  and  until  they  obtain  the  certificate 
required,  and  by  the  terms  of  the  statute  every  section  and  claim  in  it  is  independent 
of  the  validity  of  all  the  rest.  Section  10.  Whatever  the  Supreme  Court  of  Cali- 
fornia may  have  intimated,  the  only  point  that  it  decided,  because  that  was  the 
only  question  before  it,  was  that  the  order  of  the  Commission  should  stand. 

This  portion  of  the  act  is  to  be  considered  with  reference  to  the  leasons  that 
may  have  induced  the  legislature  to  pass  it.  for  if  a  warrant  can  be  found  in  such 
reasons  they  must  bo  presumed  to  have  been  the  ground.  I  agree,  of  course,  with 
the  cases  cited  by  my  brother  Sutherland,  to  which  may  be  added  American  Hank  & 
Trust  Co.  vs.  Fcihral  Reserve  lUnil-,  2~>C>  U.  S.  o.'iO.  ooS.  that  even  generally  law- 
ful acts  or  conditions  may  become  unlawful  when  done  or  imposed  to  accomplish 
an  unlawful  end.  But  that  is  only  the  converse  of  the  proposition  that  acts  in 
other  circumstances  unlawful  may  be  .justified  by  the  purpose  for  which  they  are 
done.  This  applies  to  acts  of  the  legislature  as  well  as  to  the  doings  of  private 
parties.  The  only  valuable  signiticanco  of  the  much  abused  phrase  police  power  is 
this  power  of  the  slate  to  limit  what  otherwise  would  be  rights  having  a  pecuniary 
\alue,  when  a  predominant  public  interest  I'equires  the  restraint.  The  power  of 
the  state  is  limited  in  its  turn  by  the  constitutional  guaranties  of  pii\ate  rights, 
and  it  often  is  a  delicate  matter  to  decide  which  interest  predominates  and  how 
far  the  state  may  go  without  making  compensation.  The  line  can  not  be  drawn  by 
generalities,  but  successive  points  in  it  must  be  fixed  by  weighing  the  particular  facts. 
Extreme  cases  on  the  one  side  and  on  the  other  are  Edfiar  A.  Levi/  Leasing  Co. 
vs.  Siegel,  258  U.  S.  242,  and  Pcnnsijhaniu  Coal  Co.  vs.  Mahon,  2(>0  V.  S.  303. 

The  point  before  us  seems  to  me  well  within  the  legislative  power.  We  all  know 
what  serious  problems  the  automobile  has  introduced.  The  difficulties  of  keeping 
the  streets  reasonably  clear  for  travel  and  for  traffic  are  very  great.  If  a  state 
speaking  through  its  legislature  should  think  that,  in  order  to  make  its  highways  most 
useful,  the  business  traffic  upon  them  must  be  controlled,  I  suppose  that  no  one 
would  doubt  that  it  constitutionally  could,  as,  I  presume,  most  states  or  cities  do, 
exercise  some  such  control.  The  only  question  is  how  far  it  can  go.  I  see  nothing 
to  prevent  its  going  to  the  ix)int  of  requiring  a  license  and  bringing  the  whole  busi- 
ness under  the  control  of  a  railroad  coniinission  so  far  as  to  determine  the  number, 
character  and  conduct  of  transportaiion  companies  and  so  to  prevent  the  streets 
from  being  made  useless  and  dangerous  by  ihe  number  and  lawlessness  of  those 
who  seek  to  use  them.  I  see  nothing  in  this  act  that  wouid  require  private  carriei-s 
to  become  common  carriers  but  if  there  were  such  a  requirement,  it,  like  the  pro- 
visions concerning  rates  and  accounts,  would  not  be  before  us  now,  since,  as  I 
have  said,  the  statute  makes  every  section  independent  and  declares  that  if  valid 
it  shall  stand  evea  if  all  the  others  fali.  As  to  what  is  before  u.s,  I  see  no  great 
difference  between  requiring  a  certifirate  and  requiring  a  bond  -is  in  Packard  vs. 
Banton.  2(U  T'.  S.  1-10,  and  although,  as  1  have  said.  I  do  not  get  much  help  from 
general  propositions  in  a  case  of  this  sort.  1  can  not  forbear  quoting  what  seems  to 
me  applicable  here.  Distinguishing  Letween  activities  that  may  be  engaged  in  as  a 
matter  of  right  and  those  like  the  use  oi!  the  streets  that  are  carried  on  by  govern- 
ment permission,  it  is  said:  "In  tTi ,^  latter  case  the  power  to  exclude  altogether 
generally  includes  the  lesser  pow-r  to  condition  and  may  justify  a  degree  of  regu- 
lation not  admissible  in  the  former."  264  U.  S.  14.5.  I  think  that  the  judgment 
should  be  affirmed. 

Mr.  Justice  Bbandeis  concurs  in  this  opinion. 
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The  separate  opinion  of  Mr.  .Justice  McReykolus. 

Our  primary  coucern  is  with  the  decree  below — not  with  the  reasons  there 
advanced  to  support  it.  I  suppose,  if  that  court  had  simply  approved  the  action 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  and  had  said  nothing  more,  there  would  be  little,  if 
any,  difficulty  here  in  finding  adequate  ground  for  affirmance. 

The  questions  involved  relate  solely  to  matters  of  intrastate  commerce.  No 
complication  arises  by  reason  of  the  power  of  congress  to  regulate  interstate  com- 
merce. Having  built  and  paid  for  the  roads,  California  certaiiily  has  the  general 
power  of  control.  Plaintiffs  in  error  are  without  constitutional  right  to  appropriate 
highways  lo  their  own  private  business  as  carriers  for  hire.  Aud  if.  in  so  many 
words,  the  legislature  had  said  that  no  intrastate  carriers  for  hire  except  public  ones 
shall  be  permitted  to  operate  over  the  state  roads  it  would  have  violated  no  federal 
law.  So  far  as  the  rights  of  plaintiffs  in  error  are  affected,  nothing  more  serious 
than  that  has  been  done. 

The  states  are  now  struggling  with  new  and  enormously  difficult  pi'oblems  inci- 
dent to  the  growth  of  automotive  traffic,  and  we  should  carefully  refrain  from 
interference  unless  and  until  there  is  some  real,  direct  and  material  infraction  of 
rights  guaranteed  by  the  federal  constitution.  * 

I  think  the  decree  of  the  court  below  should  be  affirmed. 

In  view  of  this  decision  it  seems  apparent  that  the  j  tirisdietion  of 
the  Railroad  Commi.ssion  over  truck  haulor.s  in  this  state  is  limited  at 
this  time  to  those  who  operate  between  fixed  termini  or  over  regular 
routes  as  common  carriers.  The  question  whether  or  not  partictilar 
carriers  are  operating  as  private  contract  carriers  or  as  common  carriers 
is  a  question  of  fact  which  mitst  he  determined  in  each  individual 
instance. 

A  cheek  of  the  records  of  the  Commission  reveals  that  there  were,  on 
June  30,  1926,  655  automobile  stage  and  trtick  lines  operating  on  the 
highways  of  California  under  its  jurisdiction.  Of  the  655  lines,  so 
called,  185  are  listed  as  freight  carriers,  or  carriers  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  transporting  general  freight.  There  are  120  listed  under  the 
classification  of  ' '  special  carriers ' '  whose  field  of  endeavor  is  limited  to 
the  transportation  of  certain  specific  commodities.  These  "special  car- 
riers" transport  household  goods,  cement,  citrus  products,  milk,  cream 
and  dairy  products,  hay  and  grain,  eggs  and  poultry  products,  lumber, 
theatrical  properties  and  .scenery,  films  and  film  advertising  matter, 
automobile  accessories,  fruit  and  vegetables,  news  print  paper,  cotton, 
and  many  other  commodities  whieh  move  in  sufficiently  large  qtiantities 
to  justify  special  equipment  and  special  service.  The  carriers  who 
transport  only  passengers  nuinl)er  104.  An  equal  number  transport 
passengers  and  freight,  and  40  carry  passengers,  freight  and  express. 
The  remaining  112  lines  carry  passengers  and  express.  Summarized, 
360  carriers  are  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  pa.ssengers  and  prop- 
erty, while  305  carriers  transport  property  only. 

While  the  records  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1926,  show  a 
slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  atttomobile  carriers  operating  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  California  Railroad  Commission,  a  decrease  of 
27,  this  is  not  to  be  taken  as  an  indication  of  a  dimintttion  in  the  number 
of  points  served  or  miles  traversed  by  authorized  automotive  carriers. 
It  is,  rather,  the  result  of  a  very  definite  trend  toward  the  acciuisition 
of  smaller  lines  by  the  larger,  well  financed  transportation  companies. 
On  June  30,  1926,  a  number  of  mail  contractors,  who  were  transporting 
passengers  and  property  under  certificates  granted  by  the  California 
Railroad  Commission,  surrendered  their  certificates,  having  been  unsuc- 
eessftil  in  securing  a  renewal  of  their  mail  contracts.     Their  successors 
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have  not,  in  all  instances,  applied  for  certificates  of  public  convenience 
and  necessity,  many  being  ignorant  of  the  statute  requiring  that 
authority  be  secured  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  property 
(other  than  mail)  before  undertaking  such  public  service. 

The  following  statistics  abstracted  from  the  annual  reports  of  carriers 
operating  under  the  authority  of  the  California  Railroad  Commission, 
which  reports  cover  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1925,  indi- 
cate the  investment  and  performance  of  such  certificated  carriers  for 
that  year :

A  more  detailed  study  of  the  reports  filed  with  the  Commission  by  the 
carriers  operating  under  the  authority  of  the  Commission  reveals  some 
interesting  figures,  which  figures,  in  a  way,  indicate  the  growth  and 
extent  of  the  service  given  to  the  traveling  public  in  California  by  the 
public  automobile.  In  1922  the  reports  filed  with  the  Commission 
showed  that  auto  stages  had  transported  21,221,928  persons.  In  1923 
the  number  of  passengei-s  carried  totaled  29,202,073.  It  is  very  probable 
that  part  of  this  great  gain  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  number  of 
companies  reporting  in  1923  greatly  exceeded  the  number  reporting 
in  1922,  and  that  the  record  kept  by  the  carriers  Avere  maintained  in 
better  shape.  At  any  rate  it  would  appear  that  the  gain  in  passenger 
traffic  shown  by  the  reports  of  J.924,  a  gain  of  close  to  half  a  million 
(460,835),  and  the  reports  of  1925  are  more  truly  indicative  of  the 
real  yearly  growth  of  public  auto  stage  service  than  the  very  great 
increase  shown  in  1923.     The  figures  compiled  for  1925  show  a  gain  of 
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871,632  in  the  number  of  passengers  eai*ried  over  the  number  trans- 
ported in  1924. 

The  reports  covering  the  amount  of  freight  transported  by  authorized 
lines  reporting  to  the  Commission  should  be  analyzed  in  a  similar  man- 
ner. Reports  for  1922  and  1923  were  most  incomplete,  few  carriers 
keeping  what  could  be  accepted  as  accurate  records.  In  1924  auto  truck- 
nien  reported  that  they  had  transported  899,373  tons  of  freight.  The 
reports  of  1925  show  1,174,814  tons  of  freight  transported  by  authorized 
carriers. 

The  equipment  reports  of  the  Class  "A"  companies  show  1202  pas- 
senger ears,  1280  trucks  and  584  other  vehicles,  the  latter  being  princi- 
pally trailers.  The  Class  "B"  companies  in  1925  used  412  passenger 
cars,  496  trucks  and  44  other  vehicles,  a  total  of  4018  pieces  of  equip- 
ment regularly  devoted  to  the  business  of  transporting  persons  and, 
property  over  the  highways,  as  public  carriers.  This  figure  does  not 
include  leased  equipment.  A  large  percentage  of  the  auto  stage  and 
truck  operators,  at  time  of  peak  demands,  lease  equipment  to  enable 
them  to  take  care  of  the  traffic.  This  practice  is  approved  by  the  Com- 
mission, which  prescribed  the  form  of  lease.  It  may  be  said  that,  includ- 
ing the  leased  cars,  approximately  4500  cai-s,  trucks  and  trailers  are 
required  to  meet  the  demands  of  travelers  and  shippers  who  use  the 
authorized  public  highway  transportation  service. 

The  net  operating  revenue  of  all  auto  stage  and  truck  lines  reporting 
to  the  Commission  in  1925  totaled  $1,383,460.82,  as  compared  with 
$810,635.46  in  1924,  a  gain  of  $572,825.36. 

The  sources  of  revenue  of  the  auto  stage  and  truck  lines,  the  reports 
show,  with  the  amount  collected  under  each  account,  are  as  follows :

Among  the  principal  items  of  expense  reported  by  the  auto  stage  and 
truck  operators  is  gasoline.  In  1924  the  large  companies  paid  gasoline 
l)ills  totaling  $1,295,816.02.  In  1925  they  expended  $1,448,099.45  for 
gas.  The  gasoline  bills  of  smaller  companies  in  1924  totaled  $365,053.06. 
In  1925  the  small  companies  paid  $290,625.35  for  gas  and  oils.  Taxe.s 
are  another  important  item.  "A"  companies  paid  federal  income  taxes 
of  $123,317.11.  All  other  taxes  amounted  to  $458,218.14,  a  grand  tatol 
of  $581,535.28.  "B"  companies  paid  taxes  amounting  to  $33,044.92. 
All  told  the  tax  and  license  collections  from  the  auto  stages  and  ti-ueks 
whose  activities  are  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion amounted  to  $643,470.10. 

What  may  be  considered  as  one  of  the  most  important  orders  ever 
issued  by  the  Railroad  Commission  in  connection  with  the  regulation 
of  highway  transportation  was  signed  on  i\Iay  13,  1926.  Approving  the 
sale  and  transfer  (literally  an  exchange)  of  operating  rights  owned 
by  Pickwick  Stages  System,  California  Transit  Company  and  Motor 
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Ti'ansit  Company,  tbe  three  largest  auto  stage  lines  in  the  state,  the 
Commission  furthered  the  plan  of  the  companies  named  to  confine  their 
development  along  certain  definite  lines,  namely : 

Pickwick  Stages  System  as  a  specialized  long  distance  operator  of 
motor  transpoi'tation  covering  routes  principally  along  the  coast  from 
the  Oregon  line  on  the  north  to  the  ]\Iexiean  and  Arizona  boundaries  on 
the  south  and  southeast. 

California  Transit  Company  as  a  specialized  operator  of  motor  trans- 
portation in  and  through  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  from  Sacramento, 
Oakland  and  San  Francisco  on  the  north  to  Los  Angeles  on  the  south, 
via  the  Ridge  and  Tehachapi  routes. 

Motor  Transit  Company  as  a  specialized  local  operator  of  motor  trans- 
portation in  the  territory  in  and  around  Los  Angeles,  Santa  Ana  and 
the  San  Gabriel  Valley  from  the  ocean  to  and  including  the  San  Ber- 
nardino and  San  Jacinto  mountains. 

In  petitioning  the  Commission  for  an  order  approving  the  operating 
right  transfers  necessary  to  the  consummation  of  their  general  plan  the 
companies  pointed  out  that  by  the  publication  of  joint  rates  as  proposed 
by  the  three  companies  and  the  sale  of  through  tickets,  the  traveling 
public  would  be  given  an  opportunity,  with  a  minimum  of  inconvenience 
resulting  from  car  changes,  to  travel  from  any  point  on  either  of  the 
three  lines  to  any  point  on  the  others.  An  adjustment  of  time  schedules 
to  provide  for  connections  with  the  minimum  lay-over  was  to  follow 
approval  by  the  Commission.  The  transportation  companies  also 
pointed  out  that  under  the  plan  proposed  they  could  pi'ovide  for: 

The  maintenance  of  union  depots  and  stations  at  connecting  and 
division  points. 

The  elimination  of  duplicate  service,  warranting  investment  in  more 
luxurious  equipment. 

The  promotion  of  a  greater  degree  of  cooperation  among  applicants 
with  resultant  better  and  more  extensive  dissemination  of  travel 
information  relative  to  motor  coach  operation. 

The  establishment  of  greater  economy  in  operation  and  a  better  dis- 
tribution of  equipment,  with  consequent  improvement  of  service  to 
the  public. 

Of  the  3453  informal  complaints  filed  with  the  Commission  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1926,  less  than  one-tenth  of  the  total  was 
dii"ected  against  auto  stage  and  truck  lines.  The  exact  number  was  361 
and  of  this  number  81  were  complaints  against  service.  Rates  were  the 
subject  of  45  complaints  and  19  were  based  on  loss  and  damage  claims 
and  bills.  Fifteen  were  requests  for  refunds  on  unused  tickets  and 
16  were  complaints  in  the  matter  of  c.  o.  d.  collections.  By  far  the 
largest  number  of  complaints  under  any  one  heading,  171,  were  based 
on  illegal  operation  charges,  mainly  that  operators  were  given  service 
without  securing  a  certificate  (or  permit),  in  violation  of  the  Auto  Stage 
and  Truck  Transportation  Act.  Fourteen  complaints  alleged  "danger- 
ous operation,"  usually  excessive  speed.

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THE  PORT  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

By  William  A.   Shrrman. 
President  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners. 

The  Port  of  San  Francisco  is  the  industrial  and  commercial  center 
of  the  Pacific  Ocean.  It  is  the  great  American  hub  of  trade  on  the 
Pacific,  and,  in  direct  proportion  a.s  the  development  of  this  coast  has 
unfolded,  so  have  the  facilities  of  this  great  harbor  been  developed  to 
meet  Avithout  stint  every  requirement. 

The  Port  of  San  Francisco  serves  a  greatly  diversified  area.  This 
may  be  best  visualized  when  we  realize  that  this  service  includes  all  of 
northern  and  central  California  (which  comprises  three-fourths  of  the 
state),  all  of  Nevada  and,  when  San  Francisco's  association  with  the 
Orient  and  overseas  Pacific  ports  are  considered,  the  entire  country. 

This  is  the  only  combined  river  and  bay  port  on  the  Pacific.  Two 
giant  rivers  tap  the  inland  empire  (which  is  larger  than  all  the  states 
of  New  England)  and  San  Francisco  Bay  is  the  only  outlet  for  this 
vast  territory.  This  is  not  only  the  "Gateway  to  the  Orient"  but  also 
to  these  rich  interior  valleys  which  hold  the  bulk  of  the  wealth  of  the 
State  of  California. 

Best  of  all,  there  is  a  deal  of  stability  enjoyed  by  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco  not  shared  by  any  other  shipping  center  on  this  eoa.st.  This 
is  due  to  the  di\'ersified  cargoes  received  and  sent  forth  and,  also,  to 
the  huge  tonnage  of  freiglit  tliat  either  originates  near  the  very  side  of 
the  ship  or  else  is  received  for  processing  preliminary  to  the  ultimate 
shipment  to  tlie  customer  or  consumer.  In  this  connection,  it  is  sig- 
nificant to  note  that  over  7.")  per  cent  of  the  value  of  Seattle's  imports 
is  silk.  The  percentage  of  all  imports  received  for  trans-shipment  is 
considerably  more.  ]\Iore  than  80  per  cent  of  the  exports  from  Los 
Angeles  consists  of  petroleum. 

San  Francisco  boasts  of  well  balanced  cargoes  including  canned 
fruits  and  vegetables,  dried  fruits,  cotton,  leather,  autos,  mineralsi 
coffee,  sugar,  copra,  tea,  fibres,  tin,  nitrates,  peanuts,  crab  meat, 
gunnies,  manufactured  machinery  and  general  merchandise  and  other 
articles  too  numerous  to  recount. 

It  is  not  the  total  tonnage  alone  that  must  be  considered  as  the  real 
test  of  value  to  a  city  and  port.  The  value  of  the  tonnage  handled  in 
this  port  is  second  only  to  that  of  New  York,  and  each  year  the  total 
A'alue,  proportionate  to  tonnage,  continues  to  increase. 

It  is  most  significant  that,  as  each  anniversary  rolls  around,  a  greater 
percentage  of  the  ship  cargoes  sent .  forth  from  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco  consists  of  merchandise  and  products  produced  either  on 
land  within  the  shipping  limits  of  the  port  or  else  is  produced  within 
Ihe  plants  and  factories  situated  in  the  bay  area.  In  this  connection  it 
might  be  well  to  give  an  illustration  associated  with  the  departure  for 
the  Orient  of  one  of  the  Dollar  Line's  big  steamships  several  weeks  ago 
— the  vessel  took  away  more  than  3000  tons  of  freight  produced  in  this 
area  valued  at  approximately  $1,-300,000.  It  is  estimated  that  one-half 
of  this  sum  had  been  paid  to  local  labor  to  produce  the  merchandise. 
This  meant  that  the  labor  of  100,000  workmen  receiving  compensation 
at  the  rate  of  $7.50  per  day  was  represented  in  this  single  .shipment. 
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Twenty  years  ago  this  poi't  had  never  welcomed  a  mighty  cruise 
liner — one  of  the  type  that  circles  the  globe  with  liundreds  of  tourists. 
It  was  onty  in  1912  that  tlie  trans-Aitlantic liner  Cleveland  came  here 
for  the  first  time  and  repeated  the  venture  a  year  later.  Then  came  the 
war,  and  the  Cleveland  failed  to  arrive.  Now  we  have  the  annual  visit 
of  five  of  these  great  trans-Atlantic  liners,  each  laden  to  comfortable 
cruising  capacity  Avith  hundreds  of  happy  travelers  who  take  this  won- 
derful world  jaunt.  Wonderful  as  is  this  maritime  achievement  for  the 
development  of  this  great  port,  we  have  another  and  greater  achieve- 
ment of  this  character  that  belongs  to  the  Port  of  San  Francisco.  This 
is  the  Dollar  Steamship  Line  operation  of  an  around-the-world  service 
with  fortnightly  sailings  from  San  Francisco,  the  company's  home  port. 
The  Dollar  ships,  known  as  "President  Liners"  touch  at  twenty-one 
ports  in  thirteen  countries  on  scheduled  time.  This  company,  the  only 
American  organization  maintaining  such  a  service,  has  helped  to  make 
our  port  go  ahead  by  leaps  and  bounds  within  a  short  space  of  time. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  around-the-world  service,  the  other  regular 
services,  centering  here,  include  those  operating  to  the  following  coun- 
tries in  addition  to  that  coming  under  the  caption  of  Coastwise : 
Australia,  British  Columbia,  Europe,  Hawaii,  Intercoastal,  South 
America,  South  Africa,  Mexico,  Central  America,  trans-Pacific.  Tinited 
Kingdom,  bay  and  river,  and  tramp. 

The  Port  of  San  Francisco  is  operated  on  a  "nonprofit"  or  "at  cost 
only"  basis.  Port  charges  are  reduced  to  that  minimum  sufficient  for 
the  efficient  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  port.  San  Francisco 
charges  are  the  lowest  of  any  port  in  the  United  States  and  the  liarbor 
facilities  have  not  cost  the  people  of  the  city  or  state  one  dollar  in 
taxes. 

The  investment  in  capital  in  San  Francisco  shipping  is  plainly 
evident  in  the  construction  of  new  liners  for  the  Matson  Navigation 
Company  and  the  Panama  Pacific  line.  It  is  also  evidenced  by  the 
purchase  of  the  numerous  Shipping  Board  ships  by  San  Francisco 
capitalists  who  have  confidence  in  the  future  of  shipping  and  the  port. 

Twenty  years  ago  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  and  the  water  front  M'as 
developed  more  or  less  intensively  from  Battery  and  Lombard  streets 
on  the  north  to  Berry  street  on  tlie  south.  There  were  a  few  small 
wharves  along  Channel  street  and  in  Central  Basin.  The  permanent 
seawall  was  constructed  only  in  part.  There  was  a  small  section  com- 
pleted between  Taylor  street  and  Mission  and  a  short  section  at  the 
foot  of  Berry  street.  There  were  no  wharves  paralleling  the  water  front 
between  Taylor  and  Lombard  streets  and  those  in  existence  were  of 
the  old  timber  type  of  construction.  There  were  only  thirty-three  of 
these  commercial  piers  exclusive  of  the  smaller  structures  in  Cliannel 
street  and  Central  Basin.  Narrow  piers  predominated,  only  six  being 
more  than  one  hundred  feet  in  width.  Apparently  the  need  for  covered 
space  was  less  at  that  time,  only  seventeen  of  the  piers  having  covered 
sheds.  The  handling  of  coal  was  tlien  an  important  industry,  six  of 
the  piers  being  for  this  purpose.  The  last  of  the  bunkers  on  Pier  15 
lias  been  razed. 

In  comparison,  the  water  front  of  1926  is  developed  intensively  for 
commercial  purposes  from  Hyde  street  on  the  north  to  Channel  street 
on  the  south.    In  addition,  commercial  piers  have  been     constructed 
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along  the  Cliiiia  Basin  front  sontli  of  tlie  Channel,  and  considerable 
development  has  been  started  in  the  Islais  Creek  district,  where  grain, 
oil  and  lumber  terminals  are  being  provided. 

The  permanent  seawall  extends  from  Hyde  street  to  the  Channel 
and  is  paralleled  for  almost  the  entire  distance  with  a  reinforced  con- 
crete apron  wharf.  The  piers  are  larger  and  number  forty-two. 
Eighteen  are  constructed  of  reinforced  concrete.  Their  area  totals 
4,967,280  square  feet,  of  whicli  8, 120,394  square  feet  consists  of  covered 
sheds.  Comparative  figures  for  1906  were  1,979,000  square  feet  and 
911,000  square  feet,  respectively. 

Only  five  of  the  piers  had  railroad  tracks  extended  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  shippers  twenty  years  ago.  Thirty-six  of  the  present 
enlarged  piers  are  equipped  with  tracks. 

The  seven  passenger  ferry  slips  at  the  ferry  have  been  increased  to 
ten  adjacent  to  tlic  foot  of  Market  street  and  two  additional  slips  have 
been  constructed  and  are  being  used  at  the  north  end  of  the  water 
front  for  the  iise  of  the  service  between  San  Francisco  and  Marin 
County.  A  total  of  630, '):}()  square  feet  of  land  comprising  eighteen 
seawall  lots  had  been  reclaimed  by  the  Harbor  Board  up  to  1906.  This 
reclamation  has  been  continued  until  there  are  now  twenty -nine  lots 
with  a  total  area  of  1,275,442  square  feet. 

Freight  traffic  for  the  port  in  1906  was  5,748,992  tons.  It  was 
10,801,434  tons  in  1925.  There  were  31,000  car  movements  in  1906  and 
111,785  during  tlie  i)ast  year.  The  gross  revenue  in  twenty  years  has 
leaped  from  $1,()66,()00  to  $2,814,270;  the  Belt  Line  revenues  from 
$77,800  to  $416,511;  the  disbursements  of  the  Harbor  Board  from 
$1,021,500  to  $2,053,945. 

The  above  represents  an  accurate  recital  of  tlie  achievement  of  the 
Port  of  San  Francisco  in  twenty  years.  It  will  be  noted  that  the 
progress  is  more  than  twofold.  The  greatest  percentage  of  increase  has 
been  during  the  last  half  of  this  jjeriod.  Great  as  has  been  the  devel- 
opment and  achievement  during  the  past  twenty  years,  it  is  reasonable 
to  expect  that  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  will  make  vastly  greater 
strides  during  the  next  twenty  years. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  STATE  HARBOR  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  biennial  report  of  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners 
for  the  fiscal  years  commencing  July  1,  1924,  and  ending  June  30, 
1926,  is  made  by  the  commission  composed  of  Wm.  A  Sherman, 
president,  successor  to  Commissioner  Chas.  H.  Spear,  who  resigned 
the  office  September  1,  1925,  to  accept  the  po.st  of  manager  of  Los 
Angeles  Harbor,  and  Commissioners  M.  F.  Cochrane  and  J.  B.  Sanford, 
all  appointees  of  Governor  Friend  Wm.  Richardson.  Commissioner 
Cochrane  died  September  9,  1926,  and  J.  Sherman  McDowell  was 
appointed  to  the  vacancy  September  15,  1926. 

Assuming  executive  management  of  the  port  when  San  Francisco 
shipping  interests  were  preparing  for  trade  expansion,  President 
Sherman  announced  his  plans  for  harbor  improvements  and  asked 
shipping  transportation  heads  to  submit  estimates  of  anticipated  traffic 
needs  for  the  next  ten  years.  Chief  Wharfinger  Knight  and  other 
department  heads  were  directed  to  prepare  complete  surveys  of  the 
water  front  state  properties  and  needs  for  the  future.  With  the  reports 
before  him.  President  Sherman  outlined  a  plan  for  harbor  improve- 
ments to  add  more  than  1,500,000  square  feet  of  pier  area  and  1,000,000 
square  feet  of  shed  space  to  tlie  harbor  facilities.  The  project  was 
approved  by  Governor  Richardson  and  finances  were  provided  without 
calling  for  taxation  of  tlie  people.  Working  plans  for  the  development 
were  ordered  and  construction  will  be  liurried. 

EXTENSIVE  DEVELOPMENTS. 
In  the  biennium  1924-1926,  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commis- 
sioners carried  on  extensive  improvements  in  harbor  development  at  a 
cost  in  excess  of  $2,350,000,  of  which  $858,751,125  was  out  of  operating 
revenues.  The  larger  expenditures  for  outstanding  improvements  were 
as  follows :

Other  work  unfini.shed  and  more  being  carried  on  under  several  con- 
tracts will  add  $400,000  to  the  Board  improvement  accounts  for  the 
biennium. 

TWO    MAMMOTH    PIERS. 

Plans  have  been  adopted  for  two  modern  piers  of  mammoth  size 
which  will  be  built  as  soon  as  possible  to  meet  fast-growing  commerce 
and  accommodate  the  largest  freighters.  One  of  the  great  piers,  which 
will  be  built  at  the  foot  of  Taylor  street  on  the  north  bay  front,  will  be 
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1200  feet  long  and  382  feet  wide  and  will  be  No.  45.  The  other  new 
pier  will  be  on  the  south  front  610  feet  long-  and  376  feet  wide.  This 
pier  will  extend  into  very  deep  water  near  Mission  Rock  and  will  be 
No.  48. 

Bids  for  constrnction  of  the  substructure  of  Pier  45  were  invited 
on  three  de.signs,  September  23d.  One  design  was  for  an  open  pile 
pier,  the  second  was  for  a  solid  rock  wall  pier  with  dredged  fill,  and 
the  third  design  was  for  a  concrete  wall  solid  pier,  the  filling  to  be 
dredged  sand.  Only  one  proposal  was  submitted  on  the  three  com- 
peting designs  and  the  bids  were  considerably  higher  than  the  engi- 
neer's estimates.  The  Board  rejected  all  bids  as  being  too  high,  and 
readvertised  for  new  proposals  which  were  opened  October  13,  1926*. 
The  Board  saved  the  state  on  the  second  competition  $51,700  for 
design  No.  1,  and  on  No.  2  design  the  saving  was  $129,158.  The  saving 
on  No.  3  design  was  $154,065. 

The  Board  accepted  design  No.  2  as  the  best  plan  for  Pier  45  and 
awarded  the  contract  for  construction  of  that  pier  to  Ilealy-Tibbitts 
Construction  Co.,  on  their  bid  of  $1,090,842,  a  big  saving  for  the  state. 

Pier  45,  to  be  located  at  the  foot  of  Taylor  street  at  the  extreme 
west  end  of  the  state's  property  on  the  remnants  of  the  old  North  Point 
sand  bar,  will  be  a  massive  breakwater  where  sharp  tidal  currents  will 
be  checked.  It  will  have  a  combined  area  of  approximately  twenty 
acres,  with  double  sheds  and  four  surface  and  depressed  railway  tracks 
with  cross-overs.  The  advantages  of  the  solid  fill  pier  consist  prin- 
cipally in  permanency  and  reduction  of  maintenance  costs.  Car  slips 
will  be  provided  at  center  of  pier  for  freight  transferring  in  place 
of  the  old  slips.  The  estimated  cost  of  Pier  45  completed  is  $2,000,000 
inclusive  of  cement,  piles,  and  railroad  equipment  which  the  state 
will  supply.  The  estimate  on  the  superstructure  is  about  $400,000.  On 
completion  of  Pier  45  it  is  planned  to  construct  a  new  pier  to  be 
numbered  43,  similar  in  size  and  design  to  Pier  45  at  the  location  of 
the  car  ferry  slips.  The  two  piers  taken  together  will  furnish  two  car 
slips  in  addition  to  the  berthing  facilities  at  the  site  now  occupied  by 
car  slips  only. 

ECONOMICAL  BUSINESS  PLAN    FAVORED. 

Adoption  of  a  new  harbor  improvement  finance  plan,  proposed  by 
the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners,  will  save  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco  $152,000  during  the  next  year  and  insure  additional  savings 
in  the  future. 

The  plan  provides  for  the  withdrawal  from  the  state  treasurer's 
office  of  the  surplus  in  the  San  Francisco  Harbor  Improvement  Fund, 
now  totaling  in  excess  of  $1,700,000,  to  provide  for  the  construction 
of  Pier  45  at  the  foot  of  Taylor  street,  the  largest  terminal  ever 
designed  for  this  port. 

GRAIN  AND  FRUIT  TERMINALS  ORDERED. 
The  Board  realized  some  time  ago  that  the  growth  of  the  San 
Francisco  water  front  to  meet  the  development  of  commerce  and 
industrial  activities  must  be  southward,  where  the  state  owns  large 
areas,  including  280  acres  of  submerged  lands  suitable  for  industrial 
sites,  on  a  deep  navigable  waterway  known  as  Islais  Creek.    Reclama- 
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tion  of  the  large  tracts  was  planned  in  sections  and  the  first  unit  of 
26  acres  of  the  tide  lands  is  well  advanced.  Restraining  walls  have 
been  built,  at  a  cost  of  $232,571,  and  the  filling  will  be  done  by  dredging 
the  channel  to  accommodate  large  vessels.  Bids  were  recently  received 
for  the  dredging  but  were  rejected  as  being  too  high,  and  the  work  at 
that  time  would  have  interfered  ivith  handling  grain  sliipments. 

Two  great  terminal  projects  to  l)e  carried  out  in  enlarging  business 
operations  in  tlie  Islais  Creek  section  have  been  worked  out  and  liave 
been  approved  by  tlie  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners  for  early 
completion.  These  terminal  projects  were  pre.sented  to  the  Board  in 
tl)e  following  statements  made  bv  President  Sherman,  September  28, 
]1'26: 

"Realizing  the  necessity  for  having  a  focal  point  for  the  a.ssembling 
of  canned  goods  and  dried  fruits  in  San  Francisco,  I  have  given  the 
matter  of  the  establishment  of  such  a  terminal  a  great  deal  of  careful 
consideration.  1  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  this  terminal  should 
be  established  at  oi>ce.  It  will  mean  tlie  handling  under  one  roof  of 
liundreds  of  thousands  of  tons  of  canned  goods  and  dried  fruits — all 
products  of  this  state. 

"If  it  meets  witli  the  approval  of  tliis  Board,  gentlemen,  I  would 
like  to  devote  what  is  known  as  the  China  Basin  Terminal  for  this  pur- 
pose. 1  believe  that  the  designation  of  China  Basin  Terminal  as  a  dried 
fruit  and  canned  goods  terminal  will  fill  a  much  needed  economical 
want,  and  will  be  of  the  utmost  benefit  to  the  orchardists,  canners  and 
packers  in  this  part  of  California.  It  is  estimated  that  at  least 
480,000  tons  of  these  commodities  will  be  liandled  through  this  ter- 
minal during  the  next  six  months. 

"I  also  want  to  call  attention  to  the  congested  condition  at  the  grain 
terminal  at  I.slais  Creek.  This  terminal  has  filled  a  great  economic 
want  for  the  grain  growers  of  this  state,  particularly  the  barley 
groAvers.  This  industry  is  growing  rapidly  and  the  demands  upon  the 
terminal  have  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  upon  several  occasions 
tliis  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  put  an  embargo  on  receipts  until 
some  of  the  grain  had  been  loaded  on  .ships  for  its  ultimate  destination. 
As  you  know,  a  great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  at  Islais  Creek  in 
preparation  for  future  development.  We  are  now  in  a  position  where 
we  can  put  an  addition  on  the  grain  terminal. 

' '  It  is  my  suggestion  that  the  engineering  department  prepare  plans 
immediately  for  an  additional  unit  to  the  grain  terminal.  In  looking 
upon  this  facility,  we  must  always  consider  that  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco  economically  serves  all  of  northern  California.  With  this 
in  view,  I  feel  that  we  should  proceed  as  rapidly  as  possible  with  the 
enlargement  not  only  of  the  grain  terminal  but  of  any  and  all  facilities 
which  will  facilitate  the  handling  of  the  state's  business  which  finds 
its  outlet  througli  this  port." 

MISSION    ROCK   TERMINAL— A   GREAT   PROJECT. 

Out  in  the  bay,  about  200  feet  east  of  the  newly  constructed  Pier  50, 
is  a  privately  owned  tract  of  about  10  acres,  known  as  ' '  Mi.ssion 
Rock,"  the  top  of  an  ancient  uplieaval  of  nature,  surrounded  by  very 
deep  water,  and  easily  connected  with  the  Embarcadero.  State  harbor 
authorities  planned  througli  many  administrations  to  add  the  property 
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to  the  state's  control  of  all  acreage  within  the  pierhead  lines.  Recently 
the  corporation  owning  "Mission  Rock"  submitted  to  President 
Sherman,  of  the  Harbor  Commission,  a  leasing  proposition  to  connect 
Pier  50  with  the  ancient  bay  landmark  and  make  it  a  great  shipping 
terminal  and  industrial  site,  at  a  cost  of  about  $8,000,000,  providing 
additional  facilities  demanded  by  fast-growing  commerce,  and  indus- 
trial sites  for  many  new  activities,  providing  bulkheads  for  berthing 
eight  large  ships  simultaneously.  The  cost  of  the  improvement  will  be 
advanced  by  the  company  in  a  leasehold  contract,  extending  over  a 
period  of  years,  the  con.strnction  expenditures  for  the  extension  to  be 
returned  as  rental  rebate.  Dockage  and  cargo  totals  will  be  paid  to 
the  state. 

"This  is  one  of  the  most  important  proposals  ever  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Harbor  Board  and  will  receive  careful  consideration," 
President  Sherman  says. 

INCREASE    IN    REVENUES.- 

A  great  increase  in  shipping  activities  is  shown  in  the  report  of 
Chief  Wharfinger  Kniglit  wliich  gives  a  total  of  105.3  vessels  of  all 
types  operating  in  San  Francisco  harbor  in  1926 — 266  more  than  were 
listed  in  1924.  There  were  in  1925,  19,929  oi^erations  and  in  the  first 
six  months  of  1926  the  record  was  2765  operations  in  excess  of  all 
the  year  1925. 

Operating  expense  and  revenue  totals  for  the  fiscal  years  1925  and 
1926,  shown  in  the  Board's  financial  statement  given  in  this  biennial 
report,  are :

The  surplus  increase  for  the  year  1926  over  1925  was  $141,940.97. 

TO     MEET     FINANCIAL     PROBLEMS. 

A  better  financial  set-up  of  the  state  property  under  the  control 
of  this  Board  appearing  necessary,  a  conference  was  recently  held 
with  the  Board  of  Control.  At  that  meeting,  it  was  decided  that  u 
valuation  of  all  the  Board's  property  should  be  set  up  on  the  books  in 
order  that  a  clearer  analysis  could  be  made  of  the  revenues  and 
expenses  of  this  department.  This  was  done  for  the  purpose  of 
being  prepared  to  meet  some  of  the  large  financial  problems  which 
will  face  the  Board  with  flie  early  setting  aside  of  funds  for  the 
redemption  of  bonds.  The  cost  of  construction  has  mounted  rapidly 
and  yet  the  revenues  from  tolls  and  dockage,  have  not  been  changed 
for  many  years.  It  is  not  tlie  purpose  of  this  Board  to  make  any  change 
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unless  absolutely  necessary  but  it  is  the  opinion  of  both  the  Board  of 
Control  and  this  Board  that  a  bookkeeping  system  should  be  so 
arranged  that  we  would  know  definitely  the  relations  between  costs  of 
construction,  maintenance  and  income.  The  stockholders  of  this  depart- 
ment, like  those  of  other  departments  of  the  state,  are  the  people.  The 
dividends  which  they  receive  are  those  from  a  businesslike  administra- 
tion which  means  reduction  of  taxes.  It  should  always  be  tlie  policy  to 
keep  the  charges  as  low  as  possible  but  consonant  with  proper  service, 
maintenance  and  a  forward-looking  construction  plan.  The  Board  of 
( 'ontrol  has  assigned  a  special  man  for  this  work  and  the  Railroad 
Oommission  has  very  kindly  consented  to  let  us  have  the  service  of  their 
valuation  engineers  and  experts. 

CIVIL   SERVICE    LAW    MAINTAINED. 

The  Board's  relations  witli  the  Civil  Service  Commissioner,  Hon. 
David  J.  Reese,  have  been  particularly  satisfactory.  Naturally,  in  the 
turn-over  of  a  large  number  of  men  in  the  many  departments  of  this 
Board  there  arise  at  times  diflferences  of  viewpoint.  However,  these 
Jjave  all  been  settled  on  the  basis  of  maintaining  the  civil  service  law 
in  both  letter  and  deed,  the  securing  of  elficient  employees  and  a  busi- 
nesslike solution  of  the  various  problems. 

RECOGNITION    OF    FAITHFUL   SERVICE. 

It  is  the  idea  of  this  Board  tliat  the  legislature  should  make  some 
provision  for  employees  who  have  worked  faithfully  and  long  for  the 
state.  There  are  many  men  in  tlie  various  departments  of  this  Board 
who  are  growing  old  in  their  public  service.  The  business  of  this 
department  is  naturally  increasing.  ]\Iodern  business  recognizes  this 
economic  condition  by  old-age  pensions  and  insurance.  Tliis  state  has 
been  one  of  the  most  forward  in  tiie  protection  of  employees  in  industry. 
By  this  same  token,  recognition  sliould  be  given  to  faithful  civil  service 
employees.  It  must  be  recognized  tliat,  while  the  employment  is  steady 
and  the  remuneration  generally  commensurate  with  the  employment  in 
the  various  state  departments,  nevertheless,  the  individual  has  not  the 
opportunity  for  personal  advancement  that  he  has  when  employed  in 
private  industry. 

HARBOR    COMMISSION    HAS   490   ON    PAY    ROLL, 

State  employees  on  tlie  Harbor  Commission  pay  roll  for  the  month 
of  October,  1926,  numbered  490  and  their  salaries  amounted  to 
$82,029.42.  The  average  monthly  pay  "roll  totals  $80,000  but  necessity 
for  increase  in  Belt  Railroad  forces  to  move  California  crops  added 
largely  to  labor  co.st  in  October. 

The  Executive  Department  employees  number  29,  which  is  a  small 
force,  with  a  total  of  461  in  all  other  branches  of  this  public  service, 
showing  a  small  proportion  of  the  cost  of  state  government  in  the 
business  management  of  the  San  Francisco  harbor  where  the  revenues 
average  $250,000  monthly.

Account  1. — In    the    form    of    a   balance    sheet,    exhibits    the    financial    status    of    the 
Board   of   State   Harbor   Commissioners,   as  at   June   30,    1926. 

Schedule  No.  1.  Fort  Mason  Tunnel  Account  shows  there  has  been 
realized  toward  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  the  tunnel,  between  tlie 
date  of  acceptance,  October  22,  1914,  and  June  30,  1926,  the  sum  of 
$97,499.07,  of  which  $3,251.98  was  realized  during  the  fiscal  year 
July  1,  1924,  to  June  30,  1925,  and  $2,134.74  was  realized  during'  the 
fiscal  year  July  1,   1925,  to  June  30,  1926. 

The  amounts  realized  the  last  two  years,  in  comparison  with  previous 
two  years,  show  a  substantial  increase  in  reduction  of  the  balance 
due  from  the  United  States  Government.  Due  to  the  misinterpreta- 
tion of  Section  5  of  agreement  entered  into  between  the  United  States 
Government  and  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners,  interest 
was  charged  on  yearly  balance  in  advance  instead  of  on  monthly 
reducing  balance,  therefore,  adjustment  of  $4,323.28  interest  was 
allowed  United  States  Government  for  period  from  November  1,  1914, 
to  June  30,  1925.  The  balance  due,  $175,650.31,  will  be  retired  in 
approximately   seventy-five  years  at  the   present  rate  of  payments. 

Schedule  No.  2.  Is  an  analysis  of  property  and  equipment  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners,  as  at  June 
30,  1926,  as  compared  with  June  30,  1925.  showing  the  values  of 
Real  Estate  purchased,  Piers  and  Wharves,  Buildings  and  Equip- 
ment, etc.,  in  a  sum  total  of  $27,233,346.33,  as  at  June  30,  1926, 
and  $25,993,823.42  as^  at  June  30,  1925,  showing  an  increase  of 
$1,239,522.91   as  at   June   30,    1926. 

These  figures  show  the  actual  cost  to  the  Board  to  construct  or 
purchase  and  do  not  include  the  value  of  lands  upon  which  the  struc- 
tures are  situated  with  the  exception  of  the  lands  at  Islais  Creek  and 
India  Basin. 

The  appraised  value  of  seawall  lots  is  $5,052,743.50  and  the  fifty 
acres  in  China  Basin  and  Central  Basin  are  appraised  at  $1,900,000, 
which  amounts  do  not  appear  in  the  inventory. 
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Account  2. — Exhibits  in  comparative  form  the  Revenues  earned  and  the  Expenses 
incurred  and  reflects  a  revenue  surplus  from  operations  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1926,  of  $837,854,  as  compared  with  the  year  ended 
June     30,     1925,    of    $720,324.95. 

Tolls  and  Belt  Railroad  Revenues  account  for  the  greatest  part 
of  the  mcrease  in  the  revenue  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1926,  over 
the  previous  year  ended  June  30,  1925,  while  the  General  and  Oper- 
atmg  Expense  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1926,  showed  a  saving 
over   the   previous   year   ended   June    30,    1925,    of    $77,031.49. 

Fixed  Charges  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1926,  were  in  excess 
of  the  year  ended  June  30,  1925,  $28,444.44  on  account  of  more  out- 
standing Third  San  Francisco  Seawall  Bonds. 
Schedule  No.  1.  Of  Account  2,  shows  in  comparative  form  the  Oper- 
ating Revenue  and  Expense  by  particular  location. 
Schedule  No.  2.  Of  Account  2,  is  an  analysis  of  Revenue  from  Oper- 
ation and  details  the  various  sources  of  revenue  by  particular 
location. 

Schedule  No.   3.     Of  Account  2,  is  an  analysis  of  Expense  of  Operation, 

and  details  by  location  the  operating  expense  and  repairs. 
Schedule  No.  4.  Of  Account  2,  is  a  comparative  statement  of  Revenue 
and  Expense  of  the  Belt  Railroad  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1926, 
as  compared  with  the  year  ended  June  30,  1925.  It  is  of  interest  to 
note  that  the  revenue  derived  from  switching  was  increased  by 
$23,165.15  and  Incidentals  by  $2,844.02,  showing  a  gain  over  the  pre- 
vious year  of  $26,009.17.  Although  the  Operating  Expense  for  the 
same  period  was  increased  by  $21,230.14  against  revenue  received  of 
$26,009.17,  the  maintenance  of  Equipment,  Roadways  and  Buildings 
constituted  $16,439.43  of  the  increase,  thereby  leaving  a  net  oper- 
ating cost  of  $4,779.03. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  and  repairing  Equipment,  Roadways  and 
Buildings  increases  each  year  with  their  age  and  it  is  therefore  "impos- 
sible to  curtail   the   maintenance   and   repair   expense. 

Your  attention  is  also  invited  to  the  fact  that  during  the  vear 
ended  June  30,  1926,  there  were  7375  more  switches  than  the  previous 
year  ended  June  30,  1925,  and  due  to  this  fact  the  net  revenue 
realized  on  each  car  per  switch  remained  the  same  as  the  previous 
year — $.6481  per  car,  although  an  increase  of  $4,779.03  showed  in  the 
operating  income. 
Exhibit  A. — Of  this  report  is  a  detail  of  property  acquired  during  the  biennial 
period,  showing  an  expenditure  of  $2,225,116.94  for  new  property  and 
equipment.  Of  this  amount  $648,209.45  was  expended  from  revenue 
earned,  and  $1,576,907.49  was  expended  from  the  Third  San  Francisco 
Seawall  Fund.

"All  tunnel  charges  shall  be  applied  toward  paying  the  cost  of  the  work  •  •  •  including  interest  at 
5  per  cent  per  annum,  and  as  soon  as  that  sum  has  been  paid  said  charges  will  cease  and  thereafter  there  shall  be  no 
further  tunnel  charges.  If  unforeseen  or  unusual  conditions  or  accidents  shall  at  any  time  make  a  further  charge  neces- 
sary or  equitable  it  shall  be  governed  by  additional  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  War."

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  WHARFINGER. 

.       September  29,  1926. 
Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners,  Building. 

Gentlemen  :  I  beg  to  submit  for  your  indulgeuee  a  report  of  the 
Wharfinger's  Department,  from  which  department  the  revenue  from 
tolls,  dockage  and  Avharf  denuirrage  come  to  the  state  through  the 
shipping  interests  of  the  Avorld.  The  responsibilities  of  this  depart- 
ment are  becoming  more  and  more  apparent  every  day  as  the  operations 
of  steamers  and  cargoes  on  the  water  front  are  ever  on  tlie  increase. 
It  will  necessitate  in  time  a  larger  force  and  of  course  a  building- 
program  for  some  time  to  come. 

The  present  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners,  through  its  vision 
of  the  future  development  of  this  great  liarbor  of  ours,  has  heralded  a 
new  era  of  adequate  facilities  which,  naturally,  means  quick  dispatch 
of  cargoes  and  added  pier  space,  which  in  turn  avoids  the  expense  of 
piling  and  affords  the  possibility  of  many  other  necessary  elimina- 
tions. The  construction  of  Pier  45  alone  verifies  my  statement  as  to 
the  building  program  of  this  l)oard.  In  tliat  pier  we  will  have  length, 
which  is  the  vital  point  in  all  new  construction  of  the  future. 

To  further  verify  my  statements,  we  onlj^  have  to  glance  over  actual 
operations  on  the  water  front  and  we  find  that  tlie  first  six  months  of 
this  year,  1926,  give  us  2765  operations  in  excess  of  all  of  the  year  1925. 
In  other  words,  the  total  number  of  operations — coastwise,  inland 
waterway,  foreign  and  intercoastal — in  the  year  1925  totaled  19,929 ; 
and  for  the  first  six  months  of  this  year,  1926,  there  were  22,694  oper- 
ations, making  the  difference  as  quoted  above — 2765  in  favor  of  this 
year,  1926. 

The  steamers  operated  at  the  present  time  in  the  coastwise  trade 
total  159 ;  in  the  inland  waterway  trade,  395 ;  in  the  intercoastal  trade, 
150;  in  the  foreign  trade,  349,  making  a  grand  total  of  1053  vessels  of 
all  types  from  the  ocean  liner  to  the  gasoline  launcli.  For  the  sake  of 
comparison,  I  submit  the  following  :

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  ENGINEER. 

To  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners, 
San  Francisco,  California. 

Gentlemen  :  I  be^  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  report  as 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners,  for  the 
two  fiscal  years  befrinninja:  July  1,  1924,  and  endino:  June  .'^0,  1926. 

At  the  time  of  the  presentation  of  the  last  biennial  report  on  July  1, 
]924,  there  were  under  construction  the  following  structures: 

The  Bmbarcadero  subway,  which  was  57  per  cent  completed. 

Tiie  reconstruction  of  the  outer  wharf  at  Islais  Creek  adjacent  to 
the  grain  terminal,  which  had  just  been  begun.  The  subway  was  com- 
pleted in  April,  1925,  at  a  cost  of  $3:?8,496,  and  the  Islais  (Veek  wharf 
was  completed  in  September,  1924,  at  a  cost  of  .$111,742. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  report  the  work  of  the  Engineering  Depart- 
ment will  be  divided  as  follows : 

1.  Piers  and  Buildings. 

2.  Paving. 

3.  Maintenance  and  Repairs. 

4.  Electrical.

8.  Recommendations. 

9.  General. 

1.      PIERS    AND    BUILDINGS. 
Pier  50. 

At  the  time  of  the  last  report  the  detail  plans  for  Pier  50  were  under 
way  and  these  were  completed  and  the  contract  for  the  construction 
of  the  substructiire  was  awarded  in  December,  1924.  The  pier  is  386 
feet  in  width  and  600  feet  in  length  and  as  it  is  expected  that  it  will 
eventually  be  connected  to  Mi.ssion  Rock  the  layout  is  one  not  before 
used  in  San  Francisco.  The  plans  provide  for  two  separate  transit 
sheds  and  between  these  is  a  depression  in  which  are  located  three 
railroad  tracks  and  two  driveways.  One  depressed  track  is  provided 
along  each  shed  and  the  third  will  be  used  as  a  running  track.  Between 
the  outer  side  of  each  shed  and  the  edge  of  the  pier  are  two  flush 
tracks.  In  conjunction  with  the  pier  there  was  constructed  a  section 
of  permanent  bulkhead  wall  and  wharf  806  feet  in  length  and  from 
55  to  65  feet  in  width.  The  aprons  carrying  the  flush  tracks  along  the 
edges  of  the  pier  are  constructed  of  creosoted  timber  on  ereosoted 
piling.  The  remainder  of  the  construction  is  of  reinforced  concrete. 
The  supports  consist  of  wooden  piling  covered  and  protected  by 
precast  reinforced  concrete  jackets.  The  deck  of  the  entire  structure 
will  be  paved  with  an  asphalt  wearing  surface. 

The  two  transit  sheds,  which  are  under  construction,  will  each  be 
674  feet  in  length  and  115  feet  in  width.  They  are  of  timber  frame 
construction,  the  walls  being  built  up  of  precast  reinforced  concrete 
slabs.  The  shed  fronts  will  be  of  reinforced  concrete  cast  in  place  and 
the  plans  provide  for  galvanized  steel  sash  and  steel  rolling  doors. 
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The  substructure  was  completed  in  June,  1926,  at  a  cost  of  $755,940 
and  the  transit  sheds  were  36  per  cent  completed  on  June  30,  1926. 

Pier  40,  Extension. 

Pier  40  was  constructed  in  1909  with  a  width  of  140  feet  and  a 
length  of  646  feet.  As  originally  built  there  was  a  flush  railroad  track 
down  the  center  of  the  transit  shed.  This  arrangement  was  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  and  in  1917  this  track  was  removed  and  the  pier  was 
widened  19  feet  on  the  north  side,  the  addition  carrying  a  depressed 
track.  In  order  to  further  increase  its  efficiency  it  was  again  enlarged 
in  1925  by  the  addition  of  a  flush  track  on  the  south  side  and  an  exten- 
sion of  the  pier  and  transit  shed  into  the  bay  a  distance  of  260  feet.' 
The  original  structure  was  constructed  of  reinforced  concrete  with  a 
steel  frame  transit  shed.  Tlie  extension  was  of  timber  on  creosoted 
piles.  The  cost  was  $168,664  and  the  work  Avas  completed  with  the 
exception  of  a  portion  of  the  paving  on  October  15,  1925.  On  the  same 
day  it  caught  fire  and  was  seriously  damaged,  the  loss  being  estimated 
at  $44,476.  There  was  considerable  delay  in  making  the  necessary 
repairs  on  account  of  difficulty  in  adjusting  the  insurance  claims,  but 
the  work  was  finally  completed  and  accepted  in  April,  1926. 

China   Basin,  Terminal   Building. 

At  the  time  of  the  presentation  of  the  last  report  the  plans  for  this 
building  had  been  completed  but  its  construction  had  not  been  begun. 
The  substructure  had  been  built  to  carry  a  six  story  building  and 
the  plans  for  the  superstructure  had  been  prepared  on  that  basis.  It 
was  decided,  however,  to  build  only  tlie  first  two  floors,  the  third  floor 
slab  to  serve  as  the  roof  and  the  colum-is  to  be  of  full  section  to  permit 
of  adding  the  other  floors  whenever  d    ;ired. 

The  building  is  812  feet  in  lengtl  133  feet  in  width  on  the  first 
floor,  and  102  feet  in  width  on  the  >  -ond  floor.  On  the  water  side 
there  is  a  working  platform  19.5  feet  ii  width  at  the  second  floor  level 
so  that  ships  can  deliver  or  receive  carj  :  directly  on  this  floor.  Along 
the  land  side  of  the  building  there  are  ho  depressed  railroad  tracks 
connecting  witli  the  Belt  Railroad.  Above  )  hese  tracks  and  connecting 
with  The  Embarcadero  by  way  of  a  ramp  is  m  elevated  driveway  con- 
structed at  approximately  truck  body  heigl;i  below  the  level  of  the 
second  floor.  The  loading  platform  outside  the  building  was  con- 
structed as  a  sawtooth  platform  with  a  door  opposite  each  truck  space 
except  at  the  future  location  of  each  spiral  chuuv 

The  building  is  completelj^  wired  for  light  and  power  with  outlets 
conveniently  located  to  give  efficient  service.  Provision  was  made  for 
six  freight  and  two  passenger  elevators  but  they  were  not  installed, 
the  intention  being  to  operate  on  the  second  floor  by  the  use  of  the 
working  platform  and  the  elevated  driveway. 

The  building  is  of  reinforced  concrete  throughout,  with  galvanized 
steel  sash  and  steel  rolling  doors.  It  was  completed  in  November,  1925, 
the  total  cost  being  $510,830. 

Crab   and   Salmon    Market. 

A  market  building  for  the  use  of  the  crab  and  salmon  fishermen 
was  constructed  at  Fishermen's  lagoon,  fronting  on  Jefferson  street 
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near  Taylor  street.  The  building;  is  48  by  64  feet  and  two  stories  high. 
It  is  of  timber  frame  construction  Avith  a  stucco  exterior.  The  work 
was  completed  in  February,  1926,  at  a  cost  of  $13,669. 

Islais  Reclamation. 

Following  in  a  general  Avay  the  comprehensive  plans  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Islais  Creek-India  Basin  district,  a  start  Avas  made  on  the 
construction  of  the  first  unit  adjacent  to  Islais  Creek.  The  area 
involved  consists  of  approximately  26  acres  of  tide  land  Avhich  it  is 
intended  to  reclaim.  The  work  already  completed  included  tlie  dredging 
of  a  trench  for  a  rock  seawall  along  tlie  south  side  of  the  cliaunel,  the 
construction  of  this  wall  by  depositing  rock,  the  construction  of  rock 
levees  along  the  easterly  end  and  southerly  side  of  the  area  to  be 
reclaimed  and  the  driAdng  of  bulkhead  piles  at  the  crest  of  these  Avails. 

The  main  Avail  is  1400  feet  in  length,  extending  easterly  along  the 
Islais  Creek  Channel  from  the  end  of  the  present  reclaimed  land  and 
the  width  of  the  tract  betAveen  Avails  is  800  feet.  The  subsoil  is  soft 
mud  and  it  was  a  certainty  tliat  the  rock  Avould  sink  into  the  bottom 
some  distance.  The  Avail  is  not  exposed  to  Avave  action,  being  located 
along  one  side  of  a  comparatively  narroAV  chainiel.  It  was  decided, 
therefore,  to  use  in  the  construction  of  this  Avail  and  the  levees  the 
native  serpentine,  which  could  be  obtained  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 
The  u.se  of  this  material  under  a  very  favorable  contract,  instead  of 
hard  rock  such  as  is  ordinarily  used  in  seaAvall  construction,  resulted 
in  a  saA^ng  of  at  least  $200,000  and  the  results  obtained  haA^e  amply 
justified  the  decision.  Separate  contracts  Avere  let  for  dredging,  pile 
driving  and  rock  embankment.  The  pile  driA'ing  Avas  completed  in  Sep- 
tember, 1925,  the  dredging  in  November,  1925,  and  the  rock  embanlc- 
ment  in  June,  1926.  The  total  cost  Avas  $232,571.  It  is  the  intention 
to  fill  the  area  Avithin  the  rock  Avails  by  using  material  obtained  from 
the  dredging  of  the  main  channel.  Bids  for  this  dredging  Avere  received 
but  as  they  were  considered  to  be  too  high  and  as  the  work  woiild  have 
extended  into  the  grain  shipping  season  and  would  have  interfered 
Avith  the  movement  of  ships,  the  bids  were  rejected. 

Islais  Wharf  Shed. 

As  a  part  of  the  program  for  providing  facilities  for  the  handling 
of  export  grain,  and  folloAving  the  reconstruction  of  the  outer  Islais 
Avharf,  a  shed  Avas  constructed  adjoining  the  existing  shed  and  extend- 
ing over  the  reconstructed  Avharf.  The  addition  is  a  one  story,  timber 
frame  structure,  660  feet  in  length  and  varying  from  45  to  70  feet  in 
Avidth.  The  Avork  Avas  completed  in  December,  1924,  at  a  cost  of 
$22,862.  With  this  addition  the  grain  shed  as  it  exists  at  present  is  660 
feet  in  length  and  220  feet  in  Avidth. 

Raising   Post  Office   Building. 

The  seawall  between  Mission  and  Harrison  streets,  a  short  section  of 
Avhieh  was  constructed  in  1910  and  the  remainder  in  1914,  is  founded 
on  A'ery  unstable  subsoil.  As  a  result  the  rock  embankment,  the  street 
on  the  inshore  side  of  the  Avail  and  the  structures  Avhich  have  been 
built  over  the  Avail  on  piles  driven  into  the  rock  embankment,  are  con- 
tinually settling.   In  1917  this  became  so  pronounced  that  it  Avas  neces-

sary  to  raise  the  bulkhead  wharf  with  the  two  story  buildings  resting 
thereon  by  jacking  up  the  entire  wliarf  and  building  up  the  reinforced 
concrete  piles.  This  work  extended  southerly  from  Howard  street  a 
distance  of  approximately  1100  feet. 

For  some  time  past  it  1ms  been  increasingly  evident  that  the  building 
occupied  by  the  post  office  at  the  foot  of  Mission  street,  a  structural 
steel,  reinforced  concrete  and  brick  structure,  was  settling  unevenly 
and  tlmt  it  •would  be  necessary  to  level  it  up  by  jacking  as  in  the  case 
of  the  wharf.  In  order  that  the  results  might  be  as  effective  as  possible 
it  was  necessary  to  drive  additional  foundation  i)iles  and  build  rein- 
forced concrete  footings  to  jack  against  and  to  assist  in  carrying  the 
weight  of  tlie  building  after  the  raising  was  completed.  Considerable 
reconstruction  was  necessary  in  the  building  itself  in  connection  with 
the  raising  in  the  way  of  repairs  to  cracked  walls  and  ceilings  and  to 
overstressed  structural  steel  connections.  The  work  was  finally  com- 
pleted in  December,  1925,  at  a  cost  of  $21,0H6.  Incidentally  it  may  be 
remarlvcd  that  the  wall  and  structures  between  the  post  office  and 
Howard  street  as  well  as  those  beyond  that  point  which  have  already 
been  raised  have  continued  to  settle  and  that  sooner  or  later  it  will  be 
necessary  to  raise  this  entire  section  of  wharf  with  the  superimposed 
buildings. 

2.     PAVING. 

Folhnving  the  established  policy  of  the  Uoard  1o  gradually  improve 
tlie  condition  of  the  streets  under  its  jurisdiction  by  the  construction 
of  smootli  surface  pavement,  an  extensi^'e  paving  program  was  carried 
out  during  tlie  two  years  just  past. 

Embarcadero,  Folsom  to  Berry  Street. 

In  carrying  out  this  iinproveiuent  the  street  for  a  Avidth  of  70  feet 
from  the  easterly  curb  was  paved  with  a  Topeka  wearing  surface  on  a 
Portland  cement  concrete  base,  except  that  along  the  tracks  leading 
to  the  piers  a  bituminous  concrete  base  was  used.  It  was  also  necessary 
to  resurface  the  Belt  Railroad,  and  the  space  between  the  main  line 
tracks  and  the  edge  of  the  bituminous  pavement  was  paved  with  basalt 
blocks.    The  work  was  completed  in  IMay,  1925,  at  a  cost  of  $166,237. 

Embarcadero,  Washington  to    Howard   Street. 

Following  the  completion  of  tlie  subway  at  the  foot  of  Market  street 
and  the  raising  and  reconstruction  of  the  street  railway  tracks,  The 
Embarcadero  was  repaved  from  Wasliington  street  to  a  point  between 
Mission  and  Howard  streets.  The  pavement  consisted  of  a  Topelia 
wearing  surface  on  a  bituminous  concrete  base  except  at  either  end  of 
the  subway,  where  a  Portland  cement  concrete  base  was  used.  The 
work  was  completed  in  August,  1925,  at  a  cost  of  $65,643  and  was  the 
final  section  which  was  necessary  to  provide  a  smooth  surface  pavement 
along  the  entire  commercial  water  front  from  Powell  street  to  Berry 
street. 

Berry  Street,  Embarcadero  to  Third  Street. 

This  connection  between  the  water  front  and  the  industrial  section 
of  San  Francisco  is  one  the  need  for  which  has  been  recognized  for 
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many  years.  Its  construction  was  much  simplified  by  tlie  reclamation 
of  the  property  on  the  south  side  of  Berry  street  but  it  was  only  through 
the  continued  efforts  of  the  Board  that  the  project  was  started  and  is 
being  carried  to  a  successful  conclusion.  Berry  street  as  it  existed 
between  Second  and  Third  streets  was  only  47.5  feet  wide  and  in  order 
to  provide  a  thoroughfare  of  sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate  the 
present  and  prospective  traffic  it  was  decided  to  make  the  pavement 
80  feet  in  width.  A  strip  32.5  feet  Avide  was  taken  from  the  state  land 
adjacent  and  set  aside  to  be  used  for  street  purposes.  The  pavement 
between  The  Embarcadero  and  Second  street  is  55  feet  in  width. 

In  connection  with  the  work  of  paving,  t^^'o  Belt  Railroad  tracks 
were  extended  from  The  Embarcadero  to  Third  street.  One  Avas  located 
near  the  south  line  of  the  street  to  be  used  as  an  industrial  and  team 
track  and  the  other  on  the  nortli  side  Avith  a  curA-e  across  the  street 
at  the  Third  street  end,  to  serA'e  at  some  future  time  as  a  main  line 
connection  across  Channel  street.  The  Avork  of  paAdng  Berry  street, 
including  the  track  work,  was  80  per  cent  completed  on  June  30,  1926. 

3.     MAINTENANCE    AND    REPAIRS. 

On  account  of  the  increased  age  of  tlie  structures  along  the  AA'^ater 
front,  their  maintenance  has  required  the  employment  of  a  larger 
number  of  mechanics  in  all  lines.  This  is  particularly  true  as  to  pile 
drivers  and  top  men  on  repairs  to  fender  lines  and  track  sections  of 
timber  piers,  carpenters  on  the  replacement  of  sills  under  timber  sheds, 
and  roofers  and  sheet  metal  men  on  various  roof  repairs.  There  has 
also  been  a  large  number  of  repairs  of  damages  chargeable  to  steamship 
companies  and  of  alterations  and  additions  for  the  account  of  our 
tenants.  Of  the  latter  the  most  complicated  job  AA'as  the  Avidening  of 
the  aprons  at  ferry  slips  9  and  10  so  as  to  accommodate  tAVO  lines  of 
automobile  traffic.  The  Avork  Avas  planned  so  that  the  slips  Avere  in 
commission  over  each  Aveek  end  and  our  organization  Avas  complimented 
l)y  the  officials  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Comi^any  for  the  efficient 
manner  in  Avhich  the  Avoi'k  Avas  carried  out. 

4.     ELECTRICAL. 

The  largest  single  installation  carried  out  by  our  electrical  division 
during  these  tAvo  years  AA'as  in  connection  Avith  the  China  Basin  Ter- 
minal Building.  This  included  the  installation  of  a  dead  front  SAvitch 
board,  Aviring  for  light  and  poAver  in  the  building  and  for  connections 
to  ships  and  the  installation  of  a  six  station  fire  alarm  system. 

Other  Avork  included  the  extensions  of  the  underground  sj'stem; 
Aviring  the  crab  and  salmon  market,  Pier  40  and  offices  at  Piers  35 
and  41;  installing  lights  around  Fishermen's  lagoon;  rebuilding  distri- 
bution system  on  Pier  7 ;  replacing  panel  boards  in  Ferry  Building 
with  safety  panels,  etc.  As  in  the  past  all  maintenance  and  repairs  as 
well  as  new  installations  AA^ere  made  by  our  OAvn  force. 

5.     DREDGING. 

The  dredging  organization  continued  to  maintain  its  good  record  of 
providing  the  necessary  depth  of  water  alongside  the  piers  Avith  a 
minimum  of  criticism  from  the  steamship  companies.    A  system  AA'as 
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inaugurated  of  providing  small  sheets  of  soundings  of  each  slip  taken 
immediately  after  dredging,  which  were  furnished  to  the  companies 
interested. 

On  account  of  their  age  it  was  found  necessary  this  year  to  make 
extensive  repairs  to  all  of  the  floating  equipment.  This  applies  partic- 
ularly to  the  two  tug  boats  and  the  mud  scows.  It  is  also  planned  to 
make  some  alterations  to  tlie  dredger,  the  principal  change  being  the 
installation  of  new  spud  casings  and  24-inch  square  spuds  to  replace 
the  17-inch  round  spuds.  It  is  believed  that  this  will  greatly  reduce 
the  loss  of  time,  the  cost  of  mooring  lines  and  the  replacement  of  broken 
spuds  and  that  the  result  will  be  a  greater  production  and  a  reduction^ 
of  unit  operating  costs. 

6.     TESTING. 

The  service  rendered  by  the  testing  laboratory  has  been  of  great 
value  in  connection  with  the  construction  program  of  the  two  years 
just  past.  All  materials  used  in  the  reinforced  concrete  and  creosoted 
timber  structures  have  been  tested  and  inspected  and  this  has  also  been 
done  in  the  case  of  painting,  roofing  and  paving  materials.  Numerous 
tests  of  concrete  samples  have  also  been  made.  As  in  the  past  our 
laboratory  has  handled  all  tests  of  construction  materials  and  of  con- 
crete samples  for  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  in  connection 
with  the  construction  of  public  buildings  in  various  parts  of  the  state. 
During  the  past  year  this  work  became  so  heavy  that  the  Department 
furnished  an  assistant  to  work  under  the  direction  of  our  testing 
engineer. 

7.     DESIGNING   AND    DRAFTING. 

During  the  two  years  just  past  it  has  been  necessary  to  augment  the 
designing  and  drafting  force  in  order  to  handle  an  increased  amount 
of  work.  Plans  were  prepared  for  the  work  described  earlier  in  this 
report  and  there  was  the  usual  number  of  preliminary  sketches  and 
estimates,  assignment  records,  the  checking  of  contractors'  details,  etc. 
In  addition  plans  for  the  following  projects  were  completed  or  are  in 
course  of  preparation. 

Pier  48. 

Detail  plans  for  Pier  48,  869  feet  wide,  610  feet  long  on  the  north 
side  and  636  feet  long  on  the  south  side,  with  a  section  of  bulkhead 
M'harf  53  feet  in  width  by  500  feet  in  length.  The  outside  track  sections 
of  creosoted  piles  and  timber,  the  remainder  of  reinforced  concrete. 

Pier  45. 

Detail  plans  for  Pier  45,  382  feet  in  width,  1200  feet  in  length  on 
the  west  side  and  1313  feet  on  the  east  side.  Three  complete  sets  of 
plans  based  on  different  combinations  of  solid  fill,  reinforced  concrete 
and  creosoted  timber  construction. 

Pier  15,  Transit  Shed  and  Track. 

Detail  plans  for  a  depressed  track  along  the  south  side  connecting 
with  the  Belt  Railroad  and  for  a  transit  shed  64  feet  wide  and  760  feet 
long  of  timber  construction. 
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Piers  23-25,   Bulkhead   Building. 

Detail  plans  for  a  bulkhead  building  extending  from  tlie  south  side 
of  Pier  23  to  the  north  side  of  Pier  25,  72  feet  in  width  and  402  feet 
in  length,  timber  frame  construction,  cement  stucco  exterior.  The 
plans  also  include  an  extension  to  the  wharf,  39  feet  in  width  and  147 
feet  in  length,  of  ereosoted  pile  and  timber  construction. 

Shops  and  Stores    Building. 

Detail  plans  for  a  reinforced  concret(!  l)uildiiig  from  one  to  three 
stories  in  height  to  be  located  on  the  blociv  bounded  by  Steuart  and 
Folsom  streets  and  The  Embareadero  and  to  be  used  for  the  Harboij 
Commission  shops,  purchasing  department  stores  and  garage. 

Dump    Barges. 

Detail  plans  for  two  steel  dump  barges  of  300  cubic  yards  capacity, 
for  use  in  connection  with  the  dredger. 

Pier  26,   Repairs. 

Detail  plans  covering  repairs  to  the  reinforced  concrete  beams  and 
girders  in  the  deck  of  Pier  26. 

8.     RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In  my  last  rei)ort  four  specific  recommendations  were  made  for  your 
consideration.  Two  of  the  projects  referred  to,  the  paving  of  Berry 
street  and  the  starting  of  the  Islais  Creek-India  Basin  Development,  are 
now  going  forward.  Plans  are  in  the  course  of  preparation  for  tlie  other 
two,  namely,  the  shops  and  stores  building  and  the  steel  dump  barges. 
I  wish  to  repeat  the  recommendation  made  two  years  ago  regardiiig 
these  two  imiirovements  and  in  addition  to  mention  the  following 
projects  and  to  recomiiieiKl  lliat  tiicy  be  carried  out  during  tlie  next 
two  years. 

Repairs  to   Concrete  Structures. 

Reference  has  been  made  to  the  preparation  of  plans  for  repairing 
Pier  26.  Other  reinforced  concrete  structures  are  probably  in  a  similar 
condition.  It  is  recommended  that  the  work  of  making  the  necessary 
repairs  be  started  and  carried  along  as  expeditiously  as  possible  and 
that  the  underside  of  the  concrete  decks  and  the  upper  ends  of  the 
concrete  piles  be  covered  with  a  protective  coating  of  asphalt. 

Paving    Embareadero. 

The  portion  of  The  Embareadero  between  Piers  35  and  41  was  the 
first  along  which  smooth  surface  pavement  Avas  laid.  This  pavement 
is  only  30  feet  in  width  and  it  carries  a  concentrated  traffic,  the  basalt 
block  pavement  in  the  remainder  of  the  street  being  very  little  used. 
Between  Pier  41  and  Pisliermen's  lagoon  at  Tajdor  street,  The  Embar- 
eadero is  paved  with  basalt  blocks.  It  is  recommended  that  the  smooth 
surface  pavement  be  widened  as  far  as  Pier  41  and  extended  to 
Taylor  street. 
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Wharf  North  of  Pier  50. 

The  bulkhead  wharf  between  the  section  which  was  constructed  in 
connection  with  Pier  50  and  the  Santa  Fe  ear  ferry  slip  is  an  old 
timber  structure.  It  is  in  need  of  extensive  repairs  and  it  was  the 
intention  to  replace  it  with  a  reinforced  concrete  structure,  at  the  time 
of  the  construction  of  Pier  48.  As  this  work  has  been  indefinitely 
postponed  it  is  recommended  that  the  wharf  be  constructed  inde- 
pendently, with  provisions  for  connecting  Pier  48  whenever  it  is  built. 

9.     GENERAL. 

The  fiscal  year  just  past  marks  the  end  of  the  fifteenth  year  of  my 
connection  with  the  engineering  department  of  the  Board  of  State 
Harbor  Commissioners  and  of  my  tenth  year  as  chief  engineer.  It  is 
with  some  measure  of  satisfaction  that  the  development  of  the  ter- 
minal facilities  and  of  the  commerce  of  the  port  during  that  time  are 
noted.  Of  the  former,  the  following  is  a  summary  of  the  more  impor- 
tant items : 

The  construction  of  23  piers  and  the  China  Basin  Terminal;  the 
construction  of  the  seawall  from  Mission  to  Harrison  street,  thus  com- 
pleting the  permanent  wall  and  thoroughfare  from  Fishermen's  lagoon 
to  Channel  street ;  the  construction  of  The  Embarcadero  subway  at 
the  foot  of  Market  street ;  the  construction  of  various  sections  of  the 
permanent  reinforced  concrete  bulkhead  wharf  so  that  it  is  now  con- 
tinuous from  Powell  street  to  Second  street;  the  connection  of  the  two 
divisions  of  the  Belt  Railroad  and  its  extension  to  the  Transport  Docks 
and  Presidio;  the  beginning  of  the  development  of  the  Islais  Creek- 
India  Basin  district.  The  increase  in  traffic  is  no  less  gratifying. 
During  the  same  period  the  tonnage  of  cargo  liandled  through  the  port 
practically  doubled  in  volume. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  desire  to  exj^ress  my  appreciation  of  the 
support  accorded  to  me  by  the  Board  in  connection  with  the  work  of 
the  biennial  period,  and  also  to  commend  the  faitliful  cooperation  of 
all  employees  of  the  Engineering  Department.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STATE  BELT  RAILROAD. 

To  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners. 

Gentlemen  :  I  lierewitli  submit  report  of  Belt  Railroad  operations 
for  the  fiscal  period  July  1,  1924,  to  June  30,  1926. 

OPERATION. 

The  Belt  Railroad  operations  have  largely  increased  during  this 
period,  due  to  establishment  of  new  industries  on  its  line  with  the 
consequent  demand  for  prompt  service.  Among  the  larger  of  these 
industries  are  the  Acme  Gravel  Co.,  Andersen,  Smith  &  Hamilton,  new ' 
buildings  at  Merchants  Ice  and  Cold  Storage  Co.,  Standard  Oil  Co. 
and  the  recently  completed  Southern  Pacific  Co.  automobile  station 
at  North  Point  and  Leavenworth  streets,  also  the  China  Basin  ware- 
house, Avitli  its  large  track  layout.  Service  is  furnished  during  the 
entire  24-hour  period,  except  on  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  between 
8  a.m.  and  midnight. 

In  line  with  the  increasing  tonnage  of  the  port,  the  Belt  Railroad 
has  handled  an  increased  number  of  car  loads  and  empties,  as  a  com- 
parison of  the  biennial  period  1922-24  and  1924-26  will  show.  The 
growth  is  a  steady  natural  increase. 

During  the  year  1925  the  State  Belt  Railroad,  pusuant  to  a  decision 
of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  was  classed  as  a  common  carrier 
and  placed  in  Class  2,  Switching  and  Terminal  Companies,  by  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  Although  the  Belt  Railroad  has 
for  many  years  filed  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  inspec- 
tion reports  on  locomotives  the  order  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission involves  the  filing  of  many  other  reports  in  compliance  with 
the  hours  of  service  law,  safety  appliance  laws,  accident  reports,  etc. 

Another  feature  introduced  during  the  period  of  this  report  is  car 
inspection  service,  the  Belt  Railroad  maintaining  a  force  of  inspectors 
whose  duties  are  to  inspect  incoming  cars  for  violation  of  the  safety 
appliance  standards. 

Reference  to  the  financial  account  of  the  Belt  Railroad  printed  else- 
where in  this  report  will  show  the  amount  of  revenue  and  expense 
during  the  biennium. 

MAINTENANCE. 

Maintenance  of  roadway  and  buildings  and  maintenance  of  mechan- 
ical equipment  have  been  kept  at  as  low  a  cost  as  is  consistent  with 
good  operation  and  safety.  Switches  and  frogs  have  been  replaced 
where  necessary,  and  some  new  rails  laid.  Much  of  the  track  material 
in  place  has  been  in  use  for  a  number  of  years  and  will  require  future 
replacement.  It  is  the  intention  to  replace  worn  out  rails  on  The 
Embarcadero  between  Pier  17  and  Pier  5  immediately.  Locomotives 
and  other  mechanical  equipment  have  been  kept  in  a  state  of  high 
efficiency  and  this  at  a  reasonable  cost. 

CONSTRUCTION. 

Additional  tracks  have  been  constructed  to  serve  the  terminal  ware- 
house at  China  Basin,  Pier  50,  Berry  street  track  extension,  and  exteu- 
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sion  of  Pier  40.  These,  with  other  snialler  jobs  of  constnietiou,  have 
caused  an  outlay  of  .$84,403.04  for  labor  and  material.  Additional 
work  is  now  in  progress  at  Pier  .")(),  new  tra-ckage  being  laid  to  serve 
that  pier. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

As  recommended  in  the  previout  report  additional  trackage  should 
be  provided  for  storage  of  cars,  both  north  and  south  of  ]\Iarket  street. 
This  matter  is  becoming  more  urgent  each  j'ear,  as  tlie  business  of  the 
port  increases.  It  would  be  practical  to  close  that  jiortion  of  The 
Embarcadero  between  Mason  and  Taylor  streets  and  extend  certain 
existing  tracks  in  the  ferry  yard,  tluis  providing  needed  trackage  for 
this  purpose.

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GRAIN  TERMINAL  TO  BE  DOUBLED. 

The  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners  is  carrying  forward 
extensive  plans  to  meet  demands  of  fast-growing  trade  in  the  Islais 
Creek  section  of  the  southern  water  front,  reclaiming  lands  for  more 
industrial  sites  and  doubling  space  for  operating  plants.  The  Grain 
Terminal,  which  was  built  to  receive  and  ship  California  grain  crops, 
has  in  a  few  years  become  congested  and  the  Harbor  Commission  has 
announced  its  purpose  to  double  the  plant  as  soon  as  possible.  It  was 
found  necessary  in  the  grain  season  of  1926  to  cheek  receipts  of  barley 
until  shipments  could  be  loaded  in  vessels  chartered  for  foreign  mar- 
kets. Plans  have  been  ordered  for  an  additional  unit  to  the  Grain 
Terminal,  to  be  erected  immediately. 

The  Grain  Terminal  was  opened  in  1923  for  handling  crops  to  aid 
farmers  in  marketing  grain  that  season,  and  it  has  been  successfully 
operated  by  the  Islais  Creek  Grain  Terminal  Corporation,  a  lessee  of 
the  state,  three  years.  Barley  loaded  for  export  totals  229,673  tons  for 
the  period.  The  export  shipments  for  1923  were  26,350  tons;  for  1924 
59,171  tons ;  for  1925,  84,008  tons ;  and  for  1926  to  August  31,  60,144 
tons.  The  seasonal  increase  from  the  first  year  to  August  31,  1926,  was 
33,794  tons,  which  tells  the  story  of  growth  for  the  Grain  Terminal. 

The  Grain  Terminal  labor  cost  since  the  plant  was  started  in  opera- 
tion was  $252,000,  which  was  $63,000  yearly  distribution  to  San 
Francisco  labor  channels.  And  the  business  has  returned  to  the  state 
approximately  $7,000  monthly  during  tlie  busy  season. 

Bulk  handling  of  grain  is  being  considered  by  the  Harbor  Com- 
missioners, and  it  is  planned  to  give  the  matter  early  attention.  That 
improvement  will  be  a  great  aid  to  western  farmers  and  grain  growers. 
They  have  always  handled  grain  in  sacks  and  found  the  cost  of  bags 
an  expensive  tax.  On  account  of  the  high  price  of  sacks  during  the 
last  crop  season  farmers  have  almost  demanded  the  change  to  a  bulking 
system,  grain  terminal  operators  report.  Small  elevators  are  being 
built  in  the  grain  sections  and  it  is  necessary  to  provide  bins  at  grain 
receiving  points  to  bring  about  the  bulk  handling  change,  so  necessary 
to  successful  grain  farming  in  California. 
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REPORT  OF  ATTORNEY. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners. 

Gextlemex  :  JMuch  complicated  and  protracted  litigation  has  been 
forced  upon  the  Harbor  Board  during  the  past  two  years.  The  history 
of  the  cases  constituting  this  litigation  is  as  follows : 

1.  U.  8.  vs.  Spear.  This  ease  is  set  down  for  hearing  on  the  October 
calendar  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  on  its  merits. 
It  involves  primarily  the  question  of  the  right  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  to  control  the  actions  of  the  Board  of  State  Harbor 
Commissioners  of  the  State  of  California — a  political  arm  or  agency 
of  the  state  and  an  expression  of  the  sovereign  power  thereof— in  the 
operation  of  the  Belt  Railroad.  Secondarily,  is  involved  the  question  of 
the  individual  liability  of  the  Harbor  Commissioners  for  torts — such 
as  negligence  involved  in  personal  injury  suits — committed  in  the 
operation  of  any'  of  the  activities  on  the  water  front  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Harbor  Board.  A  motion  to  dismiss  our  appeal  was  made 
by  the  Solicitor  General  of  the  United  States  which  the  Harbor  Board 
resisted,  and  the  Harbor  Board  was  sustained,  the  Supreme  Court 
denying  the  motion  to  dismiss.  This  case  presents  many  complex  prob- 
lems. The  sovereignty  of  the  State  of  California,  questions  of  railroad 
law,  interstate  commerce  law,  torts,  criminal  liability,  belt  and  ter- 
minal railroads,  common  carriers  (both  by  land  and  sea),  judicial 
notice,  constitutional  laAv — are  all  blended  together  and  require  a  very 
nice  discrimination  in  handling  so  as  to  give  them  their  proper  rela- 
tions and  at  the  same  time  preserve  for  resistance  the  first  question 
raised  in  the  institution  of  these  suits,  viz,  the  practice  of  levying  fines 
against  the  Harbor  Commissioners  for  alleged  violations  of  Interstate 
Commerce  law,  of  which  the  above  is  one.  In  passing,  it  might  be 
remarked  that  we  have  about  twenty  cases  of  a  similar  nature,  still 
pending,  and  awaiting  the  decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court 
in  this  case.  We  have  had  as  associate  counsel  in  this  case  Mr.  Fred- 
erick H.  Wood  of  New  York,  Mr.  Richard  H.  Wilmer  of  Washington, 
and  the  firm  of  Cravath,  Henderson  and  de  Gersdortf  of  New  York, 
of  which  the  two  gentlemen  are  members.  Mr.  Wood  is  one  of  the  most, 
if  not  the  most,  eminent  railroad  lawyers  in  this  country.  He  was 
counsel  for  the  Southern  Pacific  in  the  S.  P.-U.  P.  unmerger  case. 
This  case  in  point  of  complexity  and  magnitude  of  wealth  involved  is 
one  of  the  most  famous  cases  in  the  history  of  American  jurispru- 
dence. The  Attorney  General  of  this  state,  Honorable  U.  S.  Webb, 
has  also  given  the  Harbor  Board  the  benefit  of  his  wealth  of  experi- 
ence and  splendid  legal  attainments  in  the  liandling  of  this  and  other 
interstate  commerce  cases.  The  result  has  been  that  we  are  at  last  to 
have  an  appeal  heard  in  tliese  Belt  Railroad  cases  on  the  merits  of  the 
questions  involved.  I  am  mosF  confident  tliat  we  will  prevail.  This 
case  has  required  a  good  deal  of  thouglit,  study,  briefing,  and  sevei'al 
arguments  in  court  below. 

2.  U.  S.  vs.  McCallum.  This  was  one  of  the  Belt  Line  Inter- 
state Commerce  cases  that  was  handled  by  the  former  attorney  for  the 
Board,  and  lost.  I  tried  to  save  the  case  on  appeal,  and  did  a  great 
deal  of  work;  but  the  appeal  was  dismissed. 

-J 
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3.  Carey  et  al.  vs.  Spear.  This  was  a  suit  by  plaintiff  to  recover 
damajjes  for  the  infriiio:ement  of  patents  for  concrete  pier  construction 
of  what  is  knoAvn  as  the  "monolithic  type."  The  patent  involved  is 
what  is  known  as  the  ''Ferguson  patent."  The  amount  sued  for  was 
$405,000.  Furtlier  embarrassment  was  promised  the  Board  by  threat- 
ened suits  for  injunction,  etc.  The  case  was  settled  for  $50,000.  The 
Harbor  Board  deemed  it  wise  to  make  a  settlement  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  several  decisions  sustained  on  appeal  had  been  given  by  different 
courts  in  favor  of  this  patent. 

4.  Taylor  vs.  Spear.  This  case  was  won  by  the  Harbor  Com- 
missioners by  decision  of  tlie  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  California 
in  bank,  rendered  in  August,  1925.  This  case  decided  questions  that 
for  twenty-five  years,  or  more,  had  agitated  the  Harbor  Board  and 
had  been  litigated  but  never  settled.  The  main  point  involved  in  this 
ease  was  tlie  establishment  of  the  absolute  control  of  the  Harbor  Board 
over  the  water  front  under  its  jurisdiction.  The  decision  upheld  the 
right  of  the  Board  to  remove  anyone  holding  a  concession  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board  upon  thirty  days'  notice,  according  to  section 
2524  of  the  Political  Code.  Theretofore,  injunctions  had  been  obtained 
by  persons  whom  the  Board  sought  to  remove.  The  decision  in  this 
case  established  the  fact  that  injunctions  can  not  be  rendered  against 
the  Harbor  Board,  sustaining  the  principle  established  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  that  neitlier  by  mandamus  or  injunction 
Avill  courts  be  permitted  to  interfere  with  executive  or  administrative 
officers  or  boards  of  a  state. 

5.  Somers  vs.  Spear.  This  was  an  action  against  the  Harbor  Com- 
missioners and  the  Islais  Creek  Grain  Terminal  alleging  an  attempt 
to  injure  plaintiff.  Injunction  was  denied  and  the  case  was  later 
dismissed. 

6.  People  vs.  Coryell.  This  case  was  brought  to  trial,  a  jury  sum- 
moned, and  as  we  were  about  to  select  a  jury,  defendant  Coryell 
waived  a  jury  and  the  case  was  sent  to  another  department  where  if 
is  now  pending.  The  case  involved  a  charge  for  dredging  some  of 
defendant's  tide  land  property  by  the  Harbor  Board.  The  amount  of 
the  suit  was  $2,377.66.  ■     ■    ' 

7.  People  vs.  Cassaretto.  This  action  involves  the  right  of  the  Harbor 
Board  to  charge  tolls  for  the  use  of  waterways  kept  navigable  by  the 
Board.  The  particular  waterway  in  the  instant  case  is  Channel  street. 
The  charges  are  against  the  defendant  for  using  the  waterway  for 
transporting  gravel  on  liis  barges.  The  amount  in  the  particular  case 
is  small,  but  the  amount  of  revenues  of  the  Harbor  Board  involved  is 
very  great,  running  into  liundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars.  We  have 
not  yet  passed  the  demurrer  stage,  but  have  had  three  or  four  different 
hearings,  several  arguments,  and  two  or  three  briefs.  Defendant  is 
questioning  the  validity  of  the  charge,  claiming  that  the  waterway  is 
free  to  everybody.  The  case  has  been  submitted  after  argument  to  the 
court  for  decision  on  briefs  for  about  three  weeks. 

8.  Henry  Cowell  Lime  and  Cement  Company  vs.  Harbor  Board.  This 
is  an  action  to  restrain  the  Board  from  removing  plaintiff  from  state 
property.    The   ease   has   been  transferred   from   one   department   to 
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another  and  is  now  finally  in  Department  2,  San  Francisco  superior 
court  and  is  on  the  calendar  for  trial.  We  are  bending  every  effort 
to  have  the  case  tried  so  that  we  may  get  a  decision  on  appeal  to  the 
Supreme  Court. 

9.  Oillson  vs.  Sherman.  This  is  an  action  for  writ  of  mandate  to 
compel  the  Harbor  Board  to  draw  a  warrant  for  salaries  for  wharf- 
ingers increasing  their  compensation.  The  writ  was  issued  and  the 
plaintiff  died.  The  case  is  in  statu  quo. 

10.  Golden  Gate  Ferry  Company  vs.  Kearny  Investment  Company. 
This  was  an  action  involving  six  blocks  of  tide  land,  claimed  by  the 
Kearny  Investment  Company  and  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  to 
belong  to  the  State  of  California.  The  Harbor  Board  did  not  partic- 
ipate directly  in  the  action,  but  is  now  compelled,  by  reason  of  this 
decision,  to  take  the  proper  measures  in  asserting  control  of  this  prop- 
erty. This  has  involved  the  consideration  of  many  questions  concerning 
tide  lands,  state  sovereignty,  and  the  many,  many  conflicting  chains  of 
title  affecting  the  Pueblo  of  San  Francisco.  As  the  result  of  this  legal 
study  and  investigation  caused  by  this  decision  and  directed  by 
Mr.  Sherman,  president  of  the  Board,  the  Harbor  Board  has  discov- 
ered twenty-four  more  blocks  of  an  approximate  value  of  a  million 
dollars  each,  belonging  to  the  State  of  California.  That  is  the  estimated 
value  of  each  of  the  six  blocks  that  the  Kearny  Investment  Company 
was  denied  title  to.  In  connection  with  this  tide  land  litigation,  the 
Harbor  Board  is  now  having  prepared,  by  direction  of  Mr.  Sherman, 
the  president,  by  competent  searchers  of  record,  a  map  showing  all 
the  properties  under  jurisdiction  of  the  Harbor  Board  and  the  history 
of  the  title  to  each  piece  of  property.  Up  to  date  a  most  chaotic  con- 
dition of  affaii's  has  existed,  and  many  squatters  are  claiming  title  to 
state  property.  By  preparing  this  authentic  map  and  history  of  title 
it  will  be  possible  to  definitely  establish  what  are  and  what  are  not 
harbor  properties. 

•  11.  Admiralty  Case — Steamer  Finland.  This  boat  rammed  Pier  16 
near  Howard  street  and  caused  a  damage  of  about  $60,000.  The  Steam- 
ship Company  was  at  first  disposed  to  evade  liability  but  later  settled. 
This  case  involved  an  exliaustive  study  of  admiralty  law  and  condi- 
tions surrounding  the  accident  to  the  wharf.  As  the  result  of  our 
investigations,  radical  changes  in  the  pilotage  laws  should  be  made,  if 
damages  to  wharves  by  ships  are  to  be  certain  of  recovery. 

12.  Insurance.  Fire  damaged  Pier  40  at  the  very  hour  that  the 
Harbor  Board  was  accepting  the  construction  work  done  on  this  pier. 
Some  nice  questions  as  to  what  insurance  should  care  for  the  damage, 
how  much  the  contractor,  the  Clinton  Construction  Company,  should 
contribute,  if  anything,  and  the  the  negligence  that  was  the  cause  of 
the  fire,  were  involved  in  this  matter,  requiring  much  time,  study  and 
many  conferences.  The  amount  of  damage  by  fire  was  some  sixty 
odd  thousand  dollars. 

13.  Be  Atlantic  Gulf  and  Pacific  Steamship  Corporation,  Bankrupt. 
This  involved  the  question  of  the  claim  of  the  Harbor  Board  to  tolls 
collected  by  the  bankrupt  and  converted  to  its  own  use.  These  tolls 
belonged  to  the  Harbor  Board  and  should  have  been  turned  over  by 
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this  company.  Tliis  involved  over  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  and  required 
considerable  investigation  as  to  the  validity  of  the  claim.  Eecently  a 
deposition  for  the  prosecution  of  the  claim  had  to  be  taken  here, 
requiring  considerable  time.  The  claim  is  being  prosecuted  in  the  Dis- 
trict Court  in  Baltimore  Md.,  by  associate  counsel. 

14.  People  vs.  G.  W.  McCarthy  and  J.  V.  Fox.  These  suits  were 
brought  against  defendants  for  damages  done  to  harbor  property 
involving  small  amounts.  The  case  is  on  the  calendar  waiting  for  trial. 

15.  Contracts.  Twenty-four  miscellaneous  contracts,  involving 
$1,673,726.27,  were  drawn  and  executed. 

Special  Contracts.  Contract  for  Embarcadero  Bus  Line,  involving  a 
great  deal  of  study  and  many  conferences  with  city  officials,  was 
drawn  and  executed  by  tlie  Harbor  Board  and  the  city. 

Agreement  for  widening  Berry  street,  involving  much  study  and 
numerous  conferences  witli  city  officials,  was  drawn. 

Blue  Line  Construction  Company.  Numerous  contracts  prepared  by 
tliis  company  for  agreements  witli  the  Board  to  do  certain  work  and 
to  obtain  modifications  of  original  agreements  had  to  be  passed  upon. 
Tliese  were  somewhat  complicated  and  of  considerable  length. 

16.  Leases.  Five  miscellaneous  leases  and  three  transfers  of  leases 
were  drawn. 

Special  Leases.  Leases  of  the  Toyo  Kisen  Kaisha  and  Nippon  Yusen 
Kaisha,  involving  questions  of  assignment  and  considerable  study  and 
many  conferences  witli  the  officials  of  both  companies,  were  examined. 
Pending. 

Mission  Rock  Lease.  Examination  of  the  different  branches  of  law 
pertaining  to  an  agreement  with  the  Mi.ssion  Rock  owners  for  extension 
permitting  ingress  and  egress  to  the  Rock,  was  made.  A  great  deal  of 
time  was  consumed  in  conferences  with  various  people  relating  to  this 
matter. 

17.  Inquests.  Attended  four  coroner's  inquests  on  persons  killed  in 
or  around  the  water  front  under  jurisdiction  of  the  Harbor  Board. 

18.  Legislature.  I  was  in  attendance  on  the  state  legislature  at 
Sacramento  at  the  session  of  1925  on  an  average  of  once  a  week  during 
the  entire  session  on  business  affecting  the  admini.stration  of  the  harbor. 

Innumerable  letters  have  been  written  and  advice  on  many  legal 
questions,  of  which  no  record  has  been  made,  has  been  given  to  the 
Board.

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MORE  THAN  A  THOUSAND  MOTOR  CARS  PASS  THROUGH  THE 
SUBWAY  HOURLY. 

When  the  San  Francisco  Harbor  Commission  subway  was  opened  to 
traffic  a  year  ago,  count  of  vehicles  passing  through  ran  into  thousands 
and  within  a  week  the  daily  record  of  motors  going  through  the  bore 
had  reached  8000.  Tlie  travel  continued  fast  and  within  a  few  months 
the  rush  had  increased  until  business  men  guessed  the  traffic  had 
reached  about  10,000,  but  no  actual  count  was  made  until  the  Board's 
Engineering  Department  recently  sent  two  men  to  make  an  accurate 
count  of  motor  vehicles  passing  through  the  subway  in  a  day  of  ten^ 
hours. 

On  the  eighteenth  day  of  IMay,  1926,  from  7  a.m.  to  6  p.m.,  11,269 
motor  vehicles  passed  through  the  subway.  That  was  on  a  Tuesday, 
when  the  travel  was  about  as  usual,  and  no  horse  drawn  vehicle  was  in 
the  string.  There  were  tAvo  tie-ups  by  motor  trouble,  one  of  eight 
minutes  and  one  of  four  minutes  in  northbound  trips  during  the  day, 
which  cut  down  the  total  at  least  60  cars.

The  total  length  of  the  subway  is  986  feet,  extending  from  Mission 
street  to  Merchant  street,  the  approaches  being  each  298  feet  and  the 
closed  section  390  feet  in  length.  The  cost  of  the  completed  structure 
was  $333,496,  of  which  the  Harbor  Commission  paid  50  per  cent,  San 
Francisco  25  per  cent  and  the  street  railways  the  otlier  25  per  cent. 
The  contract  price  was  $238,700,  and  the  carefully  estimated  cost  was 
$342,000,  the  figures  telling  the  story  of  careful  business  control  of  the 
harbor  under  the  incumbent  commission.  Work  on  the  subway  was 
started  December  6,  1923,  and  the  underground  thoroughfare  was 
opened  for  traffic  May  2,  1925.  And  it  has  never  been  closed  to  com- 
mercial use  since  the  opening  day.  Nor  has  the  subway  been  wet  at 
any  time,  though  the  solid  concrete  floor  was  laid  six  feet  below  tide 
level.

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CALIFORNIA'S  GREAT  INLAND  EMPIRE. 


SACRAMENTO    AND    SAN    JOAQUIN    RIVERS    SUPPLY    HALF    OF 
SAN   FRANCISCO'S  TONNAGF.. 

The  Port  of  San  Francisco  is  the  only  combined  river  and  bay  port 
on  the  Pacific,  and  in  volume  of  commerce  is  the  outlet  for  an  inland 
empire  larger  than  all  the  states  of  New  Enjjland — a  state  port  that  is 
the  ocean  trade  depot  for  three-fourths  of  the  fifty-eight  counties  of  ^ 
California  and  large  areas  of  adjoining  states.  There  are  785  miles  of 
navigable  inland  waterways  emptying  into  San  Francisco  Bay  on 
which  large  passenger  and  freight  steamships  operate  and  deliver  to 
state  docks  45  per  cent  of  the  tonnage  that  made  up  the  San  Francisco 
iiarbor  total  of  10,801,434  gross  tons  in  1925. 

The  inland  Avaterways  tonnage  over  San  Francisco  piers  in  1925 
was  4,637,408  tons,  which  at  the  accepted  valuation  of  $60  per  ton 
makes  the  value  of  the  traffic  for  the  year  $278,244,480.  Taking  the 
reported  inland  waterways  tonnage  for  all  San  Francisco  Bay  ports, 
11,486,364  tons,  valued  at  $60  per  ton,  the  grand  total  of  inland  traffic 
for  1925  was  worth  $689,181,840.  It  will  be  seen  from  this  sliowing 
that  San  Francisco  port  is  largely  a  California  state  development. 

Of  the  fifty-eight  counties  in  California  twenty-two  comprise  tlie 
great  agricultural  empire,  350  miles  in  length  and  40  to  70  miles  in 
Avidth,  drained  by  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  rivers,  navigable 
streams  that  empty  into  San  Francisco  Bay.  The  watershed  of  the 
Sacramento  River  is  about  26,000  square  miles  and  the  watershed  of 
the  San  Joaquin  River  is  nearly  32,000  square  miles.  Six  rivers  are 
tributary  to  the  Sacramento  River  and  twelve  streams  run  into  the 
San  Joaquin  River.  The  irrigated  area  of  the  Sacramento  Valley  in 
1922  was  949,400  acres,  and  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  irrigated  area  was 
2,955,600  acres.  The  products  of  these  extensive  areas,  less  than  half 
cf  the  acreage  cultivated,  make  up  much  of  the  ernormous  inland 
tonnage  of  San  Francisco. 

TRAFFIC    INCREASING. 

This  inland  traffic  is  ever  on  the  increase  as  the  reports  of  tonnage 
indicate.  The  river  commerce  of  the  San  Joaquin,  Sacramento  and 
Mokelumne  rivers  in  1924  was  1,969,010  tons;  for  1925,  2,353,356  tons, 
showing  an  increase  of  384,346  tons. 

The  value  of  all  goods  carried  up  and  down  the  Sacramento  and 
San  Joaquin  rivers  in  1924  was  $96,848,300;  for  1925,  $133,675,166, 
anjncrease  of  $36,826,866. 

In  the  carrying  of  this  valuable  trade  395  vessels  of  various  types 
were  employed — river  steamers,  gasoline  launches,  barges,  etc. 

In  addition  to  the  freight  business,  there  is  also  a  large  passenger 
travel.  In  1925  there  were  215,803  passengers  carried  up  and  down 
the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  rivers. 

There  was  a  time  Avhen  all  up-river,  in  fact  all  up-valley,  trade  went 
by  boat.   The  river  trade  was  large  and  lucrative  as  far  back  as  1851.

Of  the  1925  tonnage,  the  Sacramento  River  carried  1,427,230  tons 
valued  at  $80,500,145;  passengers  carried,  74,890.  The  San  Joaquin 
River  carried  849,687  tons  valued  at  $47,192,499 ;  passengers  carried. 
131,520.  The  Mokelumne  River  carried  76,439  tons  valued  at 
$5,982,522;  passengers  carried,  9,393.  The  increase  in  commerce  in 
3925  over  1924  was  9  per  cent  in  tonnage  and  27  per  cent  in  value  for 
the  Sacramento  and  14  per  cent  in  tonnage  and  19  per  cent  in  value 
for  the  San  Joaquin  River,  reports  to  the  federal  government  state. 

The  shipping  goes  as  far  as  Chieo  landing  on  the  Sacramento  River, 
on  the  Mokelumne  River  as  far  as  New  Hope  lauding,  in  San  Joaquin 
County,  and  on  the  San  Joaquin  River  as  far  as  Stockton,  distant  100 
miles  from  San  Francisco.  Light  craft  run  farther  up  river  and 
through  the  delta  streams  south  and  west  of  Stockton,  handling  vege- 
table products. 

WONDERFUL  DELTA  SECTIONS. 

In  the  delta  sections  between  Stockton  and  Sacramento  tliere  are 
300,000  acres  of  wonderfully  productive  irrigated  fields  which  are 
reached  by  small  freight  vessels  that  have  many  navigable  channels 
open  to  them  in  moving  vegetable  crops.  These  intersecting  channels 
have  an  average  depth  of  nine  feet  of  fresh  water  which  is  available  for 
irrigation  of  the  lands  as  well  as  for  navigation  by  small  craft.  The 
leading  crops  so  moved  are  potatoes,  onions,  corn,  barley,  beans,  celery 
and  asparagus.  The  largest  asparagus  and  celery  fields  in  the  world 
are  in  this  delta  section  and  the  products  are  sent  to  every  country. 
The  total  value  of  vegetable  food  products  shipped  from  Stockton 
alone  in  1924  was  $5,000,000. 

The  upriver  traffic  on  both  streams  consists  chiefly  of  fuel  oils,  mer- 
chandise, fertilizers,  etc. 

Regardless  of  where  the  commerce  originates,  its  destination  is  always 
the  same,  namely,  San  Francisco  and  other  bay  ports,  with  the  bulk  of 
it  for  San  Francisco. 

The  Sacramento  River  is  navigable  to  Red  Bluff,  a  distance  of  250 
miles,  and  the  San  Joaquin  River  is  navigable  to  Stockton,  a  distance 
of  100  miles.  Connecting  streams  through  the  wonderfully  fertile  delta 
areas  are  open  to  large  passenger  and  freight  steamboats  making  daily 
trips  to  San  Francisco.  Two  handsome  steel  steamers,  costing  $1,000,000 
each  and  carrying  1800  tons  of  freight  with  100  passengers,  have 
recently  been  added  to  the  well  equipped  fleets  operating  on  these  great 
rivers  by  the  California  Transportation  Company,  whose  executive 
head.  Captain  A.  E.  Anderson,  has  a  splendid  vision  for  the  future 
development  of  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  in  all  of  its  activities. 
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EIGHTEEN    RIVERS   FLOW   INTO  THE   BAY. 

Eighteen  rivers  flow  into  the  navigable  California  inland  water- 
waJ^s,  six  of  the  streams  tributary  to  the  Sacramento  River  and  twelve 
running  into  the  San  Joaquin  River,  all  emptying  into  San  Francisco 
Bay.  The  research  department  of  the  California  Development  Associ- 
ation supplied  the  following  information  covering  the  areas  of  the 
great  inland  empire  and  the  tributary  rivers  under  date  May  27,  1926 :

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GOLDEN  GATE  BAR  HAS  NEW  DEEP  CHANNEL. 

Two  years  ago  Colonel  Herbert  Deakyne,  U.  S.  Corps  of  Engineers, 
in  charge  of  harbor  work  and  directing  the  operations  of  the  govern- 
ment dredge  "Cnlebra"  in  cutting  the  projected  main  ship  channel 
through  tlie  San  Francisco  outer  bar,  announced  that  it  was  expected 
to  complete  the  channel  2000  feet  wide  and  -iO  feet  deep  at  mean  low 
water  by  June  30,  1926.  On  the  20th  of  June,  1926,  the  Pacific  fleet 
of  warships  steamed  out  through  the  new  channel  due  west  into  the 
Pacific  and  naval  officials  radioed  back  that  the  only  drawback  to  San 
Francisco  harbor  had  been  removed. 

The  "Cnlebra,''  which  was  first  u.sed  in  digging  the  Panama  Canal, 
was  purchased  by  the  War  Department  for  Pacific  coast  dredging  and 
was  brought  to  San  Francisco  and  assigned  to  the  bar  cutting  project 
in  192i.  After  five  months'  operation  the  dredge  was  temporarily  sent 
to  Gray's  harbor,  returning  to  San  Francisco  in  October,  192-1,  to  con- 
tinue the  outer  bar  work. 

The  great  dredge  was  employed  on  the  San  Francisco  bar  project 
from  October,  1921,  to  the  completion  of  the  job,  under  the  direction 
of  ^lajor  John  W.  X.  Schulz,  district  engineer  for  the  War  Depart- 
ment. The  survey  of  the  channel  made  in  ]May,  1921,  gave  the  controll- 
ing depth  37  feet  at  mean  low  water. 

The  ' '  Culebra ' '  left  the  channel  42  feet  deep.  It  is  officially  reported 
that  2,500,000  cubic  yards  of  sand  were  removed  from  the  bar  and 
dumped  into  deep  water  far  out  in  the  ocean.  Xo  mud  was  found  on 
the  bar.  Sand  will  be  slowh'  washed  in  by  the  swift  currents  that  run 
through  the  new  channel,  but  the  "Culebra"  will  remain  on  the  coast 
for  any  further  dredging  that  may  be  found  necessary.  It  is  believed 
bj^  federal  engineers  that  the  "Culebra"  will  be  obliged  to  go  over  the 
bar  a  few  months  each  year  to  clean  out  sand,  but  that  work  will  not 
interfere  with  navigation.  The  big  dredge  is  provided  with  a  suction 
drag  which  draws  sand  into  hoppers  in  the  hold  of  the  vessel  and  drops 
its  loads  through  openings  in  the  bottom,  as  small  dredges  used  in  the 
bay  are  unloaded. 


BAY  TRAVEL  SAFEST  IN  THE  WORLD. 

"The  public  may  safely  feel  that  the  very  efficient  supervision  of 
the  local  steamboat  inspection  seiwice  and  the  resultant  care  exercised 
by  the  mastei's  of  ferry  boats  and  other  vessels  in  this  district  have 
reduced  to  the  minimum  the  danger  of  any  catastrophe  occurring  on 
San  Fi'ancisco  Bay  due  to  fog  conditions." 

This  finding  was  announced  in  a  report  made  in  July,  1926,  by 
Captain  C.  W.  Saunders,  oj^eratiug  manager  of  the  Matson  Steamship 
Company,  as  chairman  of  a  special  committee  of  steamship  operating 
experts  named  by  President  Wm.  A.  Sherman  of  the  Board  of  State 
Harbor  Commissioners  to  investigate  dangers  in  navigation  on  San 
Francisco  Bay  during  foggy  weather.  The  committee  was  appointed  in 
February,  1926,  at  a  time  when  vessels  were  moving  cautiously,  follow- 
ing federal  regulations  covering  navigation  and  making  fewer  trips 
because  of  fogs  which  caused  some  uneasiness  to  commuters.

The  matter  of  bay  traffic  control  was  suggested  by  the  Alameda 
County  Commuters'  Club,  wlio  requested  President  Sherman  of  the 
Harbor  Commission  to  call  into  conference  representative  men  who 
liave  to  do  with  bay  traffic.  This  Avas  done  and  it  was  tlie  sense  of  the 
assembly  that  a  special  committee  be  named  to  make  a  thorough  survey. 
The  committee  communicated  with  American  and  foreign  port  officials 
and  learned  that  beyond  usual  governmental  riyles  and  regulations 
there  existed  no  regular  plan  for  traffic  control.  The  committee  made 
its  report  July  8,  1926. 

High  lights  of  the  report  were  as  follows: 

"Records  of  bay  operations  from  1910  to  1925  reveal  that 
750,000,000  persons  were  carried  on  ferry  steamers,  and  of  these  only 
two  lost  their  lives  in  fog  crashes.  Compared  witii  railway,  automobile 
and  other  methods  of  transportation,  bay  transportation  is  the  safest 
in  the  world  and  the  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  tliere  is  no  neces- 
sity to  establish  further  bay  traffic  control.  Ordinary  fog  signals  have 
been  maintained  for  years  by  the  government  to  protect  navigation 
in  and  out  of  the  harbor,  and  the  harbor  board  has,  in  addition  to 
former  existing  signals,  added  safeguards  to  protect  life  and  property." 


FOUR  FIRE  BOATS  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO  HARBOR. 

Two  well  equipped  fire  boats,  named  in  honor  of  deceased  fire  depart- 
ment chiefs  in  San  Francisco,  "Dennis  T.  Sullivan"  and  "David 
Scannell, "  protect  shipping  in  the  harbor  and  state  properties  on  the 
water  front.  This  fire  boat  department  is  maintained  by  the  city  of 
San  Francisco  and  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commi.ssionei's,  the  state 
paying  half  the  expense. 

The  state's  portion  of  the  cost  in  1925  was  $65,000  and  the  present 
assessment  is  about  $79,000  annually,  owing  to  salaries  for  the  firemen. 
The  Harbor  Commission  has  been  pleased  to  meet  the  state's  half  of 
the  cost  of  the  water  front  fire  department  and  when  the  state  budget 
was  overreached  pledges  were  given  to  meet  any  deficiency  through 
new  budget  allowances. 

In  addition  to  the  two  San  Francisco  fire  boats,  the  State  Harbor 
Commission  has  always  in  service  two  state  fire  boats  fully  equipped 
for  double  service  as  launches  and  fire  boats.  These  state  fire  boats  are 
the  "Governor  Markham"  and  "Governor  Irwin,"  from  whose  fire 
towers  2700  gallons  of  water  can  be  thrown  a  distance  of  250  feet 
before  breaking.  These  two  state  fire  tugs  can  throw  sixteen  streams 
of  Avater  in  addition  to  the  streams  from  Avater  toAvers.  Eight  streams 
of  fire  hose  from  Iavo  and  a  half  to  tliree  inches  in  size  can  be  put  out 
at  150  pounds  pressure.  There  are  ahvays  ready  for  fire  fighting  four 
well  equipped  fire  boats  that  Avill  protect  the  $50,000,000  AA^orth  of 
state  properties  on  the  Avater  front. 

These  fire  boats  respond  to  alarms  for  fires  on  the  Avater  front  or 
aboard  vessels  in  the  stream,  and  Avlien  needed  they  reinforce  the  city's 
auxiliary  high  pressure  system  by  delivering  salt  Avater  at  high  pres- 
sure into  the  distributing  pipes,  forcing  Avater  758  feet  above  the  city 
base. 
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Two  monitor  batteries  and  water  towers  with  nozzles  two  inelies  to 
four  inches  in  diameter  are  mounted  on  the  deck  houses  of  the  city  fire 
boats,  and  the  water  towers  may  be  raised  to  a  height  of  55  feet  above 
the  deck.  Portable  monitor  batteries  with  nozzles  up  to  two  and  three- 
fourths  inches  are  at  each  end  of  the  boats.  Such  monitors  may  be 
connected  with  two  sockets  on  each  side  of  the  decks  and  there  are  five 
sockets  on  each  side  of  the  boats  into  which  nozzle  cradles  may  be 
fitted  to  hold  streams  playing  on  under-wharf  fires.  Two  manifolds, 
each  with  three  and  one-half-incli  outlets,  are  fitted  on  each  side  of 
deck  housetops  to  connect  with  twenty  lines  of  hose.  Each  boat  carries 
5000  feet  of  three-inch  hose,  2000  feet  of  three  and  one-half -inch  hose 
and  1000  feet  of  one  and  one-half-ineh  hose.  A  house  erected  by  the 
State  Harbor  Commission  is  maintained  on  the  wharf  at  each  station 
for  the  officers  and  crew  of  tliirteen  men. 

San  Francisco's  fire  fighting  vessels  Avill  respond  to  calls  from  all 
ports  on  the  bay  and  are  ready  to  fight  fires  at  government  stations  on 
Angel  Island,  Alcatraz,  Yerba  Buena  Island  and  Mare  Island  Navy 
Yard. 

Vessels  exposed  to  water  front  fires  are  towed  to  safety  points  by  the 
fire  tugs  and  ships  afire  carrying  explosives  are  towed  to  isolated  sta- 
tions, with  fire  streams  from  the  boats  playing  on  them  until  all  danger 
is  past. 


THE  BOARD'S  BOND  ISSUES. 

There  have  been  five  issues  of  state  bonds  for  constructions  on  the 
San  Francisco  water  front,  commencing  in  1891,  when  provision  was 
made  for  the  erection  of  the  Feri-y  Building,  and  including  the  last 
issue  of  1913  for  construction  of  seawall  wharves,  piers  and  other 
betterments. 

The  authorized  bond  issues  amounted  to  $22,600,000  and  the  interest 
fixed  in  all  issues  was  4  per  cent.  Underwritten  by  the  state  the 
security  made  them  marketable  at  that  low  rate.  Provision  was  made 
in  the  act  of  1903  for  the  redemption  of  bonds  by  lot,  when  sufficient 
money  was  in  the  sinking  fund,  and  it  was  made  compulsory  upon  the 
State  Treasurer  to  advertise  the  redemption  of  such  bonds  once  a  year.

Pilotage  in  and  out  of  San  Francisco  harbor  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a  State 
Board  of  Pilot  Commissioners,  appointed  by  the  Governor,  which  body  establishes  the 
rules  and  regulations  regarding  the  conduct  of  all  pilots,  as  well  as  licensing  and 
commissioning  pilots. 

Pilotage  in  and  out  of  San  Francisco  Bay  is  generally  compulsory,  except  as 
follows  : 

All  vessels  sailing  under  an  enroUmfent,  and  licensed  and  engaged  in  the  coasting 
trade  between  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  and  any  other  port  of  the  United  States  are 
exempt  from  pilotage  unless  a  pilot  be  actually  employed. 

All  foreign  vessels  and  all  vessels  from  a  foreign  port  or  bound  thereto,  and  all 
vessels  sailing  under  a  register  between  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  and  any  other  port 
of  the  United   States  are  liable   for  pilotage. 

Rates  for  pilotage  are  fixed  by  state  law  as  follows  : 

All  vessels  under   500  tons.   $2  per  draught  foot ; 

All  vessels  over  500  tons,  $2  per  draught  foot  and  2  cents  per  ton  for  each  and 
every  ton  registered  measurement ;  and  every  vessel  spoken  inward  and  outward 
bound,   except  as  hereinafter  provided,   shall  pay  the  said   rates. 
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A  vessel  is  spoken  by  day  by  a  pilot  boat  displaying  a  union  jack,  or  by  night  dis- 
playing a  torcli  or  flare-up  witliin  a  distance  of  three  miles  of  the  vessel.  In  all  cases 
where  inward  bound  vessels  are  not  spoken  until  inside  of  the  bar  the  rates  of  pilotage 
herein  provided  shall  be  reduced  50  per  cent.  Vessels  engaged  in  the  whaling  or 
fishing  trades  shall  be  exempt  from  all  pilotage  except  where  a  pilot  is  actually 
employed. 

In  the  event  a  vessel  not  carrying  cargo  to  the  Port  of  San  Francisco,  nor  seeking 
any  thereat,  is  compelled  to  enter  said  port  solely  by  reason  of  her  being  in  distress 
or  requiring  repairs,  provisions  or  fuel,  the  rates  of  pilotage  into  said  harbor  shall 
be  as  follows : 

All  vessels  under  500  tons,  $1  per  draught  foot; 

All  vessels  over  500  tons,  $1  per  draught  foot  and  1  cent  per  ton  for  each  and  every 
ton  registered  measurement :  and  every  vessel  spoken  inward  bound  shall  pay  the 
said  rates.  There  shall  be  no  reduction  of  rates  of  pilotage  to  vessels  in  distress 
where  the  vessel  is  spoken  inside  the  bar.  In  the  event  that  the  vessel  shall 
leave  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  without  Carrying  any  cargo  therefrom,  she  shall 
pay  the  last-mentioned  rates  of  pilotage  out  of  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco. 

TOWAGE. 

Towage  in  San  Francisco  is  conducted  by  private  tow  boat  companies  and  the 
charges  for  the  services  performed  vary  according  to  the  conditions  under  which  the 
contract  is  to  be  carried  out,  but  are  generally  assessed  within  the  range  of  the 
following  schedule : 

Sailing  Vessels. 

The  cost  of  towage  from  sea  (lightship)  to  anchorage  varies  with  distance  and  size 
of  vessel,  ranging  from  $100  to  $250. 

For  moving  a  vessel  of  2000  tons  net  register  in  the  harbor  the  charges  are 
approximately  :

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I.  PERSONNEL. 

During  the  biennial  periods  of  1922-1924  and  1924-1926,  the  members 
of  the  Industrial  Welfare  Commission  were :

In  August,  1924,  Mr.  Sinsheimer  resigned  from  the  Commission,  and 
there  has  been  no  one  appointed  to  till  the  vacancy. 

II.  HISTORY    OF    THE    INDUSTRIAL    WELFARE    COMMISSION. 

The  wages  paid  to  women  workers  and  their  living  conditions  which 
were  brought  to  light  by  investigations  of  the  State  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics  in  1912,  instigated  action  by  the  1913  Legislature.  It  passed 
a  minimum  wage  law  and  created  the  Industrial  Welfare  Commission 
"to  ascertain  the  wages  paid,  the  hours  and  conditions  of  labor  and 
employment  in  the  various  occupations,  trades  and  industries  in  which 
women  and  minors  are  employed  in  the  State  of  California,  and  to 
make  investigations  into  the  comfort,  health,  safety  and  welfare  of 
such  women  and  minors. ' ' 

In  September,  the  first  commission  was  appointed.  Cost  of  living 
studies  made  in  1914  showed  that  $9.63  a  week  was  the  minimum  cost 
of  proper  living  for  a  self  dependent  woman,  and  pay  roll  inspections 
showed  that  over  half  of  the  working  women  in  the  major  industries 
received  less  than  this  weekly  wage. 

The  following  year  a  survey  of  the  fruit  and  vegetable  canning 
industry  showed  that  it  employed  more  women  workers,  during  the 
canning  season,  than  any  other  industry.  The  long  hours  of  labor  and 
low  wages  which  were  found  to  prevail  caused  the  Commission  to  pass 
its  first  wage  order,  in  February,  1916,  setting  a  minimum  time  rate  of 
16  cents  an  hour  and  minimum  piece  rates  for  the  preparation  of  cer- 
tain perishable  products.  A  penalty  was  placed  on  long  hours  of  work 
by  requiring  the  payment  of  rate  and  a  quarter  the  minimum  time  and 
piece  rates  for  all  work  over  ten  hours  a  day.  A  sanitary  order  issued 
at  the  same  time  provided  comfortable  working  conditions  for  the 
women  employed  in  this  large  industry. 

A  minimum  wage  of  $10  a  week  was  established  by  the  Commission 
in  1917  and  1918  in  the  mercantile,  laundry,  fish  canning,  fruit  and 
vegetable  canning  and  packing,  and  manufacturing  industries,  in  gen- 
eral and  professional  offices  and  in  unskilled  and  unclassified  occu- 
pations. 

In  the  fruit  and  vegetable  canning  industry,  the  basic  day  was 
reduced  to  nine  hours  in  1917  and  in  the  1918  order  it  was  reduced  to 
eight  hours.  Work  beyond  twelve  hours  a  day  was  practically  prohib- 
ited by  the  establisliment  of  double  time  and  piece  rates  for  all  work 
over  that  time.  Also,  rate  and  a  quarter  was  required  for  all  work 
performed  on  the  day  of  rest. 
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The  cost  of  living  increased  so  rapidly  during  1919  and  1920  that 
the  Commission  found  it  necessary  to  raise  the  minimium  wage  to 
$13.50  in  1919  and  to  $16  in  1920.  The  manufacturing  order  was 
extended  to  include  the  printing,  bookbinding,  lithographing  and 
engraving  trades,  the  hotel  and  restaurant  industry  was  included  in  the 
orders  of  the  Commission,  and  sanitary  orders  were  issued  in  the  manu- 
facturing and  laundry  industries  and  in  the  mercantile  industry.  A 
wage  order  was  issued  for  the  protection  of  women  and  minors 
employed  in  agricultural  occupations  such  as  the  cutting  and  pitting 
of  fruit  for  drying.  The  length  of  apprenticeship  in  several  of  the 
industries  was  shortened,  one  day  of  rest  in  seven  was  established  in 
the  mercantile,  laundry  and  manufacturing  industries,  in  offices  and 
unclassified  occupations,  and  one  day  of  rest  in  seven  for  all  women 
employed  in  excess  of  six  hours  a  day  in  the  hotel  and  restaurant 
industry.     Night  work  was  prohibited  in  certain  industries. 

In  1921  numerous  informal  requests  were  received  from  employers 
for  a  reconsideration  of  the  $16  minimum  wage,  with  a  view  to  reduc- 
tion. A  cost  of  living  study  made  in  the  spring  of  this  year  showed 
That  there  had  not  been  a  sufficient  change  in  the  cost  of  living  to 
warrant  a  reduction  of  the  minimum  wage.  In  October,  however,  the 
California  IManufacturers'  Association  formally  petitioned  the  Com- 
mission for  a  rehearing,  and  tliere  were  also  requests  for  a  reduction 
of  the  minimum  from  employers  in  industries  other  than  manufac- 
turing. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  Xovemlier  21,  1921,  for  consideration  of 
the  amendment  of  all  of  the  orders  of  the  Commission.  A  budget  was 
submitted  by  the  California  Manufacturers'  Association  on  which  they 
based  a  $12  minimum  wage.  The  Commission  called  a  general  wage 
board  in  January,  1922,  but  their  report  was  not  unanimous,  the 
employers'  representatives  voting  for  a  $13  minimum  in  the  mami- 
facturing  industry  and  a  $13.50  or  $14  minimum  in  the  mercantile 
industry,  while  the  workers'  representatives  voted  for  maintenance  of 
the  $16  minimum  in  all  industries. 

It  was  then  necessary  for  the  Commission  to  call  Avage  boards  in  each 
industry,  and  survey  of  the  cost  of  living  was  continued.  The  general 
wage  board  reconvened  in  March  and  submitted  the  unanimous  recom- 
mendation that  the  minimum  wage  be  decided  in  accordance  with  a 
budget  that  the  Industrial  Welfare  Commission  determines  to  be  fair 
under  present  living  conditions. 

Upon  the  completion  of  tlie  cost  of  living  studies  and  the  evidence 
given  by  the  needle  trades  wage  board,  consisting  of  Mrs.  Daisy  Houck 
of  Los  Angeles,  representing  the  International  Garment  Workers' 
Union;  Miss  Sarah  Hagau,  assistant  secretary  of  the  San  Francisco 
Labor  Council;  ]\Ir.  Maurice  Ballin,  of  Neustadter  Bros.,  San  Francisco, 
and  Mr.  H.  W.  Lawson  of  the  H.  W.  Lawson  Manufacturing  Company, 
Los  Angeles,  the  Commission  by  resolution  of  April  11,  1922,  fixed  a 
minimum  wage  of  $15  a  week  ni  the  needle  trades  industry.  An  injunc- 
tion was  issued  by  the  superior  court,  on  petition  of  the  organized  needle 
workers,  restraining  the  Commission  from  enforcing  the  needle  trades 
order.  During  the  ])reparation  of  the  case  in  behalf  of  the  Commission, 
the  Attorney  C.encral  of  California  discovered  a  technical  defect  in  the

publication  of  notice  of  public  hearing  wliicli  pi-eceded  tlie  needle  trades 
order.  Upon  discovering  the  technical  defect  in  the  publication  of  the 
April,  1922,  order,  the  Attorney  General's  office  went  over  the  pro- 
cedure of  publication  on  which  all  orders  of  the  Commission  were 
based.  The  same  technical  defect  existed.  Hence  this  defect  in  publi- 
cation invalidated  all  the  orders  i.ssued  in  1920  and  tlie  needle  trades 
order  of  1922.  A  complete  cost  of  living  survey  was  made  later  in 
1922,  and  on  September  25th  a  public  hearing  was  held  to  rectify  the 
error  in  publication  of  the  orders.  Several  other  public  hearings  and 
conferences  were  called.  The  mercantile  wage  board  was  held  on 
December  27,  1922,  and  on  December  29,  1922,  the  Commission 
reaffirmed  the  $16  minimum  wage  in  the  mercantile  industry,  on  the 
findings  and  recommendations  of  this  wage  board. 

Following  the  cost  of  living  study  completed  in  1922,  the  commission 
amended  all  of  its  orders  in  1923  except  tlie  order  for  general  and 
professional  offices,  reaffirming  the  $16  minimum  wage.  An  order  was 
passed  by  the  Commission  on  June  8,  1923,  for  the  nut  cracking  and 
sorting  industry. 

Abuses  in  the  employment  of  extras  in  the  motion  picture  industry 
brought  about  a  complete  investigation  by  the  Commission  in  the  fall 
of  1925.  After  a  wage  board,  public  hearing,  and  conferences,  the 
Commission  issued  an  order  in  the  motion  picture  industi-y  in  January, 
1926,  setting  a  standard  day  of  eight  hours,  increased  rates  of  pay  for 
all  work  in  excess  of  the  standard  day,  providing  for  hot  meals  when 
employed  at  night,  and  extending  the  sanitary  order  No.  4  of  the  Com- 
mission to  cover  motion  picture  studios. 


III.  GENERAL  CONCLUSIONS  AS  TO  THE   EFFECT  OF   MINIMUM   WAGE 

REGULATIONS. 

The  orders  of  the  Industrial  Welfare  Commission  regulate  the 
employment  of  approximately  160,000  women  and  minors  in  the  state. 
Pay  roll  reports  and  information  from  inspection  and  from  investi- 
gation covering  the  employment  of  over  130,000  women  are  on  file  in 
the  offices  of  the  department.  From  this  large  body  of  data  certain 
definite  conclusions  can  be  drawn  as  to  the  exact  effect  of  the  minimum 
wage  regulations.  The  opponents  of  this  legislation  claim  the  following 
results : 

1.  The  minimum  wage  will  become  the  maximum  wage. 

2.  Apprentices  or  lower  paid  workers  will  be  dropped  on  reaching 
their  minimum  wage  and  will  be  replaced  by  lower  paid  workers. 

3.  Infirm  or  substandard  workers  who  are  allowed  to  receive  a  lesser 
wage  will  be  substituted  for  normal  workers. 

4.  The  highest  paid  workers  will  have  their  wages  reduced  to  equalize 
the  additional  wages  paid  to  the  lower  paid  workers. 

5.  Industry  will  be  throttled  and  new  industries  will  unt  develop  in 
the  state. 


1.  An  analysis  of  certified  pay  roll  reports  of  women  employed  in  the 
mereantile,  laundry,  and  manufacturing  industries  filed  with  the  com- 
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mission  shows  an  increasing  per  cent  of  women  receiving  actual  weekly- 
earnings  in  excess  of  the  minimum  wage  of  $16  a  week,  as  follows :

This  conclusively  disproves  the  statement  that  the  minimum  wage 
becomes  the  maximum  wage. 

2.  From  the  same  pay  roll  data  we  find  that  the  number  of  appren- 
tices becomes  less  each  year  until  1925,  when  the  large  increase  in  the 
number  of  women  employed  makes  a  small  increase  of  .4  per  cent  over 
1924,  and  the  number  of  $16  and  over  a  week  workers  increases,  showing 
that  apprentices  are  not  dismissed  but  are  absorbed  normally  into  the 
great  group  of  higher  paid  workers.  The  following  table  shows  the 
decreasing  per  cent  of  learners  who  receive  rates  of  wages  of  less  than 
$16  a  week.

3.  There  has  been  no  evasion  of  the  payment  of  the  minimum  Avage 
by  the  substitution  of  elderly  and  infirm  women,  who  may  work  for  less 
than  the  minimum  wage,  for  minimum  wage  workers.  All  such  workers 
must  be  licensed,  and  licenses  are  issued  only  after  the  commission  has 
ascertained  an  applicant's  inability  to  earn  the  minimum  wage.  The 
substandard  worker  has  not  suffered  loss  of  employment,  since  any 
employer  may  apply  for  permit  for  such  workers,  and  all  legitimate 
requests  are  granted.  There  were  327  such  licenses  issued  in  the  three 
calendar  years  1923,  1924,  and  1925,  with  648  renewals  of  licenses 
issued  in  previous  years.  At  the  close  of  the  calendar  year  1925  there 
were  335  licenses  in  effect  in  all  industries  covered  by  the  orders  of  the 
Industrial  Welfare  Commission. 

4.  Certain  employers'  associations  and  a  group  of  active  but  unin- 
formed women  contend  that  women  are  handicapped  by  protective 
industrial  legislation  and  that  if  the  state  provides  a  minimum  living 
wage  for  the  lowest  paid  women  workers,  it  will  injure  the  higher  paid 
women  who  by  their  superior  energy  and  ability  have  been  able  to  secure 
for  themselves  adequate  wages.  In  the  pay  roll  reports  of  women 
employees  filed  with  the  commission  in  the  mercantile,  laundry,  and 
manufacturing  industries  of  California  in  1919,  under  the  $10  minimum 
wage,  only  446  women  received  actual  earnings  of  $30  or  over  a  week. 
In  1925,  under  the  $16  minimum  wage,  6084  women  in  these  industries 
received  actual  earnings  of  $3(^or  over  a  week.  Thus  their  contention  is 
shown  to  be  untrue  and  mistaken. 
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5.  In  the  mercantile,  laundry,  and  manufacturing  industries  there 
were  the  following  number  of  establishments  reporting  women  em- 
ployees :

This  record  indicates  that  the  number  of  establishments  has  increased 
over  100  per  cent  in  six  years.  The  number  of  women  workers  reported 
in  these  same  industries  has  increased  frora  44,373  in  1919  to  76,566  in 
1925.    Industry  has  therefore  not  been  throttled  in  California. 

IV.  AMENDMENT  OF  ORDERS,  1923. 

The  cost  of  living  study  made  in  1922  is  given  in  detail  in  the  Fourth 
Report  of  the  Industrial  Welfare  Commission.  On  the  basis  of  this 
study  all  of  the  orders  of  the  Commission  were  amended  in  1923,  witli 
the  exception  of  the  order  for  general  and  professional  offices,  and  for 
agricultural  occupations,  and  in  these  amended  orders  the  $16  mini- 
mum wage  was  reaffirmed.  The  length  of  apprenticeship  in  some  of 
the  industries  was  changed,  on  the  basis  of  evidence  given  by  the  wage 
boards.  The  following  table  shows  the  length  of  apprenticeship  and 
the  apprenticeship  rates  at  present  existing  in  the  various  orders  of 
the  Commission :

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V.  PRESENT  STATUS   OF  THE   MINIMUM   WAGE    LAW    IN   CALIFORNIA. 

On  April  9,  1023,  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  declared  the 
niiniinum  wage  law  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  be  unconstitutional. 
This  was  the  lirst  time  since  the  test  of  the  Oregon  law  in  1917  that  the 
question  came  before  tlie  Supreme  Court.  Despite  this  adverse  decision, 
the  enforcement  of  minimum  wage  in  California  continued,  with  full 
cooperation  from  employers,  until  July,  1923.  Senator  T.  C.  West 
sought  an  injunction  against  the  Industrial  Welfare  Commission  in  the 
name  of  Helen  Gainer,  on  the  ground  that  the  Commission's  order 
prevented,  her  from  securing  employment  in  a  candy  factory  at  $6  a 
week.  The  Commission's  minimum  apprentice  rate  for  such  work  is 
$9  a  week.  In  September,  1923,  Attorney  General  Webb,  acting  for 
the  commission  filed  a  general  demurrer  to  the  complaint  and  this  was 
sustained  by  Judge  George  H.  Cabaniss  of  the  superior  court  of  San 
Francisco  on  September  21,  1923.  The  plaintift'  appealed  to  the  State 
Supreme  Court  and  on  October  7,  1924,  the  case  was  submitted  on  brief. 

Briefs  in  support  of  minimum  wage  for  women  were  filed  by  Attor- 
ney General  Webb  and  Deputy  Attorney  General  K.  L.  Chamberlain, 
of  the  State  of  California,  and  by  Warren  H.  Pillsbury  of  the  San 
Francisco  bar.  Mr.  Felix  Frankfurter,  professor  of  law,  Harvard 
Law  School,  in  collaboration  with  ]\Iiss  Mary  W.  Dewson,  Research 
Secretary  of  the  National  Consumers'  League,  prepared  a  brief  which 
was  filecl  by  the  California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  the  Cali- 
fornia League  of  Women  Voters,  the  United  Garment  Workers'  Union 
of  America,  Local  125,  of  Los  Angeles,  Waitresses  and  Cafeteria  Work- 
ers' Union,  Local  No.  639,  of  Los  Angeles,  the  Women's  Christian 
Temperance  Union  of  Northern  California,  and  the  Women's  Christian 
Temperance  Union  of  Southern  California. 

Mi.ss  Gainer  later  requested  her  attorney,  Senator  T.  C.  West,  to 
dismiss  the  action  against  the  Commission.  He  refused  to  do  so,  and 
Miss  Gainer  petitioned  the  superior  court  of  San  Francisco  for  sub- 
stitution of  attorney  for  the  purpose  of  dismissing  the  suit  on  the 
ground  that  she  had  become  plaintiff  unwittingly  and  with  no  under- 
standing of  the  purpose  of  the  case.  Miss  Gainer 's  petition  was  granted 
by  Judge  Cabaniss  on  January  26,  1925,  and  Senator  West  was  replaced 
by  Judge  William  A.  Beasly  and  Mr.  William  Palmer  as  attorneys 
for  the  plaintiff.  Miss  Gainer  then  petitioned  the  Supreme  Court  for 
dismissal  of  her  case,  which  was  granted  on  January  27,  1925. 

In  October,  1925,  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  declared  the 
Arizona  minimum  wage  law  unconstitutional.  These  adverse  decisions 
of  our  highest  court  have  not  materially  affected  the  enforcement  of 
the  minimum  wage  law  in  California,  as  public  opinion  and  industrial 
and  commercial  usage  have  made  this  legislation  part  of  California's 
industrial  code. 

VI.  PUBLIC   HEARINGS,  WAGE   BOARDS,  AND   CONFERENCES. 

The  act  establishing  the  Industrial  Welfare  Commission  requires  the 
holding  of  a  public  hearing  prior  to  the  issuance  or  amendment  of 
orders.  The  commission  is  given  power  to  hold  wage  boards,  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  the  points  of  view  of  employers  and  emploj'^ees 
on  matters  affecting  them  in  the  proposed  orders.  It  has  been  found 
nece,s.sar3%  also,  to  hold  conferences  with  various  groups  for  the  dis- 
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cussion  of  special  questions.  The  following  public  hearings,  wage 
boards,  and  confei-ences  liave  been  held  by  the  Commission  since  those 
listed  in  the  fourth  report :

VII.   METHODS  OF   ENFORCEMENT. 

The  Commission  is  most  fortunate  in  having  full  power  of  enforce- 
ment of  tlie  wage,  hour,  and  sanitary  orders  which  it  makes.  The 
establishment  act  requires  employers  of  women  and  minors  to  furnish 
the  Commission  all  reports  and  information  which  it  may  need  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  the  act.  The  Commission  requires  employers  of 
women  and  minors  in  each  industry  to  keep  a  record  of  the  names, 
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addresses,  hours  worked,  and  amounts  earned  bj^  all  women  and  minor 
employees,  for  a  period  of  at  least  one  year.  In  order  that  the  women 
and  minor  workers  may  become  familiar  with  the  laws  made  for  their 
protection,  the  employers  are  also  required  to  post  the  wage  and 
sanitary  orders  in  a  conspicuous  place. 

A.  Certified   Pay   Roll   Reports. 

Once  a  year  the  Commission  calls  for  pay  roll  reports  of  all  women 
and  minors  employed  by  the  mercantile,  laundry,  and  manufacturing 
establishments  in  the  state.  These  reports  are  certified  by  the  manager 
or  superintendent  as  being  a  full,  true,  and  correct  report  for  the 
period  requested.  Each  pay  roll  report  is  cheeked  for  compliance  with 
the  Commission's  orders.  In  establishments  where  there  is  found  to  be 
payment  of  less  than  the  legal  wage,  or  where  an  excess  number  of 
learners  is  being  employed,  back  wages  are  collected  in  adjustment. 

These  pay  roll  reports  are  tabulated  and  the  effect  of  minimum  wage 
enforcement  is  shown  in  the  statistical  tables  under  each  industry. 

1.  Registration  of  Apprentices. 

Employers  in  the  three  major  industries  are  required  to  register  all 
apprentices  (those  full-time  employees  receiving  rates  of  wages  of  less 
than  $16  a  week)  with  the  Commission.  In  certain  industries  the  Com- 
mission has  set  apprenticeship  rates  below  the  minimum  wage  in  order 
to  provide  for  the  entrance  of  new  and  untrained  workers  into  industry, 
but  the  number  of  apprentices  which  may  be  employed  at  one  time  in 
an  establishment  is  limited. 

An  application  for  registration  as  a  learner  is  filled  out  jointly  by 
the  apprentice  and  the  employer  and  filed  with  the  Commission.  This 
shows  the  age  and  anj^  previous  experience  of  the  apprentice  and  states 
the  occupation  in  which  she  desires  to  be  trained.  Upon  the  basis 
of  the  information  on  the  application  a  license  is  issued  stating  the 
least  wage  at  which  the  apprentice  may  be  employed  during  her  learning 
period  and  also  giving  the  date  on  which  she  is  to  be  raised  to  the 
minimum  wage.  The  license  is  issued  in  triplicate,  one  copy  for  the 
employer,  one  copy  for  the  employee,  and  the  third  is  for  the  Com- 
mission 's  files.  Once  a  month  the  Commission  notifies  each  employer  who 
has  one  or  more  learners  entitled  to  an  increase  during  the  following 
month,  to  insure  that  the  learner's  periodic  raises  are  not  overlooked. 
When  an  apprentice  leaves  or  is  raised  to  $16  a  week,  her  license  is 
returned  by  the  employer,  giving  the  date  on  which  she  was  raised 
to  the  minimum  or  left  his  employ.  Thus  a  complete  record  of  an 
apprentice's  employment  is  in  the  files  of  the  department. 

An  employer  is  required  to  state  on  each  learner's  application  the 
number  of  experienced  women  and  the  number  of  apprentices  in  his 
employ  at  the  time.  In  this  manner  a  check  is  kept  on  the  per  cent 
of  learners  employed  by  each  establishment. 

The  apprenticeship  pcriolls  in  other  industries  are  of  such  short 
duration  that  registration  is  unnecessary  and  there  is  no  limit  on  the 
number  of  apprentices  that  may  be  employed.  The  registration  system 
is  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the   apprentice  through  her  entire 
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learning  period,  whether  she  has  worked  in  one  or  more  establishments 
in  the  same  industry. 

The  Commission  has  provided  that  registration  o£  learners  will  be 
withheld  where  there  is  evidence  that  an  employer  is  attempting  to 
evade  the  minimum  wage  law  by  dismissing  learners  when  they  reach 
their  promotional  periods,  but  there  has  been  no  evidence  of  such 
evasion. 

2.  Licenses  for  Elderhj  and  Infirm  Workers. 

In  addition  to  permitting  the  setting  of  apprenticeship  rates  at  less 
than  the  minimum  wage,  the  establishment  act  empowers  the  Commis- 
sion to  issue  licenses  for  a  period  of  six  months  to  women  physically 
defective  by  age  or  otherwise  to  work  for  less  than  the  minimum  wage, 
upon  joint  application  of  the  worker  and  the  employer,  the  wage  to  be 
fixed  by  the  Commission.  This  group  of  workers  would  be  thrown  out 
of  industry  and  their  places  taken  by  younger  workers  if  it  were 
required  that  they  receive  as  high  a  wage. 

The  Commission  ascertains  that  all  applications  for  payment  of  less 
than  the  minimum  wage  are  legitimate  and  that  the  interests  of  the 
worker  are  safeguarded.  The  application  states  the  worker's  age, 
length  of  experience  in  the  industry  and  the  reason  for  her  willingne.ss 
to  accept  less  than  the  minimum  wage.  If  the  age  given  does  not 
warrant  the  i.«suance  of  a  permit  on  the  basis  of  old  age,  an  agent  of 
the  Commission  interviews  the  applicant  to  determine  the  fairness  of 
the  request.  An  application  for  a  permit  for  a  younger  woman,  on  the 
ground  of  physical  disability,  must  be  accompanied  by  a  doctor's 
certificate. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  employment  of  permit  women  at  less  than 
the  minimum  wage  has  affected  .'=0  few  that  there  is  no  evidence  of 
evasion  of  the  law  by  the  substitution  of  elderly  or  infirm  workers 
receiving  less  than  the  minimum  wage  for  minimum  wage  workers. 

The  table  below  gives  all  of  the  licenses  for  elderly  and  infirm 
workers  issued  by  the  Commission  to  the  close  of  the  year  1925  :

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ning  season.  These  are  not  issued  formally  for  a  period  of  six  months, 
but  the  earnings  of  these  piece  workers  are  omitted  from  the  audit, 
after  investigation,  by  an  auditor  from  the  Commission.

B.  Adjustment  of  Complaints. 

A  complaint  received  by  the  Commission,  even  though  anonymous, 
is  given  prompt  attention.  Wherever  possible  a  plant  inspection  is 
made,  but  many  are  ad.iusted  by  letter,  particularly  in  the  case  of 
distant  towns  which  are  not  reached  by  the  routine  work  of  an  agent. 

During  the  two  biennial  periods,  1526  complaints  have  been  filed  with 
the  Commission,  including  complaints  on  nonpayment  of  the  mini- 
mum wage,  bad  working  conditions  and  failure  to  provide  a  day  of  rest. 
These  complaints  were  all  investigated  and  conditions  adjusted  to 
conform  to  the  orders  of  the  Commission. 

We  believe  that  the  small  number  of  complaints  received  is  due 
in  large  part  to  the  extensive  system  of  registration  of  apprentices  and 
annual  inspection  of  certified  payroll  reports  of  the  women  employed 
in  the  three  major  industries,  and  also  the  routine  plant  inspection  of 
payroll  records  and  sanitary  conditions  bj-  agents  of  the  Commission. 

C.  Inspection  of   Establishments. 

A  complete  plant  in.spection  includes  checking  of  payroll  records 
to  insure  the  payment  of  the  minimum  wage  to  all  women  and  minor 
Avorkers,  to  see  that  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  such  workers  are 
on  file  as  well  as  registrations  for  apprentices.  An  investigation  of  the 
sanitary  and  working  conditions  is  also  made  for  compliance  with  our 
orders,  and  any  violation  is  ordered  corrected  and  reinspection  is  made 
at  a  later  date.  If  it  is  found  that  there  is  underpayment  of  the  mini- 
mum wage  or  an  excess  number  of  learners  is  employed,  the  agent 
computes  the  back  wages  due  and  orders  them  paid.  Reports  of  all 
plant  inspections  are  in  the  files  of  the  department. 

The  following  table  gives  the  numl)er  of  in.spections  made  by  agents 
of  the  Industrial  Welfare  Commi-ssion  during  the  two  biennial  periods:

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In  addition  to  the  foregoing  inspections,  auditors  of  the  Commission 
make  weekly  payroll  inspections  at  each  cannery  in  the  state  working 
on  piece  rates.  There  were  111  sneh  canneries  operating  in  the  season 
of  1924  and  126  in  the  .season  of  1925,  in  which  1306  weekly  payroll 
audits  were  made  in  1924  and  1846  audits  were  made  iii  1925. 

D.  Collection  of  Unpaid   Minimum   Wages. 

Below  is  given  a  table  showing  the  amounts  added  to  the  wages  of 
women  and  minors  in  California  as  a  result  of  the  Commission's  inspec- 
tion of  certified  payroll  reports,  investigation  of  complaints,  learner's 
registrations  and  routine  plant  inspections :

E.  Increased  Wages  Due  to  Canning  Audit. 

As  a  result  of  the  canning  audits  during  the  seasons  of  1922,  1928, 
1924  and  1925,  there  was  added  $546,926.98  to  the  piece  rate  earnings 
of  women  and  minors  in  the  canneries  of  California. 

The  additional  earnings  resulting  from  the  canning  audit  added  to 
the  collection  of  unpaid  minimum  wages  above,  increased  the  wages  of 
the  women  and  minor  workers  of  the  state  $583,392.48.  This  sum 
is  the  direct  result  of  the  enforcement  procedure  of  the  Commission. 


VIII.   MERCANTILE   INDUSTRY. 
A.   Amendment  of   Mercantile  Order,  April,  1923. 

Subsetiuent  to  public  hearing.s  held  in  Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco 
on  December  11  and  14,  1922,  respectively,  for  the  purpose  of  legal- 
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izing  and  amending  all  of  the  orders  of  the  Commission,  the  mercantile 
order  was  amended  in  April,  1923,  reaffirming  the  $16  minimum  wage. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  mercantile  wage  board  held  in  San 
Francisco  on  December  27,  1922,  the  length  of  the  apprenticeship  period 
for  minors  was  increased  from  one  and  one-half  years  to  two  years,  in 
order  to  provide  for  the  entrance  of  a  greater  number  of  minors  into 
the  industry.  In  spite  of  this  lengthening  of  the  minor  apprentice- 
ship, the  per  cent  of  workers  earning  less  than  $16  a  week  has  decreased 
in  each  succeeding  year. 

Errand  and  delivery  boys  and  elevator  operators  were  placed  under 
the  unclassified  order  of  the  Commission. 

B.  Part  Time  and  Special  Workers. 

In  addition  to  the  figures  given  in  the  following  statistical  tables  of 
full  time  workers  for  October,  1925,  there  were  4808  part  time  and 
special  workers  employed  by  these  establishments.  There  were  also 
232  establishments  reporting  the  employment  of  309  part  time  and 
special  workers  only.  This  makes  a  total  of  3598  mercantile  establish- 
ments reporting  to  the  Commission,  with  44,468  women  and  minor 
employees. 

1X.   LAUNDRY   AND    DRY    CLEANING    INDUSTRY. 
A.  Amendment  of   Laundry  and   Dry  Cleaning  Order,  July,  1923. 

Subsequent  to  public  hearings  held  in  Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco 
on  December  11  and  14,  1922,  respectively,  for  the  purpose  of  legalizing 
and  amending  all  of  the  orders  of  the  Commission,  the  laundry  and 
dry  cleaning  order  was  amended  in  July,  1923,  reaffirming  the  $16 
minimum  wage. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  laundry  and  dry  cleaning  wage  board 
held  in  San  Francisco  on  April  20,  1923,  the  length  of  the  apprentice- 
ship period  for  adult  and  minor  workers  was  reduced  from  3  months 
at  $12  a  week  and  3  months  at  $14  a  week  to  3  months  at  $14  a  week. 

Provision  was  made  for  the  payment  of  the  minimum  wage  of  $16  a 
week  for  the  standard  week's  work.  A  standard  week  was  defined 
to  be  the  regularly  established  number  of  hours  worked  per  week  in 
the  place  of  employment.  This  was  designed  to  provide  the  full  mini- 
mum wage  without  deductions  for  Avomen  who  are  employed  in  laundries 
closing  Saturday  afternoon.  And  an  increased  hourly  rate  was  pro- 
vided when  a  laundry  closes  for  any  legal  or  religious  holiday,  instead 
of  only  for  seven  specified  legal  holidays. 

X.   MANUFACTURING    INDUSTRY. 
A.  Amendment  of  Manufacturing   Order,   May,  1923. 

The  Industrial  Welfare  Commission  Order  No.  11,  amended  July 
20,  1920,  and  effective  September  25,  1920,  was  amended  January  30, 
1923,  and  became  effective  May  8,  1923.     This  order  is  still  in  effect. 

The  amended  order  included  the  following  changes: 

1.  Provision  was  made  for  the  payment  of  Iho  minimum  wage  of  $10  a  week 
for  the  standard  week's  work.  A  standard  week  was  defined  to  be  the  regularly 
established  number  of  hours  worked  per  week  in  each  place  of  employment.     This 
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was  designed   to   provide   the   full   minimum   wage   without   deductions   for   women 

who  are  employed  in  factories  closing  on  Saturday  afternoon.  Statistics  compiled 
l.y  the  Commission  showed  that  this  was  the  ease  in  a  large  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

2.  Tlip  increased  hourly  rates  for  less  than  a  full  week's  employment  w'cre 
abolished.  It  was  found  that  if  it  were  necessary  to  curtail  production  and  an 
employer  was  compelled  to  pay  an  increa.sed  hourly  rate,  the  tendency  was  to 
reduce  the  number  of  women  employed.  Thus  was  separated  the  problem  of  short 
week  employment  because  of  business  necessity  from  that  of  Saturday  afternoon 
closing. 

3.  An  increased  hourly  rate  was  provided  when  a  factory  closes  for  any  legal 
or  religious  holiday  instead  of  only  for  seven  specified  legal  holidays. 

4.  The  apprenticeship  period  for  minors  was  reduced  from  nine  to  six  months, 
s-o  that  the  period  is  the  same  for  both  adults  and  minors. 

r>.  The  minimum  Avage  scale  for  learners  was  read,iusted  both  as  to  rates  and 
time  periods.  On  recommendation  of  the  Manufacturing  Wage  Board  which  met 
January  G,  1023,  the  beghining  wage  was  scaled  downwards.  The  apprenticeship 
time  was  divided  into  weekly  instead  of  monthly  groups.  Piece  rate  eaniings 
without  a  guarantee  were  permitted  to  be  paid  during  the  first  two  weeks  of 
employment.  This  was  made  to  apply  also  to  experienced  workers  with  the  excep- 
tion of  those  who  are  discharged,  the  minimum  wage  being  guaranteed  to  them. 
The  1020  order  required  that  all  piece  workers  be  guaranteed  the  minimum  time 
rates,  but  the  commission  found  that  this  guarantee  was  repeatedly  used  as  a 
means  of  arbitrary  collection  of  wages  by  women  who  had  no  intention  of  con- 
tinuing employment.  In  addition,  investigation  proved  that  labor  turnover  was 
unduly  high  during  the  first  weeks  of  the  learning  period  and  because  of  its  excessive 
cost  the  tendency  was  growing  to  abandon  training. 

G.  Detailed  specification  was  made  for  the  transfer  of  experience  gained  by 
learners  in  the  needle  trade  branches  of  the  manufacturing  industry.  This  was 
an  endeavor  to  standardize  as  much  as  possible  the  different  types  of  machine 
operating,  creating  a  basis  for  crediting  experience  as  between  or  within  factories 
and  between  machines. 

7.  The  requirement  was  abolished  for  the  registration  of  part-time  workers. 

5.  The  I'egulations  for  the  control  of  home  work  were  changed  so  that  the 
issuance  of  a  permit  is  dependent  on  the  piece  rates  paid  to  home  workers.  These 
rates  are  investigated  in  each  case  as  to  their  yielding  power,  as  it  was  found 
lliat  articles  given  out  to  be  made  at  home  were  not  being  produced  in  the  factory. 
The  1020  order  had  used  factory  production  as  a  basis  for  the  fairness  of  the 
piece  rates. 

B.   Night  Work  for  Women. 

The  first  provision  for  prohibition  of  night  work  for  women  in  the 
manufacturing  industries  went  into  effect  in  January,  1919.  There 
was  practically  no  night  work  in  these  industries  in  the  state  at  the 
time,  so  that  no  women  were  thrown  out  of  employment  because  of 
this  mandate.  Night  work  in  factories  has  meant  employment  of 
Avomen  up  to  midnight  as  a  rule.  Work  from  midnight  to  early  morn- 
ing on  the  "third  shift"  has  been  negligible,  only  four  permits  having 
been  issued  for  this  shift.  New  industries  coming  into  the  state  were 
advised  of  its  industrial  legislation  and  only  in  four  instances  asked 
for  permission  to  employ  women  at  night.  In  these  cases  exigencies 
were  found  to  be  valid  and  permits  were  granted  by  the  Commission. 

In  July,  1919,  the  Commission's  canning  order  prohibited  work  after 
10  p.m.,  but  this  was  rescinded  in  the  order  issued  in  1920.  Since  that 
time  it  has  been  found  that  work  in  the  canning  industry  continues 
after  10  p.m.  only  at  the  extreme  peak  of  the  fruit  season,  as  the  Com- 
mission's requirement  of  double-time  rates  makes  it  prohibitive.  There 
is  no  "third  shift"  work  in  this  industry. 
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At  the  present  time  there  is  no  prohibition  of  night  work  for  women 
except  in  the  following  industries  and  with  the  designated  provisions: 

A.  Emergency  provision  allowing  for  a  permit. 

1.  Manufacturing  industries — 11  p.m. 

2.  Nut  cracking  and  sorting  industry — 11  p.m. 

B.  No  emergency  allowed. 

1.  Fruit  and  vegetable  packing  industries — 10  p.m. 

2.  Laundry  industry — 10  p.m. 

Permits  are  granted  by  the  Commission  only  when  an  emergency 
exists  or  when  the  work  is  part  of  a  continuous  process  that  can  not 
be  controlled  in  any  other  way.  A  permit  is  limited  to  a  stated  period 
which  is  determined  after  conference  with  the  employer.  It  may  be 
renewed,  if  necessary,  but  the  employer  is  urged  to  adjust  the  process 
as  speedily  as  possible.  Permits  have  been  requested  and  granted  only 
in  the  manufacturing  industry.  From  January,  1919,  to  September, 
1926,  twenty  permits  were  granted. 


C.   Report  on  Factory  and  Home  Work  in  the  Chinese  Quarters  of  San  Francisco 
and   Oakland. 

An  investigation  was  made  during  the  summer  of  1922  of  all  estab- 
lishments employing  women  or  minors  in  the  Chinese  quarters  of  San 
Francisco  and  Oakland.  In  addition  to  enforcement  of  the  Commis- 
sion's orders  for  wages  and  hours  of  labor,  the  investigation  was  pur- 
sued with  special  reference  to  the  home  work  in  these  districts. 

Both  men  and  women  operators  were  employed  in  the  factories.  In 
some  cases  there  were  retail  stores  manufacturing  their  own  products. 
These  latter  emploj'ed  either  men  or  women  in  the  premises  or  gave 
the  work  to  be  done  at  home.  Home  work  was  also  distributed  from 
the  factories. 

Garment  making  was  the  principal  kind  of  work  performed.  In  addi- 
tion there  was  the  picking  or  shelling  of  shrimps  and  a  small  amount 
of  such  miscellaneous  occupation  as  basket  trimming,  tobacco  stripping, 
hemstitching  and  embroidery,  and  the  placing  of  small  photographs  in 
card  board  frames  for  advertising  matter.  One  establishment  employed 
40  women  to  prepare  string  beans  for  canning,  but  this  was  an  unusual 
occurrence  in  the  nature  of  an  experiment  and  has  been  entirely  dis- 
continued. 

In  all  establishments  investigated  in  both  cities  there  were  253 
women  employed  exclusive  of  home  workers,  142  in  the  needle  trades, 
111  in  the  various  other  occupations.  The  needle  trades  recruited  the 
younger  women,  while  such  work  as  shrimp  picking  and  basket  trim- 
ming was  usually  done  by  the  older  ones.  All  work  places  were  con- 
gregating points  for  youngsters  who  had  no  place  to  play  and  would 
not  l)e  left  at  home  or  on  the  street  by  the  working  mother  or  grand- 
mother. 

The  Chinese  women  work  exceedingly  irregular  hours,  that  is  to  say 
there  is,  except  in  one  instance,  no  such  thing  as  a  factory  that  starts 
and  closes  at  a  stated  hour  with  continuous  supervi.sed  employment.    A 
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large  majority  of  the  women  drift  in  from  about  10  to  11  o'clock  in 
the  morning,  the  factor.y  beinj?  open  from  quite  early  in  the  day  until 
late  at  night.  They  return  home  when  the  children  are  due  at  noon 
and  again  at  3  in  the  afternoon  when  the  children  go  to  the  native 
school  and  after  they  return  from  the  American  one.  There  is 
apparently  no  objection  by  an  employer  to  stopping  work  at  any 
time  for  any  reason,  the  worker  resuming  her  task  when  she  chooses. 
This  made  the  enforcement  of  an  hour  record  of  work  very  difficult. 
The  same  was  true  concerning  the  record  of  names  and  addresses.  The 
women  had  picturesque  ways  of  describing  their  dwelling  places,  but  did 
not  always  know  them  by  streets  or  numbers.  Practically  all  employ- 
ment of  Chinese  women  is  accompanied  by  the  presence  of  the  entire 
family  of  children.  Babies  are  either  strapped  to  the  backs  of  the 
working  mothers,  where  they  sleep  or  howl,  or  they  are  cradled  on  large 
bundles  of  made  or  unmade  garments  or  even  parked  on  shelves. 

The  needle  trade  products  included  shirts,  overalls,  corduroy  pants, 
coveralls,  rompers,  bloomers,  nightgowns,  men's  trousers  (finishing), 
aprons,  house  dresses  and  sheets  (hemming).  Of  these,  by  far  the 
greatest  production  was  of  overalls,  house  dresses  and  aprons. 

The  system  of  contract  work  is  fairly  prevalent  in  this  quarter. 
The  contract  is  taken  by  the  Chinese  either  from  a  Chinese  employer 
or  from  an  American.  In  some  cases  the  work  is  completed  in  a  factory, 
in  others  it  is  sent  out.  The  bulk  of  the  work  done  at  home  was  gar- 
ment making,  with  the  use  of  both  foot  and  power  machines.  Products 
included  aprons,  coveralls,  men's  coats  (whole  garment),  house  dresses, 
pajamas  and  night  shirts.  In  addition,  such  work  was  done  at  home 
as  sewing  buttons  on  shirts  made  elsewhere,  putting  buttonholes  in 
men's  coats  and  finishing  trousers.  There  was  also  beading  and 
embroidery  and  making  of  lamp  shades. 

Thirty-one  women  were  visited  in  San  Francisco  in  their  homes  and 
twenty-six  women  in  Oakland.  As  these  numbers  represented  every 
woman  whose  name  was  obtained  from  a  large  number  of  sources,  it 
was  felt  that  the  majority  of  the  women  doing  home  work  in  these 
quarters  had  been  reached.  Compared  to  the  number  of  all  women 
employed  in  factories,  even  if  one  limits  the  comparison  to  the  needle 
trades,  the  home  workers  here  are  relatively  negligible. 

Able  assistance  was  given  in  gathering  the  information  for  this  inves- 
tigation by  Miss  Sarah  Lee  of  the  University  of  California.  Miss  Lee 
also  acted  as  interpreter  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Commission 's  orders 
and  in  discussing  conditions  of  employment  with  the  women. 

XI.  ANALYSIS  OF  STATISTICAL  TABLES. 

Following  its  established  procedure  the  Commission  required  that 
certified  payroll  reports  for  specified  periods  be  filed  by  all  mercantile 
establishments  in  the  state  in  which  women  and  minors  were  employed. 
Three  such  reports  were  secured  from  this  indu.stry  during  the  period 
following  the  issuance  of  the  Fourth  Report. 

Tables  I,  II  and  III  cover  tabulations  of  the  Rates  of  Wages  paid 
to  women  and  minors  for  the  weeks  ending  May  19,  1923,  October  2'5, 
1924,  and  October  24,  1925,  respectively,  the  minimum  wage  order 
of  $16  being  in  effect  during  each  period. 
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The  report  of  Octolier  24,  1925,  shows  an  increase  of  8192  in  the 
number  of  women  and  minors  employed  over  the  number  reported  in 
]\rarch,  1922.  During  this  period  the  number  of  establishments  report- 
ing increased  from  2543  to  3366.  This  clearly  indicates  that  the  opera- 
tion of  the  minimum  wage  law  in  California  has  not  interfered  with 
the  normal  grow^th  of  the  industry. 

Table  VII  is  a  comparative  summary  of  the  Rates  of  Wages  from 
March.  1919,  when  the  $10  minimum  wage  w'as  in  effect  to  October,  1925, 
when  $16  was  the  minimum  wage.  Seven  separate  payroll  reports 
are  recorded  in  the  summary.  In  March,  1919,  77.3  per  cent  of  the 
women  and  minors  were  employed  at  a  rate  of  wages  less  than  $16  a 
week;  in  October.  1925,  only  4.2  per  cent  were  employed  at  this  rate. 
Particular  attention  is  directed  to  the  decrease  in  this  group  from 
73.2  per  cent  in  July,  1919,  to  13.1  per  cent  in  August,  1920,  which 
marked  the  change  in  the  minimum  wage  from  $13.50  to  $16.  The  $16 
wage  has  been  operative  since  1920  and  during  that  time  the  apprentice 
group  (less  than  $16  a  week)  has  decreased  from  13.1  per  cent  to  4.2 
per  cent  the  $16  wage  group  fi'om  53.1  per  cent  to  29.4  while  the 
group  employed  at  $17  and  over  a  week  has  increased  from  46.9  per 
cent  to  71.6  per  cent. 

This  clearly  shows  the  fallacy  of  the  charge  that  the  minimum  would 
become  the  maximum. 

It  has  been  claimed  that  reduction  of  wages  of  the  higher  paid 
workers  to  the  minimum  rate  would  result  when  an  employer  w'as 
compelled  to  raise  the  lower  paid  groups  to  the  minimum.  In  support 
of  our  contention  that  wage  scales  were  not  so  adjusted  we  refer  to 
Table  VII  showing  that  the  percentage  of  women  receiving  rates  of 
$30  and  over  a  week  had  increased  from  1.5  per  cent  in  March,  1919, 
to  9.7  per  cent  in  October,  19^5. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  rates  of  wages  in  the  apprentice  groups 
(less  than  $16  a  week)  are  in  excess  of  the  actual  earnings  in  these 
groups.  (Tables  VII  and  VIII.)  This  difference  is  due  to  loss  of  time 
made  necessary  by  the  conditions  of  the  business,  through  changes  in 
employment  or  by  voluntary  absence. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  relatively  large  percentage  of  employees 
in  the  $16  wage  group  in  the  table  of  weeklj^  rates.  (Table  VII.) 
This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  many  firms  employ  their  sales  force  on  the 
basis  of  a  weekly  guarantee  of  $16  plus  a  commission  on  their  sales 
in  excess  of  an  established  quota.  As  the  amount  of  the  commission 
is  such  a  variable  quantity,  the  earnings  of  these  employees  were  tabu- 
lated on  the  basis  of  the  guaranteed  wage.  Their  actual  earnings 
(guaranteed  wage,  plus  commissions),  allowance  being  made  for 
absenteeism,  are  quite  in  excess  of  the  rates.  In  1925  9.7  per  cent 
received  rates  of  $30  and  over  a  week  and  11.3  per  cent  had  actual 
earnings  of  that  amount. 

In  the  laundry  and  dry  cleaning  industry  as  in  the  mercantile  indus- 
try, the  tabulation  of  the  payroll  reports  show-  a  continuous  upward 
trend  in  the  entire  wage  scale." 

In  the  1923  report,  seven  women  were  recorded  as  being  employed 
at  $12  a  week,  a  rate  less  than  the  legal  minimum  rate.  Two  of  these 
were  elderly  women  to  whom  special  licenses  had  been  issued,  the 
remaining  five  were  employed  in  violation  of  the  minimum  wage  order. 
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These  A'iolatious  were  called  to  the  attention  of  the  employers  and  a 
wage  adjustment  eflPeeted. 

In  1925  one  was  emplo.yed  at  s|^12  on  special  license  and  one  at  this 
wage  in  violation  of  the  miniimim  wage  order.  The  case  of  violation 
was  adjusted. 

Table  XXII  shows  a  slight  increase  in  earnings  and  in  the  number 
of  hours  worked  in  1925  over  the  same  period  in  1924.     (Table  XXI.)

XII.   REPORT   OF    CONDITIONS    IN    THE    FRUIT    AND    VEGETABLE 
CANNING   INDUSTRY. 
A.  Size  and   Growth  of  the   Industry. 

Fruit  and  vegetable  canning  is  one  of  the  basic  industries  of  the  state 
and  the  one  in  which  the  largest  number  of  female  workers  is  employed. 
Approximately  45,000  women  and  minors  were  employed  in  the  industry 
during  the  peak  of  the  1925  season.  This  number  is  made  up  of  adult 
women  who  are  attracted  from  other  industries,  the  regular  fruit  work- 
ers who  "follow  the  fruit,"  housewives  and  others  who  are  not  regularly 
employed,  and  minors  M'ho  are  employed  during  the  school  vacation 
period  only. 

There  are  approximately  two  hundred  canneries  in  the  state,  but  the^ 
actual  number  of  plants  in  operation  varies  from  year  to  year.  In  1922', 
there  were  163  plants  in  operation,  and  149  plants  operated  during  the 
season  of  1923.  In  the  1924  season  152  plants  were  operated,  and  in 
1925  this  number  increased  to  178.  That  the  industry  has  grown  is 
evidenced  by  a  comparison  of  the  total  pack  figures  over  a  period  of 
years,  beginning  with  1900.  The  following  pack  figures  have  been  taken 
from  the  California  Fruit  News  (March  8,  1924,  and  January  16,  1926), 
and  they  indicate  the  total  number  of  cases  packed,  all  grades  and  sizes :

With  the  increase  in  the  pack  of  the  earlier  vegetables  (spinach  and 
asparagus),  the  canning  season  has  extended  until  there  is  activity  in 
the  industry  throughout  the  year.  The  packing  of  spinach  has  devel- 
oped in  its  entirety  in  the  last  few  years,  and  the  asparagus  pack  has 
practically  doubled  since  1916.  The  season  for  these  two  products  starts 
in  March  and  continues  until  the  fruit  packing,  which  begins  about 
July  1st.  The  period  of  greatest  activity  is  during  July  and  August 
when  peaches,  pears  and  apricots,  the  ma.]or  products,  are  packed. 
Tomatoes  and  tomato  products  continue  the  season  into  December,  or 
until  the  frosts.  Interspersed  with  these  major  products  such  minor 
ones  as  artichokes,  beets,  carrots,  peas,  berries,  plums,  grapes,  figs,  sweet 
potatoes,  pumpkins  and  prunes  are  canned.  Fruit  salad  is  put  up  by 
many  plants  during  the  winter  months  from  fruit  preserved  during  the 
summer.  The  canning  industry  has,  therefore,  developed  into  a  year 
around  activity  instead  of  one  of  a  few  months  duration. 

B.  Amendment  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Canning  Order,  August  8,  1923. 

In  IMay,  1923,  Canning  Order  No.  3,  effective  1921,  was  reviewed  by 
the  Industrial  Welfare  Commission,  and  certain  amendments  were  made. 
The  basic  minimum  of  33^  cents  an  hour  for  experienced  workers  was 
not  changed.    The  definition  of  experience  was  amended  to  read :  "Adult 
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women  and  minors  are  deemed  experienced  workers  in  the  fruit  and 
vegetable  industry,  when  tlun'  have  completed  two  weeks  of  work  in  the 
establishment."  This  automatically  raised  the  rate  for  inexperienced 
minor  girls  from  22  cents  to  25  cents  an  hour,  thus  making  the  rate 
the  same  for  inexperienced  minors  and  inexperienced  adults.  It  also 
established  two  weeks  of  work  in  the  cannery  as  the  basis  on  which  a 
worker  is  deemed  experienced. 

The  minimum  piece  rates  for  the  preparation  of  the  major  products 
were  raised  as  follows :

A  minimum  piece  rate  of  22  cents  per  100  pounds  was  established 
for  asparagus,  and  the  minimum  rate  for  plums  was  set  at  16  cents  per 
100  pounds.  The  minimum  piece  rate  on  cherries  remained  at  75  cents 
per  100  pounds. 

The  audit  provisions  of  the  Order  were  amended  to  recpiire  that,  in 
weeks  in  which  the  piece  rates  paid  did  not  yield  33^-  cents  an  hour  to 
50  per  cent  of  the  women  working  upon  them  during  the  hours  of  regu- 
lar time  worked,  a  percentage  of  increase  sufficient  to  make  them  so 
yield  should  l)e  added  to  the  total  earnings  of  all  women  and  minors. 
Under  Canning  Order  No.  3,  effective  1921,  the  percentage  of  increase 
applied  only  to  the  earnings  of  those  workers  whose  average  fell  below 
33 1  cents  an  hour  during  regular  time.  The  1921  order  further  pro- 
vided that  the  sum  of  the  piece  rate  earnings  of  those  workers  whose 
average  fell  below  33-^  cents  an  hour  and  the  amount  which  was  added 
to  their  earnings  as  an  ad.iustment  shall  not  exceed  33^  cents  an  hour 
for  the  hours  of  regular  time  Avorked.  Regular  time  is  defined  as  the 
first  eight  hours  of  work  in  a  day. 

Order  No.  3a  embodying  these  changes  became  effective  on  August 
8,  1923,  and  has  not  l)een  amended  since  that  date. 

C.  Time   Rate  Canneries. 

In  1922,  women  and  minors  employed  in  36  of  the  163  establish- 
ments operated  were  paid  guaranteed  time  rates.  The  following  year 
34  of  the  149  active  plants  paid  time  rates  to  all  workers.  In  1924 
there  were  41  of  the  152  plants  operating  that  paid  the  women  and 
minor  employees  hourly  time  rates.  In  1925.  out  of  a  total  of  178 
active  plants,  52  operated  on  a  time  rate  basis.  The  Commis.sion 's 
minimum  time  rate  for  experienced  workers  is  33J  cents  an  hour. 
Rate  and  a  quarter,  or  41 H  cents,  is  the  lea.st  that  can  be  paid  for  over- 
time or  work  performed  after  the  basic  eight-hour  day.  For  all  work 
performed  after  twelve  hours,  dou])lo  the  basic  rate,  or  66|  cents  an 
hour,  must  be  paid.  Time  rate  establishments  are  mostly  small  specialty 
or  preserving  plants  in  Avhich  .iams,  .iellies,  presei'V'es,  maraschino 
cherries,  and  other  so-called  specialty  products  are  made.  Included  also 
are  pickle  plants  and  those  which  make  hot  sauce  and  other  tomato 
products,  one  large  asparagus  plant,  and  a  pea  packing  plant. 
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D.   Piece   Rate  Canneries. 

The  perishable  quality  of  fruits  and  vegetables  makes  a  piece  rate 
method  of  payment,  which  stimulates  production,  apparently  the  most 
desirable  for  the  industry.  There  were  127  plants  which  elected"  the 
piece  rate  method  of  payment  in  1922,  and  115  plants  operated  on  a 
piece  rate  basds  during  1923.  In  1924  there  were  111  canneries  which 
paid  the  women  on  a  piece  rate  basis,  and  in  1925  there  were  126  plants 
which  used  this  method  of  payment.  The  following  table  shows  the 
number  of  plants  which  operated  on  the  major  products  during  the 
seasons  of  1924  and  1925  in  which  the  piece  rate  method  of  payment 
prevailed :

•The  state  is  divided  into  northern  section  above  Bakersfield  and  Santa  Barbara ;  southern  section  below  those  towns. 
In  1924  a  total  of  111  plants  operated  on  a  pi;ce  rate  basis;  91  were  located  in  the  north  and  20  in  the  south. 
In  192,5  a  total  of  126  plants  operated  on  a  piece  rate  basis:  101  were  located  in  the  north  and  25  in  the  south. 

(1)  Audit  System,  in  Piece  Bate  Plants. 

Although  the  Industrial  Welfare  Commis.sion  establishes  the  basic 
piece  rates  for  the  cutting  or  preparation  of  the  most  important  varie- 
ties of  fruit  and  vegetables,  the  basic  minimum  piece  rates  are  not,  in 
themselves-,  sufficient  protection  to  the  women.  The  great  variation  in 
the  conditions  of  production  in  the  individual  plants,  the  size  and 
degree  of  ripeness  of  the  fruit,  the  quality  of  the  work  required,  the 
efficiency  of  the  plant  in  keeping  the  worker  supplied  with  fruit — 
these  and  other  factors  necessitate  a  system  which  will  insure  the  yield- 
ing power  of  the  minimum  piece  rates  in  the  individual  plants. 

The  yielding  power  of  the  piece  rates  is  controlled  through  a  coopera- 
tive arrangement  with  the  canning  indu.stry,  whereby  the  industry 
itself  pays  the  e.xpense  of  weekly  payroll  inspections  (called  audits). 
In  1919,  regional  auditors  were  cho.sen  by  the  Commission,  under  regu- 
lation of  the  State  Civil  Service,  and  were  directed  by  and  solely 
responsible  to  the  Commission.  These  auditors  made  weekly  inspec- 
tions of  payrolls  of  all  canneries  electing  to  operate  on  this  piece  rate 
method  of  payment.  Funds  from  which  auditors  were  paid  were  col- 
lected from  these  employers,  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer,  and 
audited  by  the  State  Board  of  Control  in  the  same  manner  as  all  other 
state  funds.    Since  1919  this  arrangement  has  existed  each  year. 
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Following  is  a  copy  of  the  agreement  which  is  signed  by  all  the 
canneries  who  participate  in  the  audit  system,  under  the  provisions  of 
Order  No.  3a,  effective  August  8,  1923 :

upon  them,  a  percentage  of  inci'ease  sufficient  to  make  the  piece  rates  so  yield  for 
said  week  shall  be  added  retroactively  to  the  earnings  of  all  women  and  minors 
and  does  hereby  further  auree  that  in  the  event  that  during  any  given  week  the 
piece  rates  paid  for  the  canning  of  fruit  and  vegetables  shall  not  have  yielded 
33Jc  an  hour  to  at  least  each  one  of  50  per  cent  of  the  adult  women  working  ui)on 
them,  a  percentage  of  increase  sufficient  to  make  the  piece  rate  so  yield  for  said 
week  shall  be  added  retroactively  to  the  earnings  of  ALL  women  and  minors. 

The  undersigned  further  agrees  to  deposit  with  the  Industrial  Welfare  Commis- 
sion by  June  15,  1026.  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  such  audits  as 
may  be  reciuired  under  the  provisions  of  Industrial  Welfare  Commission  Order 
No.  3(J.  and  understands  that  the  piece  work  method  of  payment  under  a  weekly 
audit  system  for  the  preparation  or  canning  of  fruit  and  vegetables  will  be 
permitted  only  in  the  event  that  such  deposit  be  made.

No  change  was  made  in  the  Canning  Order  during  this  period.  Sep- 
arate audits  were  made  on  the  earnings  during  regular  time,  and  on 
the  earnings  during  overtime.  Ad.iustments  were  paid  only  to  those 
women  wliose  average  hourly  earnings  fell  below  33^  cents  in  regular 
time,  or  below  41f|  cents  in  overtime.  In  the  event  that  women  worked 
in  excess  of  twelve  hours,  an  audit  of  their  earnings  during  that  period 
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was  made,  and  adjustments  were  paid  to  those  women  and  minors 
whose  average  hourly  earnings  fell  below  66|  cents.

As  the  Canning  Order  was  amended  in  1923,  the  information  for  that 
year  is  reported  separately.  Before  August  8,  1923,  adjustments  were 
paid  only  to  piece  workers  whose  average  earnings  for  the  week  were 
under  33^  cents  an  hour.  After  August  8,  1923,  they  were  paid  to  all 
women  and  minor  piece  workers.  Piece  rates  were  raised  10  per  cent 
by  the  order  of  the  Commission  at  this  date.

The  figures  for  these  two  years  are  comparable  in  every  respect, 
because  no  changes  were  made  in  the  Canning  Order  during  this  period. 
Adjustments  reported  include  amounts  paid  during  the  entire  vegetable 
and  fruit  seasons. 

The  foregoing  amounts  were  paid  by  order  of  the  Industrial  Welfare 
Commission,  and  are  in  addition  to  those  amounts  earned  on  piece  rates 
in  individual  canneries.  In  the  above  tables  adjustment  amounts  given 
for  canners  do  not  include  such  additional  amounts  called  "make-up" 
as  were  paid  to  women  who  worked  on  piece  rates  but  were  guaranteed 
time  rates. 

(a)  Rates  Paid  for  Preparation. 

Women  are  paid  by  the  box  for  the  preparation  of  the  major  products. 
The  minimum  100  pound  rate  for  the  principal  products  is  set  by  the 
Commission  in  Order  No.  3a.  The  box  rate  which  each  plant  pays  is 
determined  on  the  average  weight  of  tlie  boxes  of  fruit  actually  served 
to  the  women.  When  the  weekly  audit  is  made  at  the  plant,  the  Com- 
mission's auditor  weighs  two  truck  loads  (usually  14  to  16  boxes)  of 
fruit  ready  to  serve  to  the  cutting  tables.    With  this  as  a  basis,  the  box 
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rate  paid  by  the  plant  is  checked  for  compliance  with  the  Commission's 
minimum  rate  per  100  pounds. 

In  order  to  protect  the  women  again.st  overloaded  boxes,  firms  sending 
boxes  to  the  cutting  tables  in  excess  of  the  weights  for  which  they  are 
paying,  are  required  to  pay  a  box  rate  adjustment  to  each  woman,  and 
are  also  retiuired  to  pay  from  that  date  on  for  the  maximum  amount  of 
fruit  which  the  boxes  will  hold. 

The  average  weight  Is  not  altogether  satisfactory  as  a  basis  for  rate 
establishment.  Some  women  are  served  with  boxes  containing  more 
fruit  than  the  average;  others  with  less.  The  average  weight  of  the 
amount  of  fruit  in  lug  boxes  delivered  from  one  grower  differs  from 
the  average  weight  of  those  delivered  from  another.  Fruit  grown  in 
one  section  of  the  country  and  shipped  to  another  to  l)e  canned  may 
weigh  more  or  less  than  the  local  fruit.  The  rate  established  on  average 
weights  taken  on  several  truck  loads  of  fruit  picked  at  random  may  be 
too  high  or  too  low  for  other  fruit  of  the  same  variety  which  is  cut 
during  the  day,  or  on  other  days  of  the  week.  A  very  few  plants  lighten 
or  fill  to  a  uniform  weight  each  box  which  is  delivered  to  the  cutters. 
This  procedure  is  slow,  and  regulation  of  the  fill  of  the  box  necessitates 
considerable  handling  of  the  fruit.  So  far,  however,  this  is  the  only 
method  which  insures  a  uniform  and  accurate  rate. 

The  Commission '.s  records  show  that  some  plants  pay  rates  in  excess 
of  the  basic  minimum  rates  set  in  Order  No.  3a.  When  the  fruit  is  small 
or  of  poor  quality  and  it  is  likely  that  ad.justment  would  be  necessary 
on  the  minimum  piece  rates,  some  plants  raise  the  piece  rate  on  the 
product.  They  believe  that  the  psychological  effect  of  a  voluntary 
increase  in  rates  by  the  employer  is  better  than  the  forced  payment  of 
large  adjustments  by  order  of  the  Industrial  Welfare  Commission. 
Usually  the  actual  amount  paid  per  box  is  not  changed,  but  the  boxe.s 
are  lightened,  whicli  has  the  effect  of  raising  the  piece  rate.  In  plants 
in  which  there  is  a  large  percentage  of  inexperienced  workers,  a  higher 
rate  is  sometimes  paid  for  the  first  week  or  so  and  then  is  gradually 
reduced.  In  a  few  canneries  higher  rates  are  paid  for  the  purpose  of 
attracting  labor. 

Since  the  amendment  of  the  Canning  Order  in  192.3  a  change  has 
developed  in  the  preparation  of  peaches  and  pears  tending  to  nullify 
file  Commi.ssion 's  basic  rates  set  for  those  products.  In  an  increasing 
number  of  plants,  the  preparation  process  for  pears  has  been  split  into 
three  or  four  distinct  operations — peeling,  splitting,  coring  and 
trinuning.  Separate  groups  of  women  are  engaged  on  each  operation. 
When  the  piece  rate  for  pears  was  set  by  the  Commission  all  operations 
were  done  l)y  one  woman.  Therefore,  60  cents  per  100  pounds  is  not 
a  rate  applicable  to  the  divided  operations.  Plants  have  been  permitted 
to  set  their  own  piece  rates,  and  an  audit  of  the  earnings  for  each 
separate  group  of  women  is  the  only  method  of  determining  a  fair  piece 
rate  for  each  operation.  It  is  said  that  the  outstanding  advantage  of 
dividing  preparation  into  four  processes  is  that  the  period  between  the 
preparation  and  the  canning  of  the  pears  is  shortened,  thereby  pre- 
venting di.scoloration  of  the  fruit. 

The  last  year  has  marked  the  advent  of  a  machine  for  splitting  and 
pitting  peaches  which  gives  promise  of  increasing  use  in  the  industrj'. 
These  machines  split  and  pit  the  peach  in  one  operation  and  the  two 
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halves  fall  on  a  belt  and  are  carried  off.  The  machines  in  use  in  1925, 
however,  could  not  handle  the  imperfect  fruit,  with  the  result  that 
those  peaches  with  split  pits  or  other  imperfections  had  to  be  cut  by 
hand  by  women.  It  is  said  that  sixty  per  cent  of  the  peaches  delivered 
to  a  machine  were  cut  and  split  by  it.  The  remaining  forty  per  cent 
were  cut  by  hand.  Improvements  have  been  made  in  tlie  peach  machines 
during  the  last  few  months  and,  as  soon  as  they  are  perfected  so  that 
they  can  handle  all  peaches  delivered  to  them,  they  will  undoubtedly  be 
installed  in  a  large  number  of  peach  canneries.  When  peaches  are  cut 
by  machines,  the  Commission's  basic  cutting  rate  no  longer  applies.  A 
number  of  plants  installed  a  few  machines  as  an  experiment  during  the 
last  year.  Some  paid  the  operators  on  a  time  rate  basis,  others  paid 
piece  rates.  In  one  cannery,  in  which  a  considerable  number  of  machines 
were  used,  the  operators  were  paid  a  piece  rate  based  on  each  one  hun- 
dred peaches  delivered  to  the  machines.  The  perfect  peaches  were  run 
through  the  machines ;  the  inferior  ones  were  thrown  aside  by  the  opera- 
tor. The  Commission  made  an  audit  on  the  earnings  of  the  machine 
operators  each  week  to  insure  that  the  piece  rate  was  fair.  Whether  or 
not  the  operators  of  the  machines  should  be  paid  on  a  time  rate  basis, 
or  upon  a  piece  rate  based  upon  the  number  of  peaches  delivered  to  the 
machine,  will  doubtless  depend  upon  studies  which  can  be  made  after 
the  machines  become  more  specialized  and  more  generally  used. 

(b)  Rates  Paid  for  Canning. 

The  Commission  has  not  set  minimum  rates  for  the  packing  of  fruit 
and  vegetables  in  cans.  Each  individual  plant  sets  the  rates  for  the 
various  grades  packed,  and  an  audit  is  made  of  the  earnings  of  all 
women  engaged  in  the  canning  process  to  determine  if  the  piece  rates 
have  yielded  33.^  cents  an  hour  to  at  least  fifty  per  cent  of  the  women, 
as  required  by  the  order.  In  cases  in  which  the  piece  rates  have  not  so 
yielded,  the  Industrial  Welfare  Commission  requires  that  a  percentage 
of  adjustment  be  paid  to  each  woman  to  make  the  piece  rates  so  yield. 

Tlie  number  of  piece  rates  paid  for  canning  varies  with  the  number  of 
grades  packed.  It  is  possible  that  the  piece  rates  for  some  grades  yield 
higher  earnings  than  do  the  piece  rates  for  other  grades.  Women  who 
are  working  on  a  6  cent  grade  may  be  working  on  a  rate  which  is  entirely 
too  low  to  yield  33  J  cents  an  hour  to  half  of  the  women  working  upon  it. 
At  another  table  they  may  be  working  on  a  4  cent  grade  which  yields 
very  high  earnings  to  a  large  percentage  of  the  women  at  the  table.  All 
do  not  have  an  equal  chance  on  all  of  the  grades  packed,  so  that  an  audit 
of  the  cannery  payroll  does  not  give  a  true  test  of  any  one  piece  rate. 
Those  women  who  are  working  on  grades  with  rates  that  are  too  low  do 
not  receive  the  proportionate  percentage  of  adjustment,  because  their 
low  earnings  are  otfset  by  the  higher  earnings  of  those  women  who  are 
working  on  the  higher  yielding  grades.  In  cases  where  the  supply  of 
fruit  to  be  canned  is  not  adequate,  or  is  irregularly  served,  the  canners 
are  at  a  disadvantage  in  that  they  do  not  have  a  uniform  supply  of  fruit 
on  which  to  work.  Those  women,  especially,  who  occupy  end  positions 
on  the  canning  tables  have  longer  waits,  because  the  fruit  is  canned  by 
the  women  at  the  head  of  the  line  before  it  reaches  their  sinks.  Through 
no  fault  of  these  women  tlieir  earnings  may  fall  below  the  minimum, 
although  they  may  be  as  skilled  as  those  workers  who  are  able  to  make 
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higher  earnings  because  of  more  advantageoiTS  positions.  This  condition 
often  accounts  for  the  very  wide  range  in  the  earnings  of  women  who  are 
working  at  the  same  table  and  on  the  same  grades,  and  is  a  condition 
that  is  not  adjustable  l).v  tlie  audit  system. 

Since  there  is  no  uniform  rotation  of  workers  from  one  grade  to 
another,  individual  women  cannot  l)e  assured  that  the  piece  rates  on 
which  they  are  working  will  yield  the  minimum  rate.  The  audit  sj'stera 
is  applied  to  the  earnings  of  all  women  in  the  canning  process  and 
assures  the  minimum  rate  of  33-^  cents  an  hour  to  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
women  working  on  the  various  grades. 

The  canning  order  which  was  effective  prior  to  1921  required  that  all 
canners  be  guaranteed  not  less  than  the  minimum  hourly  rate.  "When 
the  order  was  amended  in  1921  the  audit  system  was  applied  to  the 
canning  process.  Some  employers,  however,  have  preferred  to  continue 
the  payment  of  guaranteed  time  rates  to  the  canners.  In  1924  there 
were  18  plants  which  paid  their  canners  on  this  basis,  and  in  1925  there 
were  17  plants  which  guaranteed  time  rates.  These  figures  do  not  include 
the  canners  in  the  preserving  or  specialty  plants,  but  represent  the  large 
fruit  and  vegetable  establishments  which  operated  between  July  and 
DecemVier.  During  the  spinach  packing  season  of  1925  there  were  sixtj' 
per  cent  of  the  plants  which  paid  time  rates  to  canners. 

E.  Falsification  of  Pay   Roll   Records. 

The  Commission  found  that  27  plants  had  falsified  their  pay  roll 
records  during  the  1924  and  1925  canning  seasons.  The  falsification  in 
each  case  was  deliberately  done  in  order  to  avoid  the  payment  of  adjust- 
ments which  would  have  been  neces.sary  under  the  provisions  of  Canning 
Order  No.  3a.  For  the  purpose  of  establishing  fair  piece  rates,  the 
Commission's  audit  regulations  require  that  an  adjustment  be  paid,  in 
addition  to  the  piece  rate  earnings,  when  less  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
women  working  on  the  piece  rates  make  an  average  of  33  J  cents  an  hour 
during  the  eight  hours  of  regular  time  work. 

The  falsifications  were  accomplished  through  altering  of  pay  roll 
amounts  and  record  of  hours  woi'ked,  and  bj^  dishonest  methods  of 
checking.  Piece  workers  have  become  accustomed  to  receiving  cheeks 
for  amounts  in  excess  of  tlieir  weekly  piece  rate  earnings,  because  most 
of  the  firms  include  necessary  adjustment  amounts  with  tlie  weekly  pay 
checks.  It  is  possible  then  for  a  firm  to  add  extra  production  punches 
on  the  work  checks  of  those  who  make  less  than  33^  cents  an  hour  with- 
out the  women  knowing  that  their  earnings  have  been  padded.  By  this 
means  the  number  of  women  making  33-\  cents  an  hour  can  be  increased 
on  the  pay  roll  record  so  that  no  adjustment  will  be  necessary.  In 
the  same  way,  short  cheeking  of  hours  on  work  checks  is  possible,  because 
piece  workers  are  largely  not  aware  tliat  the  accurate  record  of  the 
hours  they  work  has  a  direct  relation  to  their  earnings. 

In  plants  where  evidence  of  falsification  was  found  the  Industrial 
Welfare  Commission  required"that  the  adjustment  amounts  due  the 
workers,  in  addition  to  their  actual  piece  rate  earnings,  be  paid.  The 
necessary  adjustments  were  determined  in  the  offices  of  the  Commission 
after  the  pay  rolls  had  been  rewritten  on  the  basis  of  actual  earnings 
and  hours  worked. 
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F.  Sanitary  Inspection. 

During  the  two  biennial  periods  a  total  of  165  sanitary  inspections 
were  made  in  canneries.  The  inspections  were  to  insure  adequate,  clean 
and  sanitary  toilet  and  washing  facilities  for  women  in  all  plants.  The 
workrooms  were  required  to  be  light  and  properly  ventilated,  and  floors 
provided  with  racks  where  there  were  wet  processes. 

General  working  conditions  in  most  of  the  canneries  are  good.  The 
worki'ooms  are  M'ell  lighted  and  ventilated;  the  floors  are  smooth  and 
tight,  and  are  kept  orderly  throughout  the  day.  At  night  the  tables  and 
floors  are  washed  with  live  steam.  Toilets  and  washrooms  are  often  in 
charge  of  attendants  who  devote  their  entire  time  to  keeping  the  rooms 
in  a  sanitary  condition.  Where  there  is  no  person  on  full  time  duty,  the^ 
washrooms  are  cleaned  from  time  to  time  during  a  day.  In  a  few  estab- 
lishments, however,  the  women 's  washrooms  were  not  considered  of  first 
importance,  and  these  plants  needed  to  be  checked  up  regularly  to  insure 
proper  cleanliness. 

Order  No.  4  makes  provision  for  accident  or  illness  by  requiring  that 
a  first  aid  kit,  a  stretcher,  and  cots  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
women  employed,  be  supplied.  Many  plants  have  gone  considerably 
beyond  this,  and  have  established  first  aid  departments  with  a  practical 
or  registered  nurse  in  full  time  attendance.  In  1925  there  were  47.5  per 
cent  of  the  piece  rate  plants  in  operation  maintaining  first  aid  depart- 
ments with  full  time  nurses.  In  the  remaining  plants  there  was  either 
a  .separate  first  aid  room  in  the  charge  of  a  matron,  or  first  aid  supplies 
were  on  hand,  and  first  aid  was  rendered  by  the  forewoman  or  by  others 
about  the  plant. 

In  those  plants  in  which  facilities  were  found  to  be  inadequate,  the 
Commission  required  that  necessary  installation  be  provided  so  that  the 
conditions  conform  to  Order  No.  4,  the  Sanitary  Order. 

XIII.  MOTION   PICTURE   INDUSTRY. 

A.   Report  of  an   Investigation  of  the  Conditions  of  Employment  of  Women  and 

Children  in  the  Motion  Picture   Industry. 

Purpose  of  Investigation. 

Regulation  of  the  employment  of  women  and  children  in  the  motion 
picture  industry  had  been  postponed  by  the  Commission  until  such 
time  as  an  investigation  of  the  industry  could  be  made.  The  abuse  of 
long  hours  in  the  motion  picture  industry  was  made  especially  promi- 
nent by  the  case  of  the  Globe  Company  (June,  1925),  in  which  action 
was  taken  by  the  Los  Angeles  office  of  the  Labor  Commissioner.  In 
this  case  it  was  charged  by  extra  workers  that  a  group  of  at  least 
three  hundred  men  and  women  were  engaged  for  work  in  a  fight 
arena  in  Los  Angeles.  It  was  stated  tliat  they  were  urged  to  stay 
hour  after  hour,  with  the  promise  of  additional  payment,  three  checks 
being  promised  in  all.  The  doors  of  the  arena  were  locked  early  in 
the  evening  and  the  extras  were  not  allowed  to  leave  thereafter.  After 
twenty- four  hours'  continuous  work,  with  no  night  meal  served  by  the 
company,  it  was  claimed  that  the  studio  refused  to  pay  the  promised 
overtime  checks.  At  this  time  Commissioner  Mathewson  discussed 
with  Mrs.  Edson  the  possibility  of  including  the  work  of  the  motion 
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picture  industry  under  tlie  orders  of  the  Commission.  Following  this 
discussion,  rommissioner  Edson  ordered  a  survey  of  tlie  conditions  of 
employment  of  women  and  children  in  the  motion  picture  industry 
for  the  jiurpose  of  securing  information  on  which  to  base  protective 
regulation. 

Scope  of  Investigation. 

The  investigation  took  place  in  the  district  of  Los  Angeles  within 
an  hour's  traveling  distance  of  which  all  but  two  of  the  studios  of 
California  are  located.  The  survev  was  carried  on  during  three 
l)eriods,  including  one  week  in  July,  1925,  devoted  to  gathering 
information  on  the  conditions  of  employment  of  wardrobe  women, 
four  weeks  in  September  and  October,  and  one  week  in  November, 
devoted  to  obtaining  evidence  directly  from  women  workers  in  the 
industry  as  to  conditions  in  the  industry  needing  regulation  by  the 
Industrial  Welfare  Commission,  and  to  a  study  carried  on  in  the 
studios  themselves  of  the  conditions  of  the  employment  of  women  and 
children.  From  all  available  organizations  information  was  also 
olrtained,  and  from  persons  directly  connected  with  the  motion  picture 
industry,  including  the  Association  of  IMotion  Picture  Producers,  the 
Department  of  Compulsory  Education  and  Child  Welfare  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Board  of  Education,  Screen  Service,  the  largest  private  cast- 
ing office;  Dr.  Miriam  A'^an  Waters,  referee  of  the  Juvenile  Court; 
I\Iis.s  JMarjorie  Williams,  director  of  the  Studio  Club  of  Hollywood; 
Father  Neil  Dodd,  representing  the  ]\Iotion  Picture  Relief  Fund  of 
America;  Mr.  W.  W.  Holther,  representing  the  Screen  Players'  Pro- 
tective Association,  and  the  Catholic  Motion  Picture  Actors'  Guild. 

Sixty  extra  women  were  consulted  personally  and  the  following 
studios  were  visited :

Inasmuch  as  the  Commission  established  the  fact,  before  the  inves- 
tigation, that  the  lowest  daily  wage  paid  to  women  in  the  motion 
picture  industry,  $3  per  day,  was  in  excess  of  the  legal  minimum  wage, 
a  detailed  i>ay  roll  study  was  not  made,  but  through  the  cooperation 
of  the  IMotion  Picture  Producers  Association,  tlie  larger  studios  sub- 
mitted summaries  of  the  rates  paid  to  wardrobe  women,  laboratory 
women  and  women  cutters.  It  was  establislied,  early  in  the  investiga- 
tion, that  the  studios  on  the  wliole  keep  no  record  of  hours,  and  the 
investigation  of  tlie  amount  of  overtime  work  had  therefore  been  con- 
fined to  securing  statements  from  studio  representatives  and  from 
extra  workers.     It  proved  to  he  impo.ssible,  under  existing  conditions, 
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to  study  satisfactorily  the  regularity  of  employment  of  extra  women. 
Under  the  present  employment  system,  an  extra  worker  secures  employ- 
ment not  only  directly  from  the  casting  offices  of  a  number  of  studios, 
biit  through  commercial  casting  offices.  When  an  extra  woman  is 
employed  directly  by  a  studio  the  record  of  her  name  and  the  amount 
paid  her  may  appear  on  the  firm's  pay  roll,  or  it  may  be  included  on  the 
pay  i-oll  under  "total  amount  paid  to  extra  talent."  When  an  extra 
Avoman  secures  employment  through  a  commercial  casting  office,  there 
is  even  less  probability  that  her  employment  will  be  a  matter  of  record 
with  the  studio.  Therefore,  it  would  be  practically  impossible  to  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  employment  of  any  considerable  number  of  extra 
Avomen  with  the  present  system  of  record  keeping. 

Fifty  extra  women,  including  some  of  those  who  were  interviewed, ' 
and  others  whose  names  were  obtained  from  a  register  of  extras  were 
requested  to  keep  an  employment  record  for  a  period  of  one  month. 
The  returns  made  by  these  extras  were  too  negligible  to  be  used. 

Definition  of  Terms. 

"Extra  women"  or  "extra  talent"  or  "atmosphere  workers"— 
women  temporarily  employed,  usually  on  a  daily  basis,  to  take  part  in 
the  actual  production  of  pictures  in  groups  varying  in  numbers. 
Atmosphere  extras  may  receive  checks  as  low  a.s  $3  where  the  effect 
of  mass  is  all  that  is  desired.  Extras  called  for  atmosphere  will  ordi- 
narily receive  cheeks  ranging  from  $5  to  $10,  and  "atmosphere"  women 
able  to  meet  certain  wardrobe  requirements  may  be  paid  as  much  as 
$15  for  a  day's  work.  The  next  grade  of  extra  work  is  the  "bit."  An 
extra  called  for  "atmosphere"  may  be  called  upon  during  the  pro- 
duction for  some  small  action,  in  which  case  she  is  credited  with  a 
"bit"  and  is  paid  more  than  she  would  have  been  for  straight 
"atmosphere."  An  extra  called  for  a  "part"  represents  the  next 
step  in  extra  work ;  she  is  assigned  definitely  for  a  certain  character- 
ization. As  illustrated  by  one  of  the  extra  women  interviewed:  One 
hundred  women  were  called  as  extras  at  $5  a  day  to  represent  women 
travelers  in  a  wrecked  train  (atmosphere).  The  woman  who  cited 
tbis  example  said  that  during  the  production,  the  director  chose  her 
from  the  group  of  extras  to  lie  on  the  ground  next  to  the  "injured" 
star,  and  enact  the  part  of  another  injured  woman.  This  action  might 
have  taken  only  a  minute  or  so,  but  the  extra  in  question  was  given 
$10  instead  of  her  $5  atmosphere  check.  In  this  same  production,  an 
extra  given  the  part  of  the  star's  maid  and  appearing  possibly  for 
one  scene  only,  was  rated  as  having  a  "part"  and  probably  received 
a  check  of  at  least  $15. 

(7/rec^— Extras  are  paid  in  terms  of  "checks"  which  usually  are  in 
the  amounts  of  $3,  $5,  $7.50,  $10,  $12.50,  $15,  although  checks  as 
high  as  $25  and  $50  are  sometimes  given.  When  overtime  checks  are 
given,  they  are  designated  as  quarter  checks,  half  checks,  extra  cheeks 
(the  latter  meaning  a  second  full  check) . 

Location— "Work  on  location"  indicates  production  away  from  the 
studio  proper. 

Lot — The  studio. 
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DouhUng — Working  in  the  place  of  another.  Substituting  for  a  lead- 
ing eliaracter  in  dangerous  action  where  even  a  slight  injury  to  a  high 
salaried  leading  man  or  woman  might  seriously  delay  production. 
Representation  I)y  children  of  the  childhood  appearances  of  a  grown 
character.  Taking  specialized  action  which  a  leading  character  can  not 
take.     (Close  up  of  hands  playing  the  piano.) 

Key  Women — ^Women  used  by  casting  offices  to  recruit  extras  in  a 
given  neighborhood  or  among  special  nationalities. 

Interviews  With  "Extra   Women". 

Inasmuch  as  the  problem  of  long  hours  and  unusual  working  con- 
ditions is  more  closely  connected  with  the  work  of  the  extras  than  with 
that  of  other  groups  of  workers,  practically  all  interviews  were  held 
with  extra  workers.  The  members  of  the  first  large  group  of  women 
were  seen,  individually,  in  one  of  the  private  offices  of  Screen  Service. 
Every  effort  was  made  to  make  them  understand  the  purpose  of  the 
interview,  and  each  extra  was  given  the  assurance  that  no  attempt 
would  be  made  to  identify  her,  and  that  her  future  employment  would 
not  be  jeopardized  by  any  criticisms  made  or  suggestions  offered.  It  is 
possible  that  the  women  in  this  first  group  were  somewhat  constrained 
by  the  fact  that  the  interview  was  held  in  the  office  of  a  company  upon 
which  they  were  at  least  partially  dependent  for  emploj'ment.  They 
were  not  questioned  as  to  conditions  connected  with  securing  employ- 
ment, as  that  was  not  the  question  at  issue.  For  this  reason,  probably, 
they  were  on  the  whole  frank  in  their  attitude  and  anxious  to  be  of 
assistance.  ]\Ir.  Barker,  the  Los  Angeles  representative  of  the  Bureau 
of  Labor,  furnished  the  name  and  address  of  the  extra  who  made  the 
original  complaint  against  the  Glol)e  Company  and  through  her  a 
number  of  women  were  personally  interviewed.  Names  of  other  extras 
were  secured  through  tlae  assistance  of  IMiss  Williams  of  the  Studio 
Club.  These  last  two  groups  were  given  the  same  guarantee  of  confi- 
dence as  the  first  group. 

There  can  be  no  picture  so  composite  that  it  will  faithfully  represent 
all  the  types  of  women  and  children  to  be  found  in  the  ranks  of  the 
extras.  "She's  gone  to  Hollywood  to  be  an  extra,''  calls  to  the  mind 
only  the  unusually  pretty  girl  who,  as  the  winner  of  a  local  or  maga- 
zine beauty  contest,  has  gone  confidently  forth  to  win  her  way  from  one 
rapid  triumph  to  another  until  she  enters  the  rank  of  the  stars.  It 
is  true  that  this  hopeful  person  is  in  the  extra  group.  There  are 
hundreds — perhaps  thousands  of  her.  It  is  possible  that  if  the  indi- 
vidual successful  contestant  of  such  a  beauty  contest  could  have  flashed 
before  her  vision  the  actual  photographs  of  the  thousands  equally 
qualified  in  beauty  against  whom  slie  will  have  to  compete,  she  would 
lose  courage  before  she  enters  the  long  race.  But  this  does  not  happen. 
She  sees  only  her  individual  problem,  and,  upborne  by  the  assurance  of 
her  friends  and  admirers,  she  entei's  against  the  long  odds  of  numbers 
and  chance.  Sometimes  .she  wins  through.  And  whenever  she  does,  the 
ranks  of  the  extras  are  swelled  with  fresh  applicants  who  plead — "Just 

look  at (or  whoever  it  may  be).    She  was  only 

an  extra — and  look  at  me — just  as  beautiful— just  as  clever — if  only 
some(me  will  give  me  a  chance." 
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This  is  but  one  type.  Widowed  mothers  (housewives),  helping  to 
support  growing  children,  children  helping  to  support  their  families  or 
"earning  extra  so  they  can  have  more  than  we  can  give  them"  in  the 
phrase  of  the  mothers;  actresses  formerly  on  the  legitimate  stage,  now 
dependent  on  pictures  for  a  livelihood ;  home  women  helping  to  meet 
the  household  expenses  or  such  special  expense  as  the  purchase  of  a 
home  or  furniture ;  ex-teachers ;  office  women ;  saleswomen ;  a  group 
drawn  from  an  infinite  list  of  trades  and  occupations,  drawn  by  the 
undeniable  lure  of  pictures.  Two  elements  are  here  which  can  not  be 
denied.  One  is  the  craving  for  personal  recognition.  The  other  is  the 
sorcery  of  chance.    Their  combination  is  binding. 

Age  is  no  bar,  neither  is  youth,  except  as  school  authorities  have  drawiij 
the  line.  Children  under  six  months  are  not  given  permits  though  sev- 
eral mothers  stated  to  me  with  pride  that  their  children  first  appeared  in 
pictures  at  the  age  of  a  few  weeks.  (This  was  evidently  prior  to  the 
school  department  ruling.)  Miss  Campbell  of  the  school  department 
stated  that  Mr.  Dunlap  formulated  the  six  months '  regulation  when  the 
father  of  several  motion  picture  children  appeared  at  the  office  and 
demanded  another  permit  for  his  last  child,  born  the  night  before.  The 
industry  is  the  depiction  of  life,  and  life  requires  age  as  well  as  youth. 
The  woman  of  sixty-five  or  seventy,  therefore,  whose  earning  capacity 
would  be  limited  or  woi;ld  have  ceased  in  any  other  type  of  work,  has  a 
definite  commercial  value  in  motion  pictures,  greater,  perhaps,  in  some, 
instances,  than  that  of  many  a  younger  woman  entering  the  industry. 
But — and  this  must  never  he  forgotten — it  is  her  rate  of  pay  that  is 
high;  she  has  no  assurance  of  full-time  employment.  Adequate  records 
of  the  total  number  registered  are  not  available  but  in  one  commercial 
bureau  alone.  Screen  Service,  the  registration  at  present  is  between  four 
and  five  thousand,  and  no  new  registrations  are  being  taken. 

In  order  to  avoid  giving  only  a  negative  impression  of  the  conditions 
existing  in  "extra"  work,  it  must  be  said  at  the  outset  that  more 
interest,  more  loyalty  toward  motion  picture  work  was  manifested 
than  would  be  apparent  in  almost  any  other  group  of  workers.  In 
spite  of  the  hardships,  the  strain  and  the  uncertainty,  the  work  seems 
to  represent  more  than  a  means  of  livelihood — it  seems  to  include 
recreation — variety — contact  with  new  people.  One  extra  of  at  least 
fifty-five,  personally  unattractive  and  with  no  special  qualifications  for 
acting,  gave  a  most  glowing  account  of  motion  picture  work  and  the 
pleasant  conditions  of  employment.  Later  in  the  discussion  she  con- 
fided that  inasmuch  as  she  averaged  less  than  one  day  of  work  a  week, 
at  $5  a  day,  she  was  practically  dependent  on  an  older  sister  who 
really  could  not  afford  to  support  her.  She  said  that  if  she  did  not 
have  more  work  soon,  she  would  have  to  go  back  to  the  little  middle 
west  town  from  which  she  came.  Asked  if  she  had  ever  considered 
other  work,  she  replied  that  in  desperation  she  had  once  answered  an 
advertisement  for  a  kitchen  helper  in  a  cafeteria,  but  could  not  think 
of  accepting  the  work  because  she  was  only  offered  $12  a  week  in  addi- 
tion to  three  meals  a  day. 

One  of  the  younger  extras  summarized  the  views  of  many  others  in 
the  following  statement:  "We  don't  mind  the  hard  things  that  can't 

be  helped.     I  had  a  dancing  part  in ,  and  I  can  tell  you  it  was 

cold  work,  as  my  costume  was  just  nothing  at  all.    There  were  stoves 
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on  tho  set  (we  Avorked  part  of  the  time  at  night),  but  even  then  we 
couldn't  stand  over  the  stove  all  the  time,  and  I  got  a  dreadful  cold 
and  then  tonsilitis.  There  had  to  be  a  'retake'  on  the  dancing  sets, 
and  I  had  to  go  back  with  a  temperature  over  100°.  I  didn't  mind — 
that  was  nobody's  fault.  But  I  would  like  to  have  them  right  the 
things  that  can  be  helped." 

None  of  the  younger  women  admitted  that  they  were  living  alone 
and  solely  dependent  on  their  earnings.  Most  of  them  stated  that 
this  Avould  be  an  impossible  accomplishment.  A  home  with  parents, 
or  with  a  relative,  or  savings  of  some  sort  made  extra  work  possible, 
except  in  the  case  of  those  whose  employment  was  sufficient  to  support 
them.  One  of  the  younger  girls  cited  the  following  facts  to  illustrate 
how  she  had  been  able  to  do  extra  work :  For  the  first  year  she 
made  her  home  with,  her  parents,  who  also  furnished  her  with  an 
automobile,  a  great  asset  in  this  woi'k.  Then  they  moved  away,  and, 
she  said,  she  "lived  on  her  own."  Falling  short  of  funds,  she  sold 
the  ear  and  lived  on  the  proceeds  xmtil  she  became  fairly  well  estab- 
lished. It  is  apparently  impossible  to  combine  extra  work  with  any 
other  employment,  since  the  extra  must  always  be  free  to  accept  a  call. 

Out  of  all  the  extras  interA'iewed,  one  only  had  kept  a  definite  record 
of  her  earnings.  She  said  that  she  had  made  $270  in  six  months  of 
work.  This  was  an  attractive  woman  of  about  forty-five,  who  had 
previously  been  a  saleswoman,  and  whose  daughter  and  small  gi-andson 
were  both  working  in  pictures.  The  majority  of  women  interviewed 
stated  that  their  usual  checks  were  $5  and  $7.50,  and  few  of  them 
believed  that  they  averaged  over  two  days  of  work  a  week.  Some 
extras — not  those  whose  economic  need  was  the  greatest — depended 
upon  Screen  Service  and  other  commercial  easting  offices.  Those  who 
appeared  to  be  entirely  earnest  in  efforts  to  secure  employment  did 
not  depend  upon  registration,  but  stated  that  they  made  personal  calls 
upon  the  studio  casting  offices  and  private  casting  offices,  "making  the 
rounds"  practically  daily  unless  they  were  employed.  This  is  one 
item  of  the  expense  borne  by  extras,  which,  coupled  with  irregularity 
of  employment,  must  always  be  remembered  when  the  comparatively 
high  rates  of  pay  of  extras  are  discussed.  Following  are  the  chief 
expenses  borne  by  extras : 

1.  Car  fare.  The  car  or  bus  fare  to  Hollywood  from  Los  Angeles  is 
10  cents;  20  cents  expense  a  day.  Five-  or  6-cent  fares  are  paid  within 
Hollywood  and  within  Los  Angeles.  Three  studios,  the  DeMille, 
Metro-Goldw^n-Mayer,  and  Hal  Roach,  are  in  Culver  City.  Car  fare 
from  Los  Angeles  is  27  cents  one  way,  44  cents  round  trip.  Car  fare 
from  Los  Angeles  to  Universal  City  is  31  cents  one  way,  51  cents  round 
trip.  Extras  who  "make  the  rounds"  are  under  heavy  expense  for 
car  fare.  Where  extras  are  not  paid  in  cash  or  in  negotiable  checks  at 
the  end  of  a  day's  employment  they  may  be  required  to  return  for 
payment  on  the  studio's  specified  pay  day,  or  make  a  trip  to  the  private 
casting  office  designated  by  the  studio  as  its  paymaster.  If  there  is 
any  dispute  about  the  amount  of  a  check,  a  second  trip  may  have  to  be 
made.  Extras  may  also  have  to  go  to  the  studios  for  costume  fittings, 
to  downtown  costumers  or  wigmakers.  More  car  fare.  One  of  the 
grievances  in  the  "weather  permitting  call,"  discussed  later,  is  the

fact  that  car  fare  lias  been  paid,  in  some  instances,  for  five  days  in 
sucoossion  without  a  day's  pay. 

2.  Telephone.  All  calls  for  extra  work  are  given  over  the  telephone. 
Applicants  register  their  telephone  numbers  wherever  they  apply  for 
work  and  are  called  directly  by  studio  casting  offices  and  l)y  private 
casting  offices.  However,  active  applicants  for  extra  work  "make  the 
rounds"  by  telephone  as  well  as  by  personal  visits  to  casting  offices, 
regarding  the  expense  as  an  investment.  Telephone  calls  in  Los  Angeles 
are  5  cents,  including  Hollywood.  Los  Angeles  to  Culver  City,  10 
cents.     Calls  to  Universal  City  are  local  (5  cents). 

3.  Wardrobe  and  upkeep  of  wardrobe.  Clothes  represent  a  large 
part  of  the  stock  in  trade.  The  extra's  wardrobe  is  listed  on  her  regis- 
tration card  in  the  various  casting  offices  as  follows:  "Good  evening 
dresses,  two:  evening  wrap,  afternoon  dress  or  good  sports  clothes, 
riding  suit,  street  dress."  These  garments  must  be  in  style  and  must 
be  kept  in  good  condition.  The  expense  for  cleaning  and  pres.sing 
clothes  is  heavy.  There  is  no  actual  requirement  either  as  to  quality 
or  quantity  of  costume,  but  it  goes  without  saying  that  the  well-dressed 
extra,  the  "dress  extra,"  may  expect  larger  checks  and  more  frequent 
work.  According  to  the  feeling  of  the  extra  women  themselves,  an 
attractive  sports  outfit  and  good-looking  street  clothes  represent  the 
minimum  requirement.  One  extra  said  that  when  she  first  entered 
picture  work  she  frequently  paid  more  for  the  rental  of  a  day 's  costume 
than  the  amount  of  the  day's  check.  For  the  rental  of  an  evening 
gown  and  wrap,  she  might  have  to  pay  a  costumer  $10,  and  she  herself 
might  receive  only  a  .$7.50  check  for  the  day's  work.  But — she  secured 
the  employment,  established  a  reputation  for  being  Avell  dressed  and 
wearing  clothes  well,  secured  more  and  more  employment,  and  in  time 
became  sufficiently  established  to  purchase  her  own  adequate  ward- 
robe. This  experience  was  borne  out  by  a  number  of  other  extras.  In 
a  regular  "costume  play"  and  in  certain  productions  calling  for 
dancing  costumes  or  special  dress,  the  studios  furnish  what  is  needed 
and  attend  to  the  upkeep,  and  in  some  instances  even  furnish  evening 
clothes.  But  a  certain  wardrobe  miist  be  owned  by  the  extra  who  seeks 
steady  work. 

4.  The  environs  of  the  motion  picture  industry  must  indeed  be  the 
photographer's  paradise.  All  new  comers  in  a  easting  office  bear  the 
inevitable  flat,  square  or  obloug  package  with  from  one  to  six  photo- 
graphs— full  face,  profile,  costume,  character.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
one  picture  would  meet  the  requirements  of  most  studios.  But  when 
one  is  left  at  each  studio  and  at  each  casting  office,  the  expenditure  is 
heav.y,  considering  the  infrequency  of  employment.  The  additional 
pictures  are  no  doubt  intended  to  show  further  attractions  or  dramatic 
capabilities  of  the  applicant.  In  the  case  of  child  actors,  the  number 
of  pictures  seems  to  increase. 

An  effort  was  made  to  gain  some  idea  of  the  basis  of  the  charges  of 
immorality  laid  against  the  industry.  Dr.  Robinson,  of  the  University 
of  California,  engaged  in  making  a  survey  prior  to  the  establishment 
of  the  free  casting  office,  requested  that  this  be  done,  and  Mrs.  Edsou 
assented.  It  is  easily  understood  tliat  questioning  on  this  point  had 
to  be  carefully  done.     Many  of  the  women,  especially  those  interviewed

in  the  office  of  Screen  Service,  declared  that  the  charge  was  entirely 
unfounded — that  they  had  always  been  treated  with  the  utmost  respect 
by  men,  both  in  the  commercial  and  studio  casting  offices,  and  by 
directors  and  their  assistants.  Exactly  the  opposite  picture  was  drawn 
by  a  number  of  the  younger  women  interviewed  in  their  homes.  They 
charged  familiarity  and  insult  against  casting  offices  and  studio 
directors  and  a.ssistauts.  Several  of  the  girls  said  that  they  had  to  be 
extremely  guarded  in  the  way  in  which  they  refused  unwelcome  atten- 
tions, since  a  curt  refusal  which  would  make  clear  a  girl's  real  attitude 
might  result  in  a  loss  of  future  employment.  Whether  or  not  a  real 
"black  list"  exists  in  the  industry,  the  effect  of  one  is  real  in  the  minds 
of  the  women,  and  certainly,  in  the  past,  they  have  not  felt  free  to 
assert  themselves  in  this  situation. 

In  questioning  extras,  no  special  emphasis  was  laid  upon  the  faults 
of  the  present  employment  system;  first,  because  a  special  study  of 
this  problem  has  been  made  by  Dr.  Louis  Bloeh  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics,  and  secondly,  because  the  proposed  free  casting  office,  to  be 
maintained  by  the  Association  of  Motion  Picture  Producers,  is  intended 
to  correct  the  existing  evils.  Charges  of  favoritism  were  made.  When 
it  is  remembered,  however,  that  there  are,  at  a  conservative  estimate, 
ten  applicants  for  every  call,  charges  of  favoritism  must  not  be  accepted 
without  being  carefully  weighed.  "Key  women"  are  charged  with 
requiring  service  or  presents  in  exchange  for  securing  employment. 
Employment  Inireaus  are  charged  with  giving  calls  for  earlier  hours 
than  the  hours  set  by  studios,  in  order  to  insure  prompt  attendance  on 
the  part  of  the  extras.  For  example,  a  studio  places  an  order  with  a 
private  casting  office  for  thirty  extras  to  be  on  the  set  at  8.30.  It  is 
said  that  the  private  casting  office,  in  order  to  avoid  any  delay,  some- 
times orders  the  extras  to  be  on  the  set  at  8  o'clock.  For  those  who 
are  prompt,  this  means  an  extra  wait  of  one-half  hour. 

Summary  of  Statements  of   Extra  Women. 

The  complaints  expressed  by  extra  women,  which  should  be  given 
consideration  by  the  Commission,  and  which  may  be  ad.iusted  either 
by  an  order  of  the  Commission  or  by  action  on  the  part  of  the  producers 
themselves,  are  here  summarized. 

1.  There  is  not  a  living  in  the  industry  for  all  extras.  Several  women 
sugg(\sted  limiting  the  group  of  extra.s  to  those  who  were  qualified  to 
earn  a  living  in  this  work.  They  were  not  clear  as  to  how  this  should  be 
(lon<\  l)ut  suggested  screen  tests  and  interviews  which  would  define 
qualifications. 

2.  There  is  no  uniform  method  of  payment  for  overtime  work, 
although  certain  studios  give  additional  pay  for  what  they  regard  as 
work  in  excess  of  a  standard  day. 

3.  Credit  is  not  given  for  time  spent  in  the  service  of  studios  as 
follows : 

a.  Extras  state  that  wlien  a  call  is  given  for  8.30  and  actual  Avork 
begins  at  9.30,  it  is  generally  considered  that  the  working  day 
begins  at  9.30. 

b.  E.xtras  state  tliat  studios  do  not  credit  time  spent  in  putting 
on  "make  up"  when  tlie  call  for  extras  is  "6.30  on  the  lot;  8.00 
ready  with  make  up." 
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e.  Extras  state  that  studios  do  not  credit  time  spent  in  checking 
in  wardrobes  as  part  of  employment. 

d.  Extras  state  that  time  spent  in  trying  on  costumes,  having 
costumes  fitted,  rehearsing  for  dancing  at  the  request  of  studios,  is 
not  always  paid  for  by  the  studios. 

e.  In  the  ease  of  work  on  location,  extras  state  that  the  hours 
spent  in  the  service  of  the  studio  (including  traveling  time  and 
time  spent  in  returning  to  the  studio  to  check  in  wardrobes)  may 
far  exceed  tlie  number  of  hoiirs  in  a  standard  day  of  work  in  a 
studio,  but  additional  checks  are  not  always  given  for  these  long 
hours  of  service. 

4.  "Weather  permitting  call."  Thei'e  is  no  universal  recognition, 
in  payment  of  the  loss  of  time,  carfare  and  possible  loss  of  other  employ- 
ment when  extras  are  called  to  Avork  "Weather  permitting"  and  are 
dismissed  because  of  unfavorable  weather  conditions.  It  is  said  that 
extras  are  occasionally  asked  to  wait  with  the  hope  of  more  favorable 
weather  conditions.  This  waiting  period  may  or  may  not  be  paid  for. 
Extras  may  answer  "weather  permitting  calls"  several  days  in  suc- 
cession, with  consequent  serious  loss  of  income.  Certain  studios  have 
tried  to  meet  the  "weather  permitting  call"  problem  by  payment  of 
part  of  the  regular  check. 

5.  Night  work.  It  was  suggested  that  extras  always  be  prepared  for 
night  work  in  order  to  have  the  necessary  extra  wraps.  Cold  appears 
to  be  one  of  the  hardships,  and  hot  food  and  hot  drinks,  where  served, 
are  a  great  aid  to  comfort.  Assured  transportation  from  night  work 
is  another  problem. 

6.  Failure  to  pay  in  cash  or  in  negotiable  checks  at  the  end  of  employ- 
ment is  one  of  the  serious  points  of  complaint.  This  is  another  situa- 
tion which  involves  loss  of  time,  carfare  and  possible  employment. 

7.  AVith  respect  to  the  provision  of  dressing  rooms,  extras  emphasize 
the  necessity  of  providing  for  women's  toilets  while  on  location  and 
stated  that,  while .  conditions  in  the  studios  were  good  on  the  whole, 
more  adequate  provisions  should  be  made  in  some  cases. 

8.  It  is  charged  that  medical  aid  and  first  aid  care  are  not  universally 
provided.  One  of  the  extras  who  worked  on  location  stated  that  no 
doctor  was  taken  with  the  unit  of  several  thousand  extras  which  worked 
on  the  desert.  This  unit  included  many  old  people  and  many  young 
children.  There  happened  to  be  a  trained  nurse  among  the  extras. 
She  was  assigned  to  first  aid  work  when  emergency  cases  came  in,  and 
when  the  cases  became  too  numerous,  a  doctor  was  sent  for  and  retained 
until  the  end  of  the  work. 

9.  Contracts  are  said  not  to  be  as  binding  on  the  studio  as  on  the 
actress.    The  studios  maj^,  and  do,  break  contracts — actresses  may  not. 

Wardrobe  Departments. 

].  Types. 

Wardrobe  departments  arc  maintained  in  the  larger  studios  only, 
although  a  "wardrobe  woman  (actually  a  property  woman)  may  be  found 
on  the  pay  rolls  of  some  of  the  smaller  studios.  Only  a  company  with 
a  large  capital  can  afford  to  have  a  heavy  investment  in  wardrobe. 
Then,  too,  smaller  productions,  including  many  types  of  comedies  and 
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' '  westerns, ' '  do  not  require  expensive  costuming.  Such  costumes  as  are 
required  are  bought  from  commercial  costumers.  Occasionally  studios 
which  do  maintain  large  wardrobe  departments  buy  certain  costumes, 
as,  for  example,  nurse-s'  uniforms  or  simple  cotton  dresses,  from  costume 
companies  as  a  matter  of  expediency. 

Three  of  the  largest  studios  maintain  real  wardrobe  departments. 
Higli  priced  designers  are  maintained,  materials  of  the  finest  are  used, 
and  tlie  co.stumes  are  of  the  type  to  bo  liouglit  at  the  mo.st  exclusive  shops. 
The  costumes  are  as  carefully  finisliod  in  every  detail  as  though  made 
for  sale,  even  though  they  may  be  used  on  one  production  only. 

A  fourth  studio,  while  a  large  organization,  ha.s  only  two  wardrobe 
women.  The  production  manager  stated  that  the  duties  of  these  women 
really  consist  of  assisting  women  in  the  selection  of  costumes,  which  arc 
I)ought  outside,  attending  to  fittings  and  generally  seeing  that  eosturaing 
conforms  to  requirements. 

2.  Qualificafiovs  of  Wardrohe  Women. 

Women  are  required  to  have  had  good  hand-sewing  experience.  In 
addition  to  the  sewing  women,  wardrobes  employ  experienced  headers 
and  women  skilled  in  the  making  of  artificial  flowers  and  dress  orna- 
ments. The  ability  of  women  must  be  tested  in  simple  work  before 
they  are  put  on  expensive  gowns.  Almost  none  of  the  work  requires 
the  use  of  power  machines,  although  they  are  found  in  wardrobe  depart- 
ments ;  the  work  is  essentially  hand-sewing. 

S.  I'rohJcm  of  Overfimc  Worl'. 

In  discussing  the  question  of  the  hours  of  women  in  the  wardrobe 
departments,  it  developed  that  overtime  work  has  occurred  in  the  past, 
although  no  records  were  available  which  would  show  the  amount  of 
sucli  work.  The  manager  of  one  wardrobe  department  stated  that  he 
personally  did  not  believe  in  overtime  work;  he  said  that  as  hand  work 
is  exceedingly  fatiguing,  eight  hours  should  lie  the  limit  except  in  cases 
of  real  emergency.  In  an  efiPort  to  limit  the  work  to  eight  hours,  he  has 
arranged  for  four  .-shifts,  as  follows:  six  thirty  to  three  thirty;  eight  to 
four  thirty ;  nine  thirty  to  six ;  one  to  nine.  He  is  opposed  to  the  use  of 
women  at  night,  and  regrets  having  to  jnit  women  on  the  shift  ending 
at  nine.  He  saj's  that  the  emerirency  calls  seldom  come  after  five  o'clock, 
so  that  the  last  shift  can  ordinarily  take  care  of  the  unusual  situations. 
However,  the  following  situation — which  actually  occurred-— would 
make  overtime  practically  unavoidalile,  and  sucli  occasions  do  arise  from 
time  to  time.  An  actress  appeared  in  a  picture  in  one  scene  of  which 
a  mine  accident  occurred,  and  a  large  number  of  people  were  deluged. 
The  picture  was  to  have  had  all  the  dry  scenes  shot  first,  and  the  wet 
scenes  later.  The  actress  in  the  case  was  sent  East  on  a  few  hours' 
notice,  and  it  was  necessary  to  have  the  M'et  scenes,  in  which  she 
appeared,  sliot  first. 

This  necessitated  duplicating  the  whole  set  of  costumes  at  a  few  hours' 
notice. 

In  order  to  cut  overtime  to  a  minimum,  tliis  manager  suggested  that 
companies  should  force  their  stall's  to  have  costume  plots  approved  two 
weeks  before  casting  I)egins.  Three  years  ago,  there  was  a  rule  that 
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fortj'-eight  hours'  notice  had  to  be  given  the  wardrobe  department 
before  a  costume  was  needed.  This  was  very  helpful,  as  most  of  the 
directors  cooperated. 

In  a  second  studio,  the  manager  stated  that  except  in  rare  emergen- 
cies, she  believed  that  overtime  work  was  unnecessary  in  wardrobe 
departments.  The  solution  offered  here  was  the  listing  of  an  emergency 
force  of  women.  Even  with  this  safegiiard,  it  was  felt  that  certain 
emergencies  made  overtime  work  necessary  as  in  the  following  case. 
During  a  picture,  a  director  introduced  some  rough  bicycle  riding  to 
be  done  by  the  woman  star.  8he  refiised  to  do  it,  and  a  boy  double  was 
secured,  for  whom  a  co.stume  had  to  be  made  immediately.  In  spite  of 
the  statement  given  above,  a  complaint  was  later  filed  in  regard  to  this, 
particular  studio,  the  workers  charging  overtime  hours  without  overtime 
pay  or  hours  off  during  a  later  day  to  offset  the  overtime.  The  workers 
involved  suggested  that  two  shifts  steadily  employed  would  meet  most 
emergencies,  and  that  a  special  group  of  experienced  women  might  be 
held  in  reserve  for  special  occasions  recpiiring  long  hours  of  work.  Even 
these  complainants  felt  that  the  certain  emergencies  requiring  overtime 
work  might  be  recognized,  as  in  the  case  of  lost  or  damaged  costumes, 
and  the  nece.s.sity  of  pvitting  in  a  double  at  short  notice.  These  should 
be  rare  occasions.  They  said  that  workers  could  not  be  changed  on  a 
gown — that  is,  a  high-type  gown,  without  revealing  the  change  in  style 
of  workmanship. 

Tlie  manager  of  a  third  studio  stated  that  with  careful  management, 
an  eight  hour  day  could  ))e  maintained  except  in  case  of  extreme  emer- 
gency, as  in  the  ease  of  the  injury  or  illness  of  a  leading  actor.  In  such 
a  case,  work  on  that  picture  is  stopped  and  another,  for  which  costuming 
is  in  course  of  preparation,  will  be  started,  and  the  costuming  will  have 
to  be  completed  in  less  than  schedule  time.  This  studio,  at  the  time, 
maintained  two  shifts;  in  the  event  of  overtime,  women  were  given 
time  off  to  compensate  for  the  overtime. 

Tlie  manager  of  a  foui'th  studio  ol)served  an  eight  hour  day  quite 
strictly,  witli  overtime  work  in  extreme  emergencies  only.  The  follow- 
ing case  was  cited.  A  leading  woman  was  used  in  a  dungeon  scene, 
partially  under  water.  The  scene  could  not  be  completed  in  one  day, 
and  the  star's  beaded  gown,  which  was  ruined  by  water,  had  to  be 
replaced.  In  this  case,  the  wardrobe  women  were  given  two  hours  off 
tlie  following  day,  this  equalling  the  amount  of  overtime. 

Script  Women. 

The  script  woman  sits  beside  the  director  during  the  production  and 
records  (stenographically  sometimes,  but  not  always)  tlie  detail  of  the 
picture.  Her  record  includes  what  she  actually  sees — entrances  and 
exits,  position  of  properties,  condition  of  properties,  etc.  In  recording 
conditions  of  properties,  for  example,  she  will  record  tliat  at  the  end  of 
a  certain  secjnence,  the  lead  lights  a  cigar.  If  she  records  an  almost  com- 
pletely smoked  cigar  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  sequence,  no  time 
having  elapsed  in  between,  the  inconsistency  can  be  caught  and  cor- 
rected. Hhe  works  as  long  as  the  director  works,  therefore  under  the 
same  conditions  as  the  extras.  Where  these  women  are  used,  they  are 
well  paid.     The  young  woman  in  charge  of  the  scenario  department  at 
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one  studio  said  she  understood  that  script  women  were  never  paid  less 
than  $50  a  week ;  she  began  at  $65  and  the  present  script  woman  is  being 
paid  $75. 

Scenario   Women. 

The  scenario  department  consists  of  women  engaged  in  writing  or 
revising  scenarios  or  adapting'scenarios  from  stories,  and  secretaries  to 
writers.  The  former  are  among  the  highest  paid  women  in  the  industry. 
The  position  of  secretary  to  a  writer  oflPers  opportunities  for  training 
in  wi-iting,  and  according  to  Miss  ]\robley  of  Lasky's,  these  positions  are 
much  sought.  Work  in  exceas  of  eight  hours  occurs  occasionally,  when 
a  script  has  to  be  completed  for  immediate  use,  or  when  a  writer  has  an 
hour  or  so  of  dictation  which  must  be  completed  while  his  mind  is  in  a 
creative  mood.  At  the  Lasky  Studio,  time  off  is  given  the  women  the 
following  day  to  compensate  for  this.  A  separate  record  of  these  over- 
time hours  had  been  kept,  and  it  w^as  found  that  the  average  number  of 
overtime  houre  per  Avoman  over  a  period  of  six  months  was  less  than 
twenty.  Records  were  not  available  at  other  studios,  but  the  situation 
appears  to  be  the  same. 

Laboratory  Workers  and  Cutters. 

Cei"tain  studios  use  women  in  laboratories  in  the  development  of  the 
film.  ]\Iuch  of  this  work  is  also  done  in  commercial  laboratories  outside 
of  the  studios.  Until  exact  record  of  hours  are  required  by  the  Com- 
mission, the  extent  of  overtime  work  in  the  lalioratories  will  not  be 
known.  That  there  is  overtime  work  is  admitted,  and  it  can  be  under- 
stood that  the  day's  production  must  be  developed  as  rapidly  as  possible, 
for  upon  the  results  of  the  day's  work  depends  the  next  day's  program. 

"When  the  film  is  developed  the  "positive"  is  run  off.  All  film  is 
numbered  for  identification  and  the  "positive"  patcher  patches  the 
film  in  numerical  sequence.  The  head  of  the  cutting  department 
determines  the  actual  "cutting,"  that  is,  the  removal  of  certain  footage, 
in  order  to  speed  up  action  and  bring  out  suspense  and  climax.  The 
skilled  women  cutters  are  those  who  patch  the  negative  film  in  order  to 
have  it  match  the  corrected  positive. 

Recommendations  to  the  Commission. 

1.  Tliat  the  Commission  establish  a  .specific  number  of  hours  as  a 
standard  day's  work  for  wardrobe  women,  laboratory  women,  women 
cutters,  property  women,  and  cafeteria  women,  and  shall  require  the 
payment  of  overtime  rates  for  all  work  recognized  by  the  Commission 
as  emergency  work. 

2.  Tliat  studios  l)e  required  to  keep  a  record  of  hours  of  all  women 
whose  hours  of  work  are  subject  to  regulation  by  the  Commission. 

3.  That  the  commencement  of  the  standard  day's  work  shall  be  at 
the  time  the  extra  is  told  to  report  for  work. 

4.  That  the  standard  day's  work  for  an  extra  shall  include: 

a.  Time  spent  in  eheckinir  in  wardrobes  and  property. 
1).  Time  spent  in  the  studio  in  putting  on  make-up. 
c.  Time  spent  in  trying  on  costumes,  having  costumes  fitted,  and 
rehearsing  for  dancing  at  the  request  of  the  studios. 
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d.  Time  spent  in  going  to  and  I'etui-ning  from  work  on  location 
and  checking  in  wardrobes. 

5.  Tluit  the  Commission  reqixire  payment,  on  a  basis  to  be  deter- 
mined after  further  study,  for  loss  of  time  and  carfare  on  "weather  per- 
mitting" calls. 

6.  That  the  Commission  require  tlie  payment  of  wages  to  be  made  in 
cash  or  negotialile  cheeks  at  the  end  of  employment. 

7.  That  the  Commission  require  provision  for  the  comfort  and  trans- 
portation of  extras  Avho  are  required  to  work  at  night. 

8.  Tliat  the  Commission  require  provision  of  adequate  dressing  room 
facilities  in  all  studios  and  adequate  dressing  room  facilities  on  location. 

9.  That  the  Commission  require  adequate  tirst  aid  or  medical  aid  in' 
the  studios,  and  first  aid  or  medical  aid,  or  both,  where  large  groups 
of  extras  are  taken  out  on  location. 

10.  That  the  Commission  require  that  extra  women  be  advised,  at  the 
time  of  employment,  of  "wet"  work,  night  work,  and  work  unusually 
rougli  in  character. 

11.  That  the  Commission  ask  the  studios  to  give  serious  consideration 
to  the  complaint  that  the  present  form  of  contract  does  not  protect  the 
employee. 

12.  That  the  Commission  ask  the  studios  to  give  serious  consideration 
to  the  charge  of  immorality  made  by  the  women  in  the  industry. 

B.   Motion   Picture  Order  Issued,  January,  1926. 

Upon  completion  of  the  extensive  investigation  into  the  conditions 
of  employment  of  women  and  children  in  the  motion  picture  industry, 
the  Commission  held  a  public  hearing  in  Los  Angeles  on  November  18, 
1925,  a  wage  board  in  Los  Angeles  on  November  24,  and  a  conference 
with  employees  in  the  motion  picture  industry  on  December  8.  Much 
valuable  information  was  gathered  from  all  of  these  sources,  and  on 
January  8,  1926,  the  Commission  passed  the  following  order  in  the 
industry : 

Industrial  Welfare  Commission  Order  No.  16. 
Motion    Picture    Industry. 
Effective   March   16,  1926. 

To  Whom  It  May  Concern: 

Take  Notice :  That  pursuant  to  and  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  the 
Statutes  of  California,  1913,  Chapter  324,  and  amendments  thereto,  and  after  public 
hearing  duly  had  on  motion  of  the  Commission  in  the  Assembly  Room  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Chamber  of  Commerce  Building,  1151  South  Broadway,  Los  Angeles,  on 
Wednesday,  November  18,  1925,  notice  of  sard  hearing  having  been  duly  given  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law, 

The  Industrial  Welfare  Commission  of  the  State  of  California  does  hereby  order 
that  no  person,  firm  or  corporation,  employing  women  or  minors  in  the  motion 
picture  industry  in  California,  shall  employ  or  suffer  or  permit  any  woman  or  minor 
to  be  employed  except  in  accordance  with  the  following  provisions : 

Employer  Defined. — The  term  "employer"  as  used  herein  shall  mean  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation,  employing  women  or  minors  in  the  motion  picture  industry. 

Extra  Defined. — The  term  "extra"  as  used  herein  shall  mean  any  woman  or 
minor  who  is  employed  on  a  daily  basis  to  act  in  motion  pictures  at  a  wage  of 
$15.00  or  under  per  day. 
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1.   Keeping  of  Records. 

Every  employer  shall  keep,  in  a  form  and  manner  approved  by  the  Industrial 
Welfare  Commission,  records  of  the  names  and  addresses,  the  number  of  hours 
worked  per  day,  and  the  amounts  earned  by  all  women  and  minor  employees,  such 
records  to  be  kept  on  file  for  at  least  one  year.  IMale  minors  shall  be  marked  "M" 
and  female  minors  "F"  on  the  pay  roll. 

2.   Filing    Reports. 

Every  employer  shall  furnish  to  the  Commission,  at  its  request,  any  and  all 
reports  or  information  which  the  Commission  may  rcciuire  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  the  act  creating  the  Commission ;  such  reports  and  information  to  be  verified  by 
oath  of  the  person  furnishing  the  same,  if,  and  when,  so  requested  by  the 
Commission. 

3.   Inspection. 

Every  employer  shall  allow  any  member  of  the  Commission  or  any  of  its  duly 
authorized  representatives  free  access  to  the  place  of  business  of  such  employer, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  inspection  of  or  excerpts  from  all  books,  reports,  con- 
tracts, pay  rolls,  documents  or  papers  of  such  employer  relating  to  the  employment 
of  women  and  minors  and  payment  therefor  by  such  employer ;  or  for  the  purpose 
of  making  any  investigation  authorized  by  the  act  creating  the  Commission. 

4.  Working  Conditions. 

No  employer  shall  employ  or  suffer  or  permit  any  woman  or  minor  to  work  in 
any  motion  picture  studio  in  which  the  conditions  of  employment  are  not  in  con- 
formity with  tlie  standard  set  forth  in  Industrial  Welfare  Commission  Order  No.  4 
amended. 

5.  Standard  Conditions  for  the   Employment  of   Extras. 

Standard  Day  Defined. — The  term  "standard  day"  as  used  herein  shall  mean  a 
period  of  eight  hours  commencing  with  the  time  an  employee  is  required  to  and  does 
report  for  employment.    Designated  me.nl  periods  are  not  included  in  employment. 

(a)  Estimating  time  Employed. — -In  estimating  time  of  employment,  iiayment 
shall  be  made  for  all  time  necessarily  consumed  at  the  direction  of  the  studio  after 
extras  are  told  to  and  do  report  at  the  studio.  This  shall  include  putting  on  studio 
costumes  at  the  studio,  checking  in  and  out  wardrobe  and  property,  rehearsing  and 
waiting  at  the  studio  or  on  location  in  weather  permitting  calls  when  so  directed 
by  the  studio.  Extras  who  are  required  to  try  on  and  fit  costumes  either  at  studios 
or  costumers  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  a  full  day's  wage  if  afterwards  not  employed. 

(6)  Payment  for  Work  in  Excess  of  Standard  Day's  Work. — In  case  of  emergency, 
any  woman  extra  may  be  employed  in  excess  of  eight  hours,  provided  that  for  all 
work  in  excess  of  eight  liours  no  employer  shall  pay  any  woman  extra  less  than 
the  following  scale : 

After  eight  hours  and  up  to  ten  hours,  not  less  than  i  of  the  daily  wage  paid. 

After  ten  hours  and  up  to  twelve  hours,  not  less  than  *  of  the  daily  wage  paid. 

After  twelve  hours  and  up  to  fourteen  hours,  not  less  than  S  of  the  daily  wage  paid. 

After  fourteen  hours,  not  less  than  double  the  daily  wage  paid, 
(c)    Form  of  Payment  to  Extras. — Every  employer  shall  pay  extras  in  cash  or 
negotiable  checks  at  the  completion  of  each  day's  work,  except  that  overtime  checks 
if  unpaid  must  be  mailed  to  extras  not  later  than  twenty-four  hours. 

(d)  Payment  for  Weather  Permitting  Calls. — In  case  of  weather  permitting  calls 
women  and  minor  extras  shall  be  paid  their  carfare  for  reporting.  If  required  to 
wait  they  shall  be  paid  their  regular  wages. 

(c)  Notification  of  Xight  AVork.  _^'Wet"  Work,  or  Dangerous  Work. — Employers 
shall  notify  extras  at  the  time  of  the  call  of  the  character  of  the  work,  when  extras 
are  re(|uired  to  do  night  work,  "wef  work,  or  work  of  a  rough  or  dangerous 
character. 

(/)  Transportation  and  Me.als  for  Extras  Employed  at  Night. — Extra  women 
who  are  required  to  work  at  night  shall  be  dismissed  in  time  to  permit  their  return 
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to  their  homes  by  public  service  transportation ;  otherwise,  appropriate  transporta- 
tion shall  be  provided  for  them.  Meals  and  hot  drinks  shall  be  provided  for  aU 
extra  women  who  are  required  to  work,  if  in  excess  of  a  standard  day,  after 
11.30  p.  m. 

((/)  Working  Conditions  on  Location. — Where  women  extras  work  on  location, 
portable  toilets  affording  at  least  one  seat  for  every  twenty  women  shall  be  provided, 
and  shall  be  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition.  The  seats  of  these  portable 
toilets  shaU  be  so  screened  between  each  one,  and  in  front,  that  they  afford  decent 
privacy.  Adequate  washing  facilities  and  pure  drinking  water  shall  also  be  provided 
for  such  workers.  Every  woman  and  minor  shall  be  entitled  to  not  less  than  i  hour 
for  each  meal. 

6.  Administration  and   Interpretation  of  Order. 

The  Industrial  Welfare  Commission  shall  exercise  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  all 
questions  arising  as  to  the  administration  and  interpretation  of  this  order. 

7.  Violation  of  Order  a    Misdemeanor. 

Statutes  of  California,  1913,  Chapter  324,  Section  11.  "Every  employer  or  other 
person  who,  either  individually  or  as  an  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  a  corporation, 
or  other  person,  violates  or  refuses  or  neglects  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  or  any  orders  or  rulings  of  this  Commission,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  or 
by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  thirty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment." 

8.   Employer  Receiving  Gifts,  Fees,  Etc.,  Guilty  of  Misdemeanor. 

Labor  Laws  of  California,  1915,  Chapter  5G,  Section  1.  "Any  manager,  superin- 
tendent, foreman  or  other  person  having  authority  from  his  employer  to  hire,  employ 
or  direct  the  services  of  other  persons  in  such  employment  who  shall  demand  or 
receive  any  fee,  gift,  or  otlier  remuneration  in  consideration  of  hiring  or  employing 
any  person  to  perform  work  or  services  for  such  employer,  or  permitting  said  person 
to  continue  in  said  employment,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  for  such  offense."

ToHisEj-cdlency, 

Governor  Friend  "VVir.  Richardson. 

We  submit  for  your  consideration  the  biennial  report  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  for  the  biennial  period  ending  June  30,  1926.  This 
report  is  accompanied  by  the  reports  of  the  commissioners  of  education, 
supervisors,  and  other  professional  employees  of  the  board,  and  those 
reports  embody  some  suggestions  regarding  legislation  that  are  eom- 
.mended  to  the  careful  consideration  of  the  legislature. 

Teachers'  Retirement  Salary  System. 

Early  in  the  session  of  the  legislature  of  1925  the  State  Board  of 
Education  suggested  to  the  legislature  the  importance  of  a  careful  study 
of  the  Teachers'  Eetirement  Salary  System,  Avith  a  view  to  a  revision  of 
the  plan.  Our  action  was,  influenced  by  a  report  on  the  system  by 
Actuary  S.  Gundelfinger,  Avhich  had  been  prepared  at  your  request.  In 
harmony  with  our  suggestion,  two  bills  were  introduced  in  the  legisla- 
ture on  this  matter.  One  authorized  the  State  Board  of  Education 
to  secure  from  the  teachers  of  the  state  data  which  would  be  necessary  as 
the  basis  for  an  actuarial  study  of  the  retirement  sj'stem.  This  bill 
was  passed  and  the  data  regarding  the  ages,  terms  of  service,  and  other 
information  from  tlie  teachers  has  been  secured  and  is  now  available 
for  future  use. 

The  other  bill  provided  for  the  appointment  of  a  eommis.sion  to 
study  the  retirement  system  and  made  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  this  investigation.  This  bill  failed  of  passage,  and 
we  therefore  find  ourselves  in  the  position  of  having  the  data  needed 
for  an  expert  study  of  the  system,  but  without  funds  to  conduct  such 
an  investigation.  It  was  our  opinion,  and  this  view  was  shared  by  the 
committees  on  education,  that  the  fund  itself  sliould  bear  the  expense 
of  this  investigation. 

The  statistical  tables  given  below  will  suggest  that  for  the  past  two 
years  the  fund  has  increased,  and  that  the  situation  is  not  such  as  to 
predicate  any  innnediate  crisis.  It  is,  however,  true  that  any  actuarial 
study  of  the  .system  which  has  been  made  has  been  unfavorable  to  it  as 
a  permanent  i)r(>po.sition.  We  desire  therefore  at  this  time  to  renew 
the  suggestion  wliich  we  made  to  the  legislature  in  1925  for  the  creation 
of  a  commission  to  make  a  careful  study  of  the  retirement  salary  system 
and  foi-  the  appropriation  of  sucli  a  .sum  as  would  make  it  possible  to 
do  this  work  Avith  thoroughness  and  t>fticiency. 

Tlie  study  woukl  necessarily  I'equire  considerable  time,  probably  not 
less  than  (ine  year;  and  if  the  necessary  legi.slation  was  enacted,  then  such 
infoimalion  should  be  available  for  the  legislature  of  1929  as  will 
furnish  the  basis  for  any  revision  of  the  system  that  may  seem  necessary 
to  place  it  upon  a  solid  foundation.    In  fairness  to  the  teachers  who  are 
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eontributiug  to  this  fuiul  and  ari'  I)eing  i-etired  with  full  expectation 
that  their  retirement  salaries  will  l)e  paid  during  the  rest  of  their  lives, 
it  is  only  just  that  the  problem  of  the  revision  of  the  plan  should  be 
taken  up  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 

The  following  statistical  information  will  be  valuable  in  giving  an 
idea  of  the  development  of  the  funds  of  the  retirement  salary  system, 
and  also  will  show  the  growth  in  tlie  number  of  annuitants  during  the 
last  biennial  period.

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High  School  Textbook  Law. 

Another  sug^a'stion  in  tlie  matter  of  legislation  Avhich  we  desire  to 
make  is  that  the  law  regarding  the  listing  of  high  school  textbooks  be 
amended  to  provide  for  a  briefer  period  of  adoption.  At  present  the 
county  boards  of  education  adopt  texts  for  a  four  year  period,  and  the 
Attorney  (jLueral  has  interpreted  the  section  of  the  law  which  provides 
for  an  api)roved  listing  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  require  an 
eight  year  adoption  by  our  board,  double  the  pei'iod  for  which  the 
books  are  adopted  by  the  various  counties.  The  raeml)ers  of  the  State 
Roard  of  Education  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  than  an  eight  ye?r 
listing  is  altogether  too  long.  Xo  matter  how  highly  the  book  may  be 
rcx'ommended  by  experts  who  examined  it,  it  not  infrequently  develops 
that  tlie  actual  use  of  the  book  in  the  school  room  discloses  weaknesses 
and  objectionable  features.  Under  the  present  law,  when  once  an 
approved  listing  has  been  made,  no  change  can  be  made  for  eight  years. 
Our  suggestion  woidd  be  that  the  law  be  amended  to  provide  for  listing 
for  an  indefinite  period.  We  trust  this  matter  will  be  given  the  careful 
consideration  of  the  committees  on  education  of  the  legislature. 

Change  in  Credential  Fees. 

The  legislature  of  1921  provided  for  a  new  schedule  of  fees  to  cover 
the  expense  of  the  reviewing  of  data  submitted  and  the  issuance  of 
credentials  for  teaehiiig  service  in  the  state  by  the  State  Board  of 
P^ducation.  The  increase  in  fees  made  at  that  time  was  adopted  because 
our  experience  with  the  schedule  of  fees  hitherto  enforced  had  shown 
that  they-  were  not  adequate  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  service.  The  new 
schedule  was  necessarily  somewhat  of  an  experiment,  but  we  have  now 
had  sufficient  experience  with  it  to  demonstrate  that  the  schedule  is 
somewliat  higher  than  necessary.  The  receipts  for  fees  for  credentials 
and  life  diplomas  for  the  seventy-sixtli  and  seventy-seventh  fiscal  years 
amounted  to  $126,149.34.  The  expenditures  for  the  same  period  were 
$80,371.94,  leaving  $4.5,777.40,  which  has  gone  into  the  general  fund 
of  the  state  and  will  idtimately  be  available  for  appropriation  for 
otlier  state  purposes.  It  is  our  miderstanding  that  the  purpose  of  this 
system  of  fees  is  simply  to  provide  foi"  the  actual  east  of  tlie  serAnce. 
It  never  was  contemplated  that  the  teachers  who  receive  the  benefit  of 
this  service  should  contribute  au  additional  sum  that  could  be  used  for 
other  state  purposes.  It  seems  to  us  tlu^refore  that  any  surplus  in 
funds  arising  from  the  paynu'nt  of  fees  for  credentials  should  be  paid 
into  the  retirement  salary  fund  which  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  teachers. 
We  shall  make  a  careful  study  of  the  matter  aiul  suggest  to  the  com- 
mittees on  education  of  the  legislature  such  a  modification  as  would 
promise  to  bring  about  this  result. 

Addition  to  the  Professional  Staff. 

AVc  ai'c  suggesting  only  one_n(l(lition  to  the  {)rofessioiud  staff  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education  at  this  time.  At  the  earnest  request  of  the 
eonimercial  teachers  of  the  state  we  have  decided  to  recommend  the 
employment  of  a  .supervisor  of  commereial  subjects.  This  matter  has 
l)een  under  consideration  for  several  years,  and  in  view  of  the  growing 
importance  and  practical  value  of  this  phase  of  work  in  high  schools  we 
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feel  that  the  state  would  be  justified  in  providing  for  better  organiza- 
tion and  sui)ervi.sion  of  this  work.  We  trust  that  such  provision  will  be 
made  in  the  budget  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the  coming 
])iennial  period  as  will  make  possible  the  creation  of  this  position. 

Vocational  Rehabilitation. 

The  work  of  the  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Department  has  been 
carried  on  during-  the  past  two  years  with  results  that  it  seems  to  us 
would  justify  the  continuance  of  the  work  with  or  without  the  federal 
aid  that  is  now  granted.  The  work  of  rendering  the  unfit  fit  for  some 
type  of  remunerative  employment  is  one  that  makes  a  strong  appeal 
to  those  who  are  sympathetically  interested  in  the  unfortunate  victims^ 
of  industrial  accidents,  and  we  feel  that  since  this  work  was  under- 
taken in  the  state  it  has  been  economically  and  efficiently  administered, 
and  that  valuable  results  have  been  achieved.  If,  however,  the  work  is 
to  be  continued  the  state  should  be  covered  somewhat  more  thoroughly 
than  at  present,  in  order  that  all  parts  of  the  state  may  have  the  benefit 
of  this  type  of  service.  If  therefore  it  is  the  policy  of  the  legislature 
to  continue  the  department,  our  conviction  is  that  a  slight  increase  in 
the  appropriation  should  be  made  in  order  that  the  staff  may  be 
reorganized  with  a  view  of  more  adequately  covering  the  entire  state. 

Textbook  Adoptions. 

During  the  past  biennial  period  new  textbooks  have  been  adopted 
in  civics,  in  geography  for  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades,  and  also  a  text 
in  California  geography.  These  adoptions  complete  the  list  of  required 
textbooks  for  use  in  the  elementary  schools,  unless  at  some  future  time 
it  should  be  considered  educationally  sound  to  provide  an  additional 
text  in  civics  for  use  in  the  eighth  grade.  With  this  one  i^ossible 
exception,  therefore,  future  adoptions  will  be  necessary  only  in  the 
event  it  is  considered  wise  to  change  the  texts  now  in  use.  Provision 
has  been  made  in  the  textbook  budget  for  no  change  in  textbooks  except 
geographies  for  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  and  for  the  addition 
of  a  civics  text  for  the  eighth  grade.  Wherever  a  textbook  is  discon- 
tinued and  an  entirely  new  text  put  in  its  place,  the  expense  involved 
is  necessarily  very  large,  because  all  of  the  books  that  have  been  in 
use  are  necessarily  discarded  when  a  neAv  text  goes  in.  For  that 
rea.son  it  has  for  many  years  been  the  policy  of  the  board  to  be  con- 
servative in  the  matter  of  changes.  Under  the  law,  adoptions  are 
made  for  a  four  year  period,  with  an  optional  renewal  for  a  second 
and  third  four  year  period.  Rarely  in  the  history  of  the  present  State 
Board  of  Education  has  a  text  been  changed  at  the  end  of  four  years, 
and  it  is  our  conviction  that  change's-  should  be  made  oidy  when  use 
of  a  text  has  demonstrated  defects  in  it,  or  when  educational 
])rogress  has  resulted  in  the  preparation  of  a  text  decidedly  snpei-ioi' 
1o  those  in  use. 

In  view  of  the  steady  growth  in  scliool  attendance  in  California  the 
textbook  budget  is  necessarily  a  large  one;  and  recognition  of  this  fad 
has  led  us  to  a  conservative  policy  in  providing  for  textbook  changes 
during  the  coming  liieniiial  period.  We  feel  that  the  texts  now  in  use 
are  on  the  whole  quite  satisfactory  and  tin;  problem  of  changes  that 
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might  be  desirable  on  the  expiration  of  exisstiug  coutracts  will  be 
carefully  considered  b>-  the  elementary  commissioner  during  the  coming 
biennium. 

We  believe  the  record  of  textbook  costs-  during  the  past  biennial 
period  and  the  general  excellence  of  the  texts  adopted  furnish  a  strong 
justification  for  the  present  policy  of  uniform  adoptions  for  texts  foi- 
the  elementary  schools  nnd  the  publication  of  same  throuuh  the  state 
printing  office. 

Changes  in  Junior  College  Law. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  and  significant  developments  in  public 
education  in  California  in  recent  years  has  been  the  growth  of  junior 
colleges  since  the  adoption  of  the  junior  college  law  of  1921.  On  the 
whole  this  law  has  worked  admirably,  though  slight  modification  would 
be  desirable. 

The  present  junior  college  law  should  be  amended  so  as  to  provide 
for  the  changing  of  boundary  lines  of  junior  college  districts,  for 
the  enlargement  of  such  districts,  the  inclusion  of  more  than  one  county, 
or  parts  of  counties,  in  junior  college  districts. 

The  question  of  the  amount  of  state  aid  per  unit  of  attendance  for 
the  junior  colleges  might  also  be  the  subject  of  careful  consideration 
by  the  committees  on  education  of  tlie  legislature  at  the  coming  session. 
Students  who  go  to  the  University  of  California,  either  in  Berkeley 
or  Los  Angeles,  are  educated  entirely  at  state  expense,  while  in  ease  of 
those  who  go  one  or  two  years  to  junior  college  a  large  part  of  tlie 
expense  of  their  education  has  to  be  met  by  the  local  community.  In 
view  of  the  admitted  success  of  the  junior  college  sj'stem  and  the 
excellent  work  being  done  by  these  institutions,  it  would  seem  only  just 
that  there  should  be  some  increase  in  the  state  appropriation  for  their 
support. 

There  is  a  movement  in  several  localities  in  the  state  for  such  changes 
in  the  junior  college  law  as  would  make  possible  the  development  of 
institutions  offering  four  years  of  college  work  in.stead  of  two.  To 
some  extent  this  movement  is  ujidoulitedly  predicated  on  local  pride  and 
ambition.  However,  in  addition  to  those  demands  there  is  a  definite 
conviction  on  the  part  of  a  inunlier  of  educational  leaders  that  there 
should  be  a  greater  diffusion  of  higher  education  in  the  state.  They 
])oint  to  the  gi'owing  size  of  the  University,  both  in  Berkeley  and  Los 
Angele.s,  and  the  difficulty  of  making  ade(}nate  provision  for  the  proper 
instruction  of  cla.sses  so  large  as  are  now  necessary  in  both  of  thes(> 
institutions,  and  they  urge  that  consideration  .should  be  given  to  the 
justice  of  the  claim  that  other  publicly  supported  institutions  of  higher 
education  should  be  provided  to  accommodate  other  centers  of  popula- 
tion in  the  state.  We  trust  that  no  hasty  action  will  be  taken  on  this 
matter,  which  involves  a  change  in  the  educational  ])olicy  of  the  state 
that  would  be  somewhat  revolutionary.  The  problem  should  be  studied 
not  with  reference  to  the  local  ambitions  of  any  section  of  the  state, 
but  in  the  light  of  educational  experience  and  genuine  need  for  higher 
education.  The  prol)lenis  involved  are  both  financial  and  educational; 
and  we  are  taking  the  liberty  of  suggesting  that  the  legislature  might 
with  propriety  appoint  a  connnission  to  investigate  and  study  the  situa- 
tion during  the  next  two  years  and  report  its  findings  to  the  legi-slature 
of  1929.     Such  an  investigation  should  certainly  precede  any  legisla- 
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tion  that  Avoiild  turn  several  of  the  junior  colleges  into  state  colleges 
with  power  to  provide  four  years  of  college  work,  leading  to  a  degree. 
We  convey  this  suggestion  to  the  Governor  and  members  of  the  legis- 
lature with  the  hope  that  it  will  receive  careful  consideration  on  their 
part.

REPORT  OF  THE 
COMMISSIONER  OF  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  biennial  period  from  June  30,  1924,  to  July  1,  1926,  is  a  period  of 
marked  educational  progress.  This  report  will  cover  briefly  some 
features  of  this  progress.  Several  of  the  advantages  gained  througli 
legislation  for  the  schools  have  been  tested  out  in  the  various  courts 
and  have'  been  held  valid.  Rural  supervision  has  worked  out  admirably 
in  the  counties  of  the  state.  The  work  on  the  suggestive  courses  of 
study  is  going  steadily  forward  with  the  cooperation  of  city  and  county 
superintendents. 

A  better  understanding  of  the  various  problems  confronting  t^e 
elementary  field  is  being  obtained  through  conferences,  where  are' 
gathered  together  people  of  like  interests,  whose  general  aim  is  to 
improve  instruction  and  raise  the  standards  of  the  general  subjects  in 
which  they  are  interested. 

This  report  will  deal  with  the'  elementary  schools  under  the  follow- 
ing headings : 

1.  Conferences. 

2.  Textbook  Adoptions. 

3.  Organizations  and  Standardization. 

4.  Recommendations. 

Music.  CONFERENCES. 

The  commissioner  of  elementary  schools  called  the  sixth  annual 
conference  of  public  school  music  supervisors  and  teachers  at  the 
College  of  the  Pacific  on  February  25,  26,  27,  1926.  The  sessions  were 
well  attended,  there  being  about  two  hundred  registered  delegates  from 
all  parts  of  the  state.  Concrete  help  was  given  in  the  teaching  of  music 
in  the  public  schools. 

The  suggestive  course  of  study  in  music  recommended  by  the  music 
conference  of  1925  was  published  and  distributed  to  the  elementary 
schools  of  the  state  and  is  being  well  received  by  teachers,  particularly 
in  rural  counties. 

Art. 

The  Pacific  Arts  Conference  was  held  in  Los  Angeles  on  March  18, 
19,  20,  1926.  At  that  time  the  commissioner  of  elementary  schools 
appointed  a  committee  to  work  with  her  in  preparing  an  art  bulletin 
for  the  rural  schools.  Not  only  the  committee  named,  but  practically 
all  of  the  art  supervisors  of  the  state',  helped  in  making  this  suggestive 
course  of  study  in  industrial  art.  It  will  be  ready  for  distribution  by 
September  1,  1926,  and  will  be  distributed  to  rural  and  small  town 
schools.*  The  city  schools  may  use  as  much  of  the  bulletin  as  they  deem 
advisable. 

TEXTBOOK    ADOPTIONS. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  has  adopted  the  following  textbooks 
in  geography : 

For  Fifth  Grade— Human  Geography,  Book  One,  Part  One  (J. 
Russell  Smith).

The  fifth  grade  book  will  be  ready  for  distribution  September  1, 
1926;  the  sixth  grade  book  will  be  ready  for  distribution  January  1, 
1927. 

' '  California, ' '  by  Harold  W.  Fairbanks,  was  adopted  for  use  in  the 
elementary  schools,  but  will  not  be  readv  for  distribution  until  after 
July  1,  1927. 

At  the  present  time  a  textbook  in  civics  is  under  consideration. 

ORGANIZATIONS  AND  STANDARDIZATION. 
Rural   Supervisors. 

Rural  supervision  is  one  of  the  chief  agencies  for  the  improvement 
of  rural  schools.  The  rural  supervisors  are  organized  into  various 
groups  for  the  purpose  of  studying  new  educational  ideas,  courses  of 
study,  types  of  material  needed  for  various  grades,  and  improvement 
of  teacher  training  in  the  field. 

The  county  supervisors  of  Fresno,  Kings.  Tulare,  Kern,  ^Madera 
and  Merced  have  just  completed  a  tentative  course  of  study  for  migra- 
tory schools.  Next  fall  this  group,  with  other  groups  of  supervisors, 
will  study  the  language'  situation  in  the  state,  with  a  view  of  making 
constructive  recommendations  when  the  time  comes  to  adopt  language 
books. 

The  group  of  county  superintendents  and  rural  supervisors  of 
Shasta,  Tehama,  Butte,  Sutter  and  Plumas  counties,  who  meet  once  a 
month  at  the  Chico  State  Teachers  College,  ai'e  studying  the  question 
of  reading  and  .spelling  and  will  liave  a  contribution  to  make  earlv  in 
the  fall. 

Our  aim  in  selecting  books  and  classifying  pupils  is  to  give  each 
pupil  a  chance  to  go  ahead  as  fast  as  his  ability  permits  and  at  no 
point  of  the  course  to  dub  a  child  a  failure  because  he  has  not  com- 
pleted a  given  piece  of  work  within  a  given  time.  Children  are  gifted 
in  many  ways,  so  if  things  are  not  working  well,  let  us  look  to  our 
misfit  courses  of  study,  misfit  methods,  or  misfit  teachers.  The  child 
is  tlie  standard  to  which  all  things  must  be  adjusted,  and  the  more 
nearly  perfect  that  adjustment  is,  the  l)etter  the  .school.  We  are 
thankful  that  over  three-fourths  of  the  counties  in  California  have 
given  up  the  old,  outworn  eighth  grade  examinations,  and  hope  the 
others  will  do  so  soon. 

Any  worth  while  contribution  made  by  research  workers  in  the  field 
will  be  distributed  through  this  office  to  all  other  workers  as  suggestive 
material.  This  is  the  only  means  we  have  of  helping  each  other  and 
working  toward  a  state  course  of  study  setting  forth  minimum  essen- 
tials and  leaving  to  each  city  and  county  the  privilege  of  enriching 
the  course  as  they  deem  advisable. 

Standardization. 

There  is  a  sincere  desire  on  Ihe  part  of  county  superintendents  of 
schools  to  standardize  their  work  to  the  end  that  duplications  will  be 
avoided,  retardation  will  be  lessened,  and  children  given  equal  oppor- 
tunity. To  this  end  they  have  made  educational  surveys  of  their  coun- 
ties, and  from  their  findings  sought  to  raise  the  standard  of  any  subject 
below  grade.

In  September,  1925,  this  office  sent  out  a  test  in  arithmetic  (Woody- 
McCall  Mixed  Fundamentals)  to  all  counties.  Thirty  counties  re- 
turned the  information  desired,  and  from  a  study  of  the  returned 
questionnaires  it  was  evident : 

1.  That  there  was  a  decided  loss  in  ability  during  summer  months. 
(Remedy — Always  review  previous  year's  work.) 

2.  Schools  giving  regular  daily,  short  period,  mixed  drill,  demand- 
ing accurate  standards,  got  the  best  results. 

Reasons  given  for  problem  work  being  below  par,  while  fundamen- 
tals all  measured  up  to  standard,  were : 

1.  Inability  on  part  of  pupil  to  read  arithmetic  material. 

2.  Lack  of  understanding  of  arithmetic  terms  and  signs. 

3.  Did  not  get  the  problem  in  mind — seemed  to  jump  at  conclusions.'' 
(The  remedy  suggested  was  more  daily  drill  in  oral  arithmetic.) 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 
Teachers  Colleges  Conferences. 

Since  the  teachers  .colleges  train  the  teachers  for  our  elementary 
schools,  and  county  superintendents  use  this  product,  it  would  seem 
expedient  and  necessary  for  these  people  to  get  together  at  least  once 
a  year  and  discuss  their  mutual  problems.  Each  college  could  organize 
the  counties  surrounding  it  and  which  it  particularly  serves. 

San  Diego  had  such  a  conference  this  spring,  and  to  this  conference 
from  Santa  Barbara,  Ventura,  Los  Angeles,  Orange,  Riverside',  Impe- 
rial and  San  Diego  counties  came  county  superintendents,  rural  super- 
visors, city  superintendents,  college  leaders  in  education,  and  many 
others  having  charge  of  teacher  training.  Questions  of  vital  interest 
to  the  teacher  training  institutions  were  discussed  and  suggestions 
made  for  improvement.  Many  issues  were  clarified,  and  both  sides 
felt  amply  repaid  and  benefited. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  the  State  Board  of  Education  request 
the  teacher  training  colleges  to  have  at  least  one  such  conference 
during  each  school  year,  and  the  state  commissioner  of  elementary 
schools,  working  with  each  college,  help  in  the  preparation  of  the 
programs,  and  report  to  each  the  progress  of  the  other  sections. 

Teachers'  Examinations. 

Since  one  of  our  great  problems  is  teacher  training  in  the  field,  it 
would  seem  a  wise  thing  to  eliminate  teachers'  examinations  as  much 
as  possible  by  demanding  teachers  trained  in  accredited  teacher  train- 
ing institutions,  and  working  for  legislation  that  will  abolish  the 
granting  of  elementary  certificates  by  county  boards  of  education.

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BIENNIAL  REPORT 

OP   THE 

COMMISSIONER  OF  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Education, 
Sacramento,  California. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

A  very  satisfactory  improvement  during  the  past  two  years  has  taken 
place  in  the  condition  of  each  of  the  three  divisions  of  the  secondary 
schools  of  the  state :  the  junior  high  school,  the  senior  and  four-year 
high  school,  and  the  junior  college.  The'  number  of  secondary  schools 
in  the  state  has  greatly  increased,  the  number  of  students  enrolled  has 
steadily  grown,  and  the  conditions  of  each  type  of  school  have  im- 
proved. I  purpose  to  present  the  report  for  the  biennium  1924-1926 
under  the  four  heads :  Junior  high  school,  senior  high  school,  junior 
college,  and  proposed  legislation. 

THE  JUNIOR   HIGH   SCHOOL. 

This  type  of  reorganization  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  of  the 
elementary  school  with  the  ninth  (sometimes  also  the  tenth)  grade  of 
the  high  school  began  in  the  city  of  Berkeley  in  1910  and  in  the  city  of 
Los  Angeles  in  1911.  It  came  about  in  part  because  of  the  clearer 
recognition  of  the  meaning  and  aims  of  elementary  and  secondary 
education.  Elementary  education  is  coming  to  be  recognized  as  the 
period  of  childhood  training  devoted  to  acquiring  the  fundamentals  of 
language,  oral  and  written,  of  number,  of  geography,  of  history,  and 
of  the  arts  of  music  and  drawing.  Secondary  education  is  being 
thought  of  as  the  training  of  the  adolescent.  The  junior  high  school 
years  are  those  of  early  adolescence  and  the  senior  high  school  and  the 
junior  college  years  are  those  of  later  adolescence.  Whether  the  divi- 
sion of  time  for  instruction  of  pupils  of  early  and  later  adolescence 
shall  be  three  and  five  or  four  and  four  has  not  been  determined. 
Many  leaders  in  education  believe  that  the  time  for  secondary  instruc- 
tion should  consist  of  two  periods  of  four  years  each.  Pasadena  is 
working  toward  such  a  plan.  There  are  in  the  state  at  the  present 
time  four  junior  high  schools  comprishig  grades  seven,  eight,  nine 
and  ten. 

The  adoption  of  the  plan  to  incorporate  three  grades  (7,  8  and  9) 
into  a  junior  high  school  would  for  many  reasons  be  easier  than  to 
include  also  the  tenth  grade.  Furthermore,  after  the  establishment  of 
the  separate  junior  high  school  of  three  grades  it  is  a  simple  operation 
to  add  the  fourth.  Unless  the  junior  college  becomes  a  part  of  the 
senior  high  school,  so  as  to  make  an  arrangement  of  6 — 4 — 4,  it  would 
seem  that  for  administrative  reasons  the  secondary  plan  should  for 
many  years  to  come  be  on  the  6 — 3 — 3 — 2  plan. 

Several  facts  have  indicated  that  our  traditional  elementary  school 
system  of  eight  grades  was  not  economical.    In  this  system  a  large  part 
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of  the  last  two  years  was  spent  in  review  in  an  attempt  to  secure  a 
mastery  of  the  fundamentals  taught  in  the  grades  one  to  six.  The 
United  States  is  the  only  important  civilized  nation  which  devotes 
eight  years  to  strictly  elementary  education.  The  testimony  of  the  high 
school  is  almost  universally  to  the  etfect  that  the  graduates  of  the 
eight-year  elementary  school  course  have  not  a  mastery  of  the  funda- 
mentals. European  secondary  school  students  are  at  least  two  j-ears  in 
advance  of  American  students  of  the  same  age.  In  1903,  Kansas  City, 
which  had  an  elementary  school  system  of  seven  grades,  claimed  a 
greater  percentage  of  pupils  in  its  high  schools  than  any  other  city  of 
the  same  or  greater  size  in  the  United  States.  Most  of  the  other  cities 
had  elementary  school  systems  of  eight  grades.  This  claim  helped  to 
convince  educators  that  an  elementary  school  system  of  less  than  eight 
grades  might  be  more  efficient  tlian  the  traditional  eight-grade  system. 
It  also  raised  the  question  as  to  whether  a  two-year  period  spent  in 
review  might  not  cause  a  great  loss  in  number  of  students  through 
discouragement  and  lack  of  interest.  When  the  statistics  compiled  by 
the  United  States  Bureau  of  Education  showed  that  up  to  1920  two- 
thirds  of  the  original  enrollment  had  left  school  before  it  had  finished 
the  eighth  grade  and  that  most  of  the  dropping  out  had  occurred  in  the 
two  upper  grades,  educators  began  to  investigate  the  causes  of  such  an 
enormous  mortality.  The  upper  elementary  school  grades  failed  to 
hold  their  pupils  in  spite  of  laws  passed  by  most  of  the  states  providing 
for  compulsoiy  school  attendance  up  to  the  ages  of  fourteen,  fifteen 
and  sixteen  years. 

In  recent  years,  investigation  has  revealed  many  facts  concerning  the 
individual  differences  of  pupils  in  ability,  interests,  capacity,  and  speed 
of  phj^sical  and  mental  processes,  especially  during  the  period  of 
adolescence'.  It  has  been  shown  that  in  the  first  six  grades  of  our  ele- 
mentary school  system,  nine  out  of  ten  children  are  prepubeseent.  In 
grades  ten  to  twelve,  nine  out  of  ten  pupils  are  post-pubescent.  The 
junior  high  school  grades  contain,  therefore,  most  of  the  youth  who 
are  undergoing  the  process  of  change  which  we  call  early  adolescetice. 
The  junior  high  school  is  an  attempt  to  provide  a  type  of  training 
which  will  remove  Avasteful  reviews,  provide  differentiated  instruction 
for  pupils  who  vary  widely  from  each  other,  secure  a  better  articula- 
tion witli  the  upper  high  school  and  hold  the  pupils  longer  in  school. 
At  any  rate,  the  holding  power  of  the  California  junior  high  school 
has  been  decidedly  greater  than  that  of  the  old  traditional  system. 
Superintendent  Hunter,  of  Oakland,  in  a  recent  report,  points  out 
that  the  junior  high  school  holding  power  is  thrice  that  of  the  tradi- 
tional elementary  school. 

Between  the  old  elementary  school  and  the  high  school  there  was 
little  articulation;  the  change  was  too  abrupt.  Pupils  became  dis- 
couraged and  dropped  out  during  the  ninth  grade  in  alarming  num- 
bers. This  condition  has  been  largely  elimiiuited  through  the  estab- 
lishment of  junior  high  schools.  The  long  review  period  of  grades 
seven  and  eight  were  discouraging  in  that  the  subject  matter  was 
neither  new  nor  intei'esting ;  flie'  pupils  wei-e  not  convinced  that  the 
uninteresting  reviews  were  necessary.  There  were  many  subjects 
interesting  to  them  which  were  neither  taught  nor  discussed.  The 
jiiuior  high  school  has  introduced  many  of  these  vital  and  intei'csting 
subjects,  has  made  review  of  traditional  fundamentals  incidental  only, 
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and  has  introduced  other  fundamentals  necessaiy  to  the  present  and 
future'  of  youth. 

The  old  system  took  little  if  any  account  of  the  individual  differences 
of  pupils.  The  junior  high  school  recognizes  these  differences  in 
ability,  interest  and  capacity. 

During  the  year  1925-26,  32  per  cent  of  all  seventh  grade,  31  per 
cent  of  all  eighth  grade,  and  44  per  cent  of  all  ninth  grade  pupils  of 
California  were  enrolled  in  junior  high  schools. 

The  junior  high  school  has  succeeded  against  the  enormous  handi- 
caps of  tradition,  of  laws  which  make  the  conduct  of  junior  high 
schools  extremely  difficult,  of  prejudice  and  selfishness  of  officials  who 
dislike  to  lose  out  of  the  elementary  school  the  two  upper  grades,  and 
of  ignorance  on  the  part  of  some  administrators  who  do  not  understand* 
the  difference  between  the  regrouping  of  the  junior  high  school  grades 
and  the  traditional  plan,  nor  do  they  understand  the  reorganization  of 
the  curriculum  so  as  to  fulfill  the  objectives  of  the  newer  type  of 
school.  Only  a  few  of  the  present  so-called  junior  high  schools  have 
made  a  thoroughgoing  change  in  this  respect,  but  even  the  few  changes 
which  have  been  made  have  greatly  increased  the  efficiency  and  the 
holding  power  of  the  junior  high  school  grades. 

The  junior  high  school  administrators  recognize  the  necessity  of 
adopting  a  core  curriculum  which  shall  be  constant  throughout  the 
state.  The  junior  high  school  section  of  the  Pasadena  high  school 
principals'  convention  requested  your  commissioner  to  continue  the 
committee  which  in  April  recommended  such  a  curriculum  core  with 
the  purpose  of  adopting  in  1927  such  a  general  procedure'.  Each  year 
has  seen  marked  progress  in  the  number  of  junior  high  schools  which 
are  adopting  the  plan  of  supervised  study  and  the  practice  of  grouping 
pupils  according  to  their  ability.  Year  by  year  plans  are  being  per- 
fected for  the  guidance  of  pupils,  for  the  increase  in  number  of  explor- 
atory prevocational  courses,  and  in  the  number  of  elective  subjects 
offered. 

There  is  as  yet  no  general  agreement  as  to  the  method  of  shortening 
the  period  of  training  for  the  supernormal  child  through  the  high 
school  grades  nor  as  to  the  method  of  promotion  to  the  senior  high 
school  of  the  accelerated  groups. 

The  use  of  the  standardized  test  throughout  the  secondary  field  is 
becoming  more  general  each  year.  In  the  wider  use  of  this  device 
probably  lies  the  solution  of  this  question  of  promotion.  For  example, 
it  should  be  an  easy  matter  for  both  the  junior  and  senior  high  school 
to  determine  the  ability  of  students  in  foreign  language,  typewriting, 
and  other  subjects  in  which  there  are  reliable  standardized  tests,  and 
to  base  promotion  and  credit  on  the  results  attained. 

THE  SENIOR   HIGH   SCHOOL. 

In  the  junior  high  school,  speed  groups  are  being  formed  and  carried 
through  the  school  years.  In  only  a  comparatively  few  senior  high 
schools  are  these  groups  given  an  opportunity  to  continue  to  work  in 
homogeneous  classes.  The  reasons  for  this  failure  are  numerous,  but 
chief  among  them  are  the  traditional  dislike  of  change  and  the  dwni- 
dling  numbers  in  the  advanced  classes  wliich  make'  the  number  of 
individuals  in  a  class  section  too  small  to  justify  the  full  time  of  a 
teacher  for  a  class  period.    This  is  especially  true  of  the  smaller  schools. 
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However,  experiment  in  a  number  of  schools  has  shown  that  active 
teachers  can  form  speed  groups  within  a  class  of  from  twenty  to  forty 
pupils. 

Such  a  plan  raises  the  question  at  once' -as  to  wiiat  constitutes  a 
year's  work  in  a  subject.  Is  there  a  definite  amount  of  knowledge, 
ability  or  skill  which  represents  a  year's  work.'  If  there  is  such  a 
definite  standard,  can  it  be  determined  by  means  of  a  series  of  stand- 
ardized tests  -whether  a  group  of  students  has  achieved  the  standai'd  ? 
If  a  group  of  students  can  be  shown  to  have  attained  the  goal  set  for  a 
given  course,  the  credit  toward  graduation  shoiild  be  theirs  regardle.ss 
of  whether  they  consumed  ten  months,  or  eight,  or  five  in  reaching  the 
goal.  Some  subjects  would  lend  themselves  readily  to  tlie  plan  of 
granting  credit  upon  the  achieveinent  of  a  fixed  standard.  Stenog- 
rai)hy  and  typewriting  are  two  such  subjects. 

There  are  at  least  three  difficulties  in  the  way  of  adopting  such  a 
plan.  One  is  the  lack  of  definitions  and  objectives' of  the  various  high 
school  year  courses.  However,  a  state-wide  committee  is  working  on 
such  a  set  of  objectives  at  the  present  time,  and  can  probably  report 
on  the  matter  at  the  1927  high  school  principals'  convention.  The 
other  difficulty  is  the  lack  of  enough  standardized  tests  in  high  school 
subjects  to  make  it  immediately  practicable.  It  may  be  possible  through 
the  research  division  of  the  state  department  of  education  to  develop 
such  a  set  of  standards.  If  each  test  can  be  worketl  out  by  this  depart- 
ment, and  given  to  a  sufficiently  large  number  of  high  school  students 
to  determine  its  validity  and  relial)ility.  a  very  important  .service  to 
education  will  have  been  rendered.  The  third  difficulty  is  to  determine 
how  to  organize  new  classes  at  periods  other  than  at  the  beginning  of 
a  semester.  For  example,  if  in  a  class  of  forty  in  elementary  algebra, 
a  group  of  ten  students  has  finished  a  year's  work  in  the  subject  at  the 
end  of  the  seventh  month,  should  the  group  be  given  credit  for  the 
year's  work  and  permitted  to  start  the  study  of  geometry,  higher 
algebra,  French,  history  or  any  other  subject  ?  If  the  school  were 
large  enough  so  that  the  same  thing  Avere  happening  in  several  algebra 
classes  at  once,  the  administrative  difficulty  would  be  more  readily 
solved.  In  the  smaller  schools,  the  problem  could  probably  be  solved 
by  the  establishment  of  a  special  study  room  with  a  skilful  teacher  in 
charge  who  would  direct  the  study  of  students  in  a  numlier  of  lines  at 
the  same  time — an  individual  method  with  attainments  in  individual 
ca.ses  to  be  detei'mined  by  scientific  test. 

Cooperating  with  Dr.  Frank  C.  Touton  of  the  University  of  Southern 
California,  your  commissioner  gave  a  series  of  six  English  tests  to  the 
senior  classes  of  eight  California  high  schools.  The  subjects  covered 
were  reading  comprehension,  vocabulary  achievement,  spelling,  hand- 
writing, composition  writing  and  letter  writing.  The  results  were 
compiled  and  analyzed  and  made  the  basis  for  two  master's  theses  by 
two  students  working  under  the  dirertion  of  Dr.  Touton.  The  Cali- 
fornia Quarterly  of  Secondary  Education,  in  January,  1926,  published 
the  results  of  the  investigatiou  in  reading  comprehension,  vocabulaiy 
achievement  and  spelling.  The  second  thesis  lias  just  recently  been 
comi)leted.  These  two  studies  have  been  invaluable  not  only  to  the 
eight  high  schools  actively  concerned  but  to  all  the  other  high  schools 
of  the  state,  for  they  can  use  the  same  means  to  secure  for  themselves 
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a  measure  of  their  own  efficiency  in  English  in  comparison  Avith  that  of 
other  high  schools  of  the  state  and  nation. 

In  cooperation  with  a  student  of  the  University  of  California,  an- 
other investigation  is  almost  completed  which  involves  the  giving  of 
1200  tests  in  arithmetic  to  ninth  grade  students  of  high  schools  and 
junior  high  schools.  Two  tests  in  arithmetic  were  employed :  one  in 
the  fundamental  processes,  the  other  in  analytical  ability  in  reading 
problems  in  arithmetic.  Three  groups  were  tested:  (1)  those  Avho  had 
spent  tlie  seventh  and  eighth  grades  in  revicAving  arithmetic  and  half 
of  the  ninth  grade  in  commercial  arithmetic;  (2')  those  who  had  had 
similar  training  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  and  who  had  been 
studying  algebra  for  half  of  the  ninth  year,  and  (3)  those  junior  high 
school  students  who  had  spent  the  seventh,  eighth  and  half  of  tliQ 
ninth  grade  in  a  study  of  general  mathematics.  The  study  is  not 
complete,  but  so  far  the  evidence  seems  to  show  that  the  best  results 
have  been  obtained  by  the  group  studying  general  mathematics.  I 
recommend  that  the  tests  be  repeated  next  year  for  the  same  groups. 

Tavo  other  studies  involving  the  use  of  tests  are  incomplete  at  tliis 
date. 

A  large  number  of  high  schools  are  engaged  in  experimenting  Avith 
plans  for  educational  and  vocational  guidance.  Still  others  are  engaged 
in  cooperative  plans  Avith  Inisiness  and  industrial  firms  and  corpora- 
tions by  Avhich  students  spend  part  of  the  time  in  school  and  part  of 
the  time  in  office,  store  or  other  plant.  The  results  have  been  extremely 
encouraging  but  are  still  in  the  experimental  stage. 

The  grOAvth  of  extracurricular  activities  has  Avithin  the  past  fe'AV 
yeai's  assumed  enormous  proportions.  In  many  eases  over-attention 
to  these  actiA'ities  on  the  part  of  students  has  been  a  serious  menace  to 
their  pi-ogress  in  school. 

The  production  of  senior  class  plays  has  grown  in  many  schools  into 
a  serious  evil.  Long  rehearsals  sap  the  physical  and  mental  strength 
of  students  at  a  time  Avhen  they  need  all  their  reserves  of  strength  for 
their  regular  classroom  Avork.  Repressive  measures  are  needed  for  all 
forms  of  over-indulgence,  of  Avhich  this  feature  is  rapidly  becoming 
one.  Dramatic  expression  is  a  useful  and  necessary  activity.  Hoav- 
ever,  like  every  other  useful  thing,  it  may  easily  be  overdone.  During 
the  tAvo  years  just  closing,  there  have  been  produced  at  the  high  school 
principals'  conventions  some  beautiful  and  artistic  <5ne-act  plays.  The 
production  of  these  dramas  has  demonstrated  clearly  that  dramatic 
expression  need  not  be  elaborate  in  order  to  be  artistic,  pleasing  and 
instructive,  and  that  it  is  entirely  unnecessary  to  attempt  to  produce 
dramas  according  to  professional  standards. 

Another  abuse  is  the  elaborate  class  annual.  Elaborate  magazines 
costing  hundreds  of  dollars  and  involving  a  great  amount  of  labor  on 
the  part  of  students  Avho  can  ill  afford  to  spend  the  time  has  become  a 
serious  evil  Avhich  also  needs  to  be  curbed. 

In  this  connection,  may  I  call  attention  to  the  yearly  increasing 
me"nace  of  lack  of  legislation  wdiich  Avill  make  the  high  school  principal 
legally  responsible  for  the  custody  of  funds  derived  from  extracurric- 
idar  activities,  such  as  athletics,  dramatics,  cafeterias,  publications, 
and  many  others.  The  collection  and  disbursement  of  funds  amounting 
to  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  in  the  case  of  a  single  school  is  often  in 
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the  hands  of  one  student  or  of  a  small  group.  These  individuals  are 
usually  not  under  bond.  They  are  immature.  It  is  unfair  to  subject 
such  individuals  to  the  extraordinary  temptations  incident  to  the 
possession  of  large  sums  of  monej'.  There  have  been  too  many  cases 
of  actual  embezzlement  already  to  permit  the  practice  to  grow. 

Private  correspondence  schools  are  carrying  on  a  constantly  increas- 
ing business  with  ambitious  adolescents  in  furnishing  high  school 
courses  to  those  Avho  are  obliged  to  remain  at  home  because  of  injury 
or  to  those  who  are  employed  during  the  hours  when  high  schools  are 
in  session.  Without  inquiring  whether  some  of  this  instruction  is 
fraudulent  or  overly  expensive,  may  I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  there  is  a  real  need  for  the  furnishing  of  correspondence  courses 
to  those  who  can  not  (or  will  not)  attend  school.  According  to  federal 
estimates,  about  half  the  population  of  the  United  States  of  high  school 
age  is  not  in  school. 

There  is  a  considerable  detnand  on  the  part  of  adults  for  educational 
courses  in  purely  cultural  and  avocational  subjects.  This  is  a  rather 
recent  movement  in  America,  and  one  which  seems  destined  to  assume 
proportions  as  great  as  those  reached  in  CTreat  Britain. 

An  important  development  in  training  youth  for  citizenship  is  the 
organization  in  the  high  schools  of  school  leaders  into  groups  formed 
for  the  p\u"pose'  of  promoting  the  school,  community  and  national  wel- 
fare and  of  engaging  in  activities  which  will  aid  in  bettering  conditions 
about  them.  A  significant  change  in  school  theory  regarding  such  organ- 
izations is  that  these  young  people  are  in  school,  not  to  prepare  to 
become  citizens  at  some  future  time,  but  that  they  now  are  citizens  and 
are  now  leading  actively  the  lives  of  citizens. 

High  schools  in  California  are  accredited  by  the  state  university. 
Control  of  entrance  requirements  is  guaranteed  to  the  university  by 
our  state  constitution.  One  of  the  considerations  determining  the 
accreditation  of  each  school  is  the  record  made  at  the  state  university 
by  that  high  school's  freshmen  during  their  first  semester  of  attend- 
ance. Many  schools  send  students  to  various  California  colleges  and 
universities.  They  would  like  to  have  the  records  of  all  freshmen 
students  who  go  to  these  various  institutions  considered  in  determining 
the  standing  of  the  high  school.  They  would  also  like  to  have  the 
records  for  both  semesters  of  the  freshman  year  taken  into  consider- 
ation, on  the  ground  that  students  do  not.  during  the  first  semester,  do 
their  best  amid  the  unfamiliar  surroundings  of  the  college  life.  By 
formal  resolution  at  the  Pasadena  state  convention,  the  High  School 
Principals'  Association  requested  the  University  of  California  to 
consider  the  making  of  these  two  changes  in  the  matter  of  accreditation. 
This  year,  the  \niiversity  printed  the  records  made  by  the  freshmen  of 
each  accredited  high  school  during  tlie  first  semester  of  their  attend- 
ance, at  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley,  at  the  Ihiiversity  of 
California  southern  braiu-li  at  Los  Angeles,  and  at  Stanford  University. 
The  recjuest  of  the  higli  school  jirineipals  will  be  discussed  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Affiliation  Commitiee  early  in  the  school  year  1926-27. 
This  committee  is  an  unofficial  one  consisting  of  four  members  of  the 
faculty  of  the  .state  university  nominated  by  its  pi'esident,  and  four  high 
school  principals  appointed  by  the  state  commissioner  of  secondary 
schools,  who  is  the  ninth  member  and  the  chairman  of  the  committee. 
During  the  past  several  years  the   Affiliation   Committee  has  been 
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instrumental  in  smoothing  out  matters  of  controversy  or  of  dissatis- 
faction which  existed  or  which  might  arise  between  the  university 
and  the  high  schools. 

Even  if  the  university  should  decline  to  grant  the  request  of  the 
principals,  it  might  be  a  good  thing  for  the  State  Board  of  Education 
to  collect  and  to  publish  this  set  of  records.  One  difficulty  in  the  way 
is  that  the  various  institutions  in  the  state  do  not  use  the  same  stand- 
ards of  grading  the  college  work  of  their  students.  A  conference'  of 
all  college  deans  might  consider  a  plan  for  making  more  uniform  the 
various  systems  in  use  in  grading  the  work  of  students.  I  recommend 
the  calling  of  such  a  conference  during  the  coming  year.

In  1923-24,  the  number  of  fi-eshmen  enrolled  in  the  junior  colleges  of 
the  state  exceeded  the  number  of  freshmen  enrolled  by  the  University  of 
California  at  the  combined  sessions  at  Berkeley  and  in  Los  Angeles. 
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Last  year,  the  number  of  students  enrolled  was  over  5000,  more  than 
half  the  enrollment  of  all  students  on  the  Berkeley  campus  of  the  uni- 
versity. When  every  portion  of  the  state  has  its  own  regional  junior 
college,  it  is  likely  that  the  larger  universities -will  see  fit  to  discontinue 
the  freshman  and  sophomore  work. 

The  junior  colleges  now  in  existence  are  offering  four  types  of  instruc- 
tional courses : 

(1)  Those  paralleling  the  lower  division  courses  of  the  universitj^ 

colleges  of  letters  and  science. 

(2)  Those  intended  for  students  who  do  not  intend  to  go  further 

with  college  work,  but  who  desire  prevocational  training. 

(3)  Education  courses  for  local  teachers  in  service. 

(4)  Other  courses  desired  by  groups  of  special  students. 

LEGISLATION. 

In  order  that  the  benefits  of  education  shall  be  widely  distributed 
throughout  the  state,  I  recommend  that  legislation  be  sought  as  follows : 

(1)  To  bring  all  inhabited  territory  in  the  state  into  some  elemen- 

tary school  district. 

(2)  To  cause  all  elementary  school  districts,  except  those  whose 

nearest  boundary  is  more  than  ten  miles  from  a  high  school 
building,  to  become  a  part  of  a  high  school  district. 

(3)  To  permit  the  people  of  any  high  school  district  to  determine 

by  vote  whether  all  the  schools  of  that  district  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  one  board  of  education. 

(4)  To  correct  the  error  in  section  1721  of  the  Political  Code  which 

defines  a  union  high  school  district  as  a  union  of  high  school 
districts. 

(5)  To  provide  that  high  scliool  attendance  shall  include  attend- 

ance in  the  junior  high  school. 

(6)  To  constitute  high  school  boards  for  the  care  and  disbursement 

of  funds  connected  with  extracurricular  activities  of  the 
schools. 

All  children  in  the  state  who  are  eligible  to  attend  high  school  may 
attend  high  scliool  without  cost.  High  scliool  districts  are  now  paying 
the  district  high  school  tax  not  only  for  the  high  school  children  of  their 
own  district  but  also  for  those  students  who  come  from  elementary 
districts  outside  the  high  school  district.  Even  when  the  outside  ele- 
mentary district  is  compelled  ])y  law,  in  certain  cases,  to  pay  for  its 
portion  of  the  maintenance  cost  of  education,  it  escapes  the  i^ayment  of 
its  share  of  building  cost. 

Last  year  in  tliis  state  there  were  4150  elementary  school  districts 
enrolling  675,000  pupils;  1844,  neai'ly  half  of  these  districts,  maintained 
one-room  schools  which  housed  only  35,000  pupils.  Many  of  these  one- 
I'oom  schools  were  close  enough  together  to  form  a  consolidated  school 
wliich  could  give  better  advantages  to  the  pupils  at  the  same  or  less  cost 
to  the  people.  Many  districts  are  maintaining  separate  buildings  within 
a  few  miles  of  each  other,  each  employing  a  separate  teacher. 

The  waste  is  apparent  when  it  is  pointed  out  that : 

1.  One  teacher  could  instruct  35  to  40  pupils,  where  several  teachers 
are  now  employed. 
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2.  One  school  building  could  house  the  pupils  who  now  require  the 
maintenance  of  several  buildings. 

3.  Janitor  service,  heating,  lighting  and  other  expenses  incident  to 
the  maintenance  of  a  sehoolhouse  could  be  greatly  lessened. 

4.  School  supplies,  which  are  now  bought  in  small  quantities,  could 
be  purchased  in  lai'ger  quantities  at  wholesale  rates. 

5.  Consolidation  of  small  school  districts  into  a  larger  unit  brings 
about  the  possibility  of  better  instruction  with  the  opportunity  of  con- 
serving much  time  now  wasted  in  unnecessary  review  in  the  upper 
elementary  grades  and  of  establishing  junior  high  school  classes.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
COMMISSION  OF  CREDENTIALS. 

The  report  from  the  Commission  of  Credentials  will  deal  with  the 
growth  of  this  department,  the  types  of  certification  handled,  and  a 
comparative  study  of  the  types  of  credentials  issued. 

In  1917  the  State  Board  of  Education  was  authorized  to  create  a 
Commission  of  Credentials.  Tliis  commission  was  organized  with  the 
idea  of  taking  care  of  emei'gency  applications  where  teaching  creden- 
tials were  required  in  the  interim  of  State  Board  meetings.  The  fol- 
lowing year  the  Commission  of  Credentials  was  officially  organized,^ 
comjiosed  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Elementary  Schools,  the  Commissioner  of  Secondary 
Schools  and  the  Commissioner  of  Vocational  Education.  A  secretary, 
authorized  to  handle  the  large  ma.iority  of  applications,  was  provided 
for  the  commission. 

In  1920  plans  Avere  made  to  develop  credential  work  in  Los  Angeles. 
The  following  year  a  credential  clerk  was  put  in  charge  of  the  work 
in  that  place,  and  three  clerks  were  secured  for  the  Sacramento  office. 
Since  that  time  there  has  been  a  steady  growth  of  the  depai'tment. 

Three  types  of  certification  are  taken  care  of  by  this  department. 
Gi'adiiates  of  the  state  teachers  colleges  receive  diploma-credentials. 
These  are  forwarded  to  the  Sacramento  office  where  they  receive  a 
number,  are  recorded  and  coimtersigned  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  and  returned  to  the  institution  granting  them  to 
be  given  out  with  a  diploma  of  graduation.  For  the  biennial  period 
diploma-credentials  have  been  issued  as  follows :

Throughout  the  two-year  period  dealt  with  in  this  report  the  staff 
of  the  State  Department  of  Physical  Education  has  consisted  of  Doctor 
Herbert  R.  Stolz,  Supervisor,  Miss  Winifred  Van  Hagen,  Assistant 
Supervisor,  and  a  Secretary. 

ROUTINE  WORK  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT. 

i 
The  effort  to  familiarize  school  administrators  and  teachers  with  the 
State  program  of  physical  education  has  remained  the  chief  objective 
in  the  service  rendered  to  the  teachers  colleges,  junior  colleges,  high 
schools,  junior  high  schools  and  elementary  schools  of  the  state.  In 
visiting  schools  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Department  to  give  especial 
attention  to  new  schools  and  to  teachers  who  are  just  commencing  their 
work  in  physical  education  in  California.  The  constant  influx  of 
teachers  trained  in  other  states,  and  for  the  most  part  unfamiliar  with 
the  technique  of  leadership  for  physical  activities,  has  slowed  down 
progress  and  has  demanded  constant  attention. 

The  following  is  a  partial  summary  of  the  supervisory  visits  made 
during  the  biennium  to  the  several  schools  and  communities :

No  numerical  record  has  been  kept  of  the  individual  conferences  with 
superintendents,  principals,  rural  supervisors  and  city  directors  of 
physical  education  which,  taken  together,  bulk  large  not  only  as  regards 
the  time  they  consume,  but  also  in  importance  to  the  progress  of  the 
work.  Advice  by  correspondence  has  been  an  important  part  of  the 
service  rendered,  the  topics  treated  including  advice  on  construction 
of  athletic  fields,  gymnasia,  swimming  pools  and  playground  apparatus, 
advice  concerning  methods  of  organization  and  leadership,  advice  about 
health  education,  and  advice  concerning  professional  training  in  physi- 
cal education.  During  the  biennium  the  Department  has  carefully 
studied  over  five  hundred  applications  for  credentials  in  physical  educa- 
tion, in  each  case  recommending  action  to  the  Commission  of  Credentials, 
and  in  a  large  majority  of  eases  outlining  the  further  work  to  be 
required  for  renewal. 

SPECIAL   PROJECTS   UNDERTAKEN    BY  THE   DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  biennium  particular  emphasis  has  been  given  to  the  fol- 
lowing phases  of  the  work : 

(a)  Health  Inspection  and  Instruction  in  Elementary  Schools: 
Although  the  State  manual  covering  this  phase  of  education  was  issued 
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during  the  last  months  of  the  preceding  bienniuni  the  promotion  of  the 
new  program,  and  of  the  use  of  the  new  standard  Health  and  Develop- 
ment Record  Cards,  continues  as  one  of  the  major  undertakings  of  the 
Department.  The  use  of  the  manual  and  the  cards  has  been  explained 
to  the  elementai-y  teachers  of  thirty-five  counties  at  general  institute 
sessions,  to  smaller  groups  of  teachers  at  sixteen  local  institutes,  and 
to  groups  of  school  nurses  at  six  special  meetings. 

Some  idea  of  the  general  acceptance  of  this  school  health  program  can 
be  gained  by  noting  the  use  of  the  cumulative  record  cards  supplied  by 
the  State  Board  of  Education.  In  thirty-two  counties  the  superin- 
tendents- of  schools  have  introduced  them  for  all  schools ;  in  the  other 
counties  many  local  school  districts  have  secured  and  are  using  the 
standard  record  forms.  The  total  State  enrollment  of  first  grade  chil- 
dren last  year  amounted  to  approximately  133,000.  During  each  of  the 
years  in  the  biennium  approximately  100,000  Health  and  Development 
Record  Cards  were  sent  out  to  the  schools  at  their  request,  and  presuma- 
l)ly  most  of  these  cards  are  being  u.sed.  Whatever  success  has  been 
attained  is  due  largely  to  the  splendid  cooperation  given  by  the  school 
nurses  in  explaining  and  promoting  the  health  program. 

(b)  Teacher  Training  in  Health  Education:  A  determined  effort 
has  been  made  to  stimulate  the  teacher  training  institutions  of  the 
State  to  train  their  students  to  be  both  good  examples  and  good  teachers 
of  healthy  living.  The  presidents  of  these  institutions  have  cooperated 
in  this  effort  and  some  progress  has  been  made.  During  the  fall  of  1925 
the  American  Child  Health  Association  sent  to  California  a  special 
representative,  Miss  Ethel  Perrin,  who  gave  valuable  assistance  in  the 
promotion  of  this  project. 

(c)  Appropriate  Athletic  Competition  for  Girls:  Through  corres- 
pondence and  conferences  with  high  school  principals,  by  means  of  a 
survey  of  the  status  of  interschool  competition  for  girls  during  the 
school  year  1924-25,  and  by  addresses  to  high  school  girls,  the  Depart- 
ment staff  has  been  able  to  guide  athletics  for  girls  away  from  the  form 
of  eliminative  championship  schedules  for  a  small  number  of  girls  and 
toward  the  socialized  play  day  in  which  a  considerable  number  of  girls 
meet  in  friendly  rivalry  in  events  physiologically  suitable  to  their  age 
and  sex.  The  response  from  educators,  parents,  and  from  the  girls 
themselves  has  been  most  gratifying. 

(d)  The  Use  of  Group  Functional  Tests:  The  Department  has  con- 
tinued to  advocate  the  use  of  the  battery  of  group  functional  tests  to 
determine  the  adaptation  of  the  physical  training  program  to  the  indi- 
vidual needs  of  each  high  .school  pupil.  Over  a  period  of  two  years 
this  procedure  has  demonstrated  its  practical  worth  in  such  large  high 
.schools  as  those  at  Berkeley,  Pasadena,  Lodi  and  Venice. 

(e)  Marks  and  Grades  in  Physical  Education:  Through  individual 
and  group  conferences  the  attention  of  teachers  of  physical  education 
has  been  directed  toward  the  prolilem  of  evaluating  motor  ability,  the 
social  traits,  the  health  habits,  -and  the  organic  fitness  for  the  develop- 
ment of  which  they  are  partly  I'esponsible.  No  tangible  results  from 
this  effort  can  lie  shown  as  yet. 

(f)  The  Intramural  Organization  of  Competition:  One  of  the  most 
baffling  problems  in  connection  with  secondary  schools  is  the  proper 
articulation  of  interscholastic  athletics  for  boys  with  the  other  phases 
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of  the  educational  program.  There  are  obviously  several  ways  of 
attacking  this  problem.  Some  have  attempted  to  ignore  the  problem ; 
others  have  tried  to  legislate  it  out  of  existence.  The  State  Department 
of  Physical  Education  believes  that  the  careful  organization  of  compe- 
tition for  the  majority  of  high  school  pupils  within  the  school  in  such 
a  way  that  each  pupil  feels  that  his  individual  effort  is  significant  will 
help  to  In'ing  about  a  better  perspective  in  reference  to  interscholastic 
sports,  as  well  as  to  motivate  health  and  character  training.  The 
technique  of  such  intramural  organization  has  been  carefully  worked 
out  and  is  being  constantly  brought  to  the  attention  of  school  men.  It 
has  been  adopted  for  both  boys  and  girls  in  a  few  junior  high  schools, 
and  for  girls  in  a  considerable  number  of  senior  high  schools. 

(g)  Bulletins  Distributed:  During  the  biennium  but  one  bulletin 
has  been  published.  The  contents  of  this  pamphlet  are  sufficiently 
indicated  by  the  title:  "Space,  Equipment  and  Supplies  for  Physical 
Education  in  Elementary  Schools." 

Four  News  Letters  have  been  sent  out  each  year  to  the  teachers  of 
physical  education  in  the  State. 

INDICATIONS  OF   PROGRESS. 

■  (a)  Expert  Supervision:  The  following  counties  have  maintained 
a  full  time  supervisor  of  physical  education  during  the  biennium : 
P''re.sno,  Los  Angeles,  Marin,  Riverside,  Sacramento,  San  Diego,  Santa 
Barbara,  Santa  Clara.  In  the  following  counties  the  supervisor  com- 
bined his  work  in  physical  education  with  other  duties  so  that  approxi- 
mately one-half  of  his  time  was  given  to  physical  education :  Kern, 
Orange,  San  Mateo,  Sonoma.  Ventura  County  employed  a  full  time 
supei'visor  during  the  first  year  of  the  biennium.  Butte  County  has 
employed  a  part  time  supervisor  since  August,  1925.  In  the  cities  and 
larger  towns  of  the  State  expert  supervision  is  the  rule. 

(b)  The  Teacher  Load  in  Physical  Education:  The  effectiveness  of 
teaching  in  physical  education  decreases  perceptibly  when  the  instructor 
is  required  to  teach  and  guide  an  aggregate  of  more  than  250  pupils, 
and  decreases  markedly  when  the  load  is  greater  than  300  pupils  per 
teacher.  The  trend  toward  a  more  effective  ratio  in  the  large  senior 
high  schools  is  shown  on  the  following  table :

The  situation  in  the  junior  high  scliools  is  not  .so  favorable  to  good 
teaching.  In  each  year  of  the  biennium  the  reports  indicate  that  in 
about  one-third  of  the  junior  high  schools  the  teacher  load  exceeded 
300. 
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(e)  The  Number  of  FuU-iime  Teachers  of  Phi/s-ical  Education:  The 
benefit  of  physical  echioation  to  the  school  children  varies  directly  with 
the  expertness  of  the  teacher.  Full-time  teachers  in  secondary  schools 
are  usually  trained  teachers.  The  absolute  and  relative  increase  in  the 
number  of  full-time  teachers  of  physical  education  in  California  senior 
high  schools  is  shown  by  the  following  table :

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PREFACE. 


The  close  of  each  year  has  shown  a  marked  growth  in  vocational 
education  of  less-than-college  grade.  Forty-seven  counties  now  have 
federal  and  state-aided  vocational  classes.  This  is  largely  due  to  the 
fact  that  school  administrators  are  more  and  more  definitely  recogniz- 
ing vocational  education  of  less-than-college  grade  as  a  vital  part  of  a 
comprehensive  and  clear-cut  program  of  secondary  education. 

The  growth  of  the  junior  high  school  movement  is  emphasizing  the 
need  for  organized  educational  and  vocational  guidance.  The  junior 
high  school  period  is  essentially  the  exploratory  or  discovery  period. 
During  this  period  boys  and  girls  are  guided  into  a  serious  consideration 
of  their  interests,  aptitudes,  and  capacities,  and  the  type  of  training 
best  suited  to  these  personal  assets. 

Naturally,  after  this  period,  comes  the  senior  high  school  period 
devoted  to  training  directed  to  a  specific  end.  In  our  state  for  approxi- 
mately 200,000  boys  and  girls  between  the  ages  of  14  and  18,  the  prac- 
ticable means  for  realizing  a  specific  end  is  vocational  education  of 
less-than-college  grade. 

To  insure  an  adequate  and  effective  vocational  training  program 
for  this  large  group  of  young  people,  the  large  school  systems  in  the 
state  have  appointed  local  supervisors  of  vocational  education  in 
cooperation  with  the  State  Department  of  Vocational  Education. 

The  program  of  vocational  rehabilitation  of  persons  disabled  in 
industry  or  otherwise  has  made  remarkable  progress.  Vocational 
rehabilitation  as  an  important  phase  of  adult  education  deserves  the 
serious  consideration  and  cordial  support  of  school  administrators. 

This  development  has  been  due  largely  to  the  efforts  of  the  teachers, 
principals,  special  supervisors,  and  superintendents,  who  have  interested 
themselves  in  the  cause  of  vocational  education,  the  promotion  of  which 
is  essential  if  we  are  to  provide  for  all  youths  an  education  that  properly 
fits  them  for  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  full  citizenship. 

The  Commissioner  wishes  to  express  to  the  members  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and 
his  assistants,  and  especially  to  Miss  Maude  I.  Murchie,  Supervisor  of 
Home  Economics  Instruction;  to  Mr.  J.  C.  Beswick,  Supervisor  of 
Trade  and  Industrial  Instruction ;  to  Mr.  R.  J.  Werner,  Supervisor  of 
Agricultural  Instruction ;  to  Mr.  Ira  W.  Kibby,  Supervisor  of  Civilian 
Vocational  Rehabilitation,  and  to  IMr.  Julian  A.  ^IcPhee,  Assistant 
Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Instruction,  his  appreciation  of  their 
splendid  cooperation  in  advancing  the  work  of  vocational  education 
in  the  state.  He  wishes  also  to  express  to  Dr.  Edwin  A.  Lee,  and  to 
Professors  Fred  L.  Griffin,  Benjamin  W.  Johnson,  and  Benjamin  E. 
Mallary,  of  the  University  of  California  and  its  southern  branch,  his 
gratitude  for  their  cordial  support  in  furthering  the  program  for  the 
training  of  vocational  teachers.

ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  STATE  DEPARTMENT  OF  VOCATIONAL 

EDUCATION. 

By  Nicholas   Ricciardi,  Commissioner   of  Industrial  and  Vocational  Education. 
I.     A  CONSTRUCTIVE  CHALLENGE. 

Not  very  long  ago  a  leading  editorial  in  a  California  newspaper  had 
this  to  say : 

"What  is  your  plan  or  program?  * 

"What  are  you  aiming  at? 

"What  is  your  stated  or  implied  central  purpose  of  education? 

"What  is  your  philosophy  of  education? 

"What,  chiefly,  is  training  for? 

"You  are  saying  much  about  measurements;  but  measurements 
for  what? 

"Even  if  you  were  building  a  house,  you  would  be  guided  by 
plans  and  specifications.  Now,  you  are  our  acknowledged  char- 
acter builders  on  a  country-wide  scale;  but  what  are  your  plans? 
Come  on  with  your  clear-cut,  definite  and  unifying  outline  of  what 
education  must  accomplish,  and  we  will  back  you  with  enthusiasm." 

II.     PURPOSE    OF    REPORT. 

Here  is  a  constructive  challenge  which  calls  for  a  constructive  answer. 
The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  give  a  ' '  clear-cut,  definite  and  unifying 
outline"  of  what  vocational  education  of  less-than-eollege  grade  is 
accomplishing  in  California.  The  state  plan  of  vocational  education 
is  based  upon  a  philosophy  of  education  with  a  definitely  stated  "central 
purpose"  which  is  to  train  every  boy  and  every  girl  for  the  vocations 
best  suited  to  their  abilities,  in  which  they  can  render  the  best  service 
po.ssible  a.s  efficient  workers  and  efficient  citizens. 

The  state  plan  will  be  discussed  under  the  following  captions : 

1.  Philosophy  of  vocational  education. 

2.  A  practicable  means  of  selecting  and  training  the  right  kind  of 
teachers. 

3.  Individual  instruction  to  supersede  mass  instruction. 

4.  Part-time  education  for  minors. 

5.  Coordination  of  school  and  communiiy  interests. 

6.  Adequate  supervision  of  the  local  program  of  vocational  education. 

1.  PHILOSOPHY  OF  VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION. 
A.     Aim. 

Dewey  states  that  "the  aim  of  education  is  to  produce  capacity  for 
further 'education."  A  practicable  way  in  which  society  measures  the 
capacity  of  an  individual  is  throTigh"  the  service  he  renders  in  the 
vocation  he  is  pursuing. 
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B.  Vocation. 

A  vocation  is  an  activity  by  means  of  \vhich  an  individual  renders 
service  and  earns  a  livelihood.  There  are,  therefore,  two  types  of 
vocations — the  professional  and  the  nonprofessional.  Vocational  educa- 
tion, in  the  broad  sense,  tits  individuals  for  these  vocations. 

The  program  of  education  which  fits  individuals  for  service  in  the 
professions  is  vocational  education  of  college  grade;  and  that  which 
fits  individuals  for  service  in  the  nonprofessional  occupations  is  voca- 
tional  education  of  less-than-college  grade. 

C.  General  education  and  culture. 

General  education  is  not  definitely  directed  to  the  development  of 
the  craft  knowledge  and  the  craft  skill  required  for  the  successful 
pursuit  of  a  vocation.  It  is  intended  to  develop  right  habits  of  thought, 
action,  and  feeling ;  a  wholesome  attitude  toward  work ;  and  a  whole- 
some attitude  toward  social  and  moral  obligations.  Habits  and  atti- 
tudes imply  settled  dispositions  or  tendencies.  They  help  us  "to  do 
easilv,  naturallv,  and  with  growing  skill  or  certainty,  what  we  do 
often." 

General  education  develops  the  cultural  capacity  of  the  individual. 
Culture  is  the  intellectual,  moral,  social,  and  civic  attainment  of  the 
individual. 

D.  Curriculum. 

The  curriculum  which  assists  in  realizing  the  objectives  of  general 
education  is,  to  quote  iMr.  Lindquist,  Director  of  tlie  Research  Bureau 
of  the  Oakland  Public  Schools,  "a  plan  with  respect  to  selection,  organi- 
zation, and  presentation  of  those  experiences  which  the  child  should 
have,  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  he  is  enrolled  in  a  school,  and  has 
personal  relationships  with  teachers  and  pupils.  The  course  of  study 
is  a  handbook  for  the  aid  of  teachers  in  the  administration  of  this 
plan," 

E.  Vocational  training. 

Vocational  training  develops  the  craft  knowledge  and  craft  skill 
of  the  individual.  The  training  program  which  makes  the  individual 
vocationally  efficient  is  a  plan  based  upon  the  proper  selection  and 
organization  of  job  experiences  in  accordance  with  the  practices,  knowl- 
edge, skill,  dexterity,  speed,  and  accuracy  required  for  success  in  the 
vocation.  Such  a  plan  .should  l)e  the  result  of  the  combined  judgment 
of  the  vocational  teachers  and  a  group  of  men,  who  are  masters  of 
their  crafts,  constituting  an  advisory  committee. 

F.  Need  for  general  and  vocational  education. 

The  need  for  general  and  vocational  education  is  clearly  brought  out 
in  the  standards  given  by  83  employers  as  those  which  determine,  in 
their  judgment,  the  success  of  any  person  as  a  worker  and  citizen. 

To  measure  up  to  these  .s^ji:ndards,  a  person  must  be  given  general 
and  vocational  education,  for  these  standards  require  that  the 
worker   and   citizen   be    (a)    thorough,    (b)    economical   of   time    and 
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materials,  (c)  effective  even  under  difficulties,  (d)  resourceful,  (e) 
dependable,  (f)  physically  fit,  (g)  vocationally  fit,  and  (h)  a  loyal 
citizen. 

A  person  who  is  thorough  is  characterized  by  thoughtful  employers 
and  employment  managers  as  one  who  has  a  painstaking  attitude  toward 
work,  completes  every  task  and  carefully  observes  all  details.  All  this 
he  does  within  a  reasonable  length  of  time. 

A  person  who  is  economical  of  time  and  materials  is  one  who  has 
an  attitude  of  constant  and  sustained  attention  toward  work,  and  has 
habits  of  disregarding  accidental  distractions. 

A  person  who  is  effective  even  under  difficulties  is  one  who  shows 
habitual  self-possession,  has  the  ability  to  use  effective  substitution 
methods,  and  can  devise  ways  and  means  of  meeting  obstacles  and 
overcoming  them. 

A  resourceful  person  is  one  who  has  the  ability  and  disposition  to 
make  quickly  a  satisfactory  adjustment  to  new  situations,  and  can 
plan  work  independently. 

A  dependable  person  is  one  who  is  trustworthy  and  reliable,  and 
possesses  the  habits  of  punctuality  and  truthfulness. 

A  physically  fit  person  is  one  who  enjoys  good  health  and  has  habits 
which  insure  the  continuance  of  good  health  and  physical  endurance. 

A  vocationally  fit  person  is  one  who  is  pursuing  a  vocation  best 
suited  to  his  interests  and  abilities  and  shows  by  the  character  of  his 
work  that  he  has  the  craft  knowledge  and  craft  skill  required  for 
success  in  his  vocation. 

A  loyal  citizen  is  one  who  takes  an  active  and  constructive  interest 
in  problems  that  affect  community,  state,  and  national  welfare,  and 
votes  with  intelligence  and  regularity. 

G.     Character  training. 

"Intelligence,"  Otis  says,  "is  that  quality  of  mind  by  which  two 
persons  differ  when  one  is  able  to  learn  more  quickly  and  easily  than 
another,  and  more  quickly  learns  to  solve  more  difficult  and  abstract 
problems  of  every  kind." 

Intelligence  is  the  basis  of  character  training.  High  intelligence 
usually  means  high  character.  Character  training  is  given  serious  con- 
sideration in  the  state  plan  of  vocational  education.  It  is  a  phase  of 
the  intellectual  development  of  the  individual  who  is  being  trained. 
Intellectual  development  alone,  however,  will  not  insure  success  in 
the  vocation  for  which  the  individual  is  being  trained.  Therefore, 
training  is  also  given  to  develop  craft  knowledge  and  craft  skill,  so 
that  the  individual  may  measure  up  to  the  standards  set  as  the  measure 
of  craft  efficiency  in  his  chosen  vocation. 

The  training  program  under  the  state  plan  provides  that  one-half  of 
the  time  be  devoted  to  the  development  of  craft  knowledge  and  craft 
skill,  and  the  other  half  to  instruction  in  subjects  that  will  round  out 
the  education  of  the  individual  so  as  to  make  him  an  efficient  worker 
and  efficient  citizen,  qualified  to  render  the  service  set  forth  in  the 
chart  which  follows :

H.     Concrete  illustration. 

The  training  program  under  the  state  plan  can  be  made  most  effective 
through  the  coordination  of  school  and  community  interests.  School 
people  should  know  more  about  industry,  and  men  and  women  in 
industry  should  know  more  about  the  public  schools.  The  most  prac- 
ticable way  of  coordinating  school  and  community  interests  is  through 
cooperative  vocational  training. 

Recently,  arrangements  were  made  for  a  program  of  cooperative 
vocational  training  in  the  Lincoln  High  School  and  the  Gladding- 
McBean  plant  in  Lincoln. 

The  Gladding-IMcBean  Company  agreed  to  take  four  boys  in  their 
drafting  department,  two  in  their  shop,  four  in  plastering,  two  in 
modeling,  two  in  their  chemcial  department,  two  in  bricklaying,  and 
two  in  office  work. 

Boys  are  trained  in  pairs  for  the  same  vocation,  alternating  in  their 
training  program,  one  week  in  the  plant  and  one  week  in  school.  The 
head  of  each  department  in  the  plant  is  regularly  certificated,  and  is 
responsible  for  the  training  of  the  boy  in  the  plant,  reporting  regularly 
to  the  high  school.  Each  boy  enters  the  plant  for  a  probationary 
period  of  ten  weefe  during  which  time  he  is  "tried  out"  to  determine 
whether  or  not  he  is  suited  to  the  vocation  he  has  chosen.  At  the 
close  of  the  probationaiy  period,  if  he  is  accepted  for  apprenticeship 
training,  he  is  placed  on  the  payroll,  and  is  compensated  on  an  increas- 
ing scale  during  his  apprenticeship. 

The  high  school  agreed  to  give  the  students  instruction  in  subjects 
definitely  related  to  the  plant  training.  The  training  program  is  worked 
out  by  the  school  and  the  plant  instructors,  the  superintendent  of  the 
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plant,  the  high  school  principal,  and  a  representative  of  the  State 
Vocational  Education  Department. 

The  boys  can  complete  their  apprenticeship  and  all  the  courses 
required  for  graduation  from  high  school  in  four  years  because  of  the 
eight-hour  day  in  cooperative  training.  At  the  end  of  four  years,  each 
student-apprentice  who  has  made  satisfactory  progress  will  be  a  jour- 
neyman and  a  high  school  graduate. 

The  scope  of  the  cooperative  vocational  training  program  is  set  forth 
in  the  chart  on  page  16. 

I.     Governing   principles. 

The  fundamental  principles  governing  the  state  plan  of  vocational 
education  are  the  following:  , 

a.  Vocational  education  of  less-than-college  grade  Is  a  federal,  state, 
and  local  responsibility. 

b.  Vocational  education  of  less-than-college  grade  is  a  secondary 
education  program. 

c.  Vocational  education  of  less-than-college  grade  can  be  effectively 
provided  in  full-time  day  classes,  in  special  day  and  evening  classes, 
in  part-time  vocational  extension  classes,  in  apprenticeship  classes,  in 
cooperative  classes  which  require  training  part-time  "on  the  job"  and 
part-time  in  school,  in  trade-unit  classes,  and  in  general  continuation 
classes  for  minors. 

d.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  state  to  provide  facilities  for  the 
training  of  vocational  teachers.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  state  to 
promote  vocational  education  of  less-than-college  grade,  and  to  assist 
local  authorities  in  establishing  suitable  vocational  training  programs. 

e.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  state  to  set  the  standards  for  measur- 
ing the  effectiveness  of  vocational  education  of  less-than-college  grade. 

f.  The  community  has  training  facilities  which  can  be  effectively 
coordinated  with  instruction  in  school,  to  the  advantage  of  the  employer, 
of  the  community,  and  of  the  individual  concerned.  Personnel  officers 
and  employment  managers  believe  that  "many  industrial  plants  haVe 
equipment  and  laboratories  that  no  school  can  afford  or  should  attempt 
to  duplicate." 

g.  "On  the  job"  is  the  best  place  to  acquire  craft  knowledge,  craft 
skill,  speed,  dexterity,  and  accuracy. 

h.  In  school  is  the  best  place  to  get  technical  knowledge,  culture, 
broadening  influence,  and  intellectual  development. 

i.  Preemployment  training  can  be  effectively  given  in  school  so  that 
the  individual  will  be  an  economic  asset  "on  the  job." 

j.  The  boy  is  not  to  be  turned  into  "a  premature  working  man." 

k.  Instruction  in  school  is  to  be  definitely  related  to  training  "on 
the  job." 

1.  Right  habits  and  "a  wholesome  attitude  toward  work  and  .social 
obligations ' '  can  be  developed  most  effectively  in  school. 

Mr.  Hartley,  of  the  American  Founders  Association,  saj's:  "Tech- 
nical information,  although  of  great  value,  is  much  less  important  than 
a  wholesome  attitude  toward  work  and  social  obligations." 

An  employer  remarked:  "If  a  boy  comes  to  us  deficient  in  his  shop 
work,  we  can  help  him;  but  we  can  do  practically  nothing  for  him,  if 
his  school  training  has  not  developed  right  habits  in  him." 
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The  philosophy  of  vocatioaal  education  is  based  upon  the  funda- 
mental factors  set  forth  in  the  following  chart :

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2.  A    PRACTICABLE    MEANS    OF    SELECTING    AND    TRAINING    THE 
RIGHT    KIND    OF    TEACHERS. 

The  success  of  auy  plan  of  education  rests  fundamentally  upon  the 
right  kind  of  teachers.  In  vocational  education,  the  right  kind  of 
teacher  must  first  of  all  be  a  master  of  his  craft.  For  that  reason, 
from  the  various  vocational  fields,  certain  men  and  women  who  have 
achieved  marked  success  in  their  vocations  are  recruited  and  trained 
to  become  well-qualified  vocational  teachers.  Personal  contacts  are 
necessary  to  induce  these  men  and  women  to  enter  the  profession  of 
teaching.  To  insure  such  personal  contacts,  it  is  necessary  to  set  up  a 
procedure  that  will  result  in  the  satisfactory  recruiting  of  men  and 
women  who  with  adequate  training  will  develop  into  successful  voca- 
tional teachers.  The  men  and  women  who  are  recruited  are  given  pre- ' 
employment  teacher-training. 

Preemployment  teacher-training  is  that  training  which  is  given  to 
selected  candidates  before  thej''  enter  upon  their  duties  as  vocational 
teachers.  Such  training  is  intended  to  develop  the  candidate  to  such 
a  degree  that  he  will  work  most  effectively  when  he  assumes  his  duties 
as  a  regularly  certificated  teacher.  Such  training  is  now  given  in 
evening  classes  or  in  summer  sessions  at  the  state  university  by 
qualified  teacher-trainers. 

A.     Measuring  the  product  of  teacher-training. 

Those  who;  satisfactorily  complete  the  teacher-training  program 
visually  secure  good  appointments  as  teachers.  The  teacher-training 
division  follows  up  the  graduates  to  measure  their  success.  The  form 
of  the  card  used  for  that  purpose  is  given  on  pages  18  and  19. 
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Regai'ding  the  success  of  tlie  vocational  teachers,  Dr.  E.  A.  Lee, 
Director  of  the  Vocational  Education  Division  of  the  University  of 
California,  believes  that  more  and  more  the  vocational  teachers  are 
demonstrating  their  ability  "in  constructive  thinking,  relative  to  the 
school  problems;  in  their  relationships  with  boys,  both  in  school  and 
extracurricularly ;  in  cementing  the  relationships  of  the  school  with 
those  who  are  the  busine.ss  and  professional  leaders  of  the  community." 

The  standards  set  for  every  vocational  teacher  are  the  following : 

a.  Ability  to  arouse  student's  interest  and  sustain  it. 

b.  Ability  to  assist  in  guiding  students  into  the  right  vocations. 

e.  Ability  to  assist  in  working  out  suitable  training  programs  for 
groups,  in  preemployment,  or  cooperative  training,  in  apprentice 
training,  or  in  trade-extension  ela.sses. 

d.  Ability  to  lead  students  to  think  for  themselves. 

e.  Ability  to  analyze  their  own  mistakes  and  profit  by  them. 

f.  Ability  to  know  what  not  to  do,  as  well  as  to  know  what  to  do. 

g.  Ability  to  measure  the  effectiveness  of  their  teaching  by  the 
achievements  of  their  product  "on  the  job." 

Some  of  the  characteristics  of  a  good  vocational  teacher  are  the 
ability  to  develop  and  sustain  interest,  the  ability  to  develop  in  the 
individuals  they  teach  the  reiiuired  knowledge  and  skill,  pride  in  the 
vocation  to  be  pursued,  loyalty,  straiglit  thinking,  and  the  ability  to 
make  satisfactory  adjustments  to  their  environment. 

3.   INDIVIDUAL  INSTRUCTION  TO  SUPERSEDE  MASS  INSTRUCTION. 

A.  Vocational   counseling. 

The  best  teaclier  must  have  a  well-organized  procedure  of  vocational 
education  to  assist  him  in  realizing  the  best  results.  Organized  voca- 
tional counseling  is  the  scientific  means  of  eliminating  mass  instruc- 
tion. It  is  the  scientific  planning  with  an  individual.  Planning  with 
an  individual  is  vastly  different  from  planning  for  an  individual. 

B.  The  achievements  of  science. 

Science  is  remaking  the  world.  Today  efficient  workers  live  more 
comfortably  than  the  wealthiest  class  of  fifty  years  ago.  They  enjoy 
the  benefits  of  sanitary  conditions,  streets,  parks,  playgrounds,  golf 
cour.ses,  police  and  fire  protection.  They  can  purchase  automobiles 
at  reasonable  prices  and  pay  for  them  in  small  monthly  installments. 
Radio  programs  and  motion  pictures  are  available  to  them.  News- 
papers are  left  at  their  doors,  frecjuently  illustrated  Avith  photographs 
which  have  been  received  by  telephone  from  cities,  sometimes  thou- 
sands of  miles  away.  Air  mail  service  puts  tliem  in  business  and 
.social  communication,  within  twenty-four  hours,  with  per.sons  living 
two  thousand  miles  away. 

Scientists  have,  indeed,  made  wonderful  progress  in  producing 
concrete  things.  "From  tlie  abstractions  provided  by  mathematical 
physics,  theoretical  mechanics  and  so  on,  they  have  con.structed  .such 
very  concrete  things  as  machim'  tools,  locomotives,  internal  combustion 
engines,  fertilizers,  foodstuffs,  and  explosives.  But  all  of  these  marvels 
of  modern  life  are  to  be  operated  hy  men  and  produce  results 
for  men."  (Walter  N.  Polakov,  "Man  and  His  Affairs,"  Williams 
and  Wilkins  Co.,  Baltimore,  1925. 
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C.  Human  engineering. 

Notwithstanding  the  marvelous  achievements  of  science,  we  still 
have  class  strifes.  There  are  still  bitter  clashes  between  capital  and 
labor.  Class  and  racial  prejudices  and  national  animosities  still  per- 
sist. We  still  have  slums,  unemployment  and  poverty.  Even  in  the 
most  prosperous  communities,  we  have  underfed,  misguided  and 
poorly  trained  children.  With  all  our  "marvels  of  modern  life 
operated  by  men,"  and  producing  "results  for  men,"  we  do  not  know 
as  much  about  men  as  we  ought  to  know.  We  need  to  know  more 
about  "two  fundamentals:  an  understanding  of  what  is  human  nature, 
and  discovery  of  what  are  the  laws  governing  action  of  human  power. 
When  workable  theories  are  established,  a  ncAV  broader  scope  of 
engineering  will  become  available  to  administer  human  affairs—^ 
Human  Engineering."  (Walter  N.  Polakov,  "^lan  and  His  Affairs," 
Williams  and  Wilkins  Co.,  Baltimore,  1925.)  To  accomplish  that, 
"science  has  to  fulfill  its  obligations  toward  mankind,  and  by  that  I 
mean  to  perform  its  civilizing  work,  and  to  contribiite  toward  fullness 
and  happiness  of  human  life  and  not  merely  to  enrich  the  few  and  to 
oflfer  intellectual  delight  to  the  select  ones ;  it  should  liecome  available 
and  intelligible  to  the  masses."  (Walter  N.  Polakov,  "Man  and  His 
Affairs,"  Williams  and  Wilkins  Co.,  Baltimore,  1925.) 
■  In  the  light  of  these  facts,  can  the  school  administrator  and  the 
school  teacher  any  longer  shirk  the  vital  responsibility  of  using  scien- 
tific methods  more  extensively  in  public  education  to  bring  about  more 
satisfactorj'  concrete  results? 

In  dealing  with  boys  and  girls,  Ave  condone  our  shortcomings  by 
saying:  "Boys  will  be  boys;  and  girls  Avill  be  girls."  We  seem  to 
forget  that  boys  will  be  men,  and  that  girls  Avill  be  Avomen. 

D.  Vocational  counseling  a  scientific  method. 

Vocational  counseling  is  a  scientific  method.  It  should  be  used  more 
extensively  to  make  most  effective  and  practicable  tlie  objectives  of 
secondary  ediication.  It  is  the  scientific  process  of  jilanning  ivifh  an 
individual.  It  includes  the  outlining  of  a  training  program  best  suited 
to  the  individual's  interests,  abilities,  and  objectives. 

It  is  noAV  generally  agreed  that  one  of  the  most  vital  problems  in 
secondary  education  is  the  vocational  counseling  of  students.  Pro- 
fessor George  S.  Counts  says:  "If  the  public  high  school  is  to  serve 
as  an  effective  agency  for  social  amelioration,  it  must  sever  its  con- 
nections with  that  aristocratic  conception  of  secondaiy  education 
Avhich  is  our  heritage  from  the  past.  It  must  seek  to  exalt  and  make 
signijicant  the  occupations  in  which  the  great  masses  engage." 

E.  Two  chief  objectives  of  secondary  education. 

It  is  distinctly  the  responsibility  of  secondary  schools  to  provide 
(a)  for  those  students  who  are  not  planning  to  enter  the  professions 
vocational  education  of  less-than-coUege  grade,  and  (b)  for  those  Avho 
plan  to  enter  the  professions  training  that  Avill  prepare  them  to  pursue 
successfully  vocational  education  of  college  grade  in  institutions  of 
higher  learning.  These  tAvo  objectives  are  set  forth  in  tlie  School 
LaAV  of  California,  section  13,  paragraph  (r7),  page  359,  as  folloAvs: 
"The  course  of  in.struction  for  each  student  who  is  a  candidate  for 
graduation  shall  be  organized  to  include  a  subject  or  group  of  subjects. 
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the  purpose  of  which  shall  be  to  prepare  such  students  for  a  vocation 
or  for  entrance  to  a  higher  institution  of  learning  preparing  for  voca- 
tions." 

F.  The  demands  of  society. 

a.  Variety  of  services. 

The  United  States  Census  Reports  show  that  society  demands  a 
variety  of  services  from  its  members.  As  classified  under  nine  major 
headings,  approximate!}^  forty-two  million  employed  men  and  women 
are  distributed  as  follows :

G.  Fundamentals  in  guidance. 

To  make  any  individual  a  "good,  decent,  useful  citizen,"  requires 
vocational  guidance. 

Vocational  guidance  is  based  upon  the  following  fundamentals : 
(a)  mutual  confidence,  (b)  a  knowledge  of  the  pupil's  interests,  (c) 
a  knowledge  of  the  pupil's  abilities,  (d)  a  suitable  training  process, 
and  (e)  successful  placemeni.  In  other  words,  to  make  any  individual 
a  "good,  decent,  useful  citizen,"  it  is  necessary  to  have  individual 
counseling,  a  training  program  suited  to  the  interests  and  the  abilities 
of  the  individual,  and  placement  in  a  suitable  vocation.  "The  biggest 
crime  in  public  education  today,"  says  a  prominent  banker,  "is  put- 
ting boys  and  girls  through  the  same  mill,  herding  them  as  if  they 
were  a  lot  of  cattle." 

The  parent's  responsibility  in  vocational  guidance  is  ein^jhasized 
by  Luther  Burbank,  as  follows : 

"Parents  who  have  been  paying  great  attention  to  farm  stock,  bank 
stock,  and  other  kinds  of  stock,  are  beginning  to  umlerstand  that 
human  stock  needs  more  care  and  attention  than  anytJiing  else,  and 
pays  better  dividends  than  any  kind  of  stock." 

State  Superintendent  "Will  C.  Wood,  realizing  the  need  for  pai-ent 
education,  has  already  started  a  three-year  experiment  to  gather 
sufficient  data  to  work  out  an  effective  course  in  parent  education. 

H.  Lack  of  guidance. 

Raymond  Ilolton,  16  years  old,  a  junior  in  the  high  school,  lost 
interest  in  his  school  work.  He  deliberately  did  something  which 
resulted  in  his  being  suspended.  He  was  instructed  to  go  home  and 
have  his  mother  or  father  caU  on  the  principal  for  a  personal  inter- 
view. Instead  of  carrying  out  the  instructions,  he  stayed  out  of 
school  six  weeks.  When  his  absence  was  finally  discovered,  he 
explained  that  he  had  left  home  at  the  usual  hour,  had  returned  at 
the  usual  hour,  and  had,  to  use  his  words,  "bummed  around  town  the 
rest  of  the  time."    He  went  on  to  explain  that  when  he  finally  "got 
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tired  of  bumming  around,"  lie  decided  to  return  to  school.  To  quote 
him  again:  "Oh  boy,"  he  said,  "I  got  mine."  TTiis  case  naturally 
leads  to  these  questions  : 

Why  did  the  boy  lose  interest  in  school? 

The  answer  is :  lack  of  guidance.  No  one — teacher,  parent,  or  any- 
one else — had  talked  over  with  Raymond  his  plans  for  the  future.  No 
one  had  discovered,  as  was  finally  discovered  by  a  vocational  coun- 
selor, that  he  was  interested  in  electrical  work.  He  was  intensely 
interested  in  radio.  Yet  he  Avas  being  forced  through  the  regular 
college  preparatory  course.  That's  why  he  lost  interest  in  school  and 
deliberately  invited  suspension. 

The  second  question  is  this : 

How  was  it  possible  for  Raymond  to  stay  out  of  school  six  weelcs 
Avithout  being  discovered  by  tlie  attendance  department? 

The  answer  to  that  question  is :  lack  of  coordination.  After  Raj'- 
mond  Avas  suspended  a  personal  intervicAV  Avas  necessary  before  he 
could  return  to  school.  The  coordination  that  should  exist  betAveen 
the  home  and  the  school  Avas  not  established. 

I.  Effective  guidance. 

Ellis  Dolan  Avas  characterized  as  irrepressible  and  irresponsible. 
Most  of  the  teachers  considered  him  a  bad  influence  in  school.  He 
Avas  called  in  for  a  heart-to-heart  talk  one  afternoon  by  one  of  the 
teachers,  Avho  Avas  really  interested  in  him.  Ellis  told  the  teacher  that 
he  Avas  going  to  leaA^e  school  and  go  to  Avoi'k.  She  asked  him  Avhat 
he  intended  to  do.  He  replied  that  he  didn't  know.  She  asked  him 
if  his  parents  Avanted  him  to  leave  scliool.  He  replied  that  they  didn't 
care  AA-hether  he  did  or  not.  "Nobody  cares,"  he  added  Avith  some 
emotion.  She  finally  convinced  him  that  she  did  care.  She  Avon  his 
confidence.  The  first  fundamental  in  guidance  A\'as  established. 
Then  she  found  out  Avhat  his  interests  and  abilities  Avere.  With 
that  knoAvledge  she  Avorked  out  a  suitable  training  program.  Finally, 
Avith  the  help  of  a  friend  in  one  of  the  service  clubs,  Avho  Avas 
interested  in  boys,  she  succeeded  in  placing  him  in  a  suitable  voca- 
tion. Ellis  Dolan  is  noAV  a  "good,  decent,  useful  citizen."  The  case 
Avas  solved  by  folloAving  the  fundamentals  in  guidance — (a)  mutual 
confidence,  (b)  a  knoAvledge  of  the  boy's  interests,  (c)  a  knoAvledge  of 
his  abilities,  (d)  a  suitable  training  program,  and  (e)  successful  place- 
ment in  a  vocation. 

J.    Should   every  teacher  be  a  vocational   counselor? 

The  definite  recognition  of  the  importance  of  vocational  guidance 
and  the  introduction  of  organized  A'ocational  counseling  is  one  of  the 
scientific  trends  in  vocational  education  in  secondary  schools. 

More  and  more  frequently  the  (}uestion  is  being  asked :  Should 
every  teacher  be  a  vocational  counselor?  A  more  pertinent  question 
is  this:  Should  every  higli  school  teacher  have  at  least  an  understand- 
ing of  vocational  counseling,  and  an  appreciation  of  hoAV  organized 
counseling  in  high  schools  can  make  the  Avork  of  every  teacher  more 
effective  and  purposeful? 

Even  a  cursory  analysis  of  the  seven  cardinal  principles  of  second- 
ary education  Avould  seem  to  indicate  that  the  ansAver  to  the  second 
question  is  affirmative. 
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Teachers  slioiild  vizualize  each  pupil  as  an  efficient  worker  and  good 
citizen,  pursuing  a  vocation  best  suited  to  his  abilities.  The  teacher 
with  such  an  objective  can  appreciate  the  importance  of  the  seven 
cardinal  principles  of  secondary  education.  She  can  fully  appreciate 
the  fact  that  every  boy  and  every  girl  to  live  successfully  must  have 
(a)  good  health  and  a  good  working  knowledge  (b)  of  the  funda- 
mental processes;  (c)  they  must  be  loorthij  home  members,  pursuing 
(d)  the  vocations  for  which  they  are  best  suited;  (e)  they  must  be 
good  citizens,  making  loorthy  use  of  (f)  their  leisure  time;  and  (g) 
have  habits  expressing  good  character.  To  teacli  with  an  under- 
standing of  these  cardinal  principles,  the  teacher  must  have  at  least 
an  appreciation  of  vocational  counseling,  and  should  know  that  organ- 
ized counseling  in  the  high  school  will  make  her  teaching  more  effect- 
ive and  purposeful. 

K.     Seven   cardinal    principles. 

The  seven  cardinal  principles  of  secondary  education  place  the 
emphasis  upon  individual  achievement  based  upon  character.  That 
leads  us  at  once  to  ask:  What  is  character?  Briefly,  character  is  the 
expression  of  habits.  More  failures  are  due  to  poor  character  than 
to  poor  training.  There  is  a  distinction  between  a  well-trained  and  a 
well-educated  ]ierson.  A  well-educated  person  usually  has  habits 
that  indicate  stability  of  character.  A  well-trained  person  may  be 
one  who  can  do  good  work.  He  may  even  be  well-suited  to  his  voca- 
tion but  he  may  liave  habits  which  indicate  that  his  character  is  weak, 
unstable,  or  questionable. 

One  of  the  best  trained  engineers  in  concrete  construction  in  the 
country  was  employed  by  a  company  that  specialized  in  concrete 
construction.  His  work  was  so  superior,  so  unusual,  so  outstanding, 
that  within  eight  months  he  was  ma :le  a  member  of  the  company,  even 
though  he  had  absolutely  no  money  to  put  into  the  firm.  Yet  only 
six  months  after  he  had  become  a  member  of  the  firm,  he  had  to  be 
dismissed. 

Of  course,  you  immediately  ask:  "Why?"  Briefly,  the  answer  is: 
He  was  lacking  in  character.  He  was  characterized  as  a  "single-track 
man,  one  who  did  not  know  how  to  cooperate."  He  was  lacking  in 
ideals  and  well-balanced  conduct.  Here,  then,  was  a  man  of  unusual 
ability,  with  unusual  training  and  yet  he  was  a  failure. 

Roger  Babson,  the  well-known  statistician,  tells  us  that  for  every 
thirty-five  workers  who  are  discharged  because  they  lack  the  necessary 
training  to  do  satisfactory  work,  there  are  sixty-five  discliarged  because 
liiey  lack  the  character  qualities  that  every  good  worker  must  have. 

Character  training,  therefore,  is  an  essential,  a  vital  part  of  a  well- 
organized  program  of  vocational  education.  Character  training,  to 
be  ert'ective,  must  be  based  upon  self-impelled  activity.  The  teacher 
who  ai)preciates  that  fact  will  readily  understand  the  importance  of 
vocational  counseling,  since  vocational  interests  impel  activity;  and 
vocational  interests  grow  out  of- fundamental  desires  that  dominate  all 
human  activities.  Tlu^  seven  cardinal  principles  of  secondary  educa- 
tion are  based  upon  these  human  desires.

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INSTRUCTIONS     TO     TEACHERS. 

This  Student  Vocational  Guidance  Card  may  be  put  into  effect  preferably  in  the 
eighth  grade  or  in  any  grade  of  the  secondary  school.  Its  use  does  not  necessitate 
anv  changes  in  record  keeping  now  in  effect. 

Block  I  should  be  filled  out  bj'  the  elementary  school  principal  or  the  counselor. 
When  this  is  not  possible,  it  should  be  filled  out  from  such  records  as  are  available, 
and  a  standard  mental  test  given  to  obtain  the  pupil's  score.  When  the  necessary 
data  is  not  available,  begin  with  Block  II  and  fill  out  Block  I  as  soon  as  the  data  can 
be  obtained. 

Grade  indicates  the  school  year  in  which  the  student  is  enrolled  when  this  card  is 
first  made  out,  as  eighth,  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh  or  twelfth  year. 

The  signature  in  each  block  should  be  that  of  the  person  recording  the  information. 

Tlie  mental  score  is  the  pupil's  rating  determined  by  a  standard  mental  test.  In 
recording  the  score  indicate  the  test  used. 

The  mental  rating  is  the  counselor's  or  the  principal's  estimate  of  the  pupil's 
power  to  learn  compared  with  other  children  of  his  age,  based  upon  the  pupil's  record. 

The  rating  in  health  is  to  indicate  the  pupil's  physical  fitness.  In  recording  the 
liealth  score,  give  name  and  score  of  any  objective  measurements  used. 

The  rating  in  effort  is  to  indicate  the  pupil's  attempt  towards  accomplishment. 
Where  measurements  are  available  which  express  how  well  a  person  is  achieving 
what  he  could  achieve  as  measured  by  the  mental  score,  record  that  information 
as  effort  .score. 

The  rating  in  accomplishment  is  to  indicate  the  degree  of  success  achieved  by 
the  pupil  in  his  work.  In  recording  accomplishment  score,  give  the  name  and  score 
of  standard  achievement  tests  used. 

The  rating  in  pre-vocational  work  is  to  indicate  tlie  pupil's  achievement  in  shop- 
work,  in  home-making  or  in  agriculture.  In  recording  the  score  in  pre-vocational 
work  give  the  name  and  score  of  any  objective  measurements  used. 

The  rating  in  conduct  is  to  indicate  the  pupil's  personal  relationships  with  his 
fellow  pupils,  his  influence  upon  them,  his  attitude  towards  his  school,  his  participa- 
tion in  school  activities  and  his  personal  relationships  with  his  teachers. 

The  ratings  A,  B,  C,  D  and  E  are  defined  as  follows  :

C  means  average 
D  means  below  averag 
E  means  inferior

The  information  in  Block  I  is  to  aid  in  evaluating  the  pupil's  answers  in  Block  II. 

Tlie  training  program   in  Block  III  is  based  upon  information  in  Blocks  I  and  II. 

Vocational  fitness  means  aptitude  either  for  a  professional  or  a  nonprofessional 
piu'suit.  The  rating,  therefore,  in  vocational  fitness  in  block  IV  indicates  the  degree 
of  success  with  which  the  pupil  is  pursuing  the  training  program  for  the  vocation 
he  plans  to  enter. 

Block  IV  calls  attention  to  adjustments  as  needed. 

Block  V  is  the  placement  and  follow-up  record. 

When  a  student  goes  to  a  higher  institution  of  learning  after  graduation,  is 
transferred  to  another  school,  drops  out  and  can  not  be  accounted  for,  or  leaves  for 
any  reason,  indicate  such  information  under  "Remarks"  in  the  follow-up  record, 
giving  specific  date. 

The  follow-up  record  must  account  for  each  student  who  has  left  school.  TJse 
insert  card  to  record  any  special  information.

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L.     Fundamental   human   desires. 

The  teacher  with  the  counseling  attitude  of  mind  can  readily  see 
that  the  seven  cardinal  principles  of  secondary  education  are  intended 
to  insure  a  program  of  education  that  Avill  give  every  student  the 
training  he  needs  to  Avork  successfully  and  satisfy  his  fundamental 
desires. 

But  the  degree  to  which  any  individual  satisfies  these  desires 
depends  upon. the  degree  of  success  he  achieves  in  his  work  which,  in 
large  measure,  depends  upon  how  effectively  he  is  trained  for  the 
vocation  best  suited  to  his  abilities.  The  effectiveness  with  which  he 
is  trained  for  his  vocation,  in  turn,  is  dependent  upon  the  thoroughness 
Avith  wliich  the  student  is  counseled.  Fundamentally  then,  the  effect- 
iveness of  tlie  seven  cardinal  principles  in  a  program  of  secondary 
education  is  dependent  upon  organized  vocational  counseling  which 
requires  an  understanding  and  an  appreciation  of  vocational  counsel- 
ing by  every  teacher,  as  well  as  an  understanding  and  an  appreciation 
of  the  fundamental  human  desires;  (a)  the  desire  for  good  health; 
(b)  the  desire  for  "a  good  job";  (c)  the  desire  for  a  good  home;  (d) 
the  desire  for  wholesome  recreation;  and  (e)  the  desire  to  be  of  service 
to  one's  felloAV  men.  These  are  the  fundamental  human  desires  which 
dominate  human  activity. 

M.     Procedure  for  organized  guidance. 

A  practicable  procedure  for  organized  guidance  is  based  upon  the 
use  of  the  Student  Vocational  Counseling  Card,  on  pages  25  and  26. 
This  card  gives  the  sti;dent's  history  from  school  to-  suitable  employ- 
ment. It  is  of  such  character  as  to  be  readily  intelligible,  not  only 
to  school  people,  but  to  men  and  women  in  industry.  It  is  simple 
and  definite.  It  is  the  effective  means  of  cheeking  the  student  at  the 
right  time,  and  making  the  best  possible  adjustment.  It  is  the  means, 
also,  of  obtaining  for  every  higli  school  the  f oUoAving  information : 

a.  The  number  of  students  attending  high  schools  for  one,  two, 
three,  or  four  years,  or  until  graduation. 

b.  The  number  of  students  dropping  out  on  account  of  illness, 
unsatisfactory  scholarship,  financial  pressure,  lack  of  interest, 
or  for  any  other  reason. 

c.  The  mimber  of  students  transferred  to  other  schools. 

d.  The  number  of  students  entering  part-time  school. 

e.  The  number  of  students  entering  higher  institutions  of  learn- 
ing after  graduation. 

f.  The  number  of  students  placed  in  employment  and  followed  up. 

g.  The  number  of  students  unaccounted  for. 

The  Student  Vocational  Counseling  Card  has  been  put  into  effect  in 
fifteen  selected  high  schools — fi-om  Calexico  in  the  south,  to  Eureka 
in  the  north.  The  high  scliool  principals  concerned  called  faculty 
meetings  in  accordance  Avith  a  definitely  scheduled  arrangement,  and 
had  the  Commissioner  of  Vocational  Education  address  their  teachers, 
thus  affording  them  opportunity  to  ask  (luestidns  concerning  the 
Student  Vocational  Counseling  Card.  After  these  meetings,  the  card 
Avas  put  into  effect  in  the  folloAving  schools:

4.  PART-TIME    EDUCATION    FOR    MINORS. 

A.  Principles  governing  part-time  education  for  minors. 

a.  The  public  schools,  the  parents,  and  the  community  have  a  vital 
joint  responsibility  in  the  education  of  minors,  since  children  spend 
12  per  cent  of  their  time  in  school,  and  88  per  cent  of  their  time 
in  activities  not  under  school  supervision  or  control. 

b.  The  community  has  training  facilities  which  can  be  coordinated 
with  instruction  in  scliool,  to  the  advantage  of  the  employer  and  to 
the  advantage  of  the  jxinior  worker. 

e.  Instruction  suited  to  the  individual  needs  of  minors  in  special 
day  part-time  classes  develops  right  habits  and  a  wholesome  attitude 
toward  Avork  and  social  obligations. 

d.  Suitable  placement  with  follow-up  service,  based  upon  organized 
guidance  is  the  most  positive  test  of  the  eflfectivene.ss  of  part-time 
education  for  minors. 

Part-time  education  for  minors  coordinates  the  training  facilities 
of  the  community  with  the  training  facilities  of  the  school,  to  the 
mutual  advantage  of  tlie  minor  and  of  the  employer.  Part  time 
devoted  to  practical  work  "on  the  job,"  and  part  time  devoted  to 
academic  work  in  school,  may  be  considered  the  sane  and  sound 
foundation  of  part-time  education  for  minors. 

B.  Machinery  for   part-time  education  for   minors. 

a.  High  school  boards. 

The  higli  scliool  board  of  a  district  having  an  enrollment  in  the 
j'egular  day  classes  of  the  high  scliool  of  fifty  or  more  persons  is 
required  to  establish  special  day  part-time  classes,  provided  twelve 
or  more  minors  under  18  years  of  age  reside  within  three  miles  of 
the  high  school  in  the  district. 

b.  Persons  subject  to  the   part-time  education  act. 

1.  Minors  between  14  and  16  years  of  age  who  Jiold  work  certificates. 

2.  Minors  between  16  and  18  years  of  age  who  are  not  graduates  of 
a  standard  high  school  or  "wlio  have  not  had  an  ecpial  amount  of 
education  in  a  private  schooF  or  by  private  tuition,"  and  who  are 
not  attending  a  regular  full-time  day  school. 

c.  Exemptions. 

1.  JMinors  who  are  discpialified  because  of  pliysical  or  mental  con- 
dition. 
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2.  Minors  who  are  required  to  render  pi'rsonal  service  to  dependents. 

3.  Minors  who  reside  more  tlian  three  miles  from  a  suitable  day 
part-time  class. 

4.  Minors  whose  interests  Avould  suffer  if  they  were  compelled  to 
attend  special  day  part-time  classes.  (Not  more  than  three  exemp- 
tions in  a  total  enrolhnent  of  twenty  in  special  day  part-time  classes; 
one  additional  exemption  for  every  additional  twenty  enrolled.) 

C.  Classes  and  courses. 

a.  Special  day  part-time  classes  are  intended  to  provide  "educa- 
tional opportunities  which  shall  be  suitable  for  the  different  needs  of 
tlie  various  persons  attendino;  them." 

1.  Individual  counsel  and  guidance.  ' 

2.  Instruction  in  oral  and  written  English. 

3.  Instruction  to   enhance  vocational  efficiency. 

b.  Classes  are  maintained  between  the  hours  of  eight  a.m.  and 
five  p.m. 

1.  Minors  not  granted  exemptions  are  required  to  attend  these 
classes  not  less  than  four  sixty-minute  hours  per  week  for  the  regu- 
larly established  annual  school  term. 

D.  Teachers  and   coordinators. 

a.  The  part-time  high  school  teacher  should  have  the  following 
qualifications : 

1.  A  clear  understanding  of  the  possibilities  of  part-time  education. 

2.  A  strong  and  pleasing  personality. 

3.  A  knowledge  of  social  work. 

4.  Ability  to  command  the  respect  and  confidence  of  pupils,  parents, 
and  employers. 

5.  A  broad,  general  education. 

6.  Ability  to  analyze  individual  needs  and  differences. 

7.  Ability  to  adapt  instruction  to  meet  individual  needs. 

b.  The  coordinator  is  the  person  who  gathers  the  information  that 
forms  the  basis  for  intelligently  bringing  together  the  home,  the 
school,  and  the  employer  so  that  boys  and  girls  may  be  trained  most 
successfully  in  special  day  part-time  classes  to  become  efficient  workers 
and  efficient  citizens.  The  coordinator  is  charged  with  the  following 
specific  duties. 

1.  To  gather  information  that  can  be  used  as  the  basis  for  the  right 
kind  of  instruction  in  special  day  part-time  classes. 

2.  To  assist  in  jilacement  service. 

3.  To  give  personal  advice  to  students. 

4.  To  mgke  effective  contacts  with  all  community  agencies  interested 
in  part-time  education. 

E.  Placement. 

a.  Placement  measures  the  eff'ectiveness  of  the  training  i)rogram. 
It  does  not  mean  "job  hunting"  or  "job  getting."  It  means,  briefly, 
the  procuring  of  suitable  employment  which  affords  the  student  the 
best  opportunities  for  self-expression  and  the  rendering  of  efficient 
service  as  a  worker  and  citizen. 

b.  Placement  service,  in  cooperatioji  with  advisory  committees. 
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c.  Placement  service,  in  cooperation  with  Junior  Division,  United 
States  Employment  Service. 

F.  The   need   for   part-time   education   for   minors.  . 

a.  School    drop-outs. 

Of  all  the  boys  and  girls  in  school  now,  under  18  years  of  age, 
75  per  cent  will  be  at  work  by  the  time  they  are  18  years  of  age, 
and  the  majority  of  them  will  be  working  with  their  hands. 

G.  Community   junior   service    bureau. 

The  type  of  organization  for  community  placement  service  is  sug- 
gested in  the  chart  on  page  31. 

Without  organized  guidance,  including,  of  course,  coordination, 
joart-time  education  for  minors  is  ineffective. 

5.  THE  COORDINATION  OF  SCHOOL  AND  COMMUNITY  INTERESTS 

The  procedure  set  up  by  the  use  of  the  Student  Vocational  Counsel- 
ing Card  affords  the  most  practicable  moans  for  the  coordination  of 
school  and  community  interests.  The  coordination  of  these  interests 
makes  vocational  education  a  community  enterprise.  The  scope  of 
that  enterprise  is  indicated  in  the  chart  on  page  32.

EFFICIENT  WORKERS  AND  EFFICIENT  CITIZENS 
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A.  The  basis  of  coordination. 

The  basis  of  effective  coordination  is  individnal  interest.  The  per- 
sonnel officer  of  a  large  concern  says :  "  In  any  organization  it  is  no 
trouble  to  tell  which  of  t)ie  employees  lack  individiial  interest.  All 
men  who  rise  in  responsibilitj'  and  receive  more  pay  must  have 
individual  interest.  All  the  outstanding  elements  in  the  make-up  of 
a  valued  employee  caii  easily  be  discounted  by  the  lack  of  individual 
interest. 

"Individual  interest  seldom  needs  much  supervision.  It  is  always 
striving  to  give  a  little  better  service — ahvays  striving  to  improve 
things.  Individual  interest  is  intelligence,  industry,  and  integrity, 
doing  their  level  best  in  constructive  work  and  real  cooperation." 

Individiial  interest  is  tlic  basis  of  coordination  of  school  and  com^ 
inunity  interests,  of  effective  vocational  counseling  and  of  efficient 
service. 

At  an  international  conference  on  boys'  work,  efficient  service  was 
defined  as  "that  service  Avhich  is  characterized  by  sanity  and  well- 
balanced  conduct,  by  enthusiasm,  righteousness,  vision,  insight,  and 
cooperation." 

B.  Interest  and   satisfaction. 

The  student's  individual  interest  makes  his  training  purposeful. 
The  worker's  individual  interest  makes  his  work  purposeful  and 
efficient.  Purposeful  training  and  purposeful  and  efficient  work 
usually  result  in  satisfaction. 

A  group  of  supervising  foremen  in  a  foremanshiiD  conference  agreed 
that  "individual  interest  is  wliat  causes  a  man  to  want  to  work  on  a 
job";  and  that  "satisfaction  is  that  attitude  toward  a  job  whiehi 
causes  a  man  to  want  to  continue  to  work  on  the  job." 

C.  The  community's  real  assets. 

"What  shall  it  profit  a  community  if  it  develop  into  the  greatest 
and  most  prosperous  city  in  the  world  and  it  lose  its  boys  and  girls." 

The  real  assets  of  any  community  are  its  boys  and  girls.  The 
greatest  work,  therefore,  that  any  community  can  do  is  to  help  its 
boys  and  girls  to  find  themselves.  Discoveries  always  impress  us. 
Many  scientific  discoveries  we  pronounce  marvelous.  Because  of 
scientific  discoveries  and  scientific  achievements,  today  we  live  better, 
dress  better,  eat  better  food,  feel  better,  and  live  longer.  Yet  the 
greatest  discovery  of  all  is  the  discovery  of  Self,  through  fitting  oneself 
for  the  vocation  in  which  there  can  be  the  greatest  self-expression  of 
which  Self  is  capable. 

A  most  practicable  way  in  which  any  community  can  lielp  its  boys 
and  girls  to  find  themselves  and  develop  into  efficient  workers  and  good 
citizens,  is  througli  a  sound  program  of  public  education,  based  upon 
the  coordination  of  school  and  community  interests  and  definitely 
])roviding  for  tlie  vocational  counseling  of  every  student.  Tlie  coordi- 
nation must  be  based  upon  a  fidl  appreciation  of  the  im]iortance  of 
general  education,  of  professioiuil  training,  of  preemployment  voca- 
tional training,  and  of  cooperative  vocational  training.  Training 
individuals  who  are  not  planning  to  enter  the  professions,  part  time  in 
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industry   and   part   time   in   school,    is   the   practicable   basis   for   the 
coordination  of  school  and  community  interests. 

D.  A  vital  community   responsibility. 

A  prominent  banker  says:  "It  would  greatly  shock  the  average 
American  parent  to  be  told  that  his  highest  duty  in  the  world  is  to 
devote  laborious  and  fatiguing  years  to  developing  his  child's  intellect 
and  understanding.  It  is  the  one  occupation  of  parents  that  should 
take  precedence  over  everything  else.  It  has  been  pointedly  said 
that  if  a  boy  is  not  an  educated  boy  at  the  time  he  enters  college,  he 
■will  probably  never  become  one.  College  or  university  training  is 
of  almost  priceless  value,  but  it  is  no  more  than  jjart  of  an  education." 

Eighty  per  cent  of  the  boys  and  girls  between  the  ages  of  li  and  18 
never  even  register  at  an  institution  of  higher  learning. 

What  ai-e  we  doing  to  make  them  "good,  decent,  iiseful  citizens"? 

A  good  deal  is  being  said  and  written  condemning  or  extolling  the 
boys  and  the  girls  of  today.  Some  say  that  the  young  people  of  today 
are  worse,  some  argue  that  they  are  better,  and  some  maintain  that 
they  are  as  good  as  the  young  people  of  other  generations. 

Recently  an  Assyrian  tablet  was  unearthed,  which  bears  a  very 
significant  inscription.  This  tablet  is  dated  2800  B.  C,  and  reads 
as  follows : 

"Our  earth  is  degenerate  in  tliese  later  days.  There  are  signs  that  the 
world  is  speedily  coming  to  an  end.  Bribery  and  corruption  are  common. 
Children  no  longer  obey  their  jiarents.  Every  man  wants  to  write  a 
hook  ;  and  the  end  of  the  world  is  evidently  approaching." 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  child  spends  only  12  per  cent  of 
his  time  in  school ;  88  per  cent  of  his  time  is  spent  in  activities  not 
under  school  supervision  or  control.  To  raise  any  child  to  be  "a  good, 
decent,  useful  citizen"  is  a  responsibility  to  be  shared  by  the  school, 
tlie  home,  and  all  community  agencies  interested  in  the  welfare  of 
young  people. 

E.  Community    score    card. 

The  eflfective  coordination  of  school  and  community  interests  is  the 
best  means  of  establishing  the  conditions  wliich  make  the  worth-while 
community. 

The  Community  Score  Card,  on  page  35  is  a  simple  device  which 
enables  one  to  answer  intelligently  the  question:  "^Yhen  is  a  com- 
munity worth  while?"  The  card  clearly  brings  out  tlie  fact  that  the 
community  which  has  a  sound  ]>rogram  of  public  education  is  invari- 
ably the  worth-while  community.  The  community  that  is  concerned 
with  establishing  adequate  training  facilities  for  its  boys  and  its 
girls  is  the  worth-while  eommimity.  It  is  clearly  the  forward-looking, 
the  progressive  conununity,  with  good  sanitary  conditions,  good  sti'eets, 
adequate  water  and  lighting  systems,  fire  and  police  protection,  with 
constantly  growing  bank  clearings,  good  parks,  playgrounds,  and  even 
golf  courses.  All  these  usually  mean  that  the  conununity  has  vision 
enough  to  realize  that  a  soilnd  pi'ogram  of  public  education  is  the 
worth-while  community's  best  asset. 

F.  Measuring  the   product  of  vocational   education. 

The  communit}'  can  be  measured  to  determine  whether  or  not  it  is 
a  worth-while  community;  likewise,  the  program  of  vocational  educa- 
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lion  can  be  measured  to  determine  whether  or  not  it  is  effective.  The 
state  plan  of  vocational  education  has  standards  for  measuring  its 
product.  Dr.  J.  C.  Wright,  Director  of  the  Federal  Board  for  Voca- 
tional Education,  has  developed  the  scale  given  on  this  page. 

6.  ADEQUATE  SUPERVISION  OF  THE  LOCAL  PROGRAM  OF  VOCA- 
TIONAL EDUCATION. 

An  essential  factor  in  maintaining  a  local  program  of  vocational 
education  up  to  the  required  standards  is  adequate  local  supervision. 
As  the  adequate  supervision  of  the  local  program  of  vocational  educa- 
tion is  a  vital  factor,  the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education 
has  extended  the  use  of  teacher-training  funds  to  provide  for  local 
supervisors  of  vocational  education.  The  California  State  Board  for 
Vocational  Education  has  accepted  the  new  ruling,  and  is  cooperating 
with  the  educational  governing  authorities  concerned  in  counties  and 
districts  and  with  the  state  teachers'  colleges,  in  providing  local  super- 
visors of  vocational  education.  The  geneWil  plan  for  local  suj^ei'vision 
is  the  following :

TEN     FUNDAMENTAL     CHARACTERISTICS     OF     A     VOCATIONAL     PROGRAM. 
By    J.    C.    V\''right. 

A.  Instruction  in  order  to  be  effective  with  vocational  students  must  be  given  to 
selected  groups. 

B.  The  suhject  matter  to  be  taught  must  be  such  as  directly  functions  in  the  work 
for  which  the  pupil  is  being  trained. 

C.  Instructors  must  have  been  occupati<inally  trained  in  tlie  trade  or  occupadoii 
they  are  to  teach. 

D.  Individual  instruction  should  be  given'  whenever  necessary  to  the  progress  of 
any  member  of  the  group. 

E.  Each  i-iuUvidual  member  of  the  group  should  be  permitted  to  progress  as  rapidly 
as  his  or  her  ability  will  permit  and  promotions  should  be  made  at  any  time  on  the 
basis  of  ability  to  do  tlie  work  required. 

F.  Effective  training  for  work  can  best  be  given  on  a  real  job. 

G.  All  subject  matter  and  training  should  be  arranged  in  the  most  effective 
instructional  order  of  difficulty. 

H.  The  pupil  while  being  trained  should  be  placed  in  an  occupational  atmosphere 
and  environment. 

I.  The  instruction  and  training  should  be  based  upon  prevailing  occupational 
standards. 

J.  Repetitive  training  in  the  various  operations  should  be  given  such  as  will 
enable  the  learner  to  begin  work  as  an  economic  a.sset  rather  than  as  an  economic 
liability  to  his  employer. 

G — 481. 'ia 
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General  plan  for  local  supervision. 

Tlie  general  plan  for  local  supervision  shall  include  the  following : 

A.  A  conference  or  survey  with  the  local  authorities  concerned  to 
determine  whether  or  not  there  is  need  for  the  services  of  a  local 
supervisor,  eitlier  part-time  or  full-time. 

B.  A  qualified  candidate  agreed  upon  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, and  the  local  authorities  concerned. 

C.  A  written  agreement  between  the  State  Board  of  Education  and 
the  local  authorities  concerned,  setting  forth  specificallj'  the  following : 

a.  Qualifications  of  the  local  supervisor. 

b.  Duties  of  the  local  supervisor. 

c.  Responsibility  assumed  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

d.  Reimbursement  to  the  local  authorities  concerned  from  state  and 
federal  funds. 

The  local  supervisor  is  "a  key  person"  in  establishing  the  com- 
iiiunity  contacts  tliat  promote  the  establishment  of  effective  placement 
and  follow-up  service,  and  tliereby  insure  the  marketability  of  the 
product  of  vocational  education.  The  type  of  organization  for  place- 
ment and  follow-up  service  is  suggested  in  the  chart  on  page  37. 

III.     PLACEMENT    AND    FOLLOW-UP    SERVICE    TO    MEASURE    THE 
SUCCESS   "ON    THE   JOB"   OF   THE    INDIVIDUALS   TRAINED. 
Marketable  school  product. 

^Marketable  school  product  is  not  made  by  merely  teaching  subjects 
as  such,  but  rather  by  teaching  subjects  in  terms  of  the  places  in  life 
which  the  individuals  will  some  day  fill.  Teachers  must  think  of 
their  teaching  as  a  means  of  helping  individuals  "to  find  their  places 
in  life."  With  that  viewpoint  in  teaching,  there  are  two  distinct  ways 
of  making  individuals  marketable.  One  way  is  to  fit  them  for  the 
jirofessions,  and  the  other  way  is  to  fit  them  for  the  occupations  which 
do  not  require  professional  training. 
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Chart  No.  VII. 
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The  public  schools  are  charged  Avith  the  responsibility  of  training 
individuals  successfully  for  the  two  services  which  are  usually  desig- 
nated as  the  professional  and  the  nonprofessional.  The  state  plan  of 
vocational  education  is  a  specific  aid  to  school  administrators  in  mak- 
ing provision  for  the  adequate  training  of  individuals  who  are  engaged 
in,  or  who  are  planning  to  enter,  the  occupations  in  the  nonprofessional 
lields. 

Every  teacher  should  be  vitally  concerned  with  helping  to  turn  out 
marketable  school  product.  The  degree  to  which  school  product  is 
marketable  in  the  professional  and  in  the  nonprofessional  fields,  deter- 
mines the  degree  to  which  all  education  is  effective. 


IV.     SUCCESSFUL   PLACEMENTS. 

Successful  placements  constitute  marketable  scliool  product.  Con- 
crete cases  are  given  in  each  of  the  division  reports  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Vocational  Education. 

Successful  placements  in  the  last  analysis  determine  the  effectiveness 
of  vocational  education  of  less-than-college  grade.     It  is  gratifying  to 
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note  that  each  yeai"  the  seliools  maintaining  federal  and  state  aided 
vocational  classes  are  rei^orting  a  greater  number  of  successful  place- 
ments.

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DIVISION   II. 

HOME-MAKING  EDUCATION  IN  FEDERAL  AND  STATE-AIDED 
CLASSES  OF  JUNIOR  AND  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOLS.

Courses    in 


Vocational  edvicatioii  in  home-making  for  girls  over  fourteen  years 
of  age  provides  instruction  in  all  of  the  important  responsibilities  of 
the  home,  in  addition  to  certain  academic  instruction,  including 
English,  citizenship,  matliematics,  music,  home  art,  and  home  science. 
The  course  is  adapted  to  the  needs  and  capacities  of  the  individuals  o£ 
the  group,  and  is  rapidly  gaining  recognition  in  small  communities 
as  a  higidy  commendable  type  for  one  or  two  years  of  a  four-year 
high  school  curriculum;  and  is  recognized  as  pai'ticularly  desirable  for 
girls  who  will  not  complete  a  liigli  school  education. 


The  Market  Woman.  Tlie  Doctor,  Tlie  Inn  Keeper,  Tlie  Maid,  Tlie 
Policeman,  Tlie  Fairy  Godmother,  characters  in  "The  Golden  Goose." 
The  play  was  used  as  a  project  in  English  and  Art,  and  was  presented 
before  the  student  body  of  the  school  by  the  All-day  Vocational  Home 
Economics   class   at   Tompkins   Junior   High   School,    Oakland,    California. 

These  groups  of  students  are  maintained  as  separate  classes  in  all 
subjects,  in  order  that  the  right  tj'^pe  of  education  may  be  assured  for 
the  sake  of  the  promotional  features  of  the  vocational  program,  namely, 
(1)  the  recognition  of  home-making,  education  as  basic  in  the  educa- 
tion of  girls  and  women;  (2)  the  enriching  of  home-making  coiirses 
to  include  instruction  in  all  of  the  important  responsibilities  of  the 
home;  (3)  the  organization  of  this  instruction  in  a  covu'se  of  one  or 
two  years  in  length,  instead  of  di.stributing  it  throughout  a  four-year 
period,  when  statistics  show  that  jjractically  50  per  cent  of  the  enroll- 
ment of  the  high  school  will  have  left  the  public  school  system  as  full- 
time  pupils  by  the  close  of  the  tenth  year;  (4)  the  modification  of  the 
usual  academic  courses  to  more  definitely  meet  the  capacities  and 
interests  of  the  individual  student. 
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Although  for  the  year  1924-25  the  state  had  an  increase  of  $8,656.94 
for  Home-Making:  Eilueation  over  the  allowance  for  the  preceding 
year,  yet  the  claims  liad  to  be  prorated  to.  come  -within  the  twenty 
per  cent  limitation  of  the  Federal  Act  for  Home  Economics. 

The  total  claims  for  full-time  day  classes  for  girls  and  part-time 
classes  for  Avomen  for  the  year  1925-26  amounted  to  $55,388.16,  and 
the  fund  available  to  meet  the  same  was  $51,341.66. 

The  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  course  will  receive  recognition 
as  a  basic  requirement  in  the  education  of  gii*ls  in  many  schools.  There 
is  an  increasing  interest  in  the  plan  in  rural  communities  from  year 
to  year. 

The  next  step  in  progress  will  probably  be  the  establishment  of 
cooperative  supervision  between  the  teacher-training  institutions  and 
the  public  schools  througli  which  will  eventually  develop  a  plan  for 
itinerant  teacher-training. 

PART-TIME    VOCATIONAL    EXTENSION    INSTRUCTION    IN    HOME- 
MAKING    FOR    WOMEN. 

These  classes  are  held  for  a  minimum  of  four  hours  per  week  as 
special  day  classes,  and  instruction  may  be  proviled  in  any  phase  of 
home-making,  including  child  care  an  1  child  training,  home  art,  nutri- 
tion, business  law,  and  home  accounting;  as  well  as  in  food  prepara- 
tion and  service,  and  home  sewijig  and  the  study  of  dress.  These 
classes  first  introduced  the  opportunity  for  women  to  secure  educa- 
tional service  from  tlie  high  schools  in  the  day  time,  rather  than  at 
night.  Most  women  not  engaged  in  gainful  occupations  can  attend 
class  most  conveniently  in  the  afternoon  hours. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  organize  classes  in  millinery  and  dressmaking, 
siiu'e  the  housewife  can  make  a  very  substantial  contribution  to  the 
family  budget  by  personally  providing  the  clothing  of  the  family. 
With  training,  many  entere  I  the  occupations  of  dres-;making  and 
millinery  as  wage  earners. 

Although  there  was  a  recognition  on  the  part  of  school  authorities 
for  the  need  for  organized  instruction  in  child  care  and  child  training, 
and  considerable  promotional  Avork  Avas  done  to  this  end,  the  lack  of 
teachers  prepared  to  recruit  and  instruct  mothers  satisfactorily  in 
this  important  responsibility  made  it  impossible  to  organize  an  accept- 
able program  of  instruction. 

HOME    ECONOMICS   TEACHER-TRAINING. 

Therefore,  tAvo  years  ago  the  State  Plan  for  Vocational  Education 
in  Home  Economics  Avas  modified,  in  an  attempt  to  extend  the  teacher- 
training  facilities  of  certain  institutions  to  include  the  definite  prepara- 
tion of  teachers  of  adult  and  part-time  education  through  the  project 
of  child  care  and  child  training. 

This  plan  involves  the  adjustment  of  content  in  special  education 
courses,  the  establishment  of-adult  classes  for  practice  teaching,  in 
connection  Avith  the  institutions,  the  inclusion  of  a  nursery  project 
or  a  substitute,  and  a  rcA'italizing  and  refocusing  of  the  content  in 
home-making  courses ;  as  Avell  as  a  study  of,  and  practice  in,  assembling 
iind  using  the  community  forces  to  this  end. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  vocational  program  in  1917-18,  Avomen 
who  are  experienced  home-makers  have  been  trained  as  home  economics 
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teachers.  It  is  in  connection  with  the  training  of  these  women  that 
the  child  training  and  child  care  project  is  being  developed.  A  large 
number  of  these  M'omen  have  had  maternal  experience.  A  special 
effort  has  been  made  to  adjust  tlie  training  to  their  home-making 
experience. 

This  plan  for  this  biennium  has  been  in  operation  in  the  state 
teachers'  colleges  at  San  Jose  and  at  Chico,  and  in  the  Southern 
Branch  of  the  State  University  in  Los  Angeles.

■.project  of  child  care  aAd  training  at  Sari  Jose  State  Teachers  College, 
California. 

At  Chico  State  Teachers  College  a  special  study  of  measuring  the 
home-making  experience  and  adjusting  the  instruction  to  the  same 
was  made  in  a  foods  course  set  aside  for  this  purpose,  with  consider- 
able success. 

A  baby  clinic  and  nursery  center  in  the  city  was  used  for  child  care 
work. 

A  special  course  in  vocational  education,  including  part-time  and 
adult  education  was  introduced  and  is  now  required  of  all  students 
preparing  as  home-economics  teacliers. 
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At  San  Jose  State  Teachers  College  a  similar  course  in  education 
l)as  been  organized  and  is  required  of  all  students  preparing  as  home 
economics  teachers.  This  course  lias  been  offered  during  the  summer 
session  for  the  past  two  years. 

Contacts  wei-e  first  made  for  training  and  observation  Avith  the 
nurseries,  clinics,  and  orphanages  of  the  community.  This  year  the 
development  of  the  work  made  it  possible  to  equip  and  organize  a 
nursery  laboratory  in  the  institution  with  children  under  three  years 
of  age.  The  youngest  was  nine  months  old.  The  plan  provided  for 
carrying  the  training  into  the  homes  of  the  children.  Next  year  a 
class  of  mothers  will  be  organized  in  the  institution  for  practice  teach- 
ing purposes. 

In  Los  Angeles,  in  the  Southern  Branch  of  the  State  University,  a 
special  course  in  education  was  introduced,  also  one  in  child  care.  Con- 
tacts were  made  with  the  adult  and  part-time  work  of  the  city  public 
school  system,  for  observation  for  students  in  training.  Practice  teach- 
ing facilities  in  home  economics  were  arranged  in  one  of  the  large  city 
high  schools.  The  radio  was  found  of  great  service  in  recruiting 
experienced  home-makers  to  train  as  home  economics  teachers. 

The  institution  will  take  the  next  step  this  coming  year  to  organize 
an  adult  Class  in  the  institution  as  a  part  of  its  practice  teaching 
e(iuipment. 

After  the  firm  establishment  of  these  centers  in  the  institutions  is 
attained,  educational  service  of  a  similar  nature  will  be  offered  to  the 
teachers  in  the  field. 

SUMMER    SESSION    PROGRAM. 

In  addition,  considerable  attention  lias  l)een  given  to  the  develop- 
ment of  summer  session  programs  in  certain  institutions  and  vocational 
funds  have  been  applied  for  the  sui)port  of  this  work.  Special  atten- 
tion has  been  given  to  the  developinent  of  more  comprehensive  courses 
in  education,  dealing  with  the  vocational  aspects  of  home-making 
education,  of  courses  in  home  art ;  and  in  general  the  buildnig  up  of 
summer  session  programs  to  meet  the  recognized  needs  of  the  teachers 
in  service. 

FUTURE    DEVELOPMENT. 

These  plans  are  in  their  second  year  of  development,  l)Ut  when 
better  understood  and  develoi^ed  to  their  maximum  possibilities,  should 
enable  these  institutions  to  turn  out  home  economics  teachers  with 
experience  and  training  who  should  de'\'elop  as  leaders  in  the  solution 
of  home-making  problems,  particularly  iuA'oh'ing  child  care  and  child 
training ;  effective  in  so  far  as  institutions  and  individuals  outside  the 
home  can  function  from  this  standpoint.

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DIVISION  III. 
WHAT  IS  TRADE  AND  INDUSTRIAL  EDUCATION? 

By  J.  C.  BeswicKj  State  Supervisor  of  Trade  and  Industrial  Education. 

Trade  and  industrial  education  is  an  organized  program  of  selected 
experiences  from  the  field  of  trades  and  industries,  designed  to  prepare 
individuals  for  gainful  occupations. 

Training  programs  are  carried  on  by  private  agencies,  industrial 
organizations,  labor  groups,  and  others,  each  having  immediate  objec- 
tives and  methods.  The  State  Department  of  Vocational  Education 
is  interested  in  these  programs,  and  cooperates  and  counsels  with  these 
agencies.  However,  the  major  activities  of  the  Department  have  to 
do  with  trade  and  industrial  education  as  a  responsibility  of  secondary 
education.  These  activities  are  carried  on  through  the  Federal  and 
State  Vocational  Education  Acts,  in  connection  with  schools  of  less- 
than-college  grade. 

The  dominant  purpose  of  all  trade  and  industrial  education  is  the 
development  of  craft  knowledge  and  craft  skill,  so  that  one  maj^ 
become  an  asset  to  himself  and  to  industry.  It  is  well  understood  that 
trade  and  industrial  education,  as  well  as  all  phases  of  vocational 
education  in  California,  is  based  upon  a  sound  philosophy,  which  aims 
to  fit  the  great  mass  of  our  young  people  who  must  engage  in  non- 
professional work  to  assume  their  rightful  places  in  our  democracy 
as  efficient,  healtliy,  happy  workers,  and  well-balanced  citizens  of 
high  character. 

Vocational  training  makes  careful  and  ample  provision  for  the 
needs  of  the  individual  to  accomi)lish  the  aboA'e  stated  aims.  Adequate 
instruction  is  given  in  such  subjects  as  Englisli,  history,  science, 
mathematics,  civios,  and  physical  education,  in  addition  to  tlu-  craft 
training. 

The  course*!  arc  designed  to  cultivate  in  the  students  the  old-fashioned 
virtues  of  thrift,  integrity,  industry,  initiative,  constructive  action, 
and  human  care,  so  that  they  may  have  clear  minds  in  sturdy  bodies. 
They  also  aim  to  inculcate  the  idea  that  the  miracle  of  making  men 
rich,  happy,  and  independent,  is  accomplished  only  through  work . 
well  done. 

TYPE   COURSES    IN    TRADE   AND    INDUSTRIAL    EDUCATION. 

The  types  of  training  promoted  and  now  operating  in  connection 
with  the  secondary  school  program  may  be  classified  and  briefly 
described  as  follows : 

I.    PRE-EMPLOYMENT. 

Courses  given  in  the  all-day  classes  in  high  school,  provide  as  much 
trade  knowledge  and  skill  as  is  possible  in  the  school  plant,  together 
with  the  technical  and  general  technical  instruction  required  for  a 
well-rounded  trade  and  general  education. 

Note. — The  different  trades  and  occupations,  the  number  of  classics  in  each,  tho 
number  of  school.?,  the  enrollment  and  reimbursement,  are  presented  in  the  statis- 
tical  tables  at  the   end  of   this  report. 

When  such  courses  are  organized  to  meet  the  requirenieiats  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  as  outlined  in  Bulletin  23-A,  California 
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State  Plan  for  Vocational  Education,  the  learner  may  receive  a  regular 
liigh  school  diploma,  and  at  the  same  time  be  equipped  to  meet  the 
minimum  standards  of  employment  in  a  definite  occupation.  His 
preparation  also  entitles  him  to  iiniversitj^  entrance,  on  the  principal's 
recommendation. 

TELEGRAPHY. 

The  field  for  telegraphy  is  a  large  one  covei'ing  a  vast  territory. 
The  Western  Union,  Federal,  and  Postal  Telegraph  Companies, 
together  with  the  Southern  Pacific,  Union  Pacific,  and  Santa  Fe  Rail- 
way Com^^anies  are  employers  of  operators.  To  this  list  may  be  added 
oil  comi^anies,  the  Associated  Press,  the  International  News  and  stock 
brokers,  the  latter  of  which  depend  largely  upon  the  telegraph  for 
accuracy  of  figures  and  pay  the  largest  salaries.

William  Riehl  was  graduated  from  the  electrical  course  of 
the  McClymonds  High  School.  He  started  work  with  the 
Otis  Elevator  Company,  San  Francisco.  At  prespnt  he  is 
with  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  working  in  the  electri- 
cal department  of  the  car  shops  located  in  Oakland,  Califor- 
nia, as  apprentice  electrician  and  is  receiving  $4  a  day. 

Tlie  telegraph  cour.se  as  offered  is  organized  to  meet  the  reiiuire- 
ments  of  the  employing  companies ;  a  library  is  maintained  by  the 
school  for  extension  instruction  which  enables  ambitious  students  to 
become  expert  in  the  various  lines  of  telegraphic  work. 

The  time  usunlly  required  for  the  completion  of  the  course  is  ten 
months,  but  depends  largely  u])on  the  individual.  This  department 
is  able,  on  account  of  tlie  nature  of  the  work,  to  be  more  lenient  as 
to  educational  requirements  tlian  is  possible  in  most  other  types  of 
vocational  work.  A  fair  operator  can  be  made  from  an  eighth  grade 
student,  but  of  course  the  greater  the  educational  background  the 
more  profi(iient  and  more  profitable  the  wor]\  may  become.  High 
.scliool  boys;  and  girls  above  the  age  of  sixteen,  higli  scliool  graduates 
if  possible,  make  excellent  students  arid  the  records  show  such  students 
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acquire  a  more  complete  training,  over  a  shorter  period  and  obtain 
a  readier  placement. 

Both  day  and  evening  classes  arc  offered.  Only  a  few  of  the 
major  physical  handicaps  are  a  bar  to  success  in  this, work. 

II.     COOPERATIVE    TRAINING. 
A.     Alternate  work  and  study   plan. 

Because  of  the  need  for  apprentices  and  because  schools  can  not 
set  up  proper  working  conditions  in  many  trades,  cooperative  part- 
time  programs,  i.e.,  part  time  in  school  and  part  time  in  occupational 
work,  are  organized  with  proper  coordination.

The  cooperative  part-time  work  functions  under  the  following  con- 
ditions: 

.  1.  In  large  centers,  where  there  are  one  or  more  large  iudustrial 
plants  requiring  the  training  of  apprentices  for  a  specific  .traxifi:,- e.g., 
.the  Axelson  Machine  Company  of.  Huntington  Park,  traijis  .twenty 
apprentices  in  machine  shop  practice  in  an  alternate  week  plan,  a  week 
in  the  plant,  and  a  week  in  school.  Under  this  plan  the  boys  will 
graduate  with  a  regular  high  school  diploma,  and  a  diploma  of  appren- 
ticeship. A  trade  instructor  in  the  plant  gives  all  of  the  trade  train- 
ing and  technical  instruction.  Tlie  high  school  provides  the  general 
technical  instruction. 

2.  In  small  communities,  where  there  is  but  one  large  plant  or 
.dominant. industry,  or  a  group  of  small  plants  requiring  a  fqw  boys 
for  each  of  several  depai'tments  oii  trades  within .  the  iudustiy,  .o.ne 
or  nlore  apprentices  can  be  indentured  for  each  trade  or  department.

In  each  ease  the  foreman  or  selected  journeyman  worker  is  certified 
to  instruct  the  apprentices  in  the  craft,  the  school  handling  the 
general  technical  instruction.  Such  a  program  is  being  carried  out 
at  the  Fort  Bragg  I'nion  High  School  in  cooperation  with  the  Union 
Lumber  Co.  and  with  other  payroll  groups  employing  one  or  more 
apprentices. 

Cooperative  part-time  work  is  also  done  at  the  Manteea  Union  High 
School,  where  they  have  placed  students  in  various  payroll  jobs  on 
a  cooperative  part-time  basis. 

An  outstanding  piece  of  cooperative  part-time  work  is  being  done 
at  the  Johii  Fremont  High  School,  Los  Angeles,  in  cooperation  with 
the  Union  Pacific  Shops  and  also  in  cooperation  with  several  other 
local  industries. 

SUCCESS  IS  JUST  ONE  GOOD  STEP  AFTER  ANOTHER. 


Charles  Abbott.  His  first  job  was  in  the  tool  room  of 
the  Caterpillar  Ti-actor  Company,  working  there  continu- 
ously until  the  present  time.  He  began  at  $9  a  week,  and 
is  now  receiving  $21.35  a  week. 


B.      Part-time    trade    extension. 

1.  This  type  of  training  offers  opportunity  for  a  community  to 
set  up  training  on  a  cooperative  part-time  basis  for  those  who  are 
employed  in  plants  or  in  skilled  trades  outside  of  plants  such  as  the 
building  trades.  Under  this  plan  the  worker  spends  the  required 
number  of  hours  on  the  job,  and  four  to  eight  hours  per  week  in  school 
receiving  instruction  in  subjects  relating  directly  to  his  trade,  and  in 
citizenship.  These  courses  are  trade  and  industrial  in  character,  and 
have  a  definite  trade  purpose  to  help  the  men  in  their  present  occupa- 
tions, or  to  lead  to  promotion  oi-  advancement. 

Examples:  At  tlie  Caterpillar  Tractor  Company's  Plant,  at  San 
Lcandro,  such  training  is  given  in  cooperation  with  the  Oakland 
School  Sy.stem.  A  full-time  instructor  is  employed  who  gives  all 
trade  instruction  in  the  plant,  on  production,  and  also  all  technical 
aud  general  fefchuical  instruction  in  the  plant  school.

Such  apprenticeship  training?  is  also  carried  on  at  the  Southern 
Pacific  Shops,  in  cooperation  with  the  Roseville  Union  High  School. 
Here  the  plant  foreman  gives  the  craft  training  in  the  Southern 
Pacific  Shops,  and  the  technical  and  general  technical  instruction  is

given  by  a  graduate  engineer,  who  is  an  in.structor  in  the  local  liigli 
school. 

In  both  instances,  the  school  instruction  is  carried  on  during  the 
day  on  the  company's  time,  in  a  specially  e(nii])ped  school  on  the 
grounds  of  the  ]:)lant. 
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Los  Angeles  is  doing  an  outstanding  piece  of  work  in  trade  extension 
for  indentured  apprentices  for  bricklaying.  The  students  spend  four 
liours  per  week  in  tlie  school  doing  practical  Avork  and  getting  the 
related  technical  and  general  technical  instruction  on  the  job. 

In  smaller  communities,  where  there  is  no  dominant  industrj^,  but 
several  occupations  offering  employment,  a  group  of  boys  can  be 
trained  for  definite  employment  by  placing  one  or  more  boys  in  each 
occupation.  In  this  ease,  a  coordinator  is  recommended  to  coordinate 
the  occupational  training  and  the  school  instruction.  Eureka  High 
School  has  worked  out  a  successful  program  of  training  for  several 
occupation  under  this  part-time  plan. 

It  is  the  plan  of  the  department  during  the  next  two  years  to  pro- 
mote this  type  of  training,   as  it  offers  opportunity  to   expand  the

training  program  to  include  manj^  more  trades,  which  otherwise  could 
not  be  given  as  a  part  of  the  secondary  school  program. 


III.    EVENING  SCHOOLS— TRADE   EXTENSION. 

While  evening  school  classes  in  trade  extension  are  not  included  in 
the  state  plan  for  reimbursement,  a  continuously  expanding  program 
of  trade  preparatory  and  trade  extension  work  is  given  in  evening 
schools.  In  large  industrial  -centers,  many  trade  extension  classes 
are  organized  purely  for  indentured  trade  apprentices. 
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COURSES  PREPARING  FOR  OPPORTUNITIES  IN    INDUSTRIAL 
EMPLOYMENT. 

The  first  quarter  of  this  century  has  seen  the  development  of  thei 
automobik',  electricity,  motion  pictures,  the  aeroplane,  and  the  radio. 
Just  fifty  years  ag-o,  the  first  telephone  message  was  sent. 

In  this  mechanical,  organizing  age,  industry  is  becoming  more 
scientific,  and  demands  intelligent,  well-trained  workers.  The  condi- 
tions of  modern  industrial  employment  offer  the  greatest  encourage- 
ment to  the  urge  to  create,  and  to  individual  initiative. 

The  very  nature  of  the  training  for  highly  skilled  trades,  offers 
opiiortunity  for  an  excellent  program  of  education.  Here,  technical 
and  general  technical  information,  together  with  the  training  in  craft

Los  Angeles  is  fast  becoming  one  of  the  great  manufacturing  centers  of 
the  United  States.  Probably  no  industry  has  developed  more  rapidly  than  that 
of  garment  manufacturing.  Today  they  have  approximately  three  hundred 
and  fifty  garment  manufacturing  establishments  doing  a  healthy  business. 
True,  many  of  these  establishments  are  small  but  the  great  variety  of  work 
being  done  makes  them  important  and  calls  for  girls  and  women  with 
special  training.  This  is  particularl.v  true  of  the  operation  of  special 
inachines. 

skill  and  trade  experience,  stimulates  thought  and  helps  the  worker 
to  visualize  ways  of  improving  industrial  and  trade  methods,  indus- 
trial processes  and  machinery. 

All  industries  are  now  in  an  era  of  the  greatest  world  competition 
ever  experienced.  It  will  require  the  keenest  business  intelligence  to 
meet  it  if  we  are  to  maintain  our  high  standards  of  living  and  hold 
our  own  in  domestic  and  foreign  trade. 
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The  youth  in  our  schools  is  the  most  valuable  source  from  which 
industry  can  recruit  tlie  hig-hest  type  of  workers  essential  to  continued 
prosperity.  Xor  sliould  we  underestimate  the  importance  of  industrial 
and  economic  prosperity  to  the  whole  advance  of  society.  Science, 
art,  religion,  education,  all  uiake  tlieir  srreat  progress  in  eras  of 
prosperity. 

NEED    FOR    ADVISORY   COMMITTEES. 

To  organize  a  traininsr  program  tliat  ^^ill  transform  our  youth  into 
efificient  Avorkers  and  wortliy  citizens  is  the  common  responsibility 
of  ediicatoi-s,  employers,  and  craft  groups.  Only  through  their  coop- 
eration and  collective  effort  can  the  best  interests  of  all  be  advanced. 

Th.e  idea  that  the  scliools  can  render  a  service  to  industry  is  an  idea 

that  mu.st  grow  and  is  growing  witli  industry.     Industry  and  business 

'tell  us  that  their  most   serious  problem  is  not  the  technical  nor  the 

economic  process,  but  the  complicated  play  of  human  emotions,  wliich 

is  called  human  nature. 

It  is  tins  precious  human  material  with  which  the  educator  must 
deal.  The  wisdom  exercised  by  those  who  prepare  this  human  product 
for  employment  largely  determines  the  degree  of  success  in  life  the 
individual  attains,  and  affects  the  quality  of  success  in  industry,  and 
the  state's  prosperity  as  a  whole. 

If  it  is  bad  business  practice  to  dump  our  proilucts  indiscriminately 
wjtliout  definite  consignment  upon  uncertain  markets,  it  is  worse 
practice  to  dump  the  school  product  unprepared  ixpon  the  markets  of 
employment,  because  the  young  people  tliemselves,  the  employer,  and 
the  community  must  stand  tlie  loss. 

3Iueh  time  and  effort  of  the  state  supervisor  have  been  devoted  to 
coordinating  the  community  and  the  school.  He  has  brought  together 
to  discuss  and  clearly  understand  their  common  problems,  representa- 
tive educators,  employers,  and  craft  groups.  Advi.sorv  committees 
liave  thus  been  formed  to  assist  in  formulating  an  adecjuate  training 
program,  based  on  the  communities'  neeils. 

COMMUNITY    NEEDS. 

In  our  large  industrial  centers,  the  need  is  for  a  centralized  trade 
school,  setting  \ip  all  types  of  training,  such  as  the  community  needs. 
There  is  also  need  for  setting  up  more  training  in  day  and  evening 
schools,  along  the  trade  preparatory  and  trade  extension  lines,  for 
apprentices  and  adults,  for  the  upgra:ling  of  journeymen  workmen  to 
meet  the  changing  conditions  and  advancement   in  the  skilled  crafts. 

DEVELOPMENTS. 

The  past  biennium  marks  a  period  of  great  advancement  in  the 
new  era  of  educational  opportunity  for  mery  boy  and  girl.  It  takes 
a  long  time  to  change  mental  attitudes,  but  much  progress  has  been 
made  in  overcoming  the  tradition  of  class  education  in  this  state,  and 
in  creating  a  new  mental  attitude  on  the  part  of  educators,  employers, 
labor  groups,  and  others  who  make  up  the  fabric  of  societ.v,  as  to  their 
combined  responsibilities  of  pi-oviding  adequate  educational  facilities 
for  those  who  do  not  go  on  to  higher  institutions  of  learning. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  ever-increasing  number  of  schools  whose 
administrators  are  earnestly  attacking  the  problem  of  preparing  the 
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wliole  seliool  protluct  for  definite  eai-eers,  l)a.sed  upon  tiieir  cai)acitie.s 
and  needs.  In  tlieir  endeavor  to  eliminate!  tlie  liumaii  waste  entailed 
upon  entering  employment  with  no  definite  training:,  tliey  are  seeking' 
the  cooperation  of  employers  and  craft  groups. 

More  and  more  the  school  is  becoming  a  vital  part  of  the  connuunity 
life,  and  not  a  thing  apart  from  it,  expanding  its  service  in  many 
lines.  Educators  are  increasing  their  demands  on  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Vocational  Education  for  service,  and  from  industry  and 
labor  groups  and  industrial  organizations  have  come  greater  requests 
for  apprenticeship  training  and  cooperative  part-time  training  on  the 
job.  The  building  trades  have  asked  for  more  trade  extension  classes 
for  indentured  apprentices.  This  type  ot  work  should  be  promoted, 
both  to  special  day  and  evening  classes,  to  laKe  care  of  the  growings 
demand  for  highly  skilled  mechanics.

FRANK    WIGGINS    TRADE    SCHOOL. 

An  outstanding  development  is  the  Frank  Wiggins  Trade  School 
of  Los  Angeles.  A  new  million  dollar  building,  where  all  types  of 
vocational  training  will  1)e  set  up  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  skilled  and 
semiskilled  crafts,  is  now  ixnder  construction. 

EVENING   SCHOOLS. 

The  adult  group  make  up  the  large  attendance  of  evening  school 
classes,  which  supplement  more  and  more  their  daily  employment  in 
trade  and  industrial  occupations. 

The  growth  and  development  of  industries,  many  highly  six-cializt'd. 
and  the  earnest  desire  on  the  part  of  evening  sciiool  administrators 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community  are  the  factors  wiiicJi  have  brought 
about  the  increasing  evening  school  attendance.

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The  1924-25  enrollment  of  105,325  was  about  a  13  per  cent  increase 
over  the  previous  year.  This  year's  increase  will  approximate  that 
of  last  3'ear.  The  advisability  of  setting  up  standards  for  evening 
school  classes  should  receive  attention  that  the  services  rendered  may 
be  more  efficient  and  justify  the  cost. 

TEACHER    TRAINING. 

The  trade  and  industrial  teacher-training  at  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia (Los  Angeles  and  Berkeley),  under  the  cooperative  arrange- 
ment between  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  the  University  of 
California,  shows  excellent  progress. 

Great  care  is  being  shown  in  selecting  high  type  workers,  both  men 
and  women,  to  become  our  trade  instructors. 

Expanding  the  requirement  for  trade  and  industrial  teacher  train- 
ing should  improve  the  general  tone  of  the  work.     The  Division  of

Vocational  Education  at  the  University  of  California  is  to  be  highly 
complimented  on  its  publications,  studies,  and  analyses  of  special 
trades,  which  are  being  used  througliout  the  United  States. 

The  amendment  to  the  federal  act,  permitting  the  use  of  federal 
and  state  trade  and  industrial  teacher-li-aining  funds  to  pay  part  of 
the  salaries  of  local  supervisors  in  the  trade  and  industrial  field  in 
certain  industrial  centers  of  the  state,  can  not  fail  to  upgrade  and 
promote  more  efficient  trade  and  iiidiisliMjiI  classes  in  tliose  centers, 
witli  great  beiiefit  to  all  concerned.     This  is  ;i  genuine  sign  of  progress. 


FOREMAN    TRAINING. 

One  of  the  outstanding  aceomplisiiinenls  was  tlie  foreman  training 
conference  conducted  at  the  Sontiieru  Pacific  shops,  at  Sacramento, 
by  the  Federal    I'.oard    for   N'ocatioiial   Education,   and   the   California 
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State  Board  of  Education.  The  conference  leader  was  Mr.  Frank 
Cushman,  chief  of  the  trade  and  industrial  service  for  the  Federal 
Board  for  Vocational  Education. 

F'oreman  training  conferences  conducted  by  able  conference  leaders 
are  an  asset  to  industry  and  to  the  foremen. 

A  state-wide  program  for  training  foremen  conference  leaders,  who 
will  in  turn  conduct  foreman  training  in  their  own  plants  would 
materially  benefit  industry  througliout  the  state. 

SOME  FACTS  AND   FIGURES   PERTINENT  TO  OUR   FUTURE   PROGRAM. 

California  ranks  foi;rth  in  the  nation  in  Avealth,  fifth  in  the  value  of 
exports  (mostly  products  of  her  own  soil  and  of  industrial  develop- 
ment), sixth  in  population,  and  eighth  in  value  of  manufactured 
products.  Based  on  normal  increase,  experts  predict  a  ten  million 
population  by  1943. 

In  her  strategic  position  for  world  markets,  with  almost  unlimited 
natural  developments,  cheap  fuel  oil,  hydro-electric  power,  15  per  cent 
of  the  nation's  standing  timber,  great  mineral  wealth,  a  highly  devel- 
oped agriculture,  and  a  monopoly  of  climatic  conditions  pertinent  to 
manufacturing  efficiency,  and  a  lure  for  the  whole  population  of  the 
country,  California  faces  her  industrial  future  with  confidence. 

In  the  opinion  of  leading  analysts,  the  trend  of  the  industrial  devel- 
opment in  the  United  States  is  westward ;  the  future  of  woidd  trade 
lies  on  the  Pacific.  California  is  visualized  as  one  of  the  great  indus- 
trial centers  of  the  world. 

Asia,  with  her  millions,  offers  greater  potential  markets  than  Europe. 
In  1925,  California's  foreign  commerce  had  reached  5.51  per  cent  of 
the  nation's  trade. 

With  3^  per  cent  of  the  nation's  popidation,  California  is  the  great- 
est producer  and  consumer  of  electricity,  producing  and  consuming 
12.77  per  cent  of  the  total  of  the  United  States. 

Within  ten  years,  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  reduced 
the  labor  content  30  per  cent  and  increased  the  number  of  jobs  in 
the  country  60  per  cent,  one  plant  turning  out  one  million  kilowatt 
hours  per  day. 

Hydro-electric  power  is  noAV  rated  as  one  of  our  staples  of  pro- 
duction. 

California  cotton  is  whiter,  has  greater  tensile  strengtli,  and  lias  a 
much  higher  yield  per  acre  than  elsewhere  in  this  country.  When 
properly  processed  and  its  quality  is  made  known  to  the  world  markets, 
the  industry  will  flourish.  All  agencies  throughout  the  state,  concerned 
with  the  development  of  the  cotton  industry,  are  coordinating  their 
efforts  to  insure  a  stable  development. 

Cotton,  wool,  silk,  hemp,  and  ramie,  are  raised  in  quantities  to 
support  industries  capable  of  multiple  expansion.  Our  textile  indu.stry 
already  runs  into  many  millions.  In  1923,  $175,000,000  worth  of 
textile  products  were  consumed  on  the  coast,  and  only  3  per  cent 
manufactured  here. 

Building  construction  and  lumbering,  our  business  barometers,  prog- 
ress steadily,  and  keep  pace  witli  the  population  increase. 

The  steel  industry  is  expanding  in  all  its  phases,  supplying  a 
growing  local  market.  California  has  the  largest  per  capita  consump- 
tion of  steel  products  in  the  United  States,  the  canning  industry,  oil 
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industry,  and  public  utility  g-roups  being  heavy  usei-s  of  steel  pro- 
ducts. 

The  automobile  and  our  highways  have  revolutionized  transporta- 
tion. The  largest  bus  and  truck  manufacturing  industries  west  of 
Chicago  are  in  California.  Nearly  800  towns  in  California  depend 
solely  upon  motor  vehicle  transportation.  The  possibilities  of  com- 
mercial aviation  are  being  investigated  by  leaders  in  state  development. 

While  it  is  not  expected  that  long-established  concerns  of  national 
scope,  and  conducting  national  advertising  campaigns  will  transfer 
their  plants  to  California,  yet  it  is  expected  that  they  will  conti)iue 
to  establish  branch  factories  here  as  they  are  doing.  iMany  independ- 
ent concerns  are  locating  in  our  state  also. 

The  population  is  increasing  at  a  rate  to  supply  industrial  workers 
and  to  consume  the  prodiicts  of  established  industries.  The  Pacific 
slope  markets  justify  the  making  of  a  large  proportion  of  the  follow- 
ing :  Textiles,  wearing  apparel,  hats,  boots  and  shoes,  jewelry,  tinware, 
Iiousehold  hardware,  iron  and  steel  products,  soap,  rubber  tires,  Avhich 
are  now  imported  to  the  value  of  $2,000,000,000  worth  annually. 

We  must  shape  our  California  industrial  education  program  witii 
a  view  to  the  future.     "Where  there  is  no  vision,  the  people  perish."

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DIVISION   IV. 
AGRICULTURAL  EDUCATION. 

By  Richard  J.  Werner,  State  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Education. 
PURPOSE    OF    AGRICULTURAL     EDUCATION. 

It  is  tile  purpose  of  vocational  courses  in  agriculture  to  aid  in 
developingr  a  type  of  American  farmer  avIio  possesses  managerial 
ability  and  business  capacity,  an  aptitude  for  farming,  and  the  neces- 
sary technical  knowledge  and  skill  to  produce  and  market  his  prod- 
ucts; and  also  one  who  is  capable  of  adapting  himself  to  our  con- 
stantly changing  social  and  economic  life.  * 

There  are,  approximately,  120,000  farmers  in  California  who  are 
being  replaced  at  the  rate  of  about  6500  per  ye:ir.  These  replacements 
Avill,  in  the  future,  come  from  four  sources:  the  farmers'  sons,  the 
sons  of  urban  dwellers,  immigrants  to  the  state,  and  those  in  urban 
communities  who  have  a  natural  love  for  country  life. 

Agricultural  education  is  being  adapted  to  supply  the  needs  of 
these  groups  of  persons.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  40,000  farm 
boys  in  our  high  schools.  Not  all  of  these  boys  Avill  become  farmers. 
Some  of  them,  doubtless,  are  better  fitted  by  nature  to  follow  some 
other  occupation  or  profession  in  life.  However,  in  the  studies  of 
occupations  of  boys,  it  has  been  found  that  a  very  high  correlation 
exists  between  the  work  which  a  boy  does  and  that  which  his  father 
does.  It  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  a  fair  proportion  of  the  40,000 
boys  will  engage  in  farming  as  a  livelihood. 

The  Commissioner  of  Vocational  Education  has  already  discussed 
the  need  of  the  out-of-sehool  group.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  the 
needs  of  the  rural  out-of-school  group  is  as  important  to  the  advance- 
ment of  rural  life  as  the  needs  of  the  city  out-of-school  group  is  to 
the  larger  centers  of  population. 

Concerning  the  group  of  city  boys  Avho  desire  to  become  farmers, 
little  by  Avay  of  estimates  regarding  numbers  can  be  made.  As  ha.s 
been  .said  before,  all  country  boys  should  not  be  encouraged  to  stay 
there,  nor  should  all  city  boys  stay  in  cities.  The  door  from  country 
to  city  and  from  city  to  country  should  swing  freely  in  each  di.'-ection. 
It  does.  The  lives  of  great  men  Avho  have  been  reared  in  the  country 
and  have  made  successes  in  the  city  have  proven  that  it  swings  one 
way.  The  successful  agricultural  activities  of  the  graduates  of  our 
city  agricultural  departments,  as  well  as  such  special  schools  as  the 
Chmo  Vocational  School,  the  Los  Angeles  City  Agricultural  Depart- 
ments, and  the  National  Farm  School  have  proven  that  it  swings  the 
other  way. 

Vv^henever  schemes  are  proposed  to  promote  a  "back  to  the  farm" 
movement  the  promoters  seem'  to  forget  that  when  the  farms  of  this 
country  offer  financial  and  living  conditions  comparable  to  other  lines 
of  work,  people  will  look  to  farming  as  an  occupation  and  livelihood. 
The  agricultural  history  of  our  country  is  replete  with  accounts  of 
movements  to  the  city  from  the  counti-y,  induced  by  low  returns  from 
farming  and  opportunities  for  good  wages  and  modern  conveniences 
in  the  city. 

The  introduction  of  new  and  improved  methoils  of  farming,^  the 
increased  use  of  machinery,  together  with  the  larger  scope  of  farm 
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lousiness  as  it  relates  particularly  to  problems  of  marketing  and  dis- 
tribution, all  point  to  the  necessity  of  the  coming,  as  well  as  the 
present  generation,  being  especially  equipped  to  enable  them  to  con- 
duct successfully  tliis  complex  and  ever  growing  business. 

These  needs  can  not  be  satisfied  in  a  short  period  of  time,  but 
definite  progress  is  being  made.  The  activities  of  the  agricultural 
division  during  the  past  biennium  have  been  centered  around  three 
fields  of  endeavor;  namely,  more  adequate  supervision  of  agricultural 
departments,  the  evening  school  program,  and  improved  method  of 
teacher-training. 

Supervision. 

The  supervision  in  agricultural  education  means  the  improvement 
of  a  going  program,  and  the  improvement  of  the  program  centers 
almost  entirely  around  the  improvement  of  teaching.  One  of  the 
chief  functions,  therefore,  of  the  supervisors  is  to  see  that  the  teachers 
on  the  job  are  successfully  carrying  out  their  work.  This  means 
that  each  school  must  be  visited  frequently,  and  with  each  visitation 
something  definitely   accomplished. 

Supervision  has  accomplished  more  in  the  past  two  years  than  any 
other  years  in  the  history  of  the  vocational  agricultural  work  in  the 
state.  This  has  been  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  greater  niunber  of  schools 
that  it  was  possible  to  visit,  and  from  the  fact  that  more  time  was 
spent  in  each  school  at  each  visitation.  The  number  of  schools  visited 
in  1924-25  was  78,  and  the  number  of  scliools  visited  in  1925-26  was  117. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  inspections  and  supervisory  visits  to  the 
various  schools  during  1925-26,  12  sectional  agricultural  conferences 
were  held,  in  which  discussion  on  the  improvement  of  the  type  of  agri- 
culture was  carried  on. 

Accomplishments. 

The  chief  accomplishments  for  the  past  two  years  have  been : 

1.  The  general  up-building  of  departments  so  that  for  the  most  part 
tlie  intent  and  purposes  of  the  Smitli-IIughes  program  for  vocational 
agriculture  is  being  carried  out  in  all  tlie  schools  in  the  state  that 
receive  reimbursement. 

2.  A  system  of  scoring  agricultural  departments  on  their  efficiency 
and  accomplishments  has  been  inaugurated,  and  all  schools  for  the 
past  two  years  have  sliown  a  marked  improvement. 

3.  Tlie  programs  for  the  various  high  school  agricultural  depart- 
ments have  been  greatly  enlarged  upon,  and  not  only  are  more  students 
receiving  tlie  benefits  under  the  instruction  in  agriculture,  but  many 
evening  courses  are  being  held  for  adult  farmers,  and  mucli  more 
service  is  rendered  to  tlie  community  as  a  whole  from  the  agricultural 
standpoint. 

4.  The  projects  being  carried  on  by  each  student  taking  the  voca- 
tional agricultural  work  have_  improved  90  per  cent  as  based  upon 
the  amount  of  net  returns  and  the  number  of  completions  for  the 
state  as  a  whole. 

Evening   School   Program. 

"Comparing  the  number  of  individuals  that  should  be  enrolled  in 
the  vocational  agricultural  classes  Avith  the  number  who  are  actually 
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enrolled,"  says  Secretary  II.  C.  Wallace  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  "shows  that  the  vocational  classes  have  reached 
only  one-thirtieth  of  those  >vlio  should  be  in  training." 

A  much  larger  number  should  be  enrolled  in  the  evening  classes  of 
vocational  agriculture.  We  have  made  a  definite  effort  to  determine 
the  possibilities  of  evening  school  work  in  California.  An  example  of 
one  successful  school  is  typical  of  what  can  be  done  in  practically 
every  agricultural  community  in  California. 

I.     DETERMINING    THE    POSSIBILITIES    OF    ORGANIZING 
AN    EVENING   CLASS. 

This  determination  Avas  made  through  personal  visits  to  the  farmers 
of  the  various  communities.  As  a  specific  illustration  of  the  method 
followed  I  quote  from  0.  F.  Lucksinger,  agricultural  teacher  of  the 
Gonzales  High  School,  Gonzales,  California.  "Since  it  was  a  new 
plan  in  tlie  high  school  district  it  was  deemed  advisable  that  we  should 
consult  tlie  farmers  to  see  if  there  was  need  of  a  course,  if  they  had 
any  problems  which  they  would  like  to  discuss,  and  if  they  were 
interested  in  adding  such  a  course. 

In  the  survey  we  found  there  were  fifteen  farmers  interested  in 
fruit  growing,  whereas  there  were  twenty-foiir  interested  in  dairying 
problems.  Since  the  dairy  industry  predominates  in  the  district  we 
decided  to  start  Avitli  a  course  in  dairying  to  be  followed  by  one  in 
fruit  growing." 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  only  part  of  four  days  Avas 
required  to  determine  the  above  named  facts  about  the  Gonzales  High 
School  District. 

II.     OUTLINING   THE   COURSE   TO    FIT   THE    NEEDS. 

Two  general  practices  liaA'e  been  followed  in  outlining  tlie  course ; 
(1)  a  representative  committee  of  the  community  outlined  the  course 
by  topics  and  dates,  (2)  the  course  was  outlined. at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  class. 

The  first  method  has  the  distiiict  advantage  of  giving  the  teacher 
something  definite  to  offer  the  farmer  as  he  goes  about  the  community 
securing  enrollment  for  the  class.  It  also  enables  the  teacher  to 
arrange  for  farmers  who  have  had  unusual  experience  in  special 
phases  of  the  work  to  be  present  on  the  evenings  their  specialized 
phase  of  the  work  is  to  be  discussed. 

There  is  usually  in  every  community  some  very  specialized  farmer 
who  will  gladly  give  the  class  the  advantage  of  his  experience.  For 
this  reason  it  is  to  the  teacher's  advantage  to  know  ahead  of  time 
in  order  that  he  may  arrange  for  these  men  to  be  present  on  the  dates 
desired. 

Lastly,  it  gives  the  teacher  an  opportunity  to  get  the  individual 
suggestions  for  changes  in  or  additions  to  the  course  as  he  completes 
the  enrollment  for  the  course.  In  this  way  the  teacher  will  get  some 
helpful  suggestions  which  can  not  be  had  from  group  discussion. 
By  thus  discussing  the  course  Avitli  individuals  of  the  class  the  teacher 
should  have  definitely  in  mind,  by  the  opening  of  the  course,  the 
procedure  to  follow  and  the  major  problem  of  emphasis  for  the  class. 
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III.     SECURING   THE    LEADER   OR    INSTRUCTOR. 

Four  different  practices  have  been  followed  in  providinjj;  the  dis- 
cussion leaders.     These  four  are  as  follows : 

1.  Tlie  agriculture  teacher  of  the  local  high  school  assumes  full 
responsibility  for  the  instruction. 

2.  A  (lualified  farmer  of  tlie  local  community  is  liired  to  take  charge 
of  the  course. 

3.  A  qualified  farmer  from  outside  of  the  community  is  hired  to 
give  the  instruction. 

4.  Local  farmers  of  the  community  share  the  responsibility  as  dis- 
cussion leaders.  This  sclieme  calls  for  a  new  discussion  leader  each 
evening.  The  agriculture  teacher  in  this  ca.se  works  with  eacli  leader 
prior  to  the  meeting,  making  sure  tliat  definite  plans  of  jn'ocedure 
are  made.  A.  H.  Kemp,  agricultural  teacher,  Ilollister,  California, 
has  u.sed  this  method  with  success. 

Although  we  are  not  justified  in  saying  that  any  one  of  the  above 
])ractices  is  better  than  the  other,  the  following  may  be  said  in  favor 
of  the  teacher  assuming  the  responsibility  of  teaching  the  class: 

First,  it  brings  the  teacher  in  closer  contact  with  the  adult  farmers 
of  the  community,  tlius  indirectly  helping  him  with  his  all-day  pro- 
gram, and  enlarging  his  opportunities  for  the  follow-up  work  which 
must  be  a  part  of  every  successful  evening  class  in  agriculture.  Since 
it  is  the  teaclier's  responsibility  to  carry  on  the  follow-up  work,  it  is 
important  that  he  personally  set  up  the  proper  background  in  the 
evening  class  for  definite  improvement  of  practices.  This  can  best 
be  done  by  being  in  charge  of  the  course. 

Second,  the  agricultural  teacher  is  in  a  position  to  know  the  prob- 
lems as  well,  if  not  better,  than  any  farmer  of  the  community  and  for 
this  reason  is  the  logical  leader.  This  does  not  mean  tliat  tlie  leader 
must  be  a  •" walking  encyclopedia"  but  should  be  sufficiently  in  touch 
v.-ith  the  community  to  know  the  local  i^roblems,  and  to  know  where 
to  get  the  most  help  in  solving  the  problems.  This  means  locating 
all  of  the  local  inforjnation  which  is  available  and  supplementing  this 
})ractical  knowledge  with  such  technical  information  as  seems  advis- 
able. It  seems  logical  that  tlie  teacher  should  be  able  to  meet  this 
situation  as  ably  as  anyone  in  the  community. 

In  certain  specialized  phases  of  agriculture  it  may  not  be  advisable 
for  the  agricultural  teacher  to  assume  responsibility  for  the  instruc- 
tion and  in  such  cases  in  selecting  a  leader  the  following  requirements 
shoidd  be  kept  in  mind :  That  the  leader  should  be  familiar  with  the 
local  conditions,  have  ability  to  handle  discussion  groups,  should  hold 
ri  teacher '.s  certificate,  have  technical  and  practical  training  in  the 
subject  to  be  taught,  and  have  tlie  respect  and  confidence  of  the 
farmers  of  the  community. 

IV.     SECURING    THE    ENROLLMENT. 

Tlic  general  j)ractic('s  of  scciu-ing  the  enrollment  are  as  follows: 
(1)  The  teacher  in  coojieration  witli  tiie  committee  drew  up  a  contract 
or  an  agreement  which  the  teacher  had  the  farmers  sign.  This  neces- 
sitated the  teaclier's  seeing  each  member  individually.  (2)  In  other 
communities  the  teacher  delegated  the  work  to  a  committee  or  to  men 
in  strategic  positions  for  meeting  farmei's.  For  example  creamery- 
men,  bankers,  poultry  dealers,  county  agents  and  managers  of  fruit 
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companies  were  able  from  tlieir  i:)osition.s  to  eneoura^'e  their  customers 
to  attend.  (3)  Cooperating-  agencies  such  as  farm  bureaus,  chambers 
of  commerce,  various  associations,  etc.,  lielped  to  enlarge  tlie  enroll- 
ment. 

V.     METHOD    OF    INSTRUCTION. 

A  combination  of  lecture  and  discussion  method  was  practiced 
in  all  of  the  classes.  In  so  far  as  was  possible  in  each  case  the  class 
leader  tried  to  follow  the  discussion  method.  However,  the  amount  of 
discussion  secured  varied  with  the  different  communities.  In  some 
instances  the  classes  were  made  up  almost  entirely  of  beginners  in 
tlieir  industry.  In  sueli  cases  it  was  necessary  to  have  more  presenta- 
tion of  subject  matter  in  lecture  or  demonstration  form  followed  by< 
discussion,  than  in  classes  made  up  of  exjjcrienced.  farmers.  For 
illustration,  at  Hollister  where  orcharding  is  an  old  established  busi- 
ness which  the  farmers  have  studied  aiul  practiced  for  many  years, 
much  valuable  information  was  to  be  had  by  discussing  orcharding 
])roblems  in  the  class.  On  the  other  hand,  the  IMission  section  of 
(ionzales  High  School  District  is  practically  a  neAV  orcharding  com- 
numity.  ]Most  of  the  orchards  of  this  district  have  not  yet  come  into 
bearing.  As  a  result,  this  group  is  interested  in  having  a  certain 
amount  of  subject  matter  presented  by  the  instructor  or  discussion 
leader.  Regardless  of  the  experience  of  the  group,  discussion  by  the 
class  is  advisable.  This  discussion  may  be  stimulated  by  proper 
management  by  the  leader.  The  following  are  suggestions  that  have 
come  from  the  different  classes  for  securing  interesting  discussions : 

1.  A  list  of  questions  or  problems  have  been  placed  on  the  black- 
board by  the  discussion  leader  at  the  beginning  of  the  class.  The 
class  Avas  first  asked  to  add  any  questions  Avhich  they  would  like  to 
have  discussed ;  also  to  decide  which  of  the  questions  they  were  most 
interested  in.  To  be  specific,  in  an  orchard  course  where  the  topic 
for  the  evening  was  orchard  insects,  the  teacher  listed  all  of  the  fruit 
insects  prevalent  to  that  district.  The  discussion  was  started  by 
asking  the  farmers  to  add  any  insects  they  would  like  to  have  dis- 
cussed. With  the  few  additions  tlie  farmers  made,  the  leader  pro- 
ceeded to  arrange  the  insects  according  to  general  classification  of 
insects  in  the  order  of  their  importance  as  determined  by  the  group. 

Tlieir  next  problem  was  to  malce  sure  that  they  could  identify 
these  pests  and  knoAV  how  to  control  tliem.  The  instructor  called 
upon  ditt'erent  members,  eacli  one  telling  what  he  knew  of  a  particular 
insect  and  the  result  of  his  control  measures.  If  his  control  measures 
were  different  from  those  of  certain  other  farmers  of  the  group  there 
resulted  a  discussion  of  the  two  practices.  After  the  discussion  by 
the  group  it  was  the  leader's  responsibility  to  draw  from  tlie  facts 
which  had  been  given  Avhat  should  be  the  better  practice.  It  was  not 
possible  in  all  cases  to  get  the  entire  grouji  to  agree  upon  any  one 
practice,  l)ut  as  a  general  rule  the  majority  agreed  upon  one  of  the 
two  ov  more  ])ractices  as  being  the  l)etter  one. 

After  discussing  each  insect  and  the  control  measiii-es  adopted  they 
Avere  Avritten  on  tlie  blackboard.  r>y  the  close  of  the  class  a  fairly 
comjilete  apray  scliedule  Avas  on  the  blackboard.  It  is  true  that  these 
S])ray  schedules  may  be  had  from  any  spray  company,  but  such 
schedules  do  not  take  into  consideration  the  local  weather  conditions 
and  other  variations.     Here  Avas  a  schedule  for  this  community  for 
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the  pests  Avliieh  had  been  l)otherinfr  their  fruit.  The  orroiip  asked  that 
they  miglit  have  tiiis  spray  sehe;hile  mimeographed  for  their  indi- 
vidual use  which  sliows  that  they  felt  the  work  of  the  evening  had 
been  worth  while. 

2.  In  communities  where  the  discussion  leaders  were  not  acquainted 
with  the  members  of  tlie  class  the  leaders  found  it  helpful  to  have  a 
list  of  the  names  before  them.  In  this  way  they  were  able  to  call 
members  of  the  class  by  name.  It  is  important  that  the  leader  know 
every  member  of  the  class  by  name. 

VI.     PUBLICITY. 

The  local  new-sj^apers  were  used  in  practically  every  community  to 
give  publicity  to  the  work.  The  papers,  however,  were  not  relied  npon 
for  securing  the  enrollment.  The  aim  in  these  courses  was  to  get 
from  20  to  40  regular  members  who  would  attend  during  the  entire 
course.  A  group  of  this  kind  is  not  usually  secured  through  newspaper 
advertising. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  Avere  not  interested  in  the  complete 
course,  but  were  interested  in  certain  parts  of  the  course,  announce- 
ments of  the  topics  were  made  in  the  papers.  This  kept  the  local 
community  informed  of  the  progress  of  the  class  and  brought  in  many 
who  no  doubt  Avould  attend  more  regularly  another  year. 

It  was  felt  that  the  greatest  service  the  newspajiers  could  render  the 
school  was  in  giving  wide  publicity  to  the  success  of  the  work.  Their 
efforts  Avere  enlisted  to  help  sell  the  Avork  to  the  community  and  thus 
fill  the  class  Avith  regular  attendants  the  coming  year.  The  regular 
attendance  AA'hich  the  course  has  throughout  the  ten  meetings,  rather 
than  the  total  attendance,  is  the  real  measure  of  the  success  of  the  Avork. 

VI!.     THE    FOLLOW-UP    WORK. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  each  class  the  members  Avere  asked  to  indicate 
Avhat  imiirovements  or  changes  in  their  farm  practices  they  expected 
to  make  as  a  result  of  the  course.  A  large  percentage  of  the  regular 
attendants  indicated  contemplated  changes.  The  measure  of  the 
success  and  effectiveness  of  these  classes  Avill  come  in  determining 
hoAV  much  of  this  indicated  improvement  is  actually  carried  out.  If 
the  courses  are  practical  and  successful  a  large  percentage  of  these 
proposed  improvements  should  be  put  in  practice.  If  Smith-Hughes 
funds  are  to  be  used  for  time  devoted  to  evening  classes  it  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  agriculture  teacher  to  cheek  up  on  these  plans. 
In  the  tinancing  of  these  classes  tAvo  funds  may  be  used.  State  and 
county  funds  are  aA-ailable  for  this  cAcniug  class  Avork  on  the  basis  of 
average  daily  attendance.  If  the  agriculture  teacher  carries  on  fol- 
loAV-up  Avork  Avith  the  cla.ss.  Smith-IIughes  federal  and  state  funds 
are  also  aA'ailable. 

To  illustrate  Avhat  the  folloAV-up  Avork  can  really  mean  to  a  com- 
munity, in  one  school  OAvners  of  2480  dairy  coavs  have  indicated  that 
they  expect  to  make  improA-einents.  These  coavs  are  OAvned  by  28 
farmers.  If  the  teacher  in  that  community  can  shoAV  at  the  end  of 
next  year  that  improvement  has  actually  taken  place  in  the  handling 
of  these  2480  coavs  this  satisfaction  alone  Avould  justify  a  fcAv  visits 
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to  these  28  farmers  during'  the  year.  Some  of  tliese  farmers  may 
need  only  the  impetus  wliich  will  come  from  knowing;  someone  in  the 
community  is  sufficiently  interested  to  call  to  see  how  he  is  progressing 
Avith  his  project.  A  demonstration  of  interest  in  his  work  as  manifested 
by  a  visit  and  an  offer  to  help  get  any  information  needed  will 
encourage  many  farmers  to  complete  projects  Avhicli  would  otherwise 
stop  as  a  result  of  disconragement.  This  phase  of  the  work  can  not 
be  over  emjihasized,  because  it  is  the  type  of  individual  instruction 
for  which  we  are  striving  in  A^ocational  edncation. 


VIII.    CONCLUSIONS. 

Prom  the  few  evening  classes  in  agriculture  which  have  been  offeree!, 
in  this  state  we  are  not  justified  in  drawing  any  definite  conclusions, 
but  the  following  pertinent  facts  seem  evident. 

1.  The  personal  contact  of  the  teacher  with  the  farmers  of  the 
community  is  essential  for  the  success  of  evening  class  instruction. 
Letters,  newspapers  or  organizations  will  not  take  the  place  of  personal 
visits  in  securing  enrollment.  Each  of  these  agencies  has  its  value,  but 
the  personal  appeal  is  essential. 

2.  The  course  must  be  organized  to  help  in  the  solution  of  local 
problems.  Farmers  in  California  are  not  so  much  interested  in  know- 
ing how  milk,  eggs  or  fruit  are  produced  in  New  York,  but  if  they 
live  in  the  Salinas  Valley,  they  want  to  know  how  to  improve  pro- 
duction in  Salinas  Valley.  For  this  reason  the  course  should  be 
outlined  either  by  the  local  farmers  or  by  someone  who  has  sufficient 
contact  with  the  farmers  to  know  their  local  problems. 

3.  That  an  evening  class  in  agriculture  should  be  an  opportunity 
for  organized  study  and  not  a  sul^ject-matter  fountain.  It  should 
be  a  place  for  farmers  to  work  on  definite  problems  for  a  specific  pur- 
pose. The  experiment  station  of  the  university,  the  farm  journals, 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  many  other  agencies 
are  furnishing  farmers  with  abundant  information.  What  the  farmer 
needs  is  help  in  adapting  his  conditions  and  liis  problems  in  the  light 
of  this  great  store  of  information  which  is  available.  It  is  for  this 
purpose  that  evening  classes  should  be  organized. 

4.  That  the  cooperation  of  all  agencies  interested  in  agriculture  is 
essential  for  the  success  of  evening  class  instruction.  It  should  be 
definitely  pointed  out  to  every  such  agency  that  this  adult  instruction 
is  not  in  competition  with  them,  but  rather  that  it  is  a  service  the 
school  can  give  to  the  community  with  their  aid. 

5.  That  a  modified  conference  or  discussion  method  of  insti-uction 
should  be  used.  Only  in  unusual  situations  should  the  lecture  method 
be  followed.  Where  it  is  necessary  to  bring  in  outside  lecturers  only 
such  information  as  applies  to  the  local  situation  should  be  presented. 

6.  The  results  of  the  evening  class  work  in  California  and  in  otiier 
states  indicate  that  the  only  limiting  factor  in  the  number  of  evening 
classes  is  the  number  of  vocational  agriculture  teachers  in  the  state. 
It  is  evident  that  every  agriculture  teacher  who  is  well  established 
in  his  community  should  make  his  work  more  secure  by  extending 
this  service  to  adult  farmers  through  evening  class  instruction.

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DIVISION  V. 
PART-TIME   GENERAL   CONTINUATION   EDUCATION.

Technical  trainino-  lias  passed  throug:li  several  stages  of  develop- 
ment. There  Avas  a  time  when  all,  or  nearly  all,  the  training  rfceived 
l)y  an  apprentice,  be  he  tailor,  tanner,  engineer,  sailor,  or  lawyer, 
was  given  through  employment  in  the  desired  occupation.  A  second 
.stage  came  when  an  attempt  was  made  to  give  all  the  occupational 
training  through  books  and  lectures  leaving  the  learner  to  make  all  the  ■ 
applications  when  he  met  the  problems  of  his  chosen  occupation.  The 
third  stage  is  the  training  of  apprentices  bj'  a  combination  of  the  two 
previous  methods  with  experience  in  the  trade  combined  with  instruc- 
tion. The  schools  conducted  in  California  by  the  railroads  for  their 
shop  apprentices  are  typical  of  the  part-time  training  given  by  the 
employer  in  which  he  combines  work  and  instruction.  The  classes 
conducted  by  the  Prank  Wiggins  Trade  School  for  bricklayers'  appren- 
tices, four  to  eight  hours  a  week,  is  an  illustration  of  the  i)art-time 
cooperative  education  of  craftsmen  carried  on  by  the  school  througl; 
an  agreement  between  employers,  labor,  and  the  school. 

A  third  plan  of  instruction  for  young  workers  is  that  conducted  by 
tlie  compulsory  part-time  schools  where  from  4  to  8  hours  of  instruc- 
tion is  given  to  boys  and  girls  who  are  in  various  junior  jobs.  This 
instruction  is  intended  to  be  of  practical  value  in  making  the  young 
employee  more  efificient,  industrious,  cooperative,  and  steady  in  liis 
work. 

The  employers  wdio  are  training  apprentices  are  for  the  most  part 
training  small  groups  and  have  a  definite,  limited  ])rol)iem.  Tlie 
cooperative  classes  conducted  by  the  scliools  are  equally  detinitc  tliougli 
not  quite  so  limited  in  instructional  material.  Tlie  part-time  schools, 
in  attempting  to  make  attendance  ccmipulsory  for  every  child  between 
the  ages  of  fourteen  and  eighteen  who  leave  full-time  school  and  who 
have  not  completed  a  high  school  course,  found  they  had  a  problem 
which  was  indefinite  as  to  goals,  rather  than  single  and  definite  and 
unlimited  as  to  possibilities  of  instruction. 

I.     THE  PROBLEM   OF   PART-TIME   EDUCATION. 

To  these  schools  come  not  only  boys  and  girls  Avho  need  further 
training  for  their  occupations,  but  also  youths  who  are  Avorking  in 
jobs  for  which  they  are  unsuited,  or  youths  who  are  unemployed  and 
even  those  who  do  not  show  any  ambition  to  share  in  the  world's  work. 
To  these  schools  come  the  pupils  who  were  the  most  serious  educa- 
tional, disciplinary,  or  social  problems  in  the  full-time  school — prob- 
lems of  maladjustment  which  the  full-time  school  seemed  to  be 
unequipped  to  solve.  This  accumulation  of  problem  children  become 
the  responsibility  of  the  part-time  school  merely  because  they  belong  to 
the  age  group  for  whom  the  part-time  scliools  were  designed,  and  not 
because  they  are  ready  for  the  type  of  trade  extension  education  which 
was  originally  meant  by  the  term  "part-time  education." 
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Into  the  part-time  school  come  the  boys  and  girls  who  are  already 
educated  beyond  the  grade  to  which  their  parents  attained  in  their 
native  land.  IMany  of  these  boys  and  girls  would  gladly  continue  in 
scliool  and  profit  by  the  instruction,  but  they  are  forced  to  leave  and 
become  an  economic  asset  to  the  family.  On  the  other  hand  there 
come  boys  and  girls  who  have  had  one  or  more  years  of  failure  behind 
them  in  the  elementary  school  or  junior  high  school.  They  have  lost 
faith  in  themselves  and  feel  resentful  toward  the  system  of  education 
that  forced  them  into  disgrace  before  their  fellows.  They  enter  the 
part-time  school  with  resentment  and  a  desire  to  evade  attendance. 
A  similar -feeling  of  resentment  is  shown  by  still  a  different  group 
who  rank  very  high  in  a  mental  test,  but  were  so  keen,  alert,  and  full 
of  energy  that  the  school  could  not  provide  enough  work  of  the  kind 
they  considered  worth  while  to  keep  them  busy. 

Other  boys  and  girls  come  to  the  part-time  scliool  because  of  the 
desire  for  the  economic  independence  a  pay  envelope  gives  or  in  a 
few  instances  from  real  economic  necessity,  either  for  the  child's 
own  wage  or  the  assumption  of  home  responsibilities  which  frees 
some  other  member  of  the  family  for  wage  earning. 

The  objectives  for  these  varied  groups,  of  course,  differ  widely 
and  the  part-time  school  which  was  conceived  of  originally  as  a  means 
of  assisting  in  training  for  occupations  finds  itself  compelled  to  enter 
into  the  whole  social  and  educational  life  of  the  child  as  well  as  into 
his  employment  life. 

To  illustrate  the  simplicity  of  the  proljlem  in  some  eases  in  com- 
parison witii  the  comijlexity  of  the  problem  in  others,  two  illustra- 
tions are  given.  The  first  is  a  fairly  clear  case  of  simple  investiga- 
tion, guidance,  and  training.    The  second  is  a  case  of  home  adjustment. 

Jerry  was  a  telegraph  messenger  who  thought  he  was  wasting  four 
hours  a  week  by  spending  them  in  part-time  scliool.  He  began  stud}'- 
iug  spelling  and  Englisli  and  worked  as  long  as  someone  stood  over 
him,  but  he  showed  no  interest  in  anything  done  in  the  school.  One 
day  his  teacher  asked  him  if  he  wanted  to  be  a  messenger  boy  all 
his  life.  He  said,  "No,"  but  he  didn't  seem  to  have  any  particular 
ambition  in  any  other  direction.  Finally  the  teacher  went  to  see 
his  employer,  and  inquired  about  the  nature  of  the  Avork  in  the  office. 
As  a  result,  she  began  giving  Jerry  cities  to  locate  in  the  United 
States,  after  which  they  talked  about  the  business  of  his  company, 
perhaps  noticing  that  they  had  a  line  down  to  El  Paso  and  thinking 
of  possible  reasons  why  there  was  no  line  to  some  other  point.  In 
this  way,  Jerry  acquired  an  interest  in  geography  and  sometimes 
would  spend  an  hour  over  a  map  until  he  covered  the  United  States 
pretty  thoroughly. 

Then  the  teacher  had  another  talk  with  him  about  his  possible 
advancement,  and  discussed  the  next  step  up  to  receiving  clerk.  It 
was  suggested  that  Jerry  go  to  his  employer  for  advice  about  what 
lie  coulcl  study  to  help  him  secure  the  desired  promotion.  He  was 
given  a  book  containing  a  large  number  of  (luestions  concerning  the 
things  a  receiving  clerk  must  know,  such  as  how  to  count  the  words 
in  a  message,  how  to  use  a  rate  slieet,  how  to  check  a  message,  how 
to  treat  a  customer,  etc.  It  was  decided  that  Jerry  should  study 
these  ([uestions,  type  their  answers,  and  then  hand  them  to  his 
employer:     Some  of  the  questions  required   information   beyond  the 
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teacher's  knowledge,  but  together  she  and  Jerry  could  generally  find 
the  answers.  His  emi^loyer  was  now  interested  and  helped  him  to  begin 
the  study  of  telegraphy.  Every  week  Jerry  worked  an  hour  at  school 
on  the  questions  and  then  took  the  book  home  to  work  out  more  of 
the  answers  himself.  When  every  question  had  been  answered  and 
typed,  Jerry  went  to  his  employer  with  the  manual  and  to  his  delight 
was  recommended  for  the  position  for  which  he  had  worked. 

Tony  came  from  an  Italian  home  where  the  father  was  an  expert 
nurseryman.  Since  early  childhood  he  had  helped  in  his  father's 
business  to  the  detriment  of  his  school  attendance  which  was  always 
rather  irregular.  Daring  these  years  the  father  had  built  up  a  large 
and  flourishing  nursery  business,  acquired  some  valuable  property, 
and  had  an  income  of  $500  or  more  per  month.  The  boy,  in  the  mean- 
time, had  become  invaluable  to  him  and  in  emergencies  was  the  only 
one  on  whom  he  could  depend. 

Although  a  good-natured  lad,  Tony  had  no  particular  friends  in 
school,  because  his  after-school  hours  were  spent  in  helping  his  father. 
For  the  same  reason  he  took  no  part  in  school  activities  other  than  in 
class  work.  There  were  times  Avhen  he  worked  all  night.  Despite 
the  fact  that  he  was  not  strong  enough  to  do  such  heavy  and  con- 
tinuous work,  no  time  w^as  allowed  for  reading  or  for  play. 

In  return  for  all  this  work  Tony  received  no  regular  wage.  His  few 
necessities,  other  than  food  and  shelter,  were  grudgingly  taken  care 
of  by  the  father,  and  then  only  when  the  need  was  obvious.  The 
wants  of  the  mother  and  the  two  younger  sisters  also  were  as  grudg- 
ingly supplied.  Tony  finally  took  matters  in  his  own  hands,  collected 
some  of  his  father's  bills  and  spent  the  money.  The  father  could 
not  see  that  he,  himself,  had  brought  about  this  unfortunate  escapade 
and  placed  the  boy  in  a  parochial  scliool  for  several  months. 

Tony  was  sixteen  when  he  returned,  so  he  was  taken  out  of  school 
and  placed  in  the  part-time  school  where  he  was  recommended  for  a 
special  class  with  boys  of  low  mentality  as  he  had  repeated  five  half 
grades;  but  the  group  of  boys  with  whom  he  was  placed  lacked  the 
ability  he  had  gained  with  his  luiowledge  of  horticulture,  and  the 
work  given  the  group  did  not  interest  him  at  all. 

After  a  discussion  wdth  Tony  as  to  the  Avork  which  would  help 
him  most  when  he  should  enter  his  father's  business,  a  transfer  to 
classes  in  commercial  work  was  effected.  He  was  greatly  interested 
in  this  new^  work  and  as  soon  as  he  had  learned  a  little  about  book- 
keeping started  a  personal  expense  account  of  his  own.  He  was  still 
unhappy,  however,  restless  and  resentful  of  his  lack  of  regular  wage. 
So  again  he  took  pay  for  his  work  in  his  own  way  and  ran  away  from 
home  for  several  days  of  delightful  spending.  He  then  returned, 
quiet  and  subdued,  to  his  work  and  to  his  part-time  classes.  It  was 
evident  that  something  must  be  done  or  Tony  would  be  driven  into 
delinquency.  The  father  was  in  a  rage  at  this  new  offense  and  yet 
truly  disturbed  about  his  son. 

The  counselor  therefore  called  at  tlie  home,  armed  with  a  good 
report  of  Tony's  work  in  bookkeeping.  She  explained  to  the  father 
that  if  he  wished  Tony  to  learn  the  value  of  money  he  must  have  a 
real  wage,  and  a  bank  account.  It  Avas  hard  for  the  father  to  see 
this  viewpoint.  He  Avould  like  to  put  the  money  in  the  bank  for  Tony, 
or  he  would  pay  him  after  he  had  earned  the  fifty  dollars  he  had 
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taken.  Carefully,  l)iit  per.si.steiitly,  tlu^  couii.selor  liekl  to  lier  couvic- 
liou  that  the  only  plan  to  sav(!  Tony  from  being  di'iven  to  further 
dishonest  method  of  seeuring  liis  pay  was  to  treat  him  like  a  man, 
pay  him  every  Saturday  nifi:ht,  allow  hini  to  put  his  own  money  in 
the  bank,  and  then  pay  off  the  fifty  dollars  as  soon  as  he  could  do  so. 
The  father  finally  agreed  to  this  arrangement  and  the  counselor 
returned  to  place  on  Tony  the  responsibility  of  living  up  to  his  share 
of  the  agreement,  and  of  giving  his  father  no  further  cause  to 
doul)t  him. 

II.     THE    NEED    FOR    PART-TIME    EDUCATION. 

Educational  need. — From  the  available  data  concerning  the  large 
numbers  of  boys  and  girls  who  yearly  leave  full-time  scliool  and  from 
the  available  data  on  the  causes  for  their  loss  from  the  full-time  school 
roll,  it  is  evident  that  the  school  is  still  inadequate  and  that  if  a  greater 
number  of  pupils  is  to  be  kept  in  school,  adaptation  must  be  made  in 
the  school  program  to  meet  the  interests  and  needs  of  these  young 
people.  Otherwise  we  may  expect  a  continxiation  of  the  present  proc- 
ess of  elimination  with  its  attendant  hazards  before  children  receive 
the  education  considered  basic  to  intelligent  social  and  civic  partici- 
pation in  the  life  of  the  community.  The  probability  tliat  these 
youths  will  receive  further  education  through  evening  or  other  school 
agencies  is  small  indeed,  while  the  educational  values  of  the  juvenile 
jobs  in  which  they  find  employment  are  at  the  lower  end  of  the  scale. 

Economic  need. — On  the  other  h.^nd,  the  fact  that  the  termination 
of  school  for  the  great  majoriiy  of  California  children  occurs  below 
tiie  ninth  grade,  and  for  the  country  as  a  whole  about  two  grades 
lower,  gives  evidence  that  preparation  for  employment  is  at  a  mini- 
mum. What  is  true  of  preliminary  training  is  also  true  of  prepara- 
tion for  advancement,  so  tliat  it  is  not  .surprising  to  find  that  boys  and 
girls,  when  witliout  advice  or  guidance,  drift  from  job  to  jol);  and 
that  the  itinerant  juvenile  worker  beccmies  the  unskilled  adult  worker 
who  is  intermittently  employed  and  wlio  conse({uently  must  remain 
on  a  low  economic  level. 

Social  need. — Low  economic  status  and  inadequate  educational  back- 
ground arc  generally  conceded  as  factors  contributing  to  low  social 
Standards.  According  to  James  A.  Johnston,  formerly  warden  of  San 
Quentin  Prison,  "Indolence,  ignorajice,  and  ill  health  *  '■'  *  are 
the  chief  causes  of  boys  slipping  from  the  normal,  law-abiding  life 
into  the  ways  of  the  criminal."  Also  it  has  been  estimated  that  75 
per  cent  of  the  per.sons  found  in  prisons  today  are  unable  to  earn  a 
living  save  by  the  niost  rudimentary  forms  of  labor.  Tlie  whole  cost 
of  ignorance  and  of  the  lack  of  vocational  fitness  is  impossible  to 
measure,  but  we  do  know  some  facts  about  the  cost  to  society  of  some 
of  its  misfits. 

The  economic  waste  resulting  not  only  from  delinquency  and  crime, 
themselves,  but  from  tlie  courl  proced\ire,  the  idle  time  of  this  unpro- 
ductive group  who  is  under  loclv  and  key,  and  ivoiw  the  upkeep  of 
penal  institutions  throughout  tlu^  country,  is  estimated  at  $10,000,- 
000,000  annually,  which  is  about  one-sixth  of  our  annual  national 
income,  and  about  ten  times  the  annual  cost  of  education.  In  one  way 
or  another  society  pays  the  bill. 
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Education  is  tlie  means  devised  by  society  for  tlie  prevention  of  this 
economic  and  social  waste.  Not  merely  compulsory  education,  ])ut 
special  types  of  education  are  needed  to  accomplish  this  savinp:  to 
society. 

The  results  of  our  failure  to  find  the  riglit  type  of  education  are 
found  in  our  penal  and  corrective  institutions,  and  in  uncounted 
losses  through  misguided  lives,  dependence,  and  incompetency.  Such 
problems  must  be  considered  a  social  responsibility  and  the  solution 
found  in  a  new  type  of  educational  service.  An  agency  was  needed 
Avhich  could  discover  individual  interests  and  needs  through  case 
sti;dies  and,  on  the  basis  of  these  findings,  prescribe  special  prourams 
of  .study  and  activities.  Such  an  agency  must  find  employment  for 
youths  who  need  it  and  give  training  to  supplement  the  employment* 
and  correct  the  mistakes  Avhich  appear.  Its  program  must  be  suiS- 
cienth'  elastic  to  absorb  idle  time  and  take  care  of  those  who  can 
attend  school  on  a  full-time  basis  for  only  part  of  the  year.  It  must 
discover  discouragement  and  failure  and  be  sufficiently  resourceful 
1o  correct  maladjustment  with  school  or  society.  It  must  stimulate 
ambition  and  build  iip  ideals.  It  should  lead  many  youths  to  return 
to  the  full-time  school  for  further  education.  Finally,  while  its  spirit 
is  one  of  helpfulness  and  service,  if  it  is  to  reach  the  great  majority 
who  should  be  sei'ved,  it  must  be  supported  by  compulsory  attendance 
which  should  continue  at  least  until  the  child  is  well  established  in 
an  occupation  that  has  some  promise  of  a  future. 

in.     ACCOMPLISHMENTS  OF  THE  LAST  TWO  YEARS. 

Of  the  high  school  districts  in  the  state,  54  are  making  some  attempt 
to  care  for  the  boys  and  girls  who  have  left  the  full-time  school.  Thir- 
teen of  these  part-time  schools  may  lie  called  large  schools  as  they 
have  a  yearly  enrollment  of  from  250  to  6000  pupils  while  41  are 
small  schools  having  an  enrollment  of  less  than  250.  Los  Angeles, 
which  has  the  largest  part-time  school,  now  has  its  own  building  with 
auditorium,  shop,  swimming  pool,  and  laboratories. 

The  large  schools  are  all  classed  as  standard  part -time  schools;  that 
is,  they  have  special  directors  in  charge,  have  made  an  allotment  of 
the  proper  amount  of  time  for  coordination,  liave  special  classes  for  the 
part-time  pupils  and  give  more  or  less  fiilly  the  type  of  .subject  matter 
indicated  in  the  Part-Time  Act.  But  all  of  these  .schools  have  other 
factors  which  contribute  to  their  success.  All  of  them  have  quarters 
separate  from  the  full-time  high  school  e.Kcept  the  smallest  school;  all 
have  some  t.vpe  of  extracurricular  activities;  and  all  have  a  program 
of  guidance  and  placement.  A  recent  development  of  activities  is  a 
well-organized  commencement  program  for  boys  and  girls  who  com- 
pleted their  time  in  the  part-time  school.  San  Jose  Part-Time  ITigli 
School  has  made  a  feature  of  this  activity. 

The  enrollment  in  these  thirteen  large  .sciiools  is  about  S5  per  cent 
of  the  entire  part-time  school  enrollment  in  the  .state,  so  it  can  truth- 
fully be  .said  that  most  of  the  part-time  school  work  in  tiu"  state  is 
done  in  staudai'd  schools  with  special  directors,  coordiiuitors,  teachers, 
and  buildings. 

Of  the  41  small  part-time  schools  ranging  in  enrollment  from  10 
to  250,  18  are  this  year  classed  as  standard  .schools.  Of  these  all  have 
a  director  or  a  teacher-director  devoting  from  40  to  100  per  cent  of 
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his  or  her  time  to  the  part-time  school.  The  directors  in  ten  more  of 
these  small  schools  devote  only  a  small  fraction  of  their  time  to  the 
part-time  school  work  and  have  other  responsibilities  in  the  school 
sy.stem.  In  13  schools  there  is  no  director  otJier  than  the  high  school 
principal. 

For  their  instructional  program  the  small  school  must,  in  most 
cases,  decide  upon  one  of  two  courses ;  either  place  all  the  responsibility 
on  one  or  two  teachers  and  liaA'e  a  program  of  instruction  limited  to 
the  material  they  can  teach,  or  attempt  a  program  with  a  wider 
variety  using  the  after-school  hours  and  the  vacant  periods  of  their 
specialists  in  the  high  school.  Over  half  this  group  of  part-time 
schools  have  adopted  the  first  plan.  They  have  chosen  one  or  two 
versatile  teachers  who  know  and  understand  boys  and  girls  and  leaA'e 
to  them  the  problem  of  wbrking  out  as  rich  a  program  as  po.ssible. 
These  are  the  schools  which  are  the  most  successful  by  every  measure 
which  can  be  applied.  These  are  the  schools  which  have  less  diflS- 
culties  in  enforcing  attendance  and  in  securing  employment  for  the 
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boys  and  girls  who  are  out  of  work.  Tliese  are  the  schools  where  the 
problem  of  the  part-time  school  is  viewed  as  first  a  problem  of  correct- 
ing maladjustment  and  .second  as  a  problem  of  suitable  instruction.  A 
picture  of  one  of  these  small  scliools  in  which  the  boys  themselves  con- 
structed the  building  is  given  below. 

The  remaining  small  part-time  schools  follow  the  second  plan,  some 
have  special  classes  taught  by  regular  high  .school  teachers  at  odd 
times  and  others  place  all  part-time  pupils  in  regular  high  school 
classes.    Each  year  the  number  of  scliools  following  this  plan  grows  less. 

IV.      PLACEMENT. 

All  of  the  large  schools  and:  twenty-tAvo  of  the  small  scliools  have  a 
placement  jirogram.  In  some  cities  most  of  the  junior  placement  for 
the  entire  community  is  done  through  the  bureau  established  in  the 
part-time  school.  An  advisoiy  committee  of  employers,  labor  repre- 
sentatives, social  workers,  and  school  authorities  has  been  found  of 
great  advantage  in  making  the  part-time  school  work  eifective,  espe- 
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cially   in   its   employment   program.      The    Oalvland    Part-Time    High 
School  has  made  a  feature  of  this  type  of  organization. 

The  part-time  schools  have,  in  the  last  two  years,  increased  not  only 
their  offerings  in  class  instrnction,  but  also  their  offerings  in  extra- 
curricular activities.  Assemblies,  school  papers,  dramatics,  clubs  and 
social  affairs  are  the  forms  of  activity  which  have  proved  to  be  most 
popular.  Of  these  dramatics  and  scliool  papers  seem  to  have  proved 
most  enjoyable  to  the  pupils.  Through  activities  teachers  have  found 
that  they  can  teach  indirectly  matters  which  they  were  unable  to 
teach  by  class  instruction. 

V.     OUTSTANDING    DEVELOPMENT. 

The  outstanding  development  of  the  past  two  years,  however,  hasi 
been  the  generally  increased  interest  of  the  A'arious  communities  in 
the  fate  of  the  boy  or  girl  who  leaves  school  early  with  little  prepara- 
tion for  either  his  economic,  civic,  or  social  life.  Practically  all  the 
high  schools  of  the  state  have  made  definite  efforts  to  increase  their 
holding  power  in  one  way  or  another.  Although  the  enrollment  in 
the  part-time  schools  is  increasing  from  year  to  year  a  little  more 
rapidly  that  the  full-time  school  enrollment  it  is  probably  due  to  more 
complete  cooperation  between  the  attendance  department  and  the 
part-time  school  so  that  a  greater  proportion  of  the  pupils  who  have 
dropped  out  of  full-time  school  are  enrolled  in  the  part-time  school. 
The  increase  is  probably  not  due  to  any  lessening  of  the  holding  power 
of  the  full-time  school. 
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DIVISION   VI. 

TRAINING  TEACHERS  UNDER  THE  DIRECTION  OF  THE 
STATE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION  FOR  SPECIAL  VOCA- 
TIONAL SUBJECTS.

TRAINING  TEACHERS  OF  TRADE  AND   INDUSTRIAL  SUBJECTS. 
BERKELEY    CENTER. 

Noteworthy  developments  during   the   biennium,  July   1,   1924,  to  June  30,  1926. 

I.  Quality  of  trade  teachers. 

It  has  been  the  constant  endeavor  of  the  supervisor  of  teaelier  train- 
ing-, in  cooperation  with  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Vocational 
Education,  to  raise  the  standards  of  tradesmen  who  are  entering  the 
teaching  profession.    The  improvement  has  been  along  three  lines : 

1.  ]\Iore  accurate  methods  of  determining  the  trade  ability  of  the 
trainee.  The  trade  tests  devised  by  IMr.  B.  W.  Johnson  of  Los  Angeles 
have  been  modified  to  meet  the  conditions  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Region. 

2.  At  the  time  the  trade  tests  are  given,  the  Steuquist  mechanical 
ability  test,  the  German  group  intelligence  test,  and  the  army  alpha 
test,  as  well  as  the  Ruch  high  school  content  examination,  are  also 
given.  These  tests  liave  been  found  to  correlate  very  highly  with  one 
another  and  with  trade  ability.  However,  there  has  been  A'ery  little 
direct  correlation  between  the  trade  examination  and  the  number  of 
years  a  man  has  spent  at  the  trade  above  the  minimum  prescribed  by 
the  State  Board  of  Education. 

3.  Personality  and  other  less  measurable  but  highly  desirable  char- 
acteristics are  looked  for  and  as  far  as  possible  only  those  who  meet 
the  requirements  are  encouraged  to  enter  or  continue  teacher  training 
coui'ses. 

As  a  result  of  these  tests  a  large  number  who  meet  the  minimum 
standards  set  up  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  are  rejected.  This 
does  not  mean  that  the  standards  set  up  by  the  State  Board  should 
be  changed.  No  records  have  been  kept  of  the  total  number  of  inter- 
A'iews  with  applicants  conducted  by  the  supervisor.  Roughly  speaking, 
about  one-half  the  applicants  meet  the  minimum  requirements  set 
up  by  the  State.  The  trade  tests  eliminate  another  ten  to  fifteen  per 
cent.  Ten  per  cent  drop  out  after  enrollment  for  one  reason  or  another, 
and  between  twenty  and  twenty-five  per  cent  complete  the  course.  Of 
tho.se  who  complete  the  course  .seventy-five  to  eighty  per  cent  are  placed 
as  teachers. 

II.  Placement  of  trainees. 

A  closer  cooperation  between  the  supervisor's  office,  the  appoint- 
ment .  secretary 's  office  of  the  University  of  California  and  the 
appointment  division  of  the  California  Teachers'  Association  has 
resulted  in  a  much  more  systematic  and  efficient  teacher  placement 
service  than  previously  existed.  Almost  a  minimum  number  of  place 
ments  are  made  through  private  agencies  compared  with  the  situation 
which  existed  previously.     The  fact  that  the  supervisor  of  teacher 
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training  is  assistant  state  supervisor  of  trade  and  industrial  education 
during  one-half  of  the  year  enables  him  to  gain  information  about 
local  situations  which  aids  in  more  efficient  placement  service. 

III.  Content  and   method   of  teacher-training   courses. 

The  courses  of  instruction  remain  approximately  the  same  as  during 
the  previous  biennium  as  regards  tlic  subject  matter.  The  method  of 
organization  and  presentation  of  the  training  content  have  imdergone 
considerable  change.  So  far  as  possible,  the  trade,  job,  or  vocation 
of  being  a  teacher  is  being  analyzed  according  to  the  latest  methods  of 
job  and  trade  analysis.  As  a  result  of  this  analysis  the  trade  teacher's 
job,  the  necessary  abilities  which  a  trade  teacher  must  possess,  have^ 
been  determined.  On  this  basis  the  content  of  teacher-training  methods 
are  worked  out.  The  academic  content  as  such — psychology,  pedagogy, 
economics — is  being  eliminated  and  in  its  place  definite  abilities  are 
developed,  such  as : 

1.  The  development  of  teaching  .skill. 

2.  The  ability  to  organize  and  manage  the  class. 

3.  The  ability  to  analyze  a  trade  for  instructional  purposes;  to 
build  up  a  course  of  instruction,  and  arrange  the  instructional  order. 

4.  The  ability  to  study  a  community,  particularly  as  regards  the 
trade  and  industrial  life  of  its  particular  field,  and  to  set  up  a  training 
program  for  that  community. 

5.  The  ability  to  work  with  the  particular  school  organization  of 
which  the  ti'ade  teacher  is  a  part. 

6.  The  ability  to  successfully  place  the  trainees. 

7.  The  ability  to  make  correct  decisions  concerning  the  type  of 
courses  best  fitted  to  meet  the  community  needs. 

8.  The  ability  to  analyze  a  trade  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the 
necessary  related  or  technical,  skill.  To  use  and  understand  the 
various  words,  jDlirases,  and  idioms  of  the  field  of  education. 

9.  Possession  of  such  an  attitude,  appreciation,  and  point  of  view  as 
will  create  a  personal  morale  which  will  enable  the  teacher  to  function 
continuously  as  a  promoter  of  vocational  education  in  his  community. 

LOS  ANGELES  CENTER. 

I.  Trade  tests. 

The  trade  tests  developed  during  1925  were  refined  and  expanded 
during  1926.  Eight  more  trades  were  added,  making  twenty  in  all 
in  which  tests  Avere  given.  This  necessitated  a  number  of  committees 
including  a  total  number  of  27  persons  who  met  on  several  occasions 
in  connection  Avith  conducting  these  tests.  The  method  of  procedure 
was  very  much  improved  by  the  addition  of  the  "character  rating 
sheet. ' ' 

II.  Follow-up  work  and  practice  teaching. 

A  very  great  improvement  in  this  work  has  been  made  during  the 
past  year  due  to  the  opportunity  of  visiting  the  various  trainees  who 
are  teaching.  Fully  three-fourths  of  these  men  were  placed  before 
completing  the  first  year's  work.  The  practice  teaching  assignment 
was  more  carefully  worked  out  and  definite  assignments  given  and 
checked  on  the  job. 
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III.  Assistant  Supervisor  of  trade  and   industrial   education. 

The  additional  function  of  actino:  as  assistant  state  supervisor  of 
trade  and  industrial  education,  ^vhich  A\"as  made  effective  during  1925, 
is  a  distinct  step  forward.  It  is  a  responsibility  -which,  although  under- 
taken with  some  anxiety,  lias  proved  advantageous  to  the  work  of 
promoting  vocational  education  in  the  southern  region  and  has  opened 
cip  opportunities  that  would  not  otherwise  have  been  possible. 

IV.  Conduct  of  the  teacher-training  courses. 

Improvement  over  previous  years  has  been  made  in  this  particular. 
More  careful  records  have  been  kept  and  a  complete  syllabus  of  each 
course  as  given  is  now  on  file  in  tlie  teacher  trainer's  office. 

V.  Trade  analyses. 

The  teacher-training  work  is  now  enjoying  the  benefits  of  the  I'eqiiire- 
ment  inar.gurated  two  years  ago  which  specified  that  all  trainees, 
before  graduation,  must  present  as  a  part  of  their  assignment,  a  com- 
plete instructional  analysis  of  their  trade.  The  high  quality  of  the 
work  done  in  this  field  is  gratifying.  ]\Iauy  of  the  charts  and  analyses 
are  worthy  of  publication. 

VI.  Qualification    of   trainees. 

The  summary  of  enrollment  which  follows  gives  some  statistical 
facts  bearing  upon  the  quality  and  abilities  of  the  men  and  women 
now  being  trained.  This  is  probably  due  in  part  to  the  standard 
being  raised  as  a  result  of  the  trade  tests  being  given.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  in  the  arm\  alpha  test  the  average  rating  of  the  present 
group  of  trainees  was  115  with  a  median  of  141.  The  range  goes  lower 
than  for  the  university  students;  nevertheless,  the  average  is  the 
same  as  that  for  teachers  college  students  for  the  past  five  years, 
according  to  the  statement  of  Dr.  Waddell. 

VII.  Cooperation. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  more  and  more  evidence  is  given  of 
a  happy  cooperation  with  all  departments  of  the  public  schools  of  the 
south.  This  is  no  doubt  due  in  part  to  every  effort  having  been  made 
on  the  part  of  the  staff'  to  make  this  division  one  of  helpful  service  at 
all  times  and  all  places.

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TRAINING    TEACHERS    OF    AGRICULTURE. 

The  etfeetiveness  and  permanency  of  afrrieultural  instruction  of  a 
strictly  vocational  nature  in  secondary  scliools,  is  to  a  large  degree 
dependent  upon  the  character  and  ability  of  the  teachers  concerned. 
The  qualities  essential  for  success  in  teaching  vocational  agriculture 
may  be  classified  under  the  four  general  headings  of  personality,  prac- 
tical farm  experience,  technical  training,  and  teaching  ability,  native 
and  acquired. 

Problems  in  the  seleciion  and  preparation  of  trainees.  One  of  the 
most  important  problems  confronting  the  agriculture  teacher  trainers 
is  that  of  finding  enough  men,  preferably  young  men,  possessing  the 
requisite  personality,  training,  and  experience  to  recruit  the  teacher- 
training  classes.  The  high  standards  set  up  by  the  California  State 
Board  of  Education  for  the  special  credential,  vocational  arts  type 
in  agriculture,  which  specify  that  candidates  mu.st  have  completed  a 
year  of  graduate  work,  or  equivalent,  automatically  limit  the  number 
from  which  this  class  of  trainees  can  be  recruited. 

The  exacting  nature  of  the  activities  of  the  teacher  of  agricultui'e 
is  such  that  only  those  who  can  show  greatest  promise  of  being  able  to 
measure  up  to  all  of  the  requirements  should  be  encouraged  or  per- 
mitted to  prepare  for  the  work.  Even  then  the  teacher-training  period 
must  be  considered  one  of  probation,  it  being  the  privilege  and  duty 
of  the  teacher  trainer  to  refrain  from  recommending  a  trainee  for  a 
credential  at  the  end  of  the  training  period  if  he  is  satisfied  the 
trainee  is  not  likely  to  succeed  as  a  teacher.  The  elimination  of  trainees 
who  have  spent  a  year  in  accumulating  professional  units  in  education 
entails  so  much  grief  for  trainee  and  trainer  alike,  as  well  as  a  need- 
less waste  of  the  time  and  energies  of  both,  that  cA-ery  effort  mu.st  be 
made  to  prevent  such  loss,  through  proper  selection  at  the  outset. 

Another  problem  facing  the  teacher  trainer  is  based  on  the  fact  that 
many  of  tho.se  graduating  each  year  from  the  College  of  Agriculture 
can  not  afford  to  spend  an  additional  year  in  preparation  for  teaching, 
although  really  interested  in  the  field,  and  in  every  respect  desirable 
candidates.  A  similar  situation  prevails  among  some  agriculture 
graduates  who  have  been  out  of  college  for  one  or  more  years,  and 
who  are  dissatisfied  with  the  positions  in  which  they  find  themselves. 
The  greater  maturity  and  the  broader  experience  of  many  of  these 
men  make  tliem  very  desirable  recruits  for  the  teacher-training  classes, 
but  they,  too,  lack  the  financial  resources  to  spend  another  year  in 
preparation    for    teaching. 

Given  a  well-selected  group  of  young  men  in  the  teacher-training 
classes,  a  third  problem  ari-ses — that  of  developing  in  them  the  neces- 
sary technique  and  professional  appreciation  and  understanding  within 
the  briefest  possible  period  of  time.  The  traditional  method  of  requir- 
ing a  certain  minimum  number  of  courses  in  education  preparatory 
to  observation  and  practice  teaching  has  not  resulted  in  the  most 
effective  preparation  of  teachers-  of  agriculture.  It  is  recognized,  of 
course,  that  no  teacher  should  enter  upon  the  work  of  his  profession 
without  an  intelligent  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the  theory 
of  secondary  education,  including  its  vocational  aspects  as  well  as 
the  principles  of  teaching,  and  specific  preparation  for  teaching  his 
own  .subject. 

It  is  apparent,  however,  that  many  if  not  most  individuals  can 
better  understand  the  implications  of  educational  theory  and  principles 
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by  the  observation  ot  their  application  under  actual  tcachinfi  situa- 
tions. While  it  is  not  always  possible  so  to  combine  theory  with  prac- 
tice in  a  teacher-traininp:  program,  such  a  desirable  combination  is 
within  the  command  of  the  agricultural  teacher  trainers  in  California. 
In  the  paragraphs  that  follow  are  g'i\en  some  possible  solutions  of  tlie 
preceding  problems. 

A  procedu)-e  for  selecting  and  truining  icachers  of  agriculture. 
The  agriculture  teacher  trainers  will  endeavor  to  recruit  the  classes 
each  year  from  the  senior  students  in  the  College  of  Agriculture, 
although  they  will  try  to  interest  the  agriculture  students  in  the 
earlier  years  of  their  work  in  the  opportunities  of  teaching  so  tliat 
they  will  make  the  best  possible  use  of  their  electives  in  specific' 
preparation  for  educational  work.  Since  the  teacher-training  classes 
must  be  limited  to  college  graduates,  it  will  be  the  primary  duty  of 
the  teacher  trainers  to  select  their  trainees  from  the  men  who  have 
graduated  or  who  are  about  to  graduate.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  this 
plan  places  the  emphasis  on  the  selection  of  trainees  and  not  on  the 
acceptance  of  those  who  by  chance  happen  to  enroll  for  the  work. 
The  basis  for  such  selection  will  be  the  minimum  qualifications  speci- 
fied by  the  State  Board,  tlie  condidate's  high  school  and  college  record, 
and  the  teacher  trainer's  judgment  relative  to  the  candidate's  per.son- 
ality  and  general  promise. 

Given  a  selected  group  of  candidates,  the  next  step  in  the  procedure 
is  that  of  providing  the  maximiim  opportunity  for  preparation  in  the 
briefest  possible  time,  and  at  the  minimum  cost  to  tlie  trainee.  This 
desired  combination  can  be  obtained  by  giving  the  preliminary  train- 
ing on  the  job,  and  under  such  conditions  that  just  as  sooii  as  the 
trainee  acquires  a  certain  amount  of  skill  in  teaching,  he  will  be  paid 
a  sum  at  least  sufficient  to  make  him  self-supporting. 

The  plan  in  brief  is  tliat  of  placing  the  trainees  in  certain  selected 
liigli  schools  (two  or  tliree  to  a  school)  where  well-planned  courses  in 
agriculture  are  oifered  by  highly  qualified  instructors,  and  supervised 
by  principals  who  will  give  special  attention  to  the  trainees,  and  assist 
V'ith  certain  phases  of  their  preparation.  The  trainees  must  spend 
the  entire  day,  five  days  per  Aveelv  for  at  least  one  semester,  in  this 
training  on  the  job.  The  training  program  consists  of  observation 
teaching  correlated  Ayith  the  principles  of  teaching.  This  work  will 
gradually  blend  into  a  course  in  special  methods  of  teaching  agricul- 
ture, correlated  Avith  directed  teaching.  Running  parallel  with  this 
work  and  motivated  in  so  far  as  possible  in  terms  of  actual  school 
and  community  situations  and  problems  will  be  a  course  in  the  prin- 
ciples of  secondary  education  including  the  vocational  implications. 
'J'he  teacher  trainer  will  so  group  tlie  cooperating  high  schools  that 
the  trainees  can  be  brought  together  at  least  one  day  each  week  for 
a  group  discussion  of  problems  and  assignments.  The  agriculture 
teachers  concerned  Avith  this  program  must  of  necessity  be  the  most 
efficient  obtainable,  since  they  will  function  as  critic  teachers,  ai;d 
sliould  be  worthy  of  appointment  to  the  teacher-training  staff"  of  the 
University. 

The  plan  just  described  has  been  in  operation  in  part  during  the 
])ast  two  years,  and  the  experience  thus  far  justifies  the  statement  that 
it  is  superior  in  every  respect  to  the  method  followed  in  former  years. 
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DIVISION  VII. 
CIVILIAN  VOCATIONAL  REHABILITATION.

WHAT   IS   CIVILIAN    VOCATIONAL    REHABILITATION? 

Civilian  vocational  reliabilitation  is  a  program  of  education  which 
provides  for  the  handicapped  pei'son,  individual  counseling,  training 
for  a  specific  vocation,  and  placement  in  gainful  employment,  thus 
affording  the  handicapped  person  the  best  possible  opportunity  to 
render  satisfactory  service  and  earn  a  livelihood.  It  is  the  restora- 
tion of  personal  confidence ;  of  self-reliance,  of  occupational  efficiency 
to  the  A'ocationally  handicapped  man  or  woman,  resvilting  in  real 
living  filled  with  the  joy  of  a  chance  to  serve  and  do. 


A  FEW  TYPICAL  ILLUSTRATIONS. 

After  fourteen  years  in  general  electrical  construction  and  line  work.  Mr.  A., 
who  was  34  years  of  age,  fell  against  the  corner  of  u  concrete  column  and  frac- 
tured his  spine.  After  a  year  of  treatment,  he  was  able  to  stand  on  his  feet 
for  short  periods  of  time.  It  was  always  painful  for  liim  to  sit  or  to  lie  in  one 
position  for  any  .length  of  time.  He  could  walk  but  a  short  distance.  lie  carried 
two  crutches  and  wore  a  heavy  brace.  It  was  in  this  condition  that  the  agent  of 
the  rehabilitation  division  found  liini.  The  agent  found  that  he  would  never  be 
able  to  again  climb  around  buildings  so  that  he  could  follow  the  occupation  in 
which  he  was  trained.  Mr.  A.  had  but  little  hope  for  the  future.  The  rehabilita- 
tion  agent,    however,    went    over   his   case   carefully    with    the    doctor,    his   former 
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employers  and  his  friends.  He  then  advised  and  counseled  with  Mr.  A.  It  was 
decided  that  it  might  be  possible  for  him  to  become  a  barber.  He  was  placed  in 
training  in  the  barber  college  with  this  objective  in  view.  He  soon  became  quite 
proficient  and  a  course  in  beauty  culture  and  marcelling  and  permanent  waving  was 
added  to  his  course.  He  made  such  progress  that  in  a  short  time  the  president  of 
the  institution  offered  him  a  position  as  instructor  in  marcelling  at  a  wage  of  .$40 
per  week,  plus  gratuities,  which  greatly  increased  his  compensation. 

His  ambition,  however,  was  to  have  a  shop  of  his  own.  The  rehabilitation  agent 
assisted  him  in  selecting  a  location  and  in  tlie  puchase  of  equipment.  He  soon 
opened  up  the  Pierre  Hebert  Beauty  Salon  and  College.  He  now  has  all  the 
work  that  he  can  do.  maintaining  five  professional  operators  and  lias  a  number  of 
students  in  training  in  his  institution.  From  a  hopeless  future,  his  outlook  is  much 
better  economically  than  it  has  ever  been  in  his  life  career.  He  is  able  to  give  to  his 
family  the  comforts  of  life  which  go  to  make  happy  and  contented  citizens. 


Mr.  C.  was  a  victim  of  infantile  paralysis  at  the  age  of  13.  Tiiis  disease  left 
his  lower  limbs  in  a  weakened  and  disabled  condition,  and  necessitated  the  wearing  of 
braces  on  both  legs.  The  attention  of  the  rehabilitation  division  was  called  to 
his  case.  Handicapped  for  ordinary  work  it  was  necessary  to  find  an  occupation 
whereby  he  would  not  have  to  stand  on  his  feet.  After  counsel  and  advice, 
the  rehabilitation  agent  decided  to  train  liim  to  be  a  telcgrapli  f)per!itor.  After 
completing  his  course  he  obtained  a  position  in  the  branch  olfice  of  one  of  the 
larger  telegrapli  companies.  He  is  at  the  iiresent  time  earning  .$9(1  i)er  month  and 
is  self-sustaining.  After  he  has  had  more  experience  in  his  new  work,  his  salary 
will  be  materially  increased.  He  is  happy  and  contented,  realizing  that  he  has 
made  a  good  start  in  life  in  spite  of  his  handicap. 
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Miss  D.  was  born  without  arms  but  trained  her  toes  to  do  the  \\(u-k  of  hands. 
Her  great  desire  was  to  become  a  social  service  worker.     The  rehabilitation  division 


therefore  made  arrangements  to  give  her  a  complete  university  couri-e.  She  attended 
intersession  and  summer  session  classes  and  completed  her  work  in  three  and  one- 
half  years.  She  graduated  with  honors,  being  made  a  member  of  the  honor  economic 
society.  After  graduation  siie  was  given  a  teaching  fellowship  for  the  ensuing 
school  year.  She  will  assist  in  the  Department  of  Hygiene,  teaching  English 
Economics. 
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Ml-.  B.  wa.s  bom  blind.  Hi.s  outlook  on  life  was  not  bright.  He  coiapleted  his 
academic  training  in  tiie  State  School  for  the  Blind  but  was  unable  to  obtain 
employment.  When  in  school  he  developed  an  interest  and  taste  for  music  but 
was  unable  to  complete  a  musical  course.  His  plight  was  called  to.  the  attention 
of  the  rehabilitation  division.  After  counseling  with  him,  it  was  decided  to  give 
him  intensive  training  in  music.  After  two  .vears  of  such  training  he  was  able  to 
qualify  as  an  instructor  of  music  and  is  now  employed  as  an  instructor  of  piano 
in  the  schools  of  one  of  the  largest  cities  in  California,  at  a  regular  teacher's  salary. 

Mr.  E.,  aged  26, 
was  employed  as  a 
street  car  motorman. 
As  a  result  of  a  street 
car  collision,  both  legs 
had  to  be  amputated 
lielow  the  knee.  After 
t  h  (•  rehabilitation 
;\gent  had  counseled 
with  this  man,  it  was 
ilt'(i(b'(l  to  train  him  to 
lifionic  a  building  esti- 
Mi.ilor.  He  made  such 
spb'nilid  progress  that 
Ids  training  was  ex- 
ii'uded  so  that  he 
couhl  be  trained  to 
become  an  arhitect. 
After  attending  school 
for  ten  months,  he 
was  pbiced  in  an  archi- 
tect's ottice  for  supple- 
mentary training  on 
tlie  joli.  His  work  was 
so  satisfactory  that  he 
is  now  employed  by 
this  architect  at  a  sul- 
!iry  of  .$175  per  month. 
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The  above  illustrations  are  but  typical  of  buudreds  of  others.  They 
show  how  men  and  women  are  being  restored  to  an  independent 
economic  status  in  spite  of  their  physical  handicap.  They  tell  the 
story  of  the  rehabilitation  service  in  California ;  of  how  it  is  possible 
to  turn  human  liabilities  into  human  assets  through  prosier  vocational 
counseling  and  training.  Such  accomplishments  give  hope  and  cheer 
to  those  who  are  handicapped  and  who  are  struggling  for  economic 
independence  against  great  odds.  They  give  encouragement  to  the 
worker  because  he  likewise  knows  that  he  is  eligible  for  the  same  service 
if  an  accident  befalls  him.  They  give  satisfaction  to  the  employer 
because  of  his  keen  interest  in  the  welfare  of  those  injured  in  his 
emplo}'. 

CONSERVATION   OF   HUMAN    LIFE. 

Civilian  rehabilitation  represents  the  third  plia.se  of  the  program 
for  the  conservation  of  human  life  and  limb.  The  first  of  these  is 
the  program  to  make  for  tlie  safety  of  the  workers.  The  second  is 
providing  for  them  during  the  period  of  treatment  and  through  the 
period  of  recover}'.  This  includes  medical,  surgical  and  financial 
aid  and  is  known  as  compensation.  Neither  safety  nor  compensation, 
however,  restores  the  earning  capacity  to  the  vocationally  handicapped 
man  or  woman,  neither  do  these  admirable  programs  provide  assistance 
for  those  who  are  injured  outside  of  tlie  industrial  field.  They  do 
not  provide  for  the  man  who  loses  his  arm  or  limb  as  a  result  of  a 
gunshot  wound  while  protecting  his  family  or  his  fellow  citizen.  They 
do  not  provide  for  the  unfortunate  boys  or  girls  who,  in  the  prime  of 
life,  are  stricken  with  some  disease  which  leaves  them  handicapped 
for  life.  Neither  do  they  provide  for  the  youth  or  adult  who  is  run 
down  by  some  careless,  reckless  automobile  driver  which  results  in  an 
injury  that  leaves  the  individual  withoiit  an  occupation  or  a  means  of 
earning  a  livelihood. 

Civilian  rehabilitation,  the  tliird  phase  of  the  conservation  of  human 
life,  here  steps  in  and  extends  to  such  individuals  a  helping  hand.  It 
plans  and  provides  for  their  occupational  training  which  means  their 
economic  independence.  It  is  a  necessary  program  for  the  conserving 
of  human  life.  It  makes  it  possible  for  an  individual  to  help 
himself  which,  in  turn,  benefits  the  community  and  society. 

Through  the  Rehabilitation  Division,  the  State  of  California  is 
making  it  possible  for  men  and  women  to  earn  an  independent  liveli- 
hood in  spite  of  their  physical  disability.  Surely,  this  is  an  undertak- 
ing that  the  state  can  well  be  proud  of  fostering.  Reeducating  those 
who  are  handicapped,  so  as  to  make  them  vocationally  efficient  in  some 
line  of  work  that  they  can  perform  in  spite  of  their  disability  is  not 
onh'  a  humanitarian  work  but  an  economic  gain  to  the  state  and  to 
society.  It  is  not  a  Avork  of  charity.  ]\Iost  men  merely  want  a  chance 
to  work  and  earn  and,  if  trained  so  that  thej'  can  effectively  utilize  what 
faculties  they  have,  they  are  glad  to  produce  and  earn.  Thus,  the 
training  of  the  handicapped  ijidividual  so  that  he  becomes  a  self- 
supporting  member  of  society  is  now  a  recognized  function  of  the 
educational  program  of  California. 

The  rehabilitation  service  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  is  open 
to  any  individual  who  is  a  resident  of  California  and  who  has  a  physi- 
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cal  handicap  such  that  prevents  liim  fi'oiu  carrying  on  in  the  occupa- 
tion for  which  he  was  trained.  This  disability  may  be  the  result  of 
an  accident,  as  illustrated  in  case  number  one,  or  it  may  be  congenital, 
as  in  case  number  two,  or  it  may  be  the  resiilt  of  disease,  as  illustrated 
by  case  number  three.  It  does  not  matter  how  the  disability  was 
caused. 

THE   NEED    FOR  CIVILIAN    REHABILITATION. 

The  Industrial  Accident  Commission  reported  a  total  of  89,069 
injuries  to  the  workers  of  California  for  the  year  1924-25.  Of  this 
number,  645  were  fatal  and  1215  were  of  a  permanent  nature,  hun- 
dreds of  which  resulted  in  a  handicap  such  that  prevented  or  greatly 
restricted  the  individual  receiving  the  injury  from  continuing  to  earn 
his  liveliliood  in  his  chosen  occupation.  While  no  record  is  kept  of 
other  than  industrial  accidents,  authoritative  estimates  place  the 
number  of  such  accidents  at  from  two  to  three  times  as  many  as  the 
industrial  accidents.  Such  includes  automobile,  transportation  and 
public  accidents  that  do  not  come  under  the  compensation  law.  The 
number  of  permanent  injuries  from  accidents  in  California  is  there- 
fore in  excess  of  3000  annually. 

Disease  is  constantly  contributing  to  the  handicapped  class.  During 
llie  year  1925,  the  California  State  Board  of  Health  had  803  cases  of 
jioliomj'elitis  or  infantile  paralysis  reported,  most  of  which  resulted 
in  permanent  disabilities  of  a  most  distressing  kind,  while  tuberculosis 
is  annually  adding  hundreds  to  the  handicapped  class. 

A  recent  survey  of  the  handicapped  children  in  our  public  schools 
reveals  over  3191  boys  and  girls  who  must  go  through  life  with  a 
grave  physical  handicap,  such  that  will  greatly  impair  their  earning 
capacity  and  also  their  economic  status  unless  they  receive  special 
guidance  and  training,  so  as  to  fit  them  for  an  occupation  wherein 
their  disability  will  not  materially  affect  their  productive  capacity. 
Thus,  accidents  and  disease  are  creating  a  class  of  maimed  and  crippled 
workers  who  will  labor  under  great  difficulties  or  who  Avill  become 
dependent  on  society  and  the  state  unless  they  are  effectively  adjusted 
into  occupations  wherein  their  disability  will  not  be  a  handicap  in 
performing  their  daily  task.  Tlie  problem  is  a  serious  one  and  with 
our  modern  civilization,  will  become  more  serious  unless  effectively 
handled  year  by  year. 

These  unfortunate  men  and  women  want  to  be  efficient  workers. 
They  want  to  be  able  to  earn  so  that  they  can  live  a  normal  life.  They 
have  no  desire  to  live  on  charity  but  want  a  chance  to  be  good  pro- 
ductive citizens  and  to  enjoy  the  fruits  of  their  labor.  This  chance 
should  not  be  denied  to  them.  If  the  State  of  California  can  afford  to 
spend  $1,000  per  student  to  provide  college  training  for  healthy  and 
normal  individuals  who  have  all  their  faculties  and  are  able  to  earn 
good  livelihoods,  surely  it  can  not  deny  to  these  handicapped  people 
the  opportunity  of  such  training  as  will  restore  their  earning  power 
so  that  they  can  become  self-supporting  and  contented  citizens. 

EXTENT    OF    THE    REHABILITATION    SERVICE. 

The  number  of  individuals  in  training  on  any  date  is  known  as  the 
training  load.  With  the  present  allotment  of  fumls,  the  division  can 
care   for   a   constant   training   load   of    350   to    375    individuals.      As 
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trainees  finish  their  courses  and  are  phieed  in  employment,  others 
take  their  place.  The  training  load  of  the  division  has  been  maintained 
I'or  tlie  past  six  months  above  this  fio'ure.  This  has  been  made 
possible  because  of  the  small  number  in  training  during  the  fii'st 
half  of  the  year,  and  because  of  a  special  emergency  appropriation 
allowed  the  division  by  the  State  Board  of  Control  to  provide  training 
for  emei'gency  cases.  During  the  coming  year,  the  division  -will  either 
have  to  cut  down  the  number  in  training  or  receive  a  larger  appropria- 
tion in  order  to  provide  training  for  the  ever  increasing  number  of 
applicants. 

The  number  of  individuals  who  are  applying  for  the  service  is  con- 
stantly increasing.  During  the  past  year,  it  was  neoessaiy  to  curtail 
contact  work  so  as  to  cut  down  the  number  of  applicants.  It  Avas 
impossible  to  place  more  in  training  considering  the  funds  available. 
The  division  feels  that  all  Avho  can  be  lielped  and  restored  to  economic 
independence  through  the  rehabilitation  service  should  be  granted  the 
privilege  of  the  service.  In  the  long  run,  it  is  economy  to  the  com- 
munity and  state  to  provide  the  training  whereby  these  individuals 
become  self-sustaining. 

It  is  recognized  that  the  work  should  not  be  developed  too  rapidly. 
The  service  should  be  gradually  extended  so  that  fidl  value  for  all 
expenditures  will  be  received.  It  can  be  readily  seen,  however,  after 
surveying  the  accident  situation  in  California,  and  the  liantlicapped 
cliild  problem,  tliat  the  division  can  not  do  fidl  justice  to  all  who  are 
eligible  for  tlu'  service  on  its  present  income. 

THE   PRESENT  STATUS   OF  THE    REHABILITATION    SERVICE. 

Tlie  civilian  rehabilitation  work  Avas  organized  as  a  division  of  the 
Department  of  Vocational  Education  in  July,  1921.  This  action  was 
taken  immediately  after  the  state  legislature  liad  accepted  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Federal  Industrial  Rehabilitation  Act  and  had  appro- 
jjriated  the  necessary  funds  to  develop  the  work  in  California.  The 
legislation  placed  the  responsibility  of  conducting  this  service  in  the 
hands  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

The  state  is  divided  into  three  districts,  namely,  Sacramento,  San 
Francisco  and  Los  Angeles  districts.  The  Sacramento  di-strict  serves 
the  counties  in  the  great  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  valleys  and 
those  of  tiie  eastern  mountain  sections  north  of  the  Tehacliapi.  The 
San  Francisco  district  covers  tlie  northwest  coa.st  of  Califcu-nia  and  the 
coastal  counties  as  far  south  as  and  inchuling  San  Luis  Obisjio  County. 
Tlie  Los  Angeles  district  includes  all  the  counties  soxitli  of  the 
Teliacliapi  and  San  Luis  Obispo  County.  It  also  includes  the  counties 
of  Inyo  and  ]\[ono.  The  executive  office  is  located  in  Sacramento  in 
tlie  ^luU  Building  in  connection  with  the  office  of  the  Commis.sioner  of 
Vocational  Education.  The  Sacramento  district  is  handled  from  this 
oliHce.  The  Los  Angeles  office  is  in  the  Sun  Finance  Building  in 
connection  with  the  offices  oL  the  State  Board  of  Education.  The 
San  Francisco  office  is  located  in  the  State  Building  at  the  San  Fi-an- 
ciseo  Civic  Center.     The  division  is  thus  giving  a  state-wide  service. 

As  soon  as  adeciuate  funds  were  available,  the  division  began  to 
place  handicapped  persons  in  training.     On  June  30,  192fi,  the  divi- 
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siou  had  620  eligible  liaiulieapped  iiulividuals  on  its  rolls.  Of  this 
number,  121  -were  eligible  but  v/ere  not  in  the  process  of  reliabilitation. 
Some  of  these  were  still  under  medical  care  wliile  others  had  not 
decided  on  the  line  of  work  that  tliey  wanted  to  take  up.  There  were 
87  in  the  process  of  rehabilitation.  Tiiese  persons  Avere  being  advised 
and  a  training  program  was  being  worked  out  for  them.  A  few  cases 
were  in  this  status  because  they  had  to  stop  training  and  return  to 
ro^it  or  the  hospital  on  account  of  their  disability.  As  soon  as  an 
individual  who  is  in  training  completes  his  training,  a  i:)erson  who  is 
in  the  process  of  rehabilitation  is  placed  in  training. 

The  division  had,  on  June  ^0,  1926,  388  individuals  in  training,  28 
of  whom  had  about  completed  their  training,  having  been  placetl  in 
employment  but  were  being  followed  up  to  ascertain  whether  or  not 
they  could  do  the  work  satisfactorily.  The  division  never  reports  a 
man  rehabilitated  until  he  has  been  trained  and  then  actually  placed 
in  employment  and  followed  up  for  a  period  of  time  to  ascertain 
whether  he  can  perform  satisfactorily  the  type  of  work  that  he  is 
expected  to  do. 

Inasmuch  as  it  takes  time  to  build  up  the  number  in  training,  the 
results  of  the  division's  present  program  will  not  be  reflected  until 
next  year.  During  the  first  part  of  the  yeai\  it  was  necessary  to  make 
contact  with  disabled  persons,  advise  with  them  and  arrange  for  their 
training  so  as  to  get  as  many  in  training  as  soon  as  ]iossible.  The 
division  gave  its  attention  to  this  phase  of  the  work.  The  training 
load  during  the  year  of  1924-25  was  very  small  and  thus,  tlie  number 
completing  their  training  from  that  period  ^\ns  not  large.  Likewise, 
the  number  completing  training  during  the  first  part  of  1925-26  was 
not  as  large  as  the  number  completing  training  during  the  last  two 
quarters  of  the  year.  During  the  past  quarter,  122  handicapped  per- 
sons were  rehabilitated  and  restored  to  productive  employment.  The 
division  has  now  caught  up  to  its  regular  load  and  the  next  two  years 
should  see  an  increase  in  the  numlier  of  reliabilitations. 

CONTACT    PROCEDURE. 

The  Kehabilitation  Division  maintains  cooperative  arrangements 
with  the  Industrial  Accident  Commission  whereby  it  receives  a  report 
of  all  serious  industrial  accidents  in  the  State  of  California.  On 
receipt  of  such  information,  contact  is  made  with  the  individual 
through  a  letter  informing  the  injured  person  of  the  rehabilitation 
service  and  asking  for  certain  informaticm  in  regard  to  emploj'al)iiity 
and  the  character  of  his  injury.  If  he  is  within  calling  distance  of  one 
of  the  district  offices,  he  is  requested  to  have  a  conference  with  a 
member  of  the  rehabilitation  staff.  If,  however,  he  lives  at  some 
distance,  a  representative  calls  on  hbn  when  he  makes  a  trip  through 
the  territory  in  which  the  injured  man  lives. 

When  personal  contact  is  made  in  the  office  or  in  tlie  field,  a  com- 
plete survey  is  made  of  the  injured  man  or  woman.  Eligibility  is 
then  determined.  If  the  individual  is  eligible  for  the  service,  the 
agent  of  the  Rehabilitation  Division  counsels  and  advises  with  him 
and  a  definite  employment  ol)jective  is  determined  upon.  The  train- 
ing program  is  then  outlined  and  arrangements  are  made  to  carry  it 
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out.  This  may  be  accomplished  tlirough  institutional,  correspondence, 
tutorial  or  employment  trainino:.  During  the  period  of  training,  the 
training  otificer  makes  frequent  visits  and  supervises  the  instruction, 
making  such  adjustments  in  the  program  as  seem  necessary  in  order 
to  obtain  the  most  effective  results. 

REHABILITATIONS. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  division  has  trained  and  restored  to 
productive  employment  329  handicapped  persons.  The  average  cost 
of  restoring  these  individuals  to  an  independent  economic  life  has 
been  $305.50  per  j^erson.  The  average  cost  during  the  next  biennium 
will  be  greatly  reduced,  inasmuch  as  it  took  a  large  part  of  the  present 
biennium  to  build  up  the  training  load. 

The  agents  of  the  Rehabilitation  Division  have  called  on  hundreds  of 
disabled  people  in  the  state  and  offered  them  advice  and  counsel 
pertaining  to  their  future  employment.  Many  of  these  recover  from 
their  injuries  so  that  they  have  no  vocational  handicap  and  do  not 
further  need  the  service  of  the  division.  Others,  through  the  advice 
and  encouragement  of  the  division,  readjust  their  occupational  pur- 
suits and  rehabilitate  themsehes.  In  many  cases,  it  is  the  encourage- 
ment and  restoration  of  self-confidence  that  is  the  vital  factor  in 
rehabilitation.  In  some  cases  the  individual,  after  a  short  period  of 
training,  finds  that  he  can  do  things  that  he  never  thought  he  would 
ever  be  able  to  do  again.  A  job  that  he  can  do  successfully  but  not 
allied  to  his  training  comes  up  unexpectedly.  His  compensation  is 
apt  to  cease.  The  immediate  income  from  a  job  looks  good  to  the 
disabled  man,  regardless  of  the  future  prospects  of  that  particular 
kind  of  employment.  He  often  leaves  his  training  and  takes  a  job 
as  the  income  is  a  necessary  factor  in  the  support  of  the  family. 

Under  the  rule  of  the  federal  government,  the  division  receives  no 
credit  for  such  cases,  neither  does  it  receive  credit  for  the  advice  and 
counsel  that  it  gives  to  the  hundreds  of  injured  men  and  women  that 
it  assists  in  restoring  to  industry  through  encouragement  to  help 
themselves.  It  is,  however,  just  this  encouragement,  counsel  and 
demonstration  through  training  that  brings  back  the  self-confidence 
needed  to  tackle  a  job  Avlien  it  develops.  The  division  is  rendering  a 
large  service  to  the  disabled  that  can  not  be  successfully  reported  in 
ease  rehabilitations.  The  cost  of  this  service  is  all  charged  in  the 
cost  of  the  rehabilitated  cases  reported.  Such  cases  thus  show  a  much 
larger  cost  than  should  W  rightly  cliarged  to  them. 

REHABILITATIONS   OF   THE    BLIND   AND   SHUT-INS. 

The  Rehabilitation  Division  nuikes  no  discrimination  in  handicapped 
individuals.  Any  person  who  is  vocationally  handicapped,  regardless 
of  the  type  of  handicap,  who  is  mentally  well  and  capable  of  being 
trained  so  that  he  can  earn  a  livclihoocl,  is  eligible  for  the  .service. 
During  the  period  that  the  Rehabilitation  Division  has  been  in  exist- 
ence, it  has  trained  and  placed-into  ('m]>lovment  tliirty-two  individuals 
whose  handicap  ^Vas  due  to  blindness.     It  lias  in  training  at  the  present 
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time  forty-five  blind  people.    A  list  of  the  various  employment  object- 
ives and  the  earnings  of  the  rehabilitated  blind  are  given  herewith :

The  training  of  the  blind  and  shut-ins  for  successful  employment  is 
recognized  as  the  most  difficult  phase  of  the  rehabilitation  work.  The 
division  has  no  difficulty  in  training  these  individuals  but  it  has  a 
great  deal  of  difficulty  in  placing  them  in  employment.  It  seems  to  the 
division  that  the  best  solution  for  the  blind  problem  is  a  state  work 
shop  where  the  blind  can  be  trained  to  produce  such  commodities  as 
they  are  able  to  make.  In  connection  with  such  an  institution,  the 
state  should  have  an  organized  selling  force  for  the  purpose  of  selling 
and  marketing  the  articles  produced  by  the  blind  and  shut-ins.  Such 
people  can  be  trained  to  make  many  things  but  it  is  extremely  difficult 
for  them  to  market  their  production.  With  a  selling  agency,  the  blind 
and  shut-ins  who  live  at  some  distance  and  who  can  not  work  in  the 
state  work  shop,  can  produce  in  their  homes  and  send  the  articles  to 
the  sales  department  for  disposal  provided  they  can  not  dispose  of 
them  in  their  local  community.  The  overhead  of  such  an  institution 
should  be  carried  by  the  state,  allowing  the  total  receipts  from  the 
sale  of  the  various  articles  produced  to  go  as  compensation  to  the

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producer.     Such  an  institution,  the  Rehabilitation  Division  believes, 
would  solve  the  occupational  problem  of  the  blind  and  shut-ins. 

EARNINGS   GREATLY    INCREASED    THROUGH    REHABILITATION. 

The  average  earning  capacity  of  those  who  have  been  rehabilitated 
at  the  time  of  contact  by  an  agent  of  the  Rehabilitation  Division  was 
$17.20  per  month.  The  average  earning  capacity  of  the  rehabilitated 
handicapped  person  after  he  had  been  trained  in  employment  by  the 
Rehabilitation  Division  was  $119.27  per  month.  These  individuals 
were  restored  from  an  economic  liability  to  an  economic  asset  to  the 
state.  In  less  than  six  months  they  were  able  to  earn  more  than  the 
cost  of  the  service.  They  will  continue  to  produce  year  by  yeAr, 
producing  Avealth  for  the  community,  the  state  and  the  nation.  But 
more  important  than  all  the  wealth  production  is  the  social  gain,  the 
self-reliant,  satisfied  and  contented  and  loyal  citizens,  believing  in 
their  fellowmen  and  the  greatness  and  benevolence  of  their  country.
